DEPARTMENTAL OFFICES AND STAFF. 


The offices of the Registrar, together with the National Provident Fund, have been transferred 
from the Governyent Buildings to the Bank of New Zealand Building, Te Aro, owing to space- 
pressure. The change enabled the whole staff to be accommodated under one roof, which conduces 
to a more efficient supervision of the work. I have to report that the staff, in the face of changes 
and interruptions, have loyally performed their duties, although this has on several occasions 
involved considerable inroads on their own time.

The increase in membership during 1913 was 0°15 per cent., as compared with 2°20 per cent. 
for 1912, a result not unexpected in a year noted for industrial upheavals. 

The total funds of the societies and branches as on the 3lst December, 1913, amounted to 
£1,643,177, made up as follows: Sick and Funeral Funds (inclusive of amounts transferred to 
special funds out of surplus), £1,517,708; Medical and Management Funds, goods, &c., 
£125,469. Dividing the total funds by the number of members at the end of the year, it is 
found the average capital per member is now £22 6s.

Sickness. 
The number of members sick during 1913 was 11,839, equal to 16°70 per 100 members at risk. 
The sickness experienced during 1913 was 107,934 weeks, equal to 9 weeks 1 day per sick member, 
and 1 week 3 days for each member at risk. 


Owing in great measure to differences in the proportion of members at the several ages, 
the averages in the several districts differ considerably, also in the several societies or orders. 
The figures for the five large orders for 1913 are found to be as follows :—

The percentage of members sick for the year 1913 was therefore highest in the A.O.F., while 
the average sickness per member at risk was highest in the M.U.I.0.0.F. and Jowest in the 1.0.0.F. 
In 1912 the percentage of members sick was 17°57, the average sickness per member sick was 8°58 
weeks, and the average sickness per member at risk 1°51 weeks.

Sick and Funeral Funds. 


The contributions and entrance fees paid to Sick and Funeral Funds in 1913 amounted to 
£111,475. Divided by the mean number of members the average was £1 10s. 3d., which is the 
same as in 1912. 

The interest and rent received by the lodges and central bodies amounted to £68,723 in 1913, 
equal to 18s. 8d. per member, as against 17s. 11d. for 1912. 

The amount of sickness benefit paid was £74,783 in 1913, equal to £6 6s. 4d. per member 
sick, and £1 Os. 4d. per member, as against £5 18s. 9d. and 19s. 11d. respectively for 1912. 
Viewing the-amount paid in relation to the weeks of sickness, the average benefit per week is 
found to be 13s. 10d. in 1913, which is the same as in 1912. 

The funeral benefit paid amounted to £15,229 in 1913, equal to 4s. 2d. per member, as 
compared with 3s. 10d. for 1912. 

The total worth of the Sick and Funeral Funds of 681 lodges at the beginning of 1913 was 
£1,380,750, and at the end of the year £1,465,159, as compared with 664 lodges, worth £1,298,437

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and £1,383,954, at the beginning and end of 1912. The balance of gain for the year was £84,385, 
or £1 2s. 11d. per member in 1913, as compared with £85,517, or £1 3s. 8d., in 1912.

Investment of Funds. 


The net income from investments credited to the Sick and Funeral Funds for 1913 amounted 
to £68,723, the average rate being 4°95 per cent. (say, £4 19s..), as against £4 19s. 2d. in 1912.

ADMINISTRATION OF CONSOLIDATED SOCIETIES. 


The process of consolidating the branch benefit funds of societies into one central fund is still 
occupying the close attention of many societies throughout the Dominion. Some of the legal 
difficulties consequent upon these consolidations are now beginning to show, more particularly 
the question of controlling the investment of those funds held in various parts of the Dominion 
and which constitute the assets of the central fund of the main body. The Friendly Societies 
Act vests the funds of a society in its trustees, and no separate persons outside those trustees 
can be legally held responsible for the investment and control of those funds. Any extension 
of these powers of controlling the funds implies a corresponding extension of the penalizing 
sections of the Act in respect of officers responsible for the safe custody of moneys, securities, &c., 
and societies that are effecting these changes would do well to bear in mind this important point 
when adopting new rules. 


RELATIONS BETWEEN CENTRAL AND Brancuy Funps. 


A judgment of considerable importance to societies was delivered at the Supreme Court, 
Wellington. The first part of the judgment deals with the powers of a society to take moneys 
from branch benefit funds collected for a said purpose, and transfer them to a central fund 
established for the same purpose. The second part of the judgment dealt with a contingency that 
could seldom happen in a friendly society, and is consequently of less interest to members. The 
following is the text of the Chief Justice’s judgment :— 

‘‘This is an action brought by plaintiffs as trustees of a branch of a friendly society called 
the ‘Court Sir Charles Napier,’ the branch being a branch of the friendly society called the 
‘Ancient Order of Foresters,’ against the defendants, who are the trustees of the friendly society. 
The plaintifis ask the Court to declare that certain rules passed and registered by the friendly 
society are wltra vires and void, and ask for the issue of an injunction to restrain the society 
from enforcing compliance with these rules. The new rules with respect to which complaint is 
made are two, viz.,— 

*“ Rule 22, new clause (f): ‘ That those Courts who at the end of 1910 have drawn out more 
than they have paid in should refund the amount.’ 
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After this action was commenced these rules were slightly amended, and were registered as 
follows :— 

“Rule 22, new clause (y): ‘That one-fourth of each member’s contributions paid into the 
Court’s Sick and Funeral Fund be paid into the Central Sick Fund.’ 

‘© * 99. (f.) Those courts who at the end of 1910 have drawn out of the Central Sick Fund 
more than they have paid in will refund the amount to the said fund.’ 

Te 22., (y.) One-fourth of each member’s contributions payable into the court’s Sick and 
Funeral Fund shall be paid into the Central Sick Fund, to meet cases of sickness continuing after 
twelve months, together with the levy under clause (¢).’ 

‘“The court or branch has a court fund usually called the ‘Sick and Funeral Fund.’ This 
is the main fund of the court, and the rules provide for the payments according to the age of 
the members being paid to this fund. These payments vary for males from 2s. 6d. per month 
when under nineteen years of age to 4s. lld. from thirty-nine to forty. Every member has 
to pay in addition 6d. per quarter to the Central Sick Fund, which is a district fund. The Sick 
and Funeral Fund has to bear the cost of funeral allowances and sick-charges up to twelve months. 
After twelve months’ sickness the sick-pay is paid by the district out of the ‘ Central Sick Fund.’ 
Up to the passing of these new rules this ‘ Central Sick Fund’ was kept up by the payment of 6d. 
per quarter already referred to, and by 3d. per quarter by the court paid by it out of its Sick 
and Funeral Fund, in all a sum of 3s. per member per year. I am dealing only with male 
members. <A different charge is made for female members. Then comes clause (g), which enacts 
that in addition to the 3s. a year, a court must pay one-fourth of each member's contributions to 
the court’s Sick and Funeral Fund to the Central (or District) Sick Fund. 

‘The plaintifis complain that, the district not having raised the contributions of members 
to the Sick and Funeral Fund of a court, it will be impossible for a court to pay the sickness- 
charge hitherto paid and by the rules payable to its members if, in addition to the levy or con- 
tribution of 3s. per year, one fourth of its Sick and Funeral Fund is taken from it for the Central 
Sick Fund. 

‘‘What is termed the funeral benefit is really a life-insurance benefit. On the death of 
a male member his relatives are entitled to £30. This funeral benefit is due to be paid by the 
court, but the court practically reinsures in the district, and for the payment of a certain sum 
out of the Sick and Funeral Fund the district undertakes this hability. What, then, has happened 
in the past is that a court out of the Sick and Funeral Fund has paid to the district a sum for 
reinsurance of funeral benefits, and has also paid out of its Sick and Funeral Fund a contribu- 
tion to the Central (or District) Sick Fund, the district paying for sickness which continues after 
twelve months. 

‘“The question raised by the plaintiffs as to the new rule (g)—I prefer to take that rule 
first—is, Can a district transfer from a Sick and Funeral Fund a share of that fund to the 
Central Sick Fund? The plaintiffs contend that such an action is a violation of the provisions 
of the Friendly Societies Act, 1909, section 40. Subsections (1) and (2) of that section are as 
follows :— 

‘“<(1.) In all registered friendly societies and registered branches thereof all moneys 
received or paid on account of each particular fund for which a separate table of contributions 
has been adopted shall be kept separate and distinct, and shall be entered in a separate account 
distinct from the moneys received and paid on account of any other fund; and a separate fund 
or funds shall be established for the payment of all expenses of management, and of all expenses 
(if any) on account of medical or surgical attendances, including medicine and medical and 
surgical requisites. 

‘“*(2.) Save as in this Act expressly provided, no transfer shall be made of the moneys of 
any one benefit fund to meet the liabilities of any other fund, nor shall such moneys, or any 
interest accruing therefrom, be in any manner applied for the use, whether temporary or per- 
manent, of any fund save the fund to which they properly belong.’ 

‘‘Tt is urged that what is being done is to take Sick and Funeral Funds to be used for Sick 
Funds only. 

“To this the defendants make two answers: (1) They say that it is not taking funds from 
one fund and placing them to a fund for a different purpose; (2) they raise the point that this 
Court has no jurisdiction to deal with the internal affairs of a society unless there is some express 
law violated. 

‘“T am of opinion that, so far as this rule is concerned, the Court cannot inquire as to 
what its effect may be in making a court what is called unfinancial or insolvent; and I am also 
of opinion that this is not a violation of section 40 (2). All the sick and funeral benefits have 
to come out of the Sick and Funeral Fund. I see no violation of that subsection in the court 
taking a sum out of that fund to reinsure funeral benefits, and I understand that this has been 
done for years. The Sick and Funeral Fund is still to be used for sick and funeral benefits. All, 
in fact, that Rule 22 (g) does is to take from the fund more for the Central Sick Fund than has 
hitherto been demanded. It is not transferring a Sick Fund to another purpose: the fund is to 
be used for sickness. It is not a case where there has been such a taking as to leave nothing for 
funeral purposes: they are provided for. If it should happen that the usual contributions to 
the Sick and Funeral Fund of a court are not sufficient to pay for sickness up to twelve months, 
then it seems to me under Rule 49 (a) contributions may be increased, for that rule states that 
a male member shall contribute, &c., ‘not less than provided in the following scale.’ Rule 49 (6) 
makes provision as to the contr ibutions of female members. I ain of opinion, therefore, that as to 
Rule 22 (g) the claim of the plaintiffs has not been substantiated. 

‘“The question as to whether Rule 22 (f) is ultra vires is one of considerable difficulty. The 
first inquiry must be, What power has a district to make rules? 
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‘There seems no direct statement as to what rules a society may enact. Section 31 of the 
Act of 1909 provides that no amendment of rules shall be registered unless the rules as amended 
contain all the provisions that would be required in such rules in accordance with the Second or 
Third Schedules of the Act. The Second Schedule deals with the rules of societies, and the 
Third Schedule with the rules of branches. There is nothing very precise in these rules. Rules 
can be altered: but I apprehend that rules, like other laws, can speak only from their registra- 
tion. What Rule 22 (f) purports to do is to demand from a branch a return of benefits paid 
to the branch and which the branch has disbursed to its members. It is, as was put by 
Mr. Skerrett, to demand from the shareholders of a company the dividends paid to them. It 

‘is even more than that, for the sick-benefits paid were paid in pursuance with the rules, and it 
is ordering that these benefits be repaid. 

‘*Tt is not unusual for friendly societies by rules to make levies on branches or courts; but 
I am not aware that it has been held that they may make a levy that bears unequally on branches, 
and that is not in conformity with some general principle. This rule, if it can be construed as 
a levy, is not on the principle of equality. It is making a levy by seeking to set aside or treat 
as null a rule that has been in existence and has been acted upon. 

‘‘ Further, the rule may have the effect of taking all the Sick and Funeral Fund: and it 
was stated that in one court this would happen, thus preventing members getting possible funeral 
benefits, for the lodge may have no money to reinsure its members for funeral benefits. Were this 
to happen the provisions of section 40 of the Friendly Societies Act, 1909, would be violated, 
for no funds for funeral benefits would be left. 

‘‘The power to alter rules is not clear: Rule 39 (A) shows how rules can be altered. It 
reads as follows :— 

‘© «39. (h.) Any courts wishing to make or alter any of these rules shall summon a meeting 
of the whole court for that purpose, and should the court sanction an alteration in any rule 
or prepare a new one, notice thereof, duly certified by C.R., 8.C.R., and secretary, with court 
seal attached, shall be sent to the district secretary and each court in the district at least two* 
months prior to a district meeting, at which meeting such new or amended rule shall be brought 
forward for confirmation or rejection. The executive shall also have power to prepare any new 
rule or the amendment of any district or subordinate court rule, and it is hereby provided that 
a copy of all proposed alterations to rules by the executive shall be sent to each court at least 
two months prior to a district meeting, at which they shall be brought forward for confirmation 
or otherwise.’ 

‘‘T assume, however, that this rule is sufficient to authorize the society to alter the 
rules, and the altered rule would bind a member of the society; and a branch or lodge 
or court is a member. How far this power of alteration can go is seen in Allen v. 
Gold Reefs of West Africa (Limited) (1900, 1 Ch. 657) in the case of a company, in 
Smith v. Galloway (1898, 1 Q.B. 71) in the case of a friendly society, in Pepe v. City and Suburban 
Permanent Building Society (1893, 2 Ch. 311) in the case of a building society, in Baily v. 
British Equitable Assurance Company (1904, 1 Ch. 374), reversed on appeal (1906, A.C. 35), in 
the case of an assurance company. These are all cases—and more might be quoted—in which 
it is clear that where there is a legal power in a company or society the members are subject to 
it in their future relations with the company or society. All these cases are applicable when 
considering the new Rule 22 (g); but Rule 22 (f) is not the alteration of a rule to affect future 
cases, but it is the negation and repeal of a subsisting rule and current arrangement. It is 
treating the existing rules as having been non-existent and ordering moneys paid under them 
to be returned. This is more than what is called a retrospective or retroactive law. Such a law 
may modify or even destroy existing rights. This law does more: it orders a matter ended and 
concluded to be reopened and dealt with as if the law now enacted had been in existence in the 
past. As to retrospective by-laws see Smith v. Cox (1910, 13 Gaz. L.R. 181); Smith v. New 
Zealand Express Company (1910, 13 Gaz. L.R. 183). 

‘“The question is, Has the fact that the rules were registered made them valid? Our statute 
has not the words used in the statute 4 and 5 Will. IV, cap. 40, sec. 4 (referred to in Dewhurst v. 
Clarkson (1854, 3 E. & B. 194), and in Osborne +. Amalgamated Society of Railway Servants 
(1909, 1 Ch. 163; 1910, A.C. 87), making the rules binding on all members and officers. Further, 
the rules of a friendly society must be ‘ consistent with the requirements of the Friendly Societies 
Act and the law of New Zealand.’ It was admitted by counsel for the defendants that if an 
amending rule were not consistent with the Act and with the laws of New Zealand, this Court 
had power to declare the amending rule ultra vires, and that it was not necessary to invoke the 
aid of the forum set up in the rules. 

““T am of opinion that the proposed alteration in Rule 22 (f) goes beyond a mere alteration, 
and is not in accordance with the rules. I am further of opinion that Rule 22 (f) may take all 
the Sick and Funeral Fund, and will do so in the case of one court, and leave nothing for funeral 
benefits. It is a violation of section 40 to take a Sick and Funeral Fund and apply it to one 
object only. 

“For these reasons I am of opinion that the Court should, so far as paragraph (f) is con- 


cerned, make the order asked for and grant an injunction if the defendants attempt to carry out 
the provisions of Rule 22 (f.).’’ 


OwnerRsHIP OF Hatt. 


It is found that there frequently exists considerable doubts as to the particular fund that can 
legally claim the hall property of a society as an asset. Many of these properties have been 
acquired years ago, and the mode of financing their purchase is lost in obscurity. What has 
repeatedly come before the Department is the fact that lodges have financed hall properties out 
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of their Sick and Funeral Funds, and in cases where the property turns out to be a paying 
investment almost invariably an attempt is subsequently made to transfer that property to 
the Management Fund. I have no record, however, of any hall property having been transferred 
to the Management Fund where the hall was a losing concern. 

Lodge officials would therefore be wise to note that where benefit-fund moneys have been 
advanced for the purpose of acquiring a hall, the property remains as an asset of that benefit 
fund, and any transfer of the property to another fund is illegal. 

Two such cases came under notice during the year. In one instance I found on personal 
examination of the society’s books that the original advance for the purchase of the property 
had actually been made from the Management Fund, although for every subsequent year the 
property had been shown as an asset of the Sick Fund. In this case, as the intention of the 
lodge to place the liability on the Management Fund was clear, the accounts were adjusted, and 
the property will in future be accounted for as a Management Fund asset. In the other case 
it was obvious that there was an attempt to transfer the property from the Sick Fund which 
had borne the risk of the investment up to that date. After considerable trouble and continued 
objection on the part of the lodge, the officials comphed with the Act. 


IRREGULAR TRANSFER OF SURPLUS MONEYS. 


I find it necessary to draw the attention of societies’ officials and management committees 
to section 41 (2) of the Friendly Societies Act, 1909, which prohibits the appropriation and 
transfer of surplus funds unless with the consent of this Department. Any such transfer can 
only be authorized when the conditions laid down by the departmental officers have been com- 
pled with. 

I regret to state that during the year a case arose where the lodge authorities illegally trans- 
ferred a considerable surplus sum from its Sick and Funeral Fund to Management Fund. As a 
portion of the surplus consisted of a hall property that would require to be written down, the 
transfer could be authorized only after reducing the total by the amount of depreciation. The 
lodge, however, persisted in ignoring the conditions, and showed its disregard for the Act by 
transferring the unreduced amount. It was impossible to pass over such a defiance of the Act, and 
with the authority of the Minister proceedings were authorized to be taken against the trustees 
requiring them to return to the Sick and Funeral Fund the amount over-appropriated. I am 
glad to say, however, that the lodge saw fit to comply with the Act before the matter reached the 
Magistrate’s Court. Attention is directed to the case for the purpose of intimating to societies 
that the terms of the Act respecting the transfer or appropriation of surplus benefit-moneys must 
be strictly adhered to. 


PROSECUTION FOR FALSIFYING BALANCE-SHEET. 


On the 19th February, 1913, a charge was laid against J. McLean, secretary of the Hope of 
Amberley Lodge, U.A.O.D., Canterbury, for an offence against the Friendly Societies Act in that 
he did make false entries in the balance-sheet of the lodge as submitted to the Registrar’s Office. 
This constituted an offence under sections 74 (c) and 78 of the Act. The defendant was duly 
convicted and ordered to pay the costs of the prosecution. 


BritisH INsuRANCE ACT. 
I append for the information of societies some extracts from the first annual report of the 
Commissioners administering this Act.

The Work of the Commission in relation to Approved Societies. 
P21 


‘The relations between the central authority and the approved societies, over two thousand 
in number, which, with their over twenty thousand branches, have undertaken national insurance 
business, are in certain respects of a kind not previously familiar in English government. Each 
approved society retains its own identity, and is a voluntary, an independent, ‘and often a purely 
local body. The sickness and maternity benefits provided under the statute are administered 
for the whole insured population (except ‘deposit contributor s) through these thousands of separate 
societies and branches, so that the individual insured person can continue to draw benefit under 
the State scheme from the voluntary body to which he has been accustomed. 

‘The advantages which were foreseen, and have proved to arise, from the adoption of this 
method of administration have been mainly three: First, the initial impetus necessary to secure 
that a very great number of persons should enter State insurance by the 15th July, 1912, was 
gained by using for this purpose the existing machinery of frequent meetings, regular dissemina- 
tion of information, and ubiquitous canvassing which the societies had in working for private 
insurance purposes; secondly, the reception of the Act by the insured population was made much 
more favourable by the association of State insurance with societies created by the people them- 
selves and inspired by a tradition of forethought, thrift, and financial stability; thirdly, the 
State insurance scheme obtained the advantage of operating through bodies which in the course 
of many years’ working had adjusted themselves in an almost infinite variety of details to the 
needs of the many different types of the population who had been enrolled in voluntary insurance. 

‘“The changes in the organization of societies which a uniform scheme of national insur- 
ance, and a uniform financial system set up under the scheme, made necessary have been carried 
out through the governing bodies and the officials of societies. Where the individual insured 
person comes in contact with the detailed administration of national insurance he finds, if he 
has been in voluntary insurance before, remarkably little change in the system to which he is 
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accustomed, while, if he is entering insurance for the first time, he can still exercise a free choice 
between a number of different systems, and receive his benefits through the one which accords 
most exactly with his individual needs and tastes. 

‘The payment of contributions by means of stamps on cards is in itself novel, but the old 
member of a society takes or sends his card to the same official to whom he formerly paid his 
club subscription. He receives benefit through his old society. He calls for it as before on the 
meeting-day of his local lodge, or receives it from the agent of his society whom he already knows, 
or, if his society is centralized, he receives it as before by postal rernittance. 

“Practically every variety of organization previously engaged in insurance in any form 
is now represented in the administration of the Act, from the slate club covering a single village 
to the industrial assurance company with representatives through the United Kingdom. Societies 
which previously gave sickness benefit, and trade-unions, to many of which work of this character 
is new, have alike taken steps to make State insurance easily available for their members. Under 
the Act societies retain their own methods of self-government, with every variation in their 
internal arrangements, and, if they have branches, in the degree of local autonomy and inde- 
pendence assigned to them. 

‘““Two important facts require to be remembered in considering the autonomy left with 
approved societies under the Act. On the one hand the normal scheme of benefits is laid down 
in the Act itself, and is not determined, as in private insurance, by the society or its members. 
The consequent general uniformity of benefits, and security against variation except under 
defined conditions, must be borne in mind in considering how the requirements of the Act as 
to self-government were translated into effect in the rules of particular societies. On the other 
hand, successful administration of the benefits laid down in the Act depends upon societies 
themselves, who have as great an interest as in private insurance in securing efficiency and 
economy. There is no common fund out of which benefits are payable. The ‘ National Health 
Insurance Fund’ consists of the separate credits of individual societies. Every society in paying 
benefit is drawing on its own credit and spending its own money. Any undue laxity may impose 
upon the society, when it has undergone a valuation, the necessity of making a levy, or of 
reducing the rate of benefit which it pays to its members; while, conversely, economical adminis- 
tration may enable a society to provide additional benefits.

Eight trade-unions were registered during the year, viz.: The Oamaru Waterside Workers’ 
Union; the Southland Freezing-works Employees’ Union; the Puponga Trade-union of Workers ; 
the Auckland Waterside Trade-union of Workers; the Point Elizabeth State Miners’ Trade- 
union; the Westport Waterside Workers’ Union; the Millerton Mine-workers’ Union; the Waka- 
marina Miners and Workers’ Trade-union. 

The Southland Freezing-works Employees’ Union cancelled its registration during the year. 

There were 39 unions on the register at the end of the year. 

Complete amendments of rules: Wellington Waterside Workers’ Union and Point Elizabeth 
State Miners’ Trade-union. 

Partial amendments of rules: Lyttelton Stevedores’ Trade-union and Auckland Waterside 
Trade-union of Workers. 


INCORPORATED SocigETIES AcT. 


During 1913 there were 94 societies, clubs, or associations incorporated under this Act, 
and amendments of rules of 46 societies were accepted. Two societies were wound up and one 
dissolved. On the 3lst December, 1913, there were 883 incorporated bodies on the register.

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REPORT BY THE ACTUARY. 


To the Registrar. 
Durina the year a considerable amount of attention was occupied by that portion of my duties 


relating to the advising of societies on actuarial matters. As these strike at the very root of 
friendly societies’ financial organization, it is gratifying to note the increasing tendency of the 
societies to seek actuarial assistance; and I should not fail to record appreciation of the earnest 
co-operation and assistance afforded by so many of the leaders of the societies in suitably bringing 
the somewhat complicated points home to the members. I am able to state that during the last 
four years the financial progress of societies from the actuarial point of view has not been 
retarded by any of those sudden launchings upon unsound schemes or ill-considered financial 
measures which were formerly such a prolific cause of trouble. 

Coming now to the valuations, I have to report that, as in previous years, the valuations 
made during 1913 were based upon the experience of the New Zealand friendly societies up to 
age 70, and upon Sutton’s English Sickness Tables and Farr’s Healthy English Mortality Tables 
after that age. Where a society’s experience showed a systematic deviation from the above 
standard, as in the case of miners and females, the results were suitably modified. 

Brief notes regarding the societies valued in the year are appended. 


New Zealand Branch, M.U.1.0.0.F. 


At the valuation date the New Zealand Branch of the Manchester Unity comprised the 
following districts, which, while more or less financially independent, are subject to the rules 
of the branch: Auckland, Taranaki, Wanganui, Hawke’s Bay, Wellington Nelson, Marlborough, 
Motueka, North Westland, Westland, Ashley, North Canterbury, and Ashburton. As this is the 
first occasion upon which the valuation dates of these districts have been made to fall together, 
a bird’s-eye view of the position of the branch as a whole can be given. 

The membership at the valuation date was 15,377. An examination shows that the sickness 
experience in the four or five years preceding the valuation differed by less than 2 per cent. from 
the standard New Zealand societies’ tables, whilst the mortality was a little below the standard. 
The mean rate of interest earned on the benefit funds as a whole was 43 per cent. 

At the date of the valuation the Sick and Funeral Funds amounted in all to £354,739, or - 
considerably over one-third of a million, and the valuation disclosed the following result: 
Surpluses in solvent lodges, £68,990; deficiencies in deficiency lodges, £39,000: net surplus, 
£29,990. If the surpluses of £68,990 were assumed to be drawn out and used for other pur- 
poses (as will certainly be done with part of the amount), the branch would remain in a deficiency 
of £39,000. This may look a large amount, but it must be remembered that all the figures of 
the branch are large. In point of fact it represents a deficiency of only 11d. in the pound. 

On the whole the position is certainly very good indeed, a result very largely due to the 
fact that the branch has always insisted upon an adequate scale of contributions. It is quite 
clear also that a steady improvement will be shown in the near future. 

Some of the districts affiliated to the branch are dealt with individually hereunder. 


Auckland District, New Zealand Branch, M.U.1.0.0.F.: Valued as at the 31st December, 1910. 


At the valuation date there were thirty-six branches, with a membership of 3,787. 

The sickness experienced for the four years was unfavourable to the extent of £4,138, or 
24 per cent. The mortality for the past nine years has agreed fairly closely with the standard, 
the deaths over the period numbering 219, as compared with an expectation of 212 by the table. 

Of the thirty-six lodges only eleven succeeded in earning more than 4 per cent. on their funds, 
eleven more than 3 per cent., and the remainder failed to reach 3 per cent. 

The valuation shows that eighteen lodges have deficiencies amounting to £18,184, and thirteen 
have surpluses amounting to £11,900, the net deficiency over the district as a whole being 
£6,284. This represents a considerable improvement on the preceding valuation, the more so 
in view of the fact that on this occasion a special addition has been made to the liabilities of 
mining lodges. The outlook for the future is promising. 


North Westland District, New Zealand Branch, M.U.1.0.0.F.: Valued as at the 31st December. 
1910. 


At the valuation date there were seven branches, with a membership of 471. 

The sickness experience for the past three years was unfavourable to the extent of £537, 
or about 28 per cent., while during the past eighteen years the mortality has agreed very closely 
with the standard tables, the number of deaths in that period being fifty-six, as against fifty- 
seven expected. The interest earnings were good in all excepting two new lodges. Three of the 
seven lodges earned over 5 per cent., one exceeding 74 per cent. The mean rate earned over the 
society as a whole was 5°39 per cent. 

The valuation disclosed deficiencies in six lodges amounting to £2,185, and a surplus in one 
Jodge amounting to £712, the net deficiency over the society as a whole being £1,473. 
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The principal features of this district are the high sickness-rates (which are common to all 
mining districts) and the high interest-rates. In the past the good interest earnings have 
tended to make up for the excessive sickness claims, and, could a permanent continuance of such 
high interest be relied upon. the financial position might be stated much more favourably. 


Taranaki District, A.O.F.: Valued as at the 31st December, 1910. 


At the valuation date there were nine branches, with a membership of 1,281. 

The sickness experience of the quinquennium was favourable to the extent of £311, or 6 per 
cent. The mortality-rate for the past ten years has been very low, the number of deaths in that 
period being forty-nine, as against seventy-two expected by the standard table. 

All but one court earned an interest-rate of over 4 per cent. on their funds. The mean rate 
earned over the district as a whole was a little over 5 per cent. 

The valuation discloses surpluses in five courts amounting to £4,001, and deficiencies in 
four courts amounting to £1,483, the net surplus being £2,518. 

The society shows a marked improvement on the results shown at the previous valuation, 
and the generally good position is in no small measure due to efficient management. 


Grand Lodge of Canterbury District, U.A.O.D.: Valued as at the 31st December, 1910. 


At the valuation date there were twenty-three branches, with a membership of 2,900. 

The sickriess experience of the quinquennium was favourable to the extent of £925, or 7 per 
cent., while the mortality for the past twenty years has been low, the deaths in that period Doing 
216, as against an expectation of 239 by the standard table. 

Out of the twenty-three lodges only five earned less than 4 per cent. The mean rate over 
the whole district was over 43 per cent. 

The valuation discloses deficiencies in twenty-two lodges amounting to £18,099, a surplus 
in one lodge amounting to £176, and a deficiency in the District Funeral Fund of £5,721, the 
net deficiency over the district as a whole being £17,923. 

Though the deficiency is large, the society has during the last fifteen years slowly improved 
its position, the rates of solvency being now 17s. 2d. in the pound, as against 15s. 11d. in 1898. 
If this improvement is maintained it will be well. 

During the quinquennium the society abolished the special fund which undertook to give 
special funeral benefits on the notorious equal levy or assessment system, and which was the sub- 
ject of criticism in my last valuation report. The society is entitled to credit for grappling with 
the problem. 

The society possesses a fund designed to relieve members of their contribution payments after 
age 70, but the fund promises a great deal more than it is constructed to perform.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE GENERAL MANAGER OF TouRIST AND HrautH Resorts. 


S1r,— Wellington, 20th June, 1914.

In view of the outbreak of smallpox and the industrial unrest during the early part of last 
season, and the fact that there was no Easter traffic in the past financial year, it was reasonable 
to expect that the financial returns at the various resorts under the control of the Tourist Depart- 
ment should fail to maintain the high standard reached last season. I am pleased to be able 
to report, however, that in spite of these drawbacks the actual revenue shows a slight increase 
over the previous year. The actual figures are: 1912-13, £29,711; 1913-14, £30,107, an 
increase of £396, which may, I think, be regarded as satisfactory proof of the growing popularity 
of our tourist resorts and of the value of the work of the Departinent. 

The principal places under the control of the Department—Rotorua, Mount Cook district, 
and Waitomo Caves—have all been well patronized throughout the season, and at Mount Cook 
and Waitomo the accommodation has been at times taxed to the utmost. The manner in which 
the managers of these resorts grappled with the difficulties which sometimes arose owing to an 
unexpected influx of visitors reflects great credit on their general administration. At Waitomo, 
in one instance, over seventy people arrived in one day and required to be accommodated. Not 
thirty of them had advised the manager of their intended arrival. <A sixpenny telegram appears 
very desirable in the circumstances, and would be the means of avoiding much disappointment, 
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The following statement gives in detail the revenue at the different resorts during the past 
two years and the financial position of each place :—

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The expenditure during the year amounted to £48,462, against £45,934 for the previous 
year, an increase of £2,528. 

Following the usual custom I give a brief summary of the operations of the Department in 
the various places under its control. 


Rororva SANATORIUM AND BatTHs. 


The revenue at the principal resort of the Department shows a slight decrease from the pre- 
vious year, being £464 short of the amount for that period, the actual figures being £5,677, 
against £6,141. This falling-off may be accounted for principally by the shortage of visitors 
from Australia, due to the. causes previously mentioned. The Australian public have always 
been great patrons of the thermal district, and the smallpox epidemic affecting the traffic struck 
Rotorua particularly hard. Another contributing cause was the absence in England during the 
greater part of the year of the Balneologist, Dr. A. S. Wohlmannu. This necessarily affected the 
out-patient ‘‘ private’’ practice, which is largely a personal matter, and cannot be handed 
intact from one man to another. During the last three months, however, the business at the 
baths has more than returned to its normal level. Advantage was taken of Dr. Wohlmann’s 
visit to Europe to purchase many of the latest and best electrical appliances in order to thoroughly 
equip the baths in this respect. In Dr. Wohlmann’s report (attached) will be found a description 
of the new electrical apparatus purchased by him for installation at the baths. 


Rotorua WATER-SUPPLY, SEWERAGE, Evectric Lignr, ann Power Sysrems. 


The receipts for electrical energy supplied to consumers amounted to £3,237, against £2,827 
for the previous year, being an increase of £410. During the year exceptional progress has 
been made in the electrical branch, the number of lights connected to the mains being higher 
than in any year since the inception of the service. Further, the large number of domestic 
appliances connected with the system is exceedingly satisfactory, and in itself this service makes 
a fair load on the day running. There has been an increase of ninety-three new consumers, 
while fifty-eight consumers have added to their installations, making a total of 777 lights. 

In the past twelve months forty-seven new connections have been made to the water-supply 
system. 

In Fenton Street 363 ft. of the 161n. wooden water main has been replaced with iron pipes, 
and the work was carried out without interruption to the water-supply. Similar substitution 
as regards 462 ft. of 6 in. mains was carried out in the basement of the main bath-buildings. 

During the year it has become more than ever apparent that the wooden pipes originally 
laid down have not proved a success, probably owing to the chemical action of the Rotorua soil, 
and a great deal of trouble has been experienced through -bursts and leaks. Provision requires 
to be made for the replacement of the wooden mains by iron or steel pipes. An exhaustive report 
has been made on the matter by the Electrical Engineer (Mr. D. E. Beal), and an engineer of the 
Public Works Department is at present also investigating the matter. The cost will naturally 
be large, but the work is of such importance that the expenditure must be faced if a water- -supply 
commensurate with the growing importance of the town is to be maintained. 

The new pump-motors in connection with the drainage system have proved satisfactory. 
During the year tw enty- four premises have been connected with the main sew ers, and this increase 
has a the 6 in. sewer at the eastern end of Eruera Street being extended about 320 ft. in 
order to allow some of the new houses to be connected. 


Rotorua GARDENS AND RESERVES. 


The Rotorua gardens and reserves have received the usual attention during the year, and 


in the former a considerable portion of the main drive has been metalled, greatly improving the 
entrance to the grounds and bath-building. 


i 
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The bowling-greens were in very good order throughout the year, and the grass tennis- 
courts were in good average condition. In order to improve the grass tennis-courts, which are 
in constant use during the season, soil is being obtained from near Auckland for top-dressing, 
and, although this is an expensive method of improvement, 1t will have to be continued 
for several seasons before any considerable improvement will result, as only very light dressings 
can be given each year. 

During the year the officer acting as Government Tourist Agent at Rotorua was transterred 
to the Department’s Sydney office, and the position vacated was amalgamated with that of Resident 
Officer. ‘The duties of the combined position have been performed by the latter officer from the 
8th December, 1913. 

Te AROHA. 


The total revenue received amounted to £1,339, as against £1,528 for the year ending 1913. 
The shrinkage is principally in bath fees, players’ fees, and tea-house receipts, and is no doubt 
due to the causes mentioned earlier in my report. The general work of the whole institution, 
baths, domains, &c., has been carried on as usual with perfectly satisfactory results. 


HELENSVILLE. 

Though the hot springs in this district are not under the control of the Department it has a 
great interest in them. The springs are of very great medicinal value, and the local body (under 
whose control they are) has every reason to be pleased with the patronage extended by the 
people of Auckland and the surrounding district. A scheme of proper development is now 
engaging the attention of the Department, and the Balneologist (Dr. Wohlmann) has made an 
exhaustive report on the best method of adequately utilizing the springs. 


Wartomo CAVES. 

The Waitomo and other caves in the vicinity have been well patronized, showing a total 
revenue of £3,775, against £2,871 for 1913, an increase of £904. These caves were particularly 
well patronized at Christmas and New Year, and great difficulty was experienced in meeting the 
demands for accommodation. During the year the Hangatiki-Waitomo Road was considerably 
improved, and this will, no doubt, increase the number of visitors during the winter months, as 
formerly the house was practically inaccessible in winter-time owing to the bad state of the road. 
The exceptional influx of visitors was met by the erection of a number of commodious tents, which 
answered satisfactorily; but the necessity of further extending the present accommodation is 
becoming very urgent. 

Te Pura Hor Springs. 

An officer was sent to report on these springs, and as a result of his recommendations the 

Department will probably proceed at an early date with the erection of a new bath-house. 


MorERE. 
The traffic to Morere has largely increased, and the erection by the Department of a new 
bath-house has been justified. The proprietor of the hotel at this resort has recently added an 
additional twenty-two rooms to his establishment to meet the growing tratfiic. 


WAIKAREMOANA. 

The accommodation-house at this scenic resort is satisfactorily conducted by the lessees. 
The fishing and shooting are reported to be up to the usual standard. The preservation of the 
native bush on the shores of the lake is a matter that will probably engage the attention of the 
Government at an early date. 

NELSON AND WESTLAND. 


The traffic over the popular route Nelson to Westland and across to Christchurch either by way 
of the Otira Gorge or by the Copland Pass to the Hermitage has been very considerable, and these 
most interesting trips, which can be broken by a pleasant stay in the Nelson district, are growing 
in popularity. The Nelson Advancement Society, formed on the lines of that in Dunedin, has 
done good work in bringing the attractions of the district before the public, and its work should 
be the means of a largely increased traffic in the future. 


HANMER SPRINGS. 


The receipts total £2,088, as against £2,299 for the previous year, a decrease of £211. 
The latter portion of the season has, however, been a particularly busy one, and during the year 
267 patients were admitted to the institution—maiuly rheumatic and nervous cases—which under 
the mineral-water, electric, and massage treatment have derived great benefit. The hot mineral 
water-supply has proved excellent, and the new hot swimming-pool a great attraction. 

The condition of the gardens and plantations has been very good, and many striking changes 
and improvements have been made. All the buildings have been kept in order, and the various 
playing-greens have received careful attention. 


Hermitace, Mount Cook. 

The receipts for visitors for board, residence, guiding, &c., amounted to £2,853, against 
£2,676 for the previous year, an increase of £177. Of the 539 visitors during the season, 173 
came from oversea, an indication of the growing popularity of the Dominion’s alpine attractions 
to those in other countries. 

During the year the Public Works Department handed over the new hostel, and full use was 
made of it during the last three months. Though the new building is a very commodious one 
containing fifty bedrooms, and capable of accommodating, at a pinch, a large number of visitors, 
it will be, in my opinion, in a very short while far too small for the requirements of the traffic 
Nearly every visitor to the district goes away so impressed with its manifold beauties and attrac- 
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tions as to become an enthusiastic advertising medium, and though before and at the time of the 
transfer to the new building the accommodation was sorely taxed, complaints of discomfort were 
almost unheard. 

The rivers between Fairlie and the Hermitage are now all bridged, and a large number 
of people have taken advantage of this improvement to travel through in their own motor-cars. 
The service of the Mount Cook Motor Company has been maintained in a state of great efficiency 
throughout the season, and the trip from Fairlie to Hermitage and thence through to Dunedin via 
the Cold Lakes District and Queenstown has proved a very popular one. I append hereto several 
photographs of the new hostel, giving some indication of the structure and surroundings. Plans 
are now being prepared of a general scheme to properly lay out the grounds, and I hope to have 
this work put in hand at an early date. The hostel is undoubtedly an improvement which was 
urgently needed, and from reports I have received visitors are well pleased with the comfort it 
affords. 

During the season Mr. H. Otto Frind, A.C.C., spent some months at the Hermitage making 
a number of new ascents and visiting parts of the district which had been little visited before. 
Mr. Frind took a large series of photographs, and, through his courtesy, I am enabled to repro- 
duce herewith an exceedingly fine selection of views, many of which are taken from new view- 
points, and will prove of great interest. The thanks of the Department and lovers of alpine 
scenery and sports are due to Mr. Frind for placing his photographs at the disposal of the 
Department for reproduction. 

A large number of climbers, both New Zealand and oversea, have visited the district during 
the season, and the following particulars of their achievements are supplied by the Chief Guide, 
Mr. P. Graham. There being at present no recognized alpine club in New Zealand, the par- 
ticulars are included for the purpose of record should such an institution be revived :— 

On the 4th December Dr. Ingles, of Dunedin, accompanied by D. Thomson and J. Richmond, 
made the ascent of Mount Elie de Beaumont (10,200 ft.) by the south face, and through the broken 
ice of the Von Lendenfeldt Glacier, from Malte Brun Hut. 

On the 10th December Dr. Ingles, with Thomson, made the first traverse of Mount Mabel 
6,858 ft.) and Mount Rosa (6,997 ft.), ascending the west face from the Hooker side until they 
reached the main aréte, which was followed, traversing over both peaks, and going as far as 
the Ball Pass, then following that route down and back to the Hooker Hut. 

On the 15th January Mrs. Lindon, of Hobart, also made the traverse of Mounts Mabel and 
Rosa from the Hooker Hut. 

After accompanying Mr. and Miss Chambers and Miss B. Holdsworth as far as Graham’s 
Saddle, on their way to the West Coast, on the 10th January, Mrs. P. Graham, with P. Graham, 
made the first ascent of Mount Rudolf (9,300 ft.) by the main north-east aréte from Graham’s 
Saddle, returning by the same route. 

On the 21st January Mr. Sloman and Professor Robinson, of Sydney, with P. Graham, made 
the ascent of the Mount Malte Brun (10,421 ft.) by the western aréte from Malte Brun Hut, and 
descended the same way. 

On the 25th January Miss K. Gerard, of Christchurch, and Mrs. P. Graham, with D. Thomson 
and F. Milne, made the ascent of the Footstool (9,073 ft.) from the Sefton bivouac, ascending and 
descending the same way. 

On the 28th January Mr. H. Chambers and Miss B. Holdsworth, with P. Graham, made the 
first ascent and traverse of the east summit of Delimma Peak (8,350 ft.) from the Hooker Glacier 
north of Raureka Peak, ascending by the eastern face to the divide, and then on to the eastern 
aréte, traversing the north face to the col between both peaks, reaching the summit by western 
aréte, descending by eastern aréte. 

From the 20th to 27th January a party consisting of Lieutenant G. Dennistoun, Messrs. J. R. 
Dennistoun, and S. L. King, A.C., with guide J. Richmond, made the first journey by a high-level 
route from the head of the Rangitata River to the Hermitage, via the Godley, Classen, Murchison, 
and Tasman Glaciers. 

On the 8th February Messrs. Franz Malcher and Jules Malcher made the first ascent and 
traverse of an unnamed peak (7,542 ft.) on the Malte Brun Range from the Ball Hut. Crossing 
the Tasman Glacier they ascended by the main south-west aréte to the summit, and descended 
by the western face. 

On the 8th January Mr. S. L. King, with D. Thomson, made the ascent of Mount Darwin 
(9,715 ft.) by a new route, ascending by the north-west face to the main south-west aréte, which 
was then followed to the summit. A few days later Mr. Franz Malcher, D.O.E.A.V., also made 
the ascent of Mount Darwin by practically the same route, his brother and Mr. P. Ranfit accom- 
panying him part of the way. 

On the 9th February Mr. S. L. King, A.C., with D. Thomson, climbed the Aiguille Rouge 
(9,731 ft.) by the north-west aréte from the head of the Beetham Glacier, descending by the north- 
east face and rejoining their route on the Beetham Glacier, thence back to the Malte Brun Hut. 

On the 11th February Mr. H. O. Frind, A.C.C., with Conrad Kain and P. Graham. made 
the first ascent of Maungama (8,335 ft.) by rocks of Ngaromata Waterfalls on to Ngakanohi 
Glacier, following the glacier for its full length, and thence by the south-east snow aréte to the 
summit. 

On the 14th February Mr. S. L. King, A.C., with D. Thomson and P. Graham. made an 
attempt on Mount Sefton by Zurbriggen’s route, but owing to bad weather and the broken nature 
of the Huddleston Glacier the party had to return. 

On the 21st February Messrs. Franz Malcher, D.O.E.A.V., Jules Malcher, and P. Ranfit made 
the ascent of the Footstool (9,073 ft.) by the main divide from the Copland Pass and north-east 
aréte, descending by Fyfe’s route to the Hermitage. : 

‘On the 22nd February Mr. 8S. L. King, A.C., with D. Thomson and J. Richmond. made the 
ascent of Mount Cook (12,349 ft.) by the Linda Glacier (Green’s route) from the Haast bivouac 

On the 22nd February Mr. H. O. Frind, A.C.C., with Conrad Kain and W. Brass, made the 
traverse of the high peak of Mount Cook, ascending by Earle’s route from the Hooker side and 
descending by Green’s route, on the Tasman side, to the Haast bivouac. , 
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On the Ist March Dr. E. Teichelmann and A. Graham made the first ascent of Mount Spencer 
(9,167 ft.) from the Alma bivouac over névé of the Franz Josef Glacier to the col north of Mount 
Spencer and up main north-east aréte to summit, descending the same way. 

On the 7th March Mr. S. Turner, F.R.G.S., with P. Graham, made the first ascent of 
Mount Isabel (8,518 ft.) from the Hermitage up the Mueller Valley from Kea Point, ascending 
the Ngakanohi Glacier to the col between Maungama and Mount Eric, ascending Mount Eric 
and traversing the main divide to summit of Mount Isabel, descending the same way. 

On the 11th March Mr. 8S. Turner, F.R.G.S8., with P. Graham and F. Milne, made the first 
ascent of Mount Hopkins (8,790 ft.). The party left the Hermitage on the evening of the 9th, 
and camped near the head of the Mueller Glacier; next day crossed Barron’s Saddle and descended 
into the Dobson Valley, traversing round under Hour-glass Glacier and the eastern rock preci- 
pices of Mount Hopkins, and bivouacking at an altitude of 5,000 ft.; next day descending steep 
rock face to the divide, and then following the main south aréfe to the summit; descending the 
same way. 

On the 23rd March Mr. S. Turner, F.R.G.S., with P. Graham, made the first ascent of Mount 
Burns (8,984 ft.) from a bivouac at the head of the Mueller, making the ascent by the south 
buttress and south-east face to the main divide west of Bernard Pass, and thence by the main 
north-east aréte to the summit. The same day the same party made. the first ascent of Vampire 
Peak (8,600 ft.), ascending from the col east of Bernard Pass, traversing a snow slope to the north- 
west aréte, which was followed to the summit. 

On the 22nd March Mr. H. O. Frind, A.C.C., with Conrad Kain and R. Young, made the 
ascent of Mount Sefton (10,350 ft.) by a new route from the Mueller-Green rock bivouac up the 
rocks on the east face of Mount Thomson, then across the snow of the hanging glacier and east 
face of low peak of Shark’s Teeth on to Douglas col, acress snow and rock slopes west of Mount 
Brunner, down a chimney on to the Douglas Glacier and up to west ridge and west snow face 
of high peak to the summit, descending by the same way. The party spent the night out on the 
rocks west of the divide under Mount Brunner, descending to the Hermitage the next day. 

On the 27th March Mr. S. Turner, F.R.G.S., with P. Graham and F. Milne, made the ascent 
of the third peak of Mount Cook (11,787 ft.) by a new route from the high Cook bivouac, traversing 
across the snow slopes of Empress Glacier under the middle peak, and gaining the north-west 
aréte of the third peak, which was followed to the top rocks of the west aréte, then by final snow 
slopes to top. The descent was made by the same route. __ 

On the 26th March Miss Edith Hamlyn and Mr. E. Day, with Conrad Kain, made the ascent 
and traverse of Lane Peak (about 8,000 ft.) by the main south aréte, descending by the north 
aréte. The same party on the same day also made the first ascent of an unnamed peak (7,600 ft.) 
north of Lane Peak. The ascent was made by the main south aréte, the descent by the same 
way. This peak has been named ‘‘ Edith Peak.”’ 

On the 27th March T. C. Fyfe and Conrad Kain made the first ascent and traverse of 
Raureka Peak (8,000 ft.), ascending the east rock face from the end of Hooker track to the south 
aréte, thence to top, and descending by north aréte. On the same day they also made the ascent 
and traverse of the east peak (8,350 ft.) and first ascent of west summit of Delimma Peaks 
(8,400 ft.), ascending by the east face and aréte over east peak and along main ridge to west 
peak, descending the same way. 


Mr. H. O. Frind, of Canada, who was accompanied by Conrad Kain (the Canadian Alpine 
Club Chief Guide), made a considerable number of first and other ascents during their stay 
at the Hermitage, principally at the head of the Murchison and Mueller glacier systems. Follow- 
is a list of the journeys made by them: ? 





Murchison Valley. 


On the 7th January, first ascent and traverse of the two peaks of Mount Hutton (North 
Peak, 9,275 ft., and South Peak, 9,297 ft.). 

On the 7th March, first ascent of Mount Mannering (8,704 it.). 

On the 8th March, first ascent and traverse of an unnamed peak (8,286 ft.), which Mr. Frind 
named ‘‘ Mount Richmond’’; also on the same day he ascended and traversed unnamed peak 
(8,157 ft.), which he named ‘‘ The Anthill.’’ 

On the 9th March, first ascent of unnamed peak (8,552 ft.), naming it ‘‘ Mount Conrad ’”’; also 
on the same day the party climbed to the top of a col (7,750 ft.) south of Mount Conrad, leading 
from the Murchison Valley into the south fork of an unnamed creek running due east into the 
Godley River, about four miles below terminal face of the Classen Glacier. They have named 
this col ‘‘ Godley Pass.’’ 

On the 10th March, first ascent and traverse of Mount Ackland (8,294 ft.), and also an 
unnamed peak (8,064 ft.) which was named ‘‘ Mount King.”’ 


Mueller Valley. 


On the 7th February they made the first ascent of a peak (8,646 ft.) which was first considered 
unnamed, and which they named ‘‘ Mount Frind,’’ but I have since noticed that in an illustration 
appearing in the Lands and Survey report of 1894-95, and also in a pamphlet of a lecture by 
Dr. J. M. Bell, Director of the Geological Survey of New Zealand, and again in the ‘‘ New Zealand 
Alpine Journal,’’ this peak is referred to as ‘‘ Mount Thomson,”’ after the first Surveyor-General 
of Southland. 

On the 16th February they made the first ascent and traverse of an unnamed peak (7,654 ft.) 
which they named ‘‘ The Scissors,’’ and also on the same day ascended and traversed Mount Mont- 
gomery (7,661 ft.), in addition, traversing the Watchtower, a small peak north of Montgomery. 

On the 16th February they made the first ascent of Mount Bannie (8,300 ft.). ‘ny 

On the 17th February they ascended and traversed a peak (7,654 ft.) which they named 
‘“‘Mount Darby,’’ and also traversed Mount Sealey by the west aréte, and descended by the chimney 
on the north-east face. 
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During the season five parties made the traverse of Mount Annette (7,351 ft.) by the Sebastopol 
Ridge, returning to the Hermitage by the Sealey Range, making a most interesting round trip. 
Four crossings of the Ball Pass were also made; and excursions to the Tasman, Hooker, Mueller, 
and Stocking Glaciers, Sebastopol, and other points of interest were well patronized. 

Owing to the increased popularity and improved conditions of South Westland and _ its 
glaciers a number of parties crossed over the Copland Pass from the Westland side to the 
Hermitage, and other parties from the Hermitage crossed into Westland, several doing the round 
trip by crossing Grahain’s Saddle from Malte Brun Hut to the Franz Josef Glacier, and returning 
to the Hermitage via Copland, or vice versa. 

It is with deep regret that I have to refer to the first fatal alpine tragedy which has occurred 
in the vicinity of the Hermitage, and which resulted in loss of Mr. S. L. King, A.C., of 
England, and two of the senior guides, D. Thompson and J. Richmond. 

After making their successful ascent of Mount Cvok on the 22nd February, and when 
descending the Linda Glacier on the return to their bivouac, the party was overwhelmed by 
a huge avalanche off the divide north of Mount Dampier. A. strong search party was formed 
and a thorough search made. Richmond’s body was eventually found, but those of Mr. King 
and Thomson still remain buried in the Linda Glacier, and all hope of their recovery had to be 
abandoned. 

Guide Graham in his report says, ‘‘I shall not dwell on the long, tedious, and weary hours 
put in by the search party, and the sad duty which was performed by the guiding staff and their 
willing helpers in bringing in the remains of their lost comrade. I wish, however, to take this 
opportunity, on behalf of the staff and myself, to express our grateful appreciation and thanks 
to all those who gave such helpful assistance at the time, and also to those who sent messages 
of sympathy in such a sad and trying experience.”’ 

Having been at the Hermitage at the time, I would lke also to place on record my apprecia- 
tion of the work of the rescue party, and the extraordinary hardships endured by them. Graham 
was at the Hooker Hut when at midnight news of the non-arrival of Mr. King’s party was received, 
and he immediately started back through a dreadful storm to the Hermitage—seven miles—every 
foot a struggle with the eleinents—and formed a search party, consisting of himself, Guides Brass 
and Milne, and Conrad Kain, who had just crossed over Mount Cook, but making nothing 
of his fatigue, joined the rescue party. At the bivouac the guides were joined by two 
other climbers—Messrs. Turner and Dennistoun—and the thanks of the Department are due also 
to these gentlemen for the untiring way in which they assisted in the search and the dreary work 
of transporting the body of J. Richmond to the Hermitage. 


Tr Anau — Mitrorp TRACK. 


The revenue from this track is disappointing at first glance, but after taking into con- 
sideration the various events of the year, including the counter attraction of the Auckland 
Exhibition, the decrease is easily explained. Early in the season, also, a heavy flood swept away 
the approaches to the Mararoa Bridge, preventing motor-cars going through from Lumsden to 
Te Anau, and, until repairs were effected, the traffic was naturally detrimentally affected. 
Including steamer fares on Lake Te Anau, the total revenue amounted to £1,207, a decrease of 
£364 on the previous year. 

At the commencement of the season the whole of the drainpipes at Glade House were taken 
up and new ones put down, and minor repairs and improvements made to the house. The track, 
which suffered considerably during the winter months, was put in first-class order, and at a point 
three miles and a half from Glade House, where the Clinton River had completely washed the 
track away, it was necessary to blast a path through solid rock. 

The Arthur River Bridge was washed away during the year, but has been replaced by a much 
stronger structure, and the track is now in splendid order. I look forward with great con- 
fidence to an increased traffic over this route, which is undoubtedly one of great beauty and 
interest. The district is now so easily accessible, by train and motor-car, from Dunedin or 
Invercargill, and is of such surpassing grandeur, that it is certain to command a largely 
increased number of visitors year by year. No pains have been spared by the Government in 
improving the track, and the accommodation-houses are in charge of experienced people. 

During the year a cairn was erected on the top of Mackinnon’s Pass in memory of its dis- 
coverer, the late Quintin Mackinnon. The work, which’ was most arduous, was carried out by 
the track staff, assisted by a stonemason. No one without a knowledge of the country can pro- 
perly appreciate the difficulty of transporting a marble slab weighing 9cwt. to the top of the 
Pass, 4,500 ft.; but this was accomplished without a mishap by members of the guiding staff. 

The work of the Otago Advancement Society in booming the attractions of the lakes district 
has been of great value in augmenting the traffic to the different resorts, and the Department has 
been glad to co-operate with the society in furthering its efforts. With the increased interest 
taken in the development of the scenic resorts of this districts and its unrivalled beauties, it is 
safe to predict a heavy traffic during the coming season should there be no deterrent as had to be 
contended with in the past year. 


Waxatirpu—Tr Anau TRACK. 


The Wakatipu—Te Anau Track has been fairly well patronized during the vear, and I am 
pleased to report that Messrs. Graves and Talbot, accompanied by the District Surveyor at 
Otautau, and one of the guides from the Hermitage, Mount Cook, made a successful exploration 
of the direct route from Lake Wakatipu to Milford Sound, discovered by Messrs. Graves and 
Talbot three years ago. 

It is hoped that next season a considerable amount of work will be done in opening up this 
track, and that the erection of sleeping-huts at suitable points will enable the round trip from 
Te Anau to Milford and thence to Lake Wakatipu to be made without difficulty. 


AGENCIES AND PASSENGER-BOOKINGS. 


The business done in booking passengers again shows a substantial increase, which is 
gratifying considering the adverse happenings during the early part of the season, which involved 
a practical cessation of all travelling for a period of nearly two months. The business done 
during the four years that the system has been in operation is shown below, and it will be seen 
that in that time it has almost doubled. The booking system is now so complete that passengers 
can be booked from and to any place in the Dominion, or from Sydney or Melbourne to any part 
of New Zealand. 

That the convenience to passengers has been appreciated is amply evidenced by the number 
of persons who each time they travel call at the Department’s agencies to take out the tickets 
for their journey, and to obtain expert advice as to the best way to spend their time. In this 
connection the public have realized that the Department has as much, if not more, to offer the 
passengers whose means are limited as to the tourist, to whom neither time nor money is of 
primary importance, and the advice of the agents has resulted in many persons with limited 
means and vacations being able to make the best possible use of their opportunities for travelling 
in search of health and pleasure.

SYDNEY AND MELBOURNE AGENCIES. 


Owing to the smallpox epidemic these two agencies have suffered considerably, but I am 
confident that much of their work will bring good results during the coming season. The total 
bookings at the Sydney Agency were £3,015, compared with £2,146 for 1912-13; Melbourne, 
£2,491, as against £2,192. The commissions on passenger-booking amounted to £133 and £110 
respectively. During the year the total expenditure by the Department for Sydney Agency 


amounted to £1,368, and Melbourne £777, made up as follows : —

In appraising the value of the work of these officers, it must be borne in mind that they are 
practically the representatives in New South Wales and Victoria of the whole of the Government 
departments of New Zealand. Their energies are not confined to tourist matters only, and their 
services are very largely availed of by the Customs, Agriculture, and Immigration Departments. 
The honorary agencies of the Department in Brisbane, Adelaide, and Vancouver have all been 
fairly busy, and have been kept thoroughly equipped with our latest pamphlets and photographic 
matter. 

ADVERTISING. 

The booking system and the various tourist and health resorts in the Dominion have been 
well advertised by the medium of newspapers, magazines, picture-theatre programmes, and 
various other suitable means both in the Dominion and overseas. The total amount expended by 
the Department in this direction last year was £1,382. In addition to this, advantage was taken 
of the Auckland Exhibition to make a display advertising the tourist resorts of the Dominion, and 
an expenditure of £685 was incurred there. For its display at the Exhibition the Department 
was awarded a first-class certificate, and the authorities have expressed themselves as eminently 
satisfied with the display and the assistance rendered by the officers of the Department. The main 
steamship lines have been kept supplied with numerous publications, and in the case of the San 
Francisco and Vancouver lines the demand for literature among the passengers has been very 


heavy. There has been a continued demand for lantern-slides from all parts of the world, and. 


this in itself is a good indication of the interest taken in the Dominion by residents of other 
countries. During the year 3,000 copies of the Baeyertz Guide to New Zealand, published by 
Mr. C. N. Baeyertz, have been distributed in all parts of the world, and all the other publications 
of the Department have been widely circulated. The Department’s Itinerary of Travel has been 
printed and circulated to the number of 11,000, Several other publications are now in course 
of preparation for use at the San Francisco Exhibition, and it is proposed to ask for an increased 
vote during the coming session in order to pursue a vigorous policy of advertising the scenic 
attractions of the Dominion in Australia and other parts of the world. 


ACCLIMATIZATION AND Sport. 


During the year the Department of Internal Affairs assumed control of all fresh-water 
fisheries, and in conjunction with this it took over the curing and sale of trout at Rotorua and 
Taupo. The Conservator of Fish and Game was also transferred to the Department of Internal 
Affairs, and the control of acclimatization matters was vested in the Tourist Agent from Ist July, 
1913, 
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During the year 320,000 trout-ova were distributed in the Rotorua Acclimatization District. 

A permanent Ranger has been appointed, and commenced his duties in January last. Several 
convictions for poaching offences have been secured. 

I am pleased to report that His Royal Highness the Emperor of Austria again presented the 
Government with three chamois from his private herd. One of the beasts, however, died on the 
way to the Dominion and the remaining two are being held in captivity until they are sufliciently 
acclimatized to be hberated. Eight deer calves were allotted to the Department from the Para- 
paraumu Game Farm, and were liberated at different points in the Rotorua Acclimatization 
District. 

The trout-fishing has been good, and a large number of oversea sportsmen have visited the 
Rotorua and Taupo districts, securing excellent results. It is a fairly general opinion that the 
trout-fishing in Lakes Rotorua and Taupo has improved considerably since last season. 


REPORT OF THE BALNEOLOGIST, ROTORUA. 


Dr. Wohlmann reports as follows :— 

I beg to submit my report for the year ended 3lst March, 1914. 

In 1912 I was granted twelve months’ special leave, and returned to New Zealand in Novem- 
ber, 1913. During my absence the establishment was managed by Dr. Scott, the Maori out- 
patients being attended to by Dr. Baxter. Owing to the smallpox epidemic a considerable portion 
of Dr. Scott’s time was occupied by Public Health duties, and the revenue from the purely 
balneological side will be seen to have suffered a, corresponding diminution. As was only natural, 
the out-patient ‘‘ private’ practice suffered most, as private practice is largely a personal matter, 
and cannot be handed intact from one man to another. The strike, too, interfered with the pro- 
sperity of the spa, more especially by interfering with the Australian traffic. Since my return, 
however, the balneological work has been heavier than I have ever known it, and business at the 
baths has quite returned to its former level. 

Owing to long domestic illness, I was unable to see much of the continental health resorts, 
or to attend the Congress in Berlin, as appointed by the Government; but I took the opportunity 
of making a prolonged and close investigation of the principal English spas, and of inquiring 
into the latest methods and apparatus of modern balneology and electro-therapeutics. I had also 
the opportunity of conferring with many of the leading British and continental balneologists, 
and am particularly indebted to Dr. Saubermann, who came over especially from Berlin to dis- 
cuss with me the question of radio-activity in mineral waters. Dr. Saubermann is an acknow- 
ledged authority on this subject, and he was good enough to give me much useful information 
that I could hardly have obtained otherwise, except at the cost of much time and labour. 

Comparing the British and New Zealand spas, I could not help being struck by the immense 
superiority in raw material that we possess in New Zealand, and especially at Rotorua, over 
the Home spas, and hardly knew whether to be pleased or disappointed to find how little new 
there was of undoubted value in the way of equipment to be found in the English spas which was 
yet lacking in Rotorua. 

Great improvement has been made, especially at Harrogate, in the way of catering for the 
amusement and relaxation of visitors, and advertising is more scientifically thorough than 
it used to be; baths are brighter and more spick and span with metal and tile work than is 
possible here, where everything is speedily tarnished by potent fumes; but from the point of view 
of efficiency of medical treatment pure and simple, the establishment at Rotorua has little to fear 
in comparison with any in the Old Country. 

After very careful investigation, and rejecting what was in favour for the moment merely 
because it was new, I selected several apparatus for treatments which seemed to me to be assured 
of permanent value, and much of this is now here waiting to be put up during the winter in 
readiness for next season. The principal forms of treatment selected are: (1.) A universal 
orthopaedic apparatus for the active or passive movement of any joint. (2.) The Bergonié 
apparatus for the treatment of obesity, constipation, gout, and various diseases of defective 
metabolism. (3.) The Plombiéres douche for the treatment of intestinal toxaemia and_ the 
secondary joint diseases arising therefrom. (4.) Certain minor improvements for our existing 
X-ray apparatus, though I am afraid that nothing short of a complete new and more modern 
outfit will make this really satisfactory. (5.) I also purchased certain scientific apparatus, notably 
an electroscope for the measurement of the radio-activity of mineral waters. 

I went carefully into the question of the utility of the internal administration of artificially 
radio-active waters, and after much inquiring, both at various spas and in London, was driven 
to the conclusion that such water is a valuable adjunct to bath treatment in a great variety of 
diseases. As the weak point of Rotorua as a spa is its poverty in potable mineral waters, I 
recommended the purchase of a small plant, suitable for the treatment of about thirty patients 
a day, at a cost of £250. The initial cost is high owing to the price of radium, but the upkeep is 
nil, and the material is to all intents and purposes everlasting. The consideration of the pur- 
chase of this plant was deferred. My report on the subject and recommendation to the High 
Commissioner will have been forwarded to you. 

Book on Mineral Waters.—Before leaving for England I had written a book giving detailed 
information about all the known springs and spas of New Zealand, and as this was still incom- 
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plete in the printer’s hands, I was enabled on my return to revise the letterpress and bring it 
up to date. I have received from medical men in all parts of the world numerous requests for 
definite information about the New Zealand springs. This information can now be supplied, 
at any rate in large measure, and I believe that a growing interest in the unique waters of this 
country will be excited. At the same time, medical men practicing in New Zealand will have 
brought to their notice a valuable therapeutic weapon for coping with chronic disease, of which 
many of them are at present hardly sufficiently aware. 

The Sanatoriwm.—The demand for beds at the Sanatorium, especially on the women’s side, 
has for some years past been steadily outgrowing the accommodation. During the past twelve 
years the facilities for treatment and the number and variety of treatments have been steadily 
extended; also the number of beds on the male side has been considerably increased; but what 
may be termed the social or domestic side of the institution has remained absolutely at a stand- 
still. The dining-room is now hardly large enough to accommodate the patients, and will certainly 
need extension at no distant date, while the sitting-rooms are wholly inadequate in size, especially 
on the men’s side, and are depressingly poorly furnished and dingy. In a separate report I 
have formulated a scheme to provide bright, sunny, cheerful sitting-rooms, including two “‘ open- 
air rooms,’’ together with more beds and more modern and sanitary lavatory-accommodation. 
With every year I have become more impressed with the importance of fresh air and sunshine in 
the treatment of disease, and especially of chronic disease, and the site and aspect of the Sana- 
torium invite an extension of treatment on these lines. The domestic servants’ quarters, too, are 
wholly inadequate for the increased household of patients and nurses. In the scheme already 
mentioned provision is made for extra servants’ bedrooms. 

The Hospital.—The Rotorua Cottage Hospital was opened soon after I left for England. It 
was exceedingly badly needed, and, although larger than originally designed, the accommodation 
is already proving unequal to the demands made upon it. 

The Isolation Hospital, though under my care, is in charge of the Hospitals Department. It, 
together with the operative work at the Cottage Hospital, entails a considerable amount of extra 
work on the staff. I may say that my responsibilities in connection with the three hospitals 
have been more than doubled during the last few years. 

The Nurses’ Home, built about the time I left, has already proved to be too small for the 
greatly increased staff, and will certainly need enlarging in the near future if it is to provide 
both for the Hospital and the Sanatorium. I would suggest a bungalow annexe to afford a quiet 
sleeping-place during the daytime for the night nurses. 

The Maori Epidemic.—Of this I can only speak at second-hand, but the amount of work 
devolving thereby on the Acting-Balneologist may be gauged by the fact that he performed 2,800 
vaccinations, a large proportion of which necessitated long journeys into the back country. 

The Baths.—Work is proceeding steadily and with a minimum of friction, and my thanks 
are due to the staff for the manner in which they have carried out their duties. The sphere of 
action of the new and old baths is now clearly defined, and one is a necessary complement of the 
other. At the new baths are carried out all treatments requiring skilled attendants or special 
apparatus; the old baths are suitable for many cases which would receive little benefit at the 
new. I find both establishments invaluable, and use both for appropriate cases. The old pavilion 
baths, however, are growing very dilapidated, and I fear that their reconstruction cannot be 
put off much longer. 

The Laundry.—The additional hospital, and the consequent additional staff and patients, 
have increased the work at the laundry also. The improved machinery now being installed 
should, however, lighten the labour of the workers here. 

Other Spas.—I have been unable since my return to visit any springs outside Rotorua, but 
will inspect Hanmer and Te Aroha during the coming winter, when I hope also to make a special 
physical examination of several other springs, especially in the North Auckland district. 

Statistics.—The following figures will give some indication of the amount of work put through 
during the year. The receipts, owing to a diminished income at the baths and from private 
patients, are considerably below previous years, but this I believe to be due wholly to temporary 
causes, aS already explained; the Sanatorium receipts are higher than ever. 

The association of Rotorua with tourist traffic is so firmly rooted in the public mind that 
I think that, in many quarters, it is hardly realized even yet to what an extent it is not merely 
a tourist resort but a hospital, and a great hospital, for the cure of disease which would otherwise 
have to go untreated. 

And I would record here my deliberate opinion, after visiting many spas in many lands, 
that I have seen no spa where more downright honest balneological work is put through, or where 
the patient of moderate means is better catered for.

REPORT OF RESIDENT OFFICER ON TOWN OF ROTORUA. 


The Resident Officer (Mr. W. Hill) reports as follows on the municipal administration of 
the Town of Rotorua :— 


FINANCE. 


There is nothing in the General Account calling for any special mention, the revenue and 
the expenditure being normal. I attach copy of annual statement of accounts. 


Pustic Works AND GENERAL. 


During the year the sum of £3,349 has been expended in improving and maintaining the 
footpaths, streets, roads, culverts, and bridges within the town. 

Footpaths.—A considerable portion of the asphalted footpaths which had worn out were 
renewed, a total length of 354 chains having been so dealt with. In addition to this portions of 
the existing paths were faced with tar and sand. 

850 ft. of concrete kerbing and channelling were laid down, and 594 ft. of concrete kerbing 
only, the latter to complete the Sanatorium frontage in Hinemaru Street. 

Eight new ferro-concrete and seven wooden culverts were constructed during the year, the 
latter being in localities where the traffic did not warrant the more expensive style of culvert 
being supplied. 

Streets and Roads.—In the inner area and on the Whakarewarewa Road a considerable 
amount of metalling was done; local metal (from Kawaha Point and the Hemo Gorge) and 
imported 24in. metal (from Te Aroha and Te Kuiti) were used, the extent of streets dealt with 
being 120 chains with local metal and 140 chains with imported metal. The absence of a good 
class of road-metal in the district makes our street maintenance very expensive, as the local metal 
is only fit for bottoming or for application to suburban roads where the traffic is not so heavy. 
The thinning-out of the double line of gum-trees on the eastern side of the Whakarewarewa 
Road, thus allowing freer access to the sun and the wind, was of great advantage in more speedily 
drying the road while the wet weather lasted. Many more of these trees could be cut down to 
the further advantage of the road. 

Some of the earth and pumice roads in the outlying suburban districts, such as the Taupo 
Road, Ranolf Street South, and Malfroy Street West, which have had very little attention for 
years, were in a bad condition, having become dished in the centre, and badly cut by the storm- 
water. An arrangement with the County Council was entered into whereby we got the use of 
their large road-grader, plough, and teams, and some 436 chains of these roads were formed and 
graded at prices varying according to the work required, the average cost being 2s. 6d. per chain. 

In addition to the foregoing, the usual coatings of pumice were given to all the earth roads 
and footpaths in and around the town. 

A system of underground pipes for carrying off the storm-water during heavy rains is very 
much needed, particularly in Tutanekai, Fenton, and Eruera Streets. Under present conditions, 
during a heavy downpour the shallow water-tables and culverts cannot cope with the body of 
water, which accumulates rapidly, spreads over footpaths and streets, and does great damage 
to them. In addition to this great quantities of pumice and sand are washed into the lake, 
which tends to silt up the foreshore in an unsightly manner. 

During the year a single-horse watering-cart, with a capacity of 250 gallons, and supplied, 
with a rotary sprinkler, was purchased and put into use in the inner area. Apart from the 
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resultant benefit from its use as compared with a hydrant we were forced to greatly curtail the 
use of the latter, on account of the serious interference with the water-pressure at the bath-pumps 
caused by the continuous use of the hydrant. 

At Ohinemutu two new roads were formed—viz., ‘‘unohopo and Ariariterangi Streets, a 
total length of 10 chains. 

At Whakarewarewa, as indicated in last report, we have experienced considerable difficulty 
in maintaining the roads within the village, on account of subsidences due to the thermal activity. 
The main road to the Spout Bath is especially troublesome. 


FIRE-PREVENTION. 

The station and firebell tower was completed and formally taken over in June, 1913. The 
personnel of the Fire Board has been partially changed through the departure from the district 
of Messrs. J. R. Raw and W. R. Blow. These gentlemen have been replaced by Messrs. D. Gardner 
(elected Chairman) and F. Goodson respectively. 

The Board’s levy on the Town Account for the current year was £184 5s. 6d., to meet which 
a rate of $d. per pound was struck on the value of improvements, 


Hospital AND CHARITABLE AID. 
The levy made on the Town Account by the Waikato Hospital and Charitable Aid Board for 
year ending 31st March, 1913, amounted to £187 19s. 1d., which was met by a rate of jod. per 
pound struck on the capital value. 


PROGRESS OF THE Town. 


During the year forty-four permits were issued, for new buildings and alterations of existing 
ones, of a total value of £10,615. The total rateable (capital) value of the town is £482,430. 


STATEMENT oF RecEIPTS AND ExprEnprturE, Rotorua Town Account, 1902-14. 

The revenue amounted to £4,526, as against £4,334 for the previous year, and the expendi- 
ture amounted to £4,488, as against £4,694. Full details of the work carried out are given in 
the attached report of the Resident Officer, and the following tables give the detailed revenue and

REPORT OF THE TOURIST AGENT, ROTORUA. 
The Tourist Agent at Rotorua (Mr. William Hill) reports as follows :— 


BuILDINGS AND BaTHs. 


During the year the buildings belonging to the Department were maintained in good order. 
the necessary repairs and improvements being effected. The Sanatorium has had its shingle roof u 
removed and a new galvanized-iron roof laid and various improvements added, the chief of 
which was an auxiliary electric cooker to facilitate the preparation of foods required for invalids 
when the main (coal) range was either fully occupied or not alight. 


WATER-SUPPLY. 


During the year forty-seven new consumers have been connected to the mains, and, as most 
of them have been in the suburbs, these connections involved the laying of considerable lengths of 


piping. 
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A principal feature of the year’s work has been the replacing of a section (363 ft.) of the 
16 in. wooden main in Fenton Street (between Hinemoa and Pukuatua Streets) with cast-iron 
mains. ‘This important work was carried out by our men without any interruption of the water- 
supply. A similar substitution as regards 462 ft. of 6 in. mains was carried out in the basement 
of the main bath-buildings. Formerly wooden mains were used, but the action of the acid-fumes 
was very severe on the wire binding of the pipes, and necessitated continual repairs. 

During the year the reticulation has been extended in the suburbs as follows: 1,254 ft. of 
lin. pipe in Devon and Pearce Streets, 1,089 ft. of 2in. pipe in Malfroy Road West, and 594 ft. 
of } in. pipe in Amohau Street. 

DRAINAGE. 

Twenty-four premises have been connected to the sewer mains during the year. ‘The 6 in. 
sewer at eastern end of Eruera Street has been extended about 320 ft. in order to enable some 
new houses to be connected. ‘The drainage-pump motors have been giving satisfaction, but the 
type of starter supplied with the motors is not quite so satisfactory, and may have to be replaced. 

The pumps now run practically without any other attention than that required for starting 
and stopping, and can be quite comfortably attended to by one man. Owing to certain structural 
defects the septic tank was not working very satisfactorily, and it was decided to empty it com- 
pletely and give it a thorough overhaul. The sewage was meantime run by a by-pass on to some 
waste land close by the tank, which had previously been prepared by ploughing and the opening-up 
of shallow channels or trenches. The soil being light and porous, there was no difficulty in 
dealing with the sewage, which was principally liquid. <A grit chamber is being constructed at 
the inflow to the tank, so that all non-soluble foreign matter can be collected and periodically 
cleaned out, instead of, as formerly, being carried into the tank and accumulating there. In 
the tank itself some new baftles are being constructed, and existing ones are being altered. The 
filter-beds have received a thorough overhaul, all vegetation has been cleared out of the side 
channels, and the main drain has also been cleared, so that the etHuent gets away freely. 


ELECTRICAL. 


The year’s record has been one of exceptional progress in this branch, as it constitutes the 
maximum number of lights connected to the mains in any year since the inception of the system. 
Further, the large number of domestic appliances connected up, as per the schedule hereunder, 
is exceedingly satisfactory, and, with the motor already installed, makes a fair load on the day 
running. 

There has been an increase of ninety-three new consumers, while fifty-eight consumers have 
added to their installations, making a total of 777 lights. 

The strides made in practically the first year of power-supply fully warrants the establish- 
ment of a show-room for cooking and heating appliances by the Department, and the sale of 
same at the lowest possible cost would materially increase the demand for energy, and so augment 
the revenue. 

The system of control of the lighting of the Government gardens was reconstructed, so that 
the lights can now be controlled at one point. Additional lights have also been installed. 

The battery for the medical apparatus at the main baths was renewed and the apparatus 
generally kept in order. In connection with the new apparatus that has arrived, some alterations 
will be required to existing plant at the baths to supply power for same. 

' One of the drainage-pump motors has been temporarily used to drive the Rachel pump. 

The laying of a new acid-water main was supervised. 

At the Sanatorium a local telephone exchange has been installed to connect the hospitals, 
Nurses’ Home, and the Balneologist’s residence. The cooking at the Sanatorium has been increased 
by the use of ‘‘ Tricity ’’ electrical hot-plate outfit. 

The lighting of all departmental buildings and the street-lighting have been maintained, 
though the latter would be vastly improved by the installation of the ‘‘ Series’ system already 
reported on. The cables run when erecting the Whaka Road lights provide for the change there. 

The drainage-pumps have now been run for the year by the motors, and the saving of the 
benzene alone has more than proved the advantage of their use. 

The town-lighting mains have been extended to supply the new consumers. Two or three 
breaks have occurred on the Whakarewarewa and Ohinemutu sections, due to falling trees. The 
low-tension distribution, or at least a section, requires to be proceeded with at once. No serious 
trouble with transformers has taken place, with the exception of two of the small ones first sup- 
plied breaking down, but this must be expected as they have been in use for some time. The 
consignment of 150 meters received did not prove very satisfactory, and another make has been 
recommended. ‘The loss of revenue from faulty meters is worth consideration, as it often amounts, 
in the course of a year, to the value of the meter. The 150 on order are urgently needed, and 
with the rate of progress a further quantity will be required before the end of the year. 

The testing instruments recently received have been most useful, and have enabled the work to 
be carried out to the best advantage. The transmission-line track was cleared and the old tele- 
phone wire which was continually giving trouble has been taken down. Some repairs were carried 
out where the cables had fractured and some of the binders renewed. The aluminium wire will 
be retied on arrival of aluminium binding-wire. The lightning-arrestors on the line at Mourea 
were overhauled one Sunday, this being the day when the inconvenience caused through stoppage 
of the machines during the day can be reduced to a minimum. The plant at Okere has been 
maintained under rather adverse circumstances. Damage was caused on two occasions by 
lightning, and a shut down occurred when the transmission-line tie broke, and made contact as 
reported. 
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During the late summer the river-level fell so much that the draught-tubes had to be 
temporarily lengthened, and the river banked at the head-works. The position was very serious 
for a time as the three generators could not give the supply demanded. The question of an 
increase in the plant will have to be dealt with very soon. At present the ‘‘ Peak ”’ load is 
160 K.W., while the plant, under the most favourable conditions, can only give 180 K.W. with 
the three generators working. The plant is rated higher, but the turbines do not give the esti- 
mated duty or power. In addition to this, the Waverly turbines, which have been in use since 
the plant was installed, and the original portion of the Hume, are both giving evidence that 
renewal is required. The whole matter will be dealt with in a separate repor t. 

Energy distributed to private consumers, municipal lighting, and street lights, less distri- 
bution, loss, and uneontrolled street hghts: 1913-14—191,662 units; 1912-13—169,956 units.

The booking of passengers to and through the Dominion has been continued as usual, and 
it is gratifying to report that. in connection with this part of the work, the takings are £789

IMMIGRATION. 

During the year about six hundred foreigners were examined with a view to seeing if they 
could pass the education test as prescribed by the Immigration Restriction Act. Of this number, 
535 were successful, and certificates were consequently issued to them. The following list will 
show the nationalities represented: Assyrian, 2; Austrian, 318; Belgian, 1; Danish, 34; 
Dutch, 1; Finns, 13; French, 5; German, 38; Greek, 7; Hindoo, 1; Italian, 43; Jew, 1; 
Negro, 2; Norwegian. 4; Polish, 1; Portuguese, 1; Roumanian, 1; Russian, 8; Servian, 2;

ADVERTISING. 


During the year the Dominion has been brought prominently before the public of New South 
Wales by advertising, as follows: (1) Advertisements in various Australian publications; 
(2) hoardings at Katoomba and the Royal Agricultural Show -grounds at Sydney; (8) printing 
and distributing leaflets; (4) advertising on a monogram electric sign situated opposite the Rail- 
way-station, Sydney. These advertisements have been instrumental in increasing our business, 
but I find that the office is not known nearly as well as one would expect, and the Department must 
therefore spend more on advertising in future if the business at this office is to be greatly increased. 


REPORT OF THE NEW ZEALAND GOVERNMENT AGENT, MELBOURNE. 

The New Zealand Government Agent, Melbourne (Mr. H. J. Manson) reports as follows :— 

I have the honour to herewith submit my annual report for the year ended 3lst March, 1914. 

The year just closed has been one of steady progress in face of the adverse obstacles that 
have been strewn in our path. The list of callers at the offices do not, under the circumstances, 
total so large as on former years, nor do the tourist bookings show any marked increase, but these 
results are readily accounted for in the fact that our temporary offices, pending removal to more 
commodious quarters, were somewhat inaccessible. In addition the smallpox scare followed by 
the unfortunate strike was the means of completely paralyzing the tourist traffic at the most 
favourable period of the year. Notwithstanding these disabilities, however, the affairs of the 
Agency have been steadily advanced, and our usefulness as an information bureau has become 
more firmly established than ever. Our period of migration to a less pretentious office to that 
formerly occupied naturally retarded our progress, but now that we are domiciled in up-to-date 
premises there is every prospect of making up the leeway lost. 

Our present offices in the new building of the Union Steamship Company are spacious and 
nicely arranged, and will, although not so centrally situated as those vacated in Collins Street, 
bring us into close touch with the New Zealand and other shipping companies which surround 
us. We are also well in the centre of things as far as the wharves and railway-stations are con- 
eerned. At the same time, such hotels as Menzies’, Scot’s, the Federal, and Union Club are in 
close proximity to us. 
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The number of visitors recorded at our temporary offices in the Equitable Building and at 
our present quarters for the year were 12,672, as against 13,292 for 1912-13. The discrepancy 
is small when our change from a busy thoroughfare to an obscure office in a high building is 
taken into consideration. 

The passenger bookings show an increase on last year’s figures. ‘They are as follows: £2,192 
for 1912-13, as against £2,491 for 1913-14. 

The visit of the battleship H.M.S. ‘‘ New Zealand’’ was the means of doing more for us by 
way of an advertisement than we could have hoped to get from the expenditure of considerable 
sums of money in other directions. The daily Press made much of the ship, and freely com- 
mented on all her movements, and what was being done for her reception, and the entertainment 
of her officers, &c., with the result that attention was directed to our presence in the city, and 
our rooms during her stay were simply besieged with callers making inquiries regarding her, 
and by those procuring passes to go on board. 

During the year every opportunity presenting itself has been grasped to bring New Zealand 
affairs before the notice of the people in this country. Some of the methods adopted towards 
accomplishing this have been as follows: Literature of all descriptions have been distributed in 
the city amongst the leading hotels, shipping, and merchant offices; some 5,000 ‘‘ Tours for 
Australians ’’ have found their way into the best homes in the suburbs; publications suitable for 
State schools were sent to various centres in the country; and illustrated weeklies and other 
tourist literature were left in the waiting-rooms of the leading doctors and dentists. Apart from 
this, quantities were sent abroad to Germany, Holland, South Africa, America, and other foreign 
countries. Many New-Zealanders en route to Great Britain and other parts have been supplied 
with books likely to assist them in disseminating useful information on their travels. The lending 
of lantern-slides for lecturing purposes has played an important part in our scheme of advertising, 
and many excellent reports of the good work these have been doing reached us from time to time. 

The display of two enlarged panoramic photographs, provided by the Mount Cook Motor Com- 
pany, in the window of the Kodak Company, in Collins Street, an important and busy thorough- 
fare, did not fail to arrest the attention of passers-by during the three weeks they were on view. 
It is safe to say that no more effective ‘“‘ pull’’ for the Mount Cook district has been had in 
this city. 

A feature was again made of our reception on Dominion Day in September, when a large 
number of influential citizens called to pay their respects to New Zealand. The occasion this year 
served a double purpose, as I was able to make a joint affair of our national day and the 
opening of our new offices. The celebration of both events proved an unqualified success, and 
it provided the opportunity to make known in a special way, through the columns of the Press, 
our new location in the city. New Zealand was this year honoured in a singular way, inasmuch 
as the whole of the foreign Consuls participated in the celebration by flying their flags over their 
respective consulates. 

During the year we have been called upon to examine an increasing number of immigrants 
making for New Zealand, and I am glad to report that most of those put through these offices 
were of a desirable class. There have also been an increased number of inquiries from those 
desirous of taking up land and settling in the Dominion.

STATE FIRE INSURANCE OFFICE 


ANNUAL REPORT OF THE GENERAL MANAGER FOR THE YEAR ENDING 31st DECEMBER, 1913, 





Presented to both Houses of the General Assembly pursuant to the provisions of the State Fire 
Iusurance Act, 1908. 





State Fire Insurance Office, Wellington, 21st May, 1914. 
J HAVE the honour to present the ninth annual report on, and revenue and balance-sheet of, the 
State Fire Insurance Office. 

The year 1913 has proved the most successful in the history of the Office—the profits being 
the largest yet earned in any one year, and the business in all respects being most satisfactory. 

Profits.—The net profits, after appropriating a further sum of £2,014 9s. 6d. to reserve for 
unearned premiums, amounted to the sum of £15,443 10s. 2d., as against £14,023 12s. 9d. for 1912 
and £5,037 8s. 7d. for 1911. The total accumulated profit at the close of the vear was £41,904. 

Net Income.—The net income, including interest on investments, was £61,280 13s. 9d. The 
net premium income was £59,417 11s. 2d., as against £54,380 2s. 7d. for 1912, showing an increase 
of £5,037 8s. 7d. 

Losses.—The net losses were £27,975 3s. 3d., as compared with £25,111 9s. dd. for 1912, the 
ratio to premium income being 47:08 per cent. and 46°17 per cent. respectively. 

Working-expenses.—The ratio of working-expenses was 26°6 per cent. for 1913 and 26:7 per 
cent. for 1912. Included in the charges are contributions to Fire Boards under the Fire Brigades 
Act, 1908, the amount expended under this heading for 1913 being £1,116 8s. 1d. 

Reserve Funds.—At the close of 1913, the reserve funds amounted to £65,671 16s. 10d., as 
against £48,215 7s. 2d. for the previous year. The investments, after repaying the loan of £2,000, 
the only part of the £100,000 of capital authorized by Parliament which it was found necessary to 
raise to establish the Office, stood at the close of the vear at £44,250, compared with £37,000 for 
1912. The Office has now wiped off its balance-sheet all liabilities on capital account, and is 
supported entirely by an excellent reserve fund, accumulated solely by its own efforts, of over 
£65,600. The danger of ever calling upon the Government for assistance may safely be said to be 
exceedingly remote. 

Staff.—In concluding this report, I desire to say that the efficient and enthusiastic manner in 
which the staffs throughout the Dominion have carried out their work is in all respects most 
commendable. A marked improvement has been noticeable since the beginning of last year, when 
the officers were given a dicect personal interest in the profit of the Office by the granting 
of a commission thereon. In addition to the incentive given to bring out the best “that is 
in the officers it is making for far greater stability in the staff, which was ‘much required. About 
50 per cent. of the members have left the service for various reasons during the past four years, 
and it has been only with utmost difficulty that a staff has been maintained to carry on the work 
efficiently. In the past the staff, more particularly the more responsible members ‘thereof, have 
been greatly underpaid, many receiving less than half the salaries paid for similar positions in pro- 
prietary companies, due largely to the fact that very limited profits were made prior to the last few 
years. The smallness of salaries lessening the incentive to remain, coupled with keen competition 
for capable men on the part of the companies, has caused the loss of many capable officers whose 
services it would have been greatly to the Office’s advantage to have retained. I look forward with 
confidence to good results from the concession granted. I may say that from the coming into 
operation of the scheme up to the present the profits have been much greater than at any period in 
the history of the Office, showing clearly that a keener interest is being taken in the safety of the 
business. The system introduced, although on a much reduced scale, is similar to that which is 
practised by fire-insurance institutions throughout the world, and has been in operation almost as 
long as fire insurance has been in existence. In my opinion it is essential to the guarding of the 
best interests of the business. The concessions granted, although important.to the staff, will not 
appreciably affect the ratio of working-expenses. C. R. C. Rosizson,

The Inspector oF Fire Bricapes to the Hon. the Minister or INTERNAL AFFAIRS. 


Sir,— Office of Inspector of Fire Brigades, Wellington, Ist July, 1914. 

Herewith I have the honour to lay before you my sixth annual report, for the year ended 
30th June, 1914, relative to the working of the Fire Brigades Act, and including matters in connection 
therewith. 


There is now a total number of twenty-two proclaimed fire districts—viz., Auckland, Christchurch, 
Dannevirke, Dunedin, Feilding, Gisborne, Greymouth, Hamilton, Hastings, Hawera, Hokitika, 
Lawrence, Maori Hill, Masterton, Milton, New Plymouth, Oamaru, Palmerston North, Petone, 
Rotorua, Timaru, and Whangarei. 


There are twenty-eight fire brigades and two fire-police corps working under the control of Fire 
Boards, and I have officially inspected the brigades, their stations and equipments, &c., as follows :—

In all, sixty-five personal visits have been made, and advice given by correspondence to local bodies 
and others in relation to fire risks and protection, purchase of fire appliances, supervision exercised over 
the manufacture of new plant, &c. As usual, instructional addresses were given at the conclusion of 
inspection drills, with particular attention to the various ways in which every member of a volunteer 
fire brigade who takes an interest in the subject can, whilst going about his ordinary daily work, do 
something towards reducing the excessive number of fires occurring in the Dominion, and which in many 
cases are due to ignorance and sheer carelessness. 


Following upon the invitation received from the executive officers of the United Fire Brigades 
Association I “Aébended their annual Conference held at Akaroa in March last and delivered an mddren 
to the delegates. I was pleased to observe that the forward movement in favour of the adoption of 
more up-to-date methods in connection with the biennial competitions is producing practical results. 





About the usual number of accidents have occurred to firemen in the execution of their duty, but 
the only one of a serious nature took place in Auckland, when a fireman was thrown off a motor hose 
tender whilst proceeding to a fire. He sustained an injury to his back, but has since quite recovered. 


Superintendents of brigades have reported the following casualties to citizens (five fatal) as having 
happened in their respective districts :— 

Auckland—24th July, 1913: Fire in a factory in Swanson Street caused by an explosion of 
gas from distilling plant. An employee, W. Massey, was blown from top of tank and 
subsequently died from the injuries received. 5th April, 1914: Fire in private dwelling, 
33 Upper Queen Street. Mrs. Annie Davis, widow, aged 70, burned to death. 

Christchurch—27th May, 1914: Fire in private dwelling, 105 Brougham Street. An occupant, 
Mrs. Isles, badly cut in escaping through window; removed to Hospital for treatment, 
and since recovered. 

Dunedin—31st July, 1913: Private dwelling, Vire Street. Walter Mills, aged 9, sustained 
burns on face and hands due to explosion 6f kerosene when lighting fire; was removed 
to Hospital for treatment. 12th September, 1913: Painter’s shop, Great King Street. 
The proprietor, K. W. Gillams, burned on hands and face. Fire due to ignition of 
turpentine. 

Hokitika—17th May, 1914: Fire in private dwelling, Beach Street. An occupant, James 
Ferguson, suffocated prior to arrival of brigade. 

Masterton—6th September, 1913: Fire in private dwelling, Tararua Street. Occupier, 
H. Robinson, severely burned about arms and face ; was removed to Hospital for treat- 
ment, and has since recovered. 

Palmerston North—6th September, 1913: Official in charge of gas plant at railway-station 
burned about hands and face. : 

Oamaru—2Ist January, 1914: Fire in private dwelling. Occupant, Miss M. Duggan, an 
elderly spinster, burned to death. 14th June, 1914: Fire in private dwelling, Tweed 
Street. Mrs. M. A. Cormack, an elderly woman, burned to death, 
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The principal improvements in equipment effected or in course of being carried out are as follows :--— 

New central station in Christchurch, which was officially opened on the 25th September, 1913. 
Commodious accommodation for all purposes is provided, and in addition to four sets of married 
officers’ quarters in the main building six cottages for married firemen have been erected at the rear 
of the station, each having its own private yard and small garden attached. 

A new central station is being erected in ‘Timaru, and is now approaching completion. 

Two new 40 h.p. motor hose tenders have been put in commission in Auckland, and one 20 h.p. 
motor hose tender in New Plymouth. 

Fifteen circuits having 100 alarm boxes thereon have been added to the street fire-alarm installa- 
tions. Three more automatic fire-alarm systems have been installed in Christchurch, and one more 
in Dunedin. 

New motor fire appliances are on order—for Timaru, one 65 h.p. hose, ladder, and turbine pump 
machine ; Masterton, one 60 h.p. hose, ladder, and reciprocating pump machine; Whangarei, one 
50 h.p. hose, ladder, and first-aid pamp machine; Christchurch, one 40 h.p. hose and turbine pump 
machine. 

Considerable use is being made of the patterns recently imported by the Government for the benefit 

. . 5 . . 
of the fire services in general, and a number of orders have been placed by brigades for the smaller 
appliances made in accordance therewith. . 

The total number of calls received by the brigades throughout the various fire districts was 777, 
as against 678 for the previous year, an increase of 99. As compared with 1912-13 there has been a 
decrease of 16 in the number of bush and grass fires—48 as against 64; but an increase under all other 
headings—viz., chimney fires, 70 (60), increase LO; out-of-district fires, 44 (30), increase 14; false 
alarms, 160 (127), increase 33; actual fires, 455 (597), increase 58. Of the 455 fires 13 are reported as 
due to incendiarism, 24 as having occurred on unoccupied premises, and 144 origin unknown. As in 
previous years, analysis of the reports show a number of cases of over or excessive insurance. 

Losses throughout the Fwe Districts —The total fire loss for the year amounted to £84,367, com- 
paring with the previous year as follows :—

Losses throughout the Dominion.—The insured loss throughout the Dominion for the year ended 
31st December, 1913 (probably underestimated), was £484,462, and compares as follows :—

Following the same line of deduction as adopted in previous years, and adding 334 per cent. 
to the insured loss so as to arrive at the approximate fire waste, the total loss for the year ended 31st 
December, 1913, is thus shown to be £645,949, an increase of £70,088 as compared with 1912, but an 
increase of £77,506 when compared with the average for the nine preceding years. 


The losses quoted above for the fire districts and for the Dominion are each for twelve months 
respectively, but ending at different periods of the year; and the insured loss for the simultaneous 
twelve months ending 3lst Decenber, 1913, is—for the Dominion, £484,462 ; and for the fire districts, 
£96,949 ; or 20-01 per cent. of the total, with the inhabitants of the fire districts comprising 25 per cent. 
of the whole population of New Zealand, and with probably a very much higher percentage of insured 
property at risk. 

The figures quoted under the heading “ Losses throughout the Fire Districts ” show a reduction 
in the fire loss for the year of £37,287 as compared with the previous year, and that notwithstanding 
there are twenty-two fire districts as against only twenty in 1912-13, also an increase of fifty-eight in 
the number of fires. The average loss per fire is considerably lower than in any previous year since 
the establishment of the Fire Board system of control. In my annual report for 1912-13, when com- 
menting upon the very large decrease (£95,584) in the loss for the year throughout the fire districts as 
compared with that for 1911-12, and in face of a considerable increase in the number of fires, I state, 
* Although a large portion of the reduction is no doubt due to fortunate circumstances, a fair percentage 
thereof must certainly be set down to improved equipment, greater efficiency, and a better knowledge 
of fire-extinction work now prevalent amongst the officers and members of the brigades.”” I consider 
the results for 1913-14 are further proof that the greater all-round efficiency is producing a very tangible 
return, as also is the fact that the highest ratio of loss has occurred in those districts wherein the equip- 
ment generally has not been brought up to any efficient standard, and the results of the last two years’ 
working should be gratifying to those Fire Boards who have gone to the expense of properly equipping 
their brigades. But it must be remembered there is all the time present the danger of the “* late call,” 
one of the worst, if not absolutely the worst feature in connection with fire-brigade work, and particu- 
larly dangerous when occurring in the case of outbreaks in large warehouses, department stores, &c. ; 
for then, no matter how efficient the brigade and its equipment may be, too often the result is a disas- 
trous fire with heavy losses, wiping out for years the average of good work performed by the brigade. 
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There is a well-established remedy in the automatic or “ auto-detector ” system of fire-alarms in direct 
communication with the fire-stations, of which there are some sixty installations now in New Zealand ; 
but a great many more are required. Unfortunately, fire brigade authorities have no jurisdiction in 
this matter; and, for the following reasons—first, protection of life ; second, elimination of the “ late 
call” condition which very often causes extensive loss to property other than that in which the fire 
originates ; third, as an appreciable step towards a reduction of the excessive fire waste in the Dominion 
—I would respectfully suggest that the Government might well, in the common interest, consider the 
advisability of introducing legislation making it compulsory to install “ auto-detectors ” in certain classes 
of buildings. For some time past there has been a movement in Great Britain with the object of inducing 
the Government to make compulsory the installation of automatic alarms, and in Sydney “ new 
building regulations render compulsory the installation of automatic fire-detectors.”” The reliability 
of auto-detector installations generally is beyond doubt. ‘* Experience has proved that, including the 
visk of late calls in the early days of the auto-detector industry, 97 per cent. of auto-detector calls 
to actual outbreaks have resulted in fires being extinguished before more than merely nominal damage 
was done. The other 3 per cent. is accounted for by the fact that although auto-detectors gave the 
calls in good time there were hitches in answering to the warnings, hitches which were not in any way 
due to the detectors.” ‘* After some ten years’ working the automatic fire-alarm companies are able 
to show that the losses sustained by the insurance companies on detector-protected risks are less than 
5 per cent. of the premiums paid, as against the average loss ratio of 53 per cent. in respect of unpro- 
tected property.” ;

AUCKLAND. 


Two inspections of the Auckland Fire Brigade, its stations and equipment, have been made— 
viz., on the 15th and 17th December, and the 11th and 13th May. 

At the first inspection the turnouts at the different stations were carried out smartly and in quick 
time, and the various drills performed in an efficient manner. The second inspection in May is covered 
by the following report, forwarded to the secretary of the Board :— 


Srr,— 2nd June, 1914. 
An inspection of the Auckland Fire Brigade, its stations and equipment, was made on the 
11th and 13th ultimo. 

The turnouts were carried out smartly and efficiently, and the stations and appliances are main- 
tained in good order and condition. 

I note the marking of the street fire-hydrants is still in a most unsatisfactory condition. 

In company with the Superintendent an inspection was made with a view to formulating a 
comprehensive scheme for the proper protection of the largely increased district, due to the more or 
less recent incorporation with the city of the Boroughs of Parnell, Grey Lynn, and Arch Hill, and that 
has nearly doubled the area now under the jurisdiction of the Auckland Fire Board. The inspection 
included also the Remuera Road District ; that apparently will shortly be also incorporated with the 
city. 

' The conditions call for the erection and equipment of a new station in Grey Lynn. Unless that 
is done, when the Ponsonby section of the brigade attend a city call, as it must continue to do, it leaves 
for the time being Ponsonby, Grey Lynn, and Arch Hill entirely unprotected ; and even were that 
condition not present, local topography (intervening gullies, &c.) makes it impossible to afford efficient 
protection from the existing stations. 

The proposed site for the new station in Manukau Road, Parnell, is a very suitable one, and is so 
situated that protection can be extended to Newmarket when that borough is united with the city, as 
eventually it must be. This station is urgently required, and the building should be proceeded with 
with as little delay as possible. 

Remuera—approximate greatest length two miles and three-quarters by something over two miles 
and a quarter at its widest part—is altogether too large a district to be efficiently protected from 
outside its own boundaries, and when incorporation with the city takes place it will be necessary to 
make self-contained provision for its protection. I have, &c.,

It was found necessary to replace the auxiliary brigade operating in the Parnell district by 
permanent firemen, and a street fire-alarm system consisting of seven circuits having twenty-eight call- 
points has been installed; also a 40 h.p. motor hose-tender has been stationed there. An extension 
of the street fire-alarm system has been made in the Grey Lynn district. 

The Borough of Grey Lynn has been incorporated with the city, and negotiations are now 
proceeding with the view of amalgamating the Remuera Road District; also, there is a movement 
having as its purpose the incorporation with the city of several of the suburban districts, altogether 
making at the.present time the question of efficient protection for the Auckland Fire District a very 
complicated one. 

During the year the brigade received 194 calls, of which ninety-five proved to be actual fires 
occurring within the district, eight more than during the previous year. 

The fire loss amounted to £5,596, as against £41,147 for 1913, a decrease of £35,551. This, not- 
withstanding the annual increase in the number of fires, is the lowest fire loss in Auckland for the last 
six years—that is, since the proclamation of the Auckland Fire District. 

The estimated cost of the brigade for the year 1914-15 is £10,256, as compared with £10,110 for 
1913-14, an increase of £146. 


CHRISTCHURCH. 


Two inspections of the Christchurch Fire Brigade, its stations and equipment, have been made— 
the 2nd and 3rd December, 1913, and the 12th and 13th March, 1914; also two special visits have 
been paid—viz., the 25th September, official opening of the new central station; and the 9th June, 
attendance at Board meeting in connection with tenders for the supply of a new motor machine. Both 
inspections are covered by the following reports forwarded to the secretary of the Board :— 


Sir,— : 24th December, 1913. 

An inspection of the Christchurch Fire Brigade and its equipment was held on the 3rd instant. 
During the course of the inspection the motor-pump was taken down to the river at Chester Street, 
and there got to work with certain results, the particulars of which have no doubt already been laid 
before your Board by the Superintendent. 

I have to direct attention to the urgent necessity for the provision of an additional motor 
appliance. All the motors now at the central station are, and of necessity under present conditions 
when running to fires, loaded up with both men and gear to a greater degree than is consistent with 
safe and reliable working; and with these conditions in view I would suggest to your Board the 
advisability of not running any of the appliances to fires outside the Christchurch Fire District until 
such time as an additional motor is available. Also, I have again to call attention to the necessity of 
providing new branches and nozzles to replace the defective ones now in use.

Following upon my inspection of the Christchurch Fire Brigade, its stations and equipment, 
held on the 12th and 13th instant, herewith I have the honour to submit a report for the consideration 
of your Board. 

At the inspection muster held at the central station at 7.30 p.m. on the 12th there were present the 
Superintendent, Deputy, and twenty-three firemen, or twenty-five all told. Instructions were given 
to turn out as for a city call with the supposition that the old central fire-station in Lichfield Street was 
well alight. The appliances turned out included the turbine motor, hose and chemical motor, and the 
small first-aid motor towing the ladder and water-tower. All the apparatus was got to work in a smart 
and satisfactory manner, but some of the nozzles used were of a defective nature. 

Next morning the motor turbine pump was got to work from the river for experimental purposes. 
and with very satisfactory results. The substations at Sydenham and St. Albans were inspected on 
the 13th, and the stations and appliances found to be in good order and condition. 

During the course of the inspection drill the loss of time and Jabour involved in working the 
present fire-ladder as in comparison with those of more recent type was very marked indeed. and | your 
Board should take into consideration the matter of purchasing a ladder of modern design. 

I note that the work of placing the street fire-hydrant indicators has not yet beats completed. [ 
notice also that the recently renewed block tires on the turbine motor are wearing very badly. 

I observe that the concrete reservoir in Cathedral Square has finally been filled in, and understand 
the question of doing away with others has been mooted, and I would recommend your Board should 
enter a strong protest with the City Council against any such action; in fact, more reservoirs should 
be provided, instead of doing away with the very few existing ones.

The boundaries of the Christchurch Fire District have been further extended by the inclusion of 
North Richmond, having an area of 220 acres. 

The new central fire-station was officially opened on the 25th September, the staff and plant having 
been previously removed from both the Lichfield and Chester Street stations to the new premises. 
The new buildings contain ten sets of married quarters, each self-contained and fitted with every 
convenience. Accommodation is provided for ude se single men. The engine-house measures 
56 ft. by 48 ft., social hall 35 ft. by 48 ft., gymnasium 21 ft. by 35 ft. These last two are divided by 
folding doors only, and when occasion requires can be thrown into one. A Board room and secretar y's 
office are also included, and generally the new station provides for all that goes to the making on modern 
lines of a well-designed fire- ‘station. 

A new and very complete combined fire-alarm cabinet and telephone switchboard has been 
installed, fitted with twenty-four circuit indicators making provision for some two hundred call-points. 
The electric current for the street fire-alarm system and for other purposes is obtained by means of an 
engine and dynamo installed on the premises. 

Three more private automatic fire-alarms have been installed, making twenty-one in all. 

The Board has decided to purchase another motor hose, ladder, and ‘turbine pump machine. 

An object-lesson very much to the point as to the inadvisability of doing away with the under- 
ground tanks (see report dated the 19th March) was afforded in Christchurch in March last, when, owing 
to a break in the 15 in. main, the supply from the gravitation reservoir had to be cut off, and for some 
time the city was dependent for its protection upon what water could be made available by means 
of pumping from the river and from the underground tanks in question. This accident was a forcible 
illustration of the necessity of laying down a duplicate carrying-main from the reservoir and connecting 
with the city reticulation system. Also, there are portions of districts within the city boundaries not 
yet reticulated, and w herein no water is available for fire- protection purposes, and this matter should 
receive prompt attention. 

During the year 175 calls were received, of which ninety-five proved to be actual fires occurring 
within the district, or nine more than during the preceding year. 

The fire loss amounted to £17,709, as against £12,370 for 1913, an increase of £5,339. 

The estimated cost of the brigade for 1914-15 is £8,000, as compared with £9,000 for 1913-14, a 
decrease of £1,000. 


DANNEVIRKE. 

Two inspections of the Dannevirke Brigade, its stations and equipment, have been made—viz., 
16th October, 1913, and 6th April, 1914. 

At the first inspection there were present the Superintendent, Deputy, and fifteen firemen: these, 
with two on duty and two on leave, accounted for twenty-one out of a full strength of twenty-two 
then on the roll. 

Various wet and dry drills were carried out in a satisfactory manner. 

As pointed out at the time, a number of the couplings required putting in a lathe and the threads 
turning down to the regulation size. 

The second inspection is covered by the following report forwarded to the secretary of the 


Board :-— 


Sir,— 15th April, 1914. 
Following upon my inspection of the Dannevirke Fire Brigade and its equipment held on 
the 6th instant, herewith I beg to submit the following report for the consideration of your Board :— 
At the inspection muster “there were present the “Superintendent, Deputy, and twelve firemen : 
these, with three on leave, accounted for seventeen out of a total of eighteen then on the roll. The 
membership of the brigade i is at present four short of the authorized strength of twenty-two. 
Immediately prior to the muster the brigade was called out. The alarm was caused by some fat 
that was being rendered down in a gas- -stove catching alight in a dwelling some little distance from 
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the station; very little damage was done. Upon the return of the men to the station various drills 
were carried out in a fairly satisfactory manner. 

I have to recommend that the question of transporting the men and appliances to fires should 
receive the early attention of your Board, as at present, with only a hand-drawn reel, the brigade 
arrive at a fire with only a portion of the requisite appliances—no ladders, hand chemicals, and other 
necessary gear can be carried on the reel, in addition to the fact that the men arrive on the scene of 
action in an exhausted state not fit to carry out the strenuous work usually required at such times. 
When the question of transport is settled the brigade should be provided with a 35 ft. extension 
ladder; also, the installing of a street fire-alarm system should be taken into consideration. The 
brigade should have not less than 2,000 ft. of first-class working-hose always available.

The stations and equipment are maintained in good order and condition. 

During the vear nine calls were received, of w hich six proved to be actual fires within the district 
— four more than during the preceding year. The attendance of members of the brigade at the nine 
calls averaged sixteen per call, or 72-7 per cent. of the total strength. 

The fire loss amounted to £206, as against £148 for the previous year, an increase of £58. 

ne estimated cost of the brigade for the year 1914-15 is £612 6s. 9d., as compared with 
£881 3s. 5d. for 1913-14, a decrease of £268 16s. 8d. 


DUNEDIN. 


Inspections of the Dunedin Fire Brigades, their stations and equipment, have been made as 
follows: Dunedin City, 27th October and 14th and 16th February ; South Dunedin, 17th February ; 
Roslyn, 25th October and 16th February ; Caversham, 17th February. 

At my first inspections in October there were present at the inspection musters—City Brigade, 
ae Superintendent, Deputy, thirteen permanent and six auxiliary firemen; Roslyn section, the 

Captain and seven firemen, or eight out of a total strength of fifteen : but as this inspection was held 
at very short notice and on a Saturday mght the attendance may be Posarded as fairly satisfactory. 

The following report, forwarded to the secretary of the Board, covers the second inspections :— 


Sc 2nd March, 1914. 

An inspection of the Dunedin City Fire Brigade and its equipment was made on the 16th 
ultimo. There were in attendance the Superintendent, Deputy, fourteen permanent and nine auxiliary 
firemen: these, with three permanent men on leave, accounted for the full strength of the central 
station portion of the brigade. A surprise false alarm of fire was given from the street box at the 
Terminus Hotel at 8.58 p.m. In response two motors arrived from the central station at 8.59.17 p-m., 
and the first water was shown at 9.0.35 p.m., or 2 minutes 35 seconds from the time the alarm was 
given—a satisfactory result. The station, appliances, and gear are in good order and condition. 

The auxiliary sections of the brigade were inspected as follows :— 

Roslyn: At the Roslyn Woollen-mills, at 7.30 p.m. on the 16th. There were present the Captain, 
Lieutenant, and nine firemen, or eleven out of a total strength of fifteen. Various wet drills were 
carried out on the mill premises from the ii main and from the private fire service. 

South Dunedin: At the reel-station, at 7.30 p.m. on the 17th. There were present the Captain, 
Lieutenant, and twelve firemen, which, with one absent, accounted for the full strength. An ordinary 
wet-drill practice was carried out in a satisfactory manner. 

Caversham: At the reel-station. Present, the Captain, Lieutenant, and thirteen firemen, these 
representing the full strength. The ordinary practice or drill as performed here was not of a sat s- 
factory description, but to some extent there is an excuse for the members of this section of the brigade 
insomuch that the local conditions are not such as to encourage them to maintain any great degree 
of efficiency ; and the conditions in question, together with other cogent reasons, serve to illustrate 
the urgent necessity of erecting and equipping “the prospective new substation to serve both the 
Caversham and South Dunedin districts. 

Several defective nozzles were in evidence during the progress of the various wet drills, and they 
should be replaced by others of better design. 

The fire connections on the water-mains, as also the hose, of the Roslyn Mills fire service are only 
2 in. in diameter, and I would suggest your Board should represent to the proprietors the advantage 
of replacing the standpipes with screwed-outlet 24 in. waterway ground hydrants, and the 2in. with 
21 in. hose. I would also recommend to the consideration of your Board the question of replacing 
or converting the standpipes, couplings, and branches now in use in Dunedin, and which are of smaller 
waterway, to the 24 in. standard gauge, corresponding to the present Roslyn equipment, or convert 
the whole to the round-thread or one of the approved instantaneous patterns. 

A number of tests with the hydrant flow gauge were made in various parts of the city, and served 
to show that the scraping and cleaning of the mains has substantially increased the flow of water in 
pipes wherein the waterway proved to be seriously obstructed at the time when the previous tests 
were made in February, 1912; but the recent tests also disclosed some deficiencies in the reticulation— 
as, for instance, in Lancefield Street, Caversham, where there is a 2in. main laid down to which 
standpipes are fixed having only 1} in. risers to the hose-connections, with the result that at the top 
standpipe, although a pressure of 40 Ib. ey registered, the flow was practically useless. I under- 
stand it is proposed to replace the present 2} in. main in Leith Street with one of 4in., and in that 
connection I have to strongly recommend that the replacement should be with 6 in. piping, and further 
that any new mains laid down or replacements made in the business or congested portions of the city 
should never in any case be less than 6 in. in diameter.

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As in my annual report for last year, I have again to call attention to the necessity for the better 
protection of the South Dunedin and Caversham portions of the city, and now that the Board have 
been empowered by an amendment to the Fire Brigades Act to raise a further loan this matter should 
receive attention at the earliest possible moment. 

I understand that negotiations are now in progress with the object of providing adequate pro- 
tection for the Harbour Board’s property and waterfront. The installation of the new system of 
street fire-alarms has been completed throughout the city proper, and is working very satisfactorily. 

The electric motor escape-ladder that has been on order for over twelve months has not yet been 
supplied by the manufacturer. 

During the year 149 calls were received, of which eighty-eight proved to be actual fires occurring 
within the “district, or twelve more than during the previous twelve months. 

The fire loss amounted to £13,435, as against £18,572 for 1913, a decrease of £5,137. 

The estimated cost of the brigade for 1914-15 is £7,000, the same amount as for 1913-14. 


FEILDING. 


Two inspections of the Feilding Fire Brigade and its equipment have been made ; the first, on the 
17th November, is covered by the following report forwarded to the secretary of the Board : 

SInj== 25th Voce 1913. 

An inspection of the Feilding Fire Brigade and its equipment was made on the 17th instant, 
when there were present the Superintendent, Deputy, and nineteen firemen: these, with one. on duty 
and two on leave, accounted for the full strength of the brigade—a satisfactory attendance. 

Various drills were carried out in a satisfactory manner. 

An analysis of the attendance of members of the brigade at fires throughout the year ended the 
30th June last show that the average is not by any means a satisfactory one. After making a number 
of inquiries, I consider the result due in a great measure to the unsatisfactory nature of the alarm given. 
This fault will no doubt be remedied to some extent by the provision of a mechanical system of ringing 
the central station fire-bell. I understand the Board are in course of installing some such system, 


but I would again strongly recommend (see report dated the 27th December, 1912) that the bell. 


in Manchester Street—practically useless where it is at present—should at once be removed and 
re-erected at the corner of Camden and Manchester Streets, or somewhere in that vicinity. 

None of the ladders with which the brigade is at present equipped will reach the roofs of a number 
of the buildings in Feilding, and I would recommend that another 10 ft. 6 in. coupling ladder, of the 
same pattern as the three already in the possession of the brigade, should be obtained.

The second inspection was held on the 26th May, and at the inspection muster there were present 
the Superintendent, Deputy, and eighteen firemen: these, with one on duty and two on leave, 
accounted for twenty-three out of a total strength of twenty-four—a satisfactory attendance. 
Various reel, hose, and ladder drills were carried out in a fairly satisfactory manner. I noticed that 
some of the street hydrants were completely covered over with vegetation. More attention should be 
paid to keeping the hydrants clear. 500 ft. of new hose should be provided. 

A turbine, working from the town pressure, has been installed for ringing the fire-bell at the central 
station, and is, I understand, working satisfactorily. 

The brigade received fourteen calls, nine of which proved to be actual fires occurring within the 
district, or four less than during the previous twelve months. The attendance of members of the 
brigade at thirteen calls, No. 7 omitted, averaged 14-15 per call, or 63-1 per cent. of the total strength. 

The fire loss for the year amounted to £756, as against £5,741 for the preceding year, a decrease of 
£4,985. 

The estimated cost of the brigade for 1914-15 is £683 11s., as compared with £612 10s. for 1913-14, 
an increase of £71 Is. 


GISBORNE. 
Two inspections of the Gisborne Fire Brigade and its equipment have been made—viz., the 7th and 
8th January, and the Ist July. 
The following reports, forwarded to the secretary of the Board, cover both inspections— 
SrrR,— 14th January, 1914. 

An inspection of the Gisborne Fire Brigade and its equipment was made on the 7th and 8th 
instant. At the muster held on the evening of the 8th there were present the Superintendent, Deputy, 
and aN firemen, these accounting for twenty-one out of a full strength of twenty-two then on 
the ro 

I am pleased to report that the motor appliance is now being maintained in first-class order, and 
the inspection turnout and subsequent run was highly satisfactory, with the exception that where the 
car stands in the engine-house the floor has a slope downward and backward from the door ; also the 
weight of the car causes the back wheels to sink into the asphalt, thus throwing a very heavy initial 
pull on the engine. This should be remedied in the manner explained. 
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When getting a delivery to work opposite the English Church in Palmerston Road it took the 
members of the brigade some nine minutes to locate the street hydrant; there was a thick layer of 
dust covering the street, and it was ultimately discovered that some person had shifted the hydrant- 
indicator to a point LO ft. out of line. This is a dangerous proceeding, and your Board should take 
some action in the matter. 

Practice with the chemical engine was carried out satisfactorily, and instruction was given in the 
use of the new telescopic ladder, and in this last connection I note that at present the ladder cannot be 
carried on the motor owing to the engine-house door being too low. 

The new couplings are not in accordance with the Government patterns, but this, I believe, was 
due to a misunderstanding. I tested three 100 ft. lengths out of the 1,000 ft. of new hose, and, although 
the water-pressure available for the test, after shutting off the Whataupoko supply, only amounted 
to 102 lb., the result was very unsatisfactory, and it is to be regretted that your Board did not follow 
my recommendation in the matter (see report dated the Ist May). 

I would recommend your Board should make arrangements with private persons for the use of their 
telephones for fire-alarm purposes on the lines as fully explained to the Chairman of the Board, Superin- 
tendent, &c., whilst I was in Gisborne. By adopting this suggestion a fairly good substitute will be 
provided at a very small cost until such time as an up-to-date fire-alarm system can be installed. 

Readings of the gauge at the fire-brigade station show a very low average pressure throughout 
the daytime. I note the Borough Council have since prohibited the watering of ‘gardens with howe: &c., 
but careful arrangements are necessary for the prompt concentration of pressure in case of fire.

An inspection of the Gisborne Fire Brigade and its equipment was made on the Ist instant, 
and following is my report in that connection. 

At the inspection muster there were present the Superintendent, Deputy, sixteen firemen, and 
one cadet: these, with three on leave, accounting for twenty-two out of a total strength of twenty- 
three on the roll. 

A series of wet and dry motor, ladder, and hose drills were carried out in a satisfactory manner, 
but it was apparent that the motor-driver requires more practice in the handling of the motor-machine. 

The motor-car and other plant is being maintained in good order and condition. 

The brigade should be provided with another hand-pump fitted with leather hose. 

I note there is a substantial increase in the water-pressure, the gauge registering 130 1b. at 8 p.m. 
on the Ist, and the same again at 11 a.m. on the 2nd. 

I would again direct the attention of your Board to the urgent necessity of erecting a new fire- 
station. As pointed out on several previous occasions, the brigade cannot be expected to obtain 
efficient results under the present unsatisfactory conditions.

The fire loss in Gisborne for the past year is high, and in comparison with the other fire districts 
comes fifth in order in respect to the number of fires, and third in order in the fire loss. In my opinion, 
the higher ratio of loss is not due to any laxity or inefficiency on the part of the personnel of the 
brigade, but to the want of better equipment, and particularly due to the long-delayed erection of a 
new central fire-station providing accommodation for men to sleep on the premises, and also to the 
want of means for calling the brigade in case of fire. In respect to this last steps are now being taken, 
by means of utilizing the telephone system, that will to some extent overcome the difficulty until such 
time as the Board can see their way to install a proper street fire-alarm system. 

During the year the brigade received forty-five calls, of which twenty-two proved to be actual 
fires within their district, six Tess than during the previous twelve months. The attendance of members 
of the brigade at forty-two general alarms average 17-74 per alarm, or 79-7 per cent. of the full strength. 

The fire loss amounted * to £9,917, as against £5,940 for 1913, an increase of £3,977. 

The estimated cost of the brigade for 1914-15 is £763, as compared with £789 10s. 3d. for 1913-14, 
a decrease of £26 10s. 3d. 


GREYMOUTH. 


Two inspections of the Greymouth Fire Brigade, its stations and equipment, have been made— 

, the 4th December, 1915, and the 21st April, 1914. 

“At the first inspection muster there were present the Superintendent, Deputy, and sixteen firemen : 
these, with two on leave, account for the full strength of the brigade. 

Various drills were carried out, and the steam fire-engine was taken to the Cowper Street Bridge ; 
the suction-hose having been put in good order, it worked satisfactorily. 

The second inspection is covered by the following report forwarded to the secretary of the Board :— 


S1R,— . Ist May, 1914. 
An inspection of the Greymouth Fire Brigade and its equipment was made on the 
21st ultimo, and following is my report in that connection :— 
At the inspection muster there were present the Superintendent, Deputy, and fourteen firemen 
these, with three on leave, accounting for nineteen out of a total strength of twenty then on the roll. 
Various drills were carried out in a fairly satisfactory manner. 
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The new branches and nozzles as previously recommended should be supplied have not yet been 
obtained, and 600 ft. of new hose with couplings are required. A night light is required in front of the 
station, and should be placed immediately over the fire-alarm; also, the brigade should be provided 
with a plan of the water-reticulation, corrected up to date, and hung up in the station. 

If the 4 in. main were extended from Swift Street along Blake Street to its northern extremity it 
would provide a fair amount of protection for the greater portion of the property in the Blaketown 
district that at present is entirely without any protection, and I would suggest the Borough Council 
should be urged to carry out that work.

The attendance at both imspections was very satisfactory, and the stations and plant are 
maintained in good order. 

A 4in. main has been laid out to the extremity of Preston Road. A small reel-shed has been 
built and equipped with hose, standpipe, &c., for use in that neighbourhood. 

During the year nine calls were roe of which six proved to be actual fires, the same rene 3 
as occurred during the previous year. The attendance of members of the brigade at eight calls, No. 
omitted, average in 75 per call, or 68-75 per cent. of the total brigade strength. 

The fire loss for the year amounted to £1,200, as against £3, 376 for 1913, a decrease of £2,176. 

The estimated cost of the brigade for 1914—15 is £864, as compared with £964 for 1915-14, a 
reduction of £100. 


HAMILTON. 


Two inspections of the Hamilton Fire Brigade and its equipment have been made—viz., 
20th January, 1913, and 7th May, 1914. 
The followi ing reports, for a to the secretary of the Board, cover both inspections :— 


Siz. 29th January, 1914. 

An inspection of the Hamilton Fire Brigade and its equipment was made on the 20th instant, 
when there was present the Superintendent, Deputy, fifteen firemen, and one messenger, or eighteen 
all told, these representing the full strength of the brigade. I noted that some of the men were without 
uniform and helmets, and others had no axes and pouches. 

Various tests of the water-pressure were carried out, and on the 6 in. main in Victoria Street a 
standing pressure of 39 lb. was recorded. With 100 ft. of hose and a { in. nozzle the flowing pressure 
registered at the stand-pipe was 25 1b., and at the nozzle 20lb. The various tests proved that the 
volume, and in particular the pressure, are quite inadequate for the efficient fire-protection of the town ; 
but in reference to the volume, I understand, an 8 in. main is shortly to be laid down from the reservoir 
and along Victoria Street. 

T have generally to confirm my previous report, addressed to the Town Clerk, but now in the 
possession of your Board, dealing with the fire-protection of Hamilton, the main features of which, 
with some small variations set out below, are as follows :— 

Fire-stations.—The proposed site in Garden Place should at once be acquired, and the erection of a 
central station proceeded with, the building to contain, as a minimum, engine-house, watch-room, 
recreation or social hall, workshop, one set of married quarters, sleeping- -accommodation for six firemen, 
and combined kitchen and dining-room ; also a combined skeleton-framed bell, hose-drying and drill 
tower should be erected. With the provision of a motor appliance the previously suggested substation 
at the junction of Victoria, Ulster, and Liverpool Streets will not be required, but it will still be 
necessary to provide a substation for the better protection of the Hamilton East - Claudland district. 

Equipment.—A combined hose, ladder, and pump motor fire appliance to be provided for the 
central station. Ladder to be of the two-wheeled trussed type, to reach, say, a perpendicular height 
of 50 ft. when fully extended, and fitted with instantaneous detachable gear. Pump to have a capacity 
of 300 to 400 gallons per minute, and capable of pumping up to and maintaining a pressure of 180 lb. 
A light-running hand-drawn hose-reel to be placed in the suggested substation. A street fire-alarm 
system to be installed. 

Brigade.—The numerical strength of the brigade to be increased to twenty-two—viz., sixteen 
to be attached to the central-station district and six to the Hamilton East district. Also, a permanent 
man to be appointed who would reside at the central station, act as caretaker, keep the gear and 
appliances in good order, and drive the proposed motor appliances. 

Detailed information in reference to any of the foregoing recommendations will be furnished when 
required.

Sir,— 30th May, 1914. 
An inspection of the Hamilton Fire Brigade and its equipment was made on the 7 th instant. 
At the inspection muster there were present the Superintendent, Deputy, twelve firemen, and one 
messenger : these, with two on leave, accounted for seventeen out of the total strength of eighteen. 
A series of reel and hose drills were performed under the direct supervision of the Superintendent, 
on the lines as carried out at the ordinary monthly practises, and the methods adopted might be 
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considerably improved, as pointed out at the time, and particularly in the way of conducting the 
practises in different parts of the town, thus familiarizing the members of the brigade with the various 
localities, buildings, positions of the street fire-hydrants, &c. 

I noticed that whilst in general throughout the borough the hydrant-indicators are mostly in place, 
and maintained in good order; they are entirely missing along the business portion of Victoria Street, 
and should be put in place. 

Some of the branches require placing on a mandril and straightening.

A site in Garden Place for the erection of a new central fire-station has been purchased from the 
Borough Council, and tenders have been invited for the supply of a combined hose-ladder and pump 
motor fire appliance. 

Since the 7th August, 1913, on which date the Fire Board came into existence, the brigade has 
received nine calls, of which five proved to be for actual fires. The attendance of members of the 
brigade at eight calls, No. 8. omitted, averaged 9-25 per call, or 51-4 per cent. of the total strength. 

The fire loss amounted to £1,155. 

The estimated cost of the brigade for the year 1914-15 is £850, as compared with £300 for a portion 
of the year 1913- 14, an increase of £550. 


HASTINGS. 
Two inspections of the Hastings Fire Brigade and of the Fire Police Corps, with their equipments, 


have been made—viz., 15th October, 1913, and 7th April, 1914. The two following reports cover 
the respective inspections :— 


Sie 6th November, 1913. 

An inspection of the Hastings Fire Brigade and of the Fire Police Corps was held on the 
15th ultimo, when there were present: Fire brigade—Superintendent, Deputy, seventeen firemen, 
and two messengers; these, with four on leave, accounted for the full strength of the brigade. Fire 
police corps—Captain, two Lieutenants, and eight constables, which, with three on leave, accounted 
for fourteen out of a total strength of fifteen then on the roll. 

Various drills, wet and dry, were carried out by the brigade in a satisfactory manner, as also were 
those performed by the fire police corps. 

With a view of stopping corrosion of the fire-engine boiler, as suggested by the Superintendent, 
the water should be run out and the air allowed to circulate; but arrangements should be made so 
that the boiler can be quickly refilled in case of emergency, such as anything going wrong with 
the high-pressure water-supply or in the event of a dangerous outbreak of fire. 

The annunciator relay in the watch-room requires fitting with a close-fitting cover to protect it 
from dust and prevent interference. 

The glass in the alarm-box is too thick: 16 0z. glass is quite heavy enough for the purpose. 

Notices should be posted in the watch-room and engine-house strictly pr ohibiting any one other 
than the authorized persons touching any of the appliances, particularly the electrical fittings.

Following upon my inspection of the Hastings Fire Brigade and the Fire Police Corps, with 
their equipments, on the 7th instant, herewith I have the honour to submit the following report for 
the consideration of your Board. 

At the inspection muster there was present: Fire brigade—Superintendent, Deputy, eighteen 
firemen, and two messengers ; these, with two on leave, accounting for the full strength of the brigade. 
fire police corps—Captain, two Lieutenants, and ten constables ; these, with two on leave, accounted 
for the full strength of the corps. Satisfactory attendances in both cases. 

Instructions were given for the brigade to get three deliveries to work in Kastbourne Street, and 
all three jets were at work in 1 minute 57 seconds from the time the call was given. Various other 
drills were carried out by both bodies in a satisfactory manner. 

In view of the fact that the high-pressure water-supply is practically dependent upon the one 
carrying-main, I consider the Borough Council have committed a most injudicious action in filling 
up the manholes from which the water- -supply for the fire-engine was obta ned. The greater the static 
head the more the reticulation is liable to accidents, and a fracture might occur at any time, particu- 
larly with a pressure ranging as high as 140 Ib., leaving the town unprotected for an indefinite period. 
As an instance very much in point I enclose cuttings from Christchurch papers, which please return to 
me when finished with. I have to suggest that your Board should make a strong protest in this 
matter, and request the Borough Council to reopen the manholes, or, at the very least, two of them, 
the one at the railway-crossing and the other at the junction of Heretaunga and Warren Streets. 

Also, I have to recommend that your Board should give early consideration to the following 
matters: First, the appointment of a permanent man to act as caretaker and motor-driver. The 
cottage at the rear of the station might be repaired and let rent-free to one of the married firemen in 
consideration of his acting as a relief to the permanent man. Second, the provision of a properly- 
constructed motor fire apphance. It must by now be apparent to your Board that the present system 
of hiring a motor to attend at the station when an alarm is given is not satisfactory. Third, the 
installation of a street fire-alarm system. I have, &e.,

I am in receipt of a circular issued on behalf of the Hastings Fire Board wherein they offer 
for sale their steam fire-engine. 

I wish to respectfully inform your Board that in disposing of the said engine they are committing 
a most injudicious action, and quite opposed to the recognized system of fire-protection generally 
adopted for towns wherein local conditions are similar to those prevailing in Hastings. 

I would strongly recommend your Board to reconsider their decision in the above respect and 
to retain the engine as a stand-by. In any case, I do not think they will be able to obtain anything 
like the price they are asking for it. I have, &c.,

In reply to the above letter, the secretary informed me that the Borough Council had filled in the 
street manholes at which-it was usual to get the engine to work, and consequently the engine was of 
very little further use to them. The Board have since made two applications to the Council to reopen 
the manholes, but up to the present with no result. 

The brigade received seventeen calls, of which fourteen proved to be actual fires within the 
district, or two less fires than during the previous twelve months. The attendance of members of 
the brigade at sixteen calls, No. 9 omitted, averaged 18-8 per call, or 75-2 per cent. of the full strength. 
The attendance of the fire police at fifteen calls, Nos. 5 and 9 omitted, averaged 7-73 per call, or 
51-5 per cent. of their total number. 

The fire loss amounted to £6,402, as against £3,208 for 1913, an increase of £3,194. 

The estimated cost of the brigade for 1914-15 is £1,105, as compared with £1,146 for 1913-14, a 
decrease of £41. 


HAWERA. 


Three visits have been paid to Hawera—viz., two fire inspections of the brigade and its equip- 
ment, 7th October, 1913, and 3rd February, 1914, respectively ; and on the 25th March, 1914, for the 
purpose of testing the improved water supply and pressure as provided by the newly erected water- 
tower. The following reports, forwarded to the secretary of the Board, respectively cover the three 
visits :— 


Sir,— 26th February, 1914. 
An inspection of the Hawera Fire Brigade and its equipment was made on the 3rd instant. 

At the inspection muster there were present the Deputy Superintendent, fourteen firemen, and 
two messengers, or seventeen out of the total strength of twenty-six.’ Of the remainder, three were 
on leave, and the Superintendent, with five men, was attending the Auckland Fire Brigades competi- 
tions. I found that arrangements had been made for other firemen to sleep at the fire-station in the 
place of those temporarily absent in Auckland. 

Various drills were carried out in a fairly satisfactory manner, but more attention should be given 
to the * washering” of the various appliances, such as the stand- -pipes, branches, &c. Neglect to 
this detail has the result of lessening the water-pressure (which at present is not too satisfactory), and 
in some cases seriously so. 

The second hand-pump should be carried on the Wilson Street hose-reel. I noticed that some 
of the street fire-hydrants are without indicators. 

The members of the brigade should be provided with hand-axes and pouches.

Herewith I have the honour to submit for the consideration of your Board my report in 

connection with the testing, on the 25th ultimo, of the now completed scheme as carried out by the 

Hawera Borough Council for the provision of a more efficient water-supply for fire-protection purposes. 

The principal features of the scheme as completed are—A water-tower with an upper reservoir 
having a storage capacity of 100,000 gallons of water, and a lower reservoir with a capacity of 
50,000 gallons; an electrically driven direct-coupled pump having a pumping-capacity of 300 gallons 
per minute delivering into the upper reservoir, with suction connections to the lower reservoir, the 
town reticulation, and also, as a reserve supply, to the public baths containing 110,000 gallons of 
water ; a 10 in. main for fire purposes only laid from the tower along High Street as far as Victoria 
Street, and connected at several points with the borough reticulation. The altitude of the upper 
reservoir floor above the tower base-level is 131 ft.=56-74 lb. The reservoir when full has a depth 
of 21 ft. of water, or 152 ft. 65-84 lb., giving a mean static head of 141-5 ft. =61-27 lb. 

The various deliveries were got to work from different points in High and Princes Streets, the 
gravitation supply having been previously concentrated in the centre section of the town, and the 
readings for the first test were taken from gauges on a standpipe shipped on the 10 in. main in High 
Street opposite the Council Chambers. 

The first column of pressures is taken as from the gravitation supply only, the second column 
with the water-tower supply turned on. Standing pressures: Gravitation only, 58lb.; with tower 
supply on, 66lb. Pressures taken during flow of water: first delivery, 100 ft. hose and 1 in. nozzle 
—gravitation, 361b,; with tower supply, 521b,; second delivery, 200 ft, hose and #in. nozzle— 
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ravitation, 26 lb. ; with tower supply, 511b.: third delivery, 100 ft. hose and ? in. nozzle—gravita- 
tion, 21 1b.; with tower supply, 511b.: fourth delivery, 250 ft. hose and ? in. nozzle—gravitation 
18lb.; with tower supply, 511b. Two more deliveries with 3 in. nozzles each were got to work with 
the tower supply on and made very little difference in the readings. 

The second test was carried out as follows: The standing pressure was taken on the 6 in. main 
in High Street nearly opposite Union Street, and registered 571b. The signal was then given to turn 
on the tower supply, and in 70 seconds the standing pressure had risen to 64 1b. Deliveries were then 
got to work, the first 100 ft. of hose and 1 in. nozzle off the 6in. in High Street, the second 100 ft. 
hose and # in. nozzle off the 4 in. in Union Street, the third 100 ft. hose and # in. nozzle off the 10 in. 
in High Street, and the fourth 100 ft. hose and ? in. nozzle off the 10 in. in High Street. The pressure 
was taken as each delivery was got to work, and from each stand-pipe whilst all four were at work, 
with the result that with the four deliveries discharging an aggregate quantity of 443 gallons per 
minute the lowest pressure recorded was 58 lb. 

As recommended in my report, dated the 12th June, 1912, a reflux valve should be fixed on the 
supplying-main at a point in Glover Road ; then, in the event of a break in the ten-mile length of the 
10 in. carrying-main, and should a fire occur at the same time, the whole of the water stored in the 
town would be available as follows: Storage in upper reservoir of tower, 100,000 gallons; in lower 
reservoir, 50,000 gallons; in public baths, 110,000 gallons: total, 260,000 gallons, but allowing 
10,000 gallons for defective suction, &c., say a total of 250,000 gallons. With the pump delivering 
into the upper reservoir 300 gallons per minute from the reserve storage of 160,000 gallons, and with 
the four deliveries:previously mentioned discharging an aggregate of 443 gallons per minute, or, allow- 
ing 57 gallons for loss by leakage, &c., say 500 gallons, the 100,000 gallons in the upper reservoir 
would be depleting at the rate of 200 gallons per minute; but a supply discharging at the rate of 
500 gallons per minute would be maintained for over eight hours at a mean static pressure of 61-27 Ib., 
with a ee pressure of 56-74 lb. Should it be necessary to get two more deliveries to work, say, 
with a 2in. nozzle each, the six deliveries would then be discharging an aggregate of approximately 
600 gallons per minute, and the supply would be maintained for seven hours. 

With the fixing of the reflux valve as recommended I am of opinion that the scheme as completed 
will provide a reasonably efficient and reliable water-supply for fire-protection purposes under the 
existing local conditions in Hawera. 

A matter to which I consider it necessary to direct the attention of your Board is the necessity 
of making absolutely reliable arrangements with the Borough Council whereby immediately an alarm 
of fire is given the water-tower supply shall at once be made available.

As will be seen in the report dated 2nd April, the Borough Council have practically completed 
their scheme for the improvement of the water-supply and pressure for fire-protection purposes, and 
under present local conditions have made reasonably safe provision in that direction. 

The Board have under consideration the purchase of a motor-car and the installation of a street 
fire-alarm system. 

Four calls were received, of which three proved to be actual fires—one less than last year. The 
attendance of brigadesmen at three calls, No. 1 omitted, averaged nineteen per call, or 80-16 per cent. 
of the total membership. 

The fire loss for the year amounted to £881, as against £1,772 for the preceding year, a decrease 
of £891. 

The estimated cost of the brigade for this year, 1914-15, is £767, as compared with £617 16s. for 
1913-14, an increase of £149 4s., due to making provision towards the purchase of a motor appliance. 


HOKITIKA. 


Two visits were paid to Hokitika—viz., 5th December, 1915, and 22nd April, 1914. 

At my first visit in December an inspection of the stations and equipment was made, when 
everything was found to be in good order. The boiler of the fire-engine was then down for inspection 
purposes, and certain repairs required by the Government inspecting officer were in course of being 
effected. 

At the second inspection muster there were present the Superintendent, Deputy, and seventeen 
firemen ; these, with six on leave, accounting for twenty-five out of a total strength of twenty-seven 
then on theeroll. 

Various hose, reel, and ladder drills, both wet and dry, were carried out in a satisfactory manner. 

During the year nine calls were received, seven more than during the previous twelve months, 
all proving to be actual fires, and of which number no less than four were set down as due to 
incendiarism. The attendance of members of the brigade at eight calls, No. 3 omitted, averaged 
21-38 per call, or 73-7 per cent. of the full strength. 

The fire loss for the year amounted to £125, as against £22 for 1913, an increase of £103. 

The estimated cost of the brigade for 1914-15 is £433 6s. 8d., the same amount as for 1913-14. 
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LAWRENCE. 


Two inspections of the Lawrence Fire Brigade and its equipment have been made—viz., 
23rd October, 1913, and 12th February, 1914. 

At my first inspection in October there were present the Superintendent, Deputy, and six firemen : 
these, with one on leave, representing the total number then on the roll. 

Various wet and dry drills were carried out in a satisfactory manner. The station and apphances 
are maintained in good order. 

The second inspection is covered by the following report, forwarded to the secretary of the 
Board :— 


SIR,— 26th February, 1914. 
An inspection of the Lawrence Fire Brigade and its equipment was made on the 12th instant. 

At the inspection muster there were present the foreman and seven firemen, which with the 
Superintendent and Deputy on leave, accounted for the full strength of the brigade. 

Various experiments were carried out along Irvine Street, with the object of finding out what 
pressure and flow was to be obtained from the 3in. water-main there. It was found at the last 
hydrant, with 100 ft. of hose and a 2 in. nozzle, that the jet was projected only some 12 ft.—useless for 
fire-extinction work. The flow gradually increased on approaching Ross Place, and there is no doubt 
that the waterway of this main along Irvine Street is badly obstructed either by the formation of 
nodules or silt, or both, and it should be scraped and scrubbed, or, as it is old and only 3 in. in diameter, 
replaced with 4 in. piping and branches therefrom laid up Carlisle and Anan Streets, and where at 
present there is no protection for a number of dwellings. 

I have also to recommend that a two-cylinder (25 gallons each) chemical engine be purchased, a 
small shed erected on the crest of the hill in Peel Street just above the junction- of Lismore and Oban 
Streets, and the engine stationed there. From that position there is a downhill run in every direction, 
and, there being no water available on the higher levels, consequently no protection for the numerous 
houses situated thereon, a chemical engine should prove of valuable assistance.

During the year two fires have occurred, one more than during the previous twelve months. The 
attendance of members of the brigade at the two fires average 5-5 per call or 50 per cent. of the full 
strength. 

The fire loss amounted to £142, as against £400 for 1913, a decrease of £258. 

The estimated cost of the brigade for 1914-15 is £60, as compared with £75 for 1913-14, a decrease 
of £15. 


MAORI HILL. 


Two inspections of the Maori Hill Fire Brigade, its stations and equipment, have been made— 
viz., 24th October, 1913, and 13th February, 1914. 

At the first inspection there were present the Superintendent, Deputy, and eight firemen: these, 
with two on duty and three on leave, accounted for only fifteen out of a total strength of nineteen. 
There was present at the second inspection Superintendent, Deputy, and thirteen firemen ; and these, 
with one on duty and three on leave, accounted for the full strength of the brigade. 

On both occasions various wet and dry drills were carried out in a satisfactory manner. 

The stations and plant are maintained in good order and condition. 

During the time of my first visit the street fire-alarm circuit was out of order for about seven 
minutes, the indicator repeatedly showing “ open circuit.” 

No fires occurred in the district during the past year. Two calls were received and attended by 
the brigade ; one proved to be for a fire outside the district, and the other was a malicious false alarm. 

The estimated cost of the brigade for the year 1914-15 is £200, the same amount as for the year 
1913-14. 


MASTERTON. 


Two inspections of the Masterton Fire Brigade and Fire Police Corps, their stations and equip- 
ment, have been made—viz., 27th November, 1913, and 25th June, 1914. 

At the first inspection in November there were present : Fire brigade—Superintendent, Deputy, 
and eighteen firemen, these representing the then total strength ; fire police—Captain, two lieutenants, 
and seven constables: these, with three on leave, accounting for thirteen out of a total strength of 
fifteen. Various drills were carried out by both bodies in a satisfactory manner. 

The second inspection is covered by the following report forwarded to the secretary of the Board :— 


Sir,— Ist July, 1914. 
An inspection of the Masterton Fire Brigade and of the Fire Police Corps, with their respective 
equipments, was held on the 25th ultimo, and following is my report in that connection :— 

At the inspection muster there were present: Fire brigade—Superintendent, Deputy, and nineteen 
firemen: these, with one on leave, accounted for the full strength of the brigade. Fire police— 
Captain, three heutenants, and seven constables : these, with two on leave, accounted for thirteen out 
of a total strength of fourteen. Satisfactory attendance in both cases. 
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A series of wet and dry drills was carried out by the brigade in a satisfactory manner, except that 
steam was got up very slowly on the fire-engine, and considerablejdifiiculty was experienced in main- 
taining a sufficient working-head of steam. This was due to,the use of a bad quality of coal. 

The fire police carried out a number of ambulance and rescue exercises in ajsatisfactory manner. 

The station and plant are maintained in good order. ‘The brigade requires 500 ft. of new hose.

A special visit was paid to Masterton on the llth September, for the purpose of conferring with 
the Board in connection with the tenders for the supply of a motor fire appliance. At the request of 
the Board a report bearing upon the proposed improvement of the borough water-supply was furnished, 
as follows :— 


Sih. 17th September, 1914. 

In compliance with the request contained in your letter dated the 12th instant, and in accord- 
ance with the sanction of the Minister of Internal Affairs thereto, I have the honour to forward herewith 
a report relating to the proposed scheme for the improvement of the water-supply for fire purposes in 
your borough. 

I have carefully considered the scheme as set out in a copy of the Wairarapa Age dated 
the 16th July last, together with certain modifications of the proposal as explained to me by His 
Worship the Mayor during my visit to Masterton on the 11th instant. Briefly stated, the suggested 
improvements, as I understand them, are as follows: First, the laying-down a second carrying-main 
12 in. diameter from the reservoir to the junction of Renall and Pownall Streets. Second, to lay an 
8in. (reducing to 6in.) main from Renall Street southward to Short Street, thence along High Street, 
and connecting with the 6 in. in Queen Street ; to lay an 8 in. main from Renall Street northward along 
Pownall Street to Cole Street, thence continuing with a 6 in. along Villa, Wrigley, and King: Streets, 
and connect with 6in. in Queen Street. Third, to replace present 3in. with 4in. mains. Fourth, 
connecting up dead-ends and completing circuits. Fifth, giving a constant pressure of 80 lb. in Queen 
Street. 

At first sight the 6 in. main in Queen Street would not appear to afford sufficient protection for the 
larger risks there ; but as there is on the one side Chapel Street, having a 6 in. main that runs parallel 
at a distance of only 5 chains, with ample means of through communication, and on the other side, at 
the same distance, Dixon Street, having a 4 in. main, and as an auxiliary water-supply for the engine 
is available from the different wells, the provision may be considered sufficient at present. 

Sooner or later large business premises will be erected in the neighbourhood of the railway-station: 
and along Pine Street, and both in view of present conditions and future developments I would 
strongly recommend that the proposed new 8 in. main to run north should be of 10 in. in diameter 
instead, from Renall Street along Pownall Street and Villa Street as far as Lincoln Road; thence a 
6 in. continuance, as suggested, to Wrigley and King Streets. The proposed scheme would then, in 
my opinion, in conjunction with the provision by your Board of a motor pump, provide reasonable 
protection for a considerable time to come, and in such a manner that will allow of future extension or 
laying-down in certain localities of pipes of larger diameter at comparatively small cost.

A motor fire appliance is now on order. The accepted tender provides for a 60 h.p. machine fitted 
with a pump having a delivery capacity of 400 gallons per minute, and to carry a 40 ft. extension ladder. 

The Board have decided to amalgamate the fire brigade and fire police corps in one body, and 
arrangements are now being made to give effect to that direction. 

During the year eighteen calls were received, of which number six proved to be actual fires within 
the district. The attendance of members of the brigade at the nine calls for which a general alarm 
was sounded averaged fifteen per call, or 65-2 per cent. of the full strength. The attendance of fire 
police average nine per call, or 64-3 per cent. of the total strength. 

The fire loss for the year amounted to £3,203, as against £3,790 for 1913, a decrease of £587. 

The estimated cost of the brigade for 1914-15 is £1,151 1s. 4d., as compared with £1,150 for 1913-14, 
an increase of £1 Is. 4d. 


MILTON. 
Two inspections of the Milton Fire Brigade and its equipment have been made—viz., 


22nd October, 1913, and I1th February, 1914. 
The following report, forwarded to the secretary of the Board, covers the first inspection :— 


SIR,— 13th November, 1913. 

An inspection of the Milton Fire Brigade and its equipment was made on the 22nd ultimo, 
when there were present the Superintendent, Deputy, and twelve firemen: these, with one on leave, 
accounted for the full strength of the brigade—a satisfactory attendance. 

It was stated that, on account of some unascertained fault, it had been found that the manual 
labour involved in working the recently purchased semi-rotary pump was so severe that it would be 
impossible to utilize, at a fire, the said pump to any extent, if at all. The pump was taken to the 
trough, where it worked in a satisfactory manner. As a further test it was then taken to the stream 
at the rear of the woollen-mills, and it worked satisfactorily for the first few minutes, but the action 
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gradually seized until it became almost impossible to move the brakes. An examination at the station 
afterwards showed that the slides had become clogged with sand and grease. Certain suggestions 
were made to the Superimtendent, and it was arranged that he should make a further trial of the 
pump at a later date. Should your Board decide, in the event of the said trial proving unsatisfactory, 
to purchase a further pumping appliance, I enclose herewith catalogues illustrating a number of 
different patterns of small-capacity manual fire-pumps, some of them obtainable at very reasonable 
cost. I shall be glad if you will return the catalogues when finished with. In the meantime the 
brigade should be provided with a couple of hand-pumps, London Fire Brigade pattern.

At the second inspection there were present the Superintendent, Deputy, seven firemen, and 
one messenger: these, with one on leave, accounting for eleven out of a total strength of twelve then 
on the roll. 

The chemical-engine was got to work with satisfactory results: the manual pump was also got 
to work. In reference to the defective pump mentioned in my report dated 13th November, after 
further inquiry I consider the seizing of the pump is most probably due to foreign matter getting into 
and heating the working parts, thus causing unequal expansion of the metal. 

No improvement has yet been made in the supply of water for fire-extinction purposes in the 
borough. 

The station and plant is maintained in good order. 

Three fires have occurred in the district, one more than during the previous year. The attendance 
of brigadesmen at three calls averaged 8-7 per call, or 58 per cent. of the full strength. 

The fire loss amounted to £1,125, as against £1,301 for 1913, a decrease of £176. 

The estimated cost of the brigade for 1914-15 is £100, as compared with £120 for 1913-14, a 
decrease of £20. 


NEW PLYMOUTH 

Two inspections of the New Plymouth Fire Brigade, its stations and equipment, have been made 
—viz., 8th October and 4th February; also an inspection of the Fitzroy section of the brigade was 
held on the 9th October. 

At the first inspection there were present the Superintendent, Deputy, and twenty firemen: 
these, with one on leave, accounted for twenty-three out of the twenty-four then on the roll. At 
the inspection of the Fitzroy section there were present the Captain, Lieutenant, and fourteen firemen, 
these representing the full authorized strength ; both musters showing a very satisfactory attendance. 

In both cases a series of ordinary monthly drills, wet and dry, were carried out in a satisfactory 
manner. The following report, forwarded to the secretary of the Board, covers the second inspection :— 


Srr,— 26th February, 1914. 
An inspection of the New Plymouth Fire Brigade and its equipment was made on the 4th 
instant. 

At the inspection muster there were present the Superintendent, Deputy, and seventeen firemen : 
these, with two on duty and four on leave, accounted for the full strength of the brigade. 

Various drills were carried out in a satisfactory manner. 

I have to recommend that a system of private telephone fire-alarms be adopted, on the lines as 
fully explained to the Superintendent, &c., at the time of my visit. The proposed system can be 
established at a very small cost, and will in the meantime serve as a substitute for and until conditions 
allow of the installation of a proper street fire-alarm system. 

Whilst in New Plymouth I saw the motor-car recently purchased for the use of the brigade. The 
car was then still in the hands of the body-builders, and I had no opportunity of testing its efficiency. 
Whilst I cannot say that the car, lightly loaded and with careful competent handling, will not to some 
extent prove satisfactory, I consider your Board has made a mistake—this referring to engine-power 
only and not to any particular make or pattern of machinery—in not purchasing a more powerful 
car—that is, one of 30 h.p., as previously suggested. The fact of having provided the brigade with 
the light car in question should not be the cause of any delay in procuring a more suitable fire brigade 
motor appliance, and in that connection I have to recommend that fresh tenders be called for: those 
received are now too old for acceptation. I am, &e.,

Satisfactory financial arrangements having at last been made, tenders have now been invited 
for the erection of the first portion of a new central station. 

During the year nine calls were received, of which seven proved to be actual fires, or two less than 
during the previous year. The attendance of members of the New Plymouth section of the brigade 
at eight calls, No. 8 omitted, averaged 17-12 per call, or 68-48 per cent. of the full mem bership. 

The fire loss amounted to £5,383, as against £13, 768 for 1913, a decrease of £8,385. 

The estimated cost of the brigade for 1914-15 is £1,098 1s. 3d., the same amount as for 1913-14. 
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OAMARU, 
Two inspections of the Oamaru Fire Brigade, its station and equipment, have been made—viz., 
21st October, 1913, and 10th February, 1914. 
The two following reports, forwarded to the secretary of the Board, cover both inspections :- 


Sir,— 6th November, 1913. 

An inspection of the Oamaru Fire Brigade and its equipment was made on the 21st ultimo, 
when there was in attendance the Superintendent and nine firemen: these, with three on duty and 
three on leave, accounted for the full strength of the brrgade then on the roll. 

Various drills were carried out in a satisfactory manner. 

For the better protection of the large risk known as the Crown Roller Flour-mill the Borough 
Council should be requested to place a fire-hydrant on the 3in. main in the right-of-way leading to 
Meek’s Bridge, off Thames Street. By doing so it will on one delivery save nearly 200 ft. of hose, 
with the consequent large loss in pressure due to friction in unlined canvas hose. 

I would again bring under the notice of your Board the necessity for erecting a small hose-reel 
shed and bell towards the north end of Thames Street, with an equipment to consist of a reel, hose, 
branch, stand-pipe, and hand-pump; also, a ladder should be placed there.

An inspection of the Oamaru Fire Brigade and its equipment was made on the LOth instant. 
At the inspection muster there were present the Superintendent, Deputy, and fourteen firemen, these 
representing the full strength of the brigade. 

Various wet drills were carried out in a satisfactory manner. 

The time has now arrived for the appointment of a permanent caretaker at the central station. 
The appointment should be made on the lines as previously fully explained to the Chairman and other 
members of your Board. 

I have again to bring under the notice of your Board the advisability of erecting and equipping 
a small hose-reel station somewhere in the neighbourhood of the north end of Thames Street, and 
when established some of the residents in the vicinity should be given instructions by one of the 
officers of the brigade in the first use of the appliances placed there. 

The fire that took place on board the steamer “ Flora’? when lying at the wharf has ont ftasized 
the necessity of making some provision for dealing with ship fires occurring in the harbour, and to 
that end your Board might with all propriety represent to the Harbour Board the advisability of 
having a 4in. main laid to run from the main of the same size at present laid down on the railway 
property to the sea end of Home’s Wharf. Also, they might be asked to defray half the cost of 
providing a smoke-helmet. I have, &c.,

During the year fourteen calls were received, of which twelve proved to be actual fires within the 
district, or five more than occurred during the previous twelve months. The attendance of members 
of the brigade at the fourteen calls averaged 12-57 per call, or 78-56 per cent. of the full strength. 

The fire loss for the year amounted to £2,661, as against £2,675 for 1913, a decrease of £14. 

The estimated cost of the brigade for 1914-15 is £370, as eyes with £340 for 1913-14, an 
increase of £30. 


PALMERSTON NORTH. 

Two inspections of the Palmerston North Brigade, its stations and equipment, have been made-— 
viz., 18th November, 1913, and 25th May, 1914. 

At the first inspection there were present the Superintendent and twenty firemen: these, with 
one on duty and three on leave, accounted for the full strength of the brigade. 

Various drills, wet and dry, were carried out in a very satisfactory manner. 

The second inspection is covered by the following report :— 

SrR,— 30th May, 1914. 
An inspection of the Palmerston North Brigade and its equipment was made on the 25th and 
26th instant. 

At the inspection muster on the evening of the 25th there were present the Superintendent, Deputy, 
and nineteen firemen: these, with five on leave, accounted for the full strength of the brigade. 

The motor was turned out, and various wet and dry hose and ladder drills were carried out in the 
neighbourhood of the Square and Rangitikei Street, and executed in a particularly smart and efficient 
manner. The next morning the motor-pump was taken down to the creek in Rangitikei Street and 
there got to work. With a suction lift of 11 ft. water was shown on a first delivery in 32 seconds at a 
pressure of 1101b. The suction hose was then emptied, the pump again started, and water shown in 
12 seconds, pressure 120lb. The pump was stopped and allowed to stand for five minutes, again 
started, and water shown in 3£ seconds. The results were very satisfactory. 
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The appliances are maintained in good order and condition. The station has now been in 
occupation for nearly four years, and nothing in the way of renovation done during that period ; and 
the inspection of the premises showed they are badly in need of attention, particularly the residential 
parts. The additional living-accommodation and alterations as suggested by the Superintendent are 
reasonable requirements, as is also the additional glass panelling in the engine-house and front doors ; 
there is less glazing in these doors than is usually provided. 

I would again bring before your Board the necessity of installing a system of street fire-alarms. 
The favourable fire loss average results attained during the last (nearly) three years are liable to be 
upset at any moment by a“ late call’ entirely as the result of there being no direct means of communi- 
cation with the station, and I would commend this matter to early attention.

The brigade received thirty-eight calls, of which twenty-nine proved to be actual fires within the 
district, eight more than during the preceding year. 

The attendance of members of the brigade at thirty-three calls, Nos. 15, 32, 34, and 37 omitted, 
averaged 20-51 per call, or 81 per cent. of the total strength. 

The total fire loss amounted to £5,631, as against £2,608 for the previous year, an increase of 
£3,023. “ 

The estimated cost of the brigade for 1914-15 is £1,939 3s. 4d., as compared with £1,842 9s. 1d. 
for 1913-14, an increase of £96 14s. 3d. 


PETONE. 
A special visit was made to Petone on the 12th August, for the purpose of conferring with the 
Board in reference to various brigade matters. 


An inspection of the Petone Fire Brigade, its station and equipment, was made on the 18th June,: 


when there were present at the inspection muster the Superintendent, Deputy, fifteen firemen, and 
one messenger, or nineteen out of a total strength of twenty-two. 

The turnout was performed smartly, and various wet and dry drills were carried out in a very 
satisfactory manner. 

At 8 p.m. on the same date the water-pressure registered on the gauge at the central station was 
67 lb., and the average available pressure is about equal to that of last year. 

The fire-alarm installation is in good order, and the station and plant are maintained in good order. 

During the year twenty-two calls were received, of which eighteen proved to be actual fires 
occurring within the district, or eight more than during the previous year. The attendance of members 
of the brigade at twenty-one calls, No. 4 omitted, averaged sixteen per call, or 72-7 per cent. of the 
full brigade strength. 

The fire loss amounted to £3,866, as against £593 for 1913, an increase of £3,273. 

The estimated cost of the brigade for 1914—15 is £1,076 11s. 9d., as compared with £847 16s. 10d. 
for 1913-14, an increase of £228 14s. 1ld. The increase is due to the setting-down of sums towards 
the purchase of a motor appliance, and for the extension of the fire-alarm system. 


ROTORUA. 


Two inspections of the Rotorua Fire Brigade, its station and equipment, have been made 
18th December, 1913, and 6th May, 1914. 

The following reports, forwarded to the secretary of the Board, respectively cover the two 
inspections :— 

Srr,— 13th January, 1914. 

An inspection of the Rotorua Fire Brigade and its equipment was held on the 18th ultimo, when 
there were present the Superintendent, Deputy, and thirteen firemen: these, with two on leave, 
accounted for the full strength (seventeen) of the brigade then on the roll. 

When, as under the new agreement, the reel is being towed to fires by a motor-car, care must be 
taken not to travel at too great a speed, and, particularly, corners should be rounded very steadily, 
otherwise an accident, as has already happened elsewhere, will be the result. 

The water-pressure gauge in Fenton Street--a comparison with my own gauge proves it to be 
correct—at 8.30 on Monday, the 17th, registered 46]b., at 10 a.m. on the 18th 451b., and again at 
9 p.m. on the same date 45lb. When compared with my readings taken in July, 1912, there is an 
average drop of from 10lb. to 121b., and this available pressure is not now an adequate one for fire- 
protection purposes. The great discrepancy between the static head and the pressure actually avail- 
able, particularly in view of the large diameter of the carrying-main and of the reticulating pipes, 
points to an excessive waste or leakage, and if there is no improvement in sight within the near future 
the brigade should be provided with an auxiliary pumping unit. 

I understand there is no regular night patrol by the police in Rotorua, nor is there any night watch 
of any other description, and in view of local conditions that matter should receive the attention of 
your Board.

An inspection of the Rotorua Fire Brigade and its equipment was made on the 6th instant. 

At the inspection muster there were present the Deputy Superintendent and thirteen firemen : 
these, with four on leave, accounted for the full strength (eighteen) then on the roll. 

A series of wet and dry hose-reel drills were sarried out, and, as pointed out at the time, various 
matters in that connection require attention. The tarpaulin covering the hose and gear at Whaka- 
rewarewa is badly torn and requires putting in order. 

A number of readings of the water-gauge taken on the 5th and 6th instant gave an average pressure 
throughout of 49 lb. ; and whilst the average shows a slight improvement when compared | with that 
prevailing at the time of my previous visit in January last, it is still unsatisfactory, and is not an 
adequate pressure for fire-protection purposes in your town.

The Board now have under consideration the question of the purchase of a motor fire appliance, 
and in that connection I have recommended that, if it is not vet definitely decided that the work of 
improving the water-pressure is to be taken in hand in the immediate future, a pumping unit should 
be included in the motor outfit. 

During the past year the brigade has received eight calls, four of which proved to be actual fires, 
the same number as during the previous year. The attendance of members of the brigade at eight 
calls average 12-5 per call, or 65-8 per cent. of the full strength. 

The fire loss for this year amounted to £116, as against £952 for 1913, a decrease of £836. 

The estimated cost of the brigade for 1914-15 is £614, as compared with £419 10s. for 1913-14, an 
increase of £194 10s., due to a sum of £200 being set down for part reduction of overdraft. 


TIMARU. 


Two inspections of the Timaru Fire Brigade and its equipment have been made—viz., 28th and 
29th October, 1913, and 24th and 25th April, 1914. Both i inspections are covered by reports forwarded 
to the secretary of the Board, as follows :— 


Srr,— 6th November, 1913. 

An inspection of the Timaru Fire Brigade was held on the 28th ultimo, when there were 
present the Superintendent, Deputy, and fifteen firemen: these, with two on leave, accounted for the 
full strength of the brigade. There was also one probationer in attendance. 

Various drills, both wet and dry, were carried out in a satisfactory manner. 

The brigade should be provided with two hand-pumps. 

In all probability it will be necessary in the not-distant future to establish a small hose-reel station 
on a site further removed from the central station than the shed on the Wilson Street site, therefore 
it would not be wise to go to any great expenditure on the Wilson Street shed. There is at present 
a perpendicular drop of some 30 in. or more from the level of the shed-floor to the footpath, and this, 
particularly in the hands of strangers, might result in the smashing of the reel at any time, as the 
wheels of the reel stand back some 4 ft. from the door. I would recommend, as explained to the 
Superintendent, that a ramp the width of the reel should be cut back in the floor so to ease the reel 
on to the footpath. This could be done at a very small cost. 

Enclosed herewith are, first, recommendations re specifications and tender for motor fire 
appliance ; and, second, recommendations re competitive plans for the new central fire-station.

Herewith I have the honour to submit for the consideration of your Board the following 
report in connection with my recent visit to Timaru. 

An inspection of the brigade was held on the evening of the 24th ultimo, when there were present 
at the muster the Superintendent, Deputy, and thirteen firemen: these, with three on leave, accounted 
for eighteen out of the total strength of twenty. 

Various drills, wet and dry, were carried out in a dattactory manner. 

In company with the Superintendent and the secretary of the Board I made an inspection of the 
new central fire-station now in course of erection, and found things in connection therewith progressing 
satisfactorily. 

The couplings recently supplied to the brigade are not made in accordance with the Government 
standard pattern, as was ordered. The manufacturers of the couplings in question were supplied 
with a blue-print copy of the patterns in June last, and I have to recommend that the couplings be 
returned with the request that they be replaced with new couplings made in accordance with the 
order as originally given.

Two special visits were made to Timaru—on the 26th September, 1913, consultation with Board 
respecting site and plans for the proposed new central fire-station; and on the 12th June last, con- 
cerning tenders for the supply of a motor fire appliance, 
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A new central fire station in course of construction is now nearly completed, and a 65 h.p. motor 
appliance has been ordered. It is to be fitted with a turbine pump having a pumping-capacity of 
400 to 450 gallons per minute, and is also fitted with a 60 ft. detachable extension ladder. 

The first complete year of operations by the brigade since coming under Fire Board control 
terminated on the 30th ultimo, and during the year twenty calls were received, of which sixteen 
proved to be actual fires. 

The attendance of brigadesmen at seventeen calls, Nos. 10-19 and 20 omitted, averaged 14-3 per 
call, or 70-5 per cent. of the total strength. 

The fire loss for the year amounted to £3,392. The estimated cost of the brigade for 1914-15 
is £2,825. 


WHANGAREI. 


Two visits have been made to Whangarei—-viz., 13th December, 1913, and again on the 12th 
May, 1914. 

At my first visit in December consultation was held with the Board, then meeting, when it was 
finally decided to invite tenders for the supply of a suitable motor fire appliance ; later, specifications 
were drawn up, and tenders called for accordingly. During my second visit, on the 12th May, the 
local members of the Board considered the tenders received, and ultimately it was decided to accept 
one of them. The accepted tender provides for a 50 h.p. machine fitted with a first-aid pump and 
carrying a two-wheeled detachable 50 ft. extension ladder. 

The station and plant was inspected upon both occasions, when the appliances were found to 
be in good order. 

For the use of the men living at the station a kitchen has been built in the basement, which will 
enable the engine-room to be kept in better order than hitherto; but I consider that in place of 
spending money on the present unsuitable building it would be a better policy, both as to efficiency 
and economy in the future, to erect a new fire-station, particularly as the purchase of the new motor 
appliance calls for further expenditure, such as strengthening the engine-room floor, &c. 

During the year seven calls were received, of which six proved to be actual fires, two more than 
during the previous year. The attendance of members of the brigade at seven calls averaged fifteen 
per call, or 75 per cent. of the full strength. 

The fire loss for the year amounted to £1,466, as against £3,244 for 1913, a decrease of £1,778. 

The estimated cost of the brigade for 1914-15 is £600, as compared with £480 for 1913-14, an 
increase of £120.

I have the honour to present, pursuant to section 78 of the Mental Defectives Act, 1911, 
the report for the year ended 3lst December, 1913. 

The number of patients on the Mental Hospitals Register at the beginning of the year was 
3,913 (males, 2,273; females, 1,640), and at the end 3,964 (m., 2,332; f., 1,632), a net increase 
of 51, there being 59 more males and 8 fewer females. The average increase during the former 
five years was a fraction over 134, the figures for the most and least favourable years being 86 
and 174 respectively. The total number under oversight, care, or control was 4,805 (m., 2,816; 
f., 1,989), as against 4,743 (m., 2,813; f., 1,930) in the previous year, an increase of 62 (m., 3; 
f., 59), while the average number resident in our institutions during the year was 3,849 (m., 
2,252; f., 1,597), against 3;697 (m., 2,146; f., 1,551) in 1912, or 152 more in the year under 
review.

Of those technically on leave, 41 men were resident at the Camp, near Dunedin, and 17 
mentally deficient boys at the Richmond Home. The patients similarly on leave at Motuihi 
Island were returned to a temporary building on the Auckland Mental Hospital estate in Sep- 
tember last owing to the buildings on the island, which had been adapted for their residence, 
being required by the Public Health Department in connection with the smallpox epidemic. 


Ratio to Population. 

The following calculations show the ratio of patients on the register at the end of the year 
to the estimated general population, both exclusive and inclusive of the Native race. The number 
of Maoris on the register was 39 only (m., 31; f., 8).

Comparing these figures with those in the last report, and taking the ratios therein as a 
standard, there were, exclusive of Maoris, on the register at the end of the year 63 fewer patients 
than might have been anticipated by the natural increase of population. In the previous year 
there was an increase, limited to women patients, who were 60 in excess of the proportional 
increase in population, while the men were 5 fewer than anticipated. In the year under review 
the position of the men remains unchanged—6 fewer—while women patients are 57 fewer, a 
figure sufficient to alter the proportion from 1 in 307 to 1 in 317. 

In England and Wales the number of notified insane persons on the Ist January, 1913, stood 
to the estimated population (mean) in the proportion of 1 to 267, or 37°4 per 10,000,

Exclusive of 108 patients (m., 77; f., 31) transferred from one institution to another, the 
admissions numbered 784 (m., 466; f., 318), as against 839 (m., 458; f., 381) in the previous 
year, a decrease of 55. Of the 784, those admitted for the first time to any mental hospital in 
New Zealand numbered 660 (m., 394; f., 266), and those not admitted for the first time, 124 
(m., 72; f., 52). To the first admissions 20 immigrants, who became insane within a year of 
landing here, contributed. Of this number, 5 men and 6 women came from the United Kingdom, 
of whom 1 woman had been previously insane, 3 men came from the Commonwealth, and 6 (one 
had been previously insane) from foreign countries. In addition, 3 New-Zealanders (men) were 
admitted shortly after their return from residence abroad. 


Ratio of Admissions to Population. 


Excluding the Native race (9 male and 5 female patients) and all transfers, the proportion 
of admissions (whether first or not) and first admissions to the estimated general population 
(mean) stands respectively at 7°21 and 6°06 per 10,000; or, in other words, every 1,388 persons 
in the general population contributed an admission, and every 1,649 a first admission.

As a measure of the increase of patients under the Act in relation to the increase in the popu- 
lation, this table is more accurate than figures detailing the proportion of total mentally defective 
to the population. The first division in each section deals with all patients placed on the register 
during the periods; the second separates from the first patients whose names were placed on the 
register for the first time. As one attack of insanity predisposes to another, the return of many 
patients a longer or shorter time after discharge is not surprising, but an increase in the ratio 
of first admissions is of more serious import. During the last thirty-eight years there has been 
1 readmission among every 4°61 admissions, or I return of a discharged patient for every 2°67 
discharges—that is, cases discharged, not persons, for persons labouring under the recurrent 
forms of disorder will have been discharged and readmitted more than once. The general 
tendency, as demonstrated by the proportions at the quinquennia, indicates an increase of occur- 
ving insanity in excess of the increase in the population, though the proportions for 1913 compare 
very favourably with last year and favourably with the average of the previous five years. 

In this connection it is necessary to repeat that our population is materially augmented by 
ready-made adults, persons no longer immune by age, who have during their period of immunity 
diluted the statistics of some other country; and that the Mental Defectives Act, 1911, spreads 
its net wider than the Lunatics Act. Also, when dealing, as we are, with small numbers the addi- 
tion of a few from any cause, such as an influx of adults and the advancing age of earlier settlers, 
makes a material difference. 

In England and Wales during 1912 every 10,000 of the general population contributed 
5°13 first admissions and 6°14 total admissions (idiot establishments excluded). 

Our Ratios compared with Australian States.—For figures supplied for the construction of the 
following table I am obliged to the Inspectors-General of the States included. Our admission 
proportions have, for purposes of comparison, been calculated on the population at the end of 
the year, whereas the figures in the table above were calculated on the mean.

Omitting transfers, where discharge from one institution is coincident with Son into 
another, the number of cases discharged from the mental hospitals was 426 (m., 211; f., 215), 
and the deaths numbered 307 (m., 196; f., 111). The total number under care during the year, 
deducting transfers, was 4,697 (m., 2,739; f., 1,958). The corresponding figures for the pre- 
vious year were 402, 280, and 4,595 respectively. Had the previous year’s relation of discharges 
and deaths to the total number under care been maintained in 1913, there would have been 15 
fewer discharges and 21 fewer deaths. 

Of the patients discharged, 337 (m., 175; f., 162) were classed as recovered. In 1912 the 
number discharged as recovered was 325 (m., 184; f., 141). The percentage of recoveries cal- 
culated upon admissions was 42°98 (m., 37°55; f., 50: 94), as against 30°74 (Mie sO li sate. 31-01) 
in the previous year. In the summary of total admissions since 1876 the percentage of recovery 
works out at 39°87 (m., 37°39; f., 43°58). 

In England and Wales (exclusive of idiot establishments) the rate for 1912 was 34°76. 

The recovery rate is above our average. A lower may well have been anticipated under the 
Act of 1911 on account of a larger proportion of mentally deficient and mentally infirm admis- 
sions, on account of a certain proportion of persons coming as voluntary boarders and recovering 
as such, instead of as patients, and because previously when a patient was discharged on proba- 
tion it was often taken for granted that he had recovered; but under the new Act such persons 
have to be regarded as unrecovered unless there 1s medical evidence of recovery at the end of the 
probationary “period. Unfortunately, people get careless about sending reports after they have 
left the institution, and their recovery is lost to statistics. 

For some years a prognosis has been made upon the admission of each patient, and at the 
end of the year the case of every patient is reviewed, and his further detention depends upon 
the granting of a certificate that it is necessary for his own good or in the public interest. Inei- 
dental to this review is a reconsideration of the prognosis. The first stage is to set aside those 
whose malady is definitely incurable, and then to separate from the remainder the more hopeful 
cases.

This table is sufficiently established to pass over without explanation. It is perhaps necessary 
to repeat that transfers are included, and that the figures are not comparable with the return 
of recoveries on admission. Of the patients on the register at the beginning of the year, 87°2 per 
cent. were incurable, and 4°99 per cent. were expected to recover, but in as many as 12°8 per 
cent. there was deemed to be a chance of recovery. These are average proportions, and it is 
mainly upon this margin that the medical work of the institution is focussed. The factor of 
expense should not be considered in providing what is adequate. ‘The cost of the necessary 
treatment, even if the patient could be retained in private care, is beyond the ordinary private 
purse. It is a matter for gratification that proper admission buildings are going up, and it 
must be understood that the maintenance of patients in these buildings will cost considerably 
above the average, if for no other reason than the larger proportion of nursing staff necessary 
for supervision and to give individual attention, 

The percentage of deaths Sasa on the average number resident was 7°98 (m., &'70; 
f., 6°96), in 1912 the proportion was 757 (m., 8°99; f., 5°61); caleulated on the total number 
under care (less trausfers) the ea cota per cent. in 1913 was 6°53 (m. 7:17; f., 5°67), and in 
the previous year 6°09 (m., 7°20; f., 4°54). 

In England and W ales the percentage, in 1912, calculated on the daily average number 
resident, was 9°70 (m., 10°96; f., 8°61). 

A Coroner’s inquest is held in every case of death in an institution, irrespective of the cause. 
Analysing Table XII in the appendix one finds that about 55 per cent. of those who died were 
over sixty years of age, and in 34°53 per cent. senile decay was the cause of death. Death resulted 
from diseases of the nervous system in 25°08 per cent., general paralysis among males contributing 
11°22 per cent. Consumption and other forms of tuberculosis contributed 8°79 per cent. None 
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of the remaining causes accounted for a sufficient number of deaths to make its proportion per 
cent. of any value, but it should be mentioned that eight deaths were due to enteric—seven at 
Auckland and one at Porirua—that one patient met with an accident involving fracture of the 
skull, and three committed suicide. 

In England and Wales during 1912 the percentage of deaths due to tuberculosis was 1473, 
and to general paralysis of the insane was 26°3 for males. 





Causes of Insanity. 


For some years under this section able XIII has been analysed, and the percentage inei- 
dence of the principal assigned causes compared in tabular form. Having served the purpose 
of demonstrating that there were no startling differences from year to year, this is now omitted. 
To heredity as a principal factor was assigned 17 per cent. of the cases in 1913, and the same 
proportion to alcoholic excess in men. To senile changes, both sexes included, 14 per cent. of 
cases were assigned, and among males alone this was the highest single factor—I8 per cent. The 
figures in Table XIII are given for what they are worth: in estimating to what particular stress 
a patient’s condition may be due one has largely to rely upon the imperfect observation of 
relatives, who fall very readily into the post hoc fallacy. 

If there be a greater tendency to mental and nervous disease in the present day one must 
look for the oper ation of some general and unusual cause which makes the period its own. In 
the perspective of history this will be the Age of Science, and the world is undoubtedly in a state 
of unrest indicating that the present is transitional. The sum of human knowledge is added to 
daily, and while Science pre aches the new beatitudes, which after all are the old, its true message 
is not heard by many, for there is too much noise amidst the clatter of wheels and the hum of 
dynamos, the roar of a which knows no repose. For the greater number work has lost 
individuality, is dehumanized by each doing an uninteresting fraction of something, it matters 
not what, to the accompaniment of pace- making machinery. This sort of existence creates a 
positive demand from those not utterly subdued to their calling for some reactionary stimulation. 
Itself free from competition and commercialism and ready at hand to help, Science, the innocent 
first cause of the situation, points out the pitfalls to which such restlessness leads; points out 
also that the competitive struggle is not only soul-destroying but is positively toxic—which faet 
inakes the simple healthful care of the fatigued body the more urgent. Education has done much 
and will do more to adapt man to preserve the integrity of his body and mind in the altering 
environment, and for the man who cannot stand and look to the end something may recall the 
yesterday of implicit faith or take its place; but meantime much disease, misery, and crime will 
be found among those unfit for the struggle. 

Former reports have dealt with the general question of the causation of insanity, of the 
importance of heredity, of how best to combat its existence, and not wait with folded hands for 
tate, and of how to recognize the danger-signals of stress under different conditions, and_ to 
adjust the immediate environment, w here, indeed, there is some chance of control to the varying 
necessities of the case. It is not necessary to go on repeating the same words to the same audience 
—there are in our midst associations and societies dealing with fundamental questions relating 
to the bodily and mental well-being of the race, and gradually, therefore the more surely, making 
people think. Once a person thinks, the rest is easy. It will not perhaps be considered invidious 
to name the Eugenics Education Society, which is studying and teaching the problems of here- 
dity, and the Society for the Health of Women and Children, which draws attention to the 
paramount value of proper nutrition for the rapidly growing body and brain before and after 
birth. 

There are some who believe that legislation can do everything, but it is futile to legislate 
in advance of public opinion. However, it is a hopeful sign when numbers of people interested 
in subjects of this nature band themselves together to learn and to enlighten others; and if they 
find ears to hear, legislation will become unnecessary. 


Weekly Reports, 


The receipt of weekly reports from each mental hospital, the same being a copy of the entries 
into the Weekly Report Book, has been commented upon before as being very useful in permitting 
the institution of comparisons as well as in bringing out the total and proportional number of 
patients needing special oversight, care, or control for any reason, the number employed use- 
fully, and thereby contributing to their well-being and comfort, the nature of the employment, 
and so forth. Hereunder the figure es for the weeks during the year, collected from these reports, 
are represented under some of the chief headings in proportions per cent. of the total. The 
heading ‘‘ Under constant observation ”* includes. so very few beyond the suicidal that, though 
shown separately in the reports, they may be taken as coinciding for all practical purposes. 
Employment is one of the chief methods of treatment, and this and other methods, more or less 
general in application, are obviously excluded in the heading ‘‘ Under special treatment,’’ which 
embraces : what the term implies, whether the disorder be mental or physical.

The above figures are an encouraging introduction of a new system, especially so in respect 
to ex-patients returning of their own accord for treatment upon the early symptoms of a relapse 
being recognized. In certain recurrent cases it 1s impossible to arrest symptoms, and, once the 
state of the boarder is such that he cannot be expected to appreciate the voluntary nature of 
his detention, it becomes necessary to have him committed as a patient in the ordinary course. 
Altogether there were seven tr ansfers to the Register of Patients. 

"The procedure permitting the admission “of a minor under an order granted by myself on 
the request of a parent or guardian, supported by medical certificates, instead of under a recep- 
tion order by a Magistrate, was followed in the case of two boys and one girl. 

Two patients were in private care under reception orders, one carried over from last year, 
and one admitted during the year. Such are technically ‘‘ single patients,’’? being committed 
to a private house instead of to an institution, on its being certified that the procedure can be 
carried out safely and upon the Magistrate’s being satisfied with the house and householder. 
One patient was discharged from private care. 

There was a single notification, in terms of section 122, of a person being under oversight 
without formal committal. 


General Hospital Treatment. 


From time to time mention is made that there should be legislation to allow of cases of 
incipient insanity being treated in general hospitals. As a matter of fact, the provision exists, 
which Hospital Boards could put in operation were they so minded. 

An ‘‘ institution’? under the Act is a place where two or more mentally defective persons 
are detained, and any person keeping two or more persons in a place not an institution is liable 
to a fine of £100. This is section 123; but under subsection (6) there is an exception in the 
case of three months’ residence in a general hospital, or any special hospital not kept for gain, 
provided a medical certificate is sent to this office stating that the malady is not confirmed. A 
repetition of the procedure secures a further three months’ residence. The introduction of a 
‘“ special hospital not kept for gain ’’ for the treatment of incipient mental disorder was not because 
there was at the time any such institution, but to meet the case should any benefactor come for- 
ward—there are few worthier objects. The treatment of mental disorders in home surround- 
ings is difficult and expensive, and is still more expensive in other private care. Except for the 
wealthy there is little chance for proper treatiment outside institutions, and it is pitiful to wait 
until the svmptoms become sufficiently pronounced to make institutional treatment necessary. I 
have pointed out that a proportion of such cases have come to us as voluntary boarders, and as 
prejudices die—they take ‘‘ an unconscionable time in dying ’’—more will come, no doubt; but an 
institution such as indicated would be a refuge for the timorous, and especially for persons with 
small salary whose education and calling place their paths among the more affluent and require 
from them a certain expenditure on appearance, not as a luxury, but as a necessity. Many of the 
possessors of the greatest names in the professions can look back to such a state of struggle and 
could testify what illness would have meant at that time. 

It will be noticed that the w ay is clear for general-hospital treatment of incipient insanity, 
he it should be understood that there are difficulties in the way, and the first and foremost, which 

shared by all institutions and enterprises in this country, is the absence of a preponderant city 
—a real capital. Large towns may have certain disadvantages, but the absence of large towns is a 
disability tending to dissipate energies, which if concentrated could achieve a great deal. The 
introduction of general-hospital treatment in incipient insanity would mean special wards in each 
of the larger centres, and possibly in some of the secondary centres, and each special ward would 
need to be under the care of an alienist as much as an eye ward needs the services of an ophthalmic 
surgeon. We have not the population in any one place which would provide a specialist with 
work outside the hospital duties. It is the balancing of these considerations which made us 
decide upon building reception wards on the mental-hospital estates detached from the other 
buildings, and departing as far as possible from the conventional asylum planning and archi- 
tecture. 


Accommodation. 


It is very satisfactory to find oneself in a position to report that we are fairly embarked 
upon a definite building policy. Immediately succeeding the works in progress a programme 
of requirements in advance for eighteen months will be entered upon as arranged with the 
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Medical Superintendents and myself at the recent conference held under your presidency. We 
who have the immediate responsibility of caring for the insane feel a relief of tension in that we 
are well assured that your views on the responsibility of the State towards our charges corre- 
spond with ours. The State having taken over the oversight, care, and control of the mentally 
defective cannot evade that responsibility, questions of cost notwithstanding, so long as there 
is no actual waste. Under this heading we are dealing with building alone, but intimately 
associated with the building is the treatment of patients, for the skilled carrying-out of which 
certain types of buildings are necessary; and intimately associated with skilful treatment is a 
staff under proper control. In all these questions the above conception of the State’s duty holds. 
When the accommodation is abreast or ahead of requirements we shall be, to quote a few of many 
examples, in a better position to deal with evasions of the law, to care for the sensitive, to answer 
misguided agitations for the discharge of patients unfit for discharge in their own or the public 
interest, and so forth. The realization of such matters will convey some significance of the sense 
of relaxing tension to which allusion has been made. 


Buildings are in progress at each of the mental hospitals except Hokitika and Nelson. 
These two smaller institutions, mainly built in wood, are more or less congested structures of one 
story, but without proper fire-breaks, and it is evident that, in part at least, they require 
rebuilding. The case of Nelson as the more urgent has been taken in hand. A plan of a new 
kitchen and the consequential alterations is about completed, which will allow the central kitchen 
to be removed and leave a space between the two divisions of the institution behind the dining- 
hall. At Hokitika a small hospital ward will be added. 


The fire at Sunnyside in the attic dormitory rendered it necessary to run up a temporary 
building, and this was done with the greatest expedition. Apropos of the fire, I would like to 
record the excellent work done by the staff, our brigade having six leads of hose at work with 
professional promptitude, a fact which, I understand, was remarked upon by the city fire brigade 
when it arrived. The damage done was comparatively little, the fire being confined to the dor- 
mitory between the limits of the cut-off walls. It is not intended to use the room as a dormitory 
again. 


Farming Operations. 


During the year under review the farms have been most successful, as may be noted in the 
following summary of expenditure and receipts :—

The value of the produce consumed is shown at wholesale prices ruling in the district. 
Compared with the previous year the cash sales were about £336 less, and the value of produce 
consumed increased by £557, a total increase of about £222. Had it not been for pioneering 
expenditure at Tokanui the balance would have been £10,609, or £92 more than 1912. The 
expenditure on individual farms is shown hereunder :

There was a return of £475 from the farm at Tokanui, which is very good indeed for a start. 
Of course, the expenditure where new country is being brought in and fenced is necessarily high, 
but it will repay the outlay. 

The net profit on the working of each of the other farms was as follows: Auckland, £2,371; 
Christchurch, £2,941; Seacliff, 2,696; Hokitika, £238; Nelson, £765; Porirua, £1,598: 
making a total of £10,609.

The increase in the net cost is entirely due to the inclusion of Tokanui, where the cost of 
farm-development approximates what is spent on such farms as Sunnyside and Porirua, while 
the returns are relatively, but of necessity, meagre. Also, the staff has to be disproportionately 
large. The cost per patient at Tokanui is relatively high not only in respect to the farm and 
salaries, but with regard to provisions, because the cost of the board for the numerically dis- 
proportionate staff is added to the cost of the patients’ board and divided by the average number 
of patients, making a substantial difference. Also, certain minor buildings have been carried 
out by our own workmen out of our vote, which are assets, but chargeable against the year’s main- 
tenance. In a word, without Tokanui, the gross cost per patient is £37 Is. 4$d., or 3s. 74d. 
more than the previous year, and the net cost £24 6s. 83d., or 19s. 11$d. less than 1912. The 
net cost indicates the returns from the farms, dealt with in the preceding section, and the highly 
satisfactory payments for maintenance. The following figures amply justify the centralization 
of the Maintenance Branch in the Head Office, especially when it is pointed out that the first 
year (1910) was the record up to that time.

The Staff. 


Last year the very special nature of the duties of those who minister to the irresponsible was 
enlarged upon to demonstrate the necessity for greater local control and differential treatment 
with respect to the Public Service Act. Nothing that has happened since alters that view, 
which has the unqualified support of all the Medical Superintendents as expressed at the recent 
conference. It is a matter which should not need argument, and though apparently not self- 
evident, as it appears to us it should be, it becomes almost immediately evident to those brought 
into contact with the administration of the Department. 

The idea that a Department such as this is can be managed on the lines of a more or less 
clerical or industrial Department must be abandoned. ‘The more the fact that the staff is not 
dealing with the general public is lost sight of the greater is the tendency to undermine 
discipline. Happily nothing makes a difference to the majority—the loyal, tried, and capable 
officers; but want of daimedvate control is, to say the least of it, disturbing in its Boe: upon a 
proportion of the younger and, under better conditions, more hopeful, and is positively harmful 
to those, fortunately only a few, who under such local control as existed some years ago would 
be gradually eliminated as they were found to be careless or wanting in alertness, or tempera- 
mentally unfitted for the service. The effect of past agitations in favour of persons of this last 
class has made it increasingly difficult to dispense with their services on general grounds, and 
this has, of necessity, lowered the standard by disaffecting a proportion of the impressionable 
having better potentialities. I say advisedly that the agitation was on behalf of the less com- 
netent, because any one having a rudimentary knowledge of the working of institutions for the 
mentally defective knows that the interest of the competent staff and of the Superintendent is 
identical in ensuring the well-being of the patients. If the bracing of discipline is slackened 
let it be distinctly understood that it is done at the expense of the well- being of the patients ; 
and, curiously enough, when that well-being is in any way disturbed the advocates of taking 
control from thoseshaving the responsibility do not associate the happening in its relation of 
cause and effect. 

The new classification has improved the position of the staff, and I should add that the 
Public Service Commissioners realize some of our responsibilities, and that we therefore look to 
them with some confidence to assist in weeding out the incompetent, which, let me emphasize, are 
very few. I believe it is their policy to have the best possible staff, and that was the impression 
conveyed when they met the Medical Superintendents in conference. 

With respect to the inclusion of allowances in the nature of salary for purposes of super- 
annuation, a move has been made where the income of officers in the General and Clerical Divi- 
sions is £300 and under, and one is pleased to accept this as an earnest of a complete and logical 
solution of the problem.

Visits of Inspection. 


Auckland.—Visited June and December, 1913, and January, February, April, and June 
of this year. The impression made was that work was no longer being done under a sense of 
oppression—that, in fact, the sight of two large buildings visibly progressing had relieved the 
tension. In September the quarantine building on Motuihi Island had to be returned to the 
Public Health Department, owing to the outbreak of smallpox, and our patients were transferred 
to a temporary building put up in the Mental Hospital grounds. Once the new annexes are com- 
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pleted, alterations can be effected in the main building, and then the classification in this institu- 
tion will be satisfactory. The connection of our drainage with the town system is being pushed. 

Sunnyside.—Visited July, August, September, October, November, December, 1913, and in 
March and April, 1914. The new ward for women is pleasant and convenient. The fire men- 
tioned elsewhere made it necessary to concentrate the energies of the artisan staff in providing 
temporary accommodation, but we are now in a position to tackle the large building programme 
detailed in Dr. Gow’s report. I wrote last year about the ill-planned interior of the old build- 
ing, which was also commented upon in the report of the Commission. When the new buildings 
are up some modifications in the old will be carried out. The current for electric lighting is 
about to be obtained from the Lake Coleridge supply. We expect to get this at a cost per unit 
which will enable us to use it for heating single rooms and dormitories and for electrifying some 
of the present machinery. Mr. Smail is a daily visitor, moving freely among the patients at 
all times, and I can endorse what Dr. Gow has stated of his kindness and tact in dealing with 
them and the success of his efforts in contributing to their well-being. 

Seacliff.—Visited February, June, August, October, and December, 1913, and in March 
and April of this year. A number of important works are in progress. These completed, further 
extension will be on the women’s side, leaving additions for males at Waitati which is still in 
a developmental state. The hospital was in the usual good condition, as were also the institu- 
tions at Waitati and The Camp. 

Hokitika.—Visited April, July, and October, 1913, and March of this year. As usual, every- 
thing satisfactory. The time is not distant when some of the older buildings will need to be 
renewed. A start will shortly be made by adding a small sick-ward. 

Nelson.—Visited June and December, 1913, and March of this year. Dr. Mackay retired 
on superannuation on the 31st March of this year. He left the institution beloved by the patients 
and regretted by the staff. Dr. Jeffreys, the Senior Assistant Medical Officer, Seacliff, was 
appointed Superintendent, a well-merited promotion. Parts of this hospital are old, wooden, 
and will need to be rebuilt, but the initial step in the scheme of rebuilding is a new kitchen, 
plans for which are now prepared. The Richmond Home for boys has suffered a great loss in the 
retirement of Mr. and Mrs. Buttle, who managed it from the beginning, and whose attitude 
towards the little patients was parental. The institution is too small, and the site too small 
to justify extension, therefore it will have to be moved elsewhere. Meantime Dr. and Mrs. 
Howard have taken over the management. 

Porirua.—Visited January, February, March, September, November, December, 1913, and 
January, March, and May this year. There was nothing calling for particular comment. The 
buildings now in progress will make this a very complete institution. 

Tokanut.—Visited frequently in the earlier part and in July, September, November of last 
year, also in February, April, and May of this year. Pending the electric-light installation, &c., 
the buildings are not used to their fullest extent; but additional buildings are on the way, and 
when the permanent kitchen, laundry, &c., are in working-order, as they soon will be, the number 
accommodated can be more than doubled. A water-service under pressure is being considered. 
Mr. Vickerman, of the Public Works Department, presented a very valuable report on this subject. 
The work being done on the estate, developing the land and roadmaking, &e., is exceptionally 
ood. 
i Ashburn Hall.—Visited June and October, 1913, and March and April this year. Always 
found in good order, clean and comfortable, the meals well cooked and served, and the patients 
looking well cared for. 
Conclusion, 

Last month there was a conference of the Medical Superintendents. It was most pleasant 
and helpful. Upon this oceasion and the former conference a year ago the time was taken up 
mostly with staff and building matters. Doubtless the conference pil now be a yearly fixture, 
and will be the occasion for discussing questions of care and treatment, of the failure or success 
of different methods, and so forth, matters of practical and scientific tava as well as routine 


questions of rules and regulations. 
I have to thank Dr. Gribben and Miss Maclean for their assistance, and Mr. Souter and the

MEDICAL SUPERINTENDENTS’ REPORTS. 


AUCKLAND MENTAL HOSPITAL. 
Sir,— 
I have the honour to report as follows for the year 1913 :— 
During the year we treated 1,091 patients: of these, 246 were admitted in 1913. The 
total remaining at the end of the year was 896, of whom 552 were males and 344 females. 
The chief causes assigned for the mental lafttiediv® of the males were alcohol, heredity, and 
syphilis, in the order mentioned, and for the females clinvacteric and heredity. 
As usual, more single than married men were admitted, and more married than single 
women. Of the males, 96 were single and only 48 married ; of the women, 40 were single and 


43 married. 
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As usual, too, the majority of males admitted were labourers, and the majority of women 
those engaged in domestic duties. Forty-five labourers and 20 farmers were admitted. The 
farmers were for the most part those engaged in farm labour; a few were small farmers whose 
strenuous, unfinancial life had ended in disaster. 

Of those admitted, 78°8 per cent. were between twehty and sixty years of age, whilst 18 were 
over seventy years. 

The recovery-rate was about the average, 43°9 per cent.; but the male recovery-rate was 
small, 31°37 per cent., as against 64°51 per cent. for females. 

The death-rate was 9°01 per cent.—Males, 9°36 per cent.; females, 8°47 per cent. Of the 
deaths, 19 males and 4 females were due to senile decay, 1 female to suicide, and 4 males and 
3 females to typhoid fever. 

As the new drainage scheme is now in progress I am hopeful that the typhoid outbreaks 
which we have had for the last few years will be totally suppressed after 1914. In view, however, 
of the known methods of dissemination it is perhaps not wise to be too sanguine. The disease 
is SO insidious in its onset and can be so readily introduced by the staff, or even by visitors, that 
the infectious germs may become widely distributed before any accurate diagnosis can be made 
or the disease be even suspected. 

The general work of the institution has progressed fairly steadily, although I am bound to 
admit that the general efficiency of the staff has been gradually lowered during the last five or 
six years. There are always some members of the staff who are capable and thorough and worthy 
of every encouragement, otherwise progress would be practically impossible. 

It is pleasing to report that during the coming year the overcrowding will be a thing of the 
past, at least on the female side. As the progress of the Auckland Province is rapid, and the 
increase in our admissions also rapid, I would urge upon the Department the necessity for making 
further provision to meet this increase. Considering the overcrowding, the general health of 
the patients during the year has been wonderfully good. 

I am pleased that the Matron has been granted six months’ leave of absence. After fifteen 
strenuous years, during which she has performed her duties with a rare loyalty and devotion, 
the holiday is thoroughly deserved. 

The work of the farm and the supervision of all work in progress has been most capably 
performed by the Farm Manager. 

Our thanks are due to the Deputy Inspector and Official Visitors for their general interest 
in the Hospital, and my personal thanks for the help they have extended to me from time to time. 
We have also to thank Miss Fleming for the use of a cab once weekly for the patients’ benefit. 
This has been granted now for over three years, and it affords to the patients the greatest possible 
pleasure. We “have also to convey our thanks to the Herald for papers supplied daily for the 
patients’ use, and the various city bands for their frequent entertainments, and to Mr Mac- 
pherson for controlling the religious services. I have, toe

SUNNYSIDE MENTAL HOSPITAL. 
S1ir,— 
I have the honour to submit my annual report, with the statistics, for the year ending 
31st December, 1913. 

At the beginning of the year there were 717 patients, which was an increase of 28 over the 
previous year, but at the end of the year the number was reduced to 652. This reduction was 
due to the transfer of 50 patients to Hokitika and 10 to Tokanui, and afforded much-needed 
relief. The average number resident during the year was 685°06. 

There were 63 deaths during the year, which gives a rate of 9°1, calculated on the average 
number resident. Thirty-four of the deaths were in patients upwards of sixty years of age, 
and 25 of these were over seventy. 

There were 118 patients admitted for the first time, which is a decrease of 12 as compared 
with the previous year. There was also a decrease in readmissions, which gives a total decrease 
on the previous year of 24. 

There were 71 recoveries during the year, which gives a recovery-rate, calculated on the 
admissions, of almost 49 per cent. 

As I mentioned above, the transfer of patients to other institutions has given us temporary 
relief, but further building is necessary. On the male side I recommend that an addition 
should be made to D ward of a hospital annexe, with single rooms, which could be used for 
admissions and sick cases until the new reception and hospital wards are built. Afterwards this 
could be used for the old and decrepit who are not really hospital patients, but linger out their 
days alternating between an arm-chair and their beds. 

The fire which occurred on the female side has cramped the accommodation there, but a 
temporary dormitory for 46 beds is now in use, and will tide us over until we get the nurses’ 
home built. The site and furniture for this Baueing is being got ready so that there will be 
no delay. This building has been much needed, and will have beneficial effects in many ways. 
It will release about 40 single rooms for the purpose for which they were built—namely, for 
patients—and it should conduce to a more contented female staff, who will have comfort and 
quietness to retire to after the strain of their arduous duties. 

As regards the fire, I am glad that the decision has been come to that all the patients shall 
be brought down out of the attic dormitories. In spite of all efforts there is always the fire risk, 
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and no matter how good the training and discipline of the staff as regards fire duty it is awful 
to contemplate what the result might have been had the fire broken out during the night instead 
of during the day. I here take the opportunity of commending the nurses for their coolness 
in getting the patients safely out of the building, and the male staff for their work as a fire 
brigade. ‘The female patients showed wonderful restraint, and deserve praise for their help 
in preparing temporary accommodation for themselves, and their good humour during their 
trying eviction. 

The loss of dormitory accommodation through the closing of the attic will involve the build- 
ing of new dormitories, and a new ward to provide for the natural increase will also be required 
in the near future. 

We are now using our electric plant to its full capacity, but are wiring the rest of the insti- 
tution to be able to take advantage of the power from Lake Coleridge when it is available. 

The general health of the patients has been good, and we have got rid of the scarlet-fever 
epidemic which troubled us so long. 

The usual services have been held during the year, and these have been supplemented by 
Mr. Smail, the newly appointed ofticer, who conducts + eading parties in the wards in the evenings, 
which affords pleasure and recreation to a great many of the patients. 

Thanks are due to those who have contributed to the patients’ pleasure by the giving of 
concerts aud passes to places of amusement, and also to the donors of the gramophone with records, 
which is a valuable acquisition. 

Since the end of the year I have lost the capable services of Dr. Ramsbottom, who left to take 
up practice in England, and to him and the staff in general I have to express iy appreciation for

SEACLIFF MENTAL HOSPITAL. 
SIR,— 
I have the honour to submit the following report on the Seacliff Mental Hospital for the 
year 1913. 

At the beginning of the year there were 915 patients, and at the close 924, including 6 who 
had been transferred from other institutions. The returns show that, exclusive of transfers 
from other institutions, there were 130 patients admitted during the year, and that 61 patients 
were discharged, relieved, or recovered, being at the rate of 47 per cent. 

The general health has been good, and there has been no serious accident or casualty during 
the year. 

The deaths during the year were 54: of these, 23 were aged between seventy and a hundred, 
and five were between ninety and a hundred. The leading cause of death was senile decay. The 
death-rate was just over 54 per cent. on the total number of patients under treatment. 

In addition to the improvements in accommodation to which I drew attention in my last 
year’s report (which are now under way or about to be taken in hand), the following are our 
most pressing needs :— 

(1.) Extension of the Nurses’ Home to provide further accommodation for about twenty. 

(2.) Extension of accommodation for female patients so as to make room at Seacliff for 
the women who are now housed temporarily at the Orokonui Branch institution 
at Waitati. 

(3.) A small wooden shelter-cottage for the better isolation and treatment of male 
patients suffering from tuberculosis. Consumptive women can be accommodated 
suitably by modifying one of our present wooden pavilions so as to make it serve 
this purpose. 

(4.) Improved equipment for bathing, to meet the great increase of patients during late 
years. 

(5.) Improved kitchen and baking equipment and facilities for the main buildings at 
Seacliff. 

(6.) Farm and workshop, &c.: (@.) Owing to the decreasing number of capable milkers 
a machine-milking plant ought to be installed. (6.) Suitable woodworking 
machinery has long been ‘a pressing need, and would save a large annual expendi- 
ture. (c.) An adequate telephone. system. ‘This would prevent much waste of 
time, and would pee Al and facilitate the harmonious working of the institu- 
tion. In its expansion not only has the Mental Hospital quite outgrown the 
menas of intercommunication which barely sufficed originally, but the position 
has become such that a more modern equipment is now imperatively needed, 

The yields in produce from the various estates have been satisfactory, but our fishing returns 
have been poor. 

Further development of the Orokonui Branch Mental Hospital at Waitati is highly desir- 
able. The institution is well and very harmoniously worked by Dr. Ross. 

The Camp Auxiliary at the Peninsula is well managed, and the year’s work has been highly 
satisfactory. 

Religious services have been held by various denominations throughout the year. 

The thanks of the authorities are due to the Otago Daily Times and Witness Company and 
to the Evening Star Company for newspapers and journals supplied free, and also to other donors 
who have kindly contributed to the amenities of our hospitals.

PORIRUA MENTAL HOSPITAL. 
S1r,— 
I have the honour to submit the following report on this Mental Hospital for the year 
1913 :— 

At the beginning of the year there were 908 patients on the register, and at the end 892 
(485 males and 407 females), of whom 7 males and 4 females were absent on trial. The average 
number resident was 890. Eleven men were transferred to the new Mental Hospital at Tokanui 
in May, and 12 women to the Nelson Mental Hospital in July. These transfers served to relieve 
the congestion in the wards, which on the female side of the institution continues to be embar- 

rassing. I understand the Department is about to construct a new auxiliary building to accom- 
modate 100 patients, and designed for the reception of recent admissions as well as for sick 
patients. This addition will go ‘far in overtaking our immediate requirements. 

During the year 182 cases were admitted for the first time, of whom 60 per cent. were males 
and 40 per cent. females, and of whom more than half were chronic and incurable. It is satis- 
factory to find that these first admissions were 22 less than in the previous year. There were 33 
readmissions, or 4 less than in 1912. 

Of the 142 patients discharged, 88 were recorded as recovered, making a recovery-rate of 
40 per cent. on the number admitted. But this does not represent the full recovery-rate. A 
number of the patients away on probation were written off as discharged unrecovered at the 
expiration of the probation period because they failed to present themselves for examination or 
to return a medical certificate as to their mental state. Had they done so probably fully 30 of 
these probationary cases so discharged would have been passed as recovered. 

There were 68 deaths, a ratio of 7°6 per cent. of the average number resident. The causes 
of death included 12 from general paralysis of the insane (10 males and 2 females), and 27 from 
senile decay. 

In addition to the new auxiliary building above referred to, I am pleased to find that the 
Department has decided to construct two large day-rooms (one for male and one for female 
patients), extending from the central wards of the main building on the north side and com- 
manding a par ticularly fine view of the landscape and the harbour, as well as overlooking our 
sports-g ground. The accommodation will provide day-room space for a large number of patients 
who have hitherto been very poorly served in this respect. 

I have to express my appreciation of Dr. McKillop’s and Dr. Simpson’s capable and loyal 
assistance. In all departments I have been fortunate in having a very good staff of officers, who 
take their responsibilities seriously and can be trusted to discharge the duties required of them 
in the best interests of the institution and its inmates. There has been some trouble in main- 
taining the female nursing staff at anything like adequate strength, especially towards Christmas 
and during the summer months. The shortage was mostly due to resignations of the juniors 
and recently appointed probationers and to the difficulty of obtaining suitable candidates to fill 
the vacancies. I have, &c.,

I wave the honour to submit the following report upon the transactions of the Department for the 
year ended the 3lst December, 1913, and its position at that date. The Revenue Account, Balance- 
sheet, and Statement of Business are appended. 

New Business, and Amount in Force.—During the year 4,517 proposals were dealt with for the 
assurance of £1,259,050, whereas in 1912 the proposals amounted to £1,258,032, showing considerable 
regularity in the amount of assurance applied for annually. The number of policies actually com- 
pleted was 3,749, assuring £1,039,077, with annual premiums amounting to £29,047. Nineteen 
annuities were also granted, on which the purchase -money was £7,255. On only two previous 
occasions has the new business of the Department exceeded one million in sums assured—viz., in 1912 
and in 1883. While no attempts are made to force the new business in an unhealthy manner there 
is reason to believe that the Department may look forward to an annual new business of about one 
million sum assured, a result not attained by more than twenty of sixty-two British companies. 

The average sum assured by each new policy issued has shown a decided tendency to increase for 
some years past, being £248 in 1911, £263 in 1912, and £275 in 1913. 

The total business now in force, including 384 immediate and deferred annuities for £21,294 per 
annum, is 51,343 policies, bearing an annual premium income of £363,721. The sum assured, payable 
at death or maturity, is £12,211,655, to which have been added reversionary bonuses amounting to 
£1,327,812. The total business on the books thus amounts to £13,539,467. 

Income.—The total income of the Department was £600,068, being an increase of £9,754 upon that 
of the previous year. It was made up as follows: Premium income, £359,578; interest income, 
£233,223 ; annuity purchase-money, £7,255; fees, £12. 

The average rate of interest earned by the Department, which was £4 12s. 3d. per cent. in 1910, 
£4 13s. per cent. in 1911, and £4 14s. 2d. per cent. in 1912, was still further increased to £4 15s. 1d. per 
cent. in the year just closed. 

Outgo—During the year 455 policies became void by the deaths of policyholders, the claims 
amounting to £154,632; this amount is considerably under what is provided for in the tables of 
mortality used by the Department. Five hundred and forty-four policies also matured for £133,756, 
The total sum which has been paid in respect of claims by death and survival since the foundation of 
the'Department, forty-four years ago, has amounted to £4,993,170. 

Land and income-tax absorbed £15,353, as against £15,071 in 1912; and for new and renewal 
commission there was paid £23,504, as against £23,138 in 1912. There was a reduction in the expenses 
of management from £44,280 to £42,547. 

Accumulated Funds.—The total assurance, annuity, and endowment funds, apart from a special 
investment reserve of £113,663, now stand at £4,980,131. 
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The Balance-sheet.—On the 31st December, 1913, the total assets of the Department amounted to

The above shows an increase of £108,939 in mortgages on freehold property and £33,248 in loans 
on policies. Overdue interest (which is included above in “ Miscellaneous Assets”) has decreased 
from £1,537 to £882, representing the extremely low rate of 7s. 9d. per cent. of the total interest income. 

General.—I am pleased to report again that another year’s progress of the Department, while 
not marked by any striking incidents, has been entirely satisfactory. Attention may be specially 
drawn to a few oustanding features: (1.) The new business has been well maintained. (2.) There 
have been substantial increases in the income, both from premiums and interest. (3.) The mortality 
experience has again been favourable. (4.) There has been a decrease in the expenses. (5.) An 
official valuation of all the policies as they stood at the end of last year disclosed increased profits for 
the two years of the current triennium which have elapsed, and affords the best of reasons for thinking 
that the results of the statutory triennial investigation of the assets and liabilities, to be made at the 
end of the present year, will prove satisfactory to the policyholders, and that they will again receive 
increased bonuses.

I nave the honour to submit my report on the business of the Accident Insurance Branch of the 
Department for the year ended 3lst December, 1913, together with the Revenue Account and 
Balance-sheet. 

The gross premium income amounted to £23,677, 
aoe lil. 

The claims (including those in course of settlement at the end of the year) were £11,492, 
as against £12,016 im the previous year. 

The income from interest was £3,588, and the total expenses (including taxes and commission) 
were £7,499. The ratio of expenses to premiums was 32°2 per cent., while the ratio to the total 
income was 27°9 per cent. 

The funds at the end of the year amounted to £15,322, an increase of £7,874, while the 
Reserve Fund, constituted under section 20 of the Government Accident Insurance Act, 1908, 
amounted to £39,036. The total assets at the end of the year amounted to £78,002. 

It is satisfactory that the Department, while maintaining the rates of premium for an 
indemnity under the Workers’ Compensation Act on a lower scale than is charged in the Australian 
States, and paying the more lhberal compensation provided by the New Zealand Act, has been 
able to build up a strong reserve. Although the additional liability imposed by the Workers’ 
Compensation Amendment Act, 1913, together with the revised scale of rates recently adopted, 
may to a certain extent diminish the income and increase the claims in future, the financial 
position of the Branch may be looked upon as unassailable.

PATENTS, DESIGNS, AND 'TRADE-MARKS, 


TWENTY-FIFTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE REGISTRAR. 


Presented to both Houses of the General Assembly pursuant to Section 113 of the Patents, Designs, 
and Trade-marks Act, 1911. 








In pursuance of the requirements of the Patents, Designs, and Trade-marks Act, I have the honour 
to submit my report on the proceedings thereunder during the year. 

Though slightly higher than last year, the number of applications shows little change 
during the past few years, 2,627 being received in 1913 as compared with 2,560 in 1912 and 
2,622 in the preceding year. The applications added each year to those previously recorded 
involves, however, a steady increase in the work of the oftice, which, owing to the scattered and 
restricted accommodation, is carried out under very unfavourable conditions. While these have 
been somewhat improved the need for suitable premises is so acute as to seriously threaten the 
efficiency of the office, and it is satisfactory to know that suitable accommodation to meet the 
requirements of the staff and public, as well as of the library and records, is likely to be shortly 
provided. 

Although the number of applications received year by year does not vary much, the revenue 
shows a continual increase, being £7,113 7s. for last year, £356 19s. ld. more than in 1912, 
and considerably higher than in any previous year. 

The expenditure was slightly less than in 1912, amounting to £2,972 Os. 3d., of which 
£1,053 18s. 2d. was for work done and stationery supplhed by the Government Printing Office. 
The expenditure last year was 41 per cent. of the revenue; for 1912, 44 per cent.; for 1911, 
37 per cent. 
PATENTS. 

The number of applications was 1,775—slightly more than in 1912. Of these, 1,080 were 
accompanied by provisional specifications and 686 by complete specifications, while 285 complete 
specifications were left in respect of applications with which provisional specifications had pre- 
viously been lodged, making a total for the year of 2,051 specifications, as compared with 2,046 
ine OE. 

The proportion of complete specifications to provisional specifications lodged in the first 
instance in each of the past five years is as follows—60 per cent., 61 per cent., 64 per cent., 78 per 
cent., 63 per cent.—-or an average for that time of 65 per cent., as compared with 49 per cent. 
in Great Britain and 74 per cent. in Australia for the same period. 

The total number of applications received up to the 3lst December last was 34,191, and the 
number of patents then in force 3,411. 

The fees in connection with patents amounted to £5,762 12s. 5d., as compared with £5,543 
10s. 11d. for 1912, an increase of £219 1s. 4d.—partly accounted for by a fee of £1 being payable 
on complete specifications during the whole of last year instead of only for six months of 1912, 
and by a slight increase in the fees for the second term, £1,325, as compared with £1,290, as 
well as for the somewhat greater amounts received for copying and certifying copies. The 
sealing fees show a slight falling-off—£1,426 (£1,572)*—and also the fees of £10 for the third 
term of letters patent—£1,000 (£1,060). 

















* The figures in parentheses throughout this report relate to the year 1912. 
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While the revenue considerably exceeds the expenditure, the fees are, with two exceptions, the 
lowest in the world, as will be seen from the following table :—

Forty-one applications were received from women inventors, 13 less than in 1912. 

The number of patents of additions was 6 (5), and the complete specifications filed in respect 
of ecgnate provisional specifications 14 (6). No doubt when the provisions of the Act in this 
respect become better known they will be more fully availed of. 


Examination of Specifications. 


No provision has yet been made for making a thorough inquiry into the novelty of inven- 
tions sought to be patented, but this question is gone into by the staff so far as it is able, and 
amendment required, or in rare eases the application rejected, where the invention is found to 
be partially or wholly anticipated.

Countries from which Applications were received. 


The number of applications from residents in New Zealand was about normal—1,173, as 
compared with 1,180 in 1911 and-1,135 in 1912. An increase is shown in the number of appli- 
cations from Canada—19 (12); United Kingdom—183 (168); and the United States—121 (118); 
and a falling-off in the applications from the Commonwealth—221 (240). 

Table H shows the number of applications received from each of the various other countries 
from 1911 to the end of last year. 

During 1913, 66 per cent. of the applications received were from residents of New Zealand, 
and 34 per cent. from people living in other places. In the United Kingdom for the same year 
68 per cent. of the applications were from peopie living in and 32 per cent. from people outside 
that country, and in Australia 70 per cent. from residents and 30 per cent. from non-residents 
of the Commonwealth. 

Subject-matter of Inventions. 


While applications for inventions in respect of our particular industries, more especially 
dairying, naturally predominate, there is no such marked trend of invention here as there is 
in Great Britain and other large manufacturing countries. The subject of locomotion—prin- 
cipally motor vehicles and aeronautics—which has lately been engaging the attention of inventors 
in other places in a very striking manner has produced but few inventions in this country so 
far as the records show. ‘The prevention of railway accidents is, as would be expected, a subject 
of great interest to inventors in all parts of the world, and serious collisions are invariably 
followed by a revival of attempts to ensure the safe running of trains. Last year more than 
treble the usual number of applications were filed in Great Britain on the subject, and a decided 
increase is lately shown in the applications in this country. 

A considerable number of appheations continue to be received under telephony and _tele- 
eraphy, chiefly in connection with automatic installations—61 in 1913 and 64 in 1912, as 
compared with 31 in 1911. 

Although cinematographs are a fruitful source of invention in England and are extensively 
used in this country, very few applications are made by New Zealand inventors on the subject. 

While a fair number of applications were made for milking and dairying appliances—27 and 
68 respectively—there were not quite as many as in the previous vear. The applications for 
fibre-dressing, which fell off somewhat in 1912, revived somewhat in 1913—56 (34). 

Double the number were received with regard to railways—80 (40)—the increase being chiefly 
in respect of signalling appliances. 

Those for cultivating, 25 (32), and fencing, 20 (30), show a slight falling-off, and the number 
in other subjeets remains about the same. 


S 
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International Convention. 


The number of applications under the Convention, which has been gradually rising till it 
reached 156 in 1912, dropped to 159 last year. Though the advantages of the Conventions are 
no doubt great, the curtailment of the term under it in Great Britain, Australia, and New 
Zealand (but not in other countries) no doubt leads to inventors not utilizing it to as full an 
extent as they might otherwise do. 


Restoration of Letters Patent. 


One application for restoration of letters patent was made during the year, and one patent 
was restored. 


DESIGNS. 


Sixty-five applications for the registration of designs were received during the year, and 
although this number is three times that of the previous vear it is hardly sufficient to make it 
worth while keeping a registry for. As pointed out in my last report, some form of protection 
in the nature of the German petty patent to cover not merely designs but other original matter 
not at present provided for by our Patents or Copyrights Acts would seem to be more suitable 
for the requirements in this country than the present design registration. 


‘TRADE-MARKS. 

The progress in the trade of this country is reflected in the number of applications for 
registration of trade-marks. In 1890, 160 were received; in 1900, 348; and in 1910, 818. Last 
year showed a slight falling-off, 789 applications being made and 572 marks actually registered 
during the year. Although not in themselves very high, these numbers stand out when compared 
with the registrations effected annually in Great Britain (5,071 in 1913) and other countries. 

The increase in the initial fee, and one or two cases in which the payments were in excess 
of the previous year, brought the amount from this source to £143 $s. 1d. more than in 1912— 


£1,284 13s. 6d., as compared with £1,141 4s. 5d. 


Countries from which Applications received, 

The number of Leet from traders in New Zealand correspond exactly to the number 
they lodged in 1912—303, 75 short of the total for the previous year (378). There is a falling-off 
also in the applications Se the United Kingdom—253 (297). The number from Germany in 
1911 was 57; in 1912, 19; and in 1913, 20; a very considerable falling-off in the latter years. 
Increases are shown in the applications from New South Wales, 54 (41); Victoria, 28 (20) ; and 
the United States, 70 (66). 





Goods for which Trade-marks registered. 
There is a noticeable increase in the number of applications in Class 42 (food substances), 
167 being received in 1913 as compared with 100 in the previous ees A falling-off occurs in 
the number in Class 3 (medicinal preparations), 61 (75); in Class 22 (vehicles), 19 (22); in 
Class 38 (clothing), 65 (71); in Class 43 (liquors and ened 22 (26); in Class 47 (candles, 
soaps, &e.), 50 (55), and in Class 50 (miscellaneous), 37 (53). There i is little if any change in the 
number received in the other classes. 


Special Applications to the Court. 


In accordance with the Act of 1911 the Court may, on application, declare a mark which 
has been successfully used.to be distinctive which would not otherwise be held to be so under the 
ordinary provisions of the Act. During 1913, 5 applications were made tothe Court, and, as 
a result, proceeded with in 3 cases. 


GENERAL. 
Opposition. 


Notice of opposition was lodged in 30 cases. No decisions were appealed against during the 


year.

With the object of bringing New Zealand inventors into touch with manufacturers and 
others interested in inventions in other countries, and affording some small return for the 
generous manner in which Great Britain, Australia, and other places supply their specifications 
and other publications, the /owrnal has been widely distributed throughout those countries, as 
will be seen from the list attached. 

Improvements have been effected in this publication without materially increasing its cost, 
and the additional copies required for other countries can be run off at very slight extra, expense. 


Patent Agents. 


No addition was made to the register during the year.

MEMORANDUM FOR THE HON. THE MINISTER OF INTERNAL AFFAIRS. 

’ Registrar-General’s Office, Wellington, 25th June, 1913. 
I BEG to report that, leaving Wellington on the 25th April last, I visited the Statistical Offices. 
of the respective Australian States at Hobart, Adelaide, Melbourne, Brisbane, and Sydney, and 
of the Commonwealth at Melbourne, with the view of ascertaining the methods there adopted 
in the collection and tabulation of their statistics. Everywhere I was met with the greatest 
courtesy, and every facility was given me of investigating the methods, &c., in use. Matters 
of mutual interest, difficulties met with, &c., were freely discussed. The opportunity thus 
afforded me of obtaining a knowledge of the experience of the principal Statisticians in Australia, 
and an insight into the practical part of their work, has been most valuable, and will, I hope, 
prove fruitful in the improvement of our statistics in the future. 

I do not think it desirable or necessary to go into minute details in regard to all matters 
investigated and noted during my visit, but I should lke to briefly refer to some of our statistics 
which could be very largely improved by the adoption of the methods followed in Australia. 

I was greatly impressed with the fact that in Australia much greater importance is placed 
upon statistics—greater use is made of them, and they are more complete, particularly as regards 
production and trade. The Statistician has greater control and supervision over all statistics, 
and, unless actually forming part of the ordinary functions of a Department, the compilation 
work is done in his office. The Statistical Offices in Australia are much more strongly staffed 
and better organized, and when this is considered the work of our Statistical Office compares very 
favourably with that of the Australian Offices. 

The services rendered by the police throughout Australia in the collection of production 
statistics (both agriculture and manufacturing), practically without direct cost to the Statistical 
Offices, cannot be overvalued. Indeed, I feel confident that without their assistance such complete 
and such accurate statistics of the country’s production could not be issued. If we are to bring 
our production statistics into line with or near the position of those in Australia, it can only be 
done by obtaining the assistance of the police, or at a very heavy cost for collection of the data. 
I was given to understand in Australia that the police administrators welcomed this work, because 
it took the constable into the country and compelled him to visit all his district at least once a 
year. It gave him an excuse to visit homes without causing comment in the neighbourhood. It 
made him more thoroughly acquainted with the people in his district, with whom he could also 
talk more freely, gaining much information he would probably not otherwise obtain. In this 
way the work was of some value to him in discharging his ordinary police duties. A most 
important point which made for efficiency in the collection is that the constable’s superior officers 
take a responsible interest in seeing the work is properly carried out. 

With regard to our statistics generally, I think that, with the exception of those dealing with 
production and trade (imports and exports)—certainly very important exceptions—they compare 
very favourably with the statistics of Australia; such minor deficiencies as exist will be gradually 
rectified, and they do not call for special detailed reference here. In regard to the exceptions 
mentioned, I make the following comments and recommendations :— 


1. Agricultural and Pastoral Production, including Particulars as to Occupation of Land, 
Tenure, Live-stock, Orchards, dec. 

These statistics were, I found, practically dealt with in the same way in all the Australian 

States. They are collected each year by the State police. Every holding of | acre and upwards 

is visited and full particulars are obtained of the area occupied, area of each kind of crop culti- 
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vated and the yield of same, the number and description of live-stock, &e. The information 
is entered in the collector’s book, a single line being devoted to each holding, and each book 
having provision for a stated number of holdings. The entries are made in such a way as to 
obviate the necessity for much tabulation when the books are received at the Statistician’s Office. 
The blank books are issued to the police from the Statistician’s Office in December of each year 
along with the books returned for the previous year, or with the names of the holders of the pre- 
vious year entered in each book, for guidance in the current year’s collection. The names of 
occupiers of new holdings are obtained annually from the Lands Department, and written up in 
the respective books before issue. The collection is made by the police during January and 
February, and the completed books returned to the Statistician as soon after as possible. On 
receipt of the books at the Statistician’s Office they are examined, checked, totalled, and sum- 
marized to make up the published tables. As the yield of some crops (potato, maize, vine, honey, 
and fruit) is not available at the time the collectors visit the holdings, this information 1s collected 
through the post later in the year in some States, and in others another visit is made by the police 
for the information. Preharvest estimates of the area sown, and again of the probable yield, 
for wheat and oats only, are made by the Statistician from information collected (through the 
post in some States and in others by special visit) in conjunction with the actual returns of the 
previous year. 

This system of collection by the police on books has been in force for many years in Australia, 
and has gradually reached a very high state of efficiency. By means of it the Statisticians there 
are able to produce most complete and comprehensive statistics as to the country’s agricultural 
and pastoral production and to follow closely the aggregation or otherwise of holdings. In some 
States no payment whatever is made to the police, but in others the Police Department is recouped 
the actual travelling-expenses incurred in the collection. The expenditure in Victoria (whose 
system I considered the most suitable for New Zealand) on account of these statistics is stated 
to be £2,564 per annum, made up as follows: Police expenses, £600; postage, £400; and clerical 
work, £1,564. It may be of interest here to compare the area and number of holdings of Victoria 
and New Zealand. Victoria has an area of 87,884 square miles, with 60,240 occupied holdings. 
The area of the North and South Islands of New Zealand is 102,250 square miles, and according 
to the census collection there were 73,876 occupied holdings; so that the area to be dealt with in 
New Zealand is 16°35 per cent. greater than in Victoria, and the number of holdings 22°64 per 
cent. more. The area of New South Wales is 208,122 square miles greater than New Zealand, or 
203°54 per cent. more; but the number of holdings in New South Wales (87,503) is only 18°45 per 
cent. more than in New Zealand. 


The present position in regard to agricultural and pastoral statistics in New Zealand is that 
every third year a complete collection (estimated to cost about £6,000) from every occupier of 
1 acre and upwards is to be made by means of Enumerators specially employed for the purpose, 
and during the intervening years a collection of returns as to the principal grain and root crops 
is made through the post. The work of collection is undertaken by the Department of Agriculture, 
and the tabulation is made in the Statistician’s Office. The results obtained by collection through 
the post are most unsatisfactory and incomplete, and cannot be sufficiently relied on as accurately 
representing the true facts, while the collection by special enumerators is far too costly to main- 
tain annually. In addition the Department of Agriculture collect and tabulate each year returns 
of the sheep flocks in the Dominion, publishing in detail the name and address of each owner 
as well as the number of his flock. 

Considering that the agricultural and pastoral products of New Zealand form about 80 per 
cent. of our exports, I submit that it is of the utmost importance that these statistics should be 
put on a proper footing. The system adopted throughout Australia of collection per medium of 
the police has been in operation in some States for over fifteen years. The unanimous testimony 
is that it is satisfactory in working, gives accurate and reliable results, and, as it at present 
obtains, is More economical than any other which could be devised. I feel confident that our 
New Zealand police are capable of doing equally as good service as the police of Australia. I 
recommend their employment in the collection of these statistics, and the adoption of the Australian 
methods. I do not think it would be wise, just at first, to make quite such extensive inquiries 
as are made in Australia, but having once adopted the principles of the system the number of 
the inquiries could be gradually extended as required and as the collectors became familiarized 
with the work. The present high state of efficiency in these statistics in Australia has not been 
attained all at once, but after years of experience and evolution. 

Should the Government approve of my recommendations for the adoption of the Australian 
system, I suggest that the heads of the Police, Agriculture, and Statistical Departments should 
confer and decide as to the details and inauguration of the system. While believing that, as in 
Australia, the Statistician should control these statistics, yet I consider that it is in the best 
interests of the country to have co-operation between the Department of Agriculture and the 
Statistical Office, so that one collection may serve the needs of both Departments, and that the 
Statistician may have the assistance of the expert knowledge of the officers of the Agriculture 
Department. It may also be possible for the field officers of the Department of Agriculture to 
undertake the collection in some districts and thus relieve the police to some extent, or perhaps 
they may be able to assist the police considerably if they cannot altogether relieve them With 
regard to the latter, I may say that if the field officers of the Department of Agriculture are avail- 
able and sufficiently numerous for the work of collection their employment would, of course, 
be preferable to the police, on account of their knowledge of agriculture and stock in their dis- 
tricts. Whichever of these officers (Agriculture or Police) the Government decided to utilize for 


the collection work would not, of course, affect the system now advocated, which would apply 
equally well in either case. 
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2. Industrial Production. 


In all the Australian States particulars in regard to manufacturing industries and works (all 
factories where power is used or where four hands and over are employed) are collected annually, 
showing number of employees, wages paid, power, materials used, output, and value of land, 
buildings, and plant. The returns are collected by the police and forwarded to the Statistical 
Office, where, after examination and verification by correspondence if necessary, the particulars 
are tabulated and published. In New Zealand practically similar particulars are collected by 
the Government Statistician every fifth year in conjunction with each census, but from all 
factories employing two hands and over. In addition certain particulars as to hands employed 
and wages paid are collected by the Labour Department annually. 

All developments taking place in industrial production can be more closely followed where 
the material is collected annually, and the quality and accuracy of the statistics published is 
much superior. This latter point is so important that it cannot be too strongly emphasized. It 
is better to have no statistics than to have statistics which are unreliable and may be misleading. 
The manufacturers supplying the returns, and those employed in the collection, become more 
familiar with what is required. Permanent Statistical officers, continually engaged in examining 
and dealing with these returns, become expert in the work, which requires skill and a knowledge 
of industrial conditions. Difficulties are gradually overcome and the statistics improved. The 
educative value of this continuity in dealing with these returns, and the problems involved, are 
largely lost when an interval of five years intervenes between each collection. Temporary officers 
are employed, and the same men are seldom available for consecutive collections. Consequently 
the experience gained through one collection is largely lost, and it is impossible to make sure that 
difficulties arising are dealt with in exactly the same way each time. I went to Australia with 
some doubt as to whether the collection each year of these statistics in such detail was really 
necessary, and if anything with a predisposition in favour of the quinquennial collection. After 
discussing the point fully with the Australian officers, I am convinced that if accurate and com- 
prehensive statistics of industrial production are to be produced the annual collection is 
undoubtedly the best. It is the one adopted in all the Australian States, and I recommend its 
adoption in New Zealand. I suggest that in regard to these statistics also there should be co-opera- 
tion between the Labour Department and the Statistical Office, so that by means of one return 
and one collection the requirements of both Departments should be met, in which case it would 
probably be found best to collect the returns per medium of the Inspectors of Factories. Prior 
to my departure for Australia the question of co-operation was discussed between the Departments, 
and it was practically agreed that in the event of their working together the respective spheres 
of work would be for the Labour Department to undertake the collection of the data, and the 
Statistica] Office to compile the statistical tables therefrom. . 


3. Fisheries. 


In Australia statistics re fish-production are mainly obtained from the wholesale markets, 
but in New Zealand this would prove more difficult, as the conditions of marketing the fish are 
not identical. At present we have no statistics as to the quantity of fish caught or marketed. 
The industry is of growing importance, and a quantity of New Zealand fish is sent to Sydney and 
Melbourne. The question of obtaining proper statistics of the industry should not be delayed 
much longer. With your approval I should like to go into the matter with the Secretary for 
Marine (under whose control our sea-fisheries are) at the earliest possible opportunity, with a view 
‘of instituting methods of obtaining the necessary data. 


4. Forestry. 


Similarly in this case no proper statistics are available in regard to the extent of our forests, 
and I think this matter should also be taken up at an early date. Probably something could be 
done after the report of the Forestry Commission is received. 


5. Trade Statistics (Imports and Exports). 


The trade statistics in the Commonwealth are on excellent lines. In regard to imports, the 
‘country of origin is shown as well as the country of shipment, while both imports and exports 
are arranged in great detail according to a standard classification. New Zealand is much behind 
Australia and the leading commercial countries in that our trade statistics do not disclose the 
country of origin of the goods imported, and that they do not follow a standard classification. 
The arrangement of our trade statistics is in accordance with tariff classification, which, of course, 
varies with every change of tariff. Also, there is too much grouping of commodities, so that the 
trade in many articles cannot be traced. In addition, the New Zealand trade statistics do not 
appear to be quite so clearly presented, consequently they are not so readily understood by persons 
requiring to use them who may not be very familiar with their arrangement. The work, so far 
as it goes, is, I am sure, as efficiently and economically performed in New Zealand as in Australia, 
but our statistics are robbed of much of their value on account of the form in which they are 
produced, and the fact that the country of origin is not disclosed. i 

Another important point in connection with these statistics, and one which cannot be too 
strongly emphasized, is the necessity for celerity in their publication. In Australia a fairly com- 
prehensive return of the principal items of imports and exports is published monthly, and the 
complete returns annually, both of which are issued from the Commonwealth Statistician’s Office. 
‘These are the only official statements issued, but I understand that in addition the Collectors 
of Customs make up a return, which is handed to the Press for publication each week, giving 
figures for the most important articles of export. In New Zealand the Department of Industries 
and Commerce issue fortnightly a leaflet giving figures for principal articles of export, the Customs 
‘Department issue quarterly statements, and the Statistical Office publishes the annual tables. 
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To produce the statistics on proper lines will mean increased cost, but the increased value 
and usefulness imparted to them should more than compensate their cost. Every one will readily 
admit these statistics are absolutely necessary, and it is false economy not to produce them in 
the form in which they are most valuable and useful. 

’  T most strongly recommend that the defects in our trade statistics should be corrected, and 
the tables brought more into line with those of Australia as early as possible. Half of the current 
year 1913 is, however, past, and no alteration can very well be made for this year. As, however, 
the change recommended will involve a very considerable amount of initial work and organization, 
I suggest that the time between now and the end of the year be utilized in making the necessary 


preparations to put the statistics on a proper footing as from the Ist January, 1914. To this. 


end I make the following suggestions :— 

(1.) That the Government immediately notify all importers that on and after the Ist January, 
1914, they will be required to declare, on the Customs entry form, the country of origin of all 
goods imported into New Zealand. 

(2.) That the Secretary of Customs and the Government Statistician confer and— 

(a.) Compile the standard classification of imports and exports to be adopted ; 

(6.) Draw up all the forms, instructions, &c., necessary to give effect to the rearrange- 
ment ; 

(c.) Arrange the methods as to where and how the statistics can be most economically 

. compiled and dealt with ; 

(d.) Recommend the frequency of publication, the matter and manner of each publica- 
tion, which it is considered will best meet the needs of the community ; 

(e.) Consider and deal with any other matter necessary for bringing the new arrange- 
ment into operation on the date specified, and furnish a report on the whole matter, 


with their recommendations, in sufficient time to allow of their adoption before- 


the end of the year. 


6. Industrial and Economie Inquiries. 


The Commonwealth Statistician has recently created a branch—which is conducting inquiries. 


into the industrial conditions generally—prices, wages, cost of living, unionism, employment and 
non-employment, strikes, &¢.—of a kind not hitherto attempted in Australia. The field is a new 
one, but the statistics and facts sought are most important to the welfare of the country, especially 
in view of the development and trend of modern legislation. I recommend that the Government 
Statistician should, as early as possible, institute similar inquiries in New Zealand, and that 
the Labour Department here should be asked to co-operate and assist in the collection of the 
data required for such investigations. To assist in the work the Commonwealth Statistician has 
a special correspondent in each of the principal towns in Australia, but this should not be neces- 


sary in New Zealand if the Labour Department co-operates and their permanent officers in the: 


various districts are utilized. 
7. Statistical Publications. 

Our principal publications are the Official Year-book and Statistics volume. Both of these 
publications can be improved if our production and trade statistics are put on a better footing as 
previously recommended. 

In addition to the above the New South Wales and Commonwealth offices issue a monthly 
summary of statistics, which is very useful and much appreciated. If our statistics of produc- 
tion and trade are put on an improved footing I recommend that a similar summary for New 
Zealand be issued from this office. The cost of such a publication would probably be about £300 
per annum, but, as it would give publicity to all statistics as soon as they were available, some 
saving could be effected to meet the extra cost by discontinuing the issue of Year-book advance 
sheets. 

8. Anthropometric Statistics. 

Statistics as to height, weight, and chest-measurement, &c., are being compiled by the Com- 
monwealth Statistician from data obtained in the medical examination of those registering under 
the compulsory military training system. As all our youths will be passing through the New 


Zealand Territorials under our Defence Act, similar statistics as to their physique could also be- 


obtained in this way, which should be of great value and interest in future. I should be glad 
to have your authority for inquiring into the matter and ascertaining the cost, &c., with a view 
of taking the work up providing the expense was not too great. 


9. Library. 


I found that the Statistical Ofheces in Australia have well-equipped libraries of economic, 
social, and technical works. The Commonwealth Statistician has a particularly fine library, 


and spends annually £100 in the purchase of new books. I am obtaining a list of some of the- 
most useful works, and as soon as I have ascertained the cost, I propose to ask for authority to. 


obtain these as a nucleus of a library for our Statistical Office here. 


10. Statistical Staff. 


__ As already stated, the Statistical Offices in Australia are well organized, and staffed con- 
siderably in excess of the New Zealand Office. The importance attached to the strength and 


efficiency of the Statistical staffs can be well illustrated by quoting the salaries of the senior officers. 


in the Commonwealth Office: Statistician, £1,000 per annum; sub-heads of branches—First, 


£460 per annum; second, £432 per annum; third, £400 per annum; fourth, £400 per annum ;. 


AE, 
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fifth, £400 per annum; sixth, £335 per annum; seventh, £300 per annum: with a clerical 
staff of twenty-two permanent officers and twenty-seven temporary. In this connection it may 
be urged that the population of Australia is four and a half times that of New Zealand, but 
against this it should be remembered that there is a well-staffed Statistical Office in each of the 
Australian States also. 

So much cannot, of course, be expected in New Zealand. But if the deficiencies in our 
statistics are to be remedied and the recommendations made given effect to, it will mean a con- 
siderable extension of the work of the Statistical Office. If the office is to cope properly with 
the work it will require to be reorganized and efficiently staffed. This will, however, I suppose, 
be a matter for the Public Service Commissioner, to whom I presume any recommendations in 
connection therewith should be made. 

Summary. 


My recommendations mav be briefly summarized as follows :— 


(1.) That our agricultural and pastoral statistics be put on a proper basis, and the 
Australian system of collection through the police be adopted, with the co-operation 
of the Agricultural Department. 

(2.) That statistics of industrial production be collected annually with the assistance of 
the Labour Department. 

(3.) That the production of statistics in regard to our fisheries and forests should be 
undertaken as soon as possible. 

(4.) That our trade statistics should be brought into line with those of Australia as to 
classification and country of origin as from the Ist January, 1914. 

(5.) That industrial and economic inquiries be undertaken by the Statistical Office with 
the co-operation of the Labour Department, on similar lines to those instituted 
by the Commonwealth Statistician. 

(6.) That a statistical summary be issued monthly in the near future. 

(7.) That inquiries be made as to cost of obtaining data from the military authorities 
for the production of anthropometric statistics in connection with the Territorial 
Forces. 

(8.) That the Statistical Office be reorganized and efficiently staffed to cope with the 
increased work to be undertaken. 


It is unnecessary for me to here stress the importance of statistics to a country, as this is 
now generally acknowledged, but it is essential they should be accurate and reliable. I trust, 
therefore, that in considering the increased expenditure which may be necessary to put the New 
Zealand statistics of production and trade on a proper basis you will be able to deal with the 
matter as liberally as possible.

DLATISTICS OF NEW ZEALAND 


(REPORT OF THE GOVERNMENT STATISTICIAN ON THE). 





Laid on the Table of the House of Representatives by Leave. 





The Hon. the Minister of Internal Affairs. 
Registrar-General’s Office, Wellington, 25th June, 1914. 
As requested, I submit the following report in regard to the statistics of the Dominion, and as 
to what has been done since the report furnished last year on my return from Australia. 


PopuLATION AND VITAL STATISTICS. 
Migration. 

A defect in our present immigration and emigration returns is that while we receive par- 
ticulars as to birthplace and race of arrivais, similar information is not obtained for departures 
except as regards Chinese. Consequently we have hitherto been unable to distinguish between race 
aliens (other than Chinese) who may be just passing through the Dominion and those who become 
permanent settlers. To remedy this, however, the Customs Department have kindly agreed to 
collect and furnish with the usual monthly returns sent in by Collectors of Customs particulars 
as to the departures of all race aliens.. For the future, therefore, it will be possible to make 
reliable estimates as to the growth or otherwise of our alen population. This is a very important 
matter. 

As a step towards making more accurate estimates of the population for integral parts of 
the Dominion, arrangements were made with the Customs Department for obtaining records of 
the inter-island migration. From these returns it was ascertained that for 1913 the increase 
of population by migration amounted in the North Island to 10,234, and in the South Island 
to 3,985. Although the total gain to the Dominion by immigration of 14,219 was distributed 
between the North and South Islands as above, this does not mean that the new immigrants were 
so apportioned, but that these results have been partly effected by the migration of our own 
population from one Island to the other. It may be interesting here to state that the natural 
increase in the North Island was 10,839, and in the South 6,970. After next census, therefore, 
when we start with accurate figures, there should be no difficulty in making reliable and correct 
estimates of population for each Island. 

To further assist in the correct distribution of the increased population within each Island, 
reports as to the progress 1n various districts are obtained from Valuation and Postal officers, 
and these are used as a corrective in the consideration of the other factors by which the estimated 
population of a district is determined. It is hoped that the accuracy of population estimates 
for integral parts of New Zealand is thus being improved. 


Borths. 


Prior to 1912 there were no statistics as to births, except numbers and sexes, but information 
is now obtained as to ages and birthplaces of parents, occupation of father, duration of marriage, 
and number, ages, and sexes of previous issue. A number of new tables have been compiled 
covering the year 1913, which it is proposed to extend next year. 


Deaths. 


The examination, on a scientific basis according to age, of the rates of mortality of its 
people is a matter of obvious importance to a nation, as it illustrates not only the effect of climate, 
but also the accumulated effect of all those social, medical, and other forces which affect longevity. 
Hitherto this important work has never been undertaken by the Department, and, in fact, apart 
from the crude death-rates produced annually, we are quite without any public knowledge of the 
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position regarding the mortality of the New Zealand population during the last twenty-two years, 
as there are no tables in existence covering a later date than 1892. In order to remedy this a 
mortality investigation is now being undertaken in quinquennial periods from 1891 to 1911, 
and the results, which I hope will be available shortly, will be brought out in such a form as to 
show progressively the trend of the mortality from period to period. 

Following the example of the English, Scotch, Indian, and other Census Departments, 
actuarial advice in this important work has been sought, and I wish to acknowledge the valuable 
assistance given by Mr. A. I. Traversi, A.I.A. (London), Actuary to the Friendly Societies Office, 
who, though under no obligation in the matter, has gone to considerable trouble to devise processes 
suitable to the circumstances, and otherwise assist. 


Or phanhood. 


Statistics of orphanhood have been prepared in New Zealand for over twenty years, and they 
have at various times been commended by actuaries in different parts of the world. They were 
used by the actuaries in the preparation of the Right Hon. D. Lloyd George’s national-insurance 
scheme. Hitherto we have simply recorded the number of children left at each age according 
to the age of deceased, with separate tables showing the age of the youngest child. These have 
now been extended to show sexes, birthplaces, certain causes of death, number in family under 
fourteen and under twenty-one. Last year steps were also taken to obtain age of widow (if any), 
so that for the future statistics will be compiled as to-number leaving widows and age of widow. 
So much attention is now being given to pension and superannuation schemes that it is important 
to observe and tabulate all facts relative to widows and orphans. It is hoped that with the 
further particulars now being added these statistics will be found even more valuable in this 
connection in the future than they have been in the past. 


Diseases in Hospitals. 


Full particulars as to patients treated are obtained direct from the hospitals by means of 
cards, from which accurate and reliable statistics of diseases, operations, &c., could be compiled, 
but so far full use has not been made of the information obtained. It is, however, much too 
valuable and important to the community to be left unused, and it is proposed to recast these 
statistics this year with the view to their extension and improvement. I intend conferring with 
the Hospitals Department in regard to them. 


LAw AND CRIME. 


Three years ago these statistics were reorganized, and by arrangement with the Justice 
Department the compilation is now made in this office from individual cards received from the 
Courts and gaols. By means of these cards it is now possible to compile statistics as to ‘‘ distinet 
offenders ’’ as well as to the number of offences, besides giving particulars as to age, &c. Last 
year, also, provision was made for obtaining the grounds alleged in divorce cases, and these will 
be tabulated in future. 


Imports AND Exports. 


In accordance with the recommendation in the report on my return from Australia and your 
subsequent instructions I conferred with the Comptroller of Customs, and as a result arrange- 
ments have been made for placing these statistics on a footing which will, I hope, for the future 
satisfy the needs of all interested. For 1914 and onwards the ‘‘ country of origin ’’ as well as 
the ‘‘ country of shipment ’”’ will be obtained and shown’ with the principal ports of entry into 
New Zealand for each commodity. <A classification of imports and exports (hitherto shown in 
alphabetical order) has also been constructed and adopted, giving more details than has ever pre- 
viously been attempted. The classification follows as far as practicable the lines of that adopted 
in the Commonwealth of Australia. The close connection existing between, and the similarity of 
conditions, &c., in, the two countries render it advisable that our statistics should harmonize for 
comparative purposes as far as possible. This factor is being kept in view whenever any portion 
of our statistics is being revised. 

An important advance in connection with our trade statistics is the proposed publication 
in a monthly summary of statistics (referred to later) of details of imports and exports, with 
comparative and cumulative figures, so that within a month of the close of each year the total 
figures for the year will be available. 


PRODUCTION. 
Agricultural and Pastoral. 


No proper and complete collection of these statistics has been made since that taken in con- 
junction with the census of 1911. There has been a collection of returns through the post for 
the principal grain and root crops each year, but the results have not been satisfactory. In 
accordance with the recommendations made on my return from Australia, and your instructions 
in connection therewith, I conferred with the Secretary of Agriculture and the Commissioner of 
Police as to the reorganization of these statistics. 

As a consequence recommendations were made for the collection and tabulation of very com- 
plete statistics of agricultural and pastoral production, at an estimated cost of £3,000 per annum. 
The system, which will be practically similar to that adopted with success in Victoria, will involve 
the utilization of the police in the collection of the statistics. The recommendations made have, 
as you are aware, recently been approved, and the first collection under the new system will take 
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place immediately after the next harvest. It is hoped that in addition to the usual statistics 
as to crops and live-stock the new system will gradually be extended to include the production 
of orchards and other valuable particulars as to the cultivation and occupation of holdings. 
Considering the importance of such production to New Zealand it is essential that accurate and 
reliable statistics should be obtained in regard thereto. 


Fisherves. 


Attempts have been made at various censuses to obtain statistics relating to fisheries, but 
the information collected has been so incomplete and unreliable as to render the tabulation 
undesirable. The industry is of great potential importance to the Dominion, and I hope that one 
of the results of Professor Prince’s visit will be that steps will be taken to obtain reliable data 
in regard to the industry. I intend, with your approval, conferring with the Secretary for 
Marine in the matter at an early date. 


Forestry. 


It is also to be regretted that there are no proper statistics in regard to forestry. I shall 
endeavour to make arrangements for obtaining particulars as soon as a favourable opportunity 
offers. 

Manufactories. 

There is nothing further to add, so far as industrial production is concerned, to what was 
stated in my report after visiting Australia. Although you approved of my conferring with the 
Labour Department as recommended there has been no opportunity of doing so yet. As soon, 
however, as the new system of collecting statistics re agricultural and pastoral production is 
initiated satisfactorily, I will approach the Labour Department for their co-operation in obtaining 
satisfactory statistics of industrial production. It is the next matter to be taken in hand, and 
I anticipate doing so shortly. 


INDUSTRIAL AND Economic INQUIRIES. 


Since the recommendations made in the report on my return from Australia I have, with 
your approval, made arrangements for the co-operation of the Labour Department in the collection 
of price statistics, from which to produce price index numbers on similar lines to those issued 
by the Commonwealth Statistician in Australia. Some twenty-three towns in the Dominion repre- 
sentative of inland and seaport districts have been selected, and the local Inspector of Factories 
in each will collect monthly, for despatch direct to this office, returns of the predominant retail 
prices of certain commodities and weekly rents. Similar monthly returns will also be obtained 
from the Inspectors in the four chief centres of wholesale prices over a somewhat larger range 
of commodities. From these returns, which will be carefully examined and tabulated, weighted 
price index numbers will be produced indicating some variations in the cost of living, &c. 

In initiating the new system an inquiry into the course of wholesale and retail prices in the 
four chief centres has also been instituted, and an endeavour is being made to carry it back to 
1891. I am not sanguine, however, of obtaining prices for all the commodities so far back, but 
I anticipate collecting fairly complete data to 1900, and probably a year or two earlier. Mr. J. R. 
Fraser, of the Labour Department, was detailed to visit the four centres to interview traders 
and make arrangements for the returns for back years, and his mission has been on the whole 
a very successful one. A considerable number of excellent returns have already been received, 
and I have to express my grateful appreciation of the very kind assistance received from 
merchants, shopkeepers, agents, and others in the matter. There are still a number of returns 
to collect, and there is a great deal of work to be done before the results can be presented to the 
public, but I hope they will be available before the end of the year. 

The field of industrial inquiries in New Zealand, particularly so far as it affects cost of 
living,. wages, unemployment, &c., has been practically untouched, and the above is merely a 
beginning subject to the limitation of our statistical staff, in regard to which I have made some 
references in my previous report. A collection of household budgets should be undertaken at an 
early date. 


PUBLICATIONS. 
Official Year-book. 


This book continues to receive attention. More use is being made of diagrams and graphs. 
Every endeavour is made to cover all the different activities and aspects of the Dominion, and 
where it fails in this endeavour it is principally because there are no statistics obtainable. When 
the various statistics are reorganized, however, it is hoped to make the Year-book more useful 
and complete than it is at present. 


Statistical Volume. 


Hitherto this has been issued in parts, and then in one complete volume, the parts and the 
volume being circulated to the same people. In order to save the cost of the printing and circula- 
tion of the parts, and also because the growing size of the volume militates against its transmission 
through the post, it has this year been decided, with your approval, to issue it in four volumes 
in their final form. Another advantage to be derived from this departure will be the acceleration 
of its issue to the public. It will be possible to proceed with two volumes simultaneously, and it 
is hoped, after this year, with the assistance of the Printing Department, to issue the first two 
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volumes, giving full detailed tables as to population, vital statistics, law and crime, and trade 


and interchange, within six months of the close of the year. 


Municipal Handbook. 


This book contains very detailed information in regard to every municipality in New Zealand, 
and in the 1913 issue particulars concerning twenty-six of the principal harbours of the Dominion 
are included for the first time. It is a reliable record of municipal activities, and its usefulness 
and value would be largely increased if it were made an annual instead of a biennial publication. 


In time also its scope might be enlarged to include particulars in regard to other local districts, 


so as to make it a Local Authority Year-book. 


Parliamentary Record. 


In accordance with your instructions, following an order of the Legislative Council on the 
motion of the Hon. Mr. Jenkinson, the various early records, Gazettes, &c., of the Dominion were 
searched, and the Parliamentary Record compiled and issued. 


Monthly Statistical Summary. 


Since your approval for the issue of a statistical summary by this office monthly, the com- 
pilation of the tables, &e., to be included has been taken in hand, and is now well under way. 


The first number will probably be issued for July or August. The aim of the summary is to give 


in a handy form very briefly and without comment a summary of the various statistics of the 


Dominion, new figures being added each month where available, so that it will always be up to 


date and contain the very latest statistics ascertained. Similar monthly publications in Austraha 


are greatly valued by merchants and others, and it is hoped the New Zealand one will also be 


found of practical value. 


General. 


In conclusion, I may say that the aim of the office is to make the statistics of the Dominion 
as complete and comprehensive as possible, with particular care as to their accuracy. Every effort 
is also made to expedite the issue of the statistics to the public at the earliest possible date.

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REPORT. 


The Hon. the Minister of Internal Affairs. 


Sir, — Wellington, 5th June, 1914. 
I have the honour to forward, for the information of His Excellency the 
Governor, my Second Report on the Public Service. 

My First Report, dated the 27th August, 1913, was written only eight months 
after the Public Service Commissioners assumed office. The extensive ramifica- 
tions of the Service and the diversity of professional and other work necessarily 
precluded an exhaustive inquiry. I therefore preferred to obtain fuller information 
before referring to much that I include in this report. 


WorkK oF COMMISSIONERS. 


This report as a whole will give some indication of the mass of work which has 
fallen upon the Commissioners during the past year. In addition, it may be men- 
tioned that one or other of the Commissioners has visited the following places for 
the purpose of inspection, or to give officers an opportunity of bringing their cases 
under notice—namely, Auckland, Hamilton, Cambridge, Thames, Te Aroha, Rotorua, 
New Plymouth, Wanganui, Palmerston North, Napier, Gisborne, Porirua, Blenheim, 
Picton, Nelson, Stoke, Reefton, Westport, Hokitika, Greymouth, Kumara, Christ- 
church, Oamaru, Timaru, Otekaike, Dunedin, Gore, Queenstown, Cromwell, Clyde, 
and Invercargill. 

One of the Commissioners has been engaged almost entirely on work in connec- 
tion with the sittings of the Board of Appeal for some months; and the current work 
of selecting staff, holding inquiries, and the other manifold duties in connection with 
eleven thousand officers has been by no means light. 

The classification of the Service was completed within eight months of the 
Commissioners assuming office, although similar work elsewhere in connection with 
an equal number of officers has often taken from eighteen months to two years. 
A great deal of time has been given to hearing and considering the representations of 
officers’ associations. 

It is to be hoped that when the Board of Appeal has heard the appeals in con- 
nection with the first classification the work of the Commissioners will become 
sufficiently normal to enable them to carry out a further inspection of offices 
throughout the Dominion. | 


EFFICIENCY AND CONDITION OF THE SERVICE. 


I stated eight months ago that the Service was not, broadly speaking, found 
to be in so efficient a state as it should have been, but that there was a marked 
improvement and an enthusiasm on the part of members of the Service, and a desire 
to improve the working-methods, which was not before known. I am glad to be 
able to say that the improvement has been continuous, as will be seen from the 
following pages, but there is still much to be done. As was to be expected among a 
body of eleven thousand officers, there has been a good deal of passive resistance 
shown by a few officers to the operations of the Commissioners; but, on the other 
hand, it is difficult to praise too highly the enthusiasm with which new ideas have 
been supported by others. That an aversion to improvements should be natural in 
men of mature years is not surprising ; it is still less surprising when the necessity 
for innovation is the result of slavishly following the methods of the past, 
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It is probably unfair to expect officers trained in some Departments of the 
Public Service to have a keen sense of business methods. It might more fairly be 
assumed that the system under which those particular Departments have grown 
up was such as to extinguish business capacity altogether. That this is not confined 
to the New Zealand Public Service, and is an inherent defect in a system in which 
there is not a Commission which can assume to some extent the functions akin to 
those of the general manager of a large business, is well known. The ill-founded 
belief that it 1s impossible to manage a Government Department in a method 
approaching to that of a business is another factor. 


The slow and ponderous movements of some Departments, and the seeming 
paralysis of others in times of emergency, are the result of causes which go far back, 
and which have been difficult to realize under a system—often the result of legis- 
lation—which has overloaded Ministers with details, many of which require not 
only the personal care of the Minister and the Permanent Head of the Department, 
but the attention of the Governor in Council. 


In all new countries, when the population is limited, affairs which now appear 
to be trifling assume considerable importance. The Governor, for example, begins 
his rule by taking a personal part in such minor details of the Public Service as 
would at the present day fall to the duty of a subordinate controlling officer. 
Under the same conditions, the Governor in Council is a body to which is referred 
and which passes Orders in affairs which appear to us now of little moment ; while 
legislation generally concerns itself with official procedure in detail. 

_ It is easy to imagine how the immediate control of individuals of the Public 
Service is gradually delegated to others; and, owing to the tendency to lean on 
written precedent, how functions precisely provided for by Act or dealt with by 
Order in Council are likely to be so continued, notwithstanding that the reason 
for the provision by Act or Order in Council has long passed away. As an example 
of the machinery required at present for the appointment of a comparatively un- 
important functionary, the case of a Ranger under an acclimatization society may 
be instanced as requiring the attention of the Permanent Head of the Department 
concerned, the recommendation of the Minister, and the Warrant of the Governor. 

The highest efficiency can more rapidly be attained by improvement from above 
than from below; and in order to put matters on a business footing I would recommend 
as a preliminary that steps be taken to have existing Acts of Parliament examined 
with a view to eliminating such provisions in regard to procedure as may be at the 
present time considered to be mere formalities which could be avoided altogether 
or discharged in the Department. As an illustration of the burden placed upon 
Ministers, I found that recently a Minister had to sign, at one time, some two hundred 
documents authorizing the licensing-out of boys from the industrial schools—a 
business which might very well devolve on some special officer of the Education 
Department. 

If efficiency in the conduct of business is to be measured by the facility with which 
it can be conducted, as I believe it should be, such facility can obviously be most 
readily attained by limiting the number of processes which at present many simple 
transactions have to go through. 

A hindrance to economy and efficiency is the avoidance by many Departments 
of the primary business principle of presenting a balance-sheet in commercial form. 
There is, I believe, no better check on needless expenditure than to compel Depart- 
ments to show their exact position. At the present time not all the commercial 
Departments show a proper balance-sheet: a mere statement of receipts and 
expenditure is far from sufficient. Departments which are revenue-collecting only 
should show clearly the percentage cost of the collection of revenue under its 
different heads as far as practicable, and Departments which describe themselves as 
spending Departments should show in far more detail than at present the way in 
which the money voted by Parliament is spent. Spending Departments which 
control quasi-commercial branches—as, for example, the Department of Agriculture— 
should show in a commercial form the balance-sheet of every experimental farm, 
with proper debits for the interest on the value of the property and plant; while 
expenditure for the destruction of rabbits, and the like, should be clearly apportioned 
to show the cost of supervision, office charges, labour, and material. 
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| To avoid looking things in the face, to be ignorant of the fact that work performed 

in one part of the Dominion is costing proportionately more for clerical assistance and 
more for labour than in another part, is wrong in principle, whether applied to a 
commercial house or a Government Department; and I cannot believe that any true 
business methods can be applied to the Public Service until Permanent Heads of 
Departments make themselves aware of such details, by keeping proper accounts 
to show the points at which economy and efficiency are being maintained or other- 
wise. Unless this is done there can never be any guarantee that an excessive staff 
is not being maintained. : 

In connection with the efficiency and condition ‘of Departments, a case may be 
quoted which it is hoped is an isolated one. Recently one of the Commissioners 
made an inspection of a district office, which was found to be in an unsatisfactory 
condition. On being asked who was responsible for the state of affairs, the officer 
in charge wrote as follows :— 

“The state of affairs in the —— office is due primarily to three causes,— 

‘First, the practice that obtained in the past of making —— the dumping- 
ground for unsatisfactory officers, who should have been dealt with 
summarily in the places from which they were transferred. Par- 
ticulars of these would take too long to enumerate, but will be 
supplied if necessary. 

“Secondly, to the practice of allowing officers to grow up in this office, 
and remain here all their lives, without acquiring a competent know- 
ledge of their duties. . 

“Thirdly, to the very lax system of discipline which obtained in this office 
for the generation preceding my advent here.”’ 

He then goes on to give examples of the lax system of discipline, and states 
that the record systems were inadequate, but claims that no one is responsible for this, 
as there had never been any uniform system adopted in the various offices of the 
Department. 


Co-OPERATION AND CO-ORDINATION OF DEPARTMENTS. 


In my First Report I referred at some length to the lack of co-operation and 
co-ordination of Departments. I particularly mentioned the failure of co-operation 
between the Departments and the Treasury. A beginning has been made by the 
Treasury to remedy this failure, involving the almost entire recasting of the 
method of account-keeping. Preparation for this necessarily occupied a great deal 
of time, and the Treasury was only able to bring the new system into working-order 
at the beginning of the preserit financial year. To enable proper inspection .to be 
undertaken by the Treasury, the Assistant Accountant was appointed Inspector of 
Departmental Accounts, and he has since been provided with an assistant. Details 
of the new system appear elsewhere. oy 

Although it is imperative that in order to ensure real efficiency a number of small 
Departments should cease their present independent existence, it has not been 
possible to carry out more than one amalgamation—namely, that of the Marine 
and Machinery Departments. 

In 1909 an attempt was made to group Departments. This resolved itself 
into little more than a nominal grouping—with the exception of the Pensions 
Department, which was absorbed by the Post Office. This was later removed from 
Post Office control and re-created as a special Department. There has been no valid 
reason, so far as can be seen, for the creation of so many small Departments. As 
showing the peculiar conditions which exist at present, it is found that, although the 
Government Insurance Department has all the machinery for the purpose, an 
entirely separate staff with a separate Actuary is attached to the Friendly Societies 
Department for the purpose of carrying out the life-insurance business of the National 
Provident Fund. The whole of the work could readily be undertaken by the Govern- 
ment Insurance Department, with no addition to its actuarial staff and very little 
addition, if any, to the number of clerks employed. The Friendly Societies Depart- 
ment could also with advantage be attached to the Government Insurance 
Department. The only objection offered is that the latter Department is, in effect, 
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working on a strictly commercial basis, while the cost of administration of the 
National Provident Fund is not ¢ harged to the fund; and the Government 
Insurance Department is averse to taking over a branch of life-insurance business 
which has not yet been demonstrated to be a profitable one. 

In the 1909 scheme of grouping Departments the essential advantage of com- 
bining the staffs was not carried out. In the instance I have just quoted the amal- 
gamation of the National Provident Fund could be so complete as to abolish the 
principal officer; but in the case of the Friendly Societies it would no doubt be 
necessary to retain a controlling officer under the Government Insurance Com- 
missioner, for the purpose of dealing with the many questions of an administrative 
and deliberative nature which necessarily arise. All the other work of the office, 
however, such as that of valuing friendly societies and keeping the necessary 
accounts, could be absorbed by the main Department. There would be no difficulty 
whatever in estimating the cost of the work from year to year and receiving pay- 
ment for it from the Treasury. 

There is always opposition on the part of officers to the amalgamation of Depart- 
ments, owing to the fear that the importance of the existing Heads will be reduced. 
In the majority of cases there is no need to fear this ; but what is absolutely certain 
is that a great deal of work of a more or less routine nature would be more efficiently 
performed, while the Permanent Head, often a professional man, would be relieved 
of the attempt to supervise clerical and other work about which he has no particular 
knowledge. As an instance of this, I take the case of a purely professional Depart- 
ment which is nominally a sub-department of another Department. I found that 
owing to the unexpected result of legislation the time of a principal professional 
officer was largely taken up with clerical work. From other causes the Permanent 
Head, also a professional officer, was also overloaded with clerical work. A clerk 
was provided for the first-mentioned officer and a shorthand-writer for the Per- 
manent Head. It was then found to be unnecessary to appoint two additional pro- 
fessional officers whom the Permanent Head expected he would require—a saving of 
quite £800 per annum, besides leaving the Permanent Head and his next officer 
reasonably free to carry out their important professional duties. Had this Depart- 
ment been strictly a portion of the principal Department, instead of being so 
in name only, there would have been no difficulty of the kind, as the whole Depart- 
ment would have been available to relieve the professional officers of mere detail. 

At present every small Department has its Accountant or Accounts Clerk, 
generally in addition to a Chief Clerk. I have no hesitation in saying that if half a 
dozen of the minor Departments were merged into one, and the account-keeping 
placed under the charge of a qualified accountant, the necessary work would be 
done more efficiently than at present, and at a quarter of the cost. 


What is required in this Dominion 1s a limited number of Departments, i in charge 
of Permanent Heads who will take control of all the clerical and accounting work 
and provide relief from one branch to the other as may be found necessary. Cadets 
entering such Departments should be required to pass from one branch to another 
in the early years of their career, so as to acquire a wide knowledge of the Depart- 
ment and be available for any branch. In small Departments cadets learn so little 
that their future usefulness is impaired. 

Much cost to the country, and general inconvenience to all concerned, 
is caused by the necessity for professional Heads having to deal with staff 
matters. A Department with four or five clerical officers 1s almost overwhelmed when 
a slight pressure of work ocat and the work of the Public Service Commissioner 
is unnecessarily increased by having to search among Departments to provide tem- 
porary relief. Such relief is rarely willingly given by Permanent Heads when it is 
required for another Department; but 1f large Departments were created as suggested, 
any hesitation on account of official jealousy or otherwise would disappear so far as 
the branches of that Department mens be concerned. 

The main point, however, is that the present system is unnecessarily costly, 
and not nearly so efficient as one with a limited number of Permanent Heads, 
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who alone should be described as Administrative officers. The Departments I 
recommend are the following fourteen in place of the existing thirty-three :— 
(1.) Treasury, to include Advances to Settlers, Public Service Superannuation, 
and Old-age Pensions. 
(2.) Internal Affairs, to include Public Health, Mental Hospitals, Immigration, 
Registrar-General, Statistician, and Government Printing. 
(3.) Education. 
(4.) Justice, to include Native, Cook Islands, Crown Law, and Prisons. 
(5.) Trade and Industries, to include Industries and Commerce, Mines, Marine, 
Inspection of Machinery, Labour, Patents, Tourist and Health Resorts. 
(6.) Agriculture. 
(7.) Inland Revenue, to include Land and Income Tax, Stamps, Lands and 
Deeds Registry, and Valuation. 
(8.) Lands and Survey, to include Lands for Settlement. 
(9.) Customs and Excise. 
(10.) Government Insurance, to include National Provident Fund and Friendly 
Societies. 
(11.) Public Trust. 
(12.) Public Works. 
(13.) State Fire Insurance. 
(14.) Post and Telegraph. 


The Audit Department and the civilian members of the Defence and Police De- 
partments are not included. It is necessary for the Audit Office to have a staff 
which should maintain an existence apart from a Permanent Head other than the 
Controller and Auditor-General. The present arrangement, under which a small 
proportion of the total staff of the Defence and Police Departments is subject to 
the Public Service Act, while the Head is not, necessitates those officers being 
treated specially. 

In recommending a Department of Trade and Industries, instead of a number 
of independent Departments performing work which is more or less inter-related, I 
have in view the great developments likely to take place in the near future. Details 
of the administration of such a Department will, no doubt, be a matter for discussion. 
As a matter of convenience, I have suggested the inclusion of the Tourist and Health 
Resorts Department; but the work of this Department would probably be better 
performed by the Railway Department, the hospitals and medical officers under the’ 
Tourist and Health Resorts Department being transferred to the Public Health 
branch of the Department of Internal Affairs. 

Unfortunately, the provision of accommodation for Government Departments 
in Wellington has not kept pace with the creation of new spheres of State activity 
and the consequent expansion of the Service, with the result that amalgamation in 
some cases will be difficult. There is no reason, however, why the building pro- 
gramme of the next few years should not be designed to carry out the proposals now 
made. 

A striking instance of lack of co-operation of Departments came under notice 
in connection with coal royalties. The collections are made by the local Receivers 
of Gold Revenue, and in some cases by Receivers of Land Revenue. There was 
no supervision, the Receivers simply receiving such royalties as the coal-mine 
lessees might tender, and being in no position to check the figures. The Per- 
manent Head of one Department stated that a second Department was under the 
impression that the first Department charged ‘itself with full responsibility in the 
matter; but both the first Department and a third Department thought that a 
fourth Department was taking the responsibility. The result was that no one 
attended to the matter, and there was reason to fear that a large amount had been 
lost to the revenue in consequence. This has now been put on a proper footing 
by section 24 of the Public Revenues Amendment Act, 1913. 

Similarly, the collection of timber royalties appears to have been performed in 
a haphazard manner, as is shown in the following extract from the report of the 
1913 Forestry Commission :— 
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‘In some cases the Warden’s Courts are held in small decayed mining 
townships, where the Clerk of the Court may be the local constable ; such 
constables are liable to frequent transfer, with the result that the collection 
of timber royalties has in some cases been allowed to get into arrears, and 
then, through millers becoming insolvent, large sums have been lost to 
the Crown. Instances of this have been brought under our notice.” 

It is only a few days ago since I ascertained, by means of an inspection made 
on my behalf, that a local officer had been paying over to local bodies proportions 
of revenue as much as five and six times the amount to which they were legally 
entitled. In the same Department it was also found, in respect of the accounting- 
methods, that the procedure adopted in the various centres materially differed, 
and in one case it was ascertained that as large a sum as £14,000 had not been 
claimed as a refund to the departmental vote. 

It seems singular that with an Audit Department having Inspectors throughout 
the country, and other Departments vitally concerned in such collections and pay- 
ments, it should be possible for discoveries of this kind to be made. As provision 
for the inspection of accounts by the Treasury Department has been made, it is to 
be hoped that a vigorous policy of inspection will make leakages and overpayments 
of the kind impossible. How far they extend it is difficult to determine. 


CO-OPERATION WITHIN DEPARTMENTS. 


There is one phase of departmental administration that calls for serious 
attention. It has been impressed on the Commissioners since they have taken 
control of the Service that steps should be taken to bring the district officers more 
closely into touch with their head offices, in order to ensure a full and sympathetic 
correlation of the respective duties. 

Local officers who are so situated as to be within easy and economical 
reach of Wellington should be brought much more frequently to their head office 


than has been the practice in the past, to discuss the various points that 


arise from time to time in the course of departmental work; and it is equally 
necessary that the Permanent Head should avail himself of every convenient oppor- 
tunity to visit his district offices, and thus make himself thoroughly acquainted with 
local work and requirements. 

The visits of the Commissioners to the different portions of the Dominion have 
enabled them to say that a very marked improvement could be effected in the 
relations at present existing between the several offices of Departments if they were 
brought more into touch with each other. It appears to the Commissioners that 
at the present time the fact that these district offices exist as part of one organization 
is overlooked to some extent. It has been found that instructions are drafted, forms 
sometimes printed, and schemes put into operation by head offices without the 
district offices being brought into consultation in regard to these oftentimes important 
matters. In this way a Department is frequently deprived of the assistance of able 
and enthusiastic officers, whose opinions and advice in regard to many matters 
affecting the organization of the work would be of the greatest value. 

It is also considered that the greatest care should be exercised by head offices 
in Gases where minor irregularities have occurred, so as in no way to interfere with 
the cordiality which should always mark the relations between head and district 
offices. The Commissioners feel that if the Permanent Heads would regard the 
branches of their Departments as full partners in a complete scheme of organization 
very beneficial results would accrue to the Service generally. 


ACCOUNT-KEEPING. 


Consequent upon the institution of various reforms in the interests of the 
public, improvements in the methods of accounting as between the Treasury and 
the general Departments of the Service, and the passing of the Public Revenues 
Amendment Act, 1913, several important amendments to the Treasury Regulations 
were considered necessary. As some minor alterations, in the direction of widening 
the scope of the regulations to cover any improvements that time may show to be 
expedient, were considered desirable, advantage was taken of the opportunity to 
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recast and revise the existing regulations to meet the altered circumstances ; and, 
together with the clauses inserted to cover the latest requirements, new Treasury 
Regulations were gazetted on the 30th March, to come into force on the 1st April, 1914. 

Briefly, the general effect of the amended regulations has been to shorten the 
methods of rendering departmental accounts to the Treasury, without in any way 
impairing the efficiency of the result formerly obtained, while closer co-operation 
has been established. Forms have been standardized, while an efficient, uniform, 
and progressive system of accounting for departmental receipts and expenditure 
has been introduced, which does away with a considerable amount of duplication 
and overlapping. The responsibility for keeping itemized accounts has been 
definitely placed with Departments, the Treasury dealing with totals only. 

Payment is now made to claimants by order-cheques which embody a form 
of receipt, rendering it unnecessary for the holders to visit the post-office to receipt 
vouchers and obtain counter-signatures, as formerly. Besides being a great con- 
venience to the public, the Post and Telegraph Department has been relieved of a 
considerable amount of work, the value of which I believe was estimated at about 
£1,200 per annum. 

It has also been arranged that claims for amounts up to £5 may be paid locally, 
without the necessity of first referrmg the relative vouchers to Wellington. 

Uniform accounting periods have been adopted whereby all Receivers and 
Imprestees are required to forward their returns four times per calendar month, 
instead of weekly, as formerly. 

Salaries and wages of all persons employed in the Government Service are in 
future to be paid in cash wherever possible. 

Provision has been made whereby routine matters formerly referred to the 
Minister in charge of the Department may be dealt with by the Permanent Head. 


REFERENCE TO DEPARTMENTS IN First REPORT. 


Many suggestions in which the existing practices of Departments could be 
reviewed and altered with advantage were made in the First Report. These were 
brought specially under the notice of Departments, and the replies which have been 
received will be found in Appendix D. 

While appreciation must be expressed at the efforts made and the assistance 
rendered by some Departments in giving effect to suggestions in regard to the re. 
modelling of current practices with the object of curtailment of work, yet at the same 
time it must be mentioned that others, instead of being prompt to adopt suggestions 
when easy means of producing economy and efficiency have been pointed out to them, 
have either taken no action or else have so approached the matter as to largely 
negative the good effect that should have been derived. Such resistance and 
unnecessary delay is not satisfactory. 


MopERN METHODS IN OFFICE-WORK. 


Special attention has been paid during the year to the introduction of modern 
office-processes and the adapting of mechanical office-appliances to the work of 
Departments, and every opportunity has been taken to suggest the extension of these 
methods throughout the Service. 

The class formed in Wellington last year for teaching the uses of mechanical office- 
appliances was well attended by typistes in the general Service, by Telephone cadettes, 
and by female employees in the Government Printing Office. At the conclusion of 
the course of instruction a competitive efficiency examination was held, for which 
thirty candidates sat. The result of the examination, the first of its kind to be 
held in the Dominion, was very satisfactory, as eighteen of the examinees secured 
a pass, and one a partial pass. All the successful candidates are now employed 
in the Departments where these appliances are in use; but as the first examination 
did not produce sufficient qualified machinists to meet all the demands of the Service, 
a second class was formed early in February of this year, and the course of instruc- 
tion is in progress. A number of the women attending this class are at present 
sufficiently advanced to enable their services to be utilized by Departments. 
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A certain amount of the practice-time of the typistes learning the newer pro- 
cesses has been devoted to actual departmental work. As an illustration, one 
parliamentary return which was formerly prepared at a cost of £40 was completed 
by the machine process in the school at a cost of £6; and if the data for the return 
had been received from the Department in good shape it could have been prepared 
for 50 per cent. less. | 

In Auckland it has been found necessary to form a similar class. It is being 
conducted by one of the successful candidates at the first examination held in 
Wellington, and is being attended by eighteen typistes and Telephone cadettes. 
It will be periodically supervised by the Instructor, who will hold an examination 
in due course. The establishing of a class at Christchurch is under consideration. 

Throughout the year the Instructor has continued to visit the Departments 
in Wellington in which the new appliances have been installed and the new pro- 
cesses adopted, and has instructed the operators and supervised the work of adapting 
the machines to the particular requirements of each Department. In addition to 
this branch of the work, the services of the Instructor have been very largely availed 
of by the Departments in the compilation of new forms and for the more efficient 
and economical handling of the work, and in other ways have been of assistance 
in dealing with the many questions of detail that necessarily arise in connection 
with the adoption by the Service of new systems and practices. 

The inexperience of the operators in the initial stage of the use of these 
appliances has in some cases raised a doubt as to the suitability of a machine for 
particular work; but in every case, after the Instructor has supervised and advised 
the operator during the progress of the work in an office, the results have been 
satisfactory. 

Many economies have been effected in regard to supplies. Details of this kind 
are apt to be regarded as of trivial importance; but, in view of the waste which 
has undoubtedly occurred in the past in the matter of stationery and supplies gene- 
rally, these savings, though small in themselves, will in the aggregate represent a 
substantial economy. 

All requisitions for mechanical office-appliances have been submitted to the 
expert attached to the Commissioner’s office, who has gone carefully into the work 
on which it has been proposed to use the machines. In this way a large amount 
of unnecessary expenditure has been avoided in the purchase of machines that 
on investigation have been shown to be unsuitable for the wants of the Depart- 
ment. On the other hand, it is also necessary to state that several machines 
have been purchased by more than one Department without the approval of the 
Commissioner, and therefore without any advantage having been taken of the advice 
of the expert. It has been found that in some instances the machines so acquired 
are not at all suited to the work proposed to be done on them, and that their purchase 
will result in no economy. 

It is proposed to extend the visits of the Instructor to the offices throughout 
the Dominion, in order to ascertain In what further manner mechanical processes 
and modern methods can be applied to local work. By means of their general 
application wherever practicable throughout the Service it is confidently anticipated 
that it will be possible, in Departments where the business is expanding at a rapid 
rate, to handle the increase in the work without any marked addition to the existing 
staffs. This has already been the experience in the offices where the new methods 
are in operation, as will be seen by reference to Appendix H, which comprises excerpts 
from the reports of the Departments that have adopted the improved methods. 

These reports show clearly that the introduction of modern processes 
in the Public Service has already been attended with most satisfactory results in 
regard to the vital essentials of efficiency and economy, and fully justify the 
prediction to which I gave expression in my First Report. Even in the short time 
that has elapsed since their introduction, together with the use of the new forms, 
multiple and compound schemes, the economy arising therefrom has been demon- 
strated to be £15,800 per annum. It will be obvious, of course, that it 1s 
still not possible to estimate the full economic effect of installing the machines, as 
so much depends on the skill and efficiency of the operators; but as the latter 
become more expert, so too will the beneficial results be more apparent. 
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When these modern processes are in full working-order, and the machines under 
the control of thoroughly efficient operators, a very large increase should be shown 
on the already substantial saving effected. Reproductions of forms illustrating 
multiple schemes and other processes in operation in various Departments, as well 
as illustrations of the forms, &¢., in use prior to the introduction of such methods, 
appear in Appendix I. 

The following 1s a typical instance of the minor savings which assist towards 
the aggregate of £15,800 :—

A difficulty is still being experienced in securing machines adapted to special 
phases of work, owing to the fact that they have to be built according to 
specifications, and that the manufacturers in some cases require six months in which 
to complete each order. The inconvenience that has been caused by this shortage 
has, however, been minimized to a large extent by a system of exchange of 
machines between Departments. 

Quite apart from the actual monetary consideration, in many cases the intro- 
duction of machine processes has enabled the work of Departments to be carried 
on with greater facility, and with an appreciable diminution in the amount of over- 
time in offices where hitherto a great amount of it has been necessary to keep pace 
with the work. Evidence of this will also be found in Appendix H. 


New Books AND Forms. 


It was stated in the First Report that steps had been taken whereby all new 
books and forms should be submitted to the Commissioners before being brought 
into use. During the past year the practice has been continued, with satisfactory 
results. 

In cases where it has been considered that forms or books could be improved 
upon they have been resubmitted to the Departments concerned. Numerous changes 
have been made as the outcome, and in a number of cases it has been found that 
forms and books requisitioned for were superfluous. In view of the experience 
gained, it becomes a question for further consideration whether it should not be 
arranged for the whole of the reprinting of books and forms to be referred for 
approval before new supplies are obtained, but probably the best way to deal with 
the matter will be for each Department during the ensuing twelve months to carry 
out a thorough revision of its books and forms. If this is done in an intelligent 
manner 1t 1s considered that thousands of pounds per annum will be saved. One 
case—not an isolated one—may be mentioned as illustrating alterations carried 
out, in which an original submission from a Department was so reconstructed that 
one form was made to serve the purpose of three. 

It has been noticed from time to time that books in many cases are far too 
large for ordinary requirements. Where it is necessary to use books for accounting 
and statistical purposes their size should be kept within reasonable limits. These 
large books are a feature which has been handed down from bygone days, and one 
which has been found particularly common in Government offices. 


ECONOMIES. 


In my First Report [ estimated that economies amounting to £47,000 per annum 
could be effected, but it was indicated that it would be some time before the full effect 
of altered arrangements could be seen. In estimating economies no special mention 
was made of the saving likely to be effected when Departments could be inspected 
more thoroughly and surplus officers marked for removal, It is somewhat difficult to 
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distinguish savings on this account, and others which are stated in more general 
terms. There is, “however, a record of economies resulting through vacant positions 
not being required to be filled during the year, the total value of which was £8,000. 
In addition, indirect economies of quite £3,000 have resulted from a utilization of 
excess officers for temporary work in other Departments instead of engaging tempo- 
rary clerks. 
As regards the savings estimated in August last, the following is the present 
position :—

The unseen economies of the year resulting from the better disposition of the 
staff wherever this could be arranged were considerable, but it is difficult to allot a 
definite amount, owing to the fact that the Service must continue to expand rapidly 
so long as the revenue continues to increase. Under some headings the additional 
cost of collecting additional revenue is high. 

The economies likely to result from the amalgamation of Departments, as 1s 
proposed elsewhere, cannot be estimated exactly. There is no doubt, however, that 
they will be considerable in the near future, 1f not at once.

If expectations are realized under all headings, the annual economy should be 
£67,000, instead of £47,000 as estimated last year. In addition, a further £4,500 
is in sight on account of improved methods of working in the Post and Telegraph 
Department. To avoid the risk of overlapping items, I think it may safely be said 
that within a couple of years a full annual saving of at least £65,000 will be apparent. 

A growing difficulty is the fact that too many of the officers released by Depart- 
ments are drawing such salaries that it will take time to find them work which is 
worth the salary paid. 


SUGGESTIONS FOR IMPROVEMENTS. 


Regulation No. 17, which invites officers to submit suggestions having for their 
object improvements in the method of working which will tend to increased 
efficiency or economy, has met with gratifying response, many valuable ideas having 
been submitted during the past year. This is evidence of the interest which 
some officers are taking in the work of their Departments. Several of these 
suggestions have been approved, and are now in operation, with satisfactory results ; 
and others are under consideration. In some cases, although the suggestions 
have not themselves been adopted, they have led to distinct improvements and 
economies in departmental practices. Other suggestions, which would have proved 
of value had the existing methods been continued, have been superseded by a 
complete change in the procedure of the Departments concerned. In addition to 
the above, suggestions to the number of 109 have been forwarded to the 
Commissioner, but, for various reasons, have not been adopted. 

It has been frequently stated by officers that there has been such great objection 
in some Departments to receive suggestions for improvements that the officers have 
felt it to be useless to attempt to make further suggestions. Having In mind a 
proved case in which a suggestion by an officer was deliberately withheld from the 
Commissioners by a Department, I am reluctantly compelled to conclude that 
there must be good ground for the general feeling in the Service of the inutility of 
officers approaching their Departments with suggestions. While it must happen that 
suggestions are sometimes impracticable or have been forestalled, officers should be 
encouraged to bring forward anything which they consider to be new and worthy of 
adoption. 

In accordance with the intimation conveyed in my First Report I append the 
names of the officers whose suggestions have been adopted, together with brief 
particulars of their schemes :— 

Mr. W. H. Frethey, Tourist Department, Wellington, suggested the establish- 
ment of a general-messenger service to serve all the Departments, in lieu of the 
former system by which individual Departments provided their own messengers, 
as it was found that messengers attached to some offices had really insufficient 
work to keep them occupied at all times. The suggestion was that messengers 
should be despatched from the general-messenger staff at regular intervals to the 
different Departments for the delivery and posting of correspondence and despatch 
of telegrams. The whole question was referred to and dealt with by the Permanent 
Head of the Internal Affairs Department ; and, as a result, the control of the service

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was centred in his Department, and has resulted in a substantial saving. A further 
reference to this scheme will be found on page 37 of the report. This and the 
following are regarded as the two best suggestions of the year. 

Mr. A. G, Clarke, Post and Telegraph Department, Auckland, suggested, in 
connection with quarterly and annual balances in the Post Office Savings-banks, 
a simpler system than that in force to deal with the volume of work now necessary, 
yet at the same time retaining an adequate record and check. Briefly put, 
Mr. Clarke suggested that a quarterly and annual balance should be arrived at by 
using the balances at credit as shown by the ledger-cards. If, for example, the total 
balance at credit of the Auckland District on the 31st December was £3,000,000, 
a quarterly balance would be arrived at by adding to this sum the total deposits 
and interest on closed accounts for the quarter, and deducting from it the total 
amount of withdrawals. If this total agreed with the total of balances shown on 
the ledger-cards (arrived at by the use of an adding and listing machine) it would 
prove that the deposits and withdrawals were in accord with the period summaries, 
which is really the object aimed at in balancing quarterly. Mr. Clarke pointed 
out that the advantages to be gained by the adoption of this system are simplifica- 
tion, by which the natural and certain increase of this class of savings-bank work 
will be dealt with by machines, and not by increase of staff; the same objects that 
the present system aims at are provided for, while the extended balance shown at 
credit on the cards will be proved at the end of each quarter—each section of accounts 
and ledger-cards will balance automatically ; errors will be easily determined ; and 
the long and wearisome process of calling and, almost invariably, recalling of the 
slips against the summaries entirely eliminated. This system of quarterly and yearly 
balancing has been in use for the last two years by the Auckland Savings-bank, with 
unqualified success. 

It was felt by the Department that the change proposed was of too important 
and radical a nature to make without a practical demonstration extending over a 
period of at least one complete quarter and an annual balance, and for this purpose 
one of the smaller offices was suggested. As it was desirable that the scheme should 
be brought into effective general use at the earliest possible date should the trial 
demonstrate its success, arrangements were made forthwith for Mr. Clarke to take 
charge of the Thames Money-order and Savings-bank Office, and have control of 
the experiment. Mr. Clarke accordingly proceeded to the Thames office for this 
purpose, taking with him an expert machinist who had been trained in the first 
class held in the Public Service Commissioner’s office. The experiment proved 
an entire success. The machine throughout did good work, and demonstrated 
beyond doubt that in the hands of a careful efficient operator this class of business 
could be dealt with by mechanical process just as accurately as and far more expedi- 
tiously than by the ordinary clerk. One machine will do the work of two officers, 
where supplied with material suitable to its requirements. As the result of the 
trial at the Thames was satisfactory, arrangements have been made to put the 
scheme into operation at Auckland to see whether it can be applied with equal 
success at a central office, with a view to its ultimate adoption throughout the 
Dominion. 

Mr. F. D. Andrews, of the Post and Telegraph Department, Wellington, sug- 
gested a printed form of envelope for intercommunication between Government 
Departments in Wellington, which saves considerable time in the despatch of corre- 
spondence. 

Mr. F. W. Clayton, Valuation Department, Wellington, suggested the use by 
the Valuation Department of a rubber stamp for the lettering and figuring required 
to be done on the maps of the Department—which work has hitherto been done 
by hand—and an extension of the use of the sun-print apparatus for copying in 
connection with the map-work. 

Mr. A. C. Philpott, Department of Agriculture, Industries, and Commerce, 
Napier, brought under the notice of the Department a new system of registration 
of live-stock brands and ear-marks. After very careful examination and inquiry 
it was decided that the system of brands and ear-marks submitted by Mr. Philpott 
possessed distinctive features which renders it superior to the system at present 
in operation, and at the suggestion of the Commissioner arrangements have been 
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made by the Department for the gradual introduction of the new registration system 
throughout the Dominion. The Permanent Head reports that the work of registra- 
tion under the new system will be carried out much more satisfactorily by 
clerical officers than by the Inspectors of Stock, who will thus be relieved of 
unnecessary Clerical work. 

Mri Cn uns een: Government Insurance Department, Wellington, sug- 
gested a scheme which has had the effect of largely reducing and simplifying 
the work in connection with fire-insurance policies on mortgaged properties. The 
new system has been found so effective in the Government Insurance Depart- 
ment that its adoption by the other lending Departments of the State is now 
being considered. 

Mr. G. W. Clinkard, Land and Income Tax Department, Wellington, suggested 
an alteration in the form of account and master sheets at present in use In connec- 
tion with land- and income-tax work, which will result in improvements in the 
preparation of accounts. 

Mr. J. Monahan, Land and Income Tax Department, Wellington, submitted a 
scheme to avoid the rewriting of assessment-tickets from the rough registers of the 
Department, and a proposal to prepare land-tax-return forms for issue for two 
years at the one operation by carbon process. 

Mr. J. W. Salmon, Post and Telegraph Department, Wellington, submitted new 
forms for the simplification of account-keeping by Registrars of Electors. This scheme 
will be more economical than, as well as a great improvement on, the old method. 

Mr. R. F. G. Hannan, Land and Deeds Registry Office, Wellington, suggested 
that steps should be taken to prevent the present loss arising through the evasion of 
the payment of search fees payable under the Land Transfer and Deeds Registration 
Acts; and, as a result, action has been taken to further safeguard the collection of 
this revenue. 

Mr. M. J. A. McKeefry, Land and Deeds Registry Office, Dunedin, suggested 
that numbering-machines should be introduced for the numbering of documents and 
deeds, which work is at present done by hand. This system has been tried in the 
Dunedin office, and has given entire satisfaction. 

Mr. P. C, Jordan, Government Printing Office, Wellington, made suggestions 
having for their object the improvement of the present system of accounting in 
the Department. These have been approved. 


OFFICE ACCOMMODATION. 


The accommodation provided in the majority of cases for Government offices 
is Just about as unsuitable as it could be. It usually consists of a series of small 
rooms, which it can easily be understood renders supervision an impossibility ; more- 
over, under such conditions an undesirable result is that the isolation of officers brings 
about lines of demarcation fatal to good management, and destroys the community 
of interest. 

For the purpose of dealing with all matters of accommodation, .a Board, 
reporting to the Minister of Internal Affairs—consisting of Messrs. R. Triggs, 
Assistant Public Service Commissioner; H. J. H. Blow, Permanent Head, Public 
Works Department; and J. Hislop, Permanent Head, Department of Internal 
Affairs—was set up in September, 1913, and it has made recommendations for the 
rearrangement of the new buildings at Christchurch, the Government Buildings at 
Auckland, and also at Nelson, besides providing for and rearranging the accom- 
modation in several of the smaller Departments generally. Appendix B contains 
an epitome of the several matters dealt with by the Board. 


STORES. 


Prominence was given to the question of stores administration in the first 
report, and a great deal of attention has been given to the matter during the 
past year. Although an exhaustive examination into the practices adopted in the 
different stores branches of the Departments was not feasible, information has been 
collected, and eventually important changes will be effected, with (1) a resultant 
increase in the efficiency of administration, and (2) considerable economy in the 
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cost of procuring stores and supplies. The following summary will indicate the 
steps already taken to deal with this very important unit of the Service :— 


Stores Requlations.—The regulations gazetted on the 18th April, 1913, have been 
found suitable in the case of practically every Department, but minor amendments 
are under consideration. Special rules have been prepared for the guidance of 
every one employed in connection with the management and control of stores. 
In some cases these are in force, and in others under consideration. In addition, 
suggestions have been made affecting the books to be kept and returns to be 
rendered, &c. 

Stores Tender Board.—This Board, consisting of six departmental officers, was 
constituted on the 12th June, 1913, for the purpose of securing uniformity in the 
conditions and specifications of all contracts for stores, and seeing that the condi- 
tions imposed meet the requirements of the Departments concerned. The first 
annual report of the Board has been made, and appears in Appendix A hereto. 

The results of the work to date are very gratifying, and it will be seen from a 
perusal of the report that the existence of the Board has been more than justified. 
Briefly, 84 tenders for stores of a total value of £113,524, and 134 contracts of 
an estimated annual value of £77,735, were dealt with; while under the regula- 
tion for purchase of stores in case of extreme necessity 21 items were authorized, 
value £4,492. 

It is early yet to say what will be the saving consequent upon the 
initiation of this reform, but the following are some of the advantages which will 
accrue from the setting-up of the Tender Board :— 

(a.) Schedules and conditions of contract will be made reasonably uniform. 
(b.) The number of contracts will be reduced by one-half. 

(c.) Less work will be involved in arranging contracts. 

(d.) The cost of advertising and printing will be reduced. 

(e.) Better prices will be obtained and more satisfactory supplies procured. 


Departmental Property.—It was found that the records of departmental pro- 
perty, representing thousands of pounds, were in a very unsatisfactory state, 
that in several Departments no attempt had been made to keep proper records, 
and that, where they were kept, no proper scrutiny existed. Steps have been taken 
for the establishment of simple records, whereby property of this nature will be 
systematically accounted for. Regulations were drafted and submitted to a 
conference of Permanent Heads, who in turn appointed a committee of their 
number ‘to give consideration to the matter. It is anticipated that a final review 
will shortly be made, when the regulations will be gazetted and brought into 
force. 

Inspection of Stores.—As has already been stated, the inspection and audit 
have not in the past been of utility; but due prominence having been given to these 
matters in the Stores Regulations, there is now some degree of uniformity. Reports 
covering audit, inspection, and stocktaking have been received from the Permanent 
Heads of Departments, who are required to deal with the subject at least once 
yearly. It is hoped in this way to properly control the purchase, receipt, inspection, 
custody, issue, and disposal of stores, and to prevent wasteful, improper, and 
extravagant practices, and overstocking. A periodical inspection by an expert will 
probably be arranged for, apart altogether from departmental supervision. 


Control of Stationery, and Requisitioning for Supplies.—The subject of the supply 
of stationery and office requisites has recently been under consideration, and it has 
been decided— 

(a.) That wherever practicable all stationery-depots which may have 
become established by Departments shall be closed, and that 
supplies shall be obtained to meet current requirements from the 
Government Stationery Office, thus avoiding the keeping of stocks 
by Departments: 

(b.) That Departments shall, except in case of emergency, arrange to obtain 
supplies from the Government Stationery Office, the Manager of the 
Stationery Office making the necessary arrangements for purchasing 
any supphes not stocked by him: 
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(c.) That requisitions for stationery and office requisites from all offices, 
except those situated in Wellington City, shall be made quarterly. 
In regard to Wellington City, requisitions shall be submitted 
monthly. Emergency requisitions may, however, be submitted 
when occasion requires. To enable the supply of requisitions to be 
spread evenly over the year the Dominion has been divided into 

districts, and special dates for requisitioning allotted to each. 
A new form of requisition has been printed, and has been in use since the 

Ist January of the present year. 


Stores Accounts, Post and Telegraph Department.—During the year an important 
step has been taken by the Permanent Head of the Post and Telegraph Department, 
by transferring the accounting, and the work incidental thereto, from the stores 
branch to the Chief Accountant’s office. This is undoubtedly the right course to 
adopt. It is the opinion of the Commissioners that officers in charge of stores should 
confine their attention to the purchase and receipt of stores and to the supply of the 
requirements of Departments, and should have as little to do as possible with the 
accounting. Quite apart from the administrative effect, not only will economy 
result from the change, but there will also be a considerable simplification of the 
system. It is estimated that the change will permit of the saving of the services of 
at least four officers—a reduction of 334 per cent. in staff, and a decrease in cost of 
48 per cent. or £805 for the year. , 

General.—(a.) Central store: Reference is made in the First Report to the 
possibility (in view of the large sums expended annually on stores administration) 
of the consolidation of the interests of the several Departments in the direction 
_of the establishment of a central store. Special inquiries have already been made 

from such of the Australian States as have given recognition to the practice; and 

the replies, with accompanying departmental reports, are under consideration in 
view of the desirability of providing one store common to the whole of the 
Departments or groups of Departments. This will necessitate the appointment of a 
Controller and staff; but, as the central-store question will take time to consider, 
and in view of the unsatisfactory position existing with regard to stores-control 
in the Public Works Department, a Stores Manager is being appointed for this 
Department. 

(b.) Purchase-order: Suitable forms have been printed forthe ordering of 
stores. This will secure uniformity in purchase-arrangements, and, the forms being 
prepared by carbon process, will enable a clear record to be kept for aceounting 
purposes. 

(c.) Purchase of stores under competitive quotation: In the case of stores 
not exceeding £100 in value in any one class, which are not included in any 
contract schedule, supplies are now to be obtained by competitive quotation where 
the requirements of any Department necessitate such purchases. Quotation forms 
must be issued containing the terms and conditions under which quotations are 
invited ; and when obtained a comparative summary must be prepared, checked, 
certified correct, and submitted to the Permanent Head, who is to decide which 
quotation shall be accepted, with the exception that the Minister’s approval must 
be obtained in cases where it is not intended to accept the lowest quotation. 

The economical dealing with, and the proper care of, both stores and depart- 
mental property should be finally arranged at an early date. With the co-operation 
of and loyal assistance from officers engaged in duties connected with stores- 
management, system and good order should prevail, resulting in efficiency, economy, 
and discipline. Conferences of officers will be arranged for as occasion demands. 


RECORDS. 

The new system of recording recommended for general adoption is now installed 
in the following Departments: Agriculture, &c. (partially), Customs (Head Office 
and Collector), Defence, Dominion Laboratory, Government Statistician’s, Internal 
Affairs (now including Electoral and Government Advertising), Labour, Lands, 
Marine (now including Machinery), Meteorological, Post and Telegraph (Secretary’s 
office, Chief Inspector’s office, Inspector of Telegraph-offices, and in the chief post- 
offices at Auckland, Ghriatchonels Dunedin, Invercargill, Oamaru, Timaru, and 
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Wellington), Public Health, Hospitals and Charitable Aid, Tourist and Health 
Resorts, and Treasury, and in the Public pent Commissioner’s Office. 

As was anticipated, no great difficulty has been experienced in applying the 
general system to Departments in which it has so far been installed. A report upon 
the working of the system in these Departments will be sgn in Appendix C. 

The savings already made exceed £2,000 per annum, in addition to which 
further savings are in view. 

The suitability of the system to meet the requirements of all Government 
Departments has now been placed beyond question. 

It is of interest to note that requests for information in regard to the system 
have been received not only from local bodies in the Dominion, but also from 
authorities abroad. 


FURLOUGH. 


Under Acts which were repealed by the Public Service Act it was provided that 
officers of at least ten years’ continuous service might be granted twelve months’ 
leave of absence, and officers of a lesser period of service, any time not exceeding 
six months’ leave of absence—in each case on half-pay. For some years this had 
remained more or less in abeyance. 

The matter of furlough was made the subject of a regulation of the Public 
Service Commissioner when control of the Service was assumed, and the former 
statutory provision was accepted as a basis for the regulation. It was felt at the time 
that this might be subject to modification when more experience had been gained. 
At present a public servant can, if convenient, be granted six months’ leave of absence 
on half-pay after long service, and later on he is granted three months’ leave of 
absence prior to retirement. As many officers are unable to take advantage of six 
months’ leave on half-pay, it is considered that in justice to officers of long service 
the present regulation on the subject of furlough should be reviewed and an 
arrangement made similar to that in the Commonwealth, under which officers of, 
say, twenty years’ service would be entitled to six months’ leave of absence on 
full pay, which, if not taken previously, would be granted before retirement. It 
may also be proposed that if an officer about to retire preferred not to take the 
leave, he be granted the equivalent in money. This, however, would require legisla- 
tion. 


OFFICERS’ LEAVE. 


Some instances have been brought under notice in which officers have taken 
leave at times which are seriously inconvenient to their Departments. <A case 
has come under notice in which a controlling officer left his office for annual leav 
when two of his junior officers were absent, and without making proper provision 
for the conduct of his duties. This is a matter which requires the strict attention 
of the Permanent Heads. 

Since the centralization of control of the messenger services of Departments 
was effected, the staff has been placed on such a footing as to be able to provide 
from within its own ranks for temporary absences of officers on sick-leave or annual 
leave. It should be mentioned that though messengers are excluded from the 
operation of Part IV of the regulations, they are being granted the leave provided 
under these regulation 

The question of leave for the masseurs and masseuses of the Tourist Department 
was recently considered, and it was decided to grant an additional week to those 
engaged on wet massage and to the head masseuse, on account of the special nature 
of their duties. 

An all-round addition of a week has also been made to the leave of light- 
keepers of the Marine Department. : 

The subject of special holidays has also been considered. Frequently Depart- 
ments are notified that ‘‘ such officers as can be spared ” may be allowed a particular 
day or half-day, with the result that some get the holiday and others do not. It is 
a question whether, in order to secure some uniformity through out the Service, it is 
not desirable that a specified number of days that will be granted as special 
holidays during any one year should be stated, any days received by an officer 
beyond that number to be deducted from his annual leave, 
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Minimum WAGE. 


Although the principle of a minimum wage for married men had obtained in 
the Post and Telegraph Department for a number of years, it had not been applied 
to the rest of the Public Service. As there appeared to be no power under the Act 
to make a regulation to govern the matter, and as it was considered desirable that 
such cases should be provided for, I made representations to Government, who 
readily agreed to provide the necessary funds to bring married men already in the 
Service up to a minimum of £140 per annum as from the ist April last. I would 
suggest that a minimum salary for married men on as liberal a scale as possible 
should be fixed by Act. 

It is also worthy of consideration by Parliament whether the present minimum 
wage of £100 fixed by Act for male officers of twenty-one years of age might not 
with advantage be raised, and a suitable minimum for women of the same age be 
fixed. 

MEDICAL OFFICERS AND MEDICAL EXAMINATIONS. 


For admission to the Service, the practice adopted has been to select one or 
more medical practitioners in each centre, and to require candidates to present 
themselves to one of these practitioners for examination before taking up duty. 
The number of persons rejected has been small. 

Before the Public Service Act came into operation cadets appear to have been 
the only class of entrants in the case of whom medical examination was always 
required. It is quite likely that the Superannuation Fund has suffered on this 
account in the past. The question of waiving the medical examination in con- 
nection with the domestic staffs of Government institutions, and retaining them 
on a non-established footing, is at the present time being considered, as it is found 
that many of these employees only remain for short periods, and the requirement 
of a medical certificate increases the difficulties of the management in obtaining 
suitable domestics. 


EXAMINATIONS HELD AND TRAINING OF OFFICERS. 


The examinations conducted during the year under the Public Service Regu- 
lations have been the Public Service Entrance Examination, the Public Service 
Senior Examination, the efficiency examinations in the Post and Telegraph Depart- 
ment, and examinations for admission of shorthand-writers and typistes. 

Under the regulations recently issued governing examinations for promotion of 
Inspectors of Factories in the Department of Labour an examination is shortly to 
be held. 

Charwomen and Rabbit Inspectors have been appointed without examination, 
in accordance with the provisions of section 40, subsection (2), of the Act. 

Tne question of discontinuing the Public Service Senior Examination after 
January, 1916, and of substituting, instead, special examinations for individual 

epartments or groups of Departments has been under consideration for some time. 
There would then be required from officers a theoretical and practical knowledge 
of the work of their Department and a pass in the subject of English. Replies are 
now being received from Permanent Heads to an inquiry that has been made in 
regard to making some such change. 
Entrance and Senior Examinations. 

By the terms of clause 172 of the General Regulations the syllabus and pro- 
cedure in connection with the recent Public Service Entrance and Public Service 
Senior Examinations were the same as for the corresponding examinations in 
previous years. 

The Public Service Entrance Examination was held between the 19th and the 
26th November at fifty-one centres. The examination was not open to female 
candidates, and the number of entrants consequently showed a marked falling-off 
—868 in 1913, as against 1,708 in 1912. While the main reason for the decreased 
candidature was naturally tne exclusion of female candidates from the examination, 
there was also the reason that only those boys who were actually desirous of obtain- 
ing admission to the Service were allowed to enter. In the past many candidates 
have taken the examination merely as a test of educational proficier GY; ‘and without 
any idea of entering the Public Service. Of the 868 candidates admitted at the 
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last examination, 812 actually presented themselves in the examination-room, and 
584 were successful in passing the examination, 203 passing “‘ with credit ’’—that is, 
with an aggregate of 60 per cent. of the possible marks. 

Seven candidates, who had previously qualified in the examination and had 
been appointed to the Public Service, presented themselves for examination for the 
Professional Division in the special subjects required by section 177 of the regu- 
lations. 

The Publ Service Senior Examination was held between the 5th and 20th 
January at eighteen centres throughout the Dominion and at the Chatham Islands. 
The number of entrants was 1,051, as against 574 for the previous year. This excep- 
tional increase is no doubt very largely attributable, in the first place, to the fact 
that an entrance fee is no longer payable by candidates actually employed in Depart- 
ments of the Public Service coming under the provisions of the Public Service Act, 
1912; and, in the second place, to the benefits now held out to officers who succeed 
in passing this examination. Of these 1,051 candidates, 871 presented themselves 
in the examination-room ; 582 were successful in improving their status, and are now 
recorded as having passed as follows: Passed the whole examination, 198 ;. passed 
in five or more subjects, 22; passed in four subjects, 124; passed in three subjects, 
119; passed in two subjects, 119. In several instances candidates found that, 
although successful in passing the examination in five or more subjects, they were not 
credited with a full pass, as they had omitted to take the subjects prescribed for 
their Department. 

The examinations were conducted by the Education Department by arrange- 
ment. The cost was as follows: Public Service Entrance, £751; Public Service 
Senior, £964. 

Post and Telegraph Efficiency Exanunations. 

In the Post and Telegraph Department efficiency examinations have been in 
existence for many years. Clerical officers are tested as to their fitness for their 
duties at three stages—before receiving salary beyond £110, £165, and £200 respec- 
tively. During the year an additional examination, at £220, was abolished. In 
each case the examination embraces the work of the branch in which the officer is 
engaged, and 1s of such a nature that it can be passed by the average officer without 
any great difficulty. It is purely a test of efficiency, and not a competitive examina- 
tion. 

In addition to these tests of efficiency, examinations in technical subjects are 
held periodically to enable officers to qualify for technical positions in the telegraph 
and engineering branches. 

To quality for cadetships, officers of the General Division are required to pass 
a test of efficiency in postal or telegraph work. On the postal side the cadet’s postal 
examination is deemed sufficient. On the telegraph side an examination in Morse 
operating, approximately at the rate of twenty-five words per minute each way, is 
required. 

The number of officers who sat for examination during the year 1913-14 
was 898. Of this number, 712 (80 per cent.) were successful either wholly or 
partially. Details are as follows :—

Shorthand-writing and Typing. 

Public examinations of candidates for admission to the Public Service as 
shorthand-writers and typistes were held at Auckland, Wellington, and Nelson 
on the 7th February, the conditions in all particulars being the same as those pre- 
viously obtaining. The numbers of entries were eleven, four, and three respectively. 
The passes in the whole examination only totalled four, the distribution among 
the centres being three, one, and nil respectively. 

The promise of improvement shown in the second of the two examinations 
conducted last year has, unfortunately, not been realized. The quality of the work 
of the candidates on this occasion was distinctly poor in all essentials. 

In addition to the public examinations above mentioned, there were at 
different times two other examinations held—viz., at Invercargill and Wanganui— 
to test the merits of applicants for an advertised vacancy in each of these places. 
The numbers of candidates examined were three and five respectively. 

Further examinations have been conducted from time to time during the year 
in the Public Service Commissioner’s Office to test the qualifications of individual 
applicants for employment. The result in nearly every case has tended to confirm 
the experience noted in the public examinations. For instance, of eleven girls who 
presented themselves for examination between the 3rd November and the 18th 
December, 1913, not one succeeded in passing a reasonable test, and most failed 
badly. 

Scrutiny of the shorthand-work revealed the fact that the training of many 
of the candidates leaves a good deal to be desired; and in many instances, where 
the possession of common-sense and intelligence would tide a candidate over some 
of the difficulties resulting from this faulty training, experience unfortunately shows 
that these necessary qualities are wanting to a large extent. 

The quality of the typewriting-work was equally disappointing. In the 
speed test the work of the great majority of the candidates in regard to the three 
main qualifications—of speed, accuracy, and neatness—was exceedingly poor, and 
“style? was conspicuous only by its absence. It is hard to understand why 
candidates, who in nearly every case have attended classes at the various recognized 
schools, and have -presumably undergone a course of instruction, should make such 
a lamentable showing when subjected to a simple test. It is also necessary to 
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emphasize the fact that this inefficiency in typewriting has been found to have a 
very detrimental effect in the training of girls who ae to become qualified 
mechanical office- appliance operators. This disability has been found to operate 
to such an extent in the preparation of the girls that it has been found necessary 
to form an evening class for teaching these learners typing only. 

The Public Service now offers good scope and substantial monetary and other 
benefits to efficient shorthand-writers and typistes, and if these advantages were 
more fully realized they would be sufficient to induce competent well-trained girls 
to offer when applications are invited for vacancies. 

The only comfort to be derived from the present position is that it is not 
singular to New Zealand. The difficulty in securing competent shorthand-writers 
and typistes seems to be just as great in the Old World. 

It was found necessary in the Post and Telegraph Department, owing to the 
expansion of business and the dearth of suitable applicants for employment, to 
institute classes in (among other subjects) shorthand and typing, to assist junior 
officers in the service who desire to advance their prospects. The question of 
extending a scheme similar to that in operation in the Post and Telegraph Depart- 
ment to all branches of the Public Service is therefore being considered. 

It may be mentioned that a somewhat similar scheme is in operation. In con- 
nection with the Western Australian Railways, where boys are allowed to attend 
classes in English, arithmetic, and mathematics, as well as in other mechanical 
subjects. 

Already advantage has been taken of the shorthand and typewriting class 
established for young officers of the Post and Telegraph Department; and facilities 
have been extended to a limited number of male cadets in the general Service in 
Wellington to attend either the morning or afternoon session to receive tuition in 
these subjects. 


SUPERANNUATION. 

While [ have nothing directly to do with ees I venture to suggest 
that some — in the present scheme is desirable. Now that about 90 per cent. 
of officers join the Service at fitteen or sixteen years of age, md. as such officers will, 
under present conditions, be entitled to retire on full pension at the age of fifty- five 
or fifty-six, 1t should be considered whether contributions should not cease at the 
latter ages. At present, it is found that officers of the Post and Telegraph Depart- 
ment who are reaching forty years’ service and are entitled to a maximum pension 
are retiring freely. It is somewhat obvious that if an officer is drawing a salary of 
£250 per annum, from which is deducted, say, £20 per annum for supe rannuation, 
and he is entitled to a pension of £166, he hesitates about remaining in the Service if 
he is to continue to pay £20 per annum for no additional benefit. HH the contribu- 
tions ceased at the end of forty years, it would be equivalent i in such a case to an 
increased salary of £20 per annum, and would be a saving to the Superannuation 
Fund of £146 per annum so long as the officer remained in the Service. Another 
method would be to regard twenty years as the lowest age at which an officer could 
join the fund. In a country such as New Zealand, it is unsatisfactory that officers 
should retire at such an early age as fifty-five, often with the idea, no doubt, of 
competing in business with men outside the Service who have not the advantage of 
the assured income the pensioner has. 


Report oF THE British CIviL SERVICE COMMISSION. 

The Commissioners appointed to inquire into the state of the British Civil 
Service have reported, after sitting for two years. In view of the establishment of 
central control in this country, the report is particularly interesting from the fact 
that one of the principal recommendations of the Commission is in the direction 
of establishing a permanent central control of the whole Service by a Special Com- 
mittee of the Treasury, with duties analogous to those of the Public Service Com- 
missioners of this Dominion. As is generally known, the Treasury in Great Britain 
is already invested with large powers of general control over the Civil Service. The 
Commissioners recommend the creation within the Treasury, and subject to its 
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administrative orders, of a special section for the general supervision and control 
of the Civil Service. The functions of this section would be— 

(1.) To watch over the general condition and activities of the Civil Service, 
with a view to its effective and economical employment; and to make, 
of its own initiative, all inquiries that may be necessary to that end: 

(2.) To bring to the notice of Heads of Departments concerned any matte 
of importance for them to know, with its recommendations: 

(3.) To secure that in each Department there shall exist efficient machinery 
for recognizing and rewarding exceptional cases of ability and merit ; 
and to ensure that such cases shall be brought to the notice of other 
Departments when the interests of the Public Service require this 
to be done: 

(4.) To secure that in cases where 1t would be to the advantage of the 
Service that transfers should be made from one Department to 
another, such transfers shall take place : 

(5.) To carry out inquiries and investigations into any matters connected 
with departmental administration or methods of working. 

The Commissioners recommend that the section should be so constituted as to 
possess experience, so far as possible, of various branches of the Service, and think 
that it should consult periodically with the Heads of Departments or with officers 
depated by them on all questions of organization, or other questions falling within 
the sphere of its functions, especially when some new departure is contemplated. 

Importance is given to the necessity for co-ordinating Civil Service examinations 
with the educational system of the country; and with this object it is proposed to 
adjust the competitive examinations, in respect of the age of competitors and subjects 
of competition, to the status of the educational system actually existing in the 
country. Great stress is laid on the necessity for bringing under the open com- 
petitive-examination scheme any Departments or positions at present exempt; and 
it is recommended that when by an act of patronage a person is appointed to a 
high administrative position in the Civil Service who has not served the prescribed 
number of years in the Public Service, the appointing Minister should lay before 
Parliament a statement of the names and qualifications of persons appointed or 
to be appoimted. 

Under the staffing proposals there will be— 

(a.) A class of junior clerks rising from £50 to £200, with an efficiency 
bar at £130. Higher members of this particular class may be 
appointed to staff posts attached to the class or to a higher grade, 
with a salary fixed at varying rates up to £250 per annum, and 
in a few cases up to £300. 

(b.) Senior clerks: The age of entry is proposed to be eighteen years; 
and the scale £85, rising to £350, beyond which there should be staff 
posts carrying special pay, but ordinarily not exceeding £450 per 
annum, or, in a few exceptional cases, reaching £500. 

(c.) The Administrative Class is proposed to be recruited by a special 
examination, and the age of entry will provide for candidates having 
passed through a university course. 

In answer to objections likely to be made to the proposal to confine officers 
to the original division in which they entered, the Commissioners are of opinion that 
greater facilities should be provided, especially in England and Ireland, for the 
progress from the primary to the secondary schools and thence to the universities 
of pupils capable of benefiting by secondary and university training respectively. 
Generally, it seems to have been considered by the Commissioners that a lad pro- 
gressing from the primary to the secondary schools and thence to the university 
was more worthy of consideration for a higher post in the Public Service than an 
officer who spent a similar time in the junior or senior class. 

These staffing proposals are of great interest; but I am convinced that any 
arrangement under which promotion to a higher class would be debarred to officers 
already in a lower one would be difficult, if not ee to apply in a country 
such as New Zealand, where the Public Service and the education system have had 
to adapt themselves to altogether different conditions than exist in Great Britain, 
and where so many public servants do credit to themselves and the Service by 
university-work done by them after their appointment. 
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The report also deals with the employment of women and the Civil Service in 

relation to the’duties of citizenship. 

Another important proposal 1s that there should be promotion by transter ot 
officers from one Department to another. This principle has, after a year’s experience 
in this Dominion, been found to be a sound one, and one which T am able to say has 
enabled promotion by merit to be realized in its best sense. 


APPLICATIONS FOR EMPLOYMENT. 


The popularity of employment in the Public Service is evidenced by the large 
number of applications made to this office in anticipation of suitable vacancies 
occurring—some by applicants with special qualifications, and others by persons 
with no training at all. Table X gives parinulers of the positions apphed for, and 
shows that the number of such applications is 2,401 for the year. 

No difficulty has been experienced in obtaining sufficient applications from boys 
desirous of appointment to cadetships, the liberal salary and allowance payable on 
admission, and the good opportunities for advancement held out to deserving officers 
under the Public Service Act and Regulations, no doubt acting as an inducement. 
Now that admission to the Entrance Examination is confined to those who are 
desirous of entering the Service, the number of refusals of offers of appointment is 
much less than formerly. 

Parents of candidates “do not appear to understand the effect of restricting 
the choice of Departments to which their sons will accept appointment, and some 
of the candidates lose opportunities in consequence. For instance, a boy who 
applies for admission to a certain Department is passed over when his turn for con- 
sideration comes, unless the vacancy happens to be in the particular Department 
named by him. He therefore has to wait until a vacancy occurs in that Depart- 
ment, and sometimes no vacancy will occur in it at all. Similarly, some candidates 
restrict their choice to the Professional Division of the Service, and thereby lose all 
chance of appointment unless they alter their applications, for amended regulations 
render the Entrance Examination pass an insufficient qualification for admission to 
this division. 


ADVERTISING OF POSITIONS. 


The practice has been generally followed of advertising in the Press positions 
for which special qualifications are required. The competition for Government 
positions has been very active, and, as in most cases many of the applicants have 
good qualifications, it is apparent that the salaries paid in the Service compare 
favourably with those for similar work outside, and that the conditions of employ- 
ment are regarded favourably. Positions for which application is limited to officers 
alone are advertised in the New Zealand Gazette, in the “‘ Public Service Official 
Circular,” or in the official organs of the Public Service and Post and Telegraph 
Officers’ Associations. The opportunity thus given of applying for positions is 
appreciated by officers. 

As will be seen from Table IX attached to this report, the number of applica- 
tions received for advertised positions 1s very large, and the. amount of work 
required to deal with them is considerable. Whenever possible, the practice followed 
is to narrow down the applicants to a selected few, and to arrange for a personal 
interview with these before a final choice is made. 


LEGISLATION AFFECTING THE PUBLIC SERVICE AcT, 1912. 


Section 35 of the Public Revenues Amendment Act, 1913, altered the provisions 
of sections 20 and 22 of the Public Service Act, 1912, to enable increments of 
salary and wages of officers in receipt of classified salarics or wages to be paid as 
they become due, instead of waiting until the passing of the Appropriation Act at 
the end of each session. The necessary provision was included for making deduc- 
tions from salary or wages in the event of alterations being made in the Estimates 
by Parliament. 
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Section 26 of the Appropriation Act, 1918, authorized the payment of salaries 
at the classified rate as from the Ist April, 1913. 

In the Temporary Employees Act, 1913, power was given to the Commissioner 
to make regulations governing the permanent appointment to the Service of certain 
of the temporary employees who have been continuously employed since the coming 
into force of the Public Service Act, 1912. 


REGULATIONS. 


The Regulations issued in April, 1913, under the Public Service Act have 
generally met the requirements of the Service. It was only to be expected that 
experience of the working of the regulations would reveal some defects necessitating 

amendments, and would suggest other matters concerning which fresh regulations 
might be necessary. Amendments and additions have therefore been made from 
time to time, and some others are being issued, amongst the most important of 
which is the proposed provision for leave for engineers of “the Public Works Depart- 
ment to allow of their pursuing a course in engineering at Canterbury College. 

The regulations first issued for examinations adopted for the time being the 
Civil Service Junior and Senior Examinations of the older programme, and, while 
providing for certain changes to take effect in the Entrance Examination after 
1913, left it for oe regulations to provide a syllabus and to prescribe fresh tests 
for promotion in the Public Service. 

In regard to the Entrance Examination, the syllabus has now been supplied ; 
but to avoid the possibility of hardship that ‘might be caused by a change of regu- 
lations without due notice, the new Public Service Senior Examination Regulations 
issued are not to have effect until after the examination of January, 1915, the old 
Civil Service Senior Regulations being continued in force until then. 

Of the remaining ch ianges in the General Regulations, the following are some 
that are worthy of note :— 

The effect of the amendment of Regulation No. 27 is to allow officers to become 
members of local bodies or Boards of Education. The interests of the Service are 
safeguarded, and officers are still forbidden to hold the office of Mayor, President, 
or Chairman of such. 

Regulation No. 51 as amended allows of an accumulation of annual leave for 
two years. 

Regulation No. 1104 makes it possible to obtain a refund of the cost of a sleeping- 
berth when an officer is travelling on the train between Wellington and Auckland. 

Regulation No. 150 adds further to the list of officers authorized by the Com- 
missioner to engage or discharge temporary workmen. 

The main change in Regulation No. 155 is to make the Puble Service Senior 
Examination (with certain specified subjects) the test for admission to the Profes- 
sional Division. 

Regulation No. 222 deals with ay maximum salaries and grading of female 
officers in the Service. 

During the course of the year regulations for special Departments have been 
made as under: Public Works Department—In regard to employees in Govern- 
ment workshops; Printing and Stationery Department ; Marine Department— 
Providing for extra leave for ightkeepers ; Department of Labour—Specifying the 
examination to be taken by Inspectors of Factories who wish to qualify for certain 
higher positions in the Department ; Post and Telegraph Department. 

The Temporary Employees Act, 1913, left it to the Commissioner to make regu- 
lations governing the permanent appointment of temporary employees in the Service. 
The regulations have been duly issued, and the claims of temporary employees for 
permanent appointment are now receiving attention. 

Certain slight amendments are about to be made in the Stores Regulations 
which were made under the authority of the Public Service Act in April, 1913. In 
addition, regulations regarding non-consumable stores (departmental property) were 
drafted and submitted to a committee of departmental officers for consideration and 
report, and are being issued. 

Many valuable suggestions have been obtained from consideration of the regu- 
lations introduced in the Commonwealth and State Services of Australia; and the 
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practice is being adopted of exchanging all regulations both with Australia and 
with other British countries in which the Public Services are controlled by Com- 
missioners, in order that any new ideas introduced in regard to Public Service 
control may be examined to see if they are applicable to this Dominion. 


BoaRD OF APPEAL. 
The Board of Appeal constituted under the Public Service Regulations com 
menced its meetings for the hearing of appeals on the 20th September, 1913, and is 
likely to be engaged until the end of July or later in completing the hearing of appeals. 


PuBLic SERVICE OFFICIAL CIRCULAR. 


As a convenient means of conveying to Departments instructions for their 
guidance, and of acquainting officers with matters of interest to themselves, the 
‘** Public Service Official Circular’ was instituted in December last, and further 
numbers are issued at intervals of about a month. 

The Circular is sent to all Departments in sufficient numbers to allow of copies 
being available for district offices. 

Any extra Circulars issued during the month, before the date of publication of 
the Official Circular, are, if the importance of the subject warrants it, reprinted in 
the next issue. 

In addition to notices of general interest, advertisements of vacancies open 
to officers are inserted in the Circular, thus giving officers in remote localities 
opportunities equal to those of officers stationed in Wellington of applying for 
positions for which they are eligible. Names of officers appointed to such positions 
are published in due course in a subsequent issue of the Circular. The inclusion 
of lists of officers appointed on probation, and of lists showing recent promotions, 
serves to keep members of the Service posted with information regarding staff 
changes ; while those officers who accept the invitation given in the regulations 
to make suggestions for improvement in regard to their work are specially named 
under an appropriate heading. 


CONFERENCES OF OFFICERS. 


In the First- Report reference was made to the importance of conferences being 
held between the Head Offices and District Offices for the purpose of reviewing 
the internal practices of the Departments, and it is pleasing to place on record that 
several such conferences have been held in the past year. 

Land Transfer and Deeds Registration Office—In November, 1913, the District 
Land Registrars of the various districts in the Dominion met in conference in 
Wellington to discuss a draft of proposed amendments in the regulations which was 
submitted to them by the Department, to arrive at uniformity in practice in regard 
to their work, and to consider suggestions for improvement. It was considered that 
very great good would result from the conference, and that further meetings should 
be held at suitable intervals. 

Valuation Department. —In November, 1913, a conference was attended in 
Wellington by the officers in charge of the four chief valuation districts, and by the 
District Valuer for Gisborne. The two main objects of the conference were — 
(1) To discuss the multiple scheme for preparing the valuation rolls, and (2) to enable 
the provisions of the recent Valuation of Land Amendment Act to be explained. 

Departmental Property Conference.—A conference of all the Permanent Heads 
was called in March last to discuss with the Commissioners the important subject 
of the care of departmental property. Draft regulations were submitted, and a 
committee formed to deal thoroughly with the matter. These regulations have 
since been finally approved and gazetted. 

Workshop Rules—The draft regulations intended to apply to Government 
workshop employees were submitted to a conference consisting of the Permanent 
Heads of the Public Works, Post and Telegraph, and Printing and Stationery 
Departments. The recommendations of the conference were fully considered 
before the regulations were finally issued. 

Public Trust Office—The first annual conference of the senior officers at the 
Head Office and branches was held at Wellington during April last. 

The conference had for its object the full discussion of all matters bearing upon 
the policy of the office, its organization, method of dealing with the various classes 
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of work, and the mutual relationship existing between the Head Office and its 
branches and agencies. An important result of the conference is the creation 
of a fuller understanding between the Head Office and its branches. Valuable 
suggestions and recommendations were made, as follows :— 

(1.) Interchange of Head Office and branch officers wherever possible : 

(2.) Improvements in the conduct of correspondence : 
(3.) Extension of card system to branch offices: 
(4.) 


accountancy rulings : 

(5.) Issue of new book of instructions to branches and agencies : 

(6.) Local administration of estates of small value by District Managers : 

(7.) Extension of machine processes to the larger branches. 

Camp and Field Allowances.—During the course of the year the question of 
camp and field allowances was referred by me to a conlerence consisting of the 
Surveyor-General (Lands and Survey Department), Chief Telegraph Engineer (Post 
and Telegraph Department), and the Engineer-in-Chief (Public Works Department). 
Several meetings were held, and the matter was fully considered and reported upon 
by these officers. The result is embodied in the new regulation which is just being 
made. 

Rent for Quarters, and Board and Lodging.—A conference of the departmental 
Heads most concerned was held in May, 1914, with the Commissioners, to arrive 
at a basis for estimating the value of rent for quarters, board and lodging, and 
other emoluments received by officers in lieu of salary. Two sub-committees were 
appointed representing two groups of Departments. 

Lands and Survey Department.—A conference, consisting of the Assistant 
Under-Secretary of Lands, eight departmental officers, an officer of the Treasury, 
and the Sub-Inspector of the Public Service Commissioner’s office, was called in 
May, 1914, at the special instance of the Commissioner. 

An agenda paper was prepared in the Commissioner’s office, and covered the 
following subjects :— | 

(1.) Correspondence inward.— The adoption of a uniform, simple, and 
effective method in connection with the record of all inward 
correspondence : 

(2.) Correspondence outward.—The practices to be followed in the matter 
of the preparation and despatch of all outward correspondence, 
and the records to be established in connection therewith : 

(3.) The procedure to be followed in connection with opening of corre- 
spondence, distribution of inward correspondence, Xe. : 

(4.) The subdivision of work in each office, and the character of work in 
that branch; the necessity for a sectional arrangement in the 
office : 

(5.) The review of all books, forms, &c., at present in use, and standardiza- 
tion of the same as far as practicable : 

(6.) In respect of (2) and (5), to specially consider the introduction of 
compound forms and carbon processes : 

(7.) The desirability (and the means of giving effect thereto) of junior 
officers being afforded opportunities for obtaining a complete know- 
ledge of the various phases of the work of the Department : 

(8.) To consider the uses of machine processes in dealing with routine 
work, and also as regards additions, castings, &c. : 

(9.) The various returns suppled to Head Office and other Departments, 
particularly in the matter of (a) eliminating information of no 
value, (b) “standardizing” the present forms of returns, and 
(c) adopting uniform standards from which the returns are com- 
piled : 

(10.) Accounting—The methods and practices to be followed in connection 
with the authorization of expenditure, registration and payment 
of accounts, &e. : 

(11.) General matters, including (a) the form of administration — best 
suited to the requirements of a district office, and (b) the general 
control of the office : 
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(12.) The procedure to be followed in dealing with all routine matters, 
such as—(a) Land Board work, preparation of papers, minutes, &c. ; 
(b) applications and inquiries for land, &c. ; (¢) staff matters, &c. 


DEPUTATIONS. 

Many questions affecting officers of the Public Service were brought under 
notice of the Commissioners by deputations during the year of delegates from the 
Public Service Association and the Post and Telegraph Officers’ Association. 

The principal matters discussed were: Overtime, annual leave, Territorials’ 
pay, rights of officers, travelling-allowances, officers performing higher duties, civic 
rights, minimum salary for married officers, service for superannuation purposes, 
Appeal Board representation, permanent appointment of temporary employees, 
tellers’ allowances, seniority list,’ expert division, salary and allowances, creation 
of more positions, examinations, appointment to engineering branch, transfers, 
objections to Civil Service Guarantee Act. 

In addition to the many officers who were individually given opportunities 
of seeing one or other of the Commissioners and making any representations they 
wished, a number did so by means of deputations representing them and consisting 
of members chosen from amongst themselves. 


INSPECTION. 


In addition to the inspection of offices in and outside Wellington by the Commis- 
sloners, special inspections have been made by the Sub-Inspector when such appeared 
to be required. These inspections have generally been the outcome of requisitions for 
additional staff. It has several times been found possible, as the result of inspection, 
to obviate the necessity for additional staff by combining the duties of officers 
or by an improvement in the method of working. At the same time, inspections 
of the kind have been fruitful in discovering where alterations in practice could 
be carried out with advantage. On the whole, the saving effected has been con- 
siderable. 

There has been occasion to refer in other parts of this report to the need for 
inspection by departmental officers. As stated in my first report, probably the 
greatest need at the time was the inauguration of a proper system of inspection 
of all offices. As little movement has been made by Departments, I repeat here 
that the Commissioners consider that an inspection of every office should be made 
each year by qualified officers, who would not only pomt out irregularities in 
methods, &¢., but would at the same time take a share in the responsibility of 
educating officers in the various duties which they are expected to perform. 


INSPECTION OF SHORTHAND AND T'ypInG METHODs. 


During the past year an inspection has been made of the shorthand-writing and 
typing work of the various Government Departments in Wellington. Up to the 
present time twenty-nine Departments and sub-departments have been visited 
As a result of the inspection, it has been found,— 

1. That in many instances the title of “‘ Shorthand-writer ” 1s a misnomer, as 
far, at least, as actual practice goes. In such instances the services of competent 
shorthand-writers are being paid for, although, as a matter of fact, they are only 
employed as mere copyists. At the same time these officers are losing their chief 
qualification for want of practice. 

2. That a very large portion of the time of the most highly paid officers is spent 
in drafting in ink or peneil more or less lengthy reports and ‘replies to correspond- 
ence which could be far more expeditiously dictated to a shorthand-writer. This 
does not, of course, refer to those officers whose duties necessitate their constantly 
travelling from place to place, and who are able to utilize the time spent in trains 
and steamers in. writing up their reports. 

It is believed that if a careful analysis were made of the objections to giving 
dictation it would be found that in almost every instance the difficulties were the 
outcome of the natural diffidence of young men in acquiring the habit of dictating 
in the presence of their fellow-officers. Where the objection has been raised inquiry 
has elicited the admission that dictation has never been given. 
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3. That a very large portion of the time of the shorthand-writers is devoted 
unnecessarily to deciphering difficult or bad writing when they could very easily 
overtake considerably more work if they were typing from their own shorthand 
notes. The statement which has frequently been made that drafted matter does not 
require the same amount of revision or “editing” as shorthand notes is hardly 
borne out by experience. 

4. That im many Departments the supervision of the work of the shorthand- 
writers and typists is of a nature which is not calculated to develop their general 
ability and intelligence. 

5. That the work done by shorthand-writers and typists (whether male or 
female) throughout the Service is, with few exceptions, of only fair average quality, 
and is lacking in that excellence which should be the hall-mark of Government work. 

6. That, further, in many offices certain practices are still observed which are 
regarded as altogether obsolete in up-to-date commercial houses : such, for instance, 
as the typing of envelopes, or the writing of them, in place of using window 
envelopes ; the retention of the press-copy book or of a second carbon copy when a 
file copy of correspondence is already made; and so on. It is believed that if such 
practices were once done away with a great saving of time would be effected, while 
the amount of supposed inconvenience “suffered would be altogether negligible, and 
would eventually disappear. 

While it is not to be expected that every shorthand-writer and typist will prove 
to be a brilliant officer, it is possible, if the right means are,used, to establish a highly 
competent and intelligent staff of shorthand-writers and typists, capable of at once 
undertaking the work of any Department to which they may be transferred at any 
time. 

As a result of the inspection it is hoped that a better knowledge of each Depart- 
ment’s requirements will be gained, and that in future it will be found possible to 
appoint shorthand-writers to the Department where their particular qualifications 
will be made the best use of. 

It has to be noted that the examination of the shorthand and typing methods 
so far has been confined to the Wellington offices. It is intended during the year to 
extend the inspection to other portions of the Dominion. 


TRANSFER OF OFFICERS. 


On assuming their duties last year the Commissioners decided to allow Depart- 
ments to deal with the removal and transfer of officers from one place to another. 
This, it was supposed, would be an easy matter to arrange without interfering 
with the classification of officers. As, however, more than one Department made 
changes which were considered by the officers removed to be in the direction of 
promotion, and which, if there had been a vacancy in a higher class, would have 
necessitated others being considered, it was found necessary to require that all 
transfers of officers drawing over £150 per annum should be carried out only on 
authority having first been obtained. 


RETIREMENTS OF PRINCIPAL OFFICERS. 


Aiter twenty-two years’ service with the Labour Department, Mr. John Lomas, 
Secretary of Labour, retired on the 31st December last. He was associated with 
the Department practically from its inception in 1891. After serving for many 
-years as Inspector of Factories at Christchurch and Dunedin, Mr. Lomas was 
promoted to the Head Office in 1907, and on the retirement of Mr. Edward 
Tregear, I.8.0., early in 1911 he succeeded to the office of Secretary of Labour. 
Mr. F. W. Rowley, who was formerly Chief Clerk in the Department of Labour 
and Deputy Chief Inspector of Factories, has been appointed Secretary in place of 
Mr. Lomas. 

Mr. A. M. Smith, who retired on the 31st March, 1914, from the position of 
Secretary to the Public Service Superannuation Board, joined the staff of Governor 
Sir George Grey in June, 1866, after previously serving in the British Army. 
Mr. Smith served with Sir George Grey until his retirement, and was afterwards on 
the staffs of successive Governors until 1870, when he was appointed to the Colonial 
Secretary’s Department. In 1879 he became Private Secretary to Sir John Hall, 
the Prime Minister, and on the retirement of the latter was appointed Chief Clerk 
of the Wellington District Lands Office. In 1882 he resigned from the Public Service 
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to take up private work, but rejoined later in the year, and acted as Private Secretary 
to various Ministers. Later he served in several of the Government Departments 
until his appointment in November, 1907, to the Public Service Superannuation 
Board. Mr. W. M. Wright, formerly Accountant to the Public Service Superannu- 
ation Board, is now filling the combined position of Secretary and Accountant. 

Mr. John Strauchon, I.8.0., entered the Survey Department i in 1865, having pre- 
viously served from 1862 in the Otago Provincial Engineer’s Department. After 
qualifying as a surveyor in 1868 he entered the Head Office as Draughtsman, and later 
acted as Office Surveyor. After serving in the various capacities of Draughtsman, 
Surveyor in Charge, and District Surveyor in several parts of the South Island, he 
became Chief Surveyor and Commissioner of Crown Lands for Taranaki in 18938. 
In 1902 he was transferred to a similar position in the Wellington district, and in 
1908 to Auckland, at the same time holding many other positions more or less 
connected with his work in the Lands Department. From 1909 to 1912 he held 
the position of Surveyor-General, and in 1911 represented the New Zealand Govern. 
ment at a conference of Surveyors-General held in Australia. He was appointed a 
Companion of the Imperial Service Order in June, 1912. From 1912 until his 
retirement on the 31st March, 1914, after a continuous service of fifty-two vears, he 
was Secretary for Lands and Surveys, and until the Immigration Department 
was separated from the Lands Department in 1913 he was Under- Secretary 
for Immigration also. Mr. J. Mackenzie, formerly Surveyor-General, succeeded 
Mr. Strauchon as Under-Secretary tor Lands. 

It is with regret that I have to record the sudden death in October last of 
Mr. A. Hamilton, Director of the Dominion Museum. He was appointed Director in 
1903, having previously held the ‘position of Registrar of Otago University. While 
in Dunedin he made a special study of Maori art, and published : a book on the subject. 
In earlier life Mr. Hamilton was a schoolmaster. He was for many years an 
active member of the New Zealand Philosophical Institute, and made many 
contributions to its literature. He has been succeeded as Director by Dr. J. A. 
Thomson, Paleontologist to the Mines Department. 


STAFF RECORDS. 

The incompleteness of the records was pointed out in the First Report; and whilst 
there has been some improvement, yet so badly have the particulars of staff been 
kept in some Departments that even now some doubt exists whether the name of 
every permanent officer appears in the Classification List. 

‘Delays are unavoidable when incomplete information is furnished, and much 
extra work is involved in obtaining the additional details. 

A disposition has been shown by some few Departments to engage temporary 
assistance without obtaining approval beforehand. It has been found necessary 
to order the discontinuance of the practice followed by a few officers in fairly respon- 
sible positions, of engaging members of their own families when authorized to provide 
themselves with temporary assistance; and it has been pointed out that such action 
constitutes a breach of the Public Service Act. 


EXPANSION OF THE SERVICE. 

In Table III the new positions created during the year are shown in detail, and 
the reasons given for action in each case. The total additional cost of salaries on 
account of these new positions was, after making deductions on account of the conse- 
quential changes, £22,179. I have no means of comparing the figures with any former 
year; and shaved is little to remark except to say that every ‘application for the creation 
of a new position, even if only for an additional cadet for expansion of business, 
has been submitted to rigid scrutiny. 


MOVEMENT OF THE SERVICE 
Departments other than the Post and Telegraph Department. 


The following table showing alt erations in the staff and salaries of Departments 
gives, for the het time in ae history of the Service, the actual state of the 
staff at the beginning and end of the financial year, with details of increases to 
the staff under various headings, and the wastage owing to deaths, retirements, 
resignations, &c. 
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In any ordinary business of any magnitude one of the first cares of the manager 
is to have placed before him at short intervals the number and cost of the staff, both 
permanent and temporary, its distribution according to the class of work, and the 
percentage cost of each particular class. In the Public Service this appears to have 
been disregarded. <A vote was obtained for salaries, and, if it was found to be insuffi- 
cient, temporary assistance could be engaged and charged to ‘‘ Unauthorized.” 

In the table it will be found that the net increase to the staff during the finan- 
cial year was 431, and the amount £25,402; of which amount £18,109 represents 
temporary officers made permanent, and £2,400 adjustments on the first classifica- ° 
tion by the Board of Appeal. Under the heading ‘‘ Expansion of the Service,” 
I have shown that the creation of new positions owing to expansion cost £22,179. 
£17,286 is thus represented by savings in other directions, thus :—

As the item £18,109, temporary officers made permanent, reduces the vote for 
temporary clerical assistance, and as adjustments by the Board of Appeal are non- 
recurring, the total net cost tor the year for expansion was therefore £4,893. 

To ascertain the increased cost for 1914-15 the classification increments of all 
salaries, including new appointments during 1913-14, must be added—namely, 
£51,686—or a total, including the £4,893 above mentioned, of £56,579. There must 
also be added £2,543, new appointments on the Ist April, 1914. As, however, 
a large number of items shown are calculated on a full year’s payment, and as the 
full year does not expire until varying dates after the 3lst March, 1915, there should 
be deducted £3,303 as payments not required during the year, leaving a net 
additional sum of £55,819 to be provided for. 

During the current year a considerable number of temporary employees will 
be made permanent under the Temporary Employees Act, but this, while adding to 
the vote for classified salaries, will of course reduce the vote for temporary employees. 
In order to enable a better analysis to be made, it is suggested that Departments 
should in future show clearly the cost of temporary assistance under separate headings 
—Professional, Clerical, and General Division. The general votes should also be 
divided in the estimates to show the estimated cost, as far as possible, of material and 
labour. 

Summarizing, the state of the classified staff is as follows :—

As the Post and Telegraph Department has been classified for many years there 
is nothing special to remark about these figures, which show what is apparently a 
normal expansion. 


The Administrative Division is not inciuded: the salaries for 1913-14 amounted 
to £20,675. 
TRANSFER OF DUTIES FROM ONE OFFICER TO ANOTHER. 


An important matter (which was strongly emphasized in the First Report, and 
is provided for in the Public Service Regulations) is the necessity for changing the 
duties of the staff, wherever practicable, with some regularity, so as to afford officers 
the opportunity of becoming acquainted with the different features of the work 
and the organization of their Departments. This is particularly essential in the 
case of junior clerks and cadets, because it has been found from the best experience 
that in order to render them suitable for other duties the younger officers should 
not remain for too long a period at a particular class of work. Whenever an officer 
takes over the duties of another officer, either temporarily or permanently, it should 
be the special duty of the controlling officer or sectional head to make sure, before 
the position is vacated, that the incoming officer is reasonably conversant with all 
instructions relative to his new duties. It is to be regretted, in view of their import- 
ance, that instruction-books are not in general use for the guidance of staff, setting 
out in complete detail the practice to be followed in each section of the work of a 
Department. If duties were properly defined, and the relations which should exist 
between the officers in one section or branch of a Department with another made 
clear by means of standard instructions, not only would there be uniformity of 
method and community of interest, but the transfer of duties from one officer to 
another could be effected with a minimum of inconvenience. 

In the case of a permanent transfer of duties there should always be a report 
made by the outgoing officer upon the condition of his work, which report should 
be endorsed or remarked upon by the incoming officer and handed to the sectional 
or controlling head. When the transfer involves the taking-over of cash or valu- 
ables of any description whatever, a statement should be drawn up and signed by 
both officers and countersigned by the sectional or controlling head. 


TRANSFER OF OFFICERS BETWEEN DEPARTMENTS. 


The fact that the Departments are rapidly becoming a concrete whole has 
enabled several promising officers to be considered for promotion to Departments 
other than their own. As in many other ways, the Commissioners are much 
hampered by the existence of so many small Departments, which are inclined -to 
resent vigorously the transfer of their officers, although there would be little prospect 
of advancement for them if they remained. If the best advantage is to be taken 
of young officers with special qualifications it is imperative that they should be 
given every opportunity of competing for vacancies for which their special know-_ 
ledge renders them valuable. The following typical cases may be instanced as 
showing the range of selection during the year :— 

Clerk, Land and Deeds Department, to Clerk to Native Land Purchase 
Board and Correspondence Clerk, Native Department. 

Accounts Clerk, Immigration Department, to Inspector, Land and Income 
Tax Department. 

Clerk, Post and Telegraph Department, to Chief Clerk, Public Works 
Department, Wanganui. 

Clerk, Government Insurance Department, to Inspector, Land and Income 
Tax Department. 

Clerk, Valuation Department, to Examiner, Audit Department. 

Clerk, Government Insurance Department, to Principal Clerk, National 
Provident and Friendly Societies Department. 

Paleontologist, Mines Department, to Director, Dominion Museum. 

Carpenter, Post and Telegraph Department, to Draughtsman, Lands and 
Survey Department. 

Folder, &c., Printing and Stationery Department, to Machinist, Treasury 
Department. 
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I have already mentioned that the Commission on the British Civil Service, which 
has just finished its sittings, has made a recommendation that the system of inter- 
change of officers between Departments should be carried out in Great Britain. The 
system has, of course, its limitations ; but these are limitations of age, rather than 
anything else. Without being dogmatic, I think it may be said that unless an 
officer qualifies for promotion before the age of thirty it is doubtful whether he is 
likely to do so in work other than that in which he has been trained. It is needless 
to say there are brilliant exceptions to this; but the gap between brilliancy and 
mediocrity is a wide one in the Public Service, as in other walks of life. 


SENDING OFFICERS BEYOND N&rw ZEALAND. 


This matter was referred to last year, and it was suggested that officers in the 
Public Service might with advantage be sent abroad to obtain a knowledge of the 
practices relating to their Departments as followed in other countries. During the 
year facilities have been given to the following officers for this purpose :— 

T. W. Lonsdale, Manager Moumahaki Experimental Farm ; to enable him 
to visit Australia, with a view to making himself conversant with 
agricultural operations there. 

W. K. Dallas, Assistant Orchardist, Weraroa Experimental Farm ; to pursue 
his studies in Australia and California. 

J. L. Bruce, Assistant Director Live-stock and Meat Division, Agricultural 
Department ; to inquire into the position regarding manure-sterilizing 
in India. 

H. J. H. Blow, Permanent Head, Mines Department; to visit the Mines 
Conference at Broken Hill. . 

R. G. Robinson, Forestry Division, Lands Department; to attend the 
Foresters’ Conference in Scotland. 

C. E. Adams, Government Astronomer; to proceed to United States for 
further study. Mr. Adams has been awarded, by the University of 
California, the Martin Kellogg Fellowship of the Lick Observatory, 
which is regarded as a distinguished honour. 

C. H. Matthews, Inspector of Prisons ; to inquire into prisons systems in 
Australia. 


UTILIZATION OF SURPLUS CLERICAL OFFICERS. 


By utilizing the services of officers found to be surplus during the year in Depart- 
ments where changes of practice or rearrangement of the staff were carried out, it 
has been found possible to almost entirely avoid the necessity of employing temporary 
assistance from outside the Service. When it is taken into account that on an 
average from eighteen to twenty officers have been available for taking up tempo- 
rary duty, the economy realized in this way is considerable, approaching any sum 
between £3,000 and £4,000 per annum. 


HISTORY OF CLASSIFICATION. 


In my First Report it was stated that although provision was made in the Civil 
Service Act of 1866 for the classifying of the Service, yet no action was understood to 
have been taken in the matter until 1885. It has since come under my notice that a 
classification was in operation in the Customs Department in the early “seventies,” 
and that a list of classified officers in the Department was published in the New 
Zealand Gazette of the 5th April, 1871, in accordance with the provision in the Appro- 
priation Act, 1870, whereby a single Department could be classified by Order in 
Council. No further information can now be obtained in regard to the matter, but 
apparently nothing was done beyond the publication of the list referred to. 


CLASSIFICATION OF PERMANENT HEADS. 


The Public Service Act provides for an Administrative Division, the first members 
to be appointed by the Governor. The Commissioner thereafter has power to 
certify at any time that offices in the Administrative Division should be added or 
abolished. As a commencement, the Governor decided to appoint to the Adminis- 
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trative Division practically all the Heads of the existing thirty-three Departments, 
with the addition of one professional officer in the Public Works Department, two 
Assistant Secretaries in the Post and Telegraph Department, the Assistant Secretary 
of the Public Works Department, and the Assistant Commissioner of the Govern- 
ment Insurance Department. 

Under the proposals in regard to amalgamation of Departments which I have 
made elsewhere the number of Administrative officers should be reduced to fourteen, 
aud provision made for salaries, in excess of the present maximum of the Clerical 
Division, for chief officers of sub-departments or branches. The salaries of pro- 
fessional officers are not limited by Act. 

At present Administrative officers cannot be classified under the Act, the pro- 
vision of their salaries and increments being fixed from year to year by Parliament 
as under the old Act. If my proposals in regard to amalgamation of Departments 
are agreed to I would suggest that the minimum and maximum salaries of the four- 
teen proposed Permanent Heads be fixed by law. Departments might be grouped 
in two classes—Class I carrying a salary for the Permanent Head of £900 to £1,200 
per annum, and Class II £700 to £850. The present arrangement, under which the 
Head of an important Department, such as the Customs Department, may be 
drawing less than the Head a a comparatively minor one, is not satisfactory. 


IMPROVEMENTS IN CLASSIFICATION. 


An endeavour has been made to improve the position of attendants in mental 
hospitals by increasing their minimum and maximum salaries, and by adding to 
their salaries the value of such emoluments as board and lodging, a corresponding 
deduction being made for refund to maintenance. It has been a long-standing 
grievance that the salaries of these officers were fixed with regard to emoluments, 
and that the value of the emoluments did not count towards pension. A claim to 
be treated on the same footing has been made by officers higher in rank, but, as it 
is only proper that the Superannuation Fund should receive something in return for 
the period which has elapsed since 1907, the matter appears to be one for legisla- 
tion, and I have advised Government accordingly. 

The same arrangement is being made as regards the treatment of emoluments 
in the case of attendants and others in the special schools, and will be applied, as 
far as possible, to all Departments. 

In the new list the positions of valuers in the Valuation Department and 
Inspectors of the Department of Agriculture have also been improved. 

In the Prisons Department it has been decided to reclassify the officers, and as 
a result the positions of the gaolers, warders, and matrons in such institutions will 
be considerably improved. 

Improvements in the Post and Telegraph classification are mentioned under 
the heading Post and Telegraph Department on page 36. 

These improvements (and others) are shown in detail in Table V. 


ALLOWANCES TO OFFICERS. 


As promised in my First Report,. I show (in Table VII) particulars of special 
allowances to officers, in addition to salary, which are not provided in the Classifica- 
tion List. Judging from the recommendations received from Departments to grant 
allowances which have been declined by the Commissioners, it seems to be the case 
that in some Departments there has been a disposition in the past to add to officers’ 
salaries by means of allowances for performing duties which in other Departments 
are considered to be fully covered by the salaries. The Commissioners regret 
that they have had to disappoint officers who have been recommended {for allow- 
ances by their Permanent Head, but they have been unable to regard precedent as 
of any value in such cases. No doubt there are many difficulties, but it is quite 
clear that in fixing a scale of salaries Parliament intended that the scale should 
cover the whole of the duties attached to the positions graded under the scale, 
and that if an officer is not paid sufficiently the proper course is to increase his 
salary. This, however, is not fully appreciated, as it 1s found that in more than 
one case where the position of an officer has been improved solely on account of the 
responsibility of his duties claims have been made for allowances for the same 
reason. 
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It would be much more satisfactory to all concerned if it were enacted by 
Parliament that no increase to an officer’s classified salary by way of allowances 
not provided for by Act or regulation should be made unless the officer’s name or 
position is stated and the allowance specially provided for in the Estimates. 


THE PROFESSIONAL DIVISION. 


The regulations prescribing the tests for admission to the Professional Division 
have been amended, and a pass in the Public Service Senior Examination in certain 
specified subjects is now required. Not only is considerable eagerness for admission 
to this division displayed by candidates for cadetships from outside the Service, 
but there are numerous inquiries from within the Service from junior officers who 
are anxious to obtain a transfer from the Clerical to the Professional Division. The 
number of openings is, however, very strictly limited, and it must be clearly under- 
stood by these applicants that the mere fact of qualifying does not ensure their 
admission, but simply makes them eligible for consideration 1f vacancies should arise. 

A special course of physics lectures was held at the Victoria College during 
the year 1913 for engineering officers of the Post and Telegraph Department, 
and such satisfactory results were achieved as to warrant equally favourable con- 
ditions being afforded engineering officers of the Public Works Department. 

Liberal conditions have accordingly been provided in regulations just issued 
for enabling engineers of the Public Works Department to pursue their professional 
training. Leave on half-pay will be granted to approved applicants during the 
college sessions, in order that they may take a two-years course In engineering at 
Canterbury College, and the lecture fees and cost of books will be paid. In the 
interests of the State due measures are required to be taken to see that the students 
pursue their courses with diligence, and provision is made to bind each engineer 
either to serve his Department for a certain time after the completion of his training 
or to refund the money advanced. 


Post AND TELEGRAPH DEPARTMENT. 


The manifold activities of this Department continue to extend rapidly, and 
have necessitated a considerable increase in staff during the year, principally owing 
to the very rapid extension of the telephone. 

As the result of further revision, the condition of the General Division of the 
service has been considerably improved. The principal alteration has been the 
raising of the maximum of letter-carriers, telegraph-linemen, &c., to £180, and pro- 
viding facilities for the transfer of other classes of General Division officers to the 
Clerical Division. The growth of the service in other directions has warranted the 
creation of a number of positions above the Seventh Class, while the fullest oppor- 
tunity has been taken to provide an outlet for officers of meritorious service who, 
under previous conditions, were blocked at £220 per annum. 

The Post and Telegraph Department is peculiar as compared with others, as 
under the Public Service Act transfers to the Department from other Departments 
are practically impossible, although there is nothing to prevent Postal officers being 
transferred to other Departments. This was at the request of the officers of the 
Department, but I am afraid the provision is one which is a disadvantage rather 
than an advantage to the officers themselves, as the rest of the Public Service is now 
claiming through its association that the same treatment should be applied to them. 
The full effect desired by all officers would be met if the restrictions were modified. 
The Post Office has unusual facilities for training officers in certain classes of clerical 
work for which it is at times difficult to find officers properly trained in other 
Departments, while, on the other hand, the Post Office is often in need of General 
Division officers, who could be supplied from other Departments instead of being 
engaged from outside the Public Service. 

This Department was classified for twenty-one years before the Commissioners 
assumed office, and the manner in which the officers expressed themselves during the 
passage of the Public Service Bill was a striking testimony to the high regard which 
they had for the system of classification. 
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TourIst PASSENGER BOOKING. 


It was evident to the Commissioners that the prea of accounting for the 
receipts from the passenger-booking business conducted by the Tourist Department 
required an important alteration. A qualified accountant (an officer of the Public 
Service) was directed to look into the matter, and the accounts have been remodelled 
with a consequent saving in clerical work at the agencies and increase in efficiency 
and convenience at the Head Office. 

It was found that far too much importance was attached to the checking of 
tickets and coupons issued at the various agencies rather than accounting on 
systematic lines for the receipts, while duplication of returns took place to a 
surprising degree. An altogether unnecessary 2mount of work was thrown upon the 
agents owing to the quantity of detail recorded in connection with the bookings, 
and although a manuscript copy of the weekly postings showing the tickets sold on. 
behalf of the respective services was forwarded to the Head Office, accounts were 
not raised in the books there to show the amount or balance due on each personal 
account. This was a serious weakness, and, as the total bookings for 1912-13 
exceeded £37,000, it will be seen that there was an urgent need for a change. 

A double-entry system of book-keeping has been installed, designed to show 
at any time the allocation of the cash-balance as between the proprietors of the 
various services on whose account bookings have been made, and the office 
routine otherwise arranged. As regards the agencies, no accounts in books are 
kept, the receipts being accounted for by ticket-returns and a cash statement. The 
consensus of opinion amongst the district officers where the scheme has been apphed 
is that it has proved simple and expeditious, and has also considerably decreased the 
clerical work. 

A periodical audit of the agencies will require to be made by a responsible 
officer. 


MESSENGER SERVICE, WELLINGTON. 


Considerable economies have been effected during the past year. The out- 
standing feature has been the reorganization of the general-messenger and charing 
services of Departments in order to provide, under the control of one Permanent 
Head, a service which would meet the requirements of all Departments, instead of 
the system of each Department providing its own staff. 

In buildings where several Departments were located, each Department in a 
number of cases had its own messenger, with the result that two men were performing 
work which one man could easily undertake. Such a system could not be allowed 
to continue. It was therefore decided to reorg: ane these services, and place them _ 
under the control of the Permanent Head of the Department of Internal Affairs. 
The result has been very satisfactory, the OS eainan of control producing a more 
efficient service at a greatly reduced expenditure. 

In the Classification List (Internal Affairs) last year, in a reference to the retire- 
ment of thirteen aged messengers, it was stated that the places of six messengers 
would not require to be filled. The saving in this direction alone was £980 per annum. 
Subsequently, however, by reorganization it was only found necessary to appoint 
five men as lift-attendants, and for a motor-bicycle service to replace the whole 
of the aged messengers retired, the further saving effected thereby amounting to 
an additional sum of £1,600 per annum, making a total saving of £2,580 per annum 
in the general-messenger services alone. 

In Wellington a system of hourly clearance and delivery of departmental corre- 
spondence by a motor- bicycle service was inaugurated, and has proved so successful 
that it has been extended to Auckland and Christchurch. An extension to other 
centres is under consideration. 

A result of the services being vested in one Department, and one which 
is appreciated by the officers concerned, is the opportunity it offers each man 
to know his relative position under classification to his comrades, and the knowledge 
that in due course, provided he has the necessary qualifications, the avenues of pro- 
motion to members of the General Division throughout the Dominion are all open 
to him. 
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ELECTORAL WoRK. 


During the year the Registrar-General was, through illness, relieved at his 
own. request of the control of the Electoral Branch, and the Permanent Head of the 
Department of Internal Affairs was placed in charge. This sub-department is now 
part of the Head Office, which will result in a saving in salaries alone of £325 per 
annum. During past election years (1908 excepted) the services of a large number 
of casual clerks were utilized by the Electoral Department in the purging of the 
electoral rolls and the enrolment of electors. This system was found to be an ex- 
ceedingly expensive one. This year a complete departure is being made in respect 
to the whole of the field-work connected with the coming general election, by utilizing 
the services of Postmasters, Letter-carriers, and Police officers. The carrying-out 
of this work by Sate tS officers will, it 1s confidently believed, result in its oe 
more efficiently done than was the case when it was undertaken by persons outside the 
Public Service, and at a greatly reduced cost. The visible saving in this direction 
alore 1s £3,000. Other economies will reach a considerable sum, wh ch will be stated 
in my next report. 

CONCLUSION. 


In conclusion, I beg leave to say that the advantages of the Public Service 
Act, which were summarized in my First Report, have been fully maintained. 
There is no doubt whatever that the Act is working smoothly and well, and 
that the Service generally is realizing that the scope for meritorious and able 
officers has been widely extended. While it has been necessary to speak plainly 
about defects in the Public Service system, it is realized by the Commissioners that 
a remedy was impossible until central control was established. The past few years 
have been notable in the history of the Public Services of the British Dominions 
for the number of Commissions which have inquired into them. That Sir George 
Murray in his recent report on the Canadian Service and Lord MacDonnell’s Com- 
mission on the British Service should each have arrived at the conclusion that a 
system of central control was necessary is a remarkable testimony to the trend of 
public opinion. So far as concerns this Dominion, I venture to say that it has now 
been placed beyond doubt that the continuance of central control will provide an 
outlook for public servants which was wanting in the past, and will at the same 
time ensure efficiency and economy in the truest sense.

APPENDIX A. 


REPORT OF THE STORES TENDER BOARD FOR YEAR ENDED 31st MARCH, 1914. 


The Public Service Commissioner. Wellington, 8th May 1914. 
THE first meeting of the Board was held on the 25th June, 1913. The Board was constituted 
of Messrs. J. Mackay, Government Printer; C. E. Matthews, Chief Clerk, Department of Justice ; 
F. T. O’Neill, Assistant Under-Secretary, Department of Lands and Survey; J. Orchiston, Chief 
Telegraph Engineer, Post and Telegraph Department; W. 8. Short, Assistant Under-Secretary, 
Public Works Department; and D. Souter, Chief Clerk, Mental Hospitals Department. Mr. J. 
Mackay was elected Chairman. The Public Service Commissioner was present, and_ briefly 
addressed the members. 

Twenty meetings have been held during the period. 

HKighty-four tenders for supplies, of a total value of £113,524 8s. 10d.. have been dealt 
with. The Board also authorized the purchase of twenty-one items under clause 17 of the regu- 
lations, at a value of £4,492 Os. 5d. 

One hundred and thirty-four contracts for supplies were dealt with, of an estimated annual 
value of £77,735 3s. 6d. 

When the Board began its work it was found that several Departments had separate con- 
tracts for the same class of supplies at various places, the contracts terminating on different 
dates. Certain of the contracts were at that time to run to the 3lst December, 1914, and there- 
fore it was decided to terminate all contracts which it was necessary to rearrange or relet during 
the interim on that date, and to let general contracts as from the Ist January, 1915, for supphes 
required for all Departments and Government institutions. The schedules and conditions of 
contract will be made uniform. It is considered that by this arrangement the number of contracts 
will be reduced to at least half, that less work will be involved in arranging the contracts, that 
the cost of advertising and printing will be reduced, and that better prices will be obtained and 
more satisfactory supplies procured. Consideration is also to be given to the question of lengthen- 
ing the term of contracts for supplies the market prices of which do not fluctuate materially. 
It is impossible for the Board to estimate, with the information at its disposal, the saving which 
will result, but this should be considerable both in regard to work done and the cost of the supplies. 

The Board is obtaining from Departments schedules of stores commonly used, with a view 
to arranging contracts for supplies and determining the most economical method of procuring 
such. This work will be undertaken in conjunction with rearranging and reletting the stores- 
supply contract now arranged by the Public Works Department, which terminates on the 31st 
March, 1915. 

The forms of quotation prescribed by Regulation 14 for general use in inviting offers for 
stores of less than £100 in value, and the purchase-order form prescribed by Regulation 29, 
have been drawn up, and a circular memorandum has been sent to Departments requesting that 
the forms be brought into use. Where this has been done it is understood that they are satis- 
factory. The form prescribed by Regulation 16, being a monthly return of purchases and 
services under £10 in value, has also been drawn up, printed, arid is now in use by Departments. 

One great advantage of the Board’s working is to be found in the power given to promptly 
accept tenders for stores, and this feature is much appreciated by tenderers. As the experience 
of the Board advances, it is expected that even better results will be obtained in this direction, 
as there is no doubt that the prompt acceptance of offers has the effect of securing better prices. 

The Stores Regulations, so far as the Board’s experience has gone, have been found to meet 
requirements and to work satisfactorily, and the question of asking the Puble Service Com- 
missioner to amend the regulations to allow fixed deposits and a security of a permanent nature 
being accepted, instead of a separate deposit and security for each contract, is under consider 
ation, and it is hoped to make a recommendation in the matter at an early date. 

The Board is pleased to be able to report the smooth working of the regulations from the 
outset, and the willing co-operation received from the Permanent Heads of Departments in con- 
nection with tenders dealt with. 

At the present time the work of the Board does not include the arranging of contracts for 
services such as carting, &c., but, as no doubt there are several contracts in force for this and 
other services, considerable saving might be effected if general contracts were arranged, which 
would permit of Departments which do not require such services to an extent to justify their 
entering into a contract having the benefit of rates so obtained. :

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APPENDIX B. 


REPORT OF THE OFFICE-ACCOMMODATION BOARD. 


Office-accommodation. 


Office-accommodation Board, Wellington, lst May, 1914. 
We have to report that the Office-accommodation Board was set up in September last by the 
Government for the purpose of making inquiries and reporting from time to time in respect of 
the accommodation of the departmental buildings in the Dominion. 

The Board has made inspections of the departmental buildings at Auckland, Wellington, 
Blenheim, Nelson, and Christchurch. In each case it was found that considerable improvement 
could be made in respect of the accommodation, and recommendations in this direction were made 
ty and approved by the Government which it is expected will have a markedly important effect 
on the efficient administration and supervision of the Service. 

In rearranging the present accommodation and in allocating offices in new buildings special 
attention has been given to the matter of ensuring that divisional officers should, as far as prac- 
ticable, be in immediate touch with the divisions under their control—a feature largely disregarded 
in the past. 

In addition to inspecting and reporting on the office-accommodation at the places named, 
the Board has met regularly and dealt with matters in connection with departmental require- 
iments, and has arranged the exchange and better grouping of offices in various parts of the 
Dominion. Matters which previously had remained unsettled for considerable periods, owing 
to the different views of Permanent Heads, have now been satisfactorily settled. 





Departmental Buildings, Auckland.—An inspection of the accommodation provided in the 
departmental buildings at Auckland took place in February last. In order to meet the imme- 
diate requirements of the Lands and Deeds and Lands and Survey Departments it was necessary 
to completely rearrange the main building, Customs Street, and also the old Magistrates’ Court 
buildings. The examination of the old Magistrates’ Court buildings showed that the protection 
afforded to the valuable records housed therein was totally inadequate. The whole of the ground 
floor of the building will be rearranged and adequate protection provided. The Stamps Depart- 
ment has been provided with additional and more commodious quarters on the first floor of the 
building. 

In “the main building, Customs Street, the Board took into special account the requirements 
of the Lands and Survey, Native, Labour, and Old-age Pensions Departments. It was found that 
the Lands and Survey Department occupied a large number of small rooms on two floors of the 
building, and that, owing to the location of the offices, supervision and direction by the adminis- 
trative officers was practically impossible. By rearrangement and an exchange of rooms with 
other Departments, and by the removal of a number of partitions, these defects will be con- 
siderably minimized. 

The Old-age Pensions Department was found to be occupying rooms of an unsuitable 
character, on account of the flight of steps which the old people had to ascend to reach the office. 
More commodious offices with a direct entrance level with the street have been provided in the 
Customs Street building. 

Improved accommodation was also provided for the Internal Affairs (Electoral branch), 
Native, Labour, Justice (Official Assignee), and Marine Departments. 

Special attention was given to the convenience of officers. In hoth departmental buildings 


provision has been made for luncheon-rooms for officers and retiring-rooms for women. The | 


recommendations of the Board also make provision for the installation of an electric lift in the 
main building. 

In Auckland, as in other centres, many of the offices were found to present an untidy appear- 
ance, and the Board has recommended that a regular inspection be made of all departmental 
offices. In Government offices, particularly those to which the public have access, there is every 
reason why the rooms should be neat and orderly. 


Government Buildings, Wellington.—In November last, in view of the urgent necessity for 


providing better office-accommodation for the Education, Justice, Internal Affairs (Electoral and 
Messengers staff), and Friendly Societies Departments, the Board made a personal examination 
of the accommodation provided for the Departments in the Government Buildings in Wellington. 
As a result extra accommodation has been provided for the several Departments within the 
buildings, and also for the Friendly Societies Department in the new building of the Bank of 
New Zealand at Te Aro. 

In view of the restricted life of the main Government Buildings, Wellington, the Board will 
very shortly be called upon to face the task of considering and recommending what steps shall 
be taken to provide the necessary accommodation not only to replace the present building, but 
also to provide for Departments at present located in rented premises in the city at a present 
cost of about £3,000 per annum. In the design of any new building the grouping of the different 
Departments and the officers engaged therein must be more carefully consider ed, for if efficient 
and economical conditions are to prevail in Departments they can only exist where the accommo- 
dation and facilities are in harmony. 


DRO 
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Departmental Buildings, Nelson.—The Board inspected the departmental buildings at Nelson 
in April last, and visited—(1) old Provincial Buildings, (2) old Post-oifice Building, and (3) Post- 
office and Customs Buildings. 

(1.) Old Provincial Buildings: These buildings were erected as long ago as 1858, and, having 
regard to their great age, are in a very good state of preservation. They cannot be expected 
to last much longer, but with careful maintenance and small renewals they may have a further 
effective life of, say, ten years. The present arrangement or grouping of the departmental 
offices is about as inconvenient as it can be, but in view of the cost that a general rearrangement 
would involve, and the risk of injury to the building by cutting out partitions and making 
other structural alterations which such a rearrangement would require, it would probably be 
best to leave the grouping of offices as at present, and not to attempt any rearrangement during 
the life of the present building. The building should be maintained and repaired as its age 
requires, so that the official information it contains may be amply protected. 

(2.) Old Post-office Building: This building, notwithstanding it was erected in 1874, is in 
an excellent state of preservation. To meet the requirements of the Departments the Board has 
recommended a rearrangement of the premises. At the date of inspection it was found that— 
(a) Additional accommodation wags required for the District Agent, Public Trust Office, and that 
negotiations were then in progress with the Government Life Insurance Department to obtain 
the use of one of the rooms occupied by it; (6) the approach to the Labour Department, par- 
ticularly the women’s branch, was not good; (c) no convenience existed for the women employed 
in the building. 

As the grouping of the offices was capable of improvement, the Board has been enabled to 
suggest what it considers a very excellent reallocation, which will be of particular advantage 
to the Labour and Public Trust Departments. 


Blenheim.—An inspection was made of the Government Buildings at Blenheim in March 
last. It was found that the accommodation provided for the Post and Telegraph Department was 
totally inadequate, and recommendations have been made to the Government for an extension 
of the present premises which, when carried out, should meet the needs of the Departments for 
several years to come. In the matter of the other Departments a rearrangement of the offices has 
been effected to the mutual advantage of the Departments concerned. 


Christchurch.—The Board visited Christchurch in September cf last year and made an 
examination of (1) the new Government Buildings, (2) the old Provincial Buildings, and (3) the 
Post-office Buildings. 

Prior to the visit of the Board a tentative allotment of the rooms had been made in the 
new building. An inspection of the plan showed that no accommodation had been provided in 
it for the Old- -age Pensions, Agriculture, Lands and Survey, and Lands and Deeds Departments— 
or a total of seventy officers. Tt was also evident that the allotment of the offices which had taken 
place was based upon the original requisitions for accommodation made by Departments prior 
to the erection of the building, and had not been subjected to an independent analysis. For 
example, in the case of one Department, accommodation of a total of over 2,000 superficial feet, 
comprising five rooms, had been set apart for a staff of four officers. It was also evident that 
the convenience of the public had not been fully considered, as certain Departments with whom 
a large number of the public were in daily touch were located on the upper floors of the building. 

As a result of the inspection of the buildings (new and old), the Board was able to, subject 
to some structural alterations in the new building, arrange for the accommodation of the Old-age 
Pensions, Agriculture, and Lands and Survey Departments. 

In reallotting the offices regard has been specially paid not only to the present but to the 
prospective requirements of Departments, and attention has been given as far as possible to the 
convenience of the public. 

Provision has been made in the new buildings for placing a room at the disposal of the 
Public Service Association—for a library and a luncheon-room—and also a retiring-room for the 
convenience of the women employed in the building. 

The Board also directed that particular attention should be given to the protection of the walls 
of the new building, and the cleaning of the rooms occupied by. the various officers. It has been 
arranged that all notices which may ‘be required to be posted for the information of the public, 
either in the rooms or in the corridors, shall be done in a fitting manner and on suitable boards, 
and also that all notices shall be removed when they become obsolete. 

It has been suggested in the refurnishing of any new building that the question of reasonable 
standardization of the furniture should be taken into account.

SYSTEM OF RECORDING. 


S1r,— Wellington, 30th May, 1914. 

In accordance with your instructions, we beg to submit herewith our report on the pro- 
gress made by Governinent Departments in installing the record system, which was recommended 
by us in our report of the 10th February, 1918, for general use throughout that portion of the 
Government Service controlled by you. 

Practically all of the large Departments have either installed the new system or are about 
to do so. We are convinced that it has increased the efficiency of recording wherever it has been 
adopted, and that it is at the same time effecting a great saving in expense. 

The actual saving in nine of the larger departmental offices is over £2,000 per annum.

INDIVIDUAL REPORTS IN REGARD TO THE INTRODUCTION OF THE NEW RECORD SYSTEM IN 
THE GOVERNMENT DEPARTMENTS IN WELLINGTON. 


ADVERTISING DEPARTMENT. 


The records of this Department are now amalgamated with those of the Department of 
Internal Affairs. 


AGRICULTURE DEPARTMENT. 


The new system of recording has been established in the Secretary’s office and in the Live- 
stock and Meat Division. Instructions have also been issued to install it in the remaining 
divisions. It was found—(i) That the forms in use do not conform to those recommended by 
the Record Clerks’ Committee, and have not been referred to you for approval; (2) that no index 
to the series has been made; (3) that in the Head Office the name-index is only in partial use; 
(4) that the system of blocking the index has been overlooked; (5):that the principle of under- 
lining the catch-word has not been adopted. The system cannot be carried out efficiently under 
these conditions, and it is recommended that before any further action is taken the Record 
Clerks examine the system as installed in one of the large Departments—say, the Post Office. 

The recording in the Secretary’s office is now in the hands of an officer who has had no 
previous experience in record-work. 

It is still considered that an amalgamation of the whole of the records of this Department 
should take place. 

Cook IsLaNDS ADMINISTRATION, 


The question of installing the new system is now under consideration. 


CustoMs DEPARTMENT. 


The new system has been installed in the Head Office of this Department, and also in the 
office of the Collector of Customs, Wellington. 


Head Office. 


Sufficient time has now elapsed to demonstrate the success of the new system. The Record 
Clerk, who had been obliged to work overtime for an average of three nights per week during 
the twelve months prior to its installation, is now able to overtake his duties in office hours. As 
it would have been necessary under the old system to give further assistance to the Record Clerk, 


it is considered only fair to estimate that a saving of £50 per annum has been effected in this 
Department. 


Collector of Customs. 
The new system installed is incomplete, inasmuch as the index to the subjects in the series 


has not been made; the subject-index has not been blocked; and the catch-words on the index- 


slips have not been underlined) With these adjustments the system as installed should prove 
satisfactory. 


Dominion LABORATORY. 
The new system has been installed. It is proving satisfactory. 


Dominion MUSEuUm. 
The new system is about to be installed. 


EpucaTion DEPARTMENT. 

This Department has been waiting for further

The records of this Department are now kept by the Department of Internal Affairs, and 
they will be merged into those of the latter Department at the end of this year.

GOVERNMENT Lire INSURANCE DEPARTMENT. 


The general question of records is now receiving consideration. The Committee’s recommen- 
dation in regard to the use of cards in connection with applications for loans has been adopted. 


GOVERNMENT PRINTING OFFICE. 


It 1s intended to install the new system, but the Head of the Department would be glad to 
receive some assistance in installing it. 


GOVERNMENT STATISTICIAN’S OFFICE, 


The new record system is now being installed, but the very important matter of commencing 
with an index to the series has been omitted. This should be rectified. 


DEPARTMENT OF HOSPITALS, HEALTH, AND CHARITABLE AID. 


A start has been made with the new series system. The index to the subjects in series has 
not been made, nor have the blocks been prepared. ‘This is unfortunate. We are not altogether 
satisfied that the proposed classification of subjects is the best which could be made, and would 
suggest that when the complete series and index to series are prepared they should be submitted 
for review, when a further report on the reco1ds of this Department could be given. 

We are of opinion that it is unnecessary for the district office records to be kept separate 
from those of the Head Oftice. 


IMMIGRATION DEPARTMENT. 
The new system has not yet been installed in this Department. 


INSPECTION OF MAcHINERY DEPARTMENT. 
The records of this Department have been transferred to the Marine Department. 


DEPARTMENT OF INTERNAL AFFAIRS. 


The Under-Secretary stated that the new system of recording is proving in every way satis- 
factory, and that it is a decided imiprovement on the old one. 

Since our last visit the duties undertaken by the Record Clerk have very much increased, 
owing to the amalgamation of the Advertising and Electoral Departments with this Department 
and to other extra work undertaken by the Department. 

The saving through the introduction of the new record system is £200 per annum. 


JusticE DEPARTMENT. 


The new system has not yet been installed, but in the Prisons Branch a card system, as 
recommended by the Record Clerks’ Committee, for classification purposes has been brought into 


use. 
LABOUR DEPARTMENT. 


The new system has been installed, and is working very satisfactorily. The saving here is 


£135 per annum. 
Lanps DEPARTMENT. 


The new system has been installed in the Head Office, where it is working satisfactorily. It 
is also to be installed in the district office. The actual saving in the Head Office is £200 per 


annum. 
LANDS FOR SETTLEMENT DEPARTMENT, 


No change has been made in the system of recording in this Department. 


MarINE DEPARTMENT. 


The Secretary states that the new system is quite satisfactory. The records of the Machinery 
Department are now being transferred to the Marine Department. 

It can be safely said that the saving resulting from the installation of the new system in 
these two Departments is equivalent at least to the services of one cadet (£50 per annum). 


MernraL Hospitabs. 


The new system has not yet been installed. 


METEOROLOGICAL DEPARTMENT. 


The new system is now being installed. 
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Mines DEPARTMENT, 
The new system has not yet been installed. 


NATIVE DrPaRTMENT. 
The new system has not yet been installed. 


PATENTS OFFICE. 
The new system has not yet been installed. 


Post AND TELEGRAPH DEPARTMENT. 

The new system is working satisfactorily. The records of the Secretary’s office, the Chief 
lnspector’s office, and the Inspector of Telegraph-offices have been amalgamated. The saving in 
this Departinent is £600 per annum. 

The new system is being extended to district offices, and is already installed at the chief 
post-offices, Auckland, Christchurch, Dunedin, Invercargill, Oamaru, Timaru, and Wellington. 


PuBLic SERVICE SUPERANNUATION OFFICE. 
The new system has not been installed. 


Pustic Trust OFFICE. 
The new system has not yet been installed in any of the divisions. 


PusLtic WorKS DRrPARTMENT. 


The system is well installed, and is considered satisfactory. The saving is £545 per annum. 
It is also intended to extend the new system to district offices. 


REGISTRAR-GENERAL’S OFFICE. 
The new system will shortly be installed. 


Lanp aND DEEDS (STAMPS). 
‘Lhe system has not been installed. 


Tourist AND HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 

The new system is installed, but is incomplete as regards the index to the series. We think 
that it would be advisable for the Record Clerk to receive some further instruction in connection 
with the installation. 

The saving in this Department is £200 per annuun. 


TREASURY DEPARTMENT. 
The system is installed. It is considered satisfactory, and has resulted in a saving of £135 
per annum. 


INSTALLING NEW RECORD SYSTEM. 

We suggest that in installing the new system Record Clerks should be given an opportunity 
of examining a series system in actual working, and we desire to emphasize the importance of 
making ‘an index to the series at the commencement. 

After the subjects dealt with by the Department have been classified into cognate series, an 
index of these subjects, compiled from subjects found in the old index-book, should be carefully 
drafted, and all the blocks shown in this index as well as in the subject-index : 


DIRECT DISTRIBUTION OF CORRESPONDENCE. 
It is found that in many Departments the rule is to submit all files to some ofhcer other than 
the Record Clerk for an indication as to whom the file should be sent for action. 
Unless there are exceptional circumstances, we consider that the Record Clerk should be 
capable of making this distribution, and so greatly facilitate the work of the Department. 


DESTRUCTION OF UNIMPORTANT RECORDS. 
The question of destroying valueless records requires urgent consideration. The need for 
increased accommodation is a growing one, but in many instances a remedy would be found 
by sorting out and destroying unimportant records. 


DETENTION OF FILES BY OFFICERS. 

The Committee regrets that more advantage is not taken of the system recommended of 
‘‘ bringing up ”’ files for action. 

In some Departments there is a tendency among officers to hold files until all their action is 
complete—-viz., awaiting replies to their memoranda, &c.—and it is a most difficult matter for 
Record Clerks to keep track of correspondence which is held in this way. 

If officers cannot deal immediately with a file, we are of opinion that it should be returned 
to the Record-room, with a request to ‘‘bring up’”’ on a certain day. The neglect of a rule to 
this effect is, we believe, the chief cause of the complaint that when files are wanted they are not 
in their proper places in the file-boxes. 
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TRAINING OF RECORD CLERKS. 


There is a great need for junior officers to receive special training in the duties of Record 
Clerk. As recommended in our previous report, it would be of advantage if beginners were 
attached to one of the larger departmental offices to enable them to receive the much-needed 
training.

Under 
the Customs Act, 1913, which comes into force on the Ist April next, extensive regulations will 
have to be issued. These will include a considerable portion of the matter that has been issued 
in previous instruction-books. Until these regulations are prescribed it is not considered desir- 
able to proceed with the printing of the new Compendium of Instructions. 

2. (a.) The following books and forms have been so altered that duplicates may be prepared 
by carbon processes :—

Books of miscellaneous receipt-forms.

The other books and forms are being altered as stocks in hand run out. 

(6.) The card-index system recommended by the Commissioner has been adopted in this 
office, and will at an early date be instituted in the various local offices throughout the Depart- 
ment. 

(c.) It has been decided to have the accounts of goods in the bonded warehouses kept on 
cards in lieu of books. The cards are at present being printed. 

(d.) Owing to the greatly increased work in this office, on account of the revision of the 
Customs Law Act, the proposed revision of the tariff, and other causes, it has been impossible 
to hold a conference of officers, but the local office has, as hitherto, been freely consulted as to 
any alterations that are required for the better working of the Department. Officers passing 
through Wellington are asked for suggestions and comments on proposed alterations, new forms, 
and practices. 

3. The question of centralizing in Wellington the statistical work of this Department has 
been under the consideration of this office during the last two years. The new system, under 
a scheme suggested by the Commissioner, has been inaugurated from the commencement of this 
year, but it is yet too early to report as to its efficiency or economy. 

4. At Auckland and Wellington Inspectors have been appointed. In addition to the assist- 
ance these officers will render to the Sub-Collectors, it will be part of their duty to inspect and 
supervise the work of all the outside officers, thus ensuring uniformity in office methods and prac- 
tices. It is hoped that at an early date Inspectors will be appointed at Christchurch and 
Dunedin. The more important part of the work of the various officers is inspected annually 
by the Permanent Head. : 
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DEFENCE DEPARTMENT. 


With reference to suggestion contained in paragraph 1, I might say that it was understood 
that a Commissioner would pay a visit of inspection, when the subject in question could be gone 
into in detail. It has, however, not yet been possibie, apparently, for the Commissioner to make 
the visit. 

As regards paragraph 4, it might be mentioned that the system of making appointments 
to the Civil staff of this Department is that laid down by the Public Service Act and Regulations. 


EpUcAvTION DEPARTMENT. 


With reference to your Circular No. 131, of the 6th January last, I have to remark that 
the disadvantages under which the Department has so long laboured in consequence of having 
its officers scattered, owing to the lack of adequate central accommodation, have not yet been 
removed, except in a very minor respect, and consequently the difficulties of centralizing and 
consolidating (as far as possible and expedient) the work of the Department still exist. The 
fact that the Department is still seriously understaffed increases these difficulties. For the same 
reason, it has not yet been possible to complete the simplification of the general records in the 
manner which for some years has been contemplated by the Department, and which I believe has 
the approval of the Commissioner. 


GOVERNMENT INSURANCE DEPARTMENT. 


The only matter relating to this Department calling for remarks is contained in the para- 
vraph on page 34 of the Public Service Commissioner’s report. The proposal dealing with the 
preparation of renewal notices therein referred to was at the time under way, and has now been 
brought into complete operation. 

The reference to this Department’s system of records made in the report of the Committee 
ot Record Clerks appointed by the Public Service Commissioner has also had serious considera- 
tion. A ‘‘series’’ system somewhat analogous to that advocated by these gentlemen has been 
in existence in this Department for many years past in respect of correspondence with policy- 
holders, and the question of extending it to our general correspondence, which, of course, repre- 
sents a relatively small portion of our business, has been under consideration for some time past. 
My prolonged absence on the Appeal Board has naturally thrown a special strain upon my senior 
subordinate officers, and the change has necessarily been somewhat delayed. It is, however, under 
attention, and will not be lost sight of. 

With regard to the Mortgage Branch correspondence, a new system of recording has been 
adopted. It is based to a certain extent upon the “‘ series’ system,. adapted to meet the special 
requirements of our Investment Branch. Before adoption the system was submitted to the Public 
Service Commissioner, and received his approval. It is now in full working-order. 


JUSTICE DEPARTMENT. 


The three points referred to by the Commissioner in regard to the Department of Justice— 
viz., the overhauling of returns furnished to the Department, the appointment of a Deputy 
Registrar of Patents, and the provision of additional accommodation for the Patent Office—have 
all received careful consideration and attention during the year. 

With regard to the returns, this matter has been receiving attention with a view of reducing 
the amount of the returns, but, while some alteration might be made in the form, the information 
obtained is necessary. 

The recommendation of the Commissioner that the staff of the Patent Office should be improved 
by the appointment of a Deputy Registrar from the Public Service has been carried out, and a 
Deputy has been appointed. 

The question of the lack of proper accommodation for the Patent Office staff and library 
has also received attention, and some alterations have been made which have improved the accom- 
modation, but it will not be possible to provide adequately for this office until the new Police 
buildings are erected, when it is proposed that the Patent Office shall be located in the present 
Police-station buildings. 


DEPARTMENT OF LABOUR. 


In the Annual Report of the Public Service Commissioner on this Department it will be seen 
that there were no improvements suggested. ‘The Commissioner was good enough to state that 
the Head Office staff of the Department was ‘‘ well arranged both as regards convenience and for 
supervision.’’ It was also added that “‘ the general work of the Head Office is conducted in an 
up-to-date fashion.’’ 

In respect to the special reports relating to (a) records and (4) accounts (see pages 49 and 76), 
I have to say—(a@.) That the records of the Department had already been kept for many years on 
the ‘‘ series ’’ system, and it was therefore a comparatively easy matter to carry out the Commis- 
sioner’s recommendation to adopt the card-index system in lieu of the book indexes; the sugges- 
tion of the Committee has been adopted, and satisfactory results have been obtained. (b.) Ke 
accounts: The first suggestion (as to the abolition of some 180 small ‘“‘ receivers,’’ the payment of 
moneys into Public Account, or, where no bank exists, to the Post Office, and sending the receipts 
to the Head Office for inclusion in the Head Office Receivers’ cash-book) is a good one, and the 
scheme should be instituted as soon as the Treasury Department is ready. Representations to 
that Department will shortly be made in regard to the matter, so as to bring about the change 
before the next ‘‘ registration ’’ period for factories—viz., Ist April next.

Re registration of shops and factories: In respect to the suggested adoption of a card system 
in order to do away with the present registers, this matter had already been decided upon, and 
we were waiting for the existing registers to be used up. 

As to amounts collected from employers for disbursement to employees, the suggestion of the 
Committee is that these amounts be paid by the employers direct to their employees, the employers 
to produce the receipts when required by the Inspector. I may say that this system would not 
be satisfactory in practice. 

The certificates of registration of factories are now being printed in duplicate, so that the 
carbon process may be used. The existing books were prescribed by the Audit Department. 

As to the expenditure-book, it has already been decided that particulars re salaries shall 
be kept on cards during the next financial year. Our present system, however, is not ‘‘ cumber- 
some,’ as it involves very little clerical work. 

The general suggestions of this Committee relative to overlapping between the Treasury 
and other Departments are, we consider, in the right direction. 

Our method of keeping departmental accounts has been rendered necessary, firstly, by the 
requirements of the Treasury, and, secondly, by their method of keeping the accounts of the 
several Departments. I may say that some three years ago we took the opportunity of replying 
to a memo. from the Auditor-General inviting suggestions for improvement in the method of 
keeping accounts. These suggestions were duly forwarded, but were not adopted, and the books 
have been kept in the same way since. 

With respect to proposal of the Treasury as to scheduling vouchers for payment at regular 
periods (page 64), this idea is an excellent one. The Department is awaiting the introduction 
of new methods, and we are glad to learn that they are likely to be introduced before the next 
financial year. We hope that as a result the work of the accounts will be lessened, as at present 
the staff is unable to cope with the work. 


LAND AND INcoME Tax DEPARTMENT. 

The position of affairs at the time of the Commissioner’s visit, referred to in first para- 
graph of the report, was an unusual one, and was occasioned by the lateness of the Valuation 
Department’s revision of districts and the consequent delay in transmission to this Department 
of the necessary data for adjusting land-tax assessments. To avoid any risk of jeopardizing 
the collection of land-tax, all hands were put on to work which usually has been done by juniors 
and cadets. 

The preparation of land-tax and income-tax accounts and also tax-registers has been greatly 
simplified by the introduction of the multiple and machine processes, and a considerable annual 
saving will be effected thereby. The use of the machines in dealing with Post Office cash and 
the Receiver’s cash is also an improvement. A new system of checking mortgages owing by and 
owing to taxpayers was introduced during the past year, and has given good results both in saving 
of time and cost of labour. 

Other matters in regard to the simplifying of work and the avoidance of unnecessary labour 
are now in hand, and it is hoped that considerable economy, with greater efficiency, wil] be the 
result of the changes. 


DEPARTMENT OF LANDS AND SURVEY. 


1. (p. 30.) Inspection of District Offices —As the Sub-Inspector of the Publie Service Com- 
missioner’s staff, together with other officers, has been examining several of the offices, no addi- 
tional inspection has been made by the departmental officers at present, but during the coming 
year it is proposed to establish a permanent scheme for the periodical inspection of each district 
office comprised in the Department. 

2. (p. 30.) Conference of Officers.—It was proposed to hold a conference of Chief Clerks early 
in March, but this conference has not yet been approved, and consequently has not been held. 
The conference will do a lot of good in standardizing methods, forms, returns, &e., and 1] antici- 
pate much good will follow by the result of such conference. 

Compendium of Instructions: This will be prepared after the conference; in the meantime 
the current departmental instructions are being revised. 

3. (p. 30.) Supervising the Clerical Branch.—The suggestion of the Public Service Commis- 
sioner has been given effect to, and the Chief Clerk of each office now has complete supervision 
over the whole of the members of the Clerical Branch, including the Receiver of Land Revenue 
and Accounts Clerks. This is for the purpose of discipline, advice, and interchange of officers; 
but as the Receiver of Land Revenue has important statutory functions to perform which occupy 
his full time, he is not interfered with in any respect in regard to such matters, but every 
endeavour is made to see that he has adequate assistance to perform his duties satisfactorily. 
The accounts and revenue sections are now completely amalgamated. 

4. (p. 30.) Machine Processes, &c.—A multiple scheme for collection of land-revenue ac- 
counts was introduced on trial into the Auckland and Wellington offices for the preparation of 
the half-yearly rent-notices and other work of accounting for revenue collected. The introduction 
of machines for this class of work has proved highly satisfactory, and it is intended at an early 
date to introduce it into the other district offices. 

5. (p. 30.) Consequential Hconomy.—tThe accounts and revenue sections were amalgamated 
as from the Ist November last, and this amalgamation, together with the introduction of machines 
for preparation of revenue accounts referred to in paragraph 4, has made the services of nine 
officers available for other work (salaries, £1,951), three of whom (salaries, £745) have been, by 
direction of the Public Service Commissioner, performing duty for other Departments, 
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6. (p. 50.) Record System.—The ‘‘series’’ system of files is now in general operation, so 
far as is consistent with the fact that it has always been found advisable to have a separate file 
for each tenant. The letter-books have now been abolished in the Department. General indexes 
are being used. The registering of inward correspondence is being discontinued. The remainder 
‘of the files relating to immigration will shortly be taken over by the Immigration Department. 


General Remarks. 


7. (p. 16.) Understudies.—Wherever necessary, understudies have been provided, and the 
remarks of the Commissioner have been carefully considered and given attention to in all offices. 

8. (p. 14.) Attendance-book.—The statutory attendance-book has been in use ever since its 
issue. 

9. (p. 19.) Modern Methods.—The remarks of the Public Service Commissioner have been 
carefully noted, and, as far as possible, given effect to. It is, however, a difficult matter to 
bring the whole Department up to date in all modern requirements in a limited period, but it 
is hoped that greater efficiency will result by the adoption from day to day of the methods 
referred to. 

10. (p. 19.) Compound Forms, &c.—All new forms required by the Department are now 
designed for use with carbon paper wherever practicable. The reprinting of a number of forms 
hitherto in use is deferred, as it is intended to bring them before a conference of departmental 
Chief Clerks for consideration, with a view to devising forms (some compound) that will meet 
as far as possible the requirements of each district, and thereby ensure a measure of uniformity. 

It is pointed out, however, that owing to various reasons—viz., geographical, climatic, and 
the operation of special laws in many localities—absolute uniformity cannot be expected, and 
special forms for use in some districts will still be necessary. 


Conclusion. 


The report of the Commissioner has been perused with very careful attention by all officers, 
and every endeavour has been made to carry out the spirit of his suggestions. It is hoped that 
the future working of the Department will be greatly benefited by the changes brought about in 
consequence of his report, and though perhaps many of the results achieved may not be imme- 
diately visible, yet I am fully confident that the officers of the Department will do everything 
in their power to ensure that the administration of the Department is conducted with the very 
greatest efficiency. 

As is well known, the functions of the Department are of a most varied and, in many cases, 
complex nature, and have to be carried out by highly trained officers, as probably fifty Acts of 
the General Assembly deal with matters administered by the Department, and every year fresh 
legislation makes fresh demands on the knowledge, skill, and energy of the officers. 


Marine DeparTMENT. 


As regards the record system, this has been altered in accordance with the suggestion of the 
Commissioner, and the question as to the number of items in the appropriations will be dealt 
with when the estimates for the next financial year are being prepared. 


MentaL Hospitats DEPARTMENT. 

With regard to reducing the working-hours, while it is recognized that these are long, and 
that the work in some cases is objectionable and in most cases anxious, yet, taking the average, 
it cannot be described as arduous. 

It is very difficult to reduce these hours without the patients suffering, or without dispropor- 
tionately adding to the cost of their maintenance. I cannot advocate anything that would put 
the patients under disabilities; and with respect to the second solution, a number of extra 
attendants and nurses would be required for relief duty, and as it is it takes us all our time to 
accommodate those who are on the staff, and in our experience the supply of suitable persons is 
somewhat limited. In any case, the reduction of hours would, as far as the patients are concerned, 
be best attained by increasing the annual leave, reducing thus the aggregate of hours worked 
during the year, and preserving as far as possible the continuity of interest in the oversight, 
care, and control of the patients. Schemes that give every third day off so as to arrive at the 
eight-hour day have the-distinctly bad feature that the observation of the patients and the attend- 
ants’ knowledge of their idiosyncrasies become patchy, and the very best only can maintain an 
intellectual interest in their work. We allow half an hour for each of the meals. At the con- 
ference of Medical Superintendents the only concession deemed possible under present circum- 
stances was to add a quarter of an hour to the time off for the midday meal; and during this 
month [May] there is going to be another conference of Superintendents, when this matter will 
again be brought up. 

The aggregate of hours worked during the year, with the above concessions, works out as 
follows: On alternate days—6.30 a.m. to 5.30 p.m., less one hour and a quarter for meals, 
and less a quarter of an hour for tidying up; net time worked, 94 hours. 6.30 a.m. to 8 p.m., 
less one hour and three-quarters for meals and a quarter of an hour for tidying up; net time 
worked, 114 hours. Average, 104 hours. 

The amount of leave during the year totals ninety-two days, and therefore the working-days 
number 273. The actual hours worked, therefore, during the year may be thus expressed : 
273 x 103 + 365 = 7 hours 51 minutes average the whole year round. I have not counted 
in this calculation the extra time worked on the fortnightly entertainment evenings by those not 
on leave. One might roughly estimate this at about fifty-five hours scattered over the year. 
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It has been stated that the average hours on duty during the year (not including the above fifty- 
five) work out at 7 hours 51 minutes—nine minutes short of eight hours. This fraction of nine 
minutes is equal to 54 hours 45 minutes in the year, and therefore may be set off against the 
fifty-five hours approximately estimated as extra entertainment duty. I may therefore state 
that the average working-day of the Mental Hospital attendant or nurse is eight hours all the 
year round. 

With regard to the counting of the value of allowances in the nature of salary for super- 
annuation purposes, needless to say I cordially agree, having advocated this for some years, 
and to me it is incomprehensible why—lI will not say, whty the point has not been conceded, but 
why justice has not been done. I need not enter into the arguments, because it is evident that 
the Commissioner views the matter from the same standpoint, except that I do not think it would 
be defeating the intention of Parliament to exclude travelling-allowances, horse-allowances, and 
all forms of temporary or intermittent allowances, but not allowances which would absolutely 
be in the nature of salary, and on account of the granting of which a reduced salary was accepted. 
I understand that there will be a difficulty in conceding this point in the case of the higher-paid 
officials, though as a matter of equity I would like to have it granted in their case. 

As £300 is now the maximum of Supa Anat granted, I would propose that all officers 
whose salary plus the value of emoluments equals £450 should be included in the amended 
regulations suggested by the Commissioner. This will require a little shding-scale adjustment, 
thus: Salary, £350; emoluments, say, £100 = £450, a typical example. Salary, £400; emolu- 
ments, £100 = £450 plus £50, only half emoluments to count. Salary, £450; emoluments, 
£100 = £450 plus £100, emoluments not to count.

System and Typed 


I think when a system such as that suggested is once in working-order it would possess 
advantages, but the transitional period naturally entails additional la bour. A system which has 
been carried out almost automatically for many years takes less effort than a simpler system 
during its initiation. The clerical staff is very small. In fact, to keep things going we have 
all had to assist and work overtime. [ have made application for an additional clerk, which 
the Commissioner has approved, and we shall soon be in a position to remodel our records.

For the Maintenance Branch, which has a staff of its own, the card system has been intro- 
duced, and is working satisfactorily. In fact, the proof of the ecard was to hand when the 
office was inspected. The recommendation has therefore been carried out. 

The note recommending that the accounts should be sent in for payment, and not kept back 
until all had come to hand, is due probably to a misconception. All firms keen about being paid 
promptly are known to us, and their accounts are invariably checked and sent on to the Head 
Office at once, where they are passed for payment immediately on receipt. The rest have been 
checked and sent on together to the Head Office as soon as possible, usually about the middle of 
the month, and they have been dealt with at the Head Office, and sent on for payment, with as 
little delay .as possible. We have found some firms very lax in sending in their accounts, and 
in such cases. the others have not been held back. In fact, concisely, the system has been to send 
on the special ones immediately, and to treat the others (the bulk) on the first convenient day 
with regard to the work of the office. 

Now that we have just added to our staff, the recommendation can be carried out fully. 


Mines DEPARTMENT.

NATIVE DEPARTMENT.

PRINTING AND STATIONERY DEPARTMENT. 


The recommendation of the Public Service Commissioner that this Department be placed 
on the basis of a trading concern has received consideration. I am strongly in favour of this 
being brought about, and I am in communication with the Secretary to the Treasury in regard 
to its being brought into operation by the beginning of the next financial year if possible. 

There are several improvements in the methods of account-keeping which have also received 
consideration, particularly in regard to the cash-book, of which two are at present in use—one 
being required by the Treasury Regulations, and the other necessary for the purposes of the 
profit and loss accounts of this Department. By combining the two much time would be saved. 
This matter has been discussed with the Treasury officials, and I hope to bring this into opera- 
tion by the Ist April. 

The improved system of keeping records has not yet been effected, but this will be done as 
soon as it is possible to do so. 

The work-ledger which was in use in this Department for many years has now been done 
away with; the extra informatiom contained therein has been added to the account form, which 
has resulted in a considerable saving of work, 
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Pusuic Trust OFFICE. 


1. Adding and Listing Machines.—These have been placed on stands with castors. Instrue- 
tions were given some time ago to the agents to have the machines electrically controlled. One 
has received attention, and the other will be fitted immediately a suitable motor comes to hand. 
Two additional machines are on order, and will also be electrically controlled. Special operators 
have been attached to the two machines now in use. 

2. The adding non-listing machinés are used chiefly at the balancing periods for cross- 
checking the ledger summaries. Severa] of the typists have received expert instruction in their 
manipulation, and the machines will be used on all work for which they are best suited. 

3. Form of Statement of Account (P.1', 123).—The estates are so varied in the nature of 
their assets and liabilities that it is the general opinion that a printed form would be of no prac- 
tical use. So far no action has been taken, but the idea will not be allowed to drop before being 
thoroughly tested. 

4. Rubber Stamps.—Additional stamps have been supplied, where necessary. 

5. Vouchers.—All maintenance and salary vouchers are now typed in duplicate. The pre- 
sent voucher form is somewhat heavy to ensure strength, but when ordering fresh supplies an 
effort will be made to get a thinner paper of equal strength, so that three clear copies may be 
taken simultaneously. 

6. Dockets.—Owing to introduction of the new system of check, ledger dockets are now 
unnecessary. 

7. Distribution Sheets, Native Branch.—A Burroughs machine will be used to check the 
vouchers received from the Reserves Agent, and thus relieve the clerks. 

8. Rent Notices, Native Branch.—A set of forms (in triplicate) to enable these notices to 
be written by machine process has been submitted for your consideration. 

9. Voucher Forms, Native Branch.—A fresh form has been printed, in which the claimant’s 
name is entered once only. 

10. Returns, Native Branch.—These are prepared annually in April. The suggestions made 
will be adopted when future returns are prepared. 

11. Mental Patients’ Branch.—This was a temporary arrangement only, owing to the con- 
gestion on the ground-floor. The branch, including the typist, is now being shifted to the second 
floor. 

12. Receipt Forms.—New forms for use with double-faced carbon have been drafted. The 
proof copies have been returned to the Printer for amendment, as suggested. 

13. Final Receipt (P.T, 112a).—The suggestion will be embodied in the next order. 

14. Ledger Clerks, Wills Branch.—The work is very heavy and the staff is young. A com- 
petent junior at £110-£120 a year is required to strengthen the branch. 

15. Sinking Fund and Superannuation Branch.—This branch also performs the Land-settle- 
ment Finance work, which is steadily increasing, and demands special attention. It is probable, 
also, owing to the increase in loan-work, that some of the miscellaneous funds at present under 
the control of the Mortgage Branch will be transferred to this branch. It is deemed advisable, 
therefore, to keep the branch intact in the meantime. 

16. Mortgage Cards, Mortgage Branch.—There are no written mortgage cards. This refer- 
ence is to cards used in special cases for payments from the Coal-miners’ Rehef Funds. At 
present there are about forty hand-ruled cards in use, and they will increase at the rate of about 
ten a year. Owing to the small number required the expense of printing is hardly justified. 
All cards used in connection with mortgages are printed. 

17. Mortgage-instalment Notices.—A form has been drafted to enable these to be typed by 
carbon process, and will be submitted for approval shortly. 

18. Vouchers, Coal-miners’ Relief Fund.—This has reference to Gold-miners’ Relief Fund 
vouchers. New forms have been printed, and these are filled in by machine process 

19. Journal of Interest due.—In the meantime the notices only (vide 17) will be typed. Some 
difheulty presents itself in substituting a master sheet for the bound journal, but the matter will 
receive further consideration. 

20. Loans maturing.—Printed forms of advice have been obtained and are now in use. 

21. Salary Sheet (P.7T. 41).—The form will be amended when the next supply is ordered. 

22. Cashier’s Branch.—An officer who has a thorough knowledge of the various machines is 
already attached to the branch, and an extra operator is provided at rush periods. The various 
forms have now been redrafted for machine process, and another operator is required. 

23. Cheques.—The present regulations prescribe the method of signing cheques. New regu- 
lations will be drafted shortly, and the matter will be brought under the notice of the Hon. the 
Minister. 

24. Classification of Lodgments and Payments. 
completed by machine process. 

25. Payments through High Commissioner and Bank of New Zealand.—Special forms have 
now been printed and are typed in duplicate. One form is posted; the other is bound, and 
supplies the information previously contained in the Remittance-book. 

26. Pay-list Work.—Forms have been drafted to enable the Pay-list, Statement of Pay- 
ments, and the Classification-book to be typed simultaneously. ‘The dockets have been dispensed 
with. : 

27. Summary of Lodgments.—¥orms have been drafted to enable the Statement of Lodgments 
and the Classification-book to be typed simultaneously. Moreover, the lodgments are arranged 
in classes, thus facilitating the work of the Examining Officer and the Auditor. In the mean- 


time the work in both 26 and 27 is being done on the old forms, which have been adapted to the 
purpose, 








Forms have been printed, and are now 
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28. Rough Cash Balances.—A special form has been printed, and will be completed by 
machine process. 

29. Two adding and listing machines, No. 17 Duplex unlimited split electric carbon 18-in. 
carriage, have been ordered. 

30. Owing to the increased use of the various machines, additional typists will be required, 
and application will be made accordingly. 

A recommendation will be made, immediately the results of the recent examination 
known, to have a specially trained and skilled operator put in charge of the machine-work. 

The Instructor of Office Appliances has conferred several times with the Secretary and 
Accountant regarding the economies that have recently been effected in the office by the ereater 


use of the machines 8, “and I am indebted to the Commissioner for so readily placing her valuable 
experience at the disposal of the office.

Pustic Works DEPARTMENT.

StaMp DEPARTMENT AND LAND AND DEEDS DEPARTMENT. 


1. The Annual License Registers have been discarded, and in lieu thereof a card system has 
been introduced. This system has been extended to all companies registered throughout the 
Dominion, thus eliminating the General Register of Companies. The card system has also been 
introduced into the district offices, supplanting the Registers and Minute-books of the Assistant 
Registrars of Companies. 

2. Copies of Cash-book, Audit Returns, and Returns of Revenue are now prepared per 
medium of carbon-copy process. This process has also been applied to requisitions for adhesive 
stamps, thus saving the making of duplicate copies and invoices. 

3. The suggestion in regard to staff records has been adopted. 

4. The matter of better accommodation for the Stamp Office, Auckland, is engaging the 
attention of the Board of Control. 

5. New stamp-dies (King George issue) are being prepared. 

6. During the year three additional bock-typewriters liave been installed, thus relheving the 
cost of contract work. Further machines will be installed when accommodation will permit. 

7. A card system for the Nominal Index is in course of preparation. 

8. The matter of office-accommodation for the Land Transfer Office, Auckland, 
the attention of the Board of Control. 

With regard to the report itself, so far as it concerns this Department, mention is made 
therein that ‘‘many of the methods are out of date.’’ This refers to impressed stamps, which 
the report states ‘‘ have in some mysterious way survived.’’ The report then goes on to suggest 
a means of doing away with the impressing of stamps on cheques, receipts, &e. ‘This suggestion 
has not been acted on, for the reason that it is not a departmental but a statutory requirement. 
It is a matter of policy, and it is for the Legislature to say if the Stamp Act, under which the 
duty is imposed, is to be repealed. Frankly, I may say that as administrative head of a revenue 
Department, I cannot conceive that the suggestion, if acted upon, would result otherwise than 
in a loss to the revenue which would far outweigh any small saving effected. 

As regards the introduction of the automatic stamping- -raachines, they have certainly not 
been as effective as was expected. [The Stamp Departinent is misinformed. The Government 
Printer, who does the work, states that the machines are doing their work well, at a large saving 
in cost of staff over the method of stamping by hand. | 

I quite recognize that your circular does not call for any general comment on the report 
from me, but in justice to my Department I would crave permission to point out briefly the 
grave injustice to the Stamp Department that has been conveyed to the public by the fact that 
the Public Service Commissioner has confined his remarks almost exclusively to the comparatively 
unimportant mechanical branch of the work of this office, whereas the all- important technical 
branch, from which our main source of revenue is derived—viz., the assessment and collection 
of duties imposed by the Stamp Act, Death Duties Act, Companies Act, Building Societies Act, 


Industrial and Provident Societies Act, Sharebrokers Act, &c.—has not been Pererred to in the 
report.

STATE ADVANCES OFFICE. 


The suggestions generally made by the Commissioners for the use of improved methods in 
this Department have been given effect to. 


The use of carbon processes and the casting of details by machine process have been adopted 
wherever practicable. 

The preparatory work in connection with the issue of all instalment notices by the multiple 
system is well under way, and it is hoped to have the system in full working-order at an early 
date. 

Tourist DEPARTMENT. 


The Commissioner’s report states that there are several ways in which there could be a 
shortening-up of the present practices in the assembling of details, &c., by the adoption of machine 
processes, which have been pointed out to me, and are being carried out. An adding-machine 
has been purchased, and is now in working-order. This, I think, disposes of that point. 

The second point raised is that of the duplication of returns by earbon process, which the 
Commissioner recommends as applicable to other Departments, and this system is still in vogue 
in this Department. 

Suggestions were made by the Commissioner of means by which the record system of the 
Department could be improved, and these have been put into operation. 
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The Commissioner also recommends that the amalgamation of several interests at Rotorua 
should be effected; and the positions of Resident Officer and Tourist Agent, Rotorua, have been 
amalgamated, efiecting a considerable saving in the cost of conducting the Department’s opera- 
tions in Rotorua. The former occupant of the position of Tourist Agent has been transferred 
to fill a vacancy in Sydney. , 

With reference to the suggestion that there should be only one accounting officer instead of 
three at Rotorua directly responsible to the Treasury, I may state the amalgamation already 
referred to has reduced the number of officers to two, and I believe legislation would be necessary 
before any alteration could be made in the collection of land revenue. ‘There is, however, another 
officer of this Department at Rotorua—namely, the Sanatorium Clerk—who accounts direct to 
the Treasury, but I understand the Treasury has now in preparation a scheme whereby all the 
accounting will be centred in the Department’s Accountant at Head Office. 








TREASURY DEPARTMENT. 


Owing to the appointment of a Treasury officer—Major J. J. Esson—to act as Inspecting 
Accountant, proper co-operation between the account-keeping of other Departments and the 
Treasury is assured, and more efficient control by the Treasury is established, while unnecessary 
duplication and overlapping will be prevented. 

Forms and books have been revised, multiple schemes and compound forms are being intro- 
duced. These reforms, combined with the use of modern machines, are gradually replacing old 
methods, and the reorganization of the staff has already resulted in a reduction of eleven hands 
without any loss of efficiency. 

Revenue Accounts.—The method of accounting for revenue is being simplified both in the 
Treasury and in Departments. The principle of supporting total entries in cash accounts by 
detailed statements is being apphed generally. In the Treasury the bulky revenue-books are 
being replaced by simpler methods. Numerous small receivers are being abolished, and by the 
extension of the central-receiver system the Treasury will be relieved of a lot of unnecessary 
details, and the position of the relative Departments will be much improved. 

Expenditure Accounts.—The method of keeping expenditure accounts has been thoroughly 
reorganized, completely doing away with the overlapping and duplication of work in Depart- 
ments and between Departments and the Treasury. Details of items will still be kept by the 
Departments in a simplified form, while the Treasury will only record the charges against the 
votes as a whole. 

This reform will have the effect of doing away with thirty large abstract-books in the Trea- 
sury alone, saving labour and a considerable sum annually for bookbinding. It will also have 
the effect of greatly reducing the number of books kept in Departments. 

A simple card index has been provided in lieu of the cumbersome alphabetical register of 
claims kept by Departments, and a satisfactory means of. effecting a reconciliation between the 
books of the Treasury and Departments is provided. 

Payment through the Post Office.—An arrangement has been entered into with the Post Office 
providing for the local payment of small claims not exceeding £5 over the post-office counter. 

As such payments may in most cases be made without the necessity of reference to Wellington 
there will be a saving of time and handling which should be greatly appreciated by the public. 
In addition, the Treasury will be relieved of the necessity of writing and posting separate cheques 
for thousands of small amounts. 

Destruction of Old Accounts.—A systematic clearance of old and useless books and forms has 
been adopted, with the result that valuable space has been set free, with some saving in rent. 

Machines.—Modern machines have been introduced, with economical results. Others are 
being purchased and will be introduced as the scheme of reorganization proceeds. 

Receivers’ General Deposit Account.—The method of keeping this account has also been much 
simplified by the adoption of the card system and the abolition of superfluous checks, resulting in 
a saving of labour and expediting the return of deposits. 

Treasury Bank Ledgers.—Owing to extension of business additional clerical assistance would 
have been necessary in connection with these ledgers. The ledgers have, however, been remodelled, 
and the work has been reduced to such proportions as to render additional assistance unnecessary. 

Requisition and Bank Order.—The method of transmission between Treasury and Audit has 
been simplified, with the result that payment has been facilitated and much time and labour 
saved in the Treasury. 

Binding Treasury Vouchers.—This has been discontinued, with a resultant annual saving 
of £550 in wages alone. 

Payment of Cheques to Order.—This reform has also been inaugurated, arrangements having 
been completed with the bank for the payment of cheques drawn to order. This will effect a 
considerable saving of work in the Post Office, besides relieving the payee of much trouble, as 
it will render it unnecessary for him to visit the Postmaster or other official for the purpose of 
getting his cheque countersigned. This reform has been urged by business men, advocated by 
the Hunt Commission, and strongly urged by the Public Service Commissioner. ; 

Ledger and Loan Accounts have been simplified, journalizing abolished, and several ledgers 
consolidated, with a considerable saving of labour. 

Correspondence and Records.—An improved method of recording correspondence has been 
introduced, practically effecting a saving equal to the time of one officer. 

General.—Other improvements in Treasury methods have been effected, and are pending. 
It will be readily understood that drastic changes affecting the accounts of the whole Dominion 
cannot be hurriedly brought about, while the long-session work has greatly delayed the printing 
of necessary, forms, &c. I am pleased to say that as a general rule the officers of the various 








( 
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Departments have greatly assisted, the ‘Treasury in instituting the various alterations in the 
methods hitherto adopted, and I am confident that the reforms will prove beneficial and economical 
to the Service and acceptable to the public. 


VALUATION DEPARTMENT. 

The improvements suggested in the report of the Public Service Commissioner, dated 27th 
August, in respect to the Valuation Department have been given effect to. 

The improvements suggested by the Commissioner are as follows: (1) He introducing methods 
which would have the effect of greatly reducing the transcription which took place in the prepara- 
tion and copying of district valuation rolls; (2) that a book of Instructions should be drawn 
up for general guidance; (3) that an annual conference of officers should be held. 

With regard to No. 1, I have to state that the transcription-work is now being typewritten 
on standardized forms specially prepared for the purpose, and carbon copies are taken on these 
forms for the use of the Commissioner of Taxes and local authorities. It is too soon to make 
an accurate estimate of the saving which will be effected by the new process, but it is quite safe 
to anticipate that it will run into a considerable sum annually. I would estimate a saving up 
to the present at about £250. 

With regard to No. 2, I may state that a book of Instructions to Valuers has been printed 
and issued, and there is now in course of preparation a book of Instructions to the Office Staff. 

With regard to No. 3, it may be pointed out that a conference of Officers-in-charge was held 
at Wellington during November last. 

A-conference of District Valuers was held in 1911 for the purpose of introducing uniformity 
in procedure relating to actual valuations. It would incur unnecessary expense to summon an 
annual conference of Valuers, as, for obvious reasons, I control the actual work of valuations 
myself direct from the Head Office. 

With reference to the record system and the account system in practice in this Department, 
the Commissioner was good enough to comment favourably thereon.

MODERN METHODS IN OFFICE-WORK: EXTRACTS FROM DEPARTMENTAL REPORTS 
SHOWING THE EXTENT TO WHICH ADOPTED AND THE ECONOMY RESULTING 
THEREFROM. 


{[NorE.—The Permanent Heads were asked to supply brief particulars of the machines introduced, and of the 
work undertaken by them, during the year ended 31st March, 1914, together with the economy, if any, which has 
been effected as the result of their introduction, and the estimated economy likely to arise during the year ending the 
31st March, 1915.] 


DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE, INDUSTRIES, AND COMMERCE. 


The following machines were introduced for the year ended 1913-14: One combined typing 
and adding machine, and one adding and listing machine with electric drive. 

The machines are used to type out the salary abstracts, vouchers (both ordinary and travel- 
ling expenses); to total all the Accountant’s books; to type accounts issued by the Accountant ; 
to type and total the register of compensation paid for stock condemned under the Stock Act 
and the Slaughtering and Inspection Act; to total up the annual sheep returns, statistics for 
Department’s annual report, fortnightly produce-export leaflet, &e. 

Through being able to have the books added up by the machines it has been possible to arrange 
the work so as to leave the services of one clerk (salary, £210) free for other work, 

I cannot say as yet what economy is lhkely to arise during the year ending 31/3/15, but it 
may be possible, in addition to the above, to relieve another clerk when the proposed new system 
ot book-keeping is inaugurated. 

THE AvpIT OFFICE. 

Two adding non-listing machines and one computing-machine are used in checking the com- 

putations incidental to the work of the office. They were in use in the office at the time of the 


advent of the Commissioners. 
There is no information available as to the economy effected during the year ended 31/3/14, 


or as to the economy likely to arise during the year ending 31/3/15. 


DEPARTMENT OF TRADE AND CUSTOMS. 
One adding and listing machine was introduced in April, 1912, for statistical work, and 
since used upon that work and for checking beer-transcripts. One adding and listing machine 
introduced in January, 1914, for new statistical system; and also one adding non-listing machine. 


EpUCATION DEPARTMENT. 


No new machine has been purchased since the 3lst March, 1913, but an up-to-date adding 
and listing machine has been ordered, though it has not yet been supplied to the office. In the 
meantime, however, this office has on loan a similar machine (without some of the attachments), 
with the result that considerable time has been saved in doing work which was formerly done 


on the older machine. 


Nationa ProvipENT Funp anp FRIENDLY SOCIETIES DEPARTMENT. 
A computing-machine and an adding non-listing machine were introduced in June, 1912, 
and are performing work in respect of actuarial computations and accounting. One adding and 
listing machine has recently been placed on loan to the Department, but it is too soon to speak 


of the result. 
The economy during 1913-14 was restricted owing to circumstances of office-accommodation 


interfering with their full use. 
Estimated economy during the year ending 31/3/15, say, one-fourth of one clerk’s (at 
£150) time. 
GOVERNMENT INSURANCE DEPARTMENT. 
Two combined typing and adding machines have been introduced for the purpose of writing 


renewal receipts and notices by carbon process. 
It is probable that without these machines the growth of business would have warranted 


some increase in the staff, and I think it may therefore be assumed that the introduction of the 
machines will be worth about £100 a year to the Department. 


Pusnic Heautu, Hospirars, and CuaritaBLe Aip DEPARTMENT. 


One computing non-listing machine was brought into use on the 24th July, 1913. - Its 
features are multiplication and division in decimal notation. The machine has been used for 
taking out average cost in hospital expenditure, the checking of hospital statistics, apportion- 
ment of Board’s expenditure to levy and subsidy, and to a small extent apportionment of repre- 


sentation.

The direct effect of the introduction of the machine will quite probably be to render unneces- 
sary temporary clerical assistance which has been obtained each year during the past five years. 
This assistance usually costs annually about £30. 

This Department has the use of the adding and lsting machine of the Valuation Depart- 
ment, and it was used last year in adding the long tables of our annual report. The Department 
is awaiting the landing of the new combined typing and adding machines. One of these will 
be very useful in connection with scheduling the vouchers, as it will. type the schedule and at 
the same time add and type the total. One of these machines will save the whole time that an 
officer would take in adding the schedule, and should, roughly, save £25 a year. 

The amount saved by the use of the Valuation Department’s machine during the past year 
can be roughly estimated at £10. 


DEPARTMENT OF IMMIGRATION. 


There is now a cyclostyle installed in this office. The machine is used for running off 
notices to immigrants and to applicants for same, also in connection with farm boys. It is a 
most useful machine, and a valuable labour-saving device to this Department. If done away with 
its loss would occasion an addition to the staff. 

The economy that has been effected during the four months the machine has been in use 
is £20. 

The estimated economy likely to arise during the year ending 31/3/15 is £60. 


DEPARTMENT OF LABOUR. 


This office, in conjunction with the Government Statistician, purchased an adding and lst- 
ing machine about two years ago, and this machine is used by the Department in doing statistical 
work during the months of April, May, and June yearly. 


LAND AND INCOME TAx DEPARTMENTS. 


The machines introduced into this office comprise two combined typing and adding machines, 
and one adding and hsting machine. 

The work done during the year with the combined typing and adding machines was the 
writing of the land-tax and the income-tax accounts, credit slips, and tax-registers, as well as 
the addition of the tax at one operation; the writing and adding of the Cash-book and the 
classification of the payments of tax through the Receiver. With the adding and listing machine 
all taxable amounts were added and the accounts balanced for the main debit; the Post Office 
statements and receipts have been classified and balanced; the day-books have been added and 
checked ; and practically all additions in the office are now done with it. . 

The economy effected by the use of the machines has resulted in an annual direct saving in 
respect of the tax accounts and registers of approximately £500, and land-tax valuation tickets 
£360, a total of £860; while the indirect saving arising from the greater amount of time avail- 
able for revision and examination of assessments and other work can be set down approximately 
at £1,880 per annum. 

These figures can therefore be increased for the year 1914-15, as the volume of work will be 
greater, and the estimated direct saving may be put down at £960, while the indirect saving 
should not be less than the £1,880 already mentioned. 

In addition to the foregoing amount of £2,840, I am of opinion that when the contemplated 
changes are in full working-order there will be a further saving effected of £1,090, making a 
total of £3,930 per annum. 


LANDS AND SuRVEY DEPARTMENT, 


The following machines have been introduced: Auckland (office of the Receiver of Land 
Revenue)—One adding and listing machine, one combined typing and adding machine. Welling- 
ton (office of the Receiver of Land Revenue)—One adding and listing machine, one combined 
typing and adding machine. 

(1.) Work undertaken.—On the adding and listing machine: Checking Journal additions; 
checking Cash-book additions; dissection and analysing of Revenue Cash-book; compiling 
Monthly Return of Revenue from weekly analysis-sheet; daily banking; other miscellaneous 
additions. On the combined typing and adding machine: Preparation (in duplicate) of 
Revenue, Local Bodies, and Deposit Cash-books; preparation of rent-notices with receipt forms 
and Journal by compound process. Preparation of half-yearly schedules of ‘‘ thirds,’’ &e., for 
local bodies; general typewriting for Receiver’s office. 

(2.) Heonomy effected.—Auckland office: (a@.) Staff has been reduced by transfer of one 
officer (salary, £130) without loss of efficiency. (0.) Assistance previously given by a highly paid 
officer (the only one available) for about two months twice a year in writing rent-notices dispensed 
with, as against which must be set the cost of extra typiste’s services (during last November and 
December) for about seven weeks in typing the notices, receipts, and Journal on the combined 
typing and adding machine. (¢.) Almost complete abolition of overtime during rebate period, 
resulting in reduction of tea-money allowances previously paid. This, however, is only a small 
item. 

Wellington office: (a.) The services of one clerk at a salary of £200 per annum have been 
rendered available for other duties. (6.) A general saving of time and labour has been effected 
by the use of the typewriter and the taking of carbon copies whenever possible, as against the 
former method of copying cash-books in manuscript and vouchers by press copy. (c.) By the 
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preparation of all dissections of receipts, taking out of arrears and revenue returns, and (when 
advantageous) the preparation of all other returns and statements by means of the two machines, 
(d.) By the adoption of a certified copy of each provisional title as the Crown Grant Draught- 
man’s record, in place of the manuscript record-book at present in use. 

Amalgamation of Accounts.—In complance with instructions from the Public Service Com- 
missioner, the position of Accountant in each local Land Office was amalgamated with that of 
the Receiver of Land Revenue. This arrangement took effect as from Ist November last. Briefly 
stated, the saving effected is summarized as follows: Auckland—Salaries, two officers, £455; 
Wellington—Salary, one officer, £200; Hokitika—Salary, cadet, £50; Christchurch—Salary, one 
officer, £260; Dune Salary. one officer, £200: total, £1,165. In addition to this amount, 
the services of several other officers have been utilized in other directions, the value of which 1 
estimate at £750 per annum, or a total of £1,915. 

[Norr.—The following extract is from a report by an officer of the Lands and Survey Department who was 
deputed by the Commissioner to inspect the work in the offices of the Keceivers of Land Revenue, with a view to 
providing a more efficient and economical system than that in use. This report was submitted to the Permanent 
Head for consideration, and he reports that he is not yet in a position to confirm the estimated saving of £1,700 as 
likely to be brought about by the introduction of machine processes. | 

As compared with former methods, the introduction of thé multiple system by machine 
process and other labour-saving devices in connection with Land Revenue Accounts provides 
for a more efficient and simple system in (1) collecting, (2) accounting, (3) providing arrears 
returns readily, (4) using half-vearly assembled figures in cash returns and journal for pur- 
poses of balancing, (5) eliminating unnecessary labour. 

Collection of Revenue. —(a.) Advantages gained are in the preparation of rent-notices, 
receipts (in duplicate), and journal by compound carbon process, the receipts to be filed in a 
cabinet in tenure-series order pending payment. 

Accounting.—(6.) Reduction gained by—(1) Dispensing with elaboration in cash-books and 
by preparing the copies (carbon process) simultaneously with the original (loose-leaf system) ; 
(2) dropping detailed Local Bodies’ Cash-book and using totals only ; (3) the preparation of the 

Card Ledger Deposit Account simultaneously with the preparation of receipt; (4) bringing the 
analysis of cash credits and returns into line with departmental and Treasury requirements. 

‘Arrears. —(¢.) Labour is saved in preparation of detailed list of quarterly arrears by using 
outer columns in overdue-rents journal. 

Ledger Balance.—(d.) This is simplified by use of half-yearly totals taken from the tabulated 
journal and adjustment account, and also the Cash Returns Journal. This method dispenses 
with the elaborate journal entries and weekly postings from cash-books hitherto required. 

The multiple scheme, where introduced, provides for greater efficiency in working-methods ; 
duplication and elaboration is avoided; the business can be handled more readily and satisfac- 
torily, and the younger members of the Service are showing considerable keenness in the intro- 








duction of methods which place their work on a more s satisfactory basis. 


Over and above economy gained by the amalgamation of the accounts-work (expenditure) 
with the Receiver’s duties, the economy which should be realized’ upon the installation of ae 
complete system, including suitable exchange of officers, should be £1,700, arrived at as follows 
Auckland, £400 (including two officers, one transferred to Head Office and one SMT aN 
Napier, £200; New Plymouth, £150; Wellington, £140; Nelson, £120; Blenheim, nil (over- 
time cut out); Christchurch, nil (overtime cut out); Dunedin, £370; Invercargill, £100; 
Hokitika, £200: total, £1,700. 


INSPECTION OF MACHINERY DEPARTMENT, 


The savings in connection with the use of boiler and machinery notices, which is the only 
work apart from correspondence for which mechanical office-appliances, including typewriters, 
have been used, are approximately as follows :— 

One officer retired, £260; one officer transferred, £135; one officer transferred, £120— 
£515, less typiste employed, £72: total, £443. 


MARINE DEPARTMENT. 


An adding non-listing machine was purchased for the Head Office on the 8th June, 1912, 
and is used for taking the totals of expenditure in the ledger, and for any other additions 
required. The economy effected is not very great, as the machine is not frequently in use. 

In the Meteorological Office two cy clostyle machines and an adding non-listing machine are 
installed. ‘The former are used for preparing weather reports and forecasts, and “the latter for 
the preparation of statistics, and its installation has given a much more complete check on the 
office statistics and a wider scope and more facilities for their investigation. 


Mines DEPARTMENT: 


In the State Coal-depot at Wellington a cash-register, constructed to meet the special require- 
ments of the depot’s business, has been introduced, and has undoubtedly effected a considerable 
saving of time in the recording of transactions, has increased the efficiency of the staff, and has 
decreased expenditure in certain directions. 

The advantages may be briefly summarized as follows: In the office the Receiver’s Cash- 
book can now be entered up in complete summary form in less than forty minutes daily. Formerly 
this took on an average five hours per day, and during the busy season it necessitated frequent 
night-work to get out summaries, «ec. The transactions put through on a very busy day last 
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winter ran into 25 foolscap pages; now they are recorded on half a page. Carters’ delivery 
tickets, being now made out in the office under the triplicating system, only require sorting and 
arranging for delivery by the yard-foreman, who has consequently more time to supervise 
the direct work in the yard and coal-sheds, and quicker despatch of carters from yard is also 
secured. In regard to overtime, except under special circurnstances, night-work for the office 
staff and foreman will in future be the exception, not the rule. 

The staff, through the cutting-out of summaries and other detail work now done auto- 
matically by the machine, have more time to attend to customers’ requirements. This means a 
better and more satisfactory service, which no doubt will be appreciated by customers. In 
addition, cffice-records can be kept up to date without entailing night-work. 

The amount which might fairly be taken into account when reviewing the economies effected 
by the introduction of the system is £96 per annum. 

To sum up the advantages, the machine provides a quick mechanical audit of cash takings, 
and places individual responsibility upon each assistant. The knowledge that the cash to be 
accounted for can be ascertained in an instant would be a direct deterrent to one tempted to abuse 
the trust reposed in him; but apart from this phase there is the much improved systematic and 
simplified procedure which permits of continuity of action throughout, with a substantial reduc- 
tion of the clerical work formerly found necessary. The new system will permit of the business 
being largely extended at any time, and the office staff would not need to be increased. 

I am of opinion that similar registers could with advantage be installed in the other retail 
depots of the Department. 

In the State Coal-mines office at Greymouth one combined typing end adding machine has 
been introduced, and the work undertaken is general correspondence, returns, specifications, 
and agreements with employees’ union. 

[Nore.—The Manager was unable to estimate the economy likely to arise from the introduc- 
tion of the machine. ] 


Post AND TELEGRAPH DEPARTMENT. 


The machines now in use in this Department are as follows: Six adding and listing 
machines, eleven adding non-listing machines, seventeen combined typing and adding machines, 
one computing-machine, and eighteen cash-registers—a total of fifty-three machines in all. Of 
these machines, twenty are in the Accountant’s office, G.P.O., and the remainder in the various 
district offices. 

The work undertaken by the machines has been as follows: The adding and listing machines 
in the Accountant’s office are used for the additions of schedules and abstracts, the checking of 

paid money-orders and money-order paid statements, and all work in which original additions 
ee been required. In the Chief Offices two borrowed machines in Auckland are in use in con- 
nection with the new system of balancing savings-bank accounts, whereby mechanical appliances 
are substituted for heavy mental work. The system has been tried with success at the Thames 
office, where the work is comparatively small, and it is anticipated that, with the purchase of 
another machine, it will result successfully when appled to the very considerably larger business 
at Auckland. 

The adding non-listing machines are principally used for the purpose of checking additions. 
These machines have not been found so good as the adding and listing machines for original work, 
but the average operator is now making additions as quickly as the average clerk. It is hoped 
in time that the operators will acquire greater proficiency. In any case, the salaries paid to 
women operators are not nearly so high as those paid to clerks, and the clerks are relieved of 
much burdensome mental checking, v which, it must be admitted, is far better performed by a 
machine when a machine to do the work efficiently can be obtained. 

The combined typing and adding machine is the most useful of the machines which the 
Department has so far tried. It is used in the Accountant’s office for preparing all classes of 
statements and lists in which a combination of written matter and figures is required. Among 
other purposes, it has been applied to the listing of money-orders Feces on all countries Bitrate 
New Zealand, a work formerly thrown upon the seventeen Chief Offices but now concentrated 
in the Accountant’s office, and performed by four officers. This results in a saving of at least 
two officers and a further saving with regard to salaries, the work formerly being performed by 
clerks. The cable abstracts, embodying the business between New Zealand and foreign Adminis- 
trations, are also prepared on these machines, with excellent results. So far there has been no 
saving of staff in this direction, but it is anticipated that when the operators become more effi- 
cient at least one officer will be available for other work. In the Chief Offices the machines are 
in use for preparing statements of business in which particulars and amounts are both embodied. 
Not only have the machines led to greater neatness and legibility of work, but they have also made 
possible the introduction. of carbon copies instead of press-copying. The work performed by 
the combined typing and adding machines has uniformly been of a most satisfactory nature. 

The computing-machine is in use in the Accountant’s office, and is valuable for computations 
of averages, percentages, and all work of that nature. It is not by any means fully occupied, 
but whenever used it is estimated that the work is performed seven or eight times as quickly as 
it could be by mental process. 

Cash-registers (for telegraph-counters) of special design and built to meet the Department’s 
requirements have so far proved very successful. The machines in use are working very smoothly. 
Not only are they an excellent check upon the receipt of cash at the telegraph-counter, doing 
away with the necessity for stamping forms with adhesive stamps, but thev .also exhibit at the 
close of each day a fully classified result of all messages put through, with the number and value 
of those handled under each code, the total number and value dealt with, and, by an arrangement 
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of the keys, the amount for which cash has actually been received, as dictingetadben from those 
telegrams which, under various systems still in existence, are not accompanied by cash. 

It is difficult at the present stage to state in set terms the economy which has been effected. 
Generally speaking, the work prepared by machines is much better in every way than the work 
prepared in manuscript. It is more legible, more readily checked, and the mechanical accuracy 
of the addition is such that errors are very infrequent. Qihcers generally, wherever machines 
are in use, are relieved from mental fag and routine duty, and their time can be more profitably 
utilized for higher classes of work. ‘There is also the factor that, in a growing Department 
like the Post Office, a change which saves the greater part or even the whole of one officer’s time 
does not lead to the direct saving of an officer, because he is absorbed by the general expansion 
of the work in his office. The saving, therefore, comes in the fact that the Department has not 
had to appoint so many new officers to cope with the increased work as would otherwise have been 
the case, and I think it would be perfectly fair to state that the new appointments would have 
to have been increased by quite ten officers had the machines now in use not been in possession 
of the Department. 

The estimated economy for the coming year may be said to be practically the same, unless 
a further expansion of the use of machines takes place. If so, it will be proportionately increased. 

There is still considerable opportunity for enlarging the scope of machine-work performed 
in the Department, and it is hoped, as opportunity offers, to take further advantage of the 
mechanical appliances offering. 


PRINTING AND STATIONERY DEPARTMENT. 


No machines have been introduced during the current year, though the purchase of one 
machine was effected. This was in place of a machine which had been on loan to the Department. 

The estimated economy effected during the year ended 31/3/14 by the use of the combined 
typing and adding machines and the adding and listing machines amounted to £200. 

The economy for the year ending 31/3/15 is estimated to be the same—viz., £200. 


PUBLIC SERVICE SUPERANNUATION OFFICE. 


One book-typing and adding machine, installed in 1912, is used for taking out totals and 
balances of contributors’ accounts, writing schedules of payments, and for various items of 
work in which writing and adding are conjoined. We also use an adding and listing machine 
borrowed from the Government Statistician occasionally. 

Estimated economy during the year ended 31/3/14, £36 

Estimated economy during the year ending 31/3/15, £40. 


Pusuic Trust OFFICE. 


The following machines were introduced during the vear ended 31/3/14: One adding and 
listing machine and one combined typing and adding machine. ‘I'he following machines were in 
use prior to that date: Two adding and listing machines, one combined typing and adding 
machine, and two adding non-listing machines. 

The following new work was undertaken by the machines during the year ended 31/3/14: 
(1) Checking the ledger-posting by the new method recommended by the Commissioner, which 
resulted in the abolition of the ledger- -dockets; (2) typing the Classification-book simultaneously 
with the statements of receipts and payments; (3) typing at the same time the daily balance- 
sheet of the General Cash-book; (4) analysing the Cash-book for the purposes of the check- ledger ; 
(5) typing simultaneously the schedules of payments made by the High Commissioner and the 
Remittance-book ; (6) typing simultaneously the schedules of payments made by the Bank of 
New Zealand and the Remittance-book; (7) typing the Cashier’s bank-slip and duplicate for 
office use; (8) typing the salary abstracts and monthly-allowance vouchers for more than one 
month at a time; (9) typing Native rent-notices (with schedules) and interest-notices; (10) per- 
forming general work —e.g., the addition of ledgers, summaries, statements, distribution- 
sheets, &c. 

The economy effected during the year as the result of the introduction and the extended use 
of machines is as follows: After careful consideration of the whole matter an estimate has been 
made as follows: Salaries of officers occupied in writing, calling, sorting, checking, and adding 
dockets, 120,000 annually, £555; saving of time on Ceshien’s work, £50; saving of time typing 
notices and vouchers, £25—£630. Less—proportion annual contribution to cost of machines 
(estimated life, twelve years), £40; proportion salaries of operators, £140—£180. Net result, 
assuming alterations have been in force a full year, £450. 

The new system of ledger-checking (the most important economy effected) came into force 
in October, 1913, and the majority of the other items have been brought into practice during 
the past six months. This system of checking the office ledgers have proved entirely satisfactory 
during the first half-yearly period of its operation. It has been demonstrated that the system 
is well adapted to the requirements of the Department. It entails less work thari the old system, 
costs less, and has proved itself quite effective. 

The time saved has been devoted to the other work of the office. One officer has entirely been 
transferred to other duties, and the introduction of the machines has rendered it unnecessary 
to appoint any cadets for several months. 

The economy likely to arise during the year ending 31/3/15 may be safely taken at: not less 
than the £450 shown above. 
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There will be a material increase in the number of transactions for the coming year, and the 
services of another operator may become necessary. Her salary, however, will be much less than 
the amount that would have to be paid to additional cadets, which would be necessary in dealing 
with the work under the old system. 

A comparative return of the cost of overtime worked by the Head Office during the vears 
ended the 30th April, 1913 and 1914, these dates being taken to include the annual balance 
for each year, shows that the net saving effected in the amount of overtime for one half-year is 
£79. Under the present staff conditions the annual saving may therefore be safely estimated 
at £150 a year. This decrease is due to the new system of checking the ledgers by the use of 
machines. 

The new system of preparing the classification-book and cash-book by imachine™ process 1s 
werking satisfactorily. The work is better done, and more expeditiously. The saving effected 
is estimated at, say, £100 a year. 


Puspiic WorKS DEPARTMENT. 


One combined typing and adding machine has just been installed in the Accountant’s office. 

As to the new forms of registers of expenditure, liabilities, &c., I have to advise you that 
the Accountant reports as follows: ‘<The new arrangement was brought into operation on the 
Ist April last. In respect to the registration of vouchers, one officer “(female), with very little 
assistance, now records all the necessary information, whereas under the old system, with the 
assistance of another officer at a salary of £115, the work could not be got up to date. A further 
saving of at least £30 per annum is ‘efiected on the manufacture of registers.’’ The Accountant 
is certain that, even apart from the amount of money saved, the work is quite as efficiently done 
at present as it was hitherto, and the officers who are carrying out the work appear to be well 
pleased with the change. Individual reports have been called for from the officers concerned, and 
the opinious expresed go to show that the card system is a decided improvement. 


REGISTRAR- GE ENERAL S OFFICE. 


The following machines have been introduced to this office: One computing-machine, one 
adding and listing machine, and one adding non-listing machine. 

The computing-machine has been used in working out percentages, allocations, averages, &c., 
required in the compilation of the Statistics and Year-book, and the construction of mortality 
tables from the census results. The adding and listing machine has been employed in the addi- 
tions of various statistical tables with large money-columns, particularly ve local bodies and 
building societies, but more advantage could have been taken of it had a competent machinist 
been available on the staff. The adding non-listing machine was little used except in the com- 
pilation of the agricultural statistics, owing to the want of a competent operator. 

I estimate that by using the computing and the adding and listing machines the office has 
been able to extend and improve the statistics in several directions without increasing the staff. 
Without these machines the new work undertaken could not have been done without the addition 
of a junior clerk to the staff. The adding non-listing machine (with another borrowed from 
the Marine Department) enabled the agricultural statistics to be compiled for £7 3s. 6d., as 
against £41 10s. last year. 

For the year 1914-15 considerable additional work is being undertaken by the oftice—the 
construction of price index-numbers from returns now being collected, and the reorganization 
of the agricultural and pastoral statistics. In regard to both of these, it is proposed to utilize 
extensively all three machines, provided a competent operator is available. The additional 
work which it is anticipated can be overtaken by the machines would require two more clerks if 
the machines were not available. 


STAMP DEPARTMENT. 


Four book-typing and adding machines are used for recording deeds in Register -books. 
One typewriter is used for recording deeds per medium of loose-leaf registers. 

The economy effected by the use of these machines is the difference between the salaries paid 
to the operators, ranging from £78 to £160, totalling £998, and the amount that would be 
payable to recorders for the same quantity of work—viz., £1,390 17s. ld.—a saving of £392 
17s. 1d., plus ordinary typewriting duties which are not accounted for in the returns from which 
the foregoing figures are compiled. 

The economy expected to be effected during the current vear is estimated at, say, £400, plus 
about £100 on each new machine installed, the need for which exists at Christchurch and Auck- 
land. They will be installed when accommodation permits. 


STaTE Fire INSURANCE DEPARTMENT. 


One typewriter and one day-book attachment are used largely, but not altogether, in con- 
nection with the multiple system as applied to renewal notices ; and one cyclostyle for the writing 
of circulars generally. 

The introduction of the above machines and methods has resulted in a saving of, say, £50 
up to 31/3/14. 

The estimated economy resulting from the use of these ‘machines is likely to aihouiit ‘to, ‘say, 
£150 during the current year. : 
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New ZEALAND Stare ADVANCES DEPARTMENT. 

‘The adding and listing machine has been used since it was first installed in the preparation 
of the annual balance. Last year it was utilized in the classifying of receipts, and the resultant 
saving may be estimated at the difference in salaries of the persons doing this work, £220-30 and 
£120—say, £100. 

When the multiple scheme is in full swing, and the combined typing and adding machine is 
used in the preparation of instalment notices, | think that three ofheers could be released from 
that particular portion of the Department’s work. With this and the consequent changes 
effected in the Department’s books, IL hope that in future the yearly ‘balance may be obtained 
without calling upon the staff for any work at night, as has always hitherto been necessary. 

An exact estimate in pounds sterling of the further amount that will be saved it is not 
possible to give just now. 

| Noru.—Subsequently the Permanent Head reported that the amount was £1,950 per annui. | 


DEPARTMENT OF TouRIST AND HEALTH RESORTS. 


An adding and listing machine driven by motor-power was introduced during the year 
ended 31/3/14. 

A considerable amount of overtime has been saved as a result of its introduction. 

The probable increase in the passenger-booking business that will result in 1914-15 will be 
met without any addition to staff. 

TREASURY DEPARTMENT. 

Two combined typing and adding machines and one adding and listing machine were intro- 
duced, and were used for typing schedules of paid vouchers (in duplicate) and imprest schedules, 
and advices of remittances to the eredit of Jocal bodies’ accounts. 

The eeonomy effected during the vear ended 31/5/14 by the introduction of the machines 
was £670. 

It is difficult to estimate the economy likely to arise during 1914-15, as most of the work in 
the Treasury will be entirely new, owing to the intended change in the mode of payment and 
the keeping of the public accounts. 


VALUATION DEPARTMENT. 


The machines introduced into the Department were one adding and listing machine and 
eight Brief typewriters. The adding-machine was obtained to enable the totals of valuation 
rolls to be extracted, to assist in the compilation of returns, and for general use. A machine 
of larger capacity and more suitable for the Department's requirements is on order, and better 
results are expected next year. The typewriters were obtained late in 1913 to perform by multiple 
process the work of preparing new rolls, notices, and tickets for districts undergoing revalua- 
tion, and are satisfactorily performing the work required of them. The results achieved this 
vear, considering that the scheme is in an experimental stage, can only be regarded as highly 
satisfactory. The yearly amount chargeable against the purchase and hire of typewriters is set 
off by the reduced cost of stationery consequent upon the introduction of the new scheme. 

The services of four temporary typistes have been obtained, while if the work had been per- 
formed under the old system the temporary services of sixteen extra clerks would have been 
required to perform the volume of work. Concurrently with the saving in cost a considerable 
saving in time has been effected, as a result of which local rating authorities and the Land-tax 
Department will receive their rolls at a much earlier date than would have been possible under 
the old system. 

I have to confirm the estimate of £1,300 for the cost of performing this work under the old 
system for the year ending 31/3/15. ‘The estimated cost under the new system, based on the 
results obtained to date, is £600, an estimated saving of £700. The use of typewriters for other 
branches of the Department’s work will, I estimate, effect a further saving of £100—a total 
saving of £800 for the year ending 31/3/15.

ANNUAL REPORT FOR 1913-14.

I have the honour to make the following report on the work of this Department during 
the year ended the 31st March last :— 


Shipping and Seamen Amendment Act, 1918. 
This Act has been assented to by His Majesty the King. It came into force on the Ist 


~ instant. 


The principal provisions of the Act are that a person holding a third-class seagoing 
engineer’s certificate may be engineer of a steamer or mechanical-powered vessel plying within 
restricted limits; that Superintendents of Mercantile Marine at Auckland, Wellington, Lyttel- 
ton, and Dunedin may engage seamen for ships lying at outports; that the Minister may appoint 
Inspectors of Seamen; that certificated cooks need not be carried by intercolonial ships; that 
vessels may be classified according to their construction and stability for the purpose of carry- 
ing deck cargo, that when a seaman of a ship registered in New Zealand, who was engaged 
in the Dominion, fails to join his ship before she sails, a Superintendent may accept from the 


‘master or may require the master to leave with him the man’s wages, discharge, and effects, 


whereupon the man shall be deemed to be discharged from the ship; that ships of not less than 
300 tons register which have been approved by the Minister as training-ships may carry a less 
number of able seamen than must be carried by other ships, and that the Minister may exempt 
such ships from payment of light dues; that when a seaman is injured on board a ship or in 
connection therewith, necessitating medical treatment, the master shall procure the services of a 
doctor, and, if the doctor so advises, send the man to a hospital; that the Governor may make 
regulations regarding the build, equipment, manning, inspection, licensing, and working of 
surf- boats ; that in cases where a Superintendent declines to sue for the wages and maintenance 
of a sick seaman the man himself may do so; and that open launches plying for hire shall not 
carry cargo in the space allotted to passengers. 


Harbours Amendment Act, 1918. 


This is a short Act which was necessary to make provision for filling vacancies on Harbour 
Boards in cases where non-elective member's cease to hold their seats before tt expiration of 
the time for which they were appointed. 
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Mercantile Marine Offices. 


The Superintendents of Mercantile Marine and their assistants have carried out their duties 
in a very satisfactory manner. The tact exercised by them, especially during the recent strike, 
is worthy of commendation. 

Owing to the decision of the seamen not to engage upon any ship during the recent industrial 
crisis, it became necessary, in order to prevent the sea-carrying trade of the Dominion becoming 
completely paralyzed, to exercise the powers given by section 57 of the Shipping and Seamen 
Amendment Act, 1909. This section gives power to the Minister to exempt any ship from any 
specified requirement of the Shipping and Seamen Acts, or to dispense with the observance of any 
such requirement, if he is satisfied that the requirement has been substantially complied with, 
or that compliance is unnecessary in the circumstances of the case, and that the action taken 
or provision made is as effective as, or more effective than, actual compliance with the require- 
ment. Under the authority of this section ships were, during the strike, exempted from the 
manning requirements of the Act in the case of seamen, firemen, trimmers, and greasers, when 
the Department was satisfied that the crews carried were as effective as the crews required by the 
Act. A return of these exemptions will be presented to Parliament in accordance with the 
requirements of the Act. 

A return is appended showing the number of seamen engaged and discharged at the different 
ports and the amount of fees received for the engagement and discharges. The number engaged 
was 22,330, and the number discharged 21,718. The amount of fees received was £3,015 18s. 
In the previous year the engagements were 20,554, the discharges 20,378, and the amount of 
fees received £2,801 17s. The transactions at the four principal ports were :—

Messrs. L. Flower, W. N. Poole, and W. J. White, Postmasters at Awanui,. Kaiapoi, and 
Foxton respectively, have been appointed Superintendents of Mercantile Marine at those places, 
so as to give them power to deal with seamen. 

Proceedings for breaches of the law in regard te seamen were taken by the Department, 
with the following results: W. E. Wahlstrom, master of the s.s. ‘‘ Putiki,’’ for giving the cook 
a ‘‘V.G.’’ discharge when such was not a true report of the man’s conduct—fined £1 and costs ; 
and G, Lang, master of the scow ‘‘ Oban,’’ for carrying seamen to sea without entering an 
agreement with them—convicted and ordered to pay costs. 


Masters, Mates, and Engineers. 


The examination of candidates has been carried out in a satisfactory manner by the various 
examiners. Four hundred and eight candidates passed and 132 failed. Of those who passed, 
240 were masters, mates, and engineers of seagoing ships, 53 were masters and engineers of 
steamships plying within restricted limits, 5 were masters of fishing-boats and of cargo-vessels 
up to 25 tons register, 1 was master of a sailing-vessel plying in harbours and rivers, 22 were 
engineers of seagoing ships propelled by mechanical power other than steam, and 87 were 
engineers of similar vessels plying within restricted limits. 

The percentage of passes in the whole number of examinations was 603, which is a better 
result than last year, but in the foreign-going examinations the percentage was only 474, which 
is not quite so good as last year. This was no doubt due to the new and more difficult problems 
connected with the chart-work which were adopted. 

His Excellency the Governor has cancelled the New Zealand certificates of competency as 
home-trade master and foreign-going first mate held by J. M. Etheridge, in consequence of his 
having been convicted of theft. 

The following persons have been prosecuted by the Department for offences connected with 
certificates, viz.: W. Smith, for running launch ‘‘ Sea Wolf’’ without certificated man in 
charge—fined £2 and costs; G. Reading, for similar offence—fined £1 and costs; F. Ratten- 
bury, for running launches without certificated man in charge- -fined £2 and costs; G. Lang, 
for acting as master of scow ‘‘ Oban’’ without holding proper certificate—fined £1 and costs ; 
and Titipa Harris, for being in charge of licensed launch without holding certificate or boat- 
man’s license—charge dismissed on ground that vessel was not plying for hire. 


Registration of Shipping. 


Returns are appended showing the vessels registered in New Zealand on the 31st December 
last, and the number of seamen employed in them. On that date there were 225 sailing-ships 
of 31,619 registered tonnage, and 391 steamships, of 127,691 tons register, as against 249 
sailing-ships, of 34,308 registered tonnage, and 374 steamships, of 121,772 tons register. The 
number of seamen and boys on board at the end of 1913 was 5,477, as compared with 4,983 at 
the end of the previous year.

Survey of Ships. 
6 During the year certificates were issued to 332 steamers, 428 oil-engine vessels, and 112 


sailing- vessels, as compared with 337 steamers, 537 oil-engine vessels, and 119 sailing-vessels at 
the end of the previous year. 


The following limits have been defined to be river and extended river limits :— 
Hicks Bay: River limits, inside bay; extended liuits, between Hicks Bay and Te 
Araroa. 
Akaroa: Extended river limits, between Akaroa Head on the north, including light- 
house landing, and a point not more than a mile to the south of Iron Head. 
Otago Harbour: Extended river limits for pilot vessels, not beyond eight miles outside 
Taiaroa Head. 
The ‘‘ Galvo ”’ fire-extinguishing appliance has been approved for use on motor-boats. 
Proceedings were taken by the Department for the following breaches of the law in connec- 
tion with survey certificates, viz.: Captain J. Carlton, for carrying too many passengers— 
fined 10s. and costs; G. Reading, for running a launch without a survey certificate—fined £1 
and costs; I*. Rattenbury, for running launches without survey certificates—case dismissed on 
ground that law did not require survey. (The Department appealed against this decision, and 
the Supreme Court allowed the appeal. The Magistrate then convicted without imposing a fine 
or ordering payment of costs.) Captain J. Davies, master of s.s. ‘‘ Pupuke,’’ for carrying too 
many passengers—fined £2 and costs; G. Lang, for running scow ‘‘ Oban’’ without survey 
certificate—convicted and ordered to pay costs; Northern Steamship Company, for carrying too 
many passengers on certain of its steamers—fined £2 and costs on each of sixteen charges, and 
bs. for each of the 247 passengers carried in excess of the proper number; Captain Somerville, 
of the ‘‘ Caed Mile Failte,’’ for not carrying proper lights—fined £2 and costs; and J. Spencer, 
master of cutter ‘‘ Stag,’’ for lying at anchor without anchor lights—fined £3 and costs. 





Deck-cargo Regulations. 

The deck-cargo regulations are working well, and there have been very few attempts at 
overloading. Inspections are made by the Surveyors before the vessels leave port, and if there 
is found to be more cargo on deck than allowed by a vessel’s license the excess quantity has to 
be put below hatches or ashore. 

The regulations have been amended to provide that in the case of ships the whole of whose 
deck cargo does not consist of timber the alleyways are always to be kept clear of cargo and 
live-stock, and that there is to be a clear space of not less than 3 ft. wide either on one side or 
the other, or part on one side and part on the other; also, that on ships the whole of whose 
deck cargo is timber it may be stowed from rail to rail, secured to the satisfaction of the Super- 
intendent of Mercantile Marine. 

The fee for the inspection of a ship for a deck-cargo license has been reduced from £1 
to 10s. 


Wireless Telegraphy on Ships. 


In pursuance of the provisions of section 50 of the Shipping and Seamen Amendment Act, 
1909, regulations have been made requiring New-Zealand-registered ships which are authorized 
by their ordinary certificates to carry 150 passengers or more at sea to be fitted with wireless- 
telegraph apparatus. These regulations will come into force on the Ist July next. 


Deceased Seamen’s Estates. 


The estates of twenty deceased seamen have been dealt with during the year. The amount 
received on account of them was £168 17s. 2d., and the amount paid to relatives and other 
claimants was £129 4s. 9d. The sum of £47 17s., which had remained unclaimed for over six 
years, was paid into the Public Account. Particulars of the estates are given in a return which 
is appended. 


Wrecks and Casualties. 


During the year seventy-six inquiries into casualties to ships were held, seventy of them 
being preliminary and six Magisterial inquiries. Appended are tables showing the casualties 
and the analysis thereof. Those on or near the coasts of New Zealand numbered eighty-seven, 
representing 62,733 tons register, as compared with 103, of 45,001 tons, during the previous 
year. The number of lives lost was five, as compared with thirty- three in the previous year. 
One life was lost in the explosion which destroyed the s.s. ‘‘ Moa,’’? and four in the loss of the 
auxiliary fishing-cutter “‘ Iris’ at Bluff. 


Nautical Pubiications. 


The Nautical Almanac for 19i4 was issued at the beginning of December last, and from the 


demand for copies it is clear that its popularity is not abating. The Department has also issued 
a small book, ‘‘ Modern Up-to-date Navigation,’’? prepared by Captain Blackburne, Nautical 
Adviser to the Department. The book is on sale at Is. 6d. a copy. 

A fair number of the ABC Azimuth Tables issued by the Department continue to be sold. 
The practice of importing Admiralty charts and selling them at Mereantile Marine Offices at a 
little over cost price has been continued, much to the convenience of shipmasters. 
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Notices to Mariners. 


Appended is a 1eturn of the Notices to Mariners relating to New Zealand matters which have 
been issued by the Department during the year. In addition to-these notices, a large number 
which were received from Great Britain, Australia, and the United States of America have been 
published by the Department and circulated for the information of mariners. 


Meteorological and Weather Office. 

During the year new climatological stations have been established at Rakaia, the Hermitage, 
and at the Half-way House at Mount Egmont, and considerable increase has been made in the 
number of rainfall-stations, but the number of weather-reporting stations is practically the same 
as last year. 

District weather notes and a general summary of the ruling weather and storms have been 
published monthly in the Journal issued by the Department of Agriculture. 

In response to numerous requests from shipmasters, an extension has been made in the 
wireless forecasts which are sent out every evening, and special reports have been sent to ships 
whenever required. 

The wireless messages received from Macquarrie Island during the year proved of consider- 
able value for forecasting purposes. 


Government Steamers. 


The ‘‘ Hinemoa’’ has been employed on her usual work of tendering hghthouses, in over- 
hauling, cleaning, and painting the buoys and beacons under the control of the Department, and 
in locating reported dangers. She has also erected a beacon on D’Urville Rock, in the Hauraki 
Gulf. She has now been running for thirty-eight years, and will have to be replaced by another 
steamer before long. Plans and specifications for a suitable vessel for the work to be carried 
out have been prepared, and I recommend that a vote be taken during the coming session so 
that a new vessel may be procured. 

During the strike at the end of last year the seainen and firemen of the ‘‘ Hinemoa’’ went 
out at the call of their union, but no difficulty was experienced in obtaining other men. Most 
of the new men obtained at first were, however, inexperienced, and this made the time an arduous 
and anxious one for the master, deck officers, and engineers, to whom the thanks of the Depart- 
ment are due for the way in which they worked to enable the lighthouses, &c., to be attended to. 

In order to prevent a recurrence of similar trouble, all the officers and crew of the vessel 
have been made permanent employees of the State, and given the same privileges as regards 
leave of absence, superannuation rights, &c., as are enjoyed by other Civil servants. Their pay 
has been made a little higher than that of the crews of privately owned steamers. 

After completing her attendance on the battleship ‘‘ New Zealand’’ in May last year the 
training-ship ‘‘ Amokura’’ was moored in Wellington Harbour for the usual winter instruction 
to the boys. In addition to the usual instruction in seamenship cn board during the winter, 
the boys attended school at the ship’s schoolroom on the Thorndon Esplanade, where they were 
taught by a teacher supplied by the Technical School, the Department paying his salary. The 
teacher speaks well of their conduct and of the way in which they did their work in school, and 
the examination results at the end of the school-term were very good. 

Arrangements have been made with the Union Steamship Company to take some of the best 
of the boys on board the s.s. ‘‘ Aparima’’ without payment or premium, for the purpose of 
training them as officers, the only concession given to the company for this being the exemption 
of the ship from payment of light dues in New Zealand. Under this arrangement six boys 
joined the ‘‘ Aparima’”’ in September last, and four will join each year in future. Those who 
joined in September were C. G. Cullen and 8. Richter, who came from Eltham; H. A. Brockett, 
from Gore; C. Gandy, from Wellington; R. A. K. Lovett, from Bluff; and W. A. Neale, from 
Waikaremoana. 

With few exceptions the boys have behaved well. In the case of those whose behaviour has 
not been good they were boys whose parents had evidently sent them to the ship because they 
needed discipline, and in such cases they soon found discipline irksome. 

The health of all on board has been good. 

During the spring months and early summer last year the vessel visited Queen Charlotte 
Sound, Otago, Bluff, Preservation Inlet, Stewart Island, Picton, Port Underwood, Nelson, and 
the Auckland, Campbell, Antipodes, and Bounty Islands. After the midsummer holidays she 
visited the Kermadec Islands, Russell, and Auckland, and in March last she made another visit 
to the southern islands and also called at Akaroa and Oamaru. Her visits to the outlying 
islands were made for the purpose of searching for castaways and examining the depots of 
clothing and previsions which are maintained on those islands. 

An evaporator and distiller have been installed in the ship. They work well, and enable 
sufficient water to be distilled to meet all requirements on board when the ship is cruising. 


Lighthouses. 


The Department has had under consideration the questions as to the erection of a lighthouse 
on the Three Kings, but it has not yet been able to solve the question as to the best way of marking 
these islands. Owing to the precipitous nature of the Western King it would be a very difficult 
and expensive matter to erect a light on it, and if erected it would be very expensive to maintain, 
as owing to there being not many days in a year when a landing can be effected it would be neces- 
sary to obtain and maintain a special steamer to attend to it. Moreover, the island is rather 
high for a light, being 600 ft. in height. 
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Auckland shipmasters have urged that a light should be erected on the top of the Big King, 
but as this is 995 ft. high, and five miles from the danger, a light there would be +a ag ee in 
fog whenever it was fogey and would therefore be of no use when most wanted. A design for 
a lighted buoy to be sree off the Western King has been submitted to the shyeae by the 
Acetone Illuminating and Welding Company (Limited), and this is under consideration. There 
is also a proposal to instal a wireless apparatus on the Big King to indicate to a ship her position 
by means of a wireless compass on board. Full information regarding the use and utility of 
this instrument is now being obtained. The Marine Engineer has just visited the Western 
King, but his report is not yet to hand. 

The tower for a new light on Karori Rock, in Cook Strait, is now in course of construction, 
but the work is very slow owing to frequent and continued southerly seas which impede the work. 
The lantern and acetone-acetylene apparatus have been procured, but one case has gone astray 
in the course of shipment from Sweden. Steps have been taken to get the missing part dupli- 
cated, and it is anticipated that it will be here by the time the tower is completed. 

A track has been constructed from the landing-place to the site for the proposed hgyht on 
Channel Island at the southern entrance to the Hauraki Gulf, and the site prepared; the neces- 
sary iron tower has been buiit in Auckland, and the automatic aeetone-acetylene apparatus has 
been procured. It is proposed to erect the tower and install the hght at an early date. 

A light on Flat Rock, in the Hauraki Gulf, would be of considerable value to shipping, and 
it is proposed to inake the necessary provision on this year’s estimates. 

Incandescent apparatus for eight more lighthouses has been procured from England, and 
eight of the lights which at present have oil-burners will be converted into inedn deseant lights 
as soon as the Department’s expert, who is now engaged on the erection of the Karori Rose 
Lighthouse, can be spared from that work. 

Steps are being taken to obtain automatic acetone-acetylene lights for Nelson and Ponui 
Passage Lighthouses. When these are installed there will be better lights, and the salaries of 
three keepers will be saved. ; 

During the year I have inspected the hghthouses at Castle Point, Portland Island, East 
Cape, Cuvier Island, Ponui Passage, Tiritiri, Mokohinou, Cape Brett, Cape Maria van Diemen, 
Kaipara, Godley Head, Akaroa Head, Moer aki, Taiaroa Head, Cape Saunders, Nugget Point, 
Waipapapa Point, Dog island, Centre Island, Puysegur Point, Cape loulwind, and the Brothers. 
These stations were found to be in good order, but new dwellinglouses are required at Tiritiri, 
as the present ones are very old. 

During the year one Principai Keeper retired on superannuation, two Principals died, one 
Principal and five assistant keepers resigned; one assistant was transferred to the s.s. ‘‘ Hine- 
mea,’’ one to the Railway Department, and one to the service of the Auckland Harbour Board, 
the lights under his charge being transferred to the Board at the same time. Four assistant 
keepers were promoted to be Principals, and twelve new appointients of assistant keepers were 
made to fill the vacancies caused by the promotion and retirement of assistants. 

The necessary additions, repairs, &c., have been made at lighthouse-stations as usual. 


Marine Store. 


A contract has been let for the erection of a new store for the Department on the new 
reclaimed land near the King’s Wharf, and the building is, in fact, nearly completed. As soon 
as it is finished one of the present stores on the site near the railway-line will be moved to the 
site where the new store is being erected, as the Railway Department requires the land on which 
the stores at present stand, 


Fog-signals. 


The explosive fog-signals at Penecarrow Head, Godley Head, and Cuvier Island have been 
kept in good working-order. As it became dangerous to go down and up the old track to the 
signal at Godley Head owing to falling pieces of rock, it was decided to make a new track. 
This has been done, and a shorter as well as a safer track has been provided. 

In 1911 this Department provided and erected a fog-signal at Patiti Point, Timaru, the 
Timaru Harbour Board undertaking to maiutain it. Its use by the Board was discontinued 
on the 3lst December last, and the signal has been handed back to the Department, which 
proposes to erect it at Stephen’s Island. 


The amount of light dues collected during the year was £41,745 12s. 4d., 
£41,406 7s. 4d. during the previous year.

Harbours. 


The work of cleaning and painting the buoys in the harbours under the control of this 
Department, and overhauling their moorings and renewing them when necessary, has been done 
by the s.s. ‘‘ Hineimoa.’’ On the 9th January last the beacon which carried the Wigham light 
in the Helensville River, Kaipara Harbour, was knocked over through the s.s. © Wairua ” 
colliding with it. It was then found that the piles had been riddled by the teredo. A new beacon 
has been erected, and the light has been replaced on it. eke are being taken to place a lighted 
buoy at Beacon Beach, on the Wairoa River. A contr act for the necessary buoy was recently let, 
and the required hght apparatus is being procured. 

In Hokianga Harbour a new landing-stage and a horse-landing have been constructed at 
Kohukohu; obstructions are being removed from the Taheke River ; sunken logs have been 
removed from the Waihou River ; ‘and the work of constructing a proper breastwork round the 
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reclamation which was made by the Kauri Timber Company by the deposit of sawdust and slabs 
has been put in hand by this Department, to which the land belongs. When the work is com- 
pleted it is intended to cut the land up into suitable sections, road it, and then lease it. The 
breastwork which the Department constructed on the up-river side of the Kohukohu wharf 
requires to be catended a little further up, and 1 recommend that provision to enable this to be 
done be made in this year’s estimates. 

Application having been made by several person's for licenses to occupy sites for buildings 
on the foreshore at Hawene, it has been decided to cut the available foreshore up into sections 
and lease them. 

A light is required on a dangerous rock in the Narrows, and a landing-stage is needed 
the Rawene wharf. It is proposed to make provision for these in the current year’s estimates. 

A sum of £124 18s. 6d. has been expended in improving the channel at Waitapu. 

In consequence of the small shipping trade to Okarito the services of the Harbourmaster as 
a permanent officer have been discontinued, and an arrangement has been made with him 
to guide vessels in and out of the river at £5 a trip. If a vessel calls off the bar but does not 
enter he is to receive half the above amount. He is also allowed to reside in the Departnient’s 
house on condition that he executes any necessary repalt's. 

The Whangape Timber Company has been prosecuted for depositing sawmill refuse in Here- 
kino Harbour. A fine of £2 and costs was imposed. , 

The sum of £1,440 13s. 4d. was collected for pilotage and port charges in respect of 
harbours under the control of the Department, as compared with £1,786 17s. during the pre- 
vious year. A return of the amounts collected at the various ports, and also the amounts col- 
lected at ports under the control of Harbour Boards, is appended. 

A return of the harbour-works approved by the Governor in Council and of leenses to 
occupy foreshores is also appended. 

Mr. G. T. Shoebridge has been appointed Harbourmaster at Ngunguru, and Mr. J. Harrison 
has been appointed to look after the light at the entrance to Whangaparapara Harbour, in 
place of Mr. G. Cunis. resigned. 

The Department has continued, to issue licenses to persons to take shingle and sand from 
various beaches in the Hauraki Gulf and other places. There is a large demand in Auckland 
for the material for building purposes, and the Inspector of Beaches has to be very vigilant to 
prevent its being illegally taken. 

A contract has been let for the survey of a reserve 294 miles round the Coromandel and 
Thames foreshores. It is considered that it would be advisable to make such a reserve to prevent 
any damage being done to private land by licensed persons taking shingle and sand from the 
beaches. 

The following proceedings have been taken by the Department against persons for illegally 
taking shingle, &ec., viz.: S. Clare, master of the cutter ‘‘ Kiwi ’’—fined £5 and costs; W. Car- 
sen, master of cutter ‘‘ Nellie Mason ’’—fined £10 and costs. 


Fisherves. 

The question as to the conservation and improvement of the New Zealand fisheries is one 
of very great importance to the Dominion, and in order that the best advice might be obtained 
arrangements were made with the Government of Canada to allow Professor Prince, the Canadian 
Commissioner of Fisheries, who has a world-wide reputation in connection with fish and 
fisheries, to visit New Zealand for the purpose of ex amining and reporting on our fisheries. 
He arrived in Auckland on the 7th ultimo, and is now examining the fishing-grounds. 

The rock-oyster beds in the Hauraki Gulk and the Bay of Islands were “picked by the Depart- 
ment last season, and they yielded sufficient oysters to meet all demands—in fact, more could 
have been picked had they been wanted. Considering the bad state most of the beds were in 
when the Department took over the picking in 1908, it shows what proper conservation and 
proper picking can do. Departmental control and picking have wonderfully improved the beds, 
and enabled the public to obtain oysters at a reasonable price. whereas for some time before 
the Department took over the working of the beds oysters were dear, and the beds were becoming 
so rapidly depleted that it would not have been long before they were worked out. 

In past seasons the smallest quantity of oysters sold by the Department in one lot has been 
one sack, which has compelled a person who wanted a smaller quantity to either combine with 
others to purchase and divide a sack, or else to buy from dealers at, in many cases, a consider- 
ably increased price. So as to extend the privilege of buying at a reasonable price to persons 
who require only small quantities, it has been decided to sell them at the depot at Auckland 
this season in quantities of not less than five dozen at 1s. for that quantity, or 3s. for a kerosene- 
tin full, a tin containing about eighteen dozen. 

During last year’s open season—that is, from the Ist May to the 3lst October—9,069 sacks 
of oysters were taken, and sold for £6,167 14s. 

The cost of picking and selling, including interest and depreciation on the cost of the oil- 
launches used by the Inspectors, was £4, 797 14s. 8d., giving a net profit of £1,359 19s. 4d. 
Part of this profit was used in replanting depleted areas at Rabbit and Long Islands and the 
coast between Kikowhakariri Bay and Coromandel Harbour; also at Port Fitzroy, Great Barrier, 
and in continuation of the practice of replanting depleted areas in the Hauraki Gulf, planting inde 
this season been done on the foreshore between Kirita Bay and Tapu, and at hae CEP Te Kuma 
Bays.and adjacent islands. The oysters on the areas replanted in previous years are looking well. 
Of the oysters picked, 335 sacks were sold at Russell, 7,962 at Auckland, O77 at New Plymouth, 
217 at Gisborne, 96 at Napier, 64 at Wellington, 18 at Hokitika, 33 at Greymouth, 19 at Nelson, 
19 at Westport, 12 at Patea, 4 at Wanganui, 4 at Waitara, and 9 at Christchurch.

I went over some of the beds in the Hauraki Gulf, at the Bay of Islands, in January last, 
and found them in first-class condition. In the Bay of Islands, besides growing on the rocks 
in the usual way, large quantities of oysters are growing on small stones which form shingle- 
beaches in some of the bays, the floating spat having adhered to the stones. 

In Hokianga Harbour, where the beds have been closed for some time, the oysters are still 
small, although quantities of them are mature, and it would, | think, be wise to pick some of 
them, as those on top are only smothering those underneath. The Kaipara beds are in fair con- 
dition, and if necessary a quantity of oysters can be got from them this season. The beds on 
the foreshore of that part of Kaipara Harbour, Kiakia Bay, Otamatea, for a distance of 50 chains 
from ‘le Kopua Point, have been set aside as an oyster-fishery from which Maoris may take 
oysters for their own food at all times. 

The oysters taken from the Foveaux Strait beds last season met all requirements. Of 
those taken last year 361,225 dozen, valued at £2,984, were exported to Australia, and during 
the season about 1,674,680 dozen, valued at about £7,790, were disposed of in New Zealand. 


T'oheroa.—The canning of toheroas is carried on in the Kaipara district, and in order 
to preserve some of the beds for the use of the public who take them for their own use, the taking 
of this shell-fish for the purpose of canning or otherwise preserving, or for selling fresh, has been 
prohibited within half a mile on either side of Glink’s Gap. 


The following is the purport of the reports of the local Inspectors of Fisheries :— 


Chatham Isiands.—The fishing during the past year has been fairly successful, but the catch 
has not been quite so good as during the previous year. During the year about a thousand 
cases of flounders caught in the Te Whanga Lagoon were shipped to New Zealand. These fish 
were in rather poor condition, cwing apparently to the lagoon being overstocked. Blue cod and 
groper are as plentiful as ever. There was a shortage of competent fishermen. 


Bay of Islands.—The principal fish taken during the year were schnapper, mullet, flounders, 
maumau, kahawai, kingfish, and crayfish. These were very plentiful, and in some instances 
the fishermen had some difficulty in selling their catches at anything like remunerative prices. 
There are two mullet-canneries in the district—one at Purerua, in the Bay of Islands, and the 
other at Awanui. At the former place 545 cases and at the latter 174 cases were canned, the 
approximate value of which was £1 a case. The mullet are very plentiful, whereas a few years 
ago they were scarce. ‘There are four smokehouses at which schnapper, maumau, and mullet 
are smoked. The number of fishing-boats registered at the port is fifty-five, whose crews total 
129 persons, of whom eighty-nine are Europeans and forty Maoris. The humpback-whaling 
carried on by Messrs. Jagger and Cook during the season was fairly successful, fifty-six whales, 
which produced 270 tons of oil and 60 tons of bonedust, having been taken. Last season 5,558 
bags of oysters were picked, and the beds look well for the coming season. 

Hokvanga.—The oysters on the beds are not large, but they are fairly plentiful. The prin- 
cipal fish caught were schnapper, mullet; kahawai, rock-cod, herring, moki, and terakihi. The 
condition of the fish was good, and schnapper and mullet were very plentiful, especially the 
latter. Mussels, pipis, cockles, escallops, and crayfish abound on the coast. There are several 
smokehouses in the district. Eighteen fishing- boats were licensed from March to December, 
1913, and eight from January to March, 1914. 


Kavpara.—tish have been caught in fair quantities. Mullet and schnapper have been 
plentiful. Flounders have been plentiful, but trevalli and gurnet have not been caught in 
large quantities. 


Auckland.—There are about a hundred boats, employing approximately two hundred and fifty 
men, engaged in fishing in this district, and there are in Auckland four fish-curing establishments 
employing fifty men. “There is also one such establishment at Kawau, one at the Great Barrier, 
and one at Mahurangi, besides which Tapu and Coromandel each have a mussel curing and can- 
ning factory. Fish of all kinds except mullet have been fairly plentiful. Mullet are very 
scarce, and a close season extending over a term of years is recommended. The oyster-beds in 
the Hauraki Gulf are looking well, and it is estimated that about 4,200 sacks of oysters can 
be taken from them this year. 


Thames —There are about forty boats, employing approximately a hundred men, engaged in 
fishing in the Thames district, most of them being employed in net fishing. The supply of fish has 
been considerably lessened during the last two or three years owing to the large quantities of 
jellyfish which fill the nets, and make it very difficult to work them. Flounders have been very 


plentiful. Schnapper were very scarce last winter, but they have been very plentiful during 
the last six months. 


Napier.—The fishing during the year was good on the whole. The supply of flat fish was 
very good. Besides flat fish the principal fish taken were trevalli, gurnet, schnapper, moki, 
terakihi, and kingfish; but there was a perceptible falling-off in the quantities of all these tish, 
except Kingfish, as compared with former years. Hand trawling from the beaches was not so 
good as in former years, the weather-conditions not having been’ suitable. Two steam-trawlers 
have been added to the trawling fleet, and there has been an average number of eleven trawlers 
employed during the year. 


Picton.—The principal fish taken were rock-cod, hapuka, butterfish, moki, terakihi, warehou, 
trumpeter, and flounders; but the fishing has not been good, and it has been necessary for the 
fishing-boats to work well out in Cook Strait. 


Wellington.—During the year the catches from the local fishing-grounds have been fairly 
good, although the supply of hapuku has fallen off slightly, owing, it is stated, to the discovery 
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of several new fishing-grounds for other fish nearer to the city which have been frequented by 
the fishermen. Hake have been caught in increasing quantities. The principal fish caught have 
been cod, hapuku, butterfish, and hake. 


Municipal Fish-market.—There has been a good increase in the patronage by the public of 
the local fish-market, and good supplies have come to hand, the market having received better 
support from the small fishermen. Good prices have been obtained for the supples, while the 
public has been able to obtain the fish at reasonable figures. 


Foxton.—The fishing industry during the year has been in a very satisfactory condition. 
Whitebait were plentiful during the season, and some good catches were made. Flounders and 
schnapper have also been plentiful, but the fishermen’s boats are not suitable for going over the 
bar, where the schnapper-grounds are, in bad weather. Kahawai have not been so plentiful 
as last season, but occasionally some large catches were made. 


Manukau.——There has been considerable improvement in the fishing industry, and there are 
forty-one licensed boats engaged in fishing in the harbour. Schnapper, mullet, and flounders 
have been fairly plentiful. 


New Brighton.—With the exception of whitebait, fish have not been so plentiful as in pre- 
vious years. Flounders, soles, herrings, and red cod have been very scarce. The prohibition 
of the use of hurdles has enabled every one to get a fair share of whitebait, and there have been 
very few complaints from regular fishermen. 


Rangvora.—-Whitebait-fishing has been fairly good. Besides whitebait the principal fish 
caught were flounders, soles, moki, kahawai, and herrings, but the catches have not been very 
good. 

Lyttelton.—The supply of fish has been fairly plentiful. The greater part of the supply 
consists of hapuku, schnapper, and trumpeter, which come from Kaikoura, very few of these 
fish being caught near Lyttelton. Flounders, soles, red cod, butterfish, herring, and garfish 
have been fairly plentiful in and near Lyttelton Harbour, and the catches have been good. 
Crayfish were plentiful during the season. Blue cod, gurnet., mullet, and trevalli have been 
scarce. 

Timuru.—the fishing during the past year has been fairly good, and the local market has 
been well supplied. During the greater part of the year the principal fish taken were groper, 
flounders, soles, brill, and barracouta. A good deal of the fish is sent to Christchurch and to 
the inland towns. ‘The fishermen have made a request to the Harbour Board to build a market 
for the fishing-boat wharf in order that they may be able to retail their fish direct to the public. 


Moeraki.—F air catches of groper, blue cod, and red cod were made in the early part of the 
season, but later on all fish became scarce, and many of the fishermen had to lay their boats up. 


Oamaru,—The principal fish taken were groper, blue cod, and ling, but the catches have been 
poor, mainly on account of the unfavourable weather. 


Dunedin.—The market has been fairly well supplied, and the catches have been as good as 
those made in the previous year. Three steam trawlers have been in use during the year, and 
they and several of the fishing-boats which were fitted with trawling-gear during the winter 
months obtained good catches of flounders and soles. Groper were plentiful up to the end of 
February, but have since been getting scarce. Kingtish were taken in fairly large quantities 
during the summer months, and good hauls of barracouta were made within a few miles of 
Otago Heads. Ling have not been so plentiful as during previous seasons. Good hauls of red 
cod have been made by the trawlers, but very few have been taken by the line fishermen. The 
supply of terakihi and moki has met the demand, and some good catches of trumpeter have been 
made, but the supply has been intermittent. Inside the harbour flounders and trevalli have 
been caught in fairly large numbers by the seine fishermen. 


Nuggets.—The season has been a poor one, and the boats have had to go farther away. 
Groper, ling, and barracouta have been the principal fish taken. Fair catches of blue cod were 
made early in the season, but this fish is now very scarce. 

Pounawea.—The seine fishermen report a fairly good year. The flounder, which is the 
principal fish taken, has been plentiful. Most of the fish are sold locally. 

There ‘are 121 fishing-boats registered in the Otago District. 

Bluff. —Good catches of fish have been made during the year. The principal fish taken were 
blue cod, groper, moki, and trumpeter, which have been plentiful. 6,986 ewt. of fish, valued at 
£9,050, were exported from the Dominion. 





Seals. 


A close season for seals existed in New Zealand from the end of August, 1894, until the 
Ist July last, but owing to poaching, which it was found impossible to stop, the seals did not 
increase to anything like the extent they would have done had they been left alone. It was 
proposed a few years ago to grant licenses for the right to take seals, one of the conditions of 
which was that a royalty should be paid on each skin. Tenders were invited for the licenses, 
but none were received. ‘lhe Department has not been able to ascertain the number of skins 
taken during the season, but 490, valued at £529, were exported from the Dominion. It is 
proposed that there shall be an open season this year. 


Portobello Marine Fish-hatchery. 


I attach reports from Mr. G. M. Thomson, Chairman of the Portobello Marine Fish- -hatchery 
Board, and Mr. T. Anderton, Curator of the Hatchery, which Eye full information as to the 
work that is being carried out. 
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Salmon. 


Three years have elapsed since the last shipment of Atlantic salmon-ova was obtained from 
England, but it is yet too soon for the fish to return from the sea, and therefore it cannot be 
said whether the attempt to introduce them has been successful. The Department is of opinion 
that another shipment should be procured, as our experience with the quinnat salmon proved 
that success could only be ensured by liberating the fry from several shipments of ova. The 
question of obtaining another skipment might, however, stand over until the receipt of Pro- 
fessor Prince’s report on the fisheries. Last season 251,000 quinnat ova were collected in the 
tributaries of the Waitaki River, of which 150,000 were hatched at the Department’s salmon- 
hatchery at Kokatahi and liberated in the tributaries of the Hokitika River, 25,000 were sent 
to Tasmania, 45,000 were liberated at Hakataramea, and the fry from 20,000 were kept in the 
ponds at Hakataramea. Several thousand were hatched out at Taupapa for the fresh-water 
aquarium and the Auckland Exhibition, and the balance represented the deaths. 

The following fish were lberated from the Hakataramea Salmon-station in October, 1913: 
Quinnat salmon—three years old, 64; two years old, 882; one year old, 17,020; fry, 45,000: 
Rhine salmon, four and a half years old, 20: Atlantic salmon, four and a half years old, 20. 
This left in the ponds—-Quinnat salmon, two years old, 80; one year old, 800; fry, 20,000. 


Prosecutions. 


There were twenty-three persons proceeded against for offences in connection with fish and 
oysters. In each case a conviction was recorded. 


Inspection of Machinery Department. 


The Public Service Commissioner having decided to amalgamate the Inspection of Machinery 
Department with the Marine Department, the amalgamation has been made. It took effect as 
from the Ist April last. The Inspection of Machinery report for last year is attached.

I have the honour to submit herewith the annual report on the operations and work of 
the Inspectors of Machinery during the twelve months which ended on the 31st March, 1914. 


Boilers inspected. 


Every district in New Zealand has been visited by the Inspectors. Machinery in the North 
Island is being installed at a much more rapid rate than elsewhere, and nearly every district 
officer in the North Island is asking for assistance to cope with the increase in their respective 
districts. It will be imperative in the near future to appoint additional men to assist. Hitherto 
I have been able to send some of the local Inspectors from Wellington, but it will be impossible 
to do this next year, as the work in and around Wellington and its district demands their united 
efforts to cope with it. There has been no friction with owners of boilers throughout the year, 
and a good year’s work has been accomplished. 7,036 boilers were inspected. All the machinery 
in motion at the works in which these boilers were in use was also examined. 


Bowlers, 


Of the 7,036 boilers inspected, 424 were new, and examined for the first time. Drawings 
of these boilers have been received, and the design of the boilers and sufficiency of the scantlings 
have been thoroughly examined in each case. 


Government Boilers and Machinery. 


The following Government boilers and machinery were inspected during the year: 135 boilers, 
18 lifts, 32 oil-egines, 9 gas-engines, 49 electric motors, 5 Peltons, and 3 turbines: total, 251. 
The whole of the machinery driven by these motors, &c., was examined, not only for defects 
but for fencing 


Defective Borlers and Fittings. 


Defects numbering 966 were discovered in boilers and their fittings at inspections during 
the year. Of this number, 31] were very dangerous. 


New Boilers. 
During the year 424 new boilers were installed in the Dominion, with a total horse-power 
of 5,6334. + . 
There does not appear to be any need for a firm to import a boiler unless it is one of a type 
that cannot well be made in the Dominion. Most of the New Zealand firms have good and 


up-to-date machinery, controlled by experienced workmen who are able to build a boiler in first- 
class style. 
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The following table shows the number and horse-power of the new boilers and the districts

Gas-, Water-, and Electric-driven Machinery.—lafts and Machinery Inspections. 


This class of machinery is probably growing more general than any other in the Dominion. 
With the increase of wages and the difficulty in getting suitable labour in the country districts 
the oil-engine is now being generally adopted by the farmer. He can make use of it anywhere, 
at any time, and for almost all his power purposes. It is an ideal power for him, and he has 
not been slow to adopt it. The use of electricity in large towns and the price of land increasing 
so enormously in the centres has forced owners of buildings to increase their height, and, to 
provide for the convenience of those employed in such buildings, the electric lift has been intro- 
duced. ‘This class of lift is now fitted wherever the electric power can be reasonably procured, 
and such lifts run smoothly and well. 

The total number of machinery inspections made during the year was 9,030. Of this 
number, 1,400 were gas-engines, 3,755 oil-engines, 3,834 lifts and motors (which include water 
and electric motors), and 41 steam machinery. 


Fencing of Machinery. 
At all places where an Inspector pays a visit he has a good look around all machinery to see 


that there are no dangerous positions unprotected where an employee might meet with an 
accident. 


Examination of Land Engineers and Engine-drivers, 


Examination for electric winding-engine-drivers’ certificates were held for the first time 
this year. Although electric power for such a purpose is not generally used at mines in the 
Dominion, there is no doubt that electricity is an ideal power for a winding-engine or for power 
purposes in a mine, as it can be transmitted almost anywhere to a motor used for developing 
work or for pumping purposes. ; 

The book of regulations at present in use will most lkely be reprinted during the incoming 
year. 

Examinations were held at the following places during the year: Auckland,* Blenheim, 
Christchurch,* Domett, Dunedin,* Gisborne,* Greymouth,* Hamilton,* Havelock, Hawera,* 
Invercargill,* Kaikoura, Karamea, Miller’s Flat, Napier,* Nelson,* New Plymouth, Palmerston 
North,* Queenstown, Timaru,* Waihi, Waitapu, Wanganui,* Wellington,* Westport, and Wha- 
ngarei.* 

The examinations held were for extra first-class engineers, first-class engine-drivers, second- 
class engine-drivers, winding-engine drivers (for both steam and electric power), and locomotive 
and traction engine-drivers. The total number who sat for these examinations was 741. Of this 
number, 546 passed and 195 failed. 

Reciprocal certificates were issued to applicants from other States as follows: Denmark, 1; 
New South Wales, 1; Queensland, 1; Straits Settlement, 1; Tasmania, 4; Victoria, 2: total, 12. 


Examination of Electric Tram-drivers. 


Every candidate who applied and had the necessary qualifications was examined during the 
year. 143 candidates sat for examination. Of this number, 12 failed.

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Board of Examiners. 


The Board of Examiners constituted under section 48 of the Inspection of Machinery Act, 
1908, met in Wellington on nine occasions for the conduct of business, when the whole of the 
certificates were dealt with before their issue to candidates who had passed the examinations 
under that Act and the Tramways Act, 1908. It is under the last-named Act that the certifi- 
cates are issued to electric motormen employed on tramways. 


Accidents. 


I am pleased. to have to record that no boiler-explosion has occurred during the year, and 
such a result is most gratifying to the Department. At every inspection the Department’s officers 
endeavour to locate all defects and to have every weak place strengthened or wasted scantlings 
renewed. ‘To see everything both inside and outside of a boiler entails very often a great deal 
of work and inconvenience, but one has only to read of the dire havoe wrought by a boiler- 
explosion to appreciate what is being done in New Zealand for public safety. I trust that we 
will have no explosions in New Zealand for many a day. 

With moving and other machinery there has been several accidents recorded. A great many 
of these occurred very simply, and every employer should insist on all his employees taking no 
risks. If an employee considers that some portion of a machine he is working at should be better 
guarded he should report it without delay to the owner. Owners throughout New Zealand are 
most anxious to carry out any suggestion made by an Inspector for improvement in fencing their 
machinery. Anything that makes for greater immunity from accident should be encouraged and 
adopted at once. 

Postal and Police Departments, 


I have to acknowledge many favours from the Postal and Police Departments during the 
year, and the promptness in dealing with all cases brought before both Departments leaves 
nothing to be desired. 

Examination of Marine Engineers. 

Examinations for certificates of competency were held during the year at Auckland,* Christ- 
church,* Dargaville, Dunedin,* Greymouth, * Half-moon Bay, Hamilton,* Hokianga, Inverear- 
gill,* Kohukohu. Mongonui, Napier,* Nelson,* Palmerston North, * Picton,* Pounawea, Russell, 
Stratford, Tauranga, Timaru,* Tryphena, Wanganui,* Wellington,* W estport, and W hangarei. 

The total number of the candidates who sat was 359, 298 passed and 61 failed. 

The classes for which examinations were held were: [first-class marine engineer, second- 
class marine engineer, third-class marine engineer, river engincer, imarine engine-driver, first- 
class engineer of seagoing auxiliary-powered vessels, second-class engineer of seagoing auxiliary- 
powered vessels, and restricted limits engineer of auxiliary-powered vessels. 

The new regulations are being prepared, and will contain much new matter, and will be 
framed to suit the new regulations introduced by the Board of Trade of Great Britain. 

The fees received from the candidates examined amounted to £306. 


Explosives. 


There were 215 permits issued at the Port of Wellington for the carriage of explosives on 
passenger and cargo vessels. 


Annual Surveys of Steamships and Auailiary-powered Vessels, 


This branch of the departmental work has been well maintained during the year, more 
especially at the ports of Auckland, Wellington, Lyttelton, and Dunedin. A great many repairs 
to defective parts of hulls and machinery have been carried out during the year. Oil-launches 
in increasing numbers have had to be dealt with. In Marlborough Sounds, Hokianga Harbour, 
and in a great many of our rivers and estuaries these launches, in addition to their use for 
pleasure purposes, have proved of paramount importance to the settlements in the country. In 
arranging dates of survey and granting time for the completion of equipments the convenience 
of owners has been consulted as far as possible. 

Home-trade and foreign steamship surveys of all vessels due have been completed and the 
convenience of shipowners as to time and place of survey have in nearly all cases been met. 

Several new vessels have been built in the Dominion during the year, and their construction 
has been closely watched during their progress on the stocks. Drawings of six new vessels, with 
their respective specifications, were submitted for the Department’s approval prior to construc- 
tion being commenced. This is a very important detail, for it not only ensures uniformity 
of practice in shipbuilding, but gives time for any needed alteration in design that may be 
necessary. Such alteration of detail can be discussed fully before the vessel’s construction is 
started, and avoids subsequent friction between the surveyor and builder or owner. 

New Zealand timbers have been largely used for the hull scantlings. One vessel, however, 
was built of steel in England, then taken to pieces and re-erected at Onehunga. This vessel was 
of special design for shallow waters. Of the six vessels, three are steamers, and it is a matter 
for regret that only in ene instance were the propelling engines and the boilers made locally. 
The Board of Trade has amended the ‘‘ Instructions as to the Survey of Passenger Steamships,’’ 
and the Department is now using these amended regulations in connection with the surveys of 
all vessels. The amendments refer to deck- equipments, boiler-construction, refrigerating ma- 
chinery, and motor-boats. Modern construction in marine engineering is now represented in 
New Zealand by the introduction of turbine steamers, one of which has water-tube boilers 
installed. 


* Places at which examinations have been held more than once during the year. 
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The Devonport Ferry Company, in Auckland, have practically renewed their fleet in recent 
years, and this firm must not enly be congratulated on their enterprise in this direction, but 
also in having these vessels constructed in Auckland. This confidence in the local shipbuilders 
has not been misplaced, for the success and suitableness of the new vessels are apparent. I had the 
pleasure recently of being present at a trial run of one of them, built specially for service between 
Auckland and St. Heliers and other bays. 

Sixty-four of the vessels surveyed were fitted with new propeller shafts, 25 had new pro- 
pellers fitted, 9 had new blades fitted to their propellers, 1 had a new boss to the propeller, 35 
had new engines fitted, 4 had new main boilers fitted. ‘Three out of the four boilers were built 
in the Dominion. <A donkey boiler on one of the vessels surveyed was condeyined as unfit for 
further service. 

The number of surveys made during the year total 712. 

During the summer months a great many special excursions have been run, and, so far as 
I am aware, have not been attended with any mishap. The general equipment for all of these 
vessels so engaged has been supervised in every case by a competent surveyor. 


Surveys of Ships for Seaworthiness. 

A large number of seaworthiness surveys were made during the year, and each year this class 
of work demands more of the attention of the Department’s surveyors. Ships of modern con- 
struction are driven faster than formerly, the machinery is much more complicated, the steam- 
pressures are quite 100 per cent. higher than they were twenty years ago, and the wear-and-tear 
and the risks are thereby increased. The number of vessels employed on and around the coasts 
and in the foreign and intercolonial trades have also largely increased. The causes which led 
up to these surveys include the following: Defects in pumps, propeller aperture, combustion 
chamber, main steam-pipes, and crank-shaft, fires, grounding, broken propeller-shaft, collisions, 
leaks, shortage of water in boilers, broken rudder, &e. 

The total number of seaworthiness surveys made was forty-three. 


Government Steamers. 


The Government steamers surveyed during the year numbered eighteen, as follows: s.s.

No special repairs were made to any of the Government steamers during the year outside 
the ordinary repairs that were found necessary at their annual surveys. 


Additional Steamers and Auxiliary-powered Vessels surveyed for the First Time. 


During the year ninety-six steamships and vessels fitted with oil-engines as a motive power 
have been surveyed for the first time. 


Sailing-ships. 


The surveys of sailing-ships have been practically completed, and at the end of the year very 
few were due for survey. As contemplated last year, there were not so many general repairs 
this year owing to the completeness of what was practically the first survey of these vessels last 
year. The whole time of one of our surveyors at the Port of Auckland is taken up with sailing- 
ships. Auckland is by far the biggest centre for sailing-ship traffic. The nature of the country 
and the timber and other industries established on the banks of shallow rivers and estuaries afford 
profitable employment for scows and small sailing craft. The total number of surveys of 
sailing-vessels made during the year amount to 104. 


Districts and Inspections. 


Mr. James McAlpine, who was attached to the Auckland office as an Inspector of Machinery 
and Surveyor of Ships, died on 28th September, 1913. He joined the Department on the 25th 
March, 1912, and though only a young officer, he showed by his work all through marked ability 
and fitness for the position. He had gained the confidence of the public who had had dealings 
with him and the esteem of all his colleagues. 

The additions to the technical staff during the year were as follows: Patrick Joseph Healy, 
appointed to the Wellington District on 17th October, 1913; William John White, appointed to 
fill the vacancy caused by the death of the late Mr. McAlpine at Auckland, took up his duties on 
24th October, 1913; Joseph Edward Faulder Buckland, appointed to the Southland District on 
the 26th November, 1913.

Sir, — Dunedin, 3rd June, 1914. 
In presenting the annual report of the Portobello Marine Fish-hatchery Board, I have 
the honour to draw attention to the success which has attended its operations since its inception. 

These operations follow two main but distinet lnes—viz., the introduction and naturaliza- 
tion of desirable food fishes, and the study of the local fishery question and the various problems 
relating to it. The latter include the life-histories, habits, migration, food, mode of propaga- 
tion, &c., of the species under examination—all subjects of which little or nothing has been 
learned in the past; and these are not only of great interest to the naturalist and biologist, 
but of the utmost importance in dealing with our fishery laws and regulations. 

The introduction ot food fishes and crustacea has included so far only three species—viz., 
the European turbot, the European lobster (Homarus vulgaris), and the European edible crab 
(Cancer pargurus). The interesting report for the year ending the 3lst March, 1914, sent in by 
Mr. T. Anderton, Curator of the Portobeilo Station, and which is enclosed herewith, gives a 
résumé of the work done during the year, and of the measure of success attending the operations 
carried out. It will be noted that the tending and feeding of the stock at present in the tanks 
and ponds has absorbed very much of the time and attention of those in charge. 

In past seasons large numbers of Jobster and crab fry have been liberated, and the proba- 
bility is that many of these will reappear in our waters as they attain maturity. All attempts 
made to find traces of any of these in Otago Harbour have failed hitherto, though traps have been 
set on many occasions and the contents of seine nets and traws carefully examined. But when 
I communicated these facts to Dr. Williamson, of the Aberdeen Marine Biological Station (Scotch 
Fishery Board), he informed me in reply that practically young lobsters and crabs are not met 
with in European seas. It would seem, though the fact is only surmised, that the young of these 
crustaceans live in somewhat deep water until they are sexually mature. The failure to find them 
in our seas need not, therefore, cause us to anticipate the failure of our experiment. 

It is matter for passing regret that the little lobster which was reared in the tanks of the 
hatchery died in April of this year, during one of its periodical moults. It was four and a 
half years old, and measured somewhat under 5in. in length. As far as we know, it was the 
only lobster reared in confinement which had lived over a year. 

In regard to the turbot which were brought out early last year, I desire to say that the 
remarkable success which has been achieved by Messrs. Anderton and Adams in rearing them 
to their present size and fine condition without the loss of a single specimen has been due to 
the unremitting care and attention which they have devoted to the work. At the same time 
the Board feels that this minute care, which is so essential, could be given with unskilled labour 
under supervision, and that Mr. Anderton should be freed from it to carry out research work 
on the native food fishes and fish-food, which is so important for the future development of the 
fishing industry. In this connection we consider the station has more than justified its existence 
and the small sum annually expended on its upkeep, und we recommend that the facilities for 
research work should be extended. This could be done, iter alia, by selling the present oil- 
launch and replacing it by a larger boat capable of running out twenty miles or more from the 
Heads. ‘This boat should be fitted with a small otter trawl (and spare net), seine nets, tow nets 
for surface work and plankton, a sounding-machine, &c. Only by such means can accurate 
observational work be done. 

We would suggest also that your Department might urge on the Minister of Education the 
desirability of altering the present University Science Research Scholarship scheme so as to make 
it more attractive to students. If the scholarships are reduced in number and doubled in value, 
thus making them worth £200 a year tenable for two years, the best research students of the 
New Zealand University would be induced to take up post-graduate work. ‘There are numerous 
problems in connection with our fisheries waiting solution, which can only be worked out by 
trained biologists. Until they are solved, any legislation based on them is apt to be of a very 
imperfect character, as so much of the past fishery legislation has been. For example, the life- 
history of the Foveaux Strait mud-oyster requires careful and continuous skilled observation 
by one trained in biological technique and able to devote much and long-extended time to the 
research. Accommodation could be found at or near the Porotobello Station for any one engaged 
on such work. 

Everything in connection with the buildings and apparatus of the hatchery is kept in good 
order, and at the same time the utmost economy consistent with the maximum of efficiency has 
been practised by all concerned. As in the past, the secretarial and supervision work of the 
station has been carried out without cost to the establishment.

GENTLEMEN,— Portobello, 31st May, 1914. 
_I have the honour to present the following (the eighth) annual report of operations at 
the Marine Fish-hatchery for the year ending 3lst March, 1914. 


Lobsters.—The stock of lobsters, forty-one in number, which arrived in March. 1913, were 
placed on arrival in the largest pond, and since then have not been handled. Only two deaths 
have taken place, and both have been due to injuries received whilst fighting. The stock in 
this pond now stands at thirty-nine. Many of the females carried full bunches of eggs on arrival, 
but owing chiefly to the low temperature of the tank-water these lobsters were not brought into 
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the indoor tanks for hatching: the larvze would escape through the pond-valves and become dis- 
tributed by the action of the tides. The majority of the females are now seen to be again egg- 
bearing, and, as they have this time been spawned in their proper season for these waters, it 1s 
expected that large numbers of larve will be secured for distribution about November. The old 
stock of lobsters have for the last year been confined in the wharf pond. Three of these have died 
and several others have lost one or more of their large claws through fighting. Owing to the 
heavy loss of eggs that takes place amongst the attached eggs while the adults are in close con- 
finement in the ponds, the Board decided to try the experiment of liberating a number of these 
old stock lobsters. Hight of the largest females were liberated in what was considered to be the 
most suitable locality as soon as the eggs were spawned. All these carried complete bunches of 
eggs which, under the improved conditions of a natural environment, will in all probability 
remain attached to the adults until hatched, and should result in the production of a large 
number of healthy larve. Four large males were put out in the same locality at the same time. 

Crabs.—Vhe new shipment of forty-three crabs were placed in the No. 2 pond. At the 
approach of cold weather several of these died. ‘The cause of death was not apparent. ‘The dead 
ones were usually discovered almost buried in the thick soft mud at the deeper end of the pond, 
and it was thought that this mud was at the least a contributing cause. Several launch-loads 
of clean sand were brought up from the Heads and a layer of 6 in. of this was strewn over the 
bottom of the two smaller ponds. ‘The majority of the crabs were transferred to these two ponds. 
A little improvement was noticed, but they remained very sluggish, and many more died. After 
consulting with the Minister of Marine and the Secretary of the Marine Department it was 
decided to liberate the majority of the remainder. In all sixteen died; nineteen were liberated 
in a favourable locality, which for obvious reasons need not be disclosed; eight have been retained 
in the pond. Although the whole of the previous shipment of crabs have died, a greater measure 
of success was obtained from them during the three years they were confined in the ponds. Some 
twenty million larvae were liberated from them. ‘The reason of the non-success of the last ship- - 
ment is obscure. The crab, in its native habitat, migrates to the deeper water in the winter- 
time, and it is quite probable that the rapid fall in temperature sc soon after arrival, and whilst 
in a weak state, was to a great extent the cause of the heavy mortality. 

T'urbot.—The stock of turbot remains the same as in May last. None have died during the 
year. The six large glass tanks have been brought into use for their accommodation, and a 
large wooden tank measuring 15 ft. by 51it. 6d. by 2 ft. deep has been fitted up. In the latter 
tank thirty of the largest have been placed. With few exceptions ali have shown enormous growth 
during the year. In March of last year the length varied from 2in. to 4in. By the end of 
May the largest measured about 6 in. in length. Many of the largest have now attained a length 
of 13in. and a breadth of 9in. across. All are in perfect condition and of great thickness. 
The utmost care has been exercised throughout the year in order to prevent the access of harmful 
bacteria. Flat fishes in close confinement are extremely susceptible to disease. Our own previous 
experience with flounders and soles, and the experience of all the British stations, has proved 
that with ordinary care it has been necessary to renew the stock of breeding flat fishes each year, 
owing to an outbreak of a disease which causes the skin to become affected with ulcer-like sores. 
To replenish the stock of turbot each year is, however, impracticable, hence the extreme precau- 
tions that are being taken. ‘The slow process of extracting from all the tanks by siphons, 
immediately after feeding, every particle of unconsumed food, sand, manure, &c., is repeated, 
and occupies practically the whole of each morning. Once a week the inside faces of the glass 
and the cement bottoms of the tanks are scrubbed without removing or unduly alarming the 
fishes. Ling and moki, the latter being taken by set-net close to the station, have been chiefly 
used for feeding purposes. A whole ling, cut into pieces about half an inch square, will now 
be consumed at one meal. Fish showing the slightest signs of staleness is never used as food. 
The turbot become very active towards feeding-time, and rise to the surface as soon as the tank 
is approached, but soon “‘sand’’ themselves over and remain quiet after the tanks are cleaned 
out and the fresh sand is thrown in. The largest ones are now being fed almost entirely on 
live fishes, chiefly cock-a-bullies (Z’rypteryg’on sp.). These are caught by means of hoop-nets. 
The turbot are extremely active in seizing these; even the large ones, as thick as one’s finger, 
are swallowed whole, and so rapidly that one can scarcely discern the act. ‘The small apparatus 
for heating the tank-water has proved most satisfactory and efficient. The supply-water has 
never been allowed to fall below 4° C. (39°49 F.). The prospect of being able to acclimatize this 
valuable fish is very assuring. It will probably be necessary and advisable, on account of want 
of space, to liberate a large proportion next summer and retain a small number for spawning 
purposes. They will by then have attained a length of about 18in., and will by their size and 
adaptability to protective colouring be quite able to protect and to forage for themselves. 

__ The appointment of Mr. Adams, the assistant curator, to the position of Inspector of 
Fisheries for Otago has deprived the station of a considerable portion of his time. This work 
is, however, one of the essential duties of a biological station, and the loss of time is more than 
compensated for by the facts and collection of statistics that is being placed on record in a 
volume set apart for that purpose. A record is kept of the quantity and prices of fish exposed 
for sale on the Dunedin wholesale market. 

The Chairman, Mr. G. M. Thomson, M.P., is at present engaged in preparing a ecard cata- 
logue of the library. The library now consists of some six hundred volumes and a vast number 
of leaflets, pamphlets, &e. A catalogue of authors, and of the subject-matter of the contents of 
these volumes, &e., will entail some weeks’ labour on his part, but will greatly facilitate the 
reference to any desired subject. ; 

Considerable time has been devoted, as usual, to the study of the life-history, food, &e., of 
local fishes. The eggs of several additional species have been secured, including those of ‘the 
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john-dory (Zeus faber), bringing the total number so far secured up to thirty-four species. 
Thousands of notes on stomach-contents have been placed on record, and some interesting facts 
are being brought to light. An interesting experiment has been conducted during the year 
with a view to ascertaining the life-history of the whale-feed (Grimothea gregaria). The identity 
of this valuable fish-food with that of the bottom-living form known as Munida subrugosa has 
long been suspected. The larvae have now been secured and the identity has been established. 
Much of its life-history has now been learned, and when the few links have been fitted in the 
subject will be treated in a special paper, with drawings. 

I was privileged to accompany Professor Prince in the steamer ‘‘ Hinemoa’’ during a trip 
around the coasts of both Islands in April and May for the purpose of reviewing the trawling 
resources of the Dominion. A collection of fishes was made for Professor Prince, and I was also 
enabled to collect specimens of erustacea, annelids, mollusca, small fishes, &e. 

A large shed, 20 ft. by 16 ft., has been erected on the eastern side of the pond embankment 
for the purpose of the storage of spare tanks, coolers, coke, &e., and as a workshop. The old 
workshop is now used as a store-room for paints, &e., and a portion has been partitioned off 
as a dark room. The lean-to shed at the rear of the Curator’s residenee has been converted into 
a small bedroom. All the paths and steps have been top-dressed with sand and tar. The launch 
and dinghy have been regularly slipped for painting. Both are in good order. The cottages 
and station buildings will require to be painted before long. .The interiors of the cottages also 
require attention as soon as can be conveniently arranged.

The direct cost to the Department in detecting and prosecuting sly-grog sellers during the 
year was £543, this being £1,171 less than the amount uf fines imposed. 


GAMING OFFENCES. 
There were 206 prosecutions, resulting in 133 convictions, during the year under the gaming 
laws, against 345 prosecutions and 301 convictions in 1912. 


CRIMINAL REGISTRATION. 


This branch of the Department has been completely reorganized, and is uow in a most 
efficient and satisfactory state. The police, generally, are taking greater advantage of its 
assistance, and in return are receiving considerable help from it. There has been a large 
increase in the work performed, and a consequent corresponding advance in its value. 

Within the year the general correspondence increased 664 per cent.; the Polrce Gazette 
increased in volume by 131 pages (164 per cent.), and is now the largest and most complete 
publication of its class in Australasia; the finger-impressions of 3,145 prisoners were received, 
classified, and searched, 230 prisoners were identified as previous offenders in this Dominion, 
Australia, South Africa, or England; the identity of 4 deceased persons was established by their 
finger-prints; 571 photographs were taken by the photographers; and 3,971 portraits of dis- 
charged prisoners were dealt with. 

On the 31st March last the finger-print collection consisted ot the impressions of 15,302 
offenders, being an increase of 1,750 on the previous year.

First AIp To THE INJURED. 


During the year ended 3lst March, 1914, 48 probationers presented themselves, at the con- 
clusion of their course of training at the depot, for examination in “‘ first aid to the injured,’’ 
the examinations being*held under the auspices of the St. John Ambulance Association. 

Of the 48 men who sat, all passed. 

The maximum number of marks was gained in one case, the average of those who passed 
being 86°83. (Maximum, 100; bare pass, 50.) 

The lecturer was in each case Dr. Henry, Police Surgeon, and the examiners different medical 
men appointed by the Association.

In addition to the strength of the Force as shown above, there were 15 district constables, 
8 Native constables, 4 police surgeons (one in each city), and 4 matrons (one in each city). 


GENERAL. 


The conduct of members of the Force has been, on the whole, very satisfactory during the 
year just ended. It is only natural to expect that some of the junior men of the Force feel 
their duties irksome for the first year or two of their service, but they soon settle down to their 
new conditions of life, and generally become very good and trustworthy policemen. 
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The first annual examination under the new regulations for members of the Force who 
wished to quality for promotion was held in September last. Out of ninety non-commissioned 
officers and constables who presented themselves for examination, seventy-nine of this number 
passed. Some of the candidates obtained a total of nearly 90 per cent. of marks on their examina- 
tion-papers. The Department has every right to feel highly gratified at the splendid results, and 
great credit is due to the men for the manner in which they acquitted themselves. 

In March last a new scale of pay was introduced, which gives an all-round increase of Is. 
per day as from the lst April last. In addition to the increase of pay, non-commissioned ofhicers 
and constables were also granted an allowance of £5 per annum to cover the cost of making 
up their uniforms and providing themselves with footwear. In addition to the material for 
uniform frocks and trousers, the following articles are issued to members of the Force: Blue 
cloth overcoat for night duty, blue waterproof overcoat, blue helmet, white helmet, and leggings 
(as required). The conditions under which the New Zealand police are now serving are better 
than those obtaining in any other police service in the Empire. 

As the sum which the Department grants annually for house allowances to married members 
of the Force who are not provided with free quarters is steadily increasing year by year, I 
beg to suggest that the Government consider the advisability of erecting cotts ges for married 
men in all to ns where the Department has suitable sites available for the purpose. There are 
a number of police-stations at which suitable quarters for married men have already been pro- 
vided, and as the men occupying these quarters are consequently always at hand in cases of 
emergency the arrangement is very advantageous to the Department. Moreover, the men take 
much greater interest in their work when living near the station than they do when they have 
to tramp a mile or more to and from the station when coming on and going off duty. 

For many years past the Government has been expending considerable sums of money in 
various localities in providing workers’ homes, and I am of opinion that if a similar scheme 
apphed to this Department could be carried out very satisfactory results would accrue. In 
providing workers’ homes the land upon which the houses are erected has to be purchased, but 
this would, not be necessary in the case of this Department, as there are ample Government sites 
lying idle in many towns. The total amount which the Department has paid in house allowances 
to members of the Force during the past ten years is £64,500, the annual expenditure under this 
heading having increased from "£3, 500 in 1904 to £10,280 last year. 

A serious “strike took place last October, and continued for several weeks, involving a large 
pumber of workers, and causing much loss to themselves as well as to their employers. The 
Department was forced to incur heavy expenditure in bringing extra police and special constables 
to the centres of disturbance to maintain order. The lawless element among the strikers in Wel- 
lington took advantage of the position to cause riots in various parts of the city. During the 
Taranaki Street riot a non-commussioned officer of the Permanent Defence Force was struck on 
the head with an iron bolt thrown by a rioter, and was so seriously injured that he is still unfit 
to resume duty. A mounted constable who was trying to prevent the Royal Tiger Hotel in Tara- 
naki Street from being wrecked was also hit on the head with a missile, and has not yet been 
able to resume duty. Another constable was so seriously hurt in the riot which oceurred in 
front of Messrs. Whitcombe and Tombs’s shop, in Lambton Quay, that he had to be taken to 
the Hospital. I am pleased to say, however, that this constable is now able to carry on his duties 
as usual. Other members of the Force and special constables received minor injuries, but none 
were sufficiently serious to keep them away from duty for more than a few days. Stones, bricks, 
iron bolts, and other articles were freely used by the rioters; and in the riots which took place 
in Post Office Square, Taranaki Street, and opposite Messrs. Whitcombe and Tombs revolvers 
were brought into use by those engaging in riot. A horse ridden by one of the regular police 
was shot in the shoulder by a rioter in Post Office Square. 'The injured horse fell, bringing down 
his rider, who was attacked by the rioters while on the ground, but he was rescued and removed 
to a place of safety before he received any serious injury. The mounted and foot special con- 
stables who were called to the assistance of the police during the strike rendered very great 
assistance in maintaining order, and during the time they were in the cities per forming their 
duties their conduct under all circumstances was most exemplary. 

I would suggest that the Police Offences Act, 1908, be so amended as to compel the drivers of 
all vehicles to keep good lights burning on their vehicles whenever in use in any road, street, or 
other public place, between the hours of sunset and sunrise. Many serious accidents, some of 
which have proved fatal, have occurred of late. Probably these mishaps would not have taken 
place had the vehicles which caused the accidents been provided with sufficient lights. 

Section 4 of the Licensing Act, 1908, defines a ‘‘ public bar ”’ in leensed premises, but it is 
very doubtful whether 20 per cent. of the present licensed premises have a pubhie bar as defined 
by the Act. In most cases the doors which originally opened immediately from the bar to a 
street have been built up, with the result that nearly all bars now open into a passage in the 
hotel premises, and have no door opening immediately on to a street. The police do not object 
to the view of the bars being shut off from the street—indeed, it is better that this should 
be so—but as certain offences may be committed in a bar which cannot be punished so long as 
they are committed in one not opening on to a street, it may be well to amend the definition 
of public bar to mean “‘ any place in any leensed premises in which hquor is sold or kept for 
sale.’’ This would cover private as well as public bars. 

In the Mangonui County, in the extreme north of the Dominion, a number of Austrians 
make and sell wine, and some of these wine-producers have established depots for the sale of the 
wine at all remote gum-digging camps throughout that district. The producer is allowed by 
law to sell his wine in quantities of not less than 2 gallons at any one time, but it appears that 
wine is sold from these depots by the bottle, and that it is purchased by both Maori and European 
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gum-diggers, the Maori women being suppled as well as the men, and that frequent drunken 
orgies 1s the result. It is very difficult for the police to get sufficient evidence to justify a 
prdseoution, owing to the reluctance of any of the persons living in these camps to give evidence 
against the ofien ders. The wine sent to these camps is mostly composed of a raw cheap spirit 
mixed with newly made wine, the drinking of which concoction is said to drive the consumers 
mad for the time being. I beg to recommend that legislation be passed prohibiting the sale of 
New-Zealand-made wine at any place except at the place where it has been produced and on 
licensed premises. This would at once do away with the depot evil on the gumfields. 

The present strength of the Force is not sufficient to enable me to adequately police certain 
cities and country places. Local bodies, private citizens, and officers of the Police Force make 
frequent appeals for more police, especially in North Island centres where the population is 
increasing rapidly. I am asking that provision be made on this year’s estimates for increasing 
the Force by an additional fifty constables, and if this number is provided for it will be possible to 
meet the more urgent police needs of many localities.

EXTRACTS FROM ANNUAL REPORTS OF OFFICERS IN CHARGE OF DISTRICTS. 


SUPERINTENDENT ELLISON, WELLINGTON DISTRICT. 


I beg to furnish the following report upon this Police District for the year ending 31st 
March, 1914 :— 

On the 31st March, 1913, the authorized strength of the district was 156, and on the 31st 
March last the authorized strength was 168, an increase of 12. The actual strength was 166, 
owing to a transfer and a death a few days previously. The addition of 12 constables was for 
Wellington City, three being added to make up for 3 men engaged on ‘‘ point duty’? under 
arr angement with the City Council, and 9 were added last month so as to enable all beats to be 
worked when there are no absentees. 

The only increases which at present appear to be required during the ensuing year will be 
provision for resident constables at Miramar Peninsula, and about the junction of Kelburne 
and Northland, and two additional constables for Mount Cook Station. The strength of that 
station should be 22 constables, so as to work all the beats and give the constant attention to 
Government House grounds which is demanded and necessary. 

Population is steadily inereasing both at Kelburne and Northland, and also at Miramar, 
so that it will soon be advisable to have one station established for the two former places and 
one for Miramar. 

No stations were opened or closed during the year, but new buildings, including sergeant’s 
residence, lockup, and offices, all in brick, were recently erected at Masterton, where the accom- 
modation had previously been very bad. 

During the year 6 constables were discharged on resignation ; 1 was dismissed; 1 senior 
sergeant, 1 sergeant, and 2 constables retired on pension; and 1 constable lost his life in the 
execution of his duty. 

The ofiences return for the year ending 3lst December, 1913, shows a total number of offences 
reported as 6,099, as against 6,025 for the previous year, while the arrests and prosecutions 
were 5,873, as against 5,720 for 1912, thus leaving 226 offences unaccounted for. Those unac- 
counted for include &8 thefts, 3 assaults, 22 housebreaking and theft, 43 deserters from merchant 
vessels, 35 for failing to provide maintenance and disobeying orders of Court, and 16 industrial- 
school absconders. 

Increases appear under the headings of—Abusive or threatening behaviour, 41; assaults, 62 ; 
assaults on police, 13; breaches of peace, 15; burglary and housebreaking, 41 (the arrests under 
this head exceeded by 19 the total number of similar offences reported in 1912); carnally know- 
ing young girls, 5; deserters from merchant ships, 35; disobeying orders on board ship, 785 

escaping ey legal custody, 11; forgery and uttering, 13; gaming offences, 69; illegally on 
premises, 18; indecent behaviour, 14; obscene language, 21; neglected children, 17; per- 
jury, 8; sureties of peace, 26; theft, 42; and vagrancy, 23. 

Decreases appear under—Abortion, 5; absconders from bail, 5; detaining postal packets, 
disobeying orders of Court and failing to provide, 35; drunkenness, 421; false pretences, 
mischief and malicious injury, 25; sly-grog selling, 4; ane and attempts, 4; stowawa 
on ships, 22; thefts by servants, 23; thefts of horses and cattle, 

One charge of murder of a child resulted in acquittal. “The offence was alleged to have 
eccurred in Christehurch, and the child’s body was disposed of here. 

leaving aside the case of murder, there were no very serious crimes calling for special 
reference dita the past vear. A number of the housebreaking offences were carried out by 
one individual, who travelled to several towns in the Dominion committing crimes at private 
houses in daytime when the occupants were absent. He was ultimately secured and convicted. 

Sly-grog traffic is an offence that gives a great deal of trouble, and needs continual vigilance 
to keep in check. It is carried on in large centres of population on Sundays when hotels are 
closed, as well as in no-license areas. There is probably no offence in whieh more ingenuity is 
exercised in erder to defeat the law, and many people who would give evidence regarding ordinary 
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offences would never think of doing so in regard to this traffic, whilst many persons would go 
out of their way to shield or give warning to sly-grog dealers. In detecting this class of offence 
it is often necessary to have recourse to so much subterfuge and evasion as to make the work 
exceedingly unpleasant, or even offensive, to some men. Indeed, it requires special tact and 
skill to outwit clever ofienders in this unsavoury trade. Small penalties such as have been 
recorded in some localities only act as enccuragement to offenders of this class, because they 
can easily afford small monetary penalties when the trade is flourishing, and a small fine having 
been recorded in Court is a good advertisement by directing thirsty persons to the places where 
their drought can be relieved. 

The conduct of the police has been generally good. Only eight fines for breaches of discipline 
have been recorded during the year. Some men are naturally inattentive and dilatory, whilst 
a few are sometimes inclined to be over-officious and exacting in trifles; but the bulk of the men 
have shown a general desire to carry out their duties in a reasonable, attentive, and tactful 
manner. ‘The concessions granted for cost of making up uniforms, allowance for boots, and 
the general advance in pay have been much appreciated by the Force, and have placed the service 
in a more satisfactory condition than it has ever been before. 

In regard to the special constables called up to assist the police during the strike 
the special mounted men who came to town from country districts were hurriedly brought 
together into strange surroundings and conditions at a time of great excitement; many of them 
were young men who had seen little of town life previously. Notwithstanding this, their conduct 
was exemplary; they preserved their dignity and kept their temper under the most adverse 
circumstances. Even when assailed by the vilest abuse that dirty minds and evil tongues could 
send forth they behaved well, and when attacked by large numbers cf men who threw dangerous 
missiles in a violent and cowardly manner, and on some occasions even used firearms, the mounted 
specials restrained themselves in a most remarkable manner, and only occasionally gave slight 
chastisemnent to their assailants. I do not think that in any other country could be found an 
active lot of able-bodied men who would deal so leniently and quietly with rioters who gave them 
so much abuse, ill usage, and general provocation. At one time about 1,100 mounted men were 
on duty in the town, and out of that number less than a dozen gave any cause for anxiety in 
regard to their discretion and conduct. The foot specials who volunteered in the city were all 
that could be desired, exemplary in conduct, keen and watchful, and ready for any emergency that 
their citizenship might demand of them. 


SUPERINTENDENT K1ELY, AUCKLAND DISTRICT. 


I beg to submit, for your information, my report upon police matters in the Auckland Dis- 
trict for the year ending 3lst March, 1914. 

The authorized strength of the district on the 3lst March last was 172 of all ranks, an 
increase of 5 over the preceding year. ‘The increase given was 4 constables for regulation of 
traffic at city and Newton, and 1 constable to replace a district constable at Houhora. 

No stations have been opened or closed during the year. 

A site and residence has been purchased at Takapuna. 

The casualties during the year were as follows: Death, 1 constable; retired on superannua- 
tion, 1 constable; resigned, 11 constables; called on to resign, 1 constable; and dismissed, 
1 constable. 

The yearly offences return shows that the number of offences reported was 5,611, as against 
6,029 in the preceding year, a decrease of 418. The principal decreases occur in false pre- 
tences, 52; gaming offences, 160; obscene and profane language, 98; common assaults, 50; 
and vagrancy offences, 148. 

The population of the city and suburbs still continues to grow apace, and the northern town- 
ships are also increasing steadily. The increase of population is very marked in the Mount 
Eden district, and I think the time has arrived when a station should Le formed at Mount Eden 
Road, and a suitable site, with residence thereon, acquired. Suitable sites are also required 
at Houhora, Herekino, Mount Roskill, Devonport, and Freeman’s Bay, at which places the 
Department is paying high rents. i 

Considering the floating population of this city, I think the number of offences reported 
that might be classed under the heading of “‘ serious crime’’ is small, and I am pleased to say 
shows an appreciable decrease as compared with the preceding year. Burglary offences show a 
decrease of 11; common assault, 50; false pretences, 52; assaults occasioning bodily harm, 22. 

The general conduct of the members of the Force during the year has been good, except a 
very few cases in which the offenders were punished in the usual way. 


SUPERINTENDENT Dwyer. CHRISTCHURCH District. 


I beg to submit my annual report on the state of the Christchurch Police District for the 
year ending 3lst March, 1914. 

The strength of the Force in the district on the 3lst March last was as follows: 1 Super- 
intendent, 2 Sub-Inspectors, 4 senior sergeants, 10 sergeants, 110 constables, 1 district constable, 
1 chief detective, 2 detective sergeants, 4 detectives, 4 acting-detectives, 2 matrons, and 1 surgeon 
(attached to the Christchurch Station). In addition to this strength, 4 more constables are 
required to cope with the additional work imposed on the police by other departments, especially 
so by the Defence and Education Departments—2 for Christchurch, 1 for Timaru, and 1 for 
Waimate. 
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No new stations have been opened in the district, and no stations closed during the year. 
The station at Cass was shifted to Bealey Flat. 

The casualties in the district during the year were—3 constables resigned; 1 constable 
retired on pension; 1 constable was discharged for misconduct; and 1 constable transferred to 
the Prison service. 

The number of all offences reported during the year ending the 3lst December, 1913, was 
3,937, as compared with 4,011 for the previous year. ‘The principal increases, as compared with 
the previous year, were—Threatening behaviour, 28; common assaults, 25; failing to provide 
for wives and children, 263; gaming offences, 15; indecent exposure, 10; obstructing thorough- 
fares, 13; theft, undescribed, 58; and vagrancy, 45. The principal decreases, as compared 
with the previous year, were—Assaults on police, 11; cruelty to animals, 10; deserting from 
merchant ships, 45; drunkenness, 70; disobeying orders of Court, 40; forgery and uttering, 16; 
malicious injury to property, 34; mischief, 41; neglected and criminal children, 79; obscene 
language, 21; obstructing and resisting police, 13; refusing to quit leensed premises, 14; sly- 
grog selling, 14; soliciting prostitution, 16; theft by servants, 29; and thefts attempted, 12. 

There have been no serious crimes committed in the district during the year calling for 
special mention but one—a foul murder committed on a married woman at Mayfield, near Ash- 
burton, for which the offender paid the death penalty. 

The conduct of the members of the Force during the year has, with few exceptions, been very 
good. Only six constables have been punished for breaches of the regulations. 


SUPERINTENDENT MircHELL, DunEpIN DisvrrRict. 


The strength of the Force in this district on the 3lst March last was—l Superintendent, 
I Sub-Inspector, 2 senior sergeants, 11 sergeants, 86 constables, 1 chief detective, 2 detective 
sergeants, 1 acting-detective, 1 matron, and 1 surgeon. 

No stations have been opened or closed during the year. 

During the year 2 constables retired on superannuation, 7 resigned, and 1 compulsorily 
resigned. 

The number of all offences reported was 2,006, as against 1,773 during the preceding year. 
Of this number, less than 6 per cent. remains undetected. The increases are mainly made up 
as follows: Common assaults, 11; breaches of the peace, 19; disobeying orders of the Court, 9; 
disorderly conduct, 7; drunkenness, 216 (Dunedin 151, and Port Chalmers 37); false pre- 
tences, 5; furious riding, &ec., 27; illegally on premises, 34; mischief, 10; obscene language, 25; 
resisting police, 10; and attempted suicide, 8. It is very difticult to account for the increase in 
drunkenness. 

With few exceptions, the general conduct of the Force during the year has been good. 

There was no increase in serious crime, and what was committed was of a general and 
ordinary description, and calls for no special comment. 


InspecTOR WILSON, WANGANUI Dis'rRicr. 


I have the honour to submit, for your information, the annual report on the Police Force 
in this district. 

The authorized strength is 1 Inspector, | Sub-Inspector, 2 senior sergeants, 5 sergeants, 
68 constables, 3 detective sergeants, 1 acting-detective, and | district constable. 

A second sergeant is urgently required at Wanganui. ‘Lhe senior sergeant’s time is so much 
taken up with office, Court work, inquests, &c., that the constables on the beat do not get the 
supervision they need to make them efficient and zealous in the discharge of their duties. 

I would also recommend an additional constable at Hawera. I suggested this addition last 
year, and since then the work has increased, owing to increased population. It is also expected 
that during the year the Opunake Railway will be started—it branches from main line to Te 
Roti, some eight miles from Hawera. 

An additional constable is required for Ohakune at the present time. There are, in addition 
to the resident population estimated to be about 2,200, about 200 navvies employed on the con- 
struction of the Ohakune—Raetihi Railway. These men are a very rough lot, and require constant 
and unremitting supervision. 

I would also recommend the erection of a police-station at Kapon 
constable there. 

The casualties during the year were—I constable died; 1 constable discharged as medically 
unfit ; and 2 constables resigned voluntarily. 

The offences return shows a decrease in the number of offences. In 1912 there were 2,445 
offences reported, and in 1913 the number was 2,277. Of the latter, only 92 were undetected 
which means only 4 per cent. were unaccounted for. Drunkenness has decreased by 8 per 
cent., and of forgery 12 less cases were reported. Petty thefts and vagrancy charges show an 
increase. 

The conduct of the members of the Force has been good, the men realizing that it is to their 
own interests to carry out their various duties so as to give satisfaction. 

There is still a small trade carried on in sly-grog selling in the 
Wanganui and King-country, and during the year there h 
this offence. 
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InspEcTOR O’DoONOvAN, Napter Distreer. 

I beg to submit my report on the Napier Pelice District for the year ending 31st March, 1914. 

The authorized strength of the Force in the district on that date was 53, being an increase 
of 3 constables since the 3lst March, 1913. This inerease is accounted for by the addition of 
2 constables to the strength at Napier Station, one being for clerical duty in the district office 
and one for street duty; the third was appointed to the newly opened station at Motu. 

Three constables resigned during the year. 

There are now in the district—1 Inspector, 1 senior seryeant, 3 sergeants, 1 detective ser- 
geant, 2 detectives, 45 constables, 4 district constables, 1 Native constable. 

A female searcher has been appointed at Napier Station, and arrangement has been made 
for similar services at Gisborne. 

Residents of Takapau and Te Araroa are still pressing for the establishment of stations at 
their townships. Of the two, the necessity is more urgent at Te Araroa, on account of the local 
conditions. A considerable settled population, as well as a large floating one, is now in the 
locality, while the nearest police-station to the south ‘s at Port Awanui—about twenty-three 
miles distant—-and to the north, coastwise, at Opotiki—about eighty miles. Accidents to bush- 
men and fatalities are frequent in this wide and remote district; a large Maori population is 
distributed over it; and the endeavour to enforce compliance with the liquor laws in this Native 
prohibited district is not so effective as desirable. . 

Owing to the extension of building and residences in Napier South, application has been 
made for a resident constable within the town district. The necessity for a police-station in a 
central spot in South Napier is becoming more evident every day. 

Last year I recommended increases at Gisborne and Hastings, and I have to repeat that 
recommendation, owing to steady increase in population and in the volume of police-work. 
Another constable is also required at Dannevirke. There are two there now, but the time of 
one of them is taken up principally with the country work, leaving only one constable available 
for duty in the town with the sergeant. In these circumstances a constable cannot be spared 
from Dannevirke to relieve or assist, when required, the men in charge of the dependent stations 
of the sergeant’s subdistrict. 

The total number of offences reported in the year 1915 was 2,105, as compared with 2,197 
for 1912—a decrease of 94. Of the offences reported, 2,029 were prosecuted on arrest or summons, 
leaving 74 undetected. This gives the percentage of detected crime 96°5. The actual total 
increase or decrease, however, is of very little significance, as the minor offences may account 
mainly for that result. The increases in some classes of offences amounted to 214, while the 
decreases in others were 308. The net decrease therefore was 94. The decrease in drunkenness 
alone accounts for 43 of these. 

Increases in the following offences are recorded: Burglary and housebreaking, 14; false 
pretences, 18; thefts (undescribed), 48; abusive and threatening language, 14; disobeying orders 
of Court, 17; vagrancy, 27. The following offences show decreases: Sexual offences against 
girls, 9; forgery and uttering, 7; mischief, 10; malicious injuries to property, 13; breaches of 
the peace and common assault, 15; disorderly and riotous conduct, 19; disturbing meetings and 
congregations, 14; drunkenness, 43; obstructing police, 14; failing to maintain wives, &ke., 20; 
neglected and criminal children, 38. 

A high standard of conduct has been maintained by the men in the district. No complaints 
of misconduct on the part of the police against members of the community have been made during 
the year. In one or two cases laxity has been observed, and changes made in consequence 

Telephones have been installed during the year in the following police-stations, and have 
proved to be of very great assistance : Ole Havelock North, Patutahi, Tekaraka, Tolaga Bay, 


Taradale. 








InsPpEctTOR Wricut, HamiitTon District. 


I beg to submit the following report upon the Hamilton Police District :— 

The authorized strength of the Force on the 3lst March last was—Il Inspector, 2 senior ser- 

geants, 54 constables, 1 detective sergeant, 2 district constables. and 3 Native constables. 
; During the past year increases have been authorized as follows: Hamilton, | constable; 
Taumarunui, 1 constable; and Te Kuiti, 1 constable. The increased strength was urgently 
required to meet the rapid growth of settlement in the King-country and the Waikato, and is 
much appreciated. 

Further additions to the strength are now, or will be, required during the year, viz. : Hamil- 
ton, 1 detective; Fiankton, 1 constable ; Putaruru, 1 constable; Ohura, . constable. At Hamil- 
ton the want of a detective is badly felt, and there is ample work for one in the town and sur- 
rounding district. 

Owing to the large number of trains now passing through Frankton Junction—two of the 
Main Trunk expresses going through in the early hours of the morning—it is essential that another 
constable be stationed at that place, so that all express trains can be met. Apart from the rail- 
way, the population of the borough is rapidly increasing, and 1 constable cannot do justice 
both to trains and town. 

A constable will shortly be required at Putaruru, a busy sawmilling township on the Rotorua 
line, at the junction of that line and the Taupo Totara Company’s line, which is about to be recon- 
structed from Putaruru and extended to Taupo. At present there is no police-station between 
Rotorua and Morrinsville, a distance of sixty-nine miles. Putaruru is about half-way between 
those places, and a good subdistrict can be formed to take in Tirau, Okoroire, Hinuera, &c., al] 
rising townships and centres of districts that are getting settled rapidly. 
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At Ohura a constable will also be wanted, as that is the centre of fine country which is coming 
in fast: it is at present worked from Ongarue, but it is too far (thirty-one miles) from that 
station to receive the attention it deserves. 

There have been no stations opened or closed during the year. 

The only casualties since last report were two constables resigned, 

The offences return for 1913 shows that 1,707 offences were reported, as against 1,775 the 
previous year—a net decrease of 68. Decreases are shown under the following heads: Abusive 
language and behaviour, 59; assaults, 45; burglary, housebreaking, &e., 22; failing to provide 
maintenance, 36; forgery, 18; gaming offences, 11; theft, 12; theft of cattle and horses, 12. 
Increases appear under—Breaches of the peace, 14; drunkenness, 222; mischief, 19; obscene 
language, 12: so that on the whole there has been an increase of drunkenness and trivial offences 
and a decrease of serious offences. The increase in drunkenness is not confined to any particular 
locality, it being spread all over the district, but the greatest increase is shown in the King- 
country, where a large amount of casual labour has been employed during the year. The fact 
that the Force in that district has been increased during the year has probably something to do 
with the large number of arrests. Sly-grog sellers have been more active than during the pre- 
vious year, and the police have been correspondingly alert, with the result that fines were inflicted 
amounting to £536, as compared with £170 last year. Of the total number of offences reported 
(1,707), 1,664 were accounted for either by arrest or summons. The total number of persons 
committed for trial at the Supreme Court was 57, of whom 45 were convicted. 

There have been no serious crimes in the district during the year that require special men- 
tion; in fact, crime, on the whole, has decreased, as compared with the previous year. 

The conduct of all members of the Force has been exemplary during the year. All have 
worked well together, and when called upon for extra duty have willingly responded, especially 
during the strike time, when every available man was employed on that duty, which threw double 
the usual work on those left at the different stations. 

The new scale of pay will, I have no doubt, have an excellent effect upon the discipline of the 
Force. As it now compares favourably with the earnings of other workers, it will also undoubtedly 
induce many men to apply who would not have otherwise looked at the Force as a permanent 
career, and so the selection of candidates will not be so restricted, and a better Force will result. 





Inspector Norwoop, INVERCARGILL District. 


I beg to submit the following report for the year ending 31st March, 1914 :— 

On the 3lst March, 1914, the authorized strength was 40 of all ranks, as follows: 1 Inspector, 
1 senior sergeant, 3 sergeants, 32 constables, 1 detective sergeant, 1 acting-detective, 1 district 
constable. 

No new stations have been opened or closed during the year. 

The formation of a police-station at Tokonui is required; this has been referred to in 
previous reports. 

New stations have been erected at Mataura and Tapanui, and extensive repairs, &c., to the 
stations at Queenstown, Pembroke, and Lumsden. 

One constable was dismissed for continually performing his duties in an unsatisfactory 
manner, 1 died, and 1 constable obtained three months’ leave prior to retiring on pension owing 
to having reached the age-lhmit. <A senior sergeant was appointed to Invercargill to replace a 
sergeant transferred. 

During the year ended 3lst December, 1913, 903 offences were reported, as against 713 the 
previous year—an increase of 190 cases. Of the 903 cases reported, 863 were arrested or dealt 
with by summons, and 40 offences remained undetected. The increases are principally under the 
following headings: Offences under Animals Protection Act, 13; disobeying orders of Court, 43; 
drunkenness, 46; failing to provide for relatives, 29; Fisheries Act, breaches of, 11; malicious 
injury to property, 28; theft, 20. The principal decrease is 22, under the heading burglary, 
breaking and entering. Thirty-four cases were committed for trial, resulting in 26 convictions. 

The district has been free from crime of « serious kind, and in the cases of breaking and 
entering reported juveniles have been the offenders in the majority of the cases. I attribute the 
falling-off of this class of offence to the fact of a more vigorous punishment by committals to 
industrial schools having been applied by the Court. 

The conduct of all ranks, with one exception, has been satisfactory. Both the detective and 
uniform branches of the service have assiduously carried out their duties. The first named have 
been untiring in their efforts to detect crime, and in this they have been very successful. 

In view of the large increase of motor traffic at night, I strongly suggest that it be made a 
statutory ofience for any class of vehicle to be driven on the public road after sunset without a 
light. Section 7, Motor Regulations Act, 1908, compels a motorist to carry lights on car or 
motor-cycle, but there is no provision for any other class of vehicle when driven outside boroughs 
at night. This constitutes a serious source of danger. 

The increase of pav and other privileges to all ranks of the service have given very great 


satisfaction. An improved class of candidate is now coming forward for enrolment, attracted 
no doubt by the improved condition of the service. 





Inspector PHain, GREYMOUTH Dts‘rrRioT. 


I have the honour to furnish herewith a report upon the Greymouth Police District for the 
year ending 31st March, 1914. 
The strength of the Force in this district on 3lst March last was—1 Inspector, 1 senior ser- 


geant, 37 constables, and 1 detective sergeant; a total of 44, being the full strength allowed for 
this district, 
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During the year one constable’s services were dispensed with. 

During the year one constable was fined for a minor offence and one was reprimanded by the 
Commissioner. On the whole, the conduct of the men under me has been satisfactory. 

A new station was opened at Cobden during the year, and a house to be used as a station 
was purchased at Ross, the old station building there being uninhabitable and past repair. 

The offences reported during the year totalled 772, as against 1,015 for the previous year, 
being a decrease of 241. The principal decreases were in cases of common assault, drunkenness, 
offences under the Gaming Act, malicious injury to property, breaches of the Opium Act, and 
petty theft. Out of the 772 offences reported 742 were dealt with, leaving 30 offences, or about 
4 per cent., undetected, which I submit is faicly satisfactory. The decrease in offences can only 
be accounted for by the criminal class realizing that the police were keeping a watchful eye on 
their doings, and also by several of the undesirables clearing away from the district during the 
strike to their homes in Australia. 

The only serious offences reported during the past year were an attempt to blow up the 
winding machinery at Denniston Coal-mine by means of explosives, and a similar attempt to 
destroy. the incline cable for raising and lowering the coal-trucks from Waimangaroa to Den- 
niston and vice versa. By the former attempt slight damage was done to the building, but none 
to the machinery or cable. An attempt was also made to burn down the company’s boardinghouse 
at Denniston, suppesed to prevent the housing of free labourers. The fire was, however, dis- 
covered in an early stage, and no damage was done. An attempt was also made to fire the 
engine-shed of the North Brunner Mine, near Stillwater. This fire was also discovered and 
extinguished before any damage was done. ‘These offences, there is a good reason to believe, 
were perpetrated by the extreme section of the coal-miners on strike, in order to prevent the 
working of the mines. The additional police sent to Westport subdistrict had, however, the 
desired effect of preventing further serious offences being committed. 

Owing to the convictions obtained against sly-grog sellers at Waiuta and Globe Mine, the 
offenders have now commenced to realize what it means to them when they are detected, convicted, 
and fined, and sly-grog selling at both places has practically ceased.

I have the honour to furnish herewith, for the information of Parliament, the sixteenth annual 
report of the Department, embracing the figures relating to old-age, widows’, and military pensions 
for the year ended 31st March, 1914, which will be found set out hereafter under separate heads. 

Before proceeding to a review of the year’s work, I beg leave to submit the following sets of figures 
as an indication of the position of affairs after close on sixteen years’ experience of old-age pensions, 
three years’ of widows’ pensions, and two years’ of military pensions :—

CONSOLIDATION AND AMENDMENT OF ACTS. 


» An important event of the year was the consolidation by Parliament in one Act of the various 
* statutes—eight in number—relating to old-age, widows’, and military pensions, the opportunity being 
taken at the same time of including several amendments of a far-reaching character, notably provisions 

for reducing the old-age pension age for women to 60, and repeal of the income and property restric- 

tions affecting military pensions, estimated to increase the hability by an amount approximating 

£100,000 per annum for the first year. The immediate effect of these amendments has been to cause 

an addition to the roll of old-age pensioners by a number—namely, 1,541—that has not been reached 

since 1900, the second year of the Act, when 3,842 participants were added. and to double the number 


|— te: 
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of military pensioners. These accretions are in the main responsible for the increase, after five months’ 
working, in the total liability under all heads of over £65,000, and it is confidently anticipated that 
before twelve months is up the additional £35,000 required to make up the full amount of the estimate 
will have been added. ‘The various amendments provide for the following :— 

In regard to old-age pensions :— 

(1.) Reduction of pension age for women from 65 to 60. 

(2.) Variation in scale of absences from Dominion, whereby an additional absence of six 
months is allowed for every year in excess of the twenty-five years following date of 
arrival. 

(8.) Halving of income of married applicant. 

(4.) Increase in limitation of incomes of married couples (including pension) from £90 to 
£100. 

5.) Repeal of the compulsory penal clauses relating to convictions during currency of pension.

In regard to widows’ pensions :— 

(1.) Payment on account of step-children and of children legally adopted during lifetime of 
husband. 

(2.) Exemption of home to value of £340, 

In regard to military pensions :— 

(1.) Repeal of the income and property restrictions. 

Other provisions affecting one or other of the three classes of pension are,— 

(1.) Charging of home at valuation existing when pension first granted. 

(2.) Abolition of investigation of claim in open Court. 

(5.) Payment of January instalments of pension before Christmas. 

(4.) Exemption as income of grants from Gold-miners’ and Coal-miners’ Relief Funds; of 
allowances from relatives and by way of charity up to £52 in any year; of reasonable 
sums expended from capital ; and of money received from estates of deceased husbands 
or wives. 

(5.) Alternative penalty for fraud by way of fine in leu of imprisonment. 

(6.) Charging of property alienated by will of deceased husband or wife of applicant. 

(7.) Charging of anticipated income of a fixed nature. 


OLD-AGE PENSIONS. 
Pensions in Force.—The number of pensioners under this head on the 31st March, including 671 
Maoris, was 18,050, being an increase of 1,541 on the figures of the previous year, as follows :—

The hability in regard to these was £447,765, being an average of £24 16s. per pension. 

Included in the total are 1,160 females of the ages of 60 to 64 inclusive, all admitted during the 
last half of the year. 2,677 married couples were on the roll at the close of the year.

The percentages of Kuropean pensioners of the full age of 65 and upwards to the population 
eligible by age and to those eligible by age and residence remain at what they were at. the end of each 
of the previous four years except 1912—-namely 32 per cent. and 36 per cent. respectively. As there 
has similarly been little fluctuation in the percentages of persons having the requisite age to the total 
population over the same period, it may, I think, be safely reckoned that we now have something 
stable in the way of statistics to enable a determination to be made in any year as to what the actual 
cost of old-age pensions will be with no radical alteration to the existing qualifications. Certain is 
it that nowadays few people who are eligible to claim an old-age pension will be found who are not 
enjoying the benefits of the Act.

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With regard to females of the ages of 60 to 64 inclusive, it is too early, after only five months’ 
working of the enactment which gave them the pension, to arrive at any definite conclusion as to what 
the possibilities are in the matter of the percentage of pensioners to the population {of that age, but 
everything points to thefexperience being something similar to that appertaining to the higher-aged 
section of the community as outlined above. At the close of the year the percentage amounted to 
only a fraction over LO per cent., the figures being—

This percentage has since risen to 15 per cent. 

The percentage of pensioners 65 and over drawing the full pension is 88 per cent., as against 84 per 
cent. last year. Forty-eight pensioners are in receipt of the increased allowance available to males 
at 60 and females at 55 with two or more children under fourteen years of age. The number of these 
in previous years was 18 in 1912 and 32 in 1913. 


New Claims.—The number of claims lodged during the year was 4,366, being an increase of 1,867 
on the number lodged in the previous year. These, with 519 cases awaiting investigation at the com- 
mencement of the year, made a grand total of 4,885 dealt with, which were accounted for as follows :—

The new pensioners include 110 who had previously been in receipt of a pension ; 108 were Maoris. 

Of the Huropean applicants, some 1,218 were unable to produce any evidence of age, and, asa 
result of inquiries instituted by the Department in all parts of the world, the necessary proofs were 
obtained in 1,045 cases, 894 of which were favourable to the applicant. 943 requests were also made 
to Head Office for verification of date of arrival, and in 826 cases satisfactory certificates were obtained. 

The total claims lodged since the Act came into operation now number 52,105, of which 40,143 
have been established, 44 per cent. being still on the roll. 

The New-Zealand-born white is now coming on the roll in greater numbers than previously, the 
number admitted during the year being 262, whereas the total for the whole of the preceding years 
of the Act was only 443, including 100 for the year 1912-15. There are in all 581 white New-Zealanders 
drawing the pension. 

The rejected claims include 111 cases where the pension age had not been reached, 72 where the 
applicant’s character was not satisfactory, and 144 and 78 respectively where income and property 
acted as a disqualification. 

Particulars relating to the distribution of pensioners throughout the Dominion, the number pay- 
able at each rate, the number remaining on the roll of those granted in each year since the Act came 
into operation, and to the age, nationality, sex, and conjugal condition both of the new participants 
and of all pensioners, will be found in Tables I to VII of the appendix. 

Table VIII relates to the ages at death of the Kuropean pensioners during the year, a distinction 
being made between those who were participants at the commencement of the year and those admitted 
during the year. The total deaths, European and Maori, represent 7-45 per cent. of the pensioners 
who were on the roll during the year. 

In Table IX will be found a summary of the pensions granted in each year since 1898, the annual 
hability, and the deaths and cancellations over the same period. 


Payments.—The gross expenditure under this head during the year totalled £416,776, an increase 
of £1,015 over the figures of the previous year. This increment seems surprisingly small when the 
addition of 1,541 pensioners to the roll during the year is borne in mind, but there are two reasons for 
the apparent anomaly. In the first instance, there was a decrease of 140 in the number of pensioners 
in the previous year, due to numerous defections late in that year, which in the ordinary course would 
have resulted in a decline in the payments this year. In fact, for the first eight months of the year, 
as compared with the corresponding period of 1912, there was a falling-off of some thousands, as 
follows :— 

Payments for eight months ended 30th November, 1912, £278,448. 

Payments for eight months ended 30th November, 1913, £273,931. 

But the second factor—namely, last year’s amendment of the Act, which received the Governor’s 
assent in October—began to operate at once, with the result that, though the total payments increased 
by such a small amount, the liability had mounted at the end of the year by over £35,000. It is during 
the year now current that the real effect of the amendment referred to will be reflected by the figures 


relating to payments. ; mea 
The variation in the expenditure in each year since the Act came into operation is shown 


by Table X of the Appendix. 

The amount of overpaid instalments refunded during the year was £495, and after deducting this 
sum, and also a credit of £21,721 from the national-endowment revenue, and making allowance for 
several payments not passed through the accounts,\the net charge against the Consolidated Fund was 
£394,558. 

The grand total paid in old-age pensions to date now stands at £4,389,197. ; 

The total amount credited from the national-endowment revenue, representing five years’ con- 


tributions, is £95,155. 
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The cost of old-age pensions per head of the Kuropean population for the year was 7s. 7d. The 
cost for the first complete year of the Act, when the full pension was £18 per annum, was 4s. Id. per 
ieee and 6s. 10d. for the first complete twelve months after the maximum was increased te £26, 
thus :-

The instalments due last year and remaining unpaid on the 3lst March totalled £1,462, of which 
£1,428 represents forfeited instalments on which there is no further claim. The absolutely forfeited 
instalments during the past five years have amounted to £6,930. 

The instalments not collected within the time allowed by law, but subsequently specially authorized 
and paid during the year, numbered 1,057, as against 881 in the previous year. The amount repre- 
sented by these payments was £2,021. 

The number of pensioners who were inmates of the mental hospitals of the Dominion during the 
year was 125, the percentage to the total number of pensioners whose names appeared on the roll dui ing 
the same period—7.e., 19,829—heing 0:63 per cent. The amount paid to the Mental Hospitals 
Department on account of these totalled £1,740, the number still being maintained at the end of the 
year being 75. 

The amount paid by way of old-age pensions to the controlling bodies of the various homes and 
hospitals during the year totalled £21,536, being £729 less than the sum paid in the previous year. 
£1,469 of this amount represents the charge made for the medical treatment in hospitals of 65 pen- 
sioners. The number residing in the various homes at the close of the year was 757, some 24 less 
than in the previous year. Details regarding these payments are embodied in Table XIII of the 
appendix, 

A noticeable feature of the annual statistics relating to the work of the various Charitable Aid 
Boards throughout the Dominion is the decided and oradual drop in the annual cost of outdoor relief 
since the original Old-age Pensions Act came into operation on the lst January, 1899. The totals 
for the financial year ended in March last are not yet available, but the figures for the twelve months 
ended 31st March, 1913. show a decrease of close on £20,000 on the amount payable fourteen years 
earlier. The following table will indicate the reduction that has taken place :

There were in reality 10 deaths of widows during the year, but in 9 cases continuation of the 
pension was authorized in favour offthe guardian of the children in accordance with the Act, thus 
leaving the pensions of these still in,force. The total deaths since this class of pension was intro- 
duced number 20, and the total number of guardians appointed 16. 

The liability at the close of the year was £29,320, an average of £19 per pension. 

The percentage of pensioners drawing the full pension at the various rates for families of different 
sizes is 96 per cent. 


New Claims.—The claims lodged during the year totalled 500, being a decrease of 168 on the figures 


of the previous year. These, with the 79 awaiting investigation at the commencement of the year,

The total claims lodged now number 2.365, of aa WAS at 1,869 or e been established as 
pensions, 82 per cent. being still on the roll at the end of the year. 

No statistics are available regarding the number of widows in the Dominion beyond the figures 
of the 1911 census, which show approximately 8,500 between the ages of 20 and 55. It is from these 
that the pensioners are mostly drawn, and the percentage now on the rol! is 17 per cent. Last year 
it was 15 per cent. Of the 14,200 widows of the age of 60 and upwards, as shown by the same census, 
there are 5,694 on the old-age-pensions roll. Last year, out of 10,900 of the age of 65 and over, 4,906 
were old-age pensioners. 

Of the new pensioners, 3 were Maoris and 288 were New-Zealand-born whites; 6 only were of 
foreign extraction. 

Of the rejected claims, numbering 77, 38 represent cases where the income or property, of the 
applicant was in excess of the amount allowed by law.

In all there have been, including the claims actually completed and lodged, 1,641 inquiries 
regarding the pension, including a number from outside the Dominion. 

Of the 34 rejections, 10 represent deaths, 14 where no medal has been awarded, 3 where 
residence is incomplete, and 7 where character is unsatisfactory. 

In Table IX are set out the pensions granted in each year, the deaths and cancellations over the 
same period, and the annual liability. 

Table XII contains details relating to the regiments of the pensioners at the close of the year. 
272 were members of the Imperial Forces which visited the Dominion, the remaining 968 being asso- 
ciated with the various colonial corps, the Native contingents being represented by 118 of these. 


Payments —TVhe gross payments for the year under this head amounted to £29,447, an increase 
of £25,766 on the figures of the previous year which represented only four months’ payments. After 
deducting a small amount for overpaid instalments refunded, the net charge against the Consolidated 
Fund was £29,445. The cost per head of the Huropean population for this class of pension was a little 
over 6d. for the year.

The amount paid on account of military pensions to the controlling bodies of the various homes 
and hospitals throughout the Dominion during the year was £1,505, including £77 paid for medical 
attention in hospitals. The number paying for their maintenance at the close of the year was 45, 
including 4 in hospitals. 

reneral.—The number of old-age pepsonees who had applied to the end of the year to have their 
pensions converted to military pensions was 519. Of these, 67 were found to be ineligible owing to their 
inability to prove the awe ard of the New Zealand War Medal, the remaiming 452 having their claims 
to the increased amount established. The annual saving to the old- -age pensions vote on account of 
these latter is represented by the sum of £11,195, an average of £94 15s. per pension, made up

In regard to the issue of New Zealand War Medals, the decision was arrived at towards the end 
of the year 1913 not to recognize further claims beyond the 3lst March last, which date was subse- 
quently extended as far as Maori applicants were concerned to 30th June, 1914, the effect of which 
will, of course, be to bring finality to the number of applications for the pension. As indicating to 
what extent advantage hae been taken of the facilities provided for obtaining the medal up to the dates 
named, it may be mentioned that between the date of the passing of the Military Pensions Act in 
November, 1912 2, and the present time over 400 new medals have been awarded by the Defence 
authorities, including 160 to members of the various Native contingents. The issue of such a large 
number has somewhat upset the estimate of the cost of providing a military pension, which in the first 
instance was submitted at £25,000 per annum for the restricted pension payable under the 1912 Act, 
and subsequently increased by £10,000 under the Act of last year. The position at the present time 
is that the liability under this head has been increased approximately by a further £10,000,

Of the increase of £6,330 on the cost in the previous year, no less than £5,674 represents pay- 
ments made to the Post and Telegraph Department, including the special contribution of £1,849 for 
1912-13 already mentioned, and £3,825 for services not charged for when pension matters were con- 
trolled by that Department. 

The proportion of the actual cost of administration for the year—7.e., £9,742—to the gross amount 
paid in pensions during the year—7.e., £473,300—is 2-05 per cent. 

The gross cost of administering all classes of pension to date from the passing of the original Old- 
age Pension Act is £72,415. Comparing this amount with the gross payments on account of pensions 
over the same period—namely, £4,473,480—the percentage is 1-61 per cent., as compared with 1-5] 
in 1913, and 1:56 in 1912.

The percentage increase of pensions for the three years ended 31st March, 1912, is 45-5 per cent. 

The percentage of pensioners to eligible population (7.e., 70 and over) in England and Wales is 60 per 
cent. Taking the present number of pensioners in New Zealand 70 and over, and comparing it with 
the European population of the same age in 1911, the percentage in New Zealand is 42 per cent. At 
the actual date of the census in April, 1911, it was 39 per cent. 

It is interesting to note the effect that the payment of old-age pensions in Great Britain, which 
began on the Ist January, 1909, has had on outdoor relief in that country. In a memorandum pre- 
pared by the Local Government Board as recently as August, 1913, and presented to both Houses of 
Parliament by command of His Majesty, statistics are quoted relating to both indoor and outdoor 
relief in England and Wales, and from these it will be found that, whereas we in New Zealand can 
point to a 40-per-cent. reduction in the cost of outdoor relief over a period of fourteen years, England 
has in half the time experienced a 95-per-cent. reduction in the number of her aged persons in receipt 
of such relief. The following figures are extracted from the memorandum in question :—

Jompared with the figures for 1906, those for 1913 show decreases as follows: HKngland, 147,226, or 
95:2 per cent.; Wales, 12,307, or 91 per cent.; Hngland and Wales, 159,533, or 94-9 per cent. In 
none of the English counties was the reduction less than 91 per cent., while in two it exceeded 99 per 
cent. In Wales the decrease ranged in counties from 87 per cent. to 96 per cent. 

The change in regard to aged persons in receipt of indoor relief has not been so marked, the figures 
for 1913 showing a reduction on those of March, 1906, as follows: Kngland, 11,909, or 20 per cent. ; 
Wales, 262, or 13-7 per cent. ; England and Wales, 12,171, or 19-8 per cent.

Srr,— Department of Defence, Headquarters Office, Wellington, 25th June, 1914. 
I have the honour to submit herewith my report on the Forces under my command 
from the date of my last year’s report to the opening of Parliament on the 25th June, 1914. 

Since my last annual report was rendered I was enabled by the Government to attend last 
year’s Army manceuvres in England. I trust that the experience which I thereby gained may 
be of value to the New Zeaiand Forces. I reported to you fully on my return. 

In view of the recent report which has been rendered to you by the Inspector-General of 
the Oversea Forces, I now propose to confine myself as far as possible to such statements as 
are necessary to enable you to see what has actually been done during the past year, and how 
far it will be practicable to put his recommendaticns immediately into effect. 

It is satisfactory to note that he has been able to apply to the Forces of the Dominion the 
test of their standard of efficiency for war. 

Three main recommendations stand out conspicuously :— 

(a.) That the Quartermaster-General’s Branch at Army Headquarters and in districts 
shall be so reconstituted as to free Commanders as far as possible from adminis- 
trative work, and allow them to devote more time to the training of the troops. 

(6.) That in country districts, to avoid overlapping and waste of time, energy, and 
money in the travelling of instructors, concentrations in small bodies shall take 
the place of drills and parades, and forage and rations shall be provided for 
the purpose. 

(c.) That, in order to ensure that squadron and company officers train their own men 
instead of relying on Permanent Adjutants and instructors to do it for them, 
the instruction carried out by the Permanevt Staffs shall be primarily devoted 
to Cadets, recruits, General Training Section, and Reservists, and also that 
in order again to avoid overlapping and unnecessary travelling their sphere of 
action shall be strictly geographical. 

I am arranging to put these recommendations into effect at once, as far as possible. 

As regards (a), the Staff at Headquarters will be reorganized in three branches only— 
namely, those of the Chief of the General Staff, the Adjutant-General, and the Quartermaster- 
General. The Departments of Ordnance and Finance will be absorbed in the latter, which will 
constitute the business branch of the Army, the Genera] Staff Branch being responsible for its 
training and the Adjutant-General for its personnel and discipline. 

The officer who has hitherto held the appointment of Director of Ordnance will become 
Chief Instructor of Garrison Artillery and Inspector of all Artillery, coast defences, fortifica- 
tions, guns, and ammunition. ‘The officer who has hitherto been Director of Accounts will become 
the head of the first section of the new business branch under the Quartermaster-General. No 
extra expenditure or increase of personnel is involved by these changes, 
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(b) has already been tentatively tried by certain squadrons at their own expense, with 
marked success, and I estimate that the expenses of concentration and of providing the neces- 
sary forage and rations will not greatly exceed the amount saved in travelling-expenses of 
instructors both under this heading and under (c). Reference to paragraph 26 of my last 
year’s report will show that I then recommended these concentrations for country units of the 
Territorial Force, but the necessary arrangements could not then be made. 

(c) means a closer adherence to Lord Kitchener’s area system, on which the whole scheme 
was based, and a stricter insistence on the principle originally laid down at the first training- 
camp at Tauherenikau in 1911—that all permanent officers and non-commissioned officers except 
those employed with the more technical units must be qualified to instruct Horse, Foot, and 
Cadets, and must not specialize in any one of these branches of the service, or be specially 
earmarked for instructional duty with any one of the three except in camp or on mobilization. 
In future each of these permanent officers and non-commissioned officers available for instructional 
duties will have a definite geographical responsibility for all training in an assigned area. No 
increase of personnel is involved, and a saving in travelling-expenses wil! be effected by the 
adoption of this recommendation. 


A further and most important point to which the Inspector-General draws attention (para- 
graph 87 of his report) is the necessity for the passing of a Manceuvre Act such as exists in 
England and Australia. I hope that this question may receive the consideration of the Govern- 
ment at an early date. 

During the past year the periods of engagement of many of the Imperial officers serving in 
the Dominion have expired, and in other cases their expiry has become imminent. 

The most important of the appointments which have been made will be found in Appendix C. 

I stated in my last report that it had been decided definitely to establish the principle of 
appointment of officers from the ranks only, and that for this purpose a competitive examina- 
tion of N.C.O.s for commissions had been instituted. This system is now normal, and_ it is 
only in cases where the list of those N.C.O.s. who have qualified for promotion to commissioned 
rank has become exhausted that appointments to commissions are made in any other way. In 
the exceptional cases where such appointments are necessary they ure made on probation, and 
lapse at the end of a year if the officer appointed has not by then passed the qualifying examina- 
tion for the rank he holds. 

As regards the main points of my report, I have divided them into the three branches under 
which they would come in accordance with the recommendations of the Inspector-General. Under 
Section I, the General Staff Branch, will be found my remarks on the past year’s training and 
my proposals for next year’s camps. I am reporting to you separately and confidentially on 
certain strategical questions which have arisen out of our Staff exercises during the past two 
years. Under Section II, the Adjutant-General’s Branch, is all that relates to the personnel, 
establishments, organization, and discipline of the Forces. Under Section III, the Quarter- 
master-General’s Branch, is all that concerns the business administration of the Department. 

With regard to this, I would draw your attention to the fact that at the camps this year 
the average cost pér day of the ration per man was ls. 4°3d. and of the forage per horse 10°4d., as 
against the 2s. per man and Is. 6d. per horse which has, as a rule, been hitherto paid. 

Further details of the proposed organization are printed in Appendix D. 

In conclusion, I wish to place on record my conviction of the great and lasting value to the 
Forces of the Dominion of the visit of the Inspector-General of the Oversea Forces. Not only 
have all of us officers who are responsible for the training and administration of the Army 
benefited by his advice and criticism, but the encouragement to the troops of being inspected by 
sy distinguished a soldier will have a far-reaching effect on the efficiency of the Citizen Army. 

I trust that in the future periodical inspections of the same nature will be made by senior 
General Officers from the Mother-country. In no way can co-operation, uniformity, and recipro- 
city in matters of defence between the various portions of the Empire be more certainly assured. 

May I add, sir, that it was a source of much satisfaction to all ranks of the Forces that 
you were able to be present at all the camps, and at most of the Cadet concentrations, to see for 
yourself the progress that has been made during the year.

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SECTION I.—THE DOMINION SECTION OF THE IMPERIAL GENERAL STAFF. 
1. Dritts AND PanrapkEs. 


I am compelled to reiterate my opinion that there is still too much lack of variety in the 
instruction given during drill hours, and too much use of drill-halls. While it is important 
that all ranks of the Territorial Force and Senior Cadets should be thoroughly grounded in drill, 
it must be remembered that the hours allotted for this purpose should not be ‘allowed to become 
irksome or monotonous. Work must be varied to retain the interest of those instructed, and 
in the long days of summer and in fine weather drills must be held out of doors and’in the country. 
Drill-halls should only be made use of in bad weather and when the days are short. 

There has been a noticeable improvement in attendance during the past year, and the 
improvement in discipline, steadiness, and drill as shown at the inspections of the Inspector- 
General of the Oversea Forces is very marked. 

In accordance with the recommendation of the Inspector-General, drills in country districts 
will be gradually replaced by the system of concentrated training indicated in paragraph 88 of 
his repert, provided that money for the purpose is forthcoming. This system will also apply to 
the whole- and half-day parades in the country. In the neighbourhood of the towns, where the 
system of regular drills and parades will still hold good, valuable work has been done during 
the year, and will continue to be done, by the assembly ‘of units, for a day’s field operations. 
In some cases the co-operation of all arms has been practised, and I hope still more will be done 
in this direction. 


2. TERRITORIAL TRAINING-CAMPS. 

The camps for the year were held by districts, and as far as possible all troops of all arms 
in each district were assembled in one divisional camp. 

The Otago camp was at Matarae, in Central Otago; the Canterbury camp at Kowai, near 
Springfield ; “that of Wellington at Takapau; and the Auckland camp at Hautapu, near Cam- 
bridge. In addition, a camp for the Marlborough and Nelson troops was held at Tapawera, 
near Nelson, in order to save the cost of the transport, to the main camp of their district at 
Kowai, of the regiment of Mounted Rifles, the battery of Artillery, and the battalion of Infantry 
which are drawn from these provinces. It is much to be regretted, from a training point of 
view, that these units thus lost the opportunity of working with the other units of the brigades 
in which they would have to take their place in the event of active operations. 

On completion of the main annual camps, second camps were held at the same centres for 
those ‘‘ casuals ’’ who were unable to attend the first camp. All units completed their annual train- 
ing in camp before the end of May. 

As last year, Mounted Rifle regiments and country companies of Infantry went into annual 
camp four days before the remainder of the units, and completed eleven days’ training instead of 
seven. These four extra days’ training were in lieu of a proportionate number of drills during 
the year. 

In the case of country companies of Infantry it has been deemed necessary hitherto to insist 
arbitrarily that a company as a whole must accept either the one scale or the other. This system 
works unsatisfactorily in the case of companies which are composed partly of men living in 
townships and partly, of men living in the country. Those living in the towns prefer the whole 
number of statutory drills and only seven days’ training in camp. This is also more convenient 
for employers in towns. I propose, therefore, to endeavour to arrange as far as possible that 
only men following country vocations should do the extended training in camp in lieu of drills. 

The organization and administration of the big camps was carried out most successfully 
by District Commanders and their staffs, and a ereat measure of the success achieved is due 
to the excellent work done by the Army Service Corps staff and our new Territorial Army Service 
Corps companies which were ‘used at camp for the first time. 

Owing to the exceptionally early winter, the weather experienced in the camps, except that 
in Otago, left much to be desired, and interfered considerably with the training. Although 
exposed. to a certain amount of hardship and discomfort, all ranks, as a rule, submitted cheer- 
fully to the trying conditions imposed on them by the elements and bore themselves in a soldier- 
like manner. To this there was one exception, when a small body of men marred the record of 
good conduct of the great majority of the Territorial Force. Into this regrettable incident a 
full inquiry has taken place, of which the conclusions have been laid before you. 

These divisional camps have afforded District Commanders and their staffs much useful 
instruction and exercise in the handling of considerable bodies of all arms, which would, of 
course, be of inestimable value to the Forces should they be called upon to take the field. 

The Inspector-General of the Oversea Forces witnessed field operations conducted by the 
higher Commanders at each of the camps, and his remarks and criticisms on them are embodied 
in his report. 

When possible a certain amount of musketry and machine-gun practice was carried out 
during these camps. 

The sanitary arrangements of the camps were satisfactory. 

There was an increase of field (Salamander) cooking-ovens this year. As these are most 
useful, especially in bad weather when it is difficult to work with the ordinary field-oven, I hope 
that sufficient may be obtained to complete the issue to all units. A further reference to cooking 
will be found under Section III, paragraph 67. Increased supervision on the part of squadron 
and company officers prevented to a great extent the waste of rations which took place last year, 
but more still can be done in this respect. 
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I must again impiess on all concerned the necessity of officers appreciating more seriously 
their responsibility for the care and comfort of their men, and for getting to know more of 
the men in their squadrons and companies, and call attention to the fact that this weakness in 
our system became at once apparent to the Inspector-General (vide paragraph 95 of his report). 
In many units officers only meet their men at the annual camp, and this opportunity should be 
taken, and the best use made of it, to get well in touch with the men. No officers can hope to 
lead their men unless they first capture their respect and are in sympathy with them. 

As regards the sites of the camps, from a training point of view nothing much was left to 
be desired, but that at Kowai was unsuitable owing to the fact that it was badly affected in 
rainy weather, having been comparatively recently laid down in grass. In choosing a camp- 
site regard must be paid to the nature of the ground and how it will be affected by bad weather. 

I once more take the opportunity of thanking all those patriotic landowners, farmers, and 
others who lent their land for camping and training purposes. Their names will be found in 
Appendix B. 

Of the assistance given to us at the camps by the various societics, associations, and institu- 
tions who, as usual, supplied recreation-tents and comforts for the men, I have spoken so often 
that little remains for me to say except that at the big camps their value was more than ever 
apparent, and that I really do not know what we should have done without them. I am only 
voicing the opinion of all ranks of the Army when I say that our gratitude to them is unbounded. 

A summary of camps held (1) by units, (2) by camps, will be found in Appendices A and B. 
‘Casual ’’ camps were also held for those men who were unable owing to various reasons to 
attend the annual camp of their unit. A total of 18,770 citizen soldiers* have done their annual 
training in camp, an average of 83°31 per cent. of attendance, as against 83°78 per cent. last year. 
That the percentage this year was not considerably higher I attr ibute to the fact that men had to 
travel farther fiom their homes than hitherto to get tocamp. There was therefore more temptation 
to stay away both for the shirker and for the man who had genuine difficulty in getting to camp. 
It is, however, wrong and unsatisfactory that the locality of the statutory annual camp should 
make any difference in a universal scheme where the number of days for which a man has to be 
in camp is constant, and where it should not make any difference either to him or to his employer 
whether he is encamped three miles or three hundred miles from his ordinary place of abode. 
This matter is receiving attention, and it is hoped to ensure a better percentage of attendance 
next year. : 

His Excellency the Governor visited the camp of the Auckland District, and expressed his 
entire satisfaction with the bearing of the men and the progress made. 


3. TRAINING GENERALLY OF THE J'ERRITORIAL FORCE. 


It is unquestionably quite time that the training of the Territorial Force should be under- 
taken by its own officers and non-commissioned officers, and in this connection I would call special 
attention to the remarks of the Inspector-General on the subject (paragraphs 65, 90, 95, &ec.). 
I am glad to say that in some units the Territorial Commanders have already assumed their 
proper responsibilities in this respect, and have been at much pains to render themselves fit for 
the purpose. ‘Lhe efficiency of these units, as compared with those who still rely almost entirely 
on the permanent instructor, is most marked. There can be no difficulty about it in the towns, 
where units are éoncentrated; in the country, where a subordinate commander has hitherto been 
rarely able to assemble even a squad of men, the proposed system of concentrated training will 
remove any difliculty. Only in this way, by determining not only to fit themselves for, but also 
to practise, the instruction of their men, will Territorial officers and non-commissioned officers 
acquire the habit of command, without which they cannot expect to lead their men. 

During the industrial troubles at the end of last year, which lasted some six weeks, training 
was practically suspended. In spite of this, considerable progress was made during the year, 
which made itself evident at the annual camps. 

The knowledge and efficiency of the officers and non-commissioned officers of the Territorial 
Force has shown a marked improvement: this is due in great measure to the special courses of 
instruction of various kinds which have been held in districts. Still there is much room for 
improvement, which can only be obtained by courses of instruction, and I trust that the desire 
for economy which precluded the holding of courses for which money was voted last year will 
not again prove an obstacle to their being held. 

The work of the officers of the New Zealand Staff Corps and non-commissioned officers of 
the Permanent Staff in the instruction of the Territorial Force and Cadets has been very satis- 
factory. These officers and non-commissioned officers have worked very hard and shown much 
zeal and ability in carrying on the work of instruction and administration. 

The work and progress of each arm has been dealt with very fully by the Inspector-General 
in his report; the little that remains for me to say will be found in the succeeding paragraphs. 


4. Mounren RIFuus. 


A great improvement in the training was evident this year. Units might still make more 
use of ground at their disposal, but in most cases, instead of confining their work to the vicinity 
of camp, regiments went farther afield and stayed out for the day, taking with them their forage 
and rations. ‘This gives far more scope for efficient field training. There was a marked improve- 
ment in the reduction of fatigue duties and consequent increase vot men available for training. 





* This number Ades not include the officers of the New Zealand Staff Corps, the N.C.O.s of the Permanent Staff. 
or the Cadet officers and members of the Railway battalions and Post and Telegraph Corps who were Mibeteae to 
attend camp. 
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There was a distinct improvement in the stamp of horse brought to camp. The men are also 
beginning to learn more of the importance of horsemastership. 

There is still a lack of cyclists for the purpose of communication and saving of horseflesh. 

Squadron-leaders should take every advantage of the concentrations for troop and squadron 
training which will, it is hoped, precede the next annual camps to more thoroughly instruct 
their troop and section leaders in the control of fire. 

I was glad to see at the field operations for the Inspector-General that the training of scouts 
has begun to bear fruit. 

5. Frrup ARTILLERY. 


(a.) Royal New Zealand Artillery (Field Artillery Section). 


The nucleus cadres which serve the Territorial batteries are now well established in the 
various centres. When first started recruiting was rather hurriedly carried out in this branch; 
the conditions of pay and service were poor, and not many recruits were forthcoming. Men were 
enlisted who were not really up to the standard required, as a result many of these men have 
been unable to qualify in their proficiency and promotion examinations. Improvements in this 
respect is anticipated this year. 

The cadres were assembled in August last at Palmerston North camp, where they were trained 
as a battery by the Instructor of Artillery. They took great interest in the work, and derived 
much benefit from the camp. Throughout the year the cadres have worked well, and Territorial 
officers give good reports of the assistance received by them from the Permanent non-commissioned 
officers and men. 

In some cases the Adjutants have not yet realized their responsibility for the technical instruc- 
tion of Territorial officers. for the adequate supervision of the stores, and for the efficient control 
of the cadres. These cadres should invariably attend the annual camp of the Territorial bat- 
teries of which they are the permanent nucleus. 


(6.) Territorval. 


All the batteries carried out practice during the year. Owing to the nature of the camps 
the time available for practice was limited (in no case exceeding two days), but a good deal of 
technical work was done. Most of the practice by the 18-pr. Q.IF’. batteries and practically all 
the practice by the howitzer batteries was carried out from concealed positions. 

The practice was ‘‘ instructional,’’? and all brigade and battery commanders report that in 
the present state of the batteries officers and men learn a great deal more from “‘ instructional ”’ 
than from ‘“‘service’’ practice. Instructional practice, which is conducted without regard to 
speed, give time to note mistakes in the service of the guns and in ranging, and the lessons learnt 
are more firmly embedded in the minds of all concerned than is the case with service practice. 
Each officer conducted at least one series. 

Although the 45 in. howitzers have only recently arrived in the country, all officers showed 
an intelligent appreciation of the use of these weapons, and had evidently devoted a good deal 
of time before coming to camp in learning how to lay out lines of fire from covered positions 
and how to use the Mark III director, without which it would be impossible to get accurate shoot- 
ing. The 45 in. howitzer proved a very accurate weapon, and established itself in the confidence 
of officers and men. 

The full equipment of dial sights has not arrived from England, but in other respects all 
the batteries are now completely equipped. The care of this valuable equipment is a source 
of anxiety, but every effort is being made to make all concerned realize its value and the care 
necessary to keep it in good order. 

There is no insuperable difficulty in making a Territorial battery, as it exists in New Zea- 
land, efficient in other respects, but it is impossible that 1t can be of any real use without good 
and well-trained officers. A number of good young officers have come into the Field Artillery 
lately and joined the batteries, but more are wanted. The most hopeful thing about the Field 
Artillery is the general and increasing keenness of ail ranks to make themselves efficient, and 
the additional time which officers and N.C.O.s seem always ready to give when asked to do so. 

As I reported last year, all field batteries must go to camp for a longer period if we are 
to get real efficiency. Last year I recommended four extra days for them. This year the 
Inspector-General of the Oversea Forces has recommended até least three. I trust that his recom- 
mendation will be given effect to. In no other country does the Field Artillery undergo such a 
short training as in New Zealand. 

Much useful tactical work was done at the camps this year in conjunction with the other 
field troops. 

The personnel of the Brigade Ammunition columns is trained with the battery equipment. 

D (Mountain) Battery has been unfortunate in having to wait such a long time for the arrival 
of its guns. In the meantime the men are being trained as usefully as circumstances will permit. 
All ranks are beginning to take a pride in the fact that this will be the first mountain battery 
to be raised in any Oversea Dominion, and when the guns arrive I feel sure that in a short time 
they will take the same interest in the work and become just as efficient as they were when a field 
battery. 

(c.) Cadet Field Artillery 


Christ’s College, Nelson College, and Hamilton High School have been equipped with a sec- 
tion of 15-pr. B.L. field guns, and are instructed by the permanent N.C.O.s of the Field Artillery 
cadres in gun drill, fire discipline, and riding. These Cadets have all carried out practice 
with satisfactory results. The headmaster of the Auckland Grammar School has promised to 
detail a detachment of his boys for artillery work when the new school buildings are completed, 
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and we are also endeavouring to arrange with the Otago High School to the same effect. Hitherto 
the main difficulty has been the provision of storage accommodation for the guns; this has now 
been overcome. 

The question of withdrawing some of the 15-prs. now used as mobile armament by the Gar- 
rison Artillery and issuing them to school Cadets is being considered, and it is possible that 
the system may be further developed by this means. In this way recruits for the Artillery will 
be trained as Cadets and a valuable source of supply of material for all ranks of the field 
batteries ensured. 

6. GARRISON ARTILLERY. 
(a.) Royal New Zealand Artillery (Garrison Section), 

From the inception of the scheme till this year it was found diificult to keep the garrison 
section of the R.N.Z.A. efficient. This was due partly to the regiment being under establishment 
and partly to the number of employed men. It has now been distributed in cadres—a cadre 
to each division of Territorial Garrison Artillery, under the Adjutant. The men, as far as 
possible, live in or near the forts, and are thus on the spot to instruct the Territorials and keep 
the armament in good order. 

Officers Commanding Districts should always realize that Permanent Artillery are primarily 
maintained to keep the armament and ammunition of the forts in good order and ready for 
service, and to act as instructors*to the Territorial Artillery. They should therefore be very 
sparingly employed on fatigue duty. 

This year gun practice was carried out by the Royal New Zealand Artillery at Auckland 
for the first time since 1909, and at Wellington for the second year in succession. 

In future the Royal New Zealand Artillery cadres should annually undergo a month’s special 
training at the defended ports, followed by gun. practice under service conditions. Garrison 
Artillery i is the easiest branch of the Artillery to make efficient. The guns are in fixed positions, 
the ranges are known to the men (who all live in the neighbourhood), and thus have every oppor- 
tunity of getting acquainted with the forts. It is, however, a sine qua non that the equipment in 
forts must be in perfect order to get good shooting. Automatic and rocking-bar sights, range- 
finders, &e., must be in comune adjustment ; breech fittings must be in good working-order ; 
all ammunition carefully kept, and high explosive shells exainined and contents tested ; likewise, 
cordite and explosives must be examined and tested periodically. ‘This is the duty of the Per- 
manent soldier, and is, in fact, one of the main reasons of his existence. In New Zealand there 
are altogether only 195 men in the Garrison Section R.N.Z.A—none too many for the work 
required, without taking them away for fatigues and outside employment. 


(b.) Terretorial. 

In each case at Garrison Artillery camps the training for the year began with instructional 
practice, and worked up to service practice. The practice was uniformly s satisfactory, consider- 
ing the short service of the majority of the men. 

During the past three years there has been difficulty in getting officers. ‘This is now being 
remedied, as a glance at the Army List will show. Many of the officers are still young and inex- 
perienced, but this is a fault which will gradually rectify itself. What will always be required 
is to furnish the Coast Defence Commanders with good Staff Officers, and the Divisional Com- 
manders with good Adjutants. These latter ofhcers should take all the drudgery off the shoulders . 
of their Commanders, and wust themselves learn to take responsibility. Being professional and 
business men. Territorial ofiicers cannot devote all their tinie to soldiering, and it behoves their 
Permanent Staff officers to relieve them of all detail. 

The Garrison Artillery has of late years been too much tie establishment, rr now that 
this has been remedied and officers and men have got a grip of the work, I confidently anticipate 
that its progress towards thorough efficiency will be rapid. 

During the visit of the Inspector -General of the Oversea Forces further practice was carried 
out, with the results stated in his report. This was a good test of what might be expected if 
the Territorial Garrison Artillery was suddenly called out without warning. 


ENGINEERS. 
(a.) Freld Companies, 


At the inception of the scheme these companies worked under great disadvantages, for lack 
of instructors and equipment. Equipment is now being built up by degrees, and instructors 
have been obtained. 

I would draw special attention to the remarks of the Inspector-General as regards the employ- 
ment of field companies with the other arms. ‘The duty of Field Engineers as regards the sifing 
and construction of Infantry trenches should in no case be more than that of general supervision 
and guidance. 

The companies again proved themselves very useful in carrying out necessary works in and 
about camp, such as bridging, improving approaches, &e., thereby saving expense to the public. 


(6.) Srgnal Units. 


The development of the divisional Signal Companies and Mounted Signal Troops has been 
backward till this year. Equipment and instructors have now been provided, and these units 
should now steadily advance in efficiency. 

The remarks of the Inspector-General on intercommunication in paragraph 99 of his report 
should be noted.

(c.) Railway Battalions. 

The Railway Battalions have made rapid progress during the past year, and are now com- 
pletely clothed, armed, and equipped. A Staff Officer and four Permanent Engineer non-com- 
niissioned otlicers have been appointed to assist in the administration and training of the 
battalions. 

Great keenness has been shown by the officers, non-commissioned officers, and men, and a real 
efiort is being made in the direction of etliciency. Some eighty officers and non-commissioned 
oflicers of the two battalions have lately been encamped at Mahanga Bay, Port Nicholson, for 
a course of instruction. 

The guards of honour furnished for the Inspector-General by these battalions during his 
tour elicited liis especial commendation. 


(d.) Post and Telegraph Corps. 


It has recently been decided to transfer the Post and Telegraph Corps to the Corps of New 
Zealand Engineers. The officers of this corps are displaying interest in the work, and recently 
held a three-days conference in Wellington to discuss the hnes on which the future working of 
the corps should be carried out. The duties of the corps have been defined, and a syllabus of 
instruction, and for examination for promotion, has been prepared. The important duties 
which these two battalions would fulfil in war renders it all the more necessary that their training 
in peace should be as thorough and complete as possible. 

It should not be necessary for the Defence Department to provide technical equipment to 
any great extent either for this corps or for the Railway Battalions. 


8. INFANTRY. 


The Inspector-General has reported very fully on this arm (v7de paragraphs 112 to 118 of 
his report, also paragraph 94, which applies specially to the Infantry). 1 have little to add 
except that I was glad to notice an improvement in niarch discipline, and that work in the field 
was usually carried out in marching order. In this connection a trek done by the troops at the 
Otago casual camp, who carried their rations and wore full marching order throughout the three 
days for which they were out, deserves mention. 


9. MUSKETRY. 

Good progress in musketry training has been made this year, and a detailed schedule by dis- 
tricts and units will be found in Appendix E, setting forth the numbers who fully completed their 
annual course on the range, those partially complete ‘d, and those not exercised. ‘The musketry 
course was much interfered with by the strikes, and the lack of range accommodation was in 
some cases a factor which contributed to the comparatively large number of men who were not 
exercised. But I am not altogether satisfied that every possible effort was made in all cases by 
squadron and company oflicers to exercise all their men, or that sufficient use was made of short 
ranges where full-sized ones were not available. 

Some units, as a whole, do not appear to have taken the necessary steps to exercise as many 
of their men as possible, and this is remarkable in two instances, since they are regiments con- 
centrated in a town with an adequate range within easy reach. Steps will be taken to reduce 
the numbers not exercised before next year. 

It is to be regretted that, owing to insuthcient and proper range accommodation, it was not 
pessible to carry out the more important field practices. The lack of range accommodation, 
though it can be, and is, made up for to a great extent by the use of short ranges, is a serious 
question, and | recommend that more money should be spent in this direction. 

The four Musketry Instructors appointed last year have fully justified their selection, and 
have done excellent work with both Territorials and Cadets. The Chief of the General Staff has 
lately held a conference with them, in which the subject was fully considered from the past 
year’s experience. As the musketry course was found satistactory, it was decided to make no 
change in it this year. The Musketry Instructors report that Territorials and Cadets find no 
difficulty in shooting at the figure target; in fact, that they lke it from a sporting point of 
view. 

In the coming year it is hoped to make more use of miniature ranges, especially for the 
younger Cadets, and the purchase of a number of *22-bore rifles of the standard pattern has been 
approved for the purpose. 

I would call special attention to the following extracts :— 

(1.) From the report of the Inspector-General of the Oversea Forces: ‘‘ Successful rifle meet- 
ings have been held by the Dominicn Rifle Association, at District Headquarters, and in areas. 
I personally favour the latter, as they are easy of access to the majority of the men, and afford 
more encouragement for the moderate shot then larger meetings.’ 

(2.) From the 1913 report of Brigadier-General Beyers, Commandant-General of the Active 
Citizen Force of the Union of Scuth Africa, under the heading ‘* Central and Provincial Bisleys ”’ : 
‘*T am convinced that much better results in the direction of encouraging rifle shooting will 
accrue from money spent on provincial, or even still more decentralized, gatherings. The sole 
[the italics are mine] aim should be to afford facilities and incentive to the novice and average 
shot to attain a higher standard of efficiency, and this can be better achieved. by financially 
supporting local competitions than by apportioning one large sum to a central meeting to find 
its way into the pockets of a hmited number of highly expert marksmen,”’ 
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10. RirFLE Cuuss. 


There are now 205 Rifle Clubs in the Dominion. During the year thirteen new Rifle Clubs 
have been accepted, and thirteen disbanded. 

During the past year a further concession has been granted to the Rifle Clubs—namely, 
insurance by the Government against accident to markers. 

If Rifle Clubs are to be considered a second line of defence to the Territorial Force, more 
should be done by them in the form of field training to fit themselves to take the field if required. 
It is recognized by the musketry authorities of all military nations that field practices are now 
of more value than individual practices. ‘The individual training on the range is only a pre- 
liminary to the more important field practice. 

The Inspector-General of the Oversea Forces was favourably impressed by the appearance and 
bearing of those Rifle Club men inspected by him; it is to be hoped, therefore, that all Rifle 
Clubs will act upon his advice to bring by degrees their methods of shooting into greater harmony 
with those of the Territorials. By this means only will they qualify themselves to take the field 
with the rest of the Citizen Army. Some of them are already doing it; others have still to 
take the plunge. When they do they will quickly become as useful an adjunct to the field army 
as those who have already adopted up-to-date methods and taken to drill and field practices. 


1). GENERAL TRAINING SECTION. 

The Permanent officers and non-commissioned officers of the N.Z.S.C. and Permanent Staff 
are responsible for the training of men of the General Training Section. For convenience of 
organization and for help as regards training, these men are attached to the Rifle Clubs. As 
regards the assistance which they can receive from the latter, it must be understood that there 
are in reality two classes of Rifle Clubs. These are—(1) city or town Rifle Clubs; (2) country 
Rifle Clubs. 

In the case of the town Ritle Clubs the men belonging to them are in continual touch with 
one another, live and work under similar conditions, and are tied by common interests. Their 
half-holidays fall on the same days. Their rifle range is within easy reach, and they go there 
together to carry out their class firing or to fire matches against other clubs. ‘This gives facilities 
for carrying out the training smoothly, systematically, and effectively, both of the club and its 
General Training Section. 

In the case of the country Rifle Clubs these advantages obtain only in a lesser degree. Their 
members are widely dispersed. As a rule they can only attend the rifle ranges by twos and 
threes, although special efforts at a combined attendance may be made in the case of a match. 
The General Training Section of the clubs is subject to the same conditions, and men of it can there- 
fore, as a rule, only attend the nearest drill centre and receive training from Permanent officers 
and non-commissioned ofhcers. 

12.. CapuTs. 

The Cadets have improved in every way since last year. This was made evident at the 
parades for the inspection of the Inspector-General of the Oversea Forces. ‘Their steadiness in 
the ranks and the manner in which they marched past shows that their discipline and training 
have improved very considerably, and reflects credit on all officers and non-commissioned officers 
concerned in their training. A healthy spirit of emulation between companies and of esprit de 
corps has made itself evident in many instances. Practically all the companies have been armed, 
which has stimulated the efforts of tle Cadets. 

Considering that in the majority of cases the companies seen by the Inspector-General had 
been concentrated for the first time as such, it was remarkable how well they worked together. 
But there is no question that for the efficient and satisfactory training of Cadets in scattered 
country districts periodical concentrations such us are recommended by the Inspector-General 
would produce far better results than the present system of drills by a peripatetic instructor. 
I trust that money to enable us to give effect to his recommendations will be forthcoming. 

In the initial stages of the Cadet training it was no doubt necessary, in view of the preju- 
dices and doubts which existed on the subject in the minds of parents and employers, to insist 
upon all drills taking place within reach of the lads’ homes. Now I am sure that the experience 
of the last three years has set these doubts at rest, and that those parents or guardians who would 
see any objection to their boys attending a concentration of Cadets would be few and far between. 

Many cases have come to my notice where employers and others have remarked the improve- 
ment in behaviour, physique, and appearance of the Cadets in their civil capacity. 

A camp of instruction for Cadet officers and N.C.O.s was held at Feilding. Three hundred 
and fifty attended. The camp lasted ten days, and the result has been a marked improvement 
in the companies to which these officers and non-commissioned officers belong. 

There are now in training 25,332 Cadets in the Dominion, of whom 17,868 were seen by 
the Inspector-General. Details of the places where they were concentrated for inspection and 
of the number inspected at each place will be found in Appendix F. 

His Excellency the Governor reviewed those Cadets who were assembled at Auckland. 


13. SpectraL TRAINING OF CADETS at SECONDARY ScHOOLs. 


An experiment has been made during last year of handing over certain secondary schools 
entirely to military authority for a continuous course of military training for four days. The 
schools that tried this experiment were the Wanganui Collegiate School, the New Plymouth High 
School, Christ’s College, and Waitaki High School. The College at Nelson also began such a 
course, but it had to be abandoned on account of bad weather, 
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The schools above mentioned were handed over to the General Staff Officer of the district, 
and were worked in the College buildings or in a camp as a military unit. All the duties 
necessary to the administration of an Infantry battalion were strictly and religiously carried out 
by the boys. In every case the experiment proved an entire success; the boys entered into the 
spirit of the training with enthusiasm, and very valuable results were acknowledged by the 
masters of the schools concerned. 

The success of this experiment is a favourable augury for the initiation of the system of 
concentration of country companies recommended by the Inspector-General. For these it is even 
more necessary, and would produce even better results than in the case of the schools, as the 
latter have already their school discipline te help them. 


14. SprctaL TRAINING OF PERMANENT OFFICEKS AND N.C.O.s. 


2nd Lieutenant W. A. Burn, New Zealand Staff Corps, and Lieutenants Davies and Turner, 
Royal New Zealand Artillery, now in England undergoing instruction with the Regular Army, 
will shortly return to New Zealand for duty. 

Major Richardson, New Zealand Staff Corps, is now representing the Dominion at the War 
Office. Brigadier-General Davies, C.B., still commands the 6th Infantry Brigade at Aldershot. 
Major Gard’ner, Royal New Zealand Artillery, is on duty with a command in England. 

Captain Burgess, New Zealand Staff Corps, is in Australia as an officer in exchange with 
Lieutenant (temporary Captain) Alderman, Australian Military Forces. Colonel Smyth, A.D.C., 
has proceeded to England for a year’s instructional course with the Regular Army. 

A ‘‘refresher’’ course for Permanent officers and non-cormmissioned officers was held, to 
which fuller reference is made in paragraph 20. 


15. Svarr COLuEGE. 


Captain Smythe, Royal New Zealand Artillery, and Captain Melvill, New Zealand 
Stafi Corps, have been admitted to the Staff College, Camberley. Major Richardson, New Zealand 
Staff Corps, and Major Gard’ner, Royal New Zealand Artillery, have graduated from the Staff 
College, Camberley. Captains Chesney and Duigan, New Zealand Staff Corps, are still under- 
going a course at the Camberley and Quetta Staff Colleges. 

Five officers are this year desirous of presenting themselves as candidates for the Staff College, 
Camberley. 

16. Royat Mivitary CoLunGE OF AUSTRALIA. 


Application has been made to the Army Council for the eight Cadets who complete their 
course of training at Duntroon at the end of this year to proceed to England at once for instruc- 
tion during the training season at Home, from the commencement of company training in March 
till the conclusion of army manceuvres in September. Also that they shall then proceed at once 
to India and go through the Indian training season from October, 1915, till March, 1916, return- 
ing to the Dominion and being available for duty with the Forces at the beginning of the winter 
of 1916. 

The total number of Cadets now at the College is twenty-six. Nine were admitted last year. 
Four vacancies only will be available for competition this year. 


17. Royat Miurrary CoLLEGE, SANDHURST. 


Arrangements have been made whereby each half-year three New-Zealanders who have been 
nominated by His Excellency the Governor, and who have passed the Army Entrance Examina- 
tion, may be admitted to the Royal Military College, Sandhurst. Three candidates have already 
been nominated for the half-year about to close, and are sitting for the Army Entrance Examina- 
tion. At the end of their term at the College it is hoped that they may be allowed either to join 
the British Army, should they be so desirous and should they obtain the necessary approval of 
the Home authorities, or to return to the Dominion, 1s they please. In the latter case, should the 
reports of them from Sandhurst be satisfactory, they should receive commissions in the Citizen 
Arny. 

18. EXAMINATION OF OFFICERS FOR PROMOTION. 
(a.) Officers of the Royal New Zealand Artillery and New Zealand Staff Corps. 


In May, 1913, four Captains sat: two passed and two failed in one subject each. Two 
Lieutenants sat, and both passed. In December, 1913, nine Captains sat: six passed and three 
failed in one subject only. Ten Lieutenants sat: six passed and four failed in one subject only. 
Altogether, since the inauguration of the scheme of universal training, seventy-nine officers have 
presented themselves and sixty-four passed—a percentage of 81°01. 


(b.) Territorial Officers. 

In August, 1913, forty-four officers passed in all subjects in the written examination, and 
fifty-one failed in one or more subjects. In February, 1914, thirty-four officers passed in all 
subjects in the written examination, and twenty-one tailed; of the latter, eighteen failed in 
one subject only. 

The result of the practical examinations during the year was that nine Majors passed in 
tactical fitness for command, twenty-three Captains passed for promotion to Major, and 133 
2nd Lieutenants passed the examination for promotion to Lieutenant. The examination for 
Lieutenants for promotion to*Captain is entirely in writing. 

Altogether, since the inauguration of the scheme of universal training, 520 officers have 
presented themselves for examination, and 315 passed—a percentage of 60°57. 
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19. EXAMINATIONS FOR FIRST COMMISSIONS IN THE TERRITORIAL FORCE. 


For the first time an examination for first appointment to commissions in the Territorial 
Force was held last year. Qualified candidates from the non-commissioned-officer ranks who 
were recommended by their Commanding Othcers were allowed to compete. A report on this 
examination has been printed and distributed. Out of 127 candidates who presented themselves 
for examination, only forty-two managed to pass the qualifying test. The syllabus was not a 
difficult one. It was partly practical and partly written, and was based on the military duties 
in which a 2nd Lieutenant should be proficient. An easy literary test in dictation, composition, 
and arithmetic was also applied. The result was disappointing, and showed that candidates 
had not seriously prepared themselves tor the examination. Another examination will be held 
this July, when it is hoped better results will be attained. 


20. Starr EXERCISES AND COURSES OF INSTRUUTION, 

A Staff exercise for senior officers was held by me at Cambridge from the 26th to 
the 29th January, 1914. A report on it has been printed and issued. ‘The work at this 
exercise resulted in very useful instruction to all the officers who took part in it. Officers of the 
Motor Reserve were again made use of, and our thanks are due to those who attended for their 
services in rendering this Staff exercise possible. 

The central camp of instruction, generally known as a ‘‘ refresher’ course, referred to in 
my last year’s report, was held at Palmerston North. It was attended by 185 officers and 581 
non-commissioned officers and men of the N.Z.S.C., R.N.Z.A., and Territorial Force. This 
course is held annually for the chief purpose of refreshing the officers of the N.Z.S.C. and non- 
commissioned officers of the Permanent Staff in their military knowledge, and of producing the 
necessary uniformity in methods of instruction. The course this year will be held on lines 
modified by the experience gained at the Palmerston camp. 

In the districts a number of classes of instruction were held during the year to advance the 
knowledge of officers and non-commissioned officers of the Territorial Force in their duties. 
These classes do a great deal to improve the efficiency of the Territorial Force. I have made 
other reference to them in paragraph 3. 


ae 


21. Harsour DEFENCES. 


There have been no changes in the armament of the forts during the past year. The arma- 
ment as it exists is as recommended by the Imperial Defence Committee, with the exception that 
the guns at Fort Bastion and Takapuna are 6in. H.P. instead of 6in. Mark VII. All the 
armament and ammunition is in good order and ready for service. Two new searchlights 
ordered for Auckland have not yet arrived. We expect them shortly. All coast-defence schemes 
have been revised and brought up to date. 

In view of the report on the coast defences and defence schemes, which you will shortly receive 
from the Inspector-General of the Oversea Forces, I will not enlarge further on the subject. 


22. Surveys ano Maps. 


During the year the topographical survey of the south-west portion of the Wellington Dis- 
trict has been continued northwards as far as Upper Hutt and Paraparaumu. ‘The Survey 
Staff consists of the ‘lopographer in Charge, a draughtsman, an assistant topographer, and from 
two to three survey ‘‘ hands’’ as required. The survey is based on the established triangulation 
survey and on additional trigonometrical points fixed as required during the course of the work. 

In addition to this map the Survey Staff have constructed maps for the use of the troops in 
manceuvre areas during the annual camps, &e., as below :— 

(4.) Waikato manceuvre area and plan of Hautapu camp-site for the Auckland District 
troops. 

(¥.) Takapau manceuvre area and plan of camp-site for Wellington District troops. 

(¢.) Springfield manoeuvre area for use of Canterbury District troops. 

(d.) Sutton manceuvre area for use of Otago District troops. 

(e.) Preparation of charts and plans for coast-defence schemes. 

(f.) Preparation of sketches and finished drawings of New Zealand country for land- 
scape targets for musketry instruction. 

(g.) Marking on maps the distribution of troops of the New Zealand Military Forces. 

(h.) Sketches and diagrams for the New Zealand Military Journal and for lecturing 
purposes. 

(?.) Surveys at the Wellington forts for the purpose of fixing trainings and ranges to 
datum-points. 

(j-) Fixing of trainings and levels for the forts at Auckland. 


23. WIRELESS. 


It has not been deemed advisable to incur expense in connection with field wireless as yet. 
Until we are supplied with other more urgently necessary equipment the expense of introducing 
and maintaining wireless equipment would not be justified. In: the meantime we are keeping 
touch with the latest developments, in order that, when mwoney for the purpose is available, no 
time may be lost in the purchase of the necessary plant. It should be obtained if possible by 
1916, when it may be expected that manceuvres on a scale for which it would be necessary may 
pessibly be held, 
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24. AVIATION. 


The monoplane ‘* Britannia,’’ a gift to the Dominion, has been flown at Auckland. An officer 
of the New Zealand Stafi Corps has undergone an aviation course at the Royal Flying School, and 
will shortly return to New Zealand. The improvements to aircraft are so rapid and incessant that 
an aeroplane is searcely built before it is obsolete as a first-class instrument for war. Aero- 
planes are expensive items. ‘The Inspector-General recommends a waiting policy.

95. Minirary JOURNAL. 


Four numbers of the Vew Zealand Military Journal were published last year, and copies were 
distributed to members of both Houses and officers of the N.Z.S.C., Territorial Force, and Cadets. 
Non-commissioned officers of the Permanent Stafi have since been included in the distribution 
of the Journal. 

The matter in the /ournal contains much of interest and instruction, but we would still 
welcome more original contributions from members of the Military Forces of the Dominion. 


26. Minirary TOURNAMENT. 


This annual tournament was inaugurated by Volunteer officers at Palmerston North in 1905 
for the purpose of encouraging skill at arms, discipline, and general efficiency, and to foster 
esprit de corps and interest Volunteers and Cadets in their military training by setting a stan- 
dard for drill, &e. The tournaments were held at Palmerston North until 1911, the attendance 
of competitors and the public increasing each year. The committee of the 1911-12 tourney 
was nominated by the General Ofticer Commanding, who also revised the programme. In 1912-13 
the tourney was held at Christchurch, under a committee appointed by the Officer Commanding 
the District, and was scli-supporting. Last year the tourney was held in Auckland, and 
attracted very large entries. 

The tournaments, by gathering together highly trained teams for competition, have done a 
great deal to improve the effviency of the New Zealand Army. ‘They are made self-supporting 
as far as possible, and 1 recommend their continuance. It is proposed to hold that for 1914-15 
at Dunedin. 

27. Next YEarR’s TRAINING. 

The co-operation in field manceuvres of the three arms at this year’s camps have enabled 
all ranks to judge of what will be required of them if the Forces were mobilized for war. Com- 
manding Officers especially are now in a position to judge in what particular respects their 
commands are deficient in training, and to what points they should particularly devote attention 
in order to ensure that their units are fit and efficient to take their place in the higher organiza- 
tions in which they would have to fight in time of war. Owing to the necessity for establishing, 
firstly, the regimental organization, which was done in 1912; secondly, the brigade organiza- 
tion, which was done in 191%; and, thirdly, the nearest approach to a divisional organization 
which we could manage, which was done in 1914, Commanding Officers have not yet had an 
opportunity of thoroughly grounding their units in elementary principles. 1 propose, therefore, 
for next year to hold camps to some extent by regiments and battalions, more especially in the 
case of those that are most backward. 

At the same time, seeing that we have now reached the stage of progressive training to 
which manceuvres should be the natural sequence, having had regimental camps in 1912, brigade 
‘amps in 1913, and divisional camps in 1914, it will be advisable to practise manceuvres next 
year. But, bearing in mind the short time in which the new Citizen Army has been in existence, 
I do not, propose to attempt these on a very ambitious scale, nor for all the troops in each district, 
but rather on a small scale, which will give Commanding Officers of the units concerned more 
opportunities for individual instruction, and will enable the Army and District Staffs to be con- 
centrated for the purpose. 

Short of army manceuvres on a large scale, the two directions in which instruction for war 
can now be most usefully undertaken appear to me to be with regard to the Mounted Rifles 
and the coast-defence commands. 

As regards the Mounted Rifles, [ have been much struck during the past three training 
seasons with the absence of “‘ doctrine,’’ and of a realization of the uses to which they would be put 
on service, that prevails as a rule among the leaders of all ranks. That the material and the 
capacity to make the best of mounted troops is there was evidenced by the excellent showing made 
by the Mounted Rifles during the visit of the Inspector-General. 

My idea now is to place my own services for what they are worth at the disposal of such of 
the Mounted Rifles as can be most conveniently concentrated in one camp, and to give them the 
benefit of my experience of the twelve years during which I served practically continuously with 
mounted troops both in peace and war. With this object I propose to assemble the three regi- 
ments of the Otago Mounted Rifles Brigade and the two. nearest regiments of the Canterbury 
Mounted Rifles Brigade, with the guns of the Canterbury and Otago Field Artillery Brigades, at 
a central camp in the South Island. There I hope also to have the Brigadiers and Commanding 
Officers of the North Island Mounted Rifles, and to inculcate the principles of the employment 
of mounted trops in comparatively large bodies. Arrangements will be made for the two Infantry 
regiments (of South Canterbury and North Otago) whose headquarters are nearest to this place 
of concentration to be training in their independent unit camps at the same time, so that they 
may serve aS an enemy against whom operations by the Mounted Rifles may be directed. 

As regards the coast defences, I think it is very necessary and desirable that the efficiency of 
our defence schemes for thé two principal defended ports should be practically tested. I pro- 
pose, therefore, with this end in view, that the coast defence troops of Auckland and Wellington 
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shall be encamped and disposed at their war stations according to the approved schemes, and 
that while they are so encamped small mobile columns of all arms, consisting, as a rule, of a 
regiment of Mounted Rifles, a brigade or battery of Artillery, and a battalion of Infantry, shall 
be encamped outside these cities and within striking distance of them. The Coast Defence Com- 
manders of the South Island and Brigadiers and Commanders of other units will, I trust, be able 
to attend these camps as well as their own. ‘There will be many valuable lessons to be learnt. 
Up till the last two or three days units will be at the sole disposal of their Commanders. The 
state of war which will then exist will afford a valuable test not only of the defence of the ports, 
but also of the mobility of the columns which will attack them. 

In ali other cases throughout the Dominion the camps will be by units and entirely at the 
disposal of their commanders for putting into practice the principles which I trust they have 
learnt during the past two years. 

Appendix G gives a more detailed statement of the camps for next year. All unit camps 
will be held between the Ist March and the 30th April, leaving May free for the ‘‘ casual ’’ camps. 
The Mounted Rifle camp in the South Island will probably be held during the first half of March, 
the Wellington Coast Defence. camp during the last half of March, and the Auckland Coast 
Defence camp during the first half of April. As soon as the dates of these camps are definitely 
determined all other unit camps may be fixed, at times other than these, as best suit local require- 
ments. 

Arrangements should be put in hand at once by Officers Commanding Districts for the 
squadron and company concentrations recommended by the Inspector-General for country units. 
These may either take the form of sepaiate camps earlier in the year, or of arrival at the place 
of the annual statutory camp a week before the eleven days now required. I prefer the former 
alternative, as it will better ensure that the squadron or company commander has his men to 
himself, and that he sees them twice in the year; also, I think that in this way it may frequently 
be arranged locally in barns or billets without camp equipment. But I wish squadron and com- 
pany commanders to be given a free hand to choose for themselves which they will do, and camp 
equipment will be forthcoming if required. 

It should be realized by the public and by all concerned that this system entails no increase 
of training. It is exactly the same amount (if anything a little less) than that which has hitherto 
been demanded, but it is arranged in this way as much to suit the convenience of farmers and 
employers in the country as for any military reason. 

A schedule of my proposals for the courses of instruction and all training for next year is 
printed as Appendix G (2).

28. Tue Roran New ZeaLanp ARTILLERY. 

The regiment is now up to establishment—viz., 315. Since the conditions of pay and service 
have been improved no difficulty has been experienced in obtaining recruits of a suitable type, 
including some ex Imperial Artillerymen of exemplary character who have come to settle in New 
Zealand. Enlistments during the year, 59. Discharges: By purchase, 8; at own request, 5; 
as unsuitable, 10; medically unfit, 3; retired for age, 4; on transfer to the Permanent Staff, 6; 
miseonduct, 1; transferred to Public Service, 2; death, 1; desertion, 1: total, 41. 


29. New ZEALAND STAFF Corps. 


Including Cadets at the Royal Australian Military College, the establishment of the corps 
(100) is now complete. ;

The increase of six in the establishment has been necessitated by the development of the 
following Engineer units—viz., Mounted Signal troops, divisional Signal Companies, and Rail- 
way Battalions. 

I trust that the increase of pay, proportionate to that which was last year granted to the 
R.N.Z.A., which has been recommended for this very deserving body of warrant and non-com- 
missioned officers, may be sanctioned. 


31. MrpicaAL SERVICES. 


The work done by those officers of the New Zealand Medical Corps who attended the camps 
was very good, but I regret to say that there is still a number of officers in the New Zealand 
Medical Corps who under present conditions seem to find it impossible to come to the annual 
camp.

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During the year modifications were made as regards the period of attendance at camp 
demanded of Medical Officers, and it was hoped that this would have enabled those to attend 
who in previous years have been unable to leave their civilian practice for the entire period of 
camp. Further facilities for these officers are now under consideration. 

Good work was done by the Field Ambulances, and their training has progressed. 

The sanitation in camps was very satisfactory. 

The report of the Director of Medical Services will be found in Appendix H.

33. CHANGES IN ORGANIZATION OF THE Forces. 

The four depot companies, Army Service Corps, referred to in paragraph 27 of last year’s 
annual report, have not been formed, it being considered that an establishment of two divisional 
trains and a company for each of the four Mounted Ritles Brigades, ten companies in all, will 
meet both the immediate and probable future requirements of the force in this respect. These 
ten companies are now in existence. 

The 9th (Wellington East Coast) Regiment, comprising two battalions, has been made into 
two regiments—viz., the 9th (Hawke’s Bay) Regiment and the 17th (Ruahine) Regiment. 

The Motor Reserve oi Officers referred to in my last year’s report is now in existence, and 
the reorganization of the Signal services has been completed. 

The reorganization of duties at Army Headquarters recommended by the Inspector-General 
will be taken in hand at once. 

34. LEGISLATION. 


No legislation with regard to the Defence Act was introduced during last session. Certain 
further amendments in matters of detail will be necessary in the future, and they are new receiving 
consideration. 

35. ADMINISTRATION OF THE DEFENCE AcT. 


A Committee of both Houses of Parliament which sat during last session was in some ways 
of great assistance to the Department in the administration of the Defence Act. 

The many aspects of the question of extending to the conscientious objector the opportunity 
of performing some alternative to military service has been under consideration, but no decision 
as to the shape such service should take has yet been decided upon. Several useful suggestions 
have been received from Municipal and County Council authorities, and the matter is now 
receiving consideration. 

The thanks of the Defence Department are due to the Justice Department and to the Magis- 
trates for their valuable assistance and co-operation in the administration of the Defence Act; 
also to the Education Department and school-teachers in the matter of facilitating the registra- 
tion of boys for military training on their leaving school. 


36. DISCIPLINE. 


The influence of military training upon those who have hitherto been subjected to it has been 
a matter of favourable comment on the part of employers and others in a position to judge. 
When the ranks of the Territorials are filled with young men who have served their time as 
Cadets there is reason to believe that a high standard of discipline in the Territorial Force will 
be reached. 

In al] districts except Otago the abnormally early winter and bad weather entailed con- 
siderable discomfort to the troops in camp. In one instance there was some disturbance, but 
if those concerned had had more experience of life in camp many of the causes contributing to 
discontent would have been avoided, and a strain would not have been thrown upon the discipline 
of troops not yet fully conversant with the details of interior economy so conducive to the comfort 
and well-being of troops in the field. 

Generally speaking, under conditions which, as a rule, were adverse, the conduct of the 
troops in camp, and of the Cadets at the concentrations for the Inspector-General, was all that 
could be desired, and throughout the’ year there has been a marked improvement in the discipline 
shown by both Territorials and Cadets at the ordinary drills and parades. 


37. PROSECUTIONS. 


Appendix J gives a return of prosecutions under the Defence Act since the inauguration of 
the present defence system down to the 30th April, 1914, and also a separate return from the 
Ist May, 1913, to the 30th April, 1914 (for the year 1913-14). 

From the commencement of universal training the percentage of convictions to prosecutions 
was 78°69 in the case of Territorials, and 77°37 in the case of Senior Cadets, and from the Ist May, 
1913, the percentages have increased to 86°68 and 81°66 respectively. 

In no case has any one been committed to gaol during the past year. 
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38. DETENTION AND ALTERNATIVE SERVICE. 


The Parliamentary Joint Defence Legislation Committee reported in December, 1913, as 
follows :— 

“1. Conscientious Objectors. sayy Connuittee recommends the Government to consider the 
advisability of placing religious and conscientious objectors on the sane footing, and of allowing 
exemption from military service to both these classes of objectors, on their application to a 
Magistrate, provided that they agree to give adequate alternative service. 

‘2. Alternative Service.—The Committee is of opinion— 

‘(a.) That the supervision and the control of such alternative service should be by the 
Civil authorities. 

“(6.) That such alternative service should, in point of time and personal attendance, 
be equivalent, as nearly as possible, to the compulsory military service required 
under the Defence Act. 

‘(c.) That persons rendering alternative service which involves their going into camp 
or residing away from home for any period should receive remuneration as 
nearly as possible equivalent to the amount payable for a like period in camp 
under compulsory military service. 

‘“(d.) That such alternative service should take the form of some work for the public 
benefit. 

“3. Punishment.—The Committee recommends that persons failing to render military ser- 
vice or alternative service (as the case may he), or who commit any breach of the Defence Act 
or of regulations made thereunder ais breaches in the course of the actual performance of 
military duties), should be dealt with and be punished by the Civil Courts.”’ 

Consequent upon the adoption of paragraph 3 of ihe Joint Committee’s report, recourse 
to ‘‘ detention ’’ will become very rare, as offences by oe actually performing military duties 
are exceptional, it being chiefly those who lave declined or neglected to perform their statutory 
obligation who have in the past been committed to ition If the recommendation of the 
Committee were given effect to it would result in a welcome relief to the Defence authorities from 
the irksome task of carrying out the penal provisions of the Defence Act, and would enable the 
officers and non-commissioned officers of the R.N.Z.A., who are highly trained specialists, to 
carry out these normal duties for which they receive pay from the State. 

Great credit is due to these officers and non-commissioned officers for their firm and tactful 
handling of those committed to their charge. The result has been that some of the latter have 
realized “the error of their ways. Nevertheless 1 am strongly of opinion that sentences of deten- 
tion should be restricted to military offences committed on duty. 

The number placed in detention during the period (twelve months) from Ist May, 1913, to 
30th April, 1914, is 234. Twenty-nine were commitied twice, six three times, and four four 
times. 

39. CouRTS-MARTIAL. 


Only three Courts-martial (one on a Territorial soldier) have been held during the past 
year. I am glad to say that it is now coming to be generally recognized that the machinery 
of the Civil law is that which should, as a rule, in the case of Territorials, be invoked for dealing 
with cases of breach of the Defence Act. 


40. THe Area System. 


Valuable work has been done during the past year by the area group officers. Efforts have 
been successfully made to secure a system of uniformity in these offices throughout the Dominion, 
and a further endeavour has been made to reduce clerical work, and thus enable officers and 
Permanent Staff to devote more time to instruction. 

The necessity for a board of group officers to sit periodically for the purpose of improving 
the area group administration is recognized, and this will be done at least once annually. 

The Inspector-General commended the ‘‘ record office’’ (aréa group) system in vogue in 
New Zealand as being applicable alike to peace or war conditions, and made some valuable 
suggestions for its further development on the lines hitherto followed. 


41. Mrptcar EXAMINATION. 


The medical examinations were carried out on the same lines as in previous vears. The result 
of them will be found in the report of the Director of Medical Services (Appendix H). 


REGISTRATION. 


The gross accumulated total numbers registered since the inception of the scheme of universal 
training up to the 30th April, 1914, is as follows :—

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Measures are now being taken, in co-operation with the police, which will, it is hoped, 
reduce the disproportion between the gross numbers registered and those actually serving. The 
names of 2,707 untraced persons who have absented themselves from training have been handed 
to the police. 

43. PosTina. 

The arrangements for posting have been systematized and simplified. Certain modifications 
have been made in the system of posting drafts of one-seventh of the normal establishments 
annually. It was found that in the case of the smaller units the annual increment was so small 
that there would be insufficient during the earlier years of a unit’s formation to enable it to 
derive any beneficial instruction as a unit. Consequently the smaller units were instructed 
to post double the annual contingents in June, 1914. Transfers to the Army Service Corps 
from units over strength of men in their proper years of service were invited with a view to 
placing the corps on the same footing as regards strength as the other units which were created 
at the inception of the defence scheme. 

44, REGULATIONS. 
A revised edition of the General Regulations has been published. 


45. CHAPLAINS. 

I have again great pleasure in acknowledging the excellent work done by the Chaplains 
of all denominations at the recent camps, and it is very satisfactory that the manner in which 
they perform their duties should have been specially noted and commented on by the Inspector- 
General. 

Owing to the large numbers present in the divisional camps some increase in the number of 
Chaplains, for whom pay, messing, and allowance is admissible by regulation, received sanction. 

Since last year representatives of the Salvation Army have been officially recognized and 
attached to the Chaplains’ Department, and | was glad to see them at the camps. 


46. CoLours. 


The following regiments are now authorized to carry colours :—

During the past year colours have been presented to the 6th (Hauraki) Regiment and the 
16th (Waikato) Regiment by His Excellency the Governor. 

It should be understood that the very great privilege of possessing colours, if these are to 
be held in the high honour which is their due, is somewhat sparingly granted. An application 
to His Majesty the King, through the proper official channels, is necessary in each instance, and 
although the spirit of loyalty and esprit de corps which prompts offers of colours, or requests 
to have the privilege of carrying them, is appreciated, the units upon whom this right can be 
bestowed are so limited by custom and tradition that it by no means follows that all requests 
can be forwarded, or, even if forwarded, that they will be sanctioned. In any case the design 
and pattern must be officially approved, and only those colours which have been officially approved 
and consecrated, and for which His Majesty’s approval has been obtained, can be recognized. 


47. Bawnps. 


The formation of regimental bands is being encouraged. A band may consist of twenty- 
five bandsmen of military age, with the addition of supernumeraries, up to ten in number, of 
any age. 

The tunes to which the various regiments march past have been decided upon. 

The formation of drum-and-fife or bugle bands for Cadets is also encouraged, and arrange- 
ments are being made whereby these bands shall obtain their instruments through the Defence 
Stores at cost price. 

48. Nationa, Reserve. 


During the past year the National Reserve has made considerable progress, and the enrol- 
ment of those outside the present Defence Forces who have had military experience will provide 
a most useful reserve on which to draw in case of emergency. A set of regulations applicable 
to this organization will shortly be promulgated to ensure that the various committees are 
working on similar lines. I desire to express my thanks to those who haye given so much of 
their valuable time to the creation of this reserve, 
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49. Tuer PREss. 


Every facility was provided for the attendance of accredited representatives of the Press 
throughout the camps, and assistance was readily given them to obtain such information as they 
might require. I am glad to say that the decision to receive these accredited representatives 
in camp has been fully justified by the results, and I feel sure that the information provided 
to the public through the medium of those pressmen who lived in camp cannot but be beneficial 
to the defence scheme. 


SECTION III—THE BRANCH OF THE QUARTERMASTER-GENERAL TO THE FORCES. 


50. Tue Army Service Corps. 


At the end of 1913 four Imperial Army Service Corps officers arrived in the Dominion, 
under engagement with the local Forces, for the organization and training of the local Army 
Service Corps, transport and supply duties, &c. They have been appointed to each military 
district as Assistant Directors of Supply and Transport. 

During the year the initiation of a local Army Service Corps has been made by the establish- 
ment of companies as under :—

No. 2 Company (Infantry Brigade), Auckland, Hamilton, Te Aroha, Whangarei. 
No. 5 Company (Mounted Rifles Brigade—independent), Auckland.

No. 9 Company (Mounted Rifles Brigade), Christchurch. 
Otago District— 
No. 6 Company (Headquarters), Invercargill. 
No. 8 Company (Infantry Brigade), Dunedin. 
No. 10 Company (Mounted Rifles Brigade—independent), Dunedin. 
Wellington District— 
No. 3 Company (Infantry Brigade), Wellington. 
No. 4 Company (Mounted Rifles Brigade), Palmerston North, Napier, Masterton, 
Hawera. 

Men are posted to companies from the General Training Section, or Senior Cadets 
eligible for transfer, having regard to numbers available, suitability, and civil trades. During 
camps the Army Service Corps companies were attached to the camp supply-depots for training 
and general transport and supply duties. The establishment of these companies will be com- 
pleted this year as far as possible from the recruits available. 

The work done by the corps during the camps earned the special commendation of the 
Inspector-General. 


Bl. NEw ZEALAND VETERINARY CORPS. 


Very satisfactory work was done, and much good instruction afforded, by officers of this 
corps at the camps. 
The report of the Director of Veterinary Services will be found in Appendix K. 


52. Moror RESERVE CORPS. 


This corps has proved its usefulness and importance during the year. It now numbers 
seventy-nine officers. 

The regulations governing the corps have now been on trial for a full year, and on the 
experience gained it is hoped shortly to amend them to the benefit of the Department and the 
corps. 


53. ARMOURERS. 


During the year the Senior District Armourers went through a course of instruction in 
machine guns, in Wellington, under the Chief Armourer, and at the end of the course were 
examined in the theory and practice of examination of and repairs to Maxim guns, all qualifying 
for the issue of certificates in these subjects. ‘This will enable them in turn to instruct their 
assistant armourers, and will ensure the proper inspection and care of the machine guns on issue 
to units. The Armourer Cadets are progressing favourably, and in order to give them experience 
in the field one Cadet has been temporarily attached to each district. 

Reports from District Armourers as to the condition of arms on issue to units have been, 
generally speaking, good, but owing to the outbreak of smallpox in the Auckland District the 
annual inspection of arms was impeded, so that all the arms in the district were not examined 
during the year. The late industrial disturbance also affected the examination of arms, especially 
in the North Island. 

Incidental on the large increase of arms, a corresponding increase in the Armourer Section 
will require to be faced. 


e 
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54. DEPARTMENTAL STAFF. 


Excellent work has been done by ali ranks and grades during the year both at Headquarters 
and in the districts. The immense amount of work entailed in equipping the Force, in the 
distribution of equipment and arms, and in numbering and marking the same can be hardly 
realized by the public generally. 

The [Finance Section is, I fear, undermanned, and unless something can be done to relieve 
the centralization at Headquarters of all financial questions, which at present exists, I shall be 
cumpelled to ask for more clerical assistance. A further reference to this will be found in 
paragraph 95, 

55. PERMANENT FortTIFICATIONS axp Works. 

No new works have been constructed during the past year. The existing works are in good 
order. 

The saluting-battery at Wellington has been moved from Pipitea Point to Mount Cook. 


56. MAGAZINES. 


Magazine accommodation is to be provided for the full equipment of 12-pr. Q.F. ammuni- 
tion at Westport, including two years’ practice supply. 


57. ORDNANCE. 


(a.) Field Guns and IHowitzers. 

When my last report was submitted the 45 in. howitzers had not all arrived from Home, 
but during the year the last two arrived, and, except for several dial sights, all the fielu 
batteries are now completely equipped. 

(b.) Mountain Guns. 


The mountain guns have not yet arrived. This is attributable to the fact that for the first 
time a Q).f°. mountuin gun is now being constructed for the British Mountain Artillery,. and it 
necessarily entails a good deal of experimental work before a particular type of gun is finally 
adopted. The New Zealand Mouutain Battery will have the same equipment as used in the 
British service. 

58. GUN-AMMUNITION. 


A new lyddite shell for use with 12-pr. Q.I’. guns has been introduced, and a supply ordered 
for W ellington, In order to use up the equipment of common pointed projectiles (veplaced by 
lyddite) I prepose to fire the former away at practice, thus saving practice shot. 

A separate and confidential report has been rendered to you regarding the reserves of gun- 
ammunition. 

59. Maxima Macutne Guns. 


One Maxim machine gun, mounted on tripod, with packsaddlery complete, has been issued 
to each Mounted Rifle and Infantry regiment for training purposes. The necessary number to 
complete the war requirements is kept in store for issue on emergency. 

During the year three of the service locks which were broken were sent to England to be 
repaired and reported on. ‘The lecks have been returned and reissued, the report from England 
stating that the breakages were due to overtempering of the steel part in construction. 


60. SMALL-ARMS. 


During the year 30,000 M.L.E. long rifles were imported into the Dominion, 15,000 from 
Enfield and 15,000 from Canada. Of the Enfield Rifles, 5,000 were perfectly new arms, 10,000 
being part worn, but vebrowned, resighted, retested, ana thoroughly repaired as good as new. 
The Canadian riffies are generally in ‘good order snd serviceable, and have been issued to the 
Cadets. This means that the number of rifles in the Dominion has been practically doubled, at 
a great saving to the country. An M.L.E. long rifle costs tle Dominion £3 13s. 6d., or £110,250 
for 30,000. The Dominion was able to secure these rifles at a total cost of £23,250, a saving 
of £87,000 on small-arms equipment. 

The whole of the above arms came to hand during the latter part of December, 1913, and 
January, February, and March, 1914, and were immediately issued to complete Territorial 
equipment and to arm the Cadets. Three hundred miniature *22 rifles are under order, and 
our representative at the War Office is now dealing with the question of providing miniature 


rifles as cheaply as possible. ; 
61. SMALL-ARMS AMMUNITION. 


The reserve of small-arms ammiinition, °303 ball, has since last year been slightly increased. 
The quality has maintained its excellence, and no complaints of any moment have been received 
during the year. The increased supply of cordite ordered has been received, thus removing 
any danger ‘of shortage through delays in shipment. This will build up a reserve of cordite, 
which will be available to keep “the ammunition- factory fuliy employed in the event of short ship- 
ments, usually caused through strikes in England, 

The large increase in the number of small arms during the year, consequent upon the 
importations | from England and Canada, has proportionately reduced the number of rounds 
available per rife, and will necessitate the provision of an increased reserve of ammunition. 
The reserve of ammunition to enable the Territorial Force to take the field is, however, ample, The 
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total issue of ‘303 ball ammunition during the year was 4,162,000 rounds. Under the terms 
of contract the Department must take four and a half million rounds per annum. The require- 
rents for Territorials and Cadets for the coming year will amount to five million rounds. To 
this must be added the necessity of increasing the emergency reserve. 

‘The factory is capable of practically doubling its output, if required. 


62. CoLonrAL AMMUNITION COMPANY. 


The supply of small-arms ammunition has been well maintained, including a special order 
of 150,000 rounds of ball ammunition for the Dominion Rifle Association meeting and 250,000 
rounds of blank for the Inspeegtor-General’s inspection. No difficulty is now experienced in 
vetting supplies of cordite and gunpowder regularly. 

In order to meet the requirements for training, the annual output of blank will have to be 
increased by a million and a quarter rounds. 

The new velocity range and adjuncts for testing small-arms ammunition is now practically 
complete, and is a great improvement on the old range and laboratory. The right-of-way giving 
access to the ranve and lease of the Colonial Ammunition Company is now being constructed. 

The contract for small-arms ammunition falls in in eighteen months: no further increase 
of ball ainmuuition will be required until the new contract is made. 


63. ACCOUTREMENTS. 


Four thousand additional sets of the Mills web Infantry equipment, and 20,000 entrenching 
tools, with carriers, have been ordered. When these are received the equipment of the Infantry 
regiments will be completed. 

During the year the Field Engineer and Garrison Artillery companies have been equipped 
with Mills web modified-pattern equipment, consisting of waist-belt, pouches, and frog, in lieu 
of old-pattern brown-leather equipment. ‘This was considered to be a more suitable equipment 
for these units, besides which a considerable saving in expenditure was effected. 

The Railway and Post and Telegraph Battalions and the Army Service Corps companies 
have also been similarly equipped. 

So far ne improved equipment for Mounted Rifles has been devised, and our own bandolier 
equipment, which has hitherto given every satisfaction, is stili being used. 

As the majority of our water-bottles, Mark 1V, are unfit for further service, an additional 
supply of water-bottles, Mark VI, with sling carriers, has been ordered to complete the equipment 
of Mounted Rifle Regiments and Ordnance units. A further supply of web slings is also under 
order for the increased number of rifles. 

An additional supply of 12,000 waterproof ground-sheets was obtained during the year, 
bringing the stock up to 20,282. Six thousand nose-bags, designed by the New Zealand Veter- 
inary Stafl for feeding horses of Mounted units in camp, were also obtained locally. 


64. SUPPLIES AT THE DIVISIONAL TRAINING-CAMPS. 


The supphes for the divisional camps in each district were obtained by contract, as against 
direct purchase last year. The contracts were generally well carried out, and delivery to the 
supply depots was regular. It is, however, not always in the interest of economy and convenience 
to confine supplies to contract. It is more economical in many items to obtain them by direct 
purchase within reasonable distance of the camp. Much discretion should be left to the officer 
dealing with the supplies for the district. 

The number of tenders received for the various items of supply required was smaller than 
might have been anticipated in view of the demands made during the year that merchants, 
farmers, and suppliers throughout the Dominion should be afforded an opportunity of tendering 
in connection with any or all of the district camps. The quality of the supplies was generally 
good, and gave general satisfaction at all camps. 

Meat should, when possible, be killed in camp under the supervision of the Army Service 
Corps. 

The units of the brigades in camp (Mounted Rifles, Field Artillery, and Infantry) were sup- 
plied with rations, &c., to scale, in kind, from the camp supply-depot, in lieu of receiving the 
usual ration allowance and making their own arrangements for supplies, thus not only relieving 
the regimental staffs of a considerable amount of responsibility, and leaving them more oppor- 
tunity of devoting their attention to the training of their commands, but also ensuring a more 
uniform and more cconomical system of supply. For this purpose the following, not normally 
belonging to brigades, were attached to the brigades shown in each district :— ;

For control of receipt and issue of supplies and camp equipment, a combined supply and 
ordnance depot was established in each district, under the control of the Assistant Director of 
Supplies and ‘Transport (Army Service Corps officer), assisted by the District Storekeeper and 
the Army Service Corps Instructor (Staff Sergeant-major). The following staff, selected prior 
to the camps from men liable for training, was allotted in each camp: Supply staff—six clerks, 
nine butchers, twelve issuers; Ordnance staff—six clerks, twelve issuers. The Army Service

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Corps Territorial companies in each district were also attached to and camped near the supply- 
depot for general supply services and training. To cover the whole period, including casual 
camps, the Army Service Corps companies were detailed in reliefs. ‘hey worked well and intelli- 
gently, under the Assistant Director of Supplies and Transport, and give promise of developing 
into excellent units in the future. 


65. CANTEENS. 


The dry canteens were satisfactory and of great convenience and benefit to the troops, 
especially during the wet days. The proceeds from these canteens were, as heretofore, devoted 
by Officers Commanding to the provision of extra comforts, recreation, &c., required during the 
camps. No complaints of the prices charged have reached me this year. 


66. RATIONS AND FORAGE. 


On the experience of last year, the scale of rations and forage was amended as follows. In 
the case of a few units a seeming shortage occurred, which was easily remedied when reported. 
This was due not to the insufficiency of the ration, or to the issue of it, but to want of experience 
of how to handle it when taken over by the unit. The units concerned soon learned that interior 
administration is just as important as drill and tactical exercises. 

The daily scale of rations and forage proved ample for all requirements, the few complaints 
as to shortage mentioned above being due to unequal distribution in some companies, owing to 
lack of supervision by company officers.

In addition to the above, in order to permit officers commanding units to obtain extra 
rations, such as raisins, currants, fresh vegetables, &c., an allowance of 2d. per diem per head 
was granted. 

In some cases where regimental arrangements were particularly good the full scale was found 
in excess of requirements, and surplus quantities were either left undrawn or returned to the 
supply depot. 

The following return’ gives particulars of the average cost of rations, &c., per head per 
diem at the various camps :—

Permission was given for the issue of an increased ration of forage in the case of gun, 
draught, and other horses deemed by the Veterinary Officers to require it. The forage ration— 
6 lb. oats, 12 1b. oaten-sheaf chaff, and 6 1b. hay, or 24 lb. in all—shows an increase over that at 
the previous year’s camp—viz., 10 1b. oats and 12 1b. oaten-sheaf chaff, or 22 1b. in all—and with 
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the elimination of waste in feeding this year by the provision of nosebags for all Mounted units 
made the scale ample for all general requirements. Some loss of condition in certain horses is 
rather difficult to avoid, seeing that many are entirely grass-fed at ordinary times and do not 
take well to the dry feed at the beginning of camps. 


67. FirLtp Cooxrne. 
During the year further Roberts field cooking-ovens (local make) were obtained, which, with 
one or two acquired by regiments, permitted the following distribution to be made to districts 


for the camps :—

These field cooking-ovens again poeple me ote popane to be carried out under more 
favourable conditions than previously, and ensured a considerable saving in labour and fuel. 
They also elininated the provision of large numbers of camp-ovens, frying-pans, and boilers, 
the stock of which would have required considerable augmentation owing not only to many having 
become unserviceable from past usage, but also to the whole of the Dominion Yorces being encamped 
at the same time. The 9th (Wellington [ast Coast) Mounted Rifles imported privately two 
Lune Valley travelling cookers. A Sykes travelling cooker from England, and a Roberts (local 
make) travelling cooker were also in use at Takapau camp. Conditions for a travelling trial 
were drawn up, but, unfortunately, the test was not applied, the very bad weather having a 
great deal to do with the failure to hold the competition. 

In October last a further course of instruction in field cookery was held at Trentham, and 
attended by sixty-two candidates selected from units. Thirty-two candidates qualified as com- 
petent to supervise the cooking for a regiment, and were eligible for appointment as sergeant 
cooks where vacancies existed in their units; twenty-seven qualified as assistant or company 
cooks; three failed to qualify. The result from these classes is very satisfactory, as evidenced by 
the greatly increased number of Territorials cooking for their units at the late camps. Further 
efforts will be required to ensure a suflicient number of cooks being available in units to enable 
them to be self-contained in this respect, and to ensure that ie cooking for the Territorial 
Torce will be adequately carried out in the event of mobilization. 


68. Camp EQUIPMENT. 


There are now 3,651 tents (circular) 181 marquees, 30 operating-tents, and 98 bivouac tents 
in store, sufficient to accommodate the whole Territorial Force even at full establishment. 

A supply of tent-canvas is being imported to enable manufacturers to make up tents locally. 
Should this prove satisfactory, all tents required will in future be made up in the Dominion. 


69. RAILWAY AND STEAMER TRANSFORT. 


Owing to difficulties of transport to the Canterbury District camp at Kowai, it was decided 
to encamp the Marlborough and Nelson troops—10th (Nelson) Mounted Itifles, H Battery Field 
Artillery, 12th (Nelson) Regiment, and a section of No. 3 Field Ambulance—at Tapawera. ‘this 
involved the transport by steamer of about 200 of all ranks from Picton to Nelson and return, 
instead of all the above-mentioned troops to Lyttelton. No Goverument steamer being available 
at the time, arrangements were made with the Union Steamship Company for this service. It 
was also necessary to convey the Gisborne troops (about 300 all ranks and 100 horses) to 
and from Napier, on their way to the district camp at Takapau. This service was also arranged 
through the Union Steamship Company. Special reductions on ordinary fares were secured in 
each case. The troops north of Auckland also required conveyance to and from Auckland, on 
their way to the district camp at Hautapu. This service was arranged by the Northern Steam- 
ship Company, which provided a special steamer for the purpose. 

The demand on the Railway Department for the carriage of troops, horses, baggage, camp 
equipment, and supplies to the camps was greater than had ever been made before, and the 
thanks of this Department are due to all railway officers concerned, particularly the General 
Manager, Head Office staff, and District Traffic Managers and staffs, for the general excellence 
of the arrangements made and much help in many ways. Every endeavour was made by the 
Railway Department to obviate the running of trains on Sundays wherever practicable, but in 
some instances this was unavoidable in consequence of the distance to be travelled and other 
circumstances. Apart from the carriage stock utilized in the transport of troops, some 90 bogie 
wagons and 129 four-wheeled wagons were required in the North Island, and some 28 bogie 
wagons and 200 four-wheeled wagons in the South Island, irrespective of the number of. trucks 
required for the conveyance of camp equipment, guns, vehicles, &c. The Railway Department 
also constructed sidings near the Hautapu, Takapau, Kowai, and Matarae camp sites, which 
greatly facilitated the detraining and entraining of the troops, and the loading and unloading 
of horses, guns, equipment, and supplies. 
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70. Rarpway Barrauions. 
The Railway Battalions lately organized should aim at being a Railway Staff Corps, wherein 
all ranks work with the military authorities in peace as they would in war. Tor this purpose 
the Director of Railways should work in very close and constant touch throughout the year with 
the Quartermaster-General. 
71. Iretp Transport. 


It is very necessary that at least two wagons and carts should be supplied to each Army 
Service Corps company for training purposes and use at camp. ‘The corps should not be wholly 
dependent on hired vehicles. With occasional use of the Iield Artillery horses the Army Service 
Corps could then practice its functions during the year without any necessity for hiring. Atten- 
tion will be given to the further classification of suitable horsed and mechanical transport avail- 
able in each district. We cannot in peace expect to maintain transport up to war or even peace 
requirements. With the few vehicies above mentioned for training and a thorough system of 
registration and classification for hire, the Department should be able to cope with mobilization 
requirements. 

(2. DEFENCE VESSELS. 


The Defence vessels have all been fully employed except the ‘‘ Lady Roberts’’ at Auckland 
and the launch “‘ W”’ at Wellington. I would have recommended the sale of the ‘* Lady. Roberts ”’ 
had it not been for the possibility of utilizing her in the new naval scheme, and vessels once 
sold are not easily replaced. Efforts have been made, but without success, to induce other Depart- 
ments to utilize her services to a greater extent than is done now. 


73. ARTILLERY Horses AND MULES. 


The number of Artillery horses and mules required at the various centres for the Field 
Artillery and Mountain Battery cadres has been maintained. At these centres, the horses or 
mules being stationed there throughout the year (except during annual camps) for general train- 
ing purposes, &c., contracts for the supply of forage required are arrauged annually through 
the Stores Tender Board. 


74. ARTILLERY GUN-SHEDS, QUARTERS, AND STABLES. 


The necessary accommodation for the guns and permanent cadres of men and horses of 
the field batteries at Auckland (Devonport), Hamilton, Palmerston North, Napier, Nelson, 
Christchurch, Dunedin, and Invercargill has been completed. ‘Ihe buildings are, generally 
speaking, of excellent design, and were erected at a very moderate cost. It is satisfactory to 
note that the Inspector-General remarked on their suitability for the purpose for which they 
were built. 

75. DRiuL-HALLS AND OFFICEs. 


The existing drill-hails vested in the Crown have been maintained during the year. By 
the Rangiora Drill-shed Site Vesting Act, 1913, the Rangiora Drill-shed has been transferred 
from private trustees to the Crown. The Department was forced previously to assume a mortgage 
on the property to prevent it passing out of the trustees’ control. The Whangarei Drill-hall 
and site (belonging to a private club formed of ex-Volunteers) has been acquired under the 
Public Works Act, at a very reasonable cost, and alterations have been put in hand to suit 
present requirements. The Kaikoura Drill-hall (private trust) has also been acquired under the 
Public Works Act, and new drill-halls have been erected at Reefton, Huntly, Levin, Feilding, 
and Opotiki. 

A new drill-hall is in course of erection at Invercargill, and provision has been made for 
one at Dunedin, where the existing Garrison Hall is entirely inadequate for present require- 
ments. When completed the present buildings and sites at these two places will be disposed of 
to recoup the cost, as provided by the Defence Amendment Act, 1912. Provision has also been 
made for the necessary drill-hall accommodation at Cambridge, Pukekohe, and Thames, and the 
question of providing new buildings at New Plymouth is under consideration. 

It will be necessary to provide for the erection of office and mobilization-store accommoda- 
tion for the District Headquarters and Instructional Staff, and for drill-hall and store accom- 
modation for the local troops at Palmerston North. At present private oflice accommodation is 
rented, and the Manawatu Agricultural and Pastoral Association’s premises are leased for drill 
purposes. 

Repairs and alterations have been effected in the following cases, in several instances drain- 
age and sanitary services being carried out to connect with new systems installed by local bodies, 
or to conform with new by-laws: Auckland Garrision Hall, extra offices, cc. ; King Edward 
Barracks, Christchurch, alterations to caretaker’s quarters, &c.; Pahiatua Drill-hall, altera- 
tions and repairs; Temuka Drill-hall, alterations and repairs; Milton Drill-hall, office accom- 
modation; Defence Store, Mount Eden, Auckland, office accommodation; Geraldine Drill-hall, 
repairs; Lyttelton Drill-hall, repairs; Woodville Drill-hall, repairs; Kaiapoi Drill-hall, repairs ; 
Waimate Drill-hall, drainage, &c.; Christchurch offices, alterations; Waiuku orderly-room, 
repairs; Waitara Drill-hall, repairs and alterations; Hastings Drill-hall, repairs; Hamilton 
Drill-hall, alterations; Millerton Drill-hall, repairs. Landslips necessitated removal of debris 
and repairs, &c., in the case of the Port Chalmers and Lawrence Drill-halls. Minor repairs and 
alterations have been carried out in several other cases, and shelving, cupboards, and minor 
alterations mude in offices or orderly and store rooms at drill-halls, in many cases to provide 
necessary storage for equipment, «ec. 
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Prior to being taken over under the Defence Amendment Act, 1912, many drill-halls, &c., 
previously vested in trustees were insured by the trustees from revenue funds or departmental 
grants. On these buildings vesting in the Crown they become subject to the provisions of sec- 
tion 5, Public Revenues Amendment Act, 1912, and section 31, Public Revenues Act, 1913. ‘The 
Department was therefore able to dispense with such insurances. 

The number of drill-halls available for the training of the Territorial Force and Senior 
Cadets in each district is shown in the following table; also the number of schools, public and 
private halls, or other suitable buildings at present rented, where there are no drill-halls, for 
training purposes. The rentals are mainly at nominal rates, for use on one or two nights weekly, 
fortnightly, or monthly, in accordance with local requirements and the number of Territorials and 
Cadets undergoing training at the centre. In many cases the charges are fixed by owners «or 
School Committees, &c., to cover cost of jighting and cleaning only, and in several cases use is 
permitted free of charge. ‘The number of buildings rented for this purpose varies from year 
to year in accordance with the population in country districts, and the number of boys and youths 
posted for training in the various centres.

To the Public Works Department is due thanks for estimates, contracts, and supervision for 
new drill-hails, &c., and also for supervision of repairs to existing buildings. With closer 
relations between the two Departments, there is no doubt that in future further economy can 
be practised. For instance, it is hoped to arrange drill-halls into classes or types to suit the 
population and requirements in the various centres, to be so designed that they may be added 
to from time to time, and to secure a standard pattern at the least possible cost throughout the 
Dominion. 


76. VALUE OF BUILDINGS BELONGING TO THE DEPARTMENT. 


The following schedule gives the approximate value of buildings belonging to the Depart- 
ment, including drill-halls, offices, stores, barracks, magazines, &c., in 1913. This is exclusive 
of value of sites.

77. ARTILLERY RANGES. 


No permanent ranges exist. The field batteries all carried out gun practice in the vicinity 
of the camps. Fair ranges were obtained at little expense. 


78. Rirte Ranass. 


There are 271 rifle ranges in the Dominion, the larger number on lease. Some of these 
have, in the past been allowed to fall into disrepair, but a great deal has been done during the 
past fier to rectify this. An amount of £3,045 14s. 3d. has been expended on them (vide Appen- 
dix M). . 

The ranges at Trentham, Penrose, and Pelichet Bay have had fairly large amounts expended 
on repairs and additions, which have been well carried out. A good mound has been erected 
at the 900-yards firing-point at Trentham; also a miniature rifle range, which has been instru- 
mental in enabling the Cadets of Wellington and suburbs to carry out the whole of their class 
firing. The Penrose rifle range has been extended to 1,000 yards. 


79. CLoTHING. 


The clothing of the Territorial Force and Senior Cadets has been continued steadily during 
the year, and at the end of March, with the exception of the forage caps, all clothing demands 
were completed. The supply of greatcoats and puttees has also been brought up to date, and all 
branches of the service have been fully supplied as demands came forward. The quality of 
material and make of garments has been fully inaintained, and no complaints have been received 
in this respect.

When it is remembered that there are uniforms stocked for the six branches of the service, 
each of which are again divided into thirty-one different sizes, the total number in store is not 
large, and unless maintained it would be impossible to issue the sizes asked for on requisitions, 
or on emergency to meet demands. 

(b.) Cadet Uniforms. 

The issue of clothing to Senior Cadets has been steadily maintained during the year, and on 

the 3lst March, 1914, all requisitions for clothing had been supplied. The quality of the material 


and the make of the uniforms generally reflects credit on the contractors. The position is as 
follows :—

All trousers and old-pattern shorts were as far as possible washed, relined in bands and 
forks, and converted at a small cost for reissue as required. 


(c.) Officers’ Uniforms. 

The issue of an outfit grant to officers has been abolished. A free issue of jacket, riding- 
pantalocns or knicker breeches, puttees, and forage-cap is now authorized on first appointment on 
probation, and hat, greatcoat, and trousers on confirmation of appointment after passing the neces- 
sary qualifying examinations. The cost of these uniforms is—Mounted service, £6 16s. 3d.; dis- 
mounted service, £6 8s. lld.; a considerable saving thus being effected. The uniform is made 
to the measurements of individual officers, and is generally satisfactory. A Sam Browne belt 
and officer’s sword are issued to units for each newly appointed officer, and remain on charge to 
the unit when the officer retires or is transferred. 


80. SreRvick Boors. 


The sale of service boots to soldiers of the Territorial Force was continued during the year, 
and satisfaction continues to be expressed with the pattern adopted. Supplies were maintained 
at the Ordnance depots for the annual training-camps, so that men of the Territorial Force 
in camp requiring boots could obtain them. Arrangements were made that if so desired the cost 
could be charged against camp pay. The following sales were made during the late divisional 
camps: Hautapu, 330 pairs; ‘Takapau, 1,000 pairs; Kowai, 500 pairs; ‘lapawera, 75 pairs; 
and Matarae, 300 pairs: a total of 2,193 pairs. 13,180 pairs have been sold during the past 
three years. 

81. Service BLANKETS. 


Blankets were also provided for sale in camp. The sales were as follows: Hautapu, 330; 
Takapau, 250; Kowai, 144; Tapawera, 40; and Matarae, 200: a total of 496. 4,500 have been 
sold altogether. 


82. VETERINARY STORES. 


Hitherto no veterinary chests have been available, but during this year, with the assistance 
of the Director of Veterinary Services and the Principal Veterinary Officer, Wellington District, 
a field veterinary chest was devised for local use. ‘The necessary instruments and drugs were 
obtained, and the chests filled and distributed in time for use at the divisional camps. Twenty 
chests in all were made, and it is proposed that one shall be retained at each Field Artillery head- 
quarters, and the balance kept in district stores for use in the field. 


83. MeEpicaL EQuipMENT. 


During the year a list of medical equipment was laid down, to be issued to Mounted and 
Field Ambulances and regimental afficers. Included in this were a new-pattern surgical haver- 
sack and new-pattern medicine-chest, these being entirely difierent to the pattern hitherto in 
use. The chests and haversacks were made in the Dominion, and the necessary instruments, &c., 
imported to fill them. They were then issued to districts for distribution, and were in use at 
the camps. Each regimental Medical Officer is provided with a surgical haversack, and in addi- 
tion to the equipment of stretchers for Field Ambulances, each regiment is provided with two, 
Each Mounted and Field Ambulance also has an ambulance-wagon on issue. 
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84. Books aNnp [TorMs, ETC. 


Further supplies of military books and training manuals have been obtained during the 
year, and distributed to district libraries and to the troops for training. 

Revision of all departmental forms has been continued to keep them up to date, and, where 
pessible, lessen clerical work by their use. 


85. Mruirary PubLicatrions. 


The regular issue of General Orders (monthly), New Zealand Army List and New Zealand 
Military Journal (quarterly), and Reports on Examinations of Officers (half-yearly) has been 
continued during the year. Regulations for the New Zealand Military Forees and Financial 
Regulations in bock form have been published to meet requirements; also Equipment Regulations 
for Engineer Units. 

After nearly four years’ experience of the work done for the Department by the Government 
Printing Office, I feel I cannot render this my fourth annual report without reference to the 
great assistance which we have invariably received from the Government Printer and his staff. 
Our work is sometinies very technical, and the demands we make are frequently very exacting, 
but we have never met with anything but the greatest help, and no trouble has been too great 
for them to take to meet our requirements. 


86. AEROPLANTS. 


The Bleriot monoplane, presented to the New Zealand Government by the British Aerial 
League, was duly received and taken on charge. Suitable shed accommodation has been provided. 
The machine was sent to the Auckland Exlibion and flown there, but is now in Wellington. 


87. TRAINING AND MANG@uUvRE AREAS. 


The training-grounds in the Waimarino and Waimakariri districts have not been used 
during the year, nor are they likely to be used until it is possible to concentrate all troops in each 
Island for training and manceuvres. 

It is necessary that a Manoeuvre Act such ag exists in England and Australia should be 
provided, in order that the troops may be camped and exercised on the most suitable areas in 
each district. 

88. THe Past YEaRr’s EXPENDITURE. 

The amount voted out of the Consolidated Fund last year to defray the cost of defence 
amounted to £513,747, of which sum £488,569 was expended, leaving a credit balance of 
£25,178. This balance was unexpended owing to some of the accounts for arms and other 
equipment not coming to hand before the end of the financial year. Provision will therefore 
require to be made on the current year’s estimates for these items. 


89. Tur ESTIMATE FOR THE CURRENT YEAR. 


I am submitting the parliamentary estimate for the current year in accordance with the 
recommendations of the Inspector-General of the Oversea Forces. This means that instead of 
their being compiled under six different votes as formerly, they are now shown under one vote, 
preparation and expenditure under those heads: (A) Adjutant-General’s Branch; (£) General 
Staff Branch; (C) Quartermaster-General’s Branch. 

By this means all the expenditure on personnel, which is controlled by the Adjutant-General, 
is shown under subhead (A); the training of the troops being a matter for the Training Branch, 
all expenditure in this connection 1s shown under subhead (B); the business portion of the Depart- 
ment 1s shown under subhead (C), Quartermaster-General’s Branch. 

Owing to the increased number of Territorials who attended the recent camps, and the 
concentration of the Senior Cadets for the Inspector-General, the expenditure therewith (which 
comes into this estimate) is heavier than in former years. 


90. EXPENDITURE FROM THE PUBLIc WorKS ContTiInGcGENT DEFENCE VOTE. 


A sum of £50,000 was voted last year for expenditure in connection with drill-halls, rifle 
ranges, mobilization stores, stables, and all works of a permanent nature. £30,186 was expended, 
leaving an amount unexpended of £19,814. . 

The amount expended during the year in connection with fixed harbour-defences amounted 
to £539. 

91. LiaBILITIES OF OLD VOLUNTEER Corps. 


In my last report I mentioned the fact that a Board was set up in each district to investi- 
gate the accounts of these corps. The question of the liabilities was carefully gone into, with 
a view of having this matter equitably settled. 

With the exception of a few outstanding amounts, the whole of the expenditure in this 
connection has now been adjusted. As soon as the required information is forthcoming from 
the officers concerned the Board will be able to make its final recommendations as regards the 
few amounts still outstanding. 


92. FInanctaAL INSTRUCTIONS AND ALLOWANCE REGULATIONS. 


These regulations have, on the whole, worked well, and have proved of great assistance to 
the financial administration of the Department. All officers have been impressed with the 
importance of making themselves thoroughly conversant with the Financial Regulations, and 
with this object in view copies of these regulations have been widely distributed throughout the 
four military districts. I'rom experience gained during the year it is found that several amend- 
ments and additional regulations are necessary, which will be submitted to you in due course, 
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93. INSPECTION OF ACCOUNTS, 


In the past, owing to the amount of work centralized at Headquarters, it has been impossible 
for the Director of Accounts to inspect and report on the financial administration of District 
Headquarters. The importance of this duty cannot be overestimated, and under the proposed 
reorganization of the Staff at Headquarters arrangements will be made for an Inspecting Officer 
from Headquarters to pay periodical visits to the various District Headquarters, with a view 
to having their books and accounts carefully examined and suggesting any improvements in the 
interior economy of the office. Such visits, I am confident, “will be the means of creating a 
better understanding with regard to the requirements of the Public Revenues Act, Treasury 
tegulations, and our own Financial Instructions and Allowance Regulations. 

I understand that in other large Departments of State Audit Examiners are permanently 
located. I recommend that a similar arrangement may be made with regard to the Defence 
Department. 

94. MAINTENANCE GRANTS 10 UNITS. 


In connection with the amounts pave able to the various units throughout the Dominion on 
account of their maintenance, some difficulty has been experienced in obtaining the balance- 
sheets properly compiled on the required form to enable the Audit Jnspectors to deal intelligently 
with this work. Owing to pressure of work, Adjutants and other oflicers whose duty it is to keep 
regimental accounts have hitherto not kept them in as methedical a manner as they should. 
The necessary action is being taken with a view to having this question placed on a more 
satisfactory footing in the future. 


95. DECENTRALIZATION OF FINANCIAL RESPONSIBILITY 


An immense amount of work is caused at Army Headquarters by the centralization in con- 
nection with the financial administration of the Department, owing to the conditions which 
obtain regarding the law governing expenditure in the Dominion. At present District Head- 
quarters are only authorized to make payments which are of an urgent nature through their 
imprest accounts, and to pay vouchers under £5 through post-offices. All other claims have to 
be sent to Wellington to be dealt with. I recommend that Officers Commanding Districts may’ 
be empowered to make all payments which are in accordance with Financial Regulations within 
their districts, thereby obviating the necessity of sending the claims to Headquarters. If this 
could be arranged I feel sure it would make for better efficiency, and the payment of the claims 
would be expedited. The fact that Financial Regulations or Ministerial authority must be 
quoted in support of all payments, and that all these payments are subject to audit, should be a 
sufficient guarantee for the regularity of all expenditure. 


96. Tue Cost oF THE SCHEME. 


Having regard to the fact that the initial expenditure of the defence scheme is being 
provided for out of the Consolidated Fund, it augurs well for the future that our expenditure 
last year only amounted to £488,570, and in this aeons the following extract from the report 
of the Inspector-General of the Oversea Forces will, I think, hear repetition : ** Paragraph 26, 
Economic Aspect of the Scheme: A striking feature of the military system in New Zealand hes 
in its economic working. . . . Not a single professional officer or non-commissioned officer 
appears to be employed whose services, with due regard to efficiency, could possibly be dispensed 
with.”’ :

APPENDIX F. 


PRELIMINARY REPORT ON THE ANNUAL CAMPS AND INSPECTIONS OF THE 
INSPECTOR-GENERAL OF THE OVERSEA FORCES. 
To the Hon. the Minister of Defence. 
Wuar are probably the most important camps ever held in New Zealand have now concluded. 
For the first time in the history of the Citizen Army all the troops in each district. with the 
exception of the Garrison Artillery, which camped separately, have been assembled in one camp, 
and have thus been enabled to carry out operations in which Horse, Foot, and Artillery were 
combined. The camps derived a very great added importance from the fact that the work done 
at them was seen by the Inspector-General of the Oversea Forces (General Sir Ian Hamilton), and 
that upon his impressions of them the report which he is to render to the Imperial Government 
and to the Dominion Government will be largely based. In Canterbury the troops of the Nelson 
and Marlborough Provinces, which with the Canterbur y and Westland Provinces form the Canter- 
bury Military District, were camped separately from the remaining troops of the district, but in 
every other case there was one central camp for each district. In each case those who were unable 
to attend the first camp attended the casual camp held immediately afterwards on the same ground. 

The Inspector-General spent two days at the camp of the Otago District troops, held at 
Matarae, and saw 3,581 of all ranks at work. On the first day the troops were engaged by units 
in practising the attack, and on the second day the whole forces vombined in field operations 
against a skeleton enemy. 

The next camp visited was that of the Canterbury and Westland troops, held at Kowai, 
where 2,994 men were under canvas. It was intended that field operations should be earried out 
here, but the state of the ground unfortunately rendered this inadvisable. The Inspector-General 
reviewed the troops in camp, and also made them carry out some small tactical problems. 
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Proceeding to the camp of the Nelson and Marlborough troops at Tapawera, Sir lan Hamilton 
witnessed an attack by the troops there. A regiment of Mounted Rifles, a battery of Field 
Artillery, and a battalion of Infantry, altogether 1,034 of all ranks, participated. 

The Wellington troops were concentrated at Takapau, and were inspected in camp by Sir lan 
Hamilton on the 5th May. On the following day field operations were carried out, when 5,229 
officers and men attended the camp. 

Two days were spent by the Inspector-General at the camp of the Auckland troops at Hautapu. 
On the first day a ceremonial parade was held near the camp, and on the second day the troops, 
numbering 4,371, carried out field operations. 

At the casual camps the attendance was as follows: Otago, 520; Canterbury, 346; Nelson, 
113; Wellington, 635; Auckland, 199. Only one of these (at Takapau) had the good fortune 
to be seen by Sir Ian Hamilton. Particularly good work was done by the Otago casuals, who 
carried out a three-days trek, fighting engagements on the second and third day, putting out 
outposts at night, and generally behaving as they would have to do in any enemy’s country. 
The men during these three days carried their full kit and two days’ rations. 

The total nuinber of Garrison Artillery seen by the Inspector-General was 564, and of the 
Railway Battalions and Post and Telegraph Corps 444, which gives a total altogether of 18,752 
troops inspected by him. 

In addition to the Citizen Army, as above, concentrations of Cadets for inspection by Sir lan 
Hamilton took place as follows: Invercargill, 1,030; Dunedin, 1,813; Oamaru, 445; Timaru, 
989; Christchurch, 1,683; Nelson, 643; Rotorua, 433; Hamilton, 1,070; Auckland, 3,712; 
Hastings, 1,226; Palmerston North, 1,084; Wanganui, 589; New Plymouth, 940; Welling- 
ton, 1,304; Masterton, 531; Blenheim, 313: making a total of Cadets inspected of 17,805. 
These concentrations of Cadets necessitated the boys coming in in many cases from considerable 
distances. In many cases, where they had to stay the night, arrangements for their billeting 
and feeding were made by the civil authorities and citizens, and the Defence Department owes 
a great debt of gratitude to all those who assisted in this respect. A considerable strain was 
put on the crganization and administration of the Department by having the troops and Cadets 
assembled at practically the same time, but the organization stood the test, and, generally speak- 
ing, both camps and concentrations of Cadets passed off without a hitch. Special sacrifices were 
also demanded from employers for the same reason, but, as a rule, they responded ungrudgingly 
and allowed all their employees to be away as far as was possible. 

The Inspector-General saw every unit of the Citizen Army and every Cadet company, and, 
considering the difficulties of concentration, it is satisfactory that he should have seen so large 
a proportion—namely, 36,157 of the total strength of 51,561 of Territorials and Cadets, or over 
70 per cent. 

Though the camps were completed this year earlier than usual (hitherto they have always 
run into June), a great deal of bad weather was experienced, owing to the winter being excep- 
tionally early. But the conduct and spirit of the troops was, as a rule, excellent, and the dis- 
comforts consequent on the wet weather were made little of by those who had to bear them.

(Auckland) Mounted Rifles will be encamped south of Auckland, both within striking distance of 
Auckland. 

(2.) All other units in the district will have separate and independent unit camps. 


Wellington District. 


(3.) The entire Wellington Coast Defence command will be encamped at ats war stations in 

Wellington. At the same time two mobile columns—

REPORT OF DIRECTOR OF MEDICAL SERVICES. 
Headquarters, New Zealand Military lorces, Wellington, 19th June, 1914. 

To the Adjutant-General, New Zealand Military Forces. 
Durine the year 1913, 3,416 Territorials were medically examined. Of these, 108 were classified 
as unfit to serve during the current year, and 338 were declared totally unfit for service. There- 
fore about 3 per cent. of Territorial recruits were medically unfit for one year, and about 9 per 
cent. permanently unfit. 2,970 recruits were found to be fit for service in the ‘lerritorial Force 
and Rifle Clubs.

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As in preceding years, the principal causes for total rejection were physical disablements, 
e) diseases of the heart, and defective vision. Amongst the causes of partial rejection, excepting 

the physically disabled caused by accidents of a temporary nature and the disorders of the lungs 
and digestive system, also of a temporary nature, disordered action of the heart still accounts 
for a great number in practically all cases: this is due to cigarette-smoking. Some means should 
be taken to bring before the youth of the Dominion the dire results caused by the habitual use 
of cigarettes. 

The marked improvement in the general care of the mouth continues, the use of the tooth- 
brush is evidently becoming more general. 

There is again a matked improvement in the general physical condition, showing that the 
physical drill is having a good effect. 

The universal equipment mentioned last year was used in all the camps this year, and was 
found to meet all requirements. 

The camps were well attended in all centres by Medical Officers. There were considerably 
fewer cases of illness to treat in the various camps than was the case last year. The practical 
lessons continually being taught are bearing fruit; men are paying more attention to personal 
sanitary details, and the camps are now kept up to a very high standard of sanitary efficiency. 
It is still to be deplored that so few Territorials wear the excellent boot issued by the Defence 
authorities. It would be well if this boot was universally used by Territorials when on military 
duty.

REPORT OF DIRECTOR OF VETERINARY SERVICES. 


Headquarters, New Zealand Military Forces, Veterinary Services and Remounts, 
Wellington, 4th June, 1914. 


The Quartermaster-General, Headquarters, New Zealand Military Forces, Wellington. 

I wave the honour to submit the following report on the work of the New Zealand Veterinary 
Corps during the year ending the 3lst March, 1914 :— 

The strength of the corps has been increased by the appointment of one additional officer— 
Lieutenant Stafford—but otherwise has remained unchanged. It would be of considerable advan- 
tage if more qualified veterinary surgeons could be induced to enrol, as difficulties from time to 
time arise owing to deficiencies in this respect in certain districts. 

The duties of members of the corps have been principally confined to attendance at camps, 
attendance on Permanent Artillery horses, and imparting instruction to officers and men of the 
Territorial Forces concerning the elements of veterinary science as applied to military purposes. 

There remains a considerable scope for improvement in the quality of horses employed by 
the mounted ranks. A percentage of these, varying in different. districts, would be unsuitable 
for the purpose required under service conditions. Mounted Territorials should be encouraged 
where possible to bring better-class animals into camp. That plenty of horses of first-class type 
are available for the purpose is shown by the remarkably fine collection of mounts assembled by 
the special constables during the strike period. 
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Kicks, sore backs, and girth-galls still furnish a large proportion of cases requiring treat- 
ment. These are largely preventable injuries, and something more needs to be done to avoid 
their occurrence as far as is reasonably possible. More thorough supervision should be exercised 
on picket-lines, and a uniform pattern of saddle suitable for military requirements should be 
adopted. The latter recommendation, if carried out, would go far to minimize the numbers of 
cases of saddle and girth galls met with. The importance of condition in relation to horses 
employed in military operations should be strongly impressed upon all owners. ‘Too many 
“soft ’’ hacks find their way to the camps, with the inevitable consequences of sores, lameness, &c., 
which follow this lack of muscular tone. This is, of course, unavoidable to some extent in the 
case of country horses, many of which are entirely grass-fed. If these horses could be given a 
few hard feeds before going to camp the digestive troubles now so frequently occurring as a 
consequence of the sudden and complete change in the character of the food would be largely 
avoided. 

Opportunities for the acquisition of a sound knowledge of horsemastership should also be 
afforded to officers and members of Mounted corps. It is also necessary in certain cases that 
the latter receive instruction in riding. 

Farriers: Deficiencies in this respect are still noticeable during camps, though it is proposed 
shortly to place the matter on a more satisfactory basis. 

Equipment: Iield service veterinary medicine chests, designed by Major Young, and manu- 
factured in New Zealand, have been approved and issued for service. These will supply an 
urgent want, and should prove more satisfactory under practical conditions than the heavy and 
cumbersome chests formerly issued for use in camps. 

A pocket case of instruments to be carried by Veterinary Officers would be found of great 
service, and recommendations on this point will be submitted for consideration.

The INspEcTOR-GENERAL OF THE OversEA Forces to the Honourable the Minister oF DEFENCE, 
New. Zealand. 
S1r,— Wellington, New Zealand, 4th June, 1914. 

I have the honour to submit herewith my report on the Military Forces of New Zealand ; 
and, although it is not customary in official correspondence to ask for indulgence, the present excep- 
tional circumstances warrant me, I think, in doing so. The whole of the report has been, of necessity, 
written up and cast into its present form during the past six days. As you are aware, I personally 
had not a spare moment during my actu] inspections, and I would give a great deal to be able to 
put in another week’s work in restating my views in terms which might be considered more conven- 
tional. Unfortunately, once I start in the New Zealand Company’s liner ‘‘ Ruahine”’ there is no 
possibility of my posting a letter until I reach London. Such a delay would, I understand, be 
inconvenient, and therefore I submit my attempt with all the imperfections of haste only too 
legibly imprinted upon it. 

In the course of my tour I have inspected every unit of the Territorial Force and I have 
seen members of every company of Cadets in the Dominion. According to parade-states the 
Territorials inspected by me, together with the Permanent troops, numbered 18,807, and I have 
seen 17,868 Cadets on parade, a total of 36,675, or 70 per cent. of the Defence Forces. I 
have also visited the works and fortifications at the principal harbours, and at three of the four 
defended ports I have been present during practice with the heavy guns. 

I regret that time has not admitted of my advising you on the subjects of the coast 
defences and coast-defence schemes. This confidential report will be written, D.V., during the 
voyage, and will be posted you from London. 

To those people by whose ‘hospitality I and my staff have benefited, and to many others 
who have helped to make my visit one of the most enjoyable episodes of my life, I owe my 
most grateful thanks. I carry away with me wonderful memories of this beautiful country 
and of the overflowing kindness of its inhabitants. 

My thanks are also due to the General Officer Commanding the Forces, to the Head- 
quarters Staff, and to the District Commanders, who have done so much to make my path 
smooth during my progress through the Islands. 

Lastly, I have to thank you, Sir, and the Government you represent for much personal 
kindness received and for the admirable arrangements under which my inspection has been 
carried out. That what I have been able to do in consequence during the past five weeks, 
and that the recommendations I have ventured to put forward in my report, may prove of 
some lasting value to the military forces of New Zealand is the, earnest hope of

I. Tae Miuirary Institutions or NEw ZEALAND. 


Headquarters Organization. 


Tue Minister of Defence is responsible to Parliament both for the Navy and the Army of New 
Zealand. 

The General Officer Commanding the New Zealand Forces is the responsible adviser of the 
Minister, and, under him, controls the Military Forces. He is assisted by the following heads of 
departments :— 
The Chief of the General Staff ; 

The Adjutant-General to the Forces ; 

The Quartermaster-General to the Forces ; 
The Director of Ordnance ; 

The Director of Accounts. 


The distribution of duties amongst the Staff at Headquarters is shown in Appendix I. 


Territorial Organization. 


2. The Dominion of New Zealand is divided into four military districts each under a Permanent 
District Gommander assisted by a Staff, as shown in Appendix II. 

There are two districts in each Island, their boundaries corresponding generally with those of 
the four land districts—viz., Auckland, Wellington, Canterbury, and Otago. 

Each district is divided into four or five.“‘ area groups” or “ areas,’ each commanded by a 
Permanent officer*. An area as a rule furnishes a complete Infantry regiment (of one battalion), as 
well as other units, or portions of units, and Cadets. 

An area is divided into two or, as a rule, more sub-areas, each in charge of a Permanent non- 
commissioned officer. 


Umit Organization. 


3. The organization and establishments of units are, speaking generally, the same in peace as 
in war. They are composed of Territorial officers and men. There are no units composed wholly of 
Permanent men. A slight mixture of the Permanent element is permitted in Territorial units as 
follows :— 

(a.) Hach battalion of Infantry and regiment of Mounted Rifles has a Permanent Adjutant, 
sergeant-major, and quartermaster-sergeant. 

(b.) Each Field Artillery brigade has an Adjutant, a battery sergeant-major, a battery 
quartermaster-sergeant, a farrier-sergeant, and a saddler-quartermaster-sergeant. In 
addition, each battery has a Permanent cadre of two non-commissioned officers and 
eight men (gunners and drivers) and twelve horses. This personnel belongs to the 
Royal New Zealand Artillery. 

(c.) Each fort has a small cadre of Permanent Garrison Artillery. These cadres supply the 
assistant instructors, specialists, district gunners, &c., necessary when the forts are 
manned for service practice or instruction. These also belong to the Royal New 
Zealand Artillery. 


Liability to serve in Time of War. 

4. Under section 27 (1), Defence Act, 1909, ali male inhabitants of New Zealand between the 
ages of seventeen and fifty-five, not exempted, are liable to serve in the Militia. Under section 28 (1), 
Defence Act, 1909, the whole or any part of the Militia may be called out in time of war by Procla- 
mation, and, when so called out, becomes a part of the Defence Forces. In so far as all males between 
the ages of seventeen and fifty-five can be called upon to serve in the Militia, all military bodies in 
New Zealand whose members are between the above-mentioned ages (e.g., Territorial Force, Reserve, 
General Training Section, and Rifle Clubs) would be included in the term “ Militia.” 

Separate provision exists under section 71 (1) of the Defence Amendment Act, 1912, for calling 
out the Territorial Force or any part thereof for active service without having recourse to section 28 (1) 
of the Defence Act, 1909, above referred to.

1 recommend, therefore, the “‘ area group” being termed the “ area” in future, any 
subdivisions of it being “‘sub-areas.” I have used these expressions throughout my report. 
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Inability for Service Abroad. 


5. Under section 26 (1), Defence Act, 1909, members of the Territorial Force may volunteer for 4 
special service outside New Zealand. 


Conditions of Service. 

6. Liability for service is as follows :— 

Senior Cadets—fourteen (or date of leaving school) to seventeen inclusive: four years in all. 

| 3Territorial Force—eighteen to twenty-four inclusive: seven years in all. 

Territorial Force Reserve—twenty-five to twenty-nine inclusive: five years in all. 
In posting men to units the wishes of individuals are considered as far as possible. 
Rates of pay are shown in Appendix III. All ranks in the Territorial Force draw pay for nine days 
only in each year. 

Men passed fit for service but not required for the Territorial Force are posted to a General 
Training Section. They are liable to be transferred to the Territorial Force up to thirty years of age.

The period of the annual camp for rural units is eleven days (exclusive of the days of arrival and 
departure) in lieu of the equivalent of the four extra days—.e., twenty drills. 

Physical training forms an important item in the syllabus of training, espec ially in the case of 
Senior Cadets. Boys under the age of fourteen receive physical training at school under arrangements 
made by the Kducation Department. 


War Organization. 


8. The military forces of New Zealand are organized for war into a field army and its reserves, 
coast-defence troops, and lines-of-communication troops. The field army is organized into two Mounted 
Rifle brigades (one in each Island) and two divisions (one in each Island). 

The composition and detail of the above are given in Appendix IV. Certain Headquarters units 
and divisional ammunition columns will have to be formed on mobilization. Otherwise all units required 
for the war organization are already raised.

10. In 1915 the Territorial Force will have reached 30,000, the peace establishment fixed by 
Parliament. After 1915 the Reserve will commence to fill.

In the establishment provision has been made in addition for 112 officers, 211 instructors (warrant 
and non-commissioned officers), 303 non-commissioned officers and men of the Royal New Zealand 
Artillery (a total of 626), and 81 civilians, to be maintained on a permanent footing as part of the 
Defence Forces. (See Appendix V.) 


Horses. 


11. Approximately 8,369 riding-horses, 9,239 draught and 1,029 pack animals will be required 
on mobilization. There are some 400,000 horses in New Zealand, of which about 40,000 are fit for 
riding purposes and 10,000 for draught and gun work. A list of suitable vehicles with horses is kept 
in each district. They may be taken under requisition. 


Mechanical Transport. 


12. Motor-cars and motor-lorries exist in the Dominion as follows: 4,066 motor-cars of various 
sorts, 136 motor-lorries, and 397 steam traction-engines. 

A Motor Reserve Corps is organized as a part of the Territorial Force. It numbers 74, each officer 
providing a car when required. 


Armament. 


13. The Field Artillery is completely equipped with modern 18-pr. field guns and 4-5in. howitzers. 
The latest type of gun has been ordered for the mountain battery. 

The Infantry is armed with the Lee-Enfield rifle. Sufficient rifles and carbines exist to arm the 
Territorial Force and its reserves. With few exceptions the Cadets are armed with the same rifle as 
the Citizen Forces. 

Mounted Rifle regiments and Infantry battalions are equipped with machine guns and pack trans- 
port for the same. 


Ammunition. 


14. The reserve of gun ammunition is complete for coast-defence guns in accordance with the 
recommendations of the Oversea Defence Committee. For field guns the reserve will shortly be com- 
plete. 

There is a sufficient war reserve of small-arm ammunition for the field army. Small-arm ammuni- 
tion is manufactured by the Colonial Ammunition Company, which has its works near Auckland. 
The factory is capable of doubling its present output in an emergency. 


Clothing and Equipment. 


15. The Territorial Force is clothed throughout in khaki serge of service pattern, manufactured 
in the Dominion. Hach Territorial soldier receives, on joining, one complete suit, a greatcoat, a hat, 
and a cap; no boots are issued. A reserve of clothing to meet the yearly quota of recruits is kept 
in store. The clothing contractors are prepared to increase their output tenfold in emergency. The 
Territorial Infantry are equipped with the web field service equipment; Mounted units use the 
bandolier leather equipment. Hach individual in the Mounted Rifles supplies his own saddlery ; there 
is no uniformity in pattern. 

The Cadets’ uniform consists of blouse and shorts of khaki serge with khaki hat and puttee stock- 
ings. They have a waist-belt and pouch. 


Instruction. 


16. The number of Permanent officers and non-commissioned officers who are available for instruc- 
tional duties is shown generally in Appendix V. 

A Headquarters Staff exercise is held annually for the benefit of senior officers, and a District 
Staff ride is held in each district annually. Musketry instruction is imparted by four expert instructors 
in musketry, one in each district.

Officers’ clubs are instituted in all the principal and many of the minor training centres. These 
exist mainly for instructional purposes. Lectures are given and war games held. 


Miscellaneous Military Institutions. 


17. (a.) Rifle Clubs, being part of the New Zealand Military Forces, are governed by the Military 
Regulations. They are 204 in number. 

Membership of a club is limited to fifteen as a minimum and one hundred as a maximum, con- 
sisting of (i) Ordinary members, (ii) honorary members, (iii) General Training Section attached. 

Ordinary members must not be more than fifty-five years of age, and are liable to serve as a 
secondary reserve in the Territorial Force. They must carry out the musketry course laid down. 
The General Training Section can do the training prescribed (para. 7) with the nearest Rifle Club. 

Rifles and spare parts are obtained from the Defence Department on very favourable terms. 

Each active member of a club is entitled to 150 rounds of ammunition, and 200 rounds more are 
obtainable at reduced rates. 

Members are carried free of cost on Government railways to and from rifle practice, and to 
approved rifle meetings up to 100 miles distance. 

The cost of existing Rifle Clubs is approximately £20,000 per annum. 

(b.) On the 31st March, 1914, there were 25,659 Senior Cadets, organized into 348 companies 
under Senior Cadet officers. The organization, administration, and training of all Senior Cadet com- 
panies is supervised by the Area Commander in whose area the company is situated. 

Excluding any expenses connected with their instruction, the cost of the Senior Cadets is approxi- 
mately £21,000 per annum. 

(c.) A National Reserve is in course of formation. Its membership is voluntary, and includes all 
who are no longer hable for service in time of peace and who have served in a naval, military, quasi- 
military, or police capacity, or who belong to any organization—e.g., the St. John Ambulance Associa- 
tion—which could render useful service in time of war. No uniform is worn. 

(d.) In time of war the Public Health Department undertakes to receive the sick and wounded 
in the general hospitals. An Army Nursing Service is in process of formation, the Matron-in-Chief 
being the Assistant Inspector- -General of the Public Health Department. “It will consist of qualified 
nurses willing to undertake the nursing of the sick in time of war in hospitals and under control of the 
Medical Officers of the New Zealand Medical ( orps. 

(e.) The Dominion Rifle Association exists for the encouragement of rifle shooting in the Dominion. 
It receives an annual grant from the Government. :;

II. Martyn FEeatTuRES OF THE EXISTING SCHEME. 
The Influence of Peace. 


20. All military institutions should be built so as to be as peace-proof as possible: if they are 
to stand the strain of war it is essential that they should offer no foothold to the steady sapping and 
mining of politics. Under modern conditions the aspirant to public service can only get there by 
being in the majority, and that majority are attracted by things which catch the eye, but are repelled 
by any technicality. A mass of inadequately trained men may impress an electorate very favourably ; 
it is difficult, nay, almost hopeless, to enthuse them by the purchase of rifle ranges. Forts reassure 
the city during perilous times, but once the danger has passed it is discovered that big guns break 
window- panes. Then in due course the practice is “discontinued, and the guns, though they may appear 
unchanged, have lost the best part of their value—namely, the skill and self-confidence of the men 
who stand behind them. Let peace only endure and these same sort of sentiments extend at last to the 
personnel. A cautious administrator appeals to the representatives of the people more than a leader 
of character and boldness. So at last we reach the final stage when great commands are given to 
“ good peace Generals.”’ Military institutions have then become a name, an illusion. Actually they 
will have ceased to exist. 


Study of War-conditions essential. 


21. Such are the lessons of experience, and they teach us that the foundations of the military 
institutions of a country should be so well and truly laid upon the rock of reality that the upper stories 
of the building shall offer the maximum resistance to the disintegrating forces which are certain, as 
time goes on, to try persistently to undermine them. The moment war-conditions are lost sight of 
the mind of the nation will begin to suffer from dangerous illusions. Especially is this the case where 
the form taken by defence is that of a national Militia. Here there is no room for peace commanders, 
peace soldiers, or peace systems. The time devoted to training is so limited and students of war are 
so few that all classes, civilians as well as militiamen, are bound to quit the rails of efficiency the moment 
the system practised in peace ceases to be a war system pure and simple. 

e 


Responsibility of the Soldier. 


22. Hence it comes that a weighty burden of responsibility must ever rest upon the shoulders of 
the military chief or chiefs charged with the direction of the affairs of a citizen army. The position 
demands some of the intuitions of statesmanship, as well as a competent grasp of the true meanings of 
war. There must be quickness to comprehend the limitations imposed by political and social factors ; 
temper and self-restraint to enable parleys to be conducted with the faddist and the miser. For lack 
of such quickness and such temper brave soldiers pitchforked suddenly into high place in the councils 
of a democracy may in less than no time undo all the hard work of their predecessors. Theoretically 
the blunt*soldier asks for perfectionfand accepts’nothing less. Actually he gets just as much as he can, 
by his own pertinacity and enthusiasm, coax from the pockets of his employers.

Nature of Test applied. 


23. Passing from principles to particulars, I conceive it to be my primary duty to the Government 
of New Zealand to report on the success or otherwise attained by the military authorities of the Do- 
minion in producing in peace a machine which has in all respects its exact analogue in war. Therefore 
I shall proceed to apply the war test to everything connected with the Citizen Forces—their organiza- 
tion, their administration, the Territorial arrangements, the daily routine of office-work, as well: as the 
supremely important question of training and instruction. My comparatively brief sojourn in New 
Zealand has at least had this advantage—it has involved the simultaneous embodiment of every military 
unit in the country, and has enabled me to inspect large bodies of Cadets drawn together from wide 
areas at the very identical time when the whole of the Citizen Forces were actually under arms in camp. 
The possibility of making the same permanent instructional Staff march across the inspectional stage 
with the Cadets one day and with the troops the next was absolutely precluded. Accordingly, the 
military machine in New Zealand has been subjected to a severer trial than that of any portion of the 
Empire ever inspected by me. The elements themselves seem to have leagued themselves with me 
in adding some of the genuine discomforts of war to my mimic campaigns. The town-bred lads especial’ y 
must have often thought wistfully of their happy little homes when the tempest howled around their 
frail shelters of canvas ; when the icy rain penetrated everything and every one; when the mud waxed 
deeper and ever more adhesive. Actual mobilization would, in fact, have made no greater demands 
either on the energies of the military authorities or on the pluck and good temper of the rank and file. 


Result of the Test. 


24. I may as well admit straight away that the machine has stood the racket. One or two little 
jars there have been—of so much every one who reads the papers is aware. The land forces of New 
Zealand are not perfect, or anywhere near perfect. In some respects development may be backward. 
But at least I am able to report, broadly, that the progress made during the past three years, in giving 
shape'to a real national army in New Zealand, has been singularly rapid. Further, in my opinion, the 
general lines on which the organization and training of the Citizen Force, and of the Cadets, have been 
laid down are sound. Here and there I shall, later on, propose readjustments, but the changes suggested 
are such as can readily be effected without radically altering any existing institutions. Unquestionably 
there is a good prospect of a practical war machine, and one admirably suited to the needs of home 
defence, being ultimately produced. That this is so is due every wit as much to the patriotism of the 
people as to the wisdom of the military authorities. 


The Cadets. 


25. Of the Cadet system it is hard to speak in terms which may not appear exaggerated. For the 
moment I am concerned only with the moral and physical effect of Cadet training on the boyhood of 
the nation. Its military aspect, as a substitute for recruit training, I deal with again later in my 
report. 

I have spared no pains to ascertain the views of those best entitled to form a judgment on this 
most vital subject. I have discussed it at length with politicians of both parties in the State; with 
employers of labour ; with schoolmasters ; with the clergy of every denomination; and last, but not 
least, with dozens of Cadets themselves, and, whenever and wherever I could catch them, with their 
mothers. I have not heard one single adverse opinion from the mouth of a live New-Zealander, though, 
from the numbers of disapproving letters I have received, there must be a minority which makes up 
for its want of dimension by a radium-like activity. No: amongst all the people I have met there 
seemed to be a consensus of opinion that the system is wholly beneficial, not to the boys alone but also 
in its wider national aspect. If the working men and women of Scotland could have participated in 
my Cadet inspection through Otago Province (verily a smaller Scotland) ; if the fathers and mothers 
of the poorer children of London, Birmingham, Manchester, and Liverpool could only have been present 
at my Cadet parades in Canterbur y Province and in the North Island—could they have done this and 
have shared with me the joy of seeing so many keen happy faces, so many bodies in the pink of 
physical condition—I know they would not permit their rulers to deny to their own sons one day longer 
the same privileges that the boys of Australia, New Zealand, and South Africa are now enjoying. 


Economic Aspect of the Schenie. 


26. A striking feature of the military system in New Zealand lies in its economical working. This 
I attribute in a large measure to a strict observance of the Militia principle throughout the constitution 
of the Force. Not a single professional officer or non-commissioned officer appears to be employed 
whose services, with due regard to efficiency, could possibly be dispensed with. The Permanent nuclei, 
which form part of the Garrison and Field Artillery units, are cheap and excellent substitutes for the 
Permanent units employed elsewhere as a means of imparting artillery instruction. New Zealand 
owes much to those who had both the prescience to inaugurate an experiment of this nature, and the 
boldness to carry it through to a logical conclusion. 


Detachment of Instructors from Units. 


27. The same prescience is observable in the domain of military instruction. The detachment of 
the Permanent instructor from the Mounted Rifles and Infantry unit, and his attachment to the 
Territorial area, does not come to me altogether as a novelty. This feature formed part of Lord 
Kitchener’s original proposalr The New Zealand Army, however, is remarkable for the thoroughness 


( 
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with which this separation of the instructor from the unit has been effected, and any one who remembers 
the old Volunteer system and the limpet-like devotion with which the unit then hung on to the skirts 
of its Permanent Staff must realize that this achievement has not been attained without considerable 
firmness on the part of the higher authorities. 


Result of such Detachment. 


As a consequence, the bulk of the Permanent instructors are available for the training of the 
Cadets, as well as of the Citizen Force, and I have good reason to suppose that the interests of the 
Cadet in this connection are adequately safeguarded. Had not some such arrangement obtained, the 
large and very creditable Cadet parades I witnessed during the first fortnight of my visit would have 
been impossible. These parades were organized by Area Commanders and Permanent instructors, 
and, as I have already stated, they took place at a time when the whole Citizen Force was embodied. 
In any other Citizen Force I have inspected, the bulk of the instructors would at such a moment have 
been out with the Territorial Force. The economy of this system, from a purely financial standpoint, 
is self-evident. With its effect on the units of the fighting arms I deal later on in my report. 


Departmental Corps. 


29. I must conclude my preliminary review of the military institutions of New Zealand by a special 
reference to the Railway battalions and the Post and Telegraph Corps. These bodies form a brilliant 
object-lesson in the keenness of the nation to help in solving the problem of defence. With compara- 
tively little assistance from the military authorities, save in the matter of uniform, arms, and equip- 
ment, two great State Departments have set to work in real practical fashion to organize themselves 
for war. As a result, with a minimum of cost to the State, two bodies of highly skilled experts have 
been added to the establishment—assets of the utmost military value. A splendid example indeed. 
May every portion of the Empire recognize its full significance. 


III. HEADQUARTERS ORGANIZATION. 
Responsibility of the Commander. 


30. In New Zealand the functions of command and of military organization are combined in one 
man—the General Officer Commanding the Forces. Such is the theory, and such also is the practice. 
One man is responsible to the Minister “of Defence for the training of the troops and their discipline, for 
the Territorial recruiting organization, and for the efficiency of coast defences, and the same man is 
answerable to the Treasury for the correct expenditure of every pound voted by Parliament for military 
purposes. 

The same system goes right through the organization. Hach District Commander is similarly 
responsible for all financial as well as military arrangements within his own district. The reality of this 
responsibility has forcibly been brought to notice within the last month. Two District Commanders 
have had their pay stopped by the Treasury because certain vouchers due from their districts were 
not forthcoming. 

The justification for so sharp and painful a rap over the knuckles may seem to the civilian clear 
enough. It is intended to make the Commanders realize and live up to the serious financial responsi- 
bility which overhangs them from the cradle of their appointment to its grave. But does the punish- 
ment really meet the crime—v.e., does it produce the best military results? What are these results ? 
Why, naturally enough, that Distriet Commanders are becoming more and more immersed in adminis- 
trative detail. The pounds shillings and pence are receiving the closest possible attention—so close, 
indeed that hardly a moment remains available to attend to those purely military duties which are the 


sole object of all this vast expenditure. 


Command and Financial Responsibility. 


31. “ We strongly hold that the training and preparation of His Majesty’s Forces for war should 
be the first and, as far as possible, the undivided duty of General Officers Commanding-in-Chief. 
The principle of the division of training from administration, which we have sought to apply through- 
out our scheme, appears to us to be fundamental.” These words, taken from the report of the Esher 
Committee published i in 1904, are but an echo of the Duke of Wellington’ s protest before a Royal Com- 
mission seventy years earlier, that ** The Commander-in-Chief has, and can have, nothing whatever 
to say to finance.” In Great Britain to-day the principle is fully accepted that the administrative 
officer has a personal responsibility in financial matters which the commander does not share. In 
Germany, and in most modern armies, the same principle holds good. 


Incidence of Financial Responsibility. 

32. After examining most carefully into the working of the military machine in New Zealand 
both at Headquarters and in districts, and after conferring with the Auditor-General and the heads 
of the Treasury, I feel convinced that many advantages will be gained if a system can be devised whereby 
commanders of troops, from the General Officer Commanding the Forces downwards, can be relieved 
in some measure of the financial responsibility now resting on their shoulders. In Australia, where 
conditions are in many respects analogous to those in New Zealand, I had to face a similar problem, 
and I arrived at the definite conclusion that its only solution lay in bringing the financial and the 
administrative branches of the Army together, as a Department, under one head, on whom and on whose 
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representatives in districts full financial responsibility should in future be imposed. I earnestly recom- 
mend the adoption of a somewhat similar system in New Zealand. In my report on the Australian 
Forces, recently published in Melbourne, I have stated at length both the principles involved in this 
system and the conclusions to which their application necessarily leads.* 

I will now briefly restate those conclusions :— 

(a.) In all armies, and especially in Militia armies, the Commanders of troops should be freed from 
financial responsibility, and so placed in a position to devote themselves wholly to their military duties. 

(b.) Financial responsibility should therefore be transferred to the men who, in war, will have 
to feed and supply the army with all its needs. 

(c.) Inasmuch as such men form an integral part of a war machine, they must in all grades have 
full military status and military rank. 

(d.) The business branch of an army, which necessarily includes a finance section, must be 
homogeneous throughout, its officers and men forming part of one corps. 

(e.) The organization of the business branch, and the appointment, promotion, and distribution 
of its personnel, are matters which, subject to the authority of the General Officer Commanding the 
Forces, should be left as much as possible to the head of the branch. 

(f.) The instruction of the officers and men of the corps must, from the start, be specialized mainly 
on business lines, only so much military education being added as will enable its members to fulfil 
military requirements with intelligence. 

(g.) Last, but not least, the chain of responsibility in matters of finance and accounting must 
run within the business branch itself, and Commanders of troops should have no share in this 
responsibility. 

Formation of such a Branch. 


33. The chief of the business branch would be, under the British nomenclature, the Quartermaster- 
General to the Forces, and the heads of departmental sections working under him at Headquarters 
and in districts would be termed Assistant Quartermaster-Generals and Deputy Assistant Quarter- 
master-Generals. The business branch as a whole might, again on the British analogy, be styled the 
Army Service Corps. 

The rank and status of the Quartermaster-General should be in proportion to the importance of 
his duties. Assuming that the General Officer Commanding the Forces is a Major-General, the Quarter- 
master-General might suitably be given Brigadier- General’s rank. In matters of rank, as in all else, 
the due subordination of the administrative branch to the executive head should be adequately 
safeguarded. 


Its Instruction. 


34. It is desirable that the Quartermaster-General should be left a free hand to determine the 
technical instruction of his subordinates, the examinations they should undergo, and the method of 
reporting on their fitness for promotion. Their military instruction and efficiency are, however, — 
matters which, under the Commander, should be attended to by the General Staff. In particular, 
administrative officers should be encouraged to take part in Staff exercises, the service of supply, 
transport, accommodation, and payment of the troops in war being fully elaborated on these occasions. 
But in a Militia army the military instruction of men whose primary concern is with administration 
can easily be pushed too far. For instance, it would be unnecessary to insist on officers of the Quarter- 
master-General’s branch passing the usual examination of tactical fitness for command. 


Relation of Adnanistrative Officers to Commanders. 


35. The relations of the Quartermaster-General, and of his representatives in districts, with the 
Commanders of troops require to be defined. First and foremost, they are Staff Officers just as much 
as are officers of the General Staff, or Assistant Adjutants-General and Deputy Assistant Adjutants- 
General, and in that capacity they are agents who are bound to carry out the Commander’s wishes 
whatever they may be. It is only when the Commander’s wishes clash with the Financial Regulations, 
or with principles of economy, that the administrative officer's personal responsibility makes itself felt. 
In such an event it is his duty to point out to the Commander either that his proposed action is 
financially irregular, or that the intended procedure is economically unsound. 


Overruling an Administrative Officer. 


36. In the last resource—in war, or in any grave emergency—the Commander of the troops may 
always elect, at his own risk, to overrule the financial objection of his administrative officer. But as, 
by doing so, he would himself have to accept the fullest financial responsibility, it may fairly be assumed 
that this power would very rarely be exercised. Were it exercised, the administrative officer whose 
financial responsibility would thus be interfered with should have the right of direct reference to his 
own administrative chef. Both the power of overruling and the right of representation should be 
embodied in the * Regulations for the Military Forces of the Dominion of New Zealand ” if the new 
system is instituted. 


The Quartermaster-General’s Position. 


37. Under the system I advocate, the Quartermaster-General would become the (in the Treasury 
sense) ‘‘ accounting officer ”’ of the Defence Department, and the responsibility resting on him in this

{ For proposals for the formation of such a corps see Appendix VII, 
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capacity, and through him on his subordinates, is fully defined by Treasury Regulations. This respon- 
sibility cannot be shared by the Commander of troops, who would not therefore be compelled to take 
any cognisance of such matters as contracts, accounts, vouchers, or detailed estimates. His place 
would be with his troops rather than on his office- stool. Policy once determined by a Commander 
after consultation with his business adviser, he had far better leave that officer a free hand in the matter 
of ways and means. It is a consequence of the proposed system that communications on matters of 
accounts, audit, &c., with the Treasury and with the Auditor-General should be conducted by the 
Quartermaster-General. 


He is not concerned with the War Policy. 


38. As a general rule the Quartermaster-General would not be concerned with policy, either in 
war or in peace. In all that directly concerns war the General Staff is, under the Commander, respon- 
sible for the initiation of policy. For example, it is for the Chief of the General Staff to advise whether 
a new work is required for coast defence, and how it should be armed. Also at manceuvres, and in 
the field, the control of operations is, in the fullest sense, the business of the General Staff. The 
Quartermaster-General is, however, the man who more than any other has to find the means for giving 
effect to policy. In peace it rests with him to demonstrate the financial effect of any given policy, 
and in war the part played by the great administrative services, for which he is responsible, will affect 
in an important degree the strategy of every campaign. It is unlikely, therefore, that his advice can 
be neglected where matters of policy are under discussion. 


Nor with Peace Policy. 

39. Peace policy is par excellence an attribute of the Adjutant-General, for peace policy is, as a 
rule, primarily a matter of officers and men. The provision of personnel, the establishments of an 
army, its distribution in peace, as well as all that concerns the interests of the individual, are 
essentially the Adjutant-General’s business. If, for example, new units are to be raised, or existing 
ones abolished, it is for the Adjutant-General to advise how and where these operations can best be 
effected. Administration must in such cases wait on policy. Only too often money has been wasted 
on buildings,.storehouses, &c., owing to too hasty action on the part of administrative branches. 

Similarly, the Adjutant-General’s responsibility for regulating the establishments of an army as 
a whole must be adequately safeguarded. This responsibility should extend as much to the establish- 
ments and the emoluments of the Quartermaster-General’s branch as to those of the rest of the army. 
Only so can a well-balanced machine be ultimately produced. Without central control of this nature 
there is always a danger of some one branch or service being, as regards numbers, terms of service, 
and rates of pay, unduly favoured as compared with the rest of the ar my, and discontent is certain 
to be caused in consequence. 


His Relations with other Branches. 


40. In one other respect the relations of the Quartermaster-General to the other branches of the 
Staff require clear definition. He will have to account for all money expended in the interest of 
training as well as of personnel, in spite of the fact that these are matters with which the Chief of the 
General Staff and the Adjutant-General are immediately concerned. His position as Accountant 
would not, however, justify the Quartermaster-General in dictating to his colleagues on such matters, 
still less in acting as their hostile critic. His role rather should be to assist them by all means in his 
power, both economically and in the interpretation of Treasury Regulations, to discharge the duty 
entrusted to them by the Commander. He should place freely at their disposal what assistance they 
require in framing their estimates, and at intervals he should keep them informed of the state of their 
account. 


An Illustration. 


The relations which ought to obtain between two branches of the staff can best be explained 
by an illustration. Under the ‘War Office system at Home a grant is annually placed by the Army 
Council at the disposal of the General Officers Commanding-in- Chief in commands to be expended by 
them on training to the best advantage.* As soon as the amount of the grant is notified to a 
command, the General Staff officer at once roughs out a general scheme of training for the year, and 
takes the instructions of the General Officer C ommanding on it. When he has approved it in principle, 
a formal conference takes place between the General Staff officer and the officer in ch varge of adminis- 
tration, and ways and means are discussed. As a result the programme may have to be curtailed 
or altered in points of detail. Agreement having been reached, the programme is formally submitted 
to the Commander by the General Staff officer and is ultimately approved by him. Henceforward 
the expenditure of, and accounting for, the grant rests with the administrative officer, who is respon- 
sible that it is not overspent. He keeps the General Staff officer informed, from time to time, of the 
state of his account as the financial year progresses, and that officer cuts his coat by the amount of 
cloth still in hand. This arrangement, as I know from personal experience, works to the complete 
satisfaction of all concerned. 





* | repeat here in New Zealand what I stated in my Australian report: 1 strongly advocate money for education 
and training, outside the statutory camp training, being entrusted to the Chief of the General Staff in the form of a block 
training grant which he might allocate as he thinks fit. This plan has proved most successful at Home, and 25 per 
cent. better value is obtained from the block grant than from the same sum of money meticulously apportioned under 
different headings. Officers and men are ready to make considerable pecuniary sacrifices if they know that the training 
grant gains by their self-abnegation. 
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Definition of Responsibility at Headquarters. 

42. Definition of responsibility is the basis of sound administration, and as between the officers 
at Headquarters responsibility can best be defined by the vote, or votes, that each is called on to 
administer. Broadly, the peace duties of the Chief of the General Staff, of the Adjutant-General, and 
of the Quartermaster-General respectively may, as regards expenditure, be classified under the separate 
heads of training, personnel, and supply. The allocation of votes as shown in Appendix VIII would 
set at rest any doubts which may now exist as to where the responsibility of each branch of the Staff 
begins and ends. It would certainly be convenient if, in future, Army estimates could be prepared 
in three votes only, corresponding with the functions ascribed to the three branches of the Staff. 


Proposed Headquarters Organization. 


43. In Appendix VIII the proposed organization at Headquarters is described in detail, including 
the distribution of duties assigned to each branch of the Staff. The Director of Ordnance and the 
Director of Accounts, who figure in the existing organization (Appendix I) have disappeared,* and 
in future the General Officer Commanding the Rares should have only three heads of Staff branches 
to deal with instead of five, as is now the case. The duties now assigned to the Director of Ordnance 
and the Director of Accounts should be distributed between the other branches of the Staff and the 
various Inspectors. No increase of clerical staff at Headquarters should be necessary. 


The Inspectors. 


44. A word is necessary as to the position and functions of these Inspectors. Their duties of 
inspection should extend to stores of all kinds, books, accounts, &c., as well as to personnel and 
animals. But inspection should not be regarded as their sole funeeion They must be instructors 
as well, and therefore they should be regarded as available for any military duties which the General 
Officer Commanding the Forces may assign to them. Their reports should be rendered directly to 
him. Moreover, in beech mien matters they should be the recognized advisers of the various branches 
of the Staff. 


Summary of the System proposed. 


45. In conclusion, I desire to emphasize the fact that the organization I have proposed is 
essentially a war organization. It is modelled on the staff system evolved by Wellington during 
nearly five years of warfare in the Peninsula and in France ; it reproduces as closely as circumstances 
permit, with due regard to economy, the system laid doy for war in the Field Service Regulations ; 
it should render easy the training of officers in peace for the specific functions they would have to 
carry out in the field ; it frees Commanders of troops of all financial responsibility, and of the anxiety 
that such responsibility entails, especially for men who have had no commercial training; it leaves 
them free to devote themselves to the troops under their command, instead of for ever sitting in their 
offices: finally, it should in time produce a type of military administrator who, to the instincts and 
the training of the business man, should add a sufficiency of military knowledge. 


IV. District anD AREA ORGANIZATION. 
Work effected in the Area.t 


46. The area is the basis of the whole military structure. It is here that the registration of those 
liable for military service takes place ; and from the moment a boy is registered as a Cadet until, asia 
man, he is passed fit to take his place in the ranks of the Territorial Horces the area is his military ie: 
[ote as a Reservist, he again comes under the Area Commander, or, should he not be embodied in the 
Territorial Force, he will, as a member of the General Training Section, remain constantly under his 
control. Therefore it is specially desirable that the personal record of every man still liable to nulitary 
service, whether he belongs to a Territorial unit or not, should be filed and maintained in a “ record 
office’ established at area headquarters. 


Dual Nature of Area-work. 

47. The work of an area divides itself sharply into two categories, viz.: (a) Record work, (6) Depot 
duties. Both functions may, for convenience’ sake, be vested in the same officer, but the diatinesan 
between them should be clearly defined, as it might be necessary at any time to separate them and 
entrust them to different individuals. 

The Area Commander—that is to say, the senior Permanent officer present in an area—commands 
every one in it who is called up for training or service but is not embodied in a Territorial unit. His 
responsibility is to the District Commander. 

The Officer in Charge of Records, on the other hand, exercises his authority as an agent of the 
Adjutant-General at Army Headquarters, to whom he is directly responsible. He is not an executive 
officer, and may accordingly be senior in rank to the area officer without prejudicing in any way the 
latter’s status as a Commander. 


The Record Office. 


48. In the Imperial Army the Record Office as an institution is a product of the South African 
War. In my Australian report I have explained the need for it and the sort of work it has to carry

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on. (See Appendix IX.) Briefly, the Record Office is the place where a man’s personal documents are 
kept ; where all information regarding his military career is recorded no matter where he may be serving. 
whether in peace or in war and to ‘which all i inquiries regarding him should normally be addressed. 

The Officer in Charge of Records is the person who deals with individuals—Territorials, Reservists, 
Greneral Training Section, Rifle Club members, and Cadets—in their civilian capacity. They come under 
military command only after he has called them out for service or training. He, more than any one 
else, should get into touch with the educational and Civil authorities and invoke their aid in matters 
of registration, changes of address, &c. (See Appendix XI.) 


Personal Records. 


49. The existing duplicate record-book can, if a good deal of irrelevant matter is excluded, be 
easily adapted for use in Record Offices. One such book will have to be maintained there for every 
Cadet and citizen soldier liable for service in the Territorial Force. No record-books need be retained 
with units. 

The record-books now in the possession of Cadets and serving soldiers appear to be of little value. 
In many cases they are not up to date; in some instances they are not even forthcoming. The 
work they entail is out of all relation to their usefulness, and I recommend their abolition in their present 
shape. Accurate information regarding a man’s service can, if wanted, be obtained at any moment from 
his Record Office. 

On the completion of the citizen soldier’s liability for service he might appropriately be presented 
with his record-book as a memento of his service. 

as 


Statistical Returns. 


50. Statistics affecting personnel should be made up in the Record Office. The Officer in Charge 
of Records is the man who is at all times in touch with those liable for service within an area. He 
records their addresses, postings and transfers out of or into his area, and, being where and what he is. 
he is sure, sooner or later, to get news of any casualty that occurs. He 1s, therefore, at all times in a 
better position than any one else to report accurately as to the actual strength of Cadets, General 
Training Section, and Reservists, as well as of the units, or parts of units, which recruit in an area. 

Statistical returns are, as a rule, required for use in the Adjutant-General’s department at Head- 
quarters, and unless there is any special reason for District Headquarters seeing them, they should 
invariably be sent from the Record Office directly to Army Headquarters. (See Appendix X.) 


Record Offices directly under the Adjutant-General. 


51. On principle, the supervision of Record Offices should be undertaken by the Adjutant-General 
himself, or by a deputy of his, and correspondence between Record Offices and Army Headquarters 
should, in all matters, be as direct as possible. Any intervening authority is superfluous. For instance, 
supposing some complicated question affecting an individual’s registration, or exemption from service, 
arises, which for some reason or other the Officer in Charge of Records cannot himself decide, it is 
pretty certain that no one other than the Adjutant- General himself can give a definite ruling on the 
point. Reference on such a subject to or through a district office would “be a meaningless formality. 
It represents so-many postage-stamps unnecessarily expended, and so-much energy wasted. 


Record Offices on Mobilization. 


52. On mobilization, the calling-up of Reservists and men of the General Training Section for 
service and training would be effected in the Record Office. Forms for this purpose should be kept 
ready filled in in peace. Notices to Territorial soldiers to jom their units for training and on 
mobilization should also be sent out by the Officer in Charge of Records, who should be kept Sosa 
of changes of address within the area. He will send to units the names of men who have been 
exempted from training by order of a Magistrate. 

Record-work is of a highly specialized nature, and Record Office clerks, provided they are efficient, 
should on no account be transferred to other duties on or after mobilization. 


Depot Duties. 

53. For purposes of command and training an area is in a sense a depot, of which every Cadet 
and every citizen soldier not actually embodied in a unit forms a part. The duties of a Depot 
Commander are the same all the world over. He clothes, arms, equips, feeds (if necessary), and trains 
all individuals brought under his command. These, then, are the chief duties that the Area Commander 
has to perform, both in peace and in war, as regards Cadets, recruits, General Training Section, and 
Reservists. In peace he supervises the instruction and training of these men. In war he must keep 
units in the field supplied with the batches of trained men required to replace losses and wastage. The 
necessary machinery for this purpose should be carefully elaborated in peace. 


* Unit Command. 


54. Commanders of Territorial units are responsible to their Brigadier, and, through him, to the 
District Commander. They are in no sense under the orders of ttle: Area Commander. They must 
supply the Record Office or Offices concerned with any information regarding individuals— e.g., 
promotions, reductions, &¢ ue may be needed, such information being conveyed as a rule by means 
of regimental orders. In turn the Record Office will keep them Peto ed., of any postings to or transfers 
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from their unit. Seeing, therefore, that units will in future be relieved of all responsibility in connection 
with record-books and statistical returns, the clerical work carried out in their orderly-rooms should, 
during the non-training period. be extremely limited. Moreover, if recruit training is effected wholly 
under the supervision of the Area Commander, and if responsibility for the instruction of the trained 
soldier rests, during most of the year, entirely with squadron and company commanders, it follows 
that the servicés of a Permanent Adjutant and of a Permanent sergeant-major will only occasionally 
be required at times other than during the annual camp. 


af 
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Quartermaster-General’s Duties with a Unit. 


55. There remains to be considered the duties in which the Quartermaster-General to the Forces 
is primarily interested. The selection and appointment of non-commissioned officers to act as quarter- 
master-sergeants should be vested in him, and he should ensure that unit commanders have at their 
disposal men capable of assisting them in looking after the stores for which they themselves are held 
responsible. 1am glad to find that in present circumstances unit and Area Commanders deal directly 
with the Quartermaster-General’s department on all matters which concern that department. Equip- 
ment and store indents, store accounts, returns of ammunition expended, and all documents of a 
similar nature should continue to be sent straight from the unit to the departmental officer, and, vice 
versa, without passing through any intervening office. 


Brigade Command. 


56. The only correspondence, therefore, between units and District Headquarters which need 
pass through a Brigade Office is that connected with the work with the Chief of the General Staff, and 
of the Adjutant-General, less Record Office work. In existing circumstances a Brigadier is kept in touch 
with the training of his brigade, with disciplinary questions, and with the promotion and appointment 
of officers from ( ‘aptain’ s rank upwards: but this is about all he should be troubled with, and if Brigade 
Office correspondence is kept within these limits one non-commissioned officer should amply suffice 
to deal with it, and he should still have plenty of spare time wherein to assist in the instructional or 
clerical work of an area. 

Staff Available for Area-work. 


57. Many new duties, both clerical and instructional, will, under my proposals, be imposed on the 
area. On the other hand, certain existing returns can be considerably reduced, both in volume and in 
frequency of rendering. (Appendix X.) Further, under my proposals i in this section and in Section V 
the services of officers and sergeant-majors now detailed for duty with brigades and units should, 
during most of the year, be available for work in areas and sub-areas. In this way I estimate that, 
without any increase in the existing establishment, there should be at least three officers and about 
eight non-commissioned officers available for instructional and record-work in each area. It should be 
for the District Commander to determine when and how often during the year the services of the 
Permanent instructors should be placed at the disposal of Brigadiers and unit commanders for duty 
as Brigade Majors and Adjutants. 


Tistrict, Headquarters. 


58. Under the suggestions I have set forth the position of a District Commander should, in future, 
be very different from what it has been. Relieved of financial responsibility, and of the supervision of 
Record Office work, he will be at liberty to apply his mind to broad questions of policy and to the train- 
ing carried out in the units and the areas under his command. Policy once settled, the Quartermaster- 
General’s representative in the district should be left a free hand in providing ways and means. Outside 
of the Quartermaster-General’s sphere of action, all clerical work at District Headquarters should be 
confined within the narrowest possible limits. 

The work of the Adjutant-General, if his branch is not directly represented at District Headquarters, 
should be dealt with by the General Staff Officer. 


Identity of System in Peace and War. 


59. The system of district and area organization foreshadowed in the previous paragraphs is essen- 
tially a war system. Under it no sort of office-work is left with a unit that can possibly be dealt with 
in a stationary office. Responsibility for record-work, for depot and unit command, and for the com- 
mand and training of Reservists and of the General Training Section is accurately defined, and both the 
incidence of responsibility and the necessary machinery remain the same in war as in peace. The 
channels of all kinds of correspondence are regulated by war conditions, and superfluous post-offices 
are altogether avoided. Above all, Commanders of troops are, as far as is compatible with efficiency 
and economy, left free to exercise their purely military duties. To a Citizen Army thus prepared war 
will come not as a strange, incredible event demanding all sorts of frantic expedients and extravagant 
improvizations. No; to them it will merely be an affair of putting ball cartridge into their rifles instead 
of the customary blank. 


V. Tur TRAINING oF A CrTIzEN ARMY. z 
Principles and Methods. 


60. In a country like New Zealand, where the people, though warlike, are unversed in military 
tradition, where a Citizen Army is actually in process of creation, and where the electorates are so 
quick and so thoroughly alive to their responsibilities, it is especially desirable that all classes of the 
community should be given an opportunity of grasping at least the essential points of questions they 
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and, in the last resort, they alone can decide. Not only should the principles underlying military 
training and military organization be submitted to their consideration, but examples drawn from 
other parts of the world should be adduced so that they may easily follow the methods by which those 
principles have elsewhere been put into practice. I propose, then, to disclose in simple terms the 
principles underlying training, and to discuss certain methods of applying them. 


Individual and Unit Training. 
Military traimimg may be classified under two distinct headings :— 
(a.) The instruction of the individual officer, non-commissioned officer, and soldier ; 
(b.) The instruction of the squadron, company, regiment, battery, or battalion, and of the 
larger bodies—e.g., brigades and divisions. 

The fighting efficiency of an army depends mainly on the amount of sympathy, experience, and 
enthusiasm which has been put into the training of its individual components. Second only in 
importance to the education of the individual comes the practice, under war conditions, of the units 
and higher formations. 


Individual Training. 


62. In every country the training of the individual is guided, both as regards matter and form, 
by specialists who stand altogether apart from the units themselves. Se hools and classes for officers 
and non-commissioned efficent are formed at convenient centres where instruction is given in a variety 
of military subjects. Here the student acquires knowledge to be imparted, later on, to his men. 
Here sometimes, too, amongst Anglo-Celtic communities, he has been known to absorb false ideas as 
to principles, and heretical notions as to methods, owing to the want of grip upon doctrine shown by 
the central authority. 

On the Continent of Europe the training of the recruit is, it is true, conducted by regimental 
officers and non-commissioned officers at the headquarters of the unit. But this system cannot hold good 
in war, and recruit training is then of necessity carried out in depots, or in reserve units, apart from 
the fighting unit in the field. In England, in the United States of North America, and in Switzer- 
land, the system of depot training for recruits obtains to a large extent in peace as well as in war. 


Recruit Training. 
63. In all serious armies a standard of efficiency in drill, musketry, and other vital subjects Is 
laid down by regulation. ‘To this the recruit must attain before he can be regarded as being in anv 


sense a “ trained soldier.” In one army the standard may be a high one, in hnother it may be low ; 
but, whatever it may be, i is univer sally applied. Otherwise, the war value of an army would remain 


unknown. The General might be a man of genius, his Staff erudite, his regimental officers bold: but. 
where no standard of training has been ekacked from the rank and file, there the army could not face 
the battle ordeal with Fa oat: In an army whose officers obtain their commissions through the 


ranks, the after-effects of recruit training make themselves felt, in a special degree, throughout the 
entire military edifice. The man educated in a faulty school is so handicapped in his future career 
that only in very exceptional cases does he emerge as a competent officer—unless, indeed, war comes 
to give him the best of all educations whilst his character is still plastic enough to receive the genuine 
lesson and to forget all the old bad teaching. 


Value of Squadron and Company Training. 

64. Squadron or company training brings Commanders into touch with their subordinates, very 
much to the mutual advantage of both. Here officers and non-commissioned officers learn to make 
practical application of the knowledge they have acquired at their classes, and become the recognized 
instructors of men already prepared by their work as recruits to profit by such tuition. Here, by 
degrees, the Captain, subaltern, sergeant, or corporal becomes, each in his own sphere, the recognized 
leader, guide, enlightener of his men. Here, in short, the Commander obtains that ascendency over 
the minds of the youth of the land which engenders discipline—a word of excessively bad repute 
amongst a certain small section of the public. 

But what, after all, is this modern discipline ? In a country like New Zealand the men join the 
ranks full of good will and anxiety to acquit themselves well in the performance of a duty demanded 
of them by the State. The officers and non-commissioned officers are at least equally anxious to show 
them how best to achieve this same national purpose. Gradually, mutual esteem, and very probably 
affection, are evolved out of the relationship of eager master and willing pupil. The two are knit 
together more and more closely by the generous warmth of feeling consequent on working for a purely 
unselfish object. There is no money in it. If the Commander sweats the subordinate, that sort of 
sweat does not go to make the Commander fat. On the contrary, he is bound in honour to sweat 
himself at least twice as much as his men. The rank and file (the workers) recognize these truths 
instinctively and very quickly, although they may be for long, and perhaps for ever, hidden from the 
spectacles of learned but ungenerous sophists. They learn to trust their instructors, and the instruc- 
tors learn to trust them. W hen this point has been reached, the unit will bear the strain of discomfort 
and eee without any loss either of cohesion or ibaa 





* To give such a tanh a fair chance of success the men must have Path, as LE, the ikea of the soldier’s 
work before they come to squadron or company training. To attempt to combine recruit training with unit training 


is to destroy the efficacy of both, 
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Spoon-fed Units. 


65. Once the stage of unit training is reached, any direct intervention on the part of a specialist 
instructor, whether officer or non-commissioned officer, is fatal to the real efficiency of a Militia Force. 
The specialist takes a burden of responsibility off the shoulders of the Militia Commanders ; in peace 
he may even produce a very fine surface veneer of smartness and intelligent working—so much I freely 
admit ; but all the while he is as busy as a beaver undermining the war discipline of the unit. The 
men come to despise as incapable those who will lead them in war; the leaders lose confidence in them- 
selves. A unit spoon-fed by outside instructors resembles that barrack-square make-believe, the 
Adjutant’s regiment—a whited sepulchre. Outwardly it impresses the crowd, within is hollowness 
and death. 

Combined Training. 


66. Smooth and rapid co-operation between the companies of a battalion, or the squadrons of a 
regiment, or the battalions and regiments of a brigade, or the arms and administrative services of a 
division, is the result of practice. Theoretical study will no more teach a Commander and his sub- 
ordinates how to work in with the other arms and bring off a stroke with the full momentum of every 
available man, mounted rifleman, gunner, and foot soldier, all together and all at the right moment, 
than it will aid the unfortunate person crossing between the North and South Islands from succumbing 
to sea-sickness. In the dry phraseology of the Training and Manceuvre Regulations, “* Co-operation 
cannot be efficient unless all arms and services are constantly exercised together. Combined training 
not only gives each arm and service knowledge of the working of other arms and services which is 
essential to smooth co- operation, but also creates a mutual confidence between all branches. 

A well-trained army is one in which . . . the whole has been carefully trained to combined 
action.’ Such combination it is the aim of regimental, brigade, and divisional training to produce. 


War Training. 


. The more the training of the higher formations can be conducted under service conditions 
aes more effective will they become. Practice i in moving large numbers and in handling them across 
country and over every variety of ground is the chief essential. Hence in countries where soldiering 
is taken seriously, annual mancuvres become the climax of each year’s training ; the troops usually 
bivouac, or are billeted on the inhabitants, and the scene of operations, as in war, shifts from day to 
day over ground unknown to the troops. 

Hence, too, Manceuvre Acts have come to be universal, the areas in which operations are to take 
place each year being proclaimed beforehand for military use. The old practice which obtained in 
England prior to the South African War of begging user rights over land from landowners has been 
abandoned. Not only was the patriotic landowner penalized, but, in practice, patriotism being an 
unvarying product, it was found that the same areas became available: and want of patriotism being 
also unvarying, the same blocks were marked out of bounds year after year. Thus the ground was 
generally limited in extent ; its features were as well known to Generals and Staff Officers as their own 
home surroundings ; and the manceuvres lost in consequence quite half their value. 


Principles of Training. 


68. Here, then, are my principles :— 

(a.) The elementary individual training of both officers and men can be, and on the war 
analogy should be, effected by experts apart from the units. 

(b.) A standard of efficiency is essential for the recruit. He should under no circumstances 
be allowed to take his place as a “ trained soldier ” in the ranks of his unit until, in the 
opinion of some high military authority, he reaches this standard. 

(c.) Unit training should if: carried out in all its branches by unit commanders without the 
intervention of specialist instructors. The more advanced instruction of the trained 
soldier should be regarded as forming part of unit training. 

(7.) The training of units, and of the higher formations, should be progressive, leading by 
stages from the company or squadron through the battalion, regiment, and brigade 
up to the division of all arms. 

(e.) The instruction of the higher formations should be confined almost wholly to field opera- 
tions, carried out over unknown country and, as nearly as possible, under service 
conditions, 

The Swiss Example. 


69. As regards the method of applying these principles, I cannot do better than take the practice 
in vogue in Switzerland as an illustration. For, first, I have studied their system on the spot so lately 
as last autumn : secondly, the Swiss are working heart and soul to train their citizens to stand up to 
the troops of the greatest military powers of the world; thirdly, they have been doing this for more 
generations than the number of vears that any similar force has been in existence in a British dominion. 


Reermt Training in Switzerland. 
70. In Switzerland Cadet training is voluntary, the Confederation supplying equipment, arms, 


ammunition, and drill-blouses free of cost. 

Recruit training proper begins in the twentieth year, and is carried out apart from units at certain 
centres, partly by a corps of permanent instructors (192 officers and forty-seven non-commissioned 
officers) and partly by Mihtia Officers and non-commissioned officers. The period of the recruit’s 
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course is sixty-five days in the Infantry and Engineers, ninety days in the Cavalry, seventy-five days in 
the Artillery. A high standard of individual efficiency i in dill handling of arms, musketry, and field- 
work is exacted at these courses. 


Swiss Instructional Staff. 


71. The corps of instructors hold numerous classes for officers and non-commissioned officers 
throughout the year. 

Every Militiaman during colour service (twelve years) and Reserve service (eight years) must 
fire annually, under strict conditions, an average of thirty-six rounds in a Rifle Club. Further, in each 
year that he does not train he must attend an inspection of arms and equipment. With these 
exceptions, ‘ home training ” is unknown in the Swiss Army. 


Unit Training. 

72. During his colour service the Infantryman has to perform seven trainings, the Cavalryman 
eight, each training lasting thirteen days, including the days of joining and dismissal. During these 
trainings all unit training is performed. 

Each year two divisions operate one against the other over extensive tracts of country, under 
strictest service conditions. The training of the other four divisions is on a more modest scale, being 
confined mostly to training under the Brigade Commanders. 


Swiss View of Unit Training. 


73. During the training period a portion of the corps of instructors is embodied in the Army, in 
the capacity of Commanders and Staff Officers. On principle, however, only so many are thus employed 
as could safely be spared from instructional duties in the event of mobilization. In fact (so far as 
appointments are concerned) annual training resembles, as nearly as possible, an actual mobilization. 
This is the period when the fitness of all ranks is tested practically, and there is no idea of bolstering 
up an incapable Commander by an expert who would not be at his elbow in war. Although many 
of the higher Commanders and Staff Officers are drawn from the Corps of Instructors, the total number 
so employed is strictly limited, the Swiss holding firmly to the view that too much prompting by a 
professional ruins the initiative and prestige of their Militia officers. For these are the type of Terri- 
torials who not only defeated Charles the Bold and his knights as well as the flower of the Austrian 
chivalry, the Regulars of those days, but they are equally the modern representatives of the Forces 
which conquered at Marathon,— 

Won by the unambitious heart and hand 
Of a proud, brotherly and civic band. 

Every single word of these great lines of Byron’s (excepting only the articles, conjunctions, and 

prepositions) is weighted with profound meaning. 


Summary of Swiss Practice. 


74. Such is the system in an army which still exemplifies thes highest existing type of a purely 
Citizen Force, although there is no reason in the world why Australasia, being richer and _ bigger, 
possessing a purebred and thoroughly warlike type of men, speaking one language, animated by one 
sentiment, should not in the course of the next four or five years wrest from them the lead of which 
they are so justly proud. 

Let me now give a summary of the system :— 

(1.) The training of the recruit up to a given standard, as well as the instruction of the 
individual officer and non-commissioned officer, effected by specialists, apart from 
their units. 

(2.) The training of the embodied units, and of the higher formations, carried out annually 
under the men who would actually command and lead them in war. 

(3.) For two years out of three, training progressive from the smaller units up to the brigade, 
and even higher. 

It will be seen that the principles indicated in paragraph 68 are thus adhered to in their entirety, 
responsibility throughout being accurately defined. 


The Australasian Experiment. 


75. In New Zealand, as in Australia, the most interesting experiment is being made of substituting 
a four-years term of Cadet training for the two or three months of consecutive recruit training obtaining 
in Switzerland, and, indeed, in some form or another, in every other army. The experiment 
is fascinating in its interest, for on its success or failure depends the answer to be given to the question 
whether a fighting standard of efficiency can be obtained without ever withdrawing the adult citizen 
soldier from his civil employment for more than a very few days in the year. So far, no definite 
conclusion can be arrived at—the new model has not been long enough on its legs. All I can say is 
that, generally, the omens are propitious. 


Efficiency of Town Cadets. 


76. During the past month I have inspected whole companies of Senior Cadets whom I would pass 
on the spot to take their place in the ranks of a smart Infantry battalion, provided always that their 
standard of musketry came up to their steadiness in the ranks, their handling of arms, their drill, and 
their marching. But it is significant that such companies, almost without an exception, have come 
from Poeeus centres, or from boarding-schools, where home training is easily effected throughout 
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the year. Moreover, I have always found on inquiry that such units have been lucky either in 
possessing a particularly efficient officer or officers living on the spot, or in having a Permanent 
instructor residing close to them and taking a keen interest in their efficiency. Where conditions such 
as these exist I am practically certain that Cadet training, and the money it costs, will be fully justified 
from the military standpoint. 


Difficultves in the Country. 


77. On the other hand, I have seen Cadets collected from backblocks, and from sparsely inhabited 
districts, and hastily organized into improvised companies and battalions, who neither individually 
nor collectively show much promise of giving the State an adequate return for the sums expended on 
their military training and education. That this is so is in no wise the fault of the Cadets themselves. 
No finer raw material could be found anywhere, and the spirit of the lads is excellent; but 
the conditions under which they train seem to place an insurmountable barrier between them and 
the attainment of even a moderate standard of proficiency. They seldom see a Permanent instructor, 
and when that official does make one of his rare appearances, his time is mostly taken up with a mixed 
lot of trained soldiers and recruits who are in every stage of development. As time passes, matters will 
tend to grow worse in these respects, for, later on, he will also have to supervise the training of the 
men of the General Training Section and of Reservists. It is, [ regret to say, my deliberate opinion 
that, in scattered country districts, the existing system of Cadet training will prove itself incapable of 
replacing satisfactorily the concentrated period of adult recruit training given in other armies. 


Cadet Concentrations in Country. 


78. What, then, is the remedy for a disability which affects perhaps 25 per cent. of the Force ? 
To such an inquiry there can be but one answer. Ii home training cannot be improved it must be 
abolished. Improvement to any appreciable extent would entail a large increase in the number of the 
Permanent Staff. In addition to the pay of the extra instructors, the large sums now disbursed on 
travelling and detention allowances would be doubled or even trebled. ven then it is questionable 
whether an adequate return for the money expended could be obtained. It would, I believe, be found 
much cheaper in the long-run, as well as more to the liking of the lads themselves, if in country districts 
they were collected for fourteen days at certain centres, with a sufficiency of Permanent instructors 
present to make sure that they were thoroughly wheeled into line. In Natal (where compulsory Cadet 
training has been in existence for more than twenty years) the practice of holding Cadet camps has, 
as I can testify after personal inspection, been attended with the happiest results—so much so that the 
Government of South Africa proposes to adopt them throughout the States of the Union. 


An Alternative for Cadet Training. 


79. The only other alternative is to follow the Swiss system for lads in outlying districts, and in 
their case dispense altogether with Cadet training. The period of concentrated recruit training at 
fixed centres should, in this event, be not less than eight weeks. The men concerned would become 
hable on attaining their eighteenth year. This alternative has the double disadvantage that the men 
under training would have to be paid, and that the indirect loss to the country of having so many adults 
removed from the labour-market would be seriously felt. In other words, the change of system would 
be costly. But a more serious drawback, in my opinion, than even the enhanced cost lies in the fact 
that the inestimable advantages of Cadet training would then be lost to the very class of lads who most 
of all require them. Such an alternative as this should only be resorted to after every other expedient 
has been given a fair trial and has failed. 


Umit Concentrations in Country. 


80. If it is expedient to differentiate between town and country in the matter of Cadet and recruit 
training, the arguments that apply in their case will, I imagine, be found to apply even more strongly 
in the case of the trained soldier. After carefully inspecting many country corps, I am quite certain 
that the one thing the men require above all others is to be brought into closer touch with their own 
officers and non-commissioned officers. Casual drilling by a peripatetic instructor can never compensate 
for this personal touch between officers and men which, in a Citizen Force, can only be established during 
the period of company and squadron training. 

Here, again, a clear line of demarcation can be drawn. Wherever a squadron or company can, 
without undue hardship, be collected to drill and exercise as a unit under its own officers, there the 
existing system of home training is perfectly sound. Otherwise it would unquestionably be prefer- 
able to substitute for home training a concentrated squadron or company training of at least a week’s 
duration, to be held at some convenient place and time prior to the assembly of the battalion or 
regiment for its statutory annual training. 


How carried out. 


81. Squadron or company concentrations should be arranged locally by squadron and company 
commanders; the less the higher authorities interfere the better. They should not cost much. 
Rations and forage only would have to be provided by Government. Pay would be unnecessary, in 
that the men would only be carrying out an obligation which their comrades in the town fulfil without 
payment. In many instances camp equipment would be unnecessary, as accommodation in barns. 
in shearing-sheds, or even in billets, could doubtless be arranged for locally. 
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Responsibility for Training. 

82. | respectfully submit that if any ‘one reading this report will carefully consider the subject 
of military training in New Zealand in the light of the. foregoing suggestions they will thenceforth and 
for ever afterwards have a clear-cut comprehension not only of the true purpose for which the 
instructional staff exists, but also of the real significance of every form of training now laid down by 
law. Such a study should also help the reader “to understand where responsibility should rest for the 
training of the soldier at every stage of his career. 


The Area Commander. 


83. In war the training of the recruit is necessarily effected apart from the unit. In New Zealand 
it will have to be carried out within the area by a portion of the present instructional staff, acting 
under the orders of the Area Commander. With a view to reproducing in peace the exact machinery 
needed in war, I strongly recommend that the responsibility for training the recruits of the Infantry 
and Mounted Rifles shall devolve on the Area Commander until such time as they are passed fit to 
take their place in the ranks. The District Commander, or some officer deputed by him, should be 
the authority to certify that recruits have reached the standard of efficiency laid down by regulation 
for the trained soldier. Both in war and in peace, the unit commander will thus have an assurance 
that the men joining his unit are up to the required standard. 

Cadet-training, as forming a definite portion of recruit-training, will naturally be controlled by 


the Area Commander. (See Appendix XI.) 


The Squadron and Company Commander. 


84. Subject to the authority of the unit commander, company and squadron commanders should 
be held responsible for the instruction of the trained soldier. In towns, and in thickly populated 
districts, this instruction would be given by means of home training; elsewhere, at company and 
squadron concentrations. The less a Territorial officer has at this stage to rely on assistance from 
the permanent instructor the better—not only for himself, but also for his command, as well as for the 
army to which that command bears much the same relation as a family does to a nation. 


The Regimental Commander. 

85. Next comes battalion and regimental training. Given a sound system of squadron and 
company training, the time allocated for this purpose should be comparatively limited. Two or three 
days should suffice. Here again the alternative of home training or regimental concentration should 
be considered, having due regard to the circumstances of each unit. Where home training is 
impracticable the existing system of bringing rural corps into camp proportionately earlier than the 
home-trained corps would continue to be enforced. During these days they should be placed entirely 
at the disposal of the unit commander. 

Units, on the other hand, which can conveniently be home-trained should be assembled 
periodically under their commander for drill and field exercises, preferably in the weeks immediately 
preceding the annual camp. Squadron and company drills and training should be completed before 
the regimental training commences. 


Divisional and Brigade Commanders. 


86. The annual statutory training of seven days should invariably be effected under the 
supervision of the brigade commander. By this | do not mean to imply that the whole period should 
be devoted to brigade-training, or even that the whole brigade should necessarily every year be con- 
centrated in the same camp. While the Territorial Force is still in the making it may be advisable 
that in alternate years—or for one year out of three—regimental or battalion camps should be formed 
for backward units, where they would be left almost entirely at the disposal of their own commanding 
officer. In such cases also the Brigadier should be watching progress from the background and keeping 
a close eye on the whole character of the instruction. It is sometimes possible for a Brigadier to fix 
up simultaneous camps for two or more of his units separately and yet within striking distance of one 
another. In such case he may vary the purely regimental training in the most instructive manner 
by arranging for an encounter fight or for a night attack. As the forces of New Zealand become 
seasoned these quiet regimental camps will less frequently be needed, and the ordinary concentration 
will be by brigades. But even then a wise Brigadier will be careful to leave units at the disposal of 
their commanders for several days out of the seven, the balance being devoted to some form of realistic 
field manceuvres. Ultimately it is to be hoped that the Force will reach a stage of development where 
divisional manceuvres under war conditions will become possible—say, every fourth year—the 
manceuvres extending over the whole of the seven days. 


War Conditions must be observed. 


87. I have two explanatory points to make in connection with the previous paragraph. First, 
as emphasizing the necessity for bringing corps together into larger formations, I would urge that not 
only do the fighting troops learn thus to work together in unison as they should do in war, but also 
that such concentrations afford the only possible real war training for all departmental corps such 
as telegraphs, signallers, telephonists, Army Service and Medical Corps. Secondly, that the adoption 
of any such system as I have recommended implies the passing of an adequate Manceuvre Act. Such 
an Act, with its customary proviso that the same ground may not be proclaimed more than once in 
a certain number of years, is fair to every one, and ensures the troops good fresh ground to work over 
—an advantage equivalent in training to half the battle. 
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Proposed System of Training.

Affiliation of Cadets to Units. 


89. It is in the interest not only of the Army but the nation that the attention and sympathy 
of Territorial officers should extend beyond the Force in being to the New Zealand soldiers of the future. 
So I trust that every effort will be made to draw the Cadets closer to the Territorial Force, and to that 
end I recommend the affiliation of Cadet companies to Territorial units; the use by Cadets of regi- 
mental badges and numbers, and the notification of Cadet officers’ names on the same page of the 
Army List as that which contains the names of the officers of their affiliated Territorial unit. Such a 
connection will, it is my firm belief, enure, eventually, at least as much to the benefit of the Territorial 
Force generally as of the Cadets themselves. 


Developments necessary. 


90. I have here advocated nothing startling or miraculous. New Zealand is not advised to travel 
to distant Abana and Pharpar, but only to give its own familiar Jordan a fair trial. For three years 
past the root principles and the methods now recommended have been recognized, more or less, and 
have also been more or less applied. Set the seal of thoroughness on a great work already at least half 
finished ; that is the crux of my advice. 

Beyond question the training of the Territorial Force has now reached a stage of development 
which will admit of the detachment of the instructional staff from units being carried one step further. 
Beyond question regimental officers will soon be capable of running their own show with much less 
adventitious aid from regular Adjutants and sergeants-major than they have hitherto enjoyed. For 
routine work during camp training, and in the field, these regular assistants may still be indispensable, 
but at other times the best part of their work could quite adequately be performed by assistant adjutants 
and by permanent quartermaster-sergeants of units. For, in future, unit commanders will neither 
have responsibility for the training of recruits nor, under the proposals in Section IV, will they hence- 
forth be burdened with a mass of office-work. 

I recommend, therefore, that it should be within the power of District Commanders to decide to what 
extent the services of any member of the permanent instructional staff should at various periods of 
the year be placed at the disposal of the unit commanders. Otherwise they should be regarded as 
being normally under the orders of the Area Commanders. 


Effect of such Developments. 


91. The greater part of the time of all permanent instructors, both officers and non-commissioned 
officers, should thus be made available for work under the Area Commander either for the training 
of Cadets, Territorial recruits, General Training Section, or of Reservists. Such work should be arranged 
strictly on a localized basis. Non-commissioned officers should have allotted to them well-defined 


sub-areas to work over, and officer instructors should supervise the work of a group of two or three 
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non-commissioned officers, besides taking their part in the instruction of Territorial officers and non- 
commissioned officers. By this means all overlapping offinstructional duties will be avoided, and 
a considerable cash saving should be realized. 

With Cadet and recruit training placed in the hands of an adequate staff of expert instructors ; 
with squadrons and companies brought togethergfor a definite period in each year within the grasp 
of their own commanders ; and thi the functions of regimental, brigade, and divisional commanders 
accurately defined, the training of the Territorial F orce willbe put on a really scientific footing. 

There is very little money “involved in these readjustments of the machine. Indeed, it is my own 
strong impression that the saving in the travelling-expenses and the detention allowances of instructors 
and in the overlappings of functions of all sorts “will, quite apart from priceless efficiency, just about 
make good the only extra cost—the cost, namely, of a certain number of squadron, company, and 
Cadet concentrations, with their attendant rations and forage. 

Let New Zealand be thorough and thoroughly take the plunge. Then, indeed, she will be able to 
look with hope instead of misgiving over the broad expanse of the Pacific whilst saying to herself— 


Come one, come all; Mount Cook shall fly 
From its firm base as soon as [! 


Vl. THe Army To-pay. 
Character of Inspection. 


92. The Department of Defence so arranged matters that I was able to see every single unit of 
the New Zealand Forces, whether of the Territorial Force or of the Cadets, during the course of my 
inspection. Generally the authorities in the various districts were able to show me practical field 
work, based on reasonable and simple suppositions. But company officers not infrequently overlooked 
the absolute necessity, under modern conditions, of taking the rank and file into their confidence by 
explaining to them exactly the lie of the land—the why and the wherefore—whom they were attack- 
ing or what they were defending. 

Orders were as a rule clearly and concisely drafted. There was too much tendency to tie the 
Mounted Rifles and Artillery to a preconceived situation which a real enemy would, in all human 
probability, have profoundly modified. Mounted troops especially should be given as free a hand 
as possible after being told the main object to be achieved. 

I noticed that two-inch-to-a-mile maps were being used by the troops: it is very improbable 
that such a large-scale map would be available in war, and its use in peace is therefore not as a rule 
desirable. 

Organization. 

93. The military organization is in the main soundly conceived and sensibly acted upon. I 
have shown elsewhere how considerable improvements could be made in this, the fundamental basis 
of any army. But already the machine functions wonderfully well, as the large camp concentrations 
have clearly demonstrated—not to speak of the assemblages of Cadets to central inspections, often 
over a hundred miles away from the outlying headquarters of their companies. Only a healthy 
organization could have moved and manipulated such crowds of half-trained boys without a succession 
of mishaps and troubles. 

Discipline. 

94. Discipline—the main force of armies—is closely allied to organization. Such a sense of 
cohesion and of being under wise management as a good organization can give, amounts in itself to a 
sort of discipline. Up to this point the Forces of New Zealand are disciplined. Further, there is a 
common wish running through all ranks—a wish to do well. Where every one wishes to do the same 
thing there is no strain on “discipline. In this negative sense also the Forces of New Zealand are 
disciplined. But the real test of discipline comes when the men are ordered to do something hard 
and disagreeable—something which appears to them unnecessary or mistaken. To put it plainly, 
a deep moral chasm intervenes between a ten-mile march on a fine day and on a full stomach, and 
a twenty-five-mile march on a dark rainy night on an empty stomach. 


Factors affecting Discrpline. 

95. | have not enough to go upon to enable me to speak with great assurance as to this matter, 
but I am much inclined to think that here the Forces of New Zealand are weak. Indeed, I hardly 
see how it could well be otherwise. The Captains very frequently do not even know the names of 
their men—let alone their occupations and those of their parents—their habits, or the strong and weak 
points of their characters. Nor have the rank and file any real knowledge, in many cases, of their 
officers—half hidden, as these too often are, behind the sergeant-major’s much more prominent figure, 
The officers are keen to teach, the men are anxious to learn, but not until they do teach one another 
and learn from one another—not until the regimental Captains themselves take in hand the instruction 
of their own men, without any intermediary whatsoever, will the true discipline—the main force of 
armies—make itself thoroughly at home in the ranks of the Army of New Zealand. 


Recent Huperiences. 
96. Nothing that I have written, or shall write, in this report is, | am convinced, so important 
as what has been said in the previous paragraph. And before I leave the subject let me here point 


out that the willingness and cheeriness of the men—smiling and civil though standing in glutinous 
mud over their ankles with an iced shower-bath pouring down their backs—that this very constitu- 
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tional cheeriness tends to obscure the fact that Achilles is vulnerable at the heel. All these great 
assemblages of troops, in trying weather, and very trying also in some of their other conditions, took 
place with only one regrettable incident. Were I merely globe-trotting—were I by chance an 
intelligent foreigner instead of an old soldier—I should say, What an excellent discipline! But, 
being what I am, I know that what held the troops together was a finer quality than discipline, but 
one, alas, under the wear-and-tear of the hardships of a long campaign, more evanescent. It was 
patriotism. 

What is wanted. 


97. Let us but get a thorough habit of discipline on the top of the glowing New Zealand patriotism 
and no one in this world could wish for more. What is needed is that officers, especially company 
officers, should understand clearly that they are, for the time being, fathers and mothers 
to the lads entrusted to them for a brief period by the State. They must know each man—not the 
name only, but nature of the man. They should be able to guess what he is thinking about without 
waiting for him to speak. And, always, they must remember they issue no command from any petty 
personal motive, but ever and only as the responsible, trusted agents of the sovereign State. 

At present all this may seem too hard. Under the conditions of training I have suggested else- 
where it will be much easier, and, should these suggestions find acceptance, I have no fear as to the 
form or thoroughness of the discipline which will characterize the New Zealand Forces. 


Training. 

98. 1 will deal with this more fully under the headings of the three arms. All I will say here is 
that the troops can “ get there,” and once in face of the enemy can combine to strike a heavy 
simultaneous blow against his position. In attack there was less piecemeal frittering away of forces 
than I have sometimes seen at big manoeuvres in England or on the Continent. Almost always there 
was an intelligent attempt to hold the enemy in one part of the field and to hit him a blow in the vitals 
with the main force in another. The defence was usually weak in that the positions selected and the 
dispositions made were wanting in depth. A force strung out in one long line must collapse at once 
against a flank attack even from a small force of mobile mounted men. 


Intercommunication. 


99. This service was on the whole good. The signallers were keen, quick, and usually well posted. 
Not so much reliance was placed on telephones and telegraphs as on the Continent of Kurope, and 
this is so much to the good. 


Scouts. 


100. Not enough trouble was taken to select the men best adapted by character, education, and 
physique for this most responsible work. The scouts should be to an army what its antenne are to an 
ant—to see and not to be seen; to determine for themselves whether to fire or remain concealed ; 
to send back useful messages to the commander : all these duties demand the best that the company 
can produce, and are not to be fulfilled by individuals selected haphazard from the ranks. 


Spiritual Counsellors. 


101. As experienced fishers of men the clergy of all denominations have been quick to realize the 
unrivalled opportunities for soul-catching afforded by a camp. There the devil, deprived. of his 
favourite weapons of drink and flirtation, is comparatively at a discount. So it happened that one 
night, intending to go to a boxing-match, I fell into the midst of a prayer-meeting. The boys were 
praying with a great deal of fervour, and yet, I dare say, at home many of them rarely enter a church. 
Certainly the clergy in camp are a security to parents that military training is a school of morality as 
well as of defence. As for the reverend gentlemen themselves, I hope I may be permitted to report 
that, secularly speaking, they set a good example to every one in treating everything that turned up 
with good humour and bonhomie. 


Mounted Rifles. 


102. New Zealand is fortunate in being able to muster at a very moderate expense such a fine 
body of horsemen as the Mounted Rifles. The higher commands are in capable hands, the instructors 
are able, and all ranks are animated with a keenness and initiative that deserve high praise. The 
result is reflected in the field-work in which I have inspected them. The squadrons move at a good 
pace, and come into action quickly ; and they possess in a wonderful degree (considering the want of 
practice) that cohesion without which it is impossible to handle any considerable force of horsemen. 

103. The horses are up to weight, show some quality, and look to be in good condition; some of 
the units are quite remarkably well mounted, and their mounts are a level lot, when the conditions 
under which they are called up are taken into account. The activity of the horses and the nerve of 
their riders were brought forcibly home to me by two little incidents in my inspection. On one 
occasion the scouts of a brigade were sent out to a flank to reconnoitre ; they popped over a five-strand 
barbed-wire fence as if it had been a two-foot drain. Another time a troop about to advance had to 
be specially ordered to go through a gate instead’ of jumping the wire fence in front of them. 

Some of the men have the regulation colonial-pattern saddle, an excellent one for the purpose, but 
a large proportion of the saddles used are not suitable for military work, and would prove unserviceable 
in war. Ultimately the provision of regulation saddlery will have to be faced. 
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104. I have seen the whole of the Mounted Rifles in field-work, in nearly every case in combined 
operations with the other arms. One of these operations required considerable restraint in launching 
an attack—a forbearance that is not common with mounted troops: the result was a flank attack 
delivered at the exact psychological moment when it was wanted. 

There is sometimes a tendency to begin dismounted action too far from the enemy; Mounted 
Rifles are not at all suited for a long advance under fire on foot, which usually cannot succeed unless 
it is supported in depth. Every use should be made of cover and mobility to get within close ranges 
before dismounting for action. These remarks are only meant to have a general application. Cases 
might arise when it would be of great importance to make the enemy believe they were being attacked 
by ‘Infantry. Under such circumstances the horses must, no doubt, be left a long way in rear. 

105. Coming into action the led horses were generally well and quickly handled, and there was a 
commendable absence of talking and noise. Sometimes these led horses were injudiciously placed. 
Cover from view, behind a belt of trees for example, may be better than nothing, but cover from fire 
behind a fold of the ground is what should be taken whenever it is available—which is almost always. 

In moving from cover to cover over a narrow strip of ground that is watched by the enemy’s 
Artillery it is generally best to gallop suddenly across in formed bodies instead of dribbling the men 
across in a steady stream of twos and threes. Artillery, even if it has carefully registered the ground, 
takes an appreciable time to bring effective fire on to any given point. 

Finally, I can only say I have served in war already with New Zealand Mounted Rifles, and J 
should esteem myself lucky indeed if ever I had the good fortune to encounter Continental Cavalry in 
reasonably broken ground with them at my right hand. 


Field Artillery. 


106. The system under which the permanent cadre of men and horses is always distributed among 
the batteries is excellent. It is an example of the best way in which an army organized on Militia 
lines should utilize its stiffening of Regulars. 

The barracks constructed for the batteries are well suited for the purpose, and they are con- 
veniently situated, so that the home training in gun drill, laying, equitation, driving, &c., can be carried 
out efficiently and economically, and the best use can be made of the permanent cadre. 

The horses that have been bought are of a good type. Most commanders keep them in one 
subsection while the battery is in camp, and this I consider a better plan than to distribute them among 
the hired horses throughout the battery. Perhaps in the first days of camp it may be necessary to 
steady raw teams with a trained horse or two ; after that a subsection horsed entirely with the well- 
trained permanent horses will steady the whole battery, and set up a high standard to the drivers of the 
other subsections. The hired horses were lacking in stamina for a long spell of heavy work. 

107. For the present, at any rate, it will be best to train each ammunition column in close connec- 
tion with one of the batteries: the men of the ammunition column become in war the first relief to 
make up the casualties in the batteries, and the training done with the battery in peace will be of use 
to them. In addition, the battery has the advantage of using the ammunition-column vehicles as 
first-line wagons. 

In one battery that I inspected, the Staff sergeants and Nos. 1 were nearly all Volunteers of long 
standing, and the advantage to the efficiency of the battery was very apparent. 

Many of the public schools have Artillery Cadets, who train in connection with the Territorial 
batteries. If these Cadets go on into the Territorial Artillery as recruits, the batteries will have the 
best of material on which to work. 

108. In the combined operations that I witnessed, the Artillery was generally well handled; the 
batteries were boldly dispersed to give cross-fire, and they had definite roles allotted to them. In 
the opening stages of an action care should be taken not to push the Artillery into positions of undue 
exposure. The deployment of the Infantry will often secure a safe zone of manceuvre for batteries, 
and allow them to get into action in good time and without having special escorts told off for them 

When taking up a position intended to be under cover, the battery commander must take care 
that the guns are really out of sight of all probable observing-stations in the enemy’s hands. 

In a recent war it was found that telephones were very difficult to hear in the noise of a battle, 
and it is always worth taking trouble and running danger to get a direct control of fire. 

In some cases I found that sufficient attention was not paid to care of the harness; the equip- 
ment is of the best manufacture, but it cannot be expected to last unless preservatives are intelligently 
used. Care of harness is as important as any other item of a driver’s traiiing. 

109. An Artillery recruit requires no more, and perhaps less, training than an Infantryman before 
he is efficient to take his place in a well-trained battery ; a great part of his work is mechanical, and 
he is not required to think for himself so much as his brother of the Infantry. When the training of 
the units—the battery and company of Infantry—are considered. things are very much otherwise, 
and I think it certain that the Territorial batteries will be unable to maintain an efficiency equivalent 
to that of the Infantry unless they have a longer period in camp. The present nine days does not 
really give enough time in which to learn manceuvre and to carry out gun practice. The Artillery 
is a popular arm, and I should say that there would be little difficulty in filling the ranks of the 
batteries even if fifteen days’ camp were made compulsory. But I am in full sympathy with the 
economists, and I do not wish this report to be used as a handle for incurring serious fresh expenditure 
at present. Could not a compromise be arrived at and an extra three days be given to the Artillery ? 
I have the less diffidence in making such a suggestion because in New Zealand the Artillery should 
be better trained relatively than the “Infantry. The reason is that, in the general organization of the 
Army, the proportion of guns to Infantry and Cavalry is smaller than that recognized as right in 


other armies. 
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Garrison Artillery. 


110. As with the Field Artillery, the permanent cadre of the Garrison Artillery is used in such 
a manner that the Territorial Force gets the best value both from the point of view of efficiency and 
of economy. Enough Permanent men are employed to keep the material in the forts in running- 
order and to provide instructors. 

The work of the garrison gunners is often heavy and requires men of good physique. The men 
of the New Zealand Garrison Artillery whom I inspected were a powerful lot of young fellows of the 
right stamp. 

I saw some practice from the forts; it was fairly good, but should improve with more training. 
It would be an improvement if the run of the target could be made to approximate more closely to 
the probable run of an enemy’s ship. In most cases the guns would be confronted with a ship running 
in towards them, the range changing rapidly; the practice target as a rule is run as a ship moving 
across the front, and changing range very slowly, if at all. 

I approve entirely of the system under which the searchlights are run by a section of the Garrison 
Artillery. 

Engineers. 


111. The Engineers I saw in the field were men of high intelligence, and they were doing good 
work. A bridge that they had made over a rapid stream near one of the camps was very well con- 
structed, and was—as is not always the case—thrown across the obstacle at a place where it was of 
real use. I consider that the field companies are best employed during training in carrying out this 
sort of work. They slrould not as a rule occupy themselves in siting or constructing trenches for the 
Infantry, who should be self-sufficing in such elementary works. 

In another camp the bad weather gave the Engineers an opportunity to volunteer for some 
particularly hard, disagreeable duties, which they carried out in trying circumstances with great spirit 
and determination. Altogether this is an excellent branch of the New Zealand service. 


Infantry. 

112. I saw the whole of the Infantry, including the coast-defence -troops, at field-work, in most 
cases in combination with the other arms. The higher leaders showed aptitude and training: 
evidently they had thought and pondered over the problems with which they were faced. The 
junior officers were keenness personified, but a proportion—perhaps one-half—had neither a thorough 
erip over their men nor a mastery of the situation, nor, again, a practised eye for country. These 
young officers proved, first, that the system had not yet enabled them to get into intimate touch with 
their subordinates; secondly, that, as might be expected, their ordinary business avocations had not 
granted them sufficient leisure for any “ out-of-school ” study of soldiering. 

Still, on the whole, I think there is good promise for the future even in cases where there is now 
much room for it. Enthusiasm is after all the greatest of assets, and the capacity shown by many 
of the seniors and a proportion of the juniors is good augury for the time when the presence of the 
Duntroon Cadets should make itself mightily felt. Several times when I set a commander a little 
problem requiring nerve and initiative, I found that the troops were deployed for action quickly and 
in a manner that would make for success. On other occasions, no doubt, more imagination would 
have led to better results, as, for instance, when troops advanced under a heavy fire up a level, open 
valley, when there were well-covered fire positions in the foothills on both sides. But it is easy to 
criticize at manoeuvres, and, as I began by saying, there is very good, promise in the New Zealand 
corps of officers of Infantry. 

113. Often private soldiers, when questioned, were able to give me a clear account of what was 
going on around them, showing some knowledge and much intelligence. Others had no idea of what 
was happening. This was, most probably, not their fault but that of their superiors. The deploy- 
ment for attack was usually carried out quietly and with intelligence, and officers and non-commis- 
sioned officers taken to commanding ground to have the situation explained were kept well under 
cover. In the early stages, where artillery fire only is to be feared, it is not necessary to begin 
alternate rushes ; it is usually possible to get forward in more or less concentrated formation with the 
men well in hand. At extreme Infantry range it will probably be found that some of the ground will 
be exposed to rifle fire, other areas be dead to it. C learly the men must dash across the open spaces 
at top speed, and must be halted and re-formed under the first cover they attain. Here, too, alternate 
rushes are useless, and unnecessarily distract the men from their prime business of pushing forward 
as rapidly and with as little loss as possible. Coming closer still to the position and getting within 
effective rifle range, it is difficult to continue the advance until the enemy themselves are ‘brought 
under rifle fire at that moment. Hence the progress by alternate rushes. But even here ground must 
in each case be the determining factor. 

114. Commanders, on several of the manceuvre operations I have seen, had a tendency to 
advance by rushes of a fixed distance whatever were the conditions of ground and cover.- In real 
war the captain of a company would give most anxious thought to his men and to the lie of the ground 
before he resolved upon the best method of working forward. “Is that rise in front occupied by the 
enemy ?”’ “ Will my men have a good chance of using their rifles if they can get there?” “ Will 
they be able to get cover?” These and similar questions will exercise him deeply. There will then 
be no question of making rushes of any fixed length of 30, 40, or 50 yards. And to do such things in 
peace time is bad training. 

_ 115. Scouts are not always judiciously handled in the attack. Half a dozen men move out at wide 
intervals and precede the battalion by two or three hundred yards.. When they see the enemy they

do not fall back but, as a rule, continue to move on bravely under the fire of their own comrades as 
well as of the enemy. Sometimes they decline to fall back until the actual assault is imminent. 
Now, a scout is not much used in the attack once the enemy has been located. Nor does an average 
man ordered out from the ranks thereby become a scout. He should be the best soldier in the company, 
so that he may feel some confidence when he meets an enemy’s scout “on his own”’ that he is the 
better man of the two. Again, when once the attack has got within rifle range of the enemy’s position, 
individuals in advance of the company are very apt indeed to mask its fire. I suggest, then, that in 
the attack the use of scouts be restricted to use on the flanks of the advance, so soon as they have 
located the enemy. Occasionally, no doubt, even when heavy fighting has begun, a company com- 
mander may be able to work forward a scout to select the next best fire position. But all stereotyped 
handling of scouts, or sending them out in a formal extended line, is anathema to the principles of 
scouting, which insist that the man selected must be as independent as a New-Zealander, as cunning 
as a fox, and as brave as a lion—that he must act “on his own” and bring back a scalp in the way of 
news of the enemy or of the ground, every time he goes out on the warpath. 

116. Attempts, of which I saw several, to carry out the final fire fight from so great a range as 
600 yards will probably end in failure. At that distance it is very difficult to obtain the fire mastery 
that makes a successful assault possible. 

Infantry in defence were, on the whole, well placed, and some of the trenches that I saw were 
admirably concealed, but there was too much tendency to rely on the Engineers for siting and con 
structing fire-trenches. This work should be within the province of an Infantry commander. Where 
there is time to construct elaborate earthworks head-cover should be provided. Without head-cover 
the defender of a trench is not much better off than his attacker, who can make use of natural cover. 
With head-cover a man has a moral as well as a physical advantage. 

Advanced positions aim at making the enemy deploy prematurely, and may succeed in breaking 
up the attack, but there is a considerable moral disadvantage in the eventual retreat of the advanced 
troops on to, or through, the men holding the main position: a point that is apt to be lost sight 
of on manceuvres. 

117. The ceremonial work that I saw was generally well done. After South Africa there were 
some who considered the days of ceremonial over; since then there has been a reaction, and it is 
acknowledged that ceremonial has its uses. There is the shoulder-to-shoulder feeling that men miss 
nowadays in their extended work; there is also the advantage of giving the civil population a good 
show ; and, thirdly, an inspecting General can form an impression from carefully watching ceremonial 
work—not of field training of course, but of spirit and discipline. That impression, I may say, was in 
my case a very happy one. The rank and file are of good physique and bear themselves well. I am 
confident they are steady fellows, who would stand a lot of hammering and hardly know they were 
being hammered. 

118. After a comparatively short period of continuous training the Infantry would, in my opinion, 
be ready for war as regards their tactical efficiency. But there is another attribute that is vitally 
necessary. Disciplire—the modern disciplire of respect—is a plant. of slow growth; if this discipline 
is to stand the searching test of war, those in authority must have gained the respect of their 
men through a long period of peace training. For this reason I recommend that the best of the non- 
commissioned officers should be offered every inducement to serve on after their compulsory years 
of training are finished. 

Army Service Corps. 

119. The large camps this year have made great demands on the Army Service Corps, whose task 
has not been made lighter by the bad weather. The very highest credit is due to the Army Service 
Corps officers of the districts and to their men. They have done first-class service, although, as a rule, 
undermanned to an extent that would fill a labour union with horror. 

When the Army Service Corps units are up to their normal strength, a suitable system of calling 
the men up to camp in relays will enable the necessary duties to be carried out as efficiently and with 
much less strain on the personnel. 

I am not sure that quite enough care is taken at present in selecting men of the most suitable trades 
for this branch. Much of the Army Service Corps’ work is of a highly technical nature, and expert 
knowledge is essential. This matter will no doubt receive careful attention. 


Medical Corps. 

120. The field ambulances are organized on the right lines, and every use is made of men whose 
civilian training fits them for the work. Here we have an admirable object-lesson of the value of 
expert civilians running an equivalent branch in the Army. For instance, I came across a number of 
medical students in the ranks working under an officer who was their lecturer in their college. Half 
the terrors of being wounded disappear under such excellent conditions. 


Musketry. 

121. In the initial stages of the present scheme of training it was not possible properly to take in 
hand the musketry instruction of the troops till last year. Last year 15,852 men of the Territorial 
Force fired a musketry course. The proportion of Cadets who fired last year was comparatively small, 
owing to the fact that only twelve rifles were available for each company. This year a considerably 
larger proportion of the Territorial Force (the exact figures are not yet to hand) have completed their 
annual course, and, rifles having been issued to every Cadet, the majority of the latter have also com- 
pleted their course. 
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Great difficulty has been experienced in carrying out the training in the towns and country owing 
to the limited range of accommodation, and in the country owing to the difficulty of assembling the 
men. Nevertheless, successful rifle meetings have been held by the Dominion Rifle Association at 
district headquarters and in areas. I personally favour the latter, as they are easy of access to the 
at aa of the men, and afford more encouragement for the moderate shot than larger meetings. 

99. In view of the fact that each district has an experienced, competent, and up-to-date musketry 
Pie: (all four of them have lately been instructors at the School of Musketry at Hythe), I do not 
think it is necessary to establish a school of musketry in this country, and would recommend that if 
it is desired to send anybody to a school of masketry, advantage should be taken of the offer of the 
Australian authorities to take them at the Australian School of Musketry at Randwick, in the same 
way that New Zealand Cadets are taken at the Royal Military College at Duntroon. 1 am glad to 
see that, generally speaking, the musketry instruction is conducted on up- to-date and service lines, 
and trust that by degrees these methods will become absolutely wniversal in all branches of the Army, 
including Rifle Clubs. The latter are essentially a serviceable bedy of men, and by degrees, if their 
methods of shooting can be brought to a condition of oreater harmony with those of the serving 
Territorials, they will furnish schools where Reservists and men of the General Training 8. ction can 
obtain invaluable instruction in musketry. 


Aviation. 


123. Sooner or later the provision of a service of aviation in New Zealand will become necessary. 
Military aviation is still to-day in the experimental stage, and experiments on the scale that would be 
financially possible in this country would be unlikely to lead far. Furthermore, the air and landing 
conditions in the Dominion are not such as to tempt hostile aviators. For these reasons I would 
recommend a waiting policy for the present. But it may be well to send one or two officers to learn 
flying elsewhere, in order that expert knowledge may be at the disposal of the Defence Department 
to assist in its study of progress made in other countries. 


Cadets. 


124. During my tour I saw every Senior Cadet unit in the Dominion, and, altogether, I actually 
inspected over 17,800 Cadets. The boys’ physique is, on the average, of a very high order, and I never 
wish to see a happier, more cheery looking crowd. 

Many of the boys came in from great distances, and I admire the organization that could bring 
them together and house and feed them comfortably, sometimes, in the case of weather-bound vessels, 
for periods extending to a week. Some Cadets were lodged and catered for in drill-halls ; others were 
put up by hospitable and patriotic inhabitants; and, in this admirable work especially, the ladies of 
the Victoria League rendered invaluable aid to the military authorities. 

125. Town boys or public-school boys have great advantages in the matter of training over their 
companions in the country districts, who have often to cycle weary distances, after milking many cows, 
in order to attend their drills. Consequently, on parade the town boys are as a rule the ‘steadier : and 
march past more brilliantly. Still, wherever there was a zealous instructor with a turn for handling 
boys, there the country companies also gave a capital showing. 

As I have urged elsewhere, the training of the scattered units would be immensely improved, and 
be rendered at the same time less of a strain on employers, Cadets, and instructors, if some system 
could be devised by which the boys could be collected for a few days’ company concentration 
every year instead of going long distances to attend drills at which very small numbers are present. 

126. With adults a vast deal depends on the instructor, but a good curriculum will always enable 
keen men to work out their own salvation. With Cadets the curriculum counts for literally; nothing 
compared to the instructor. A man with a vocation for that sort of job, especially if he has war-medals, 
an ultra-fierce aspect, and a loud and military word of command, will quickly produce discipline and 
steady drill. Every effort should be made to secure the best possible instructors, and to give them- 
selves a good personal equipment of knowledge of drill, of warlike stories, and of the principles of 
discipline. For it should ever be borne in mind that a fund of knowledge and a suitable, impressive 
method of teaching will create a good discipline where mere punishment “will every time signally fail. 
In many areas hte discipline has already made good progress ; but in some companies again “boys have 
still almost everything to learn. On one occasion, after my inspection was over, I happened to pass 
a column of Cadets on their way home in the dusk. The ranks were broken and in disorder, and there 
was a good deal of horse-play, shouting, and noise: discipline had gone to the dogs. In front of the 
column marched three or four officers, apparently unconcerned with what was going on behind them. 
Now, this was bad work. All the good of the parade and inspection had been thrown away, and a 
positive unsoldierlike spirit was in process of being actively engendered. On the other hand, many 
of the companies I saw stood perfectly steady on parade, and marched with a smartness and precision 
that would be quite impossible in the absence of real discipline. 

127. On one or two occasions I saw Cadets at field-work. They attacked with great dash and 
enthusiasm, but without science or forethought. The subordinate leading of the squads and sections 
leaves most room for improvement. 

The Cadets might, I think, be provided with a greatcoat or cape as soon as funds admit. Some 
of the units of the Officers’ Training Corps in Great Britain wear inexpensive capes that might be 
copied here. 

A notable feature of all the Cadet parades was the presentation of a handsome silver cup to every 
company, to be held by the best shooting Cadet for the year. These cups, the gift of the ladies of New 
Zealand, are a wholesome sign of the interest felt by the people in the future destinies of the Dominion 
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128. On the moral side—the great side—of Cadet training I do not propose to touch. I have so 
often referred in speeches and addresses to the national advantage that must come from introducing 
the altruistic principle of comradeship as an antidote to the principles of throat-cutting engendered 
by competitive examinations, that I shall say’no more on that subject here, except to express my own 
firm personal conviction that a finer or more patriotic piece of work was never put in hand than that 
which is now teaching the youth of this fortunate land to stand shoulder to shoulder in the ranks. 


Summary. 


129. To sum up, the army of to-day puts its best into its work ; it is well equipped ; well armed ; 
the human material is second to none in the world; and it suffers as a fighting-machine only from 
want of field-work and want of an ingrained habit of discipline. The first of these can never, under the 
conditions of a Citizen Army, be quite made good, except by dint of war or by a period of embodiment 
made under stress of imminent peril; the second can and will be made wood as well-trained recruits 
come on, especially when captains are made entirely responsible for the instruction of their own trained 
men.

APPENDIX VI. 
NECEssITY FOR A MiniITaRY Business BRANCH. 


(Extract from the Report on the Australian Military Forces by the Inspector-General of the Oversea 
Forces, 1914.) 


The United Kingdom in 1904. 


76. The condition of affairs in the United Kingdom, described by the Esher Committee in 1904, 
is reproduced to-day in an exaggerated form in Australia. In the words of the Committee’s report :— 
‘While the present sy vstem of financial control is futile in peace, it 1s ruinous in war. Officers 
unaccustomed to bear any financial responsibility, and ruled by excessively complex 
regulations, cannot at once improvise a system for the control of expenditure in the 
field, when the restraints are suddenly removed. The result, as in South Africa, is the 
waste of millions. - . . By ensuring a rigid adherence to elaborate regulations 
the Finance Department doubtless effects small savings; but it does not and cannot 
secure real economy. . . . The theory that military officers of all ranks are, by 
the fact of wearing uniform, shorn of all business instincts has inevitably tended to 
produce the laxity which it is supposed to prevent. . . . There can be no doubt 
that in proportion as officers are accustomed to financial responsibilities, the economy 

which they alone can secure will be effected.” 


Decentralization essential. 


77. The Esher Committee further reported as follows :— 

* It seems to have been expected that officers would be able to emancipate themselves from 
the effects of their peace training as soon as they took the field. Such expectations 
could not be realized. . . . We are absolutely convinced that if the Army is to be 
trained to exercise the initiative and the independence of judgment which are essential 
in the field, its peace administration must be effectively decentralized. The object 
should be to encourage the assumption of responsibility as far as possible.” 

This decentralization, they realized, would have to be carried out not in the districts alone, but 
also in the War Office itself; and they accordingly recommended, and secured, the delegation of 
certain financial powers to the administrative chiefs at Army Headquarters, as well as to officers 
placed in charge of administration in the districts outside. 


Command and Administration. 
78. Insistence on the distinction between the business administration of an army and troup- 


leading lay at the root of the Esher Committee’s proposals for decentralization. ‘“* The training ana 
preparation of His Majesty’s forces for war should,” they held, * be the first, and, as far as possible 


oO 


S 
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the undivided duties of General Officers Commanding-in-Chief.” Experience has since thoroughly 
borne out this dictum. As a rule the born leader of men, assuming he has time for administrative 
detail, has little aptitude for it. Even in a professional army, where men devote their whole lives to 
military work, specialization in all matters pertaining to the art of war, and to troop training, has, 
under modern conditions, proved to be necessary. How much more, then, must be it necessary under 
a Militia system ! 

Specialization necessary. 

79. Equally vital, to.a Militia army, is the specialization of the military administrator. Whether 
he be a distinguished leader or deeply versed in the science of strategy are minor considerations. 
Good business “aptitude and business training are the real qualifications, when they can be found 
coupled with just so much military knowledge as to enable their possessor to meet military demands 
with intelligence and svmpathy. The supply of such men in a Militia army will never equal the war 


demand, unless the principle of specialization is applied in peace so that a certain number of them 
are gradually evolved by normal processes. 


Need for the Business Man. 


80. On purely military grounds, the maintenance of a clear line of demarcation between the 
fighting soldier on the one hand and the military administrator on the other, and the specialization 
of either for his particular work, can be defended and advocated. Put responsibility for accurate 
accounts and for war efficiency on the same individual, he is bound to neglect his men and play up to 
the £s.d. If he fails in training he may never be found out; if he goes wrong over his accounts he 
is certain to go to the wall. 

As a business proposition, too, the need is obvious for specialized training for the man who has 
himself to carry out important commercial transactions in peace and war, and has to gauge and report 
on the capabilities of his business subordinates. 

There is further an important political aspect to this question. Neither Parliament nor the 
Treasury, nor, in fact, the common-sense of the nation, would tolerate any real and wide measure of 
decentralization in financial matters being effected unless they were convinced that the man to whom 
it is proposed to delegate the necessary powers would have both time and business capacity to make 
the scheme a success. This condition alone is sufficient to preclude the delegation of any wide 
financial powers to commanders of troops who are not business experts, and who ought to devote the 
best part of their time to the preparation of their commands for war. 

For military reasons, then, as well as on commercial and political grounds, the men who are to 
conduct the financial business transactions of an army should be trained to the work from the start, 
and it is as business men that they should hope to rise in their profession. 


Decentralization impossible without a Change. 


98. Finally, I would say that in the foregoing paragraphs of this chapter are embodied my 
response to the District Commandants who have, during my inspections, with one accord, begged me 
to endeavour to devise a method of relieving them fron the harassing burden of administrative 
responsibility now resting on their shoulders. “Each of them in turn has ‘pointed out to me that the 
mass of detail he has to attend to, in co-ordinating the work of the big administrative sections, makes 
undue inroads on his time, and that his touch with the troops, as well as with the training and military 
instruction of young officers, suffers sadly in consequence. I have done my best, and I myself at least 
am firmly of the opinion that only on the lines I have indicated can any hope of veal relief be reasonably 
expected. 

Actual decentralization it is not within my power to paaranted: That must rest with the depart- 
mental chiefs at Headquarters, and it will of necessity be a gradual process. All I can attempt to 
do is to devise a system which will render possible a real measure of decentralization without at the 
same time overwhelming commanders of troops with a mass of detail. I earnestly hope that the 
necessary machinery will be instituted at an early date, and that subsequently the members of the 
Military Board, individually and collectively, will see to it that District Offices shall become something 
more than mere post- offices for correspondence from units and areas to the Department at Melbourne. 


APPENDIX VII. 
ForMATION oF A Mitirary Business BRANCH. 


(Extract from the Report on the Australian Military Forces by the Inspector-General of the Oversea 
Forces, 1914.) 


A Military Business Department. 

81. Australian conditions being what they are, | have no hesitation in advising that the institution 
of a business department in the Army, under a business head, is essential to efficiency and economy. 
The personnel of this department should be homogeneous and interchangeable as between the various 
sections into which the department should be divided. In this way only “will it be possible to produce, 
in time, men fitted to be placed in charge of administration in all its branches, both in districts and at 
Headquarters, 


H.—19a. 32 


If the Australian Army existed for peace only there would be good grounds for giving the whole of 
the new department a purely civilian character. The peace work of the department ‘could, during most 
of the year, be done by civilians as well as by men with military rank and title; but during manceuvres 
and in war the military character of the administrator must be recognized in all matters where financial 
responsibility is not concerned. He must wear uniform; he must be under military discipline; and 
he must himself have powers of discipline over his own personnel and over all military subordinates 
with whom he may be brought in contact. Further, his position will certainly be strengthened, and 
his power for good enhanced, if he possesses a recognized military title. 

For supply and transport work, for ordnance duties, for the functions of the pay department, and 
for the clerical establishment in military offices military rank and status are, in my opinion, absolutely 
essential ; and, on grounds of homogeneity, I recommend their general adoption throughout the whole 
department. 

Homogeneity essential. 

82. The evils arising from a lack of homogeneity are well exemplified in the existing state of the 
Ordnance Department, two-thirds of whose members are under the Defence Department and one-third 
under the Public Service Commissioner. I venture to suggest that not a soul, either in the Ordnance 
Department itself or outside of it, can be found to defend this system, or, rather, want of system. I 
have had the advantage of studying a report by Major Austin, of the Imperial Army Ordnance Depart- 
ment, in which he recommends the formation of a Military Ordnance Corps in Australia. W th many 
of his recommendations I am in agreement. Under my proposals, however, the ordnance personnel 
of the Australian Army will in future form an integral portion of the new business department, wearing 
its uniform and conforming to the rules governing it as a whole. The formation of the ordnance section 
in the new department is one of the many matters which should claim the early attention of the new 
business chief, who will, I am convinced, find Major Austin’s report of much assistance. 


Chief of Ordnance’s Department. 


83. The institution of the new business department and a strict observance of the duties assigned 
the General Staff and to the Adjutant-General will render the retention of the Chief of Ordnance’s 
department unnecessary. A system which places the command and administration of the corps of 
Artillery and Engineers apat from the rest of the Army is a bad system, and should be abolished 
forthwith. It is reminiscent of a state of affairs which, even in pre-Crimean days, was hardly tolerable. 
The administration of the personnel of these corps should rest with the Adjutant-General to the same 
extent that the administration of the other arms is vested in his department; and their training, as well 
as coast-defence policy, should be controlled by the Chief of the General Staff. The purely adminis- 
trative functions of the Chief of Ordnance’s Department should be transferred to the new business 
department. 

Duties like the control of factories and the erection of works, which in London are assigned to the 
Master-General of Ordnance, are in Australia carried out elsewhere or by other means. Any need, 
therefore, for the Chief of Ordnance’s Department is not apparent under the new conditions. 


Finance the Central Feature. 


84. Among the duties assigned to the new department would be the compilation of the parlia- 
mentary estimate, the accounting for all sums expended by the Defence Department, cash payments, 
the examination of accounts, and the provision of the financial personnel required to assist the 
other branches of the Defence Department. Accordingly, the creation in it of a special finance section 
is essential. It should also be the central section of the new department. The bulk of the powers 
now vested in the Finance Member could at once be transferred to it, and all necessity for a Finance 
Member and for a separate Finance Department would disappear. In this way large economics should 
ensue both directly, owing to the absorption of a Finance Department that is separate from the main 
administrative work of the Army, and indirectly by the disappearance of interminable correspondence 
which will result when financial control and administrative responsibility are amalgamated under one 
head. The members of the existing Finance Department would find ample scope for their special 
knowledge both in the central section of the new department as well as in the administrative branches 
which it is proposed to set up in districts. 

The Auditor-General should make the necessary arrangements for a proper audit of military 
accounts and stores, and any duplication of audit within the department itself would appear to be an 
unnecessary expense. 

Formation of the New Department. 


85. The new department should therefore be formed, in the first instance, by absorbing into it 
the existing Army Service Corps as well as such members of the Ordnance Department, of the existing 
Pay Branch, of the corps of military staff clerks, and of the Quartermaster-General’s, Chief of 
Ordnance’s, and Finance Member’s departments as may be required. The new departmental corps as 
a whole might be known as the Australian Army Service Corps. It should be recruited by young men 
from eighteen to twenty years of age selected by competitive examinations. Officers of the combatant 
branches up to, say, twenty-four years of age might also be permitted to enter the department after 
passing a qualifying examination. A probationary period of at least a year should be a sine qua non 
fo. every one who enters the department. Every officer should, at an early stage, serve for a period 
in the central section of the department. Promotion throughout the department should be by 
selection. The responsibility for reporting on the business capabilities of subordinates should rest 
with their departmental superiors. 
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Tenure of Appointments. 

86. For men engaged in administrative work, fixity of tenure is of greater importance than for 
those occupied in purely military duties. It is part of my conception of a well-organized business 
department that its members should receive their appointments, and should be removable, only at 
the instigation of the head of the department, who should be allowed considerable latitude in deter- 
mining how long his subordinates should remain in any particular post. At the same time steps should 
be taken to prevent the occupant of any administrative post, particularly in districts, from wielding 
too much power and influence owing to his tenure of office exceeding unduly the period of four years, 
to which the appointment of Commandants and of the representatives of other departments is limited. 
Moreover, care should be taken to keep administrative officials at Army Headquarters in thorough 
touch with the life of the Army, and there should be a constant and well-calculated interchange of all 
ranks between the Defence Office at Melbourne and the administrative branches in the districts. The 
tenure of appointments in the administrative department might reasonably be fixed at six years,

APPENDIX IX. 
Ture NECESSITY OF A RECORD OFFICE. 


(Extract from the Report on the Australian Military Forces by the Inspector-General of the Oversea 
Forces, 1914.) 
The War System. 

61. The Field Service Regulations, which are based upon our dearly bought South African 
experiences, contain the following paragraph :— ; Wei, 

“* Office-work in the field is to be restricted as to what is absolutely indispensable : no office- 
work will be transacted with a unit or service in the field that can be possibly dealt with 
at a stationary office.” 

To carry out the principle embodied in this extract, “‘ record offices * with specially trained staffs 
have, since the South African War, been established for every corps and department of the Imperial 
Army; pay accounting has, as far as circumstances permit, been detached from units under the so- 
called Dover system, and simple but effective means have been devised for keeping both record 
and pay offices in touch with the rank and file, no matter where in the world their units may be 
stationed. Further, army books and forms used on active service have been greatly simplified, and 
these war forms have, wherever practicable, replaced the more elaborate documents previously used 


in peace. 
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South African Experience. 

62. In other words, efforts have been made, and are still being made, in the Imperial Army to 
apply in peace a system which actual recent war experience has demonstrated will be fairly war- 
proof. The War Office entered upon the South African campaign under the impression that a unit 
could be made to consume its own smoke in all matters of interior economy. Never were the heads of 
a department more rudely undeceived. Rarely has any body of men been more freely abused. Yet— 
judging the matter now more calmly—it may be admitted that no average administrator could have 
foreseen that when the Forces in South Africa were once fairly on the move all traces of a man who 
left his unit would be lost, alike by relatives and the military authorities, for weeks, months, or some- 
times for ever! The commanding officer was aware only that the man had disappeared, and no 
machinery existed anywhere for systematically keeping in touch with him. A so-called “ casualty 
office ” was, it is true, hastily improvised at Cape Town, and a large number of officers and clerks were 
therein employed, and certainly improvised methods such as these were better than nothing—and 
that is about all that could be said. 


Previous System. 


63. Again, the pay-lists which officers commanding squadrons and companies were called on to 
keep prior to and during the South Afmican War were caviare to the general — not to speak of the 
subaltern. Even in peace, when the services of trained pay-sergeants were available, these accounts 
were the bane of the average regimental officer. What then could be expected in war, where irregular 
officers were far too preoccupied with the idea of administering a beating to the enemy to dream of 
administering anything so tame as a pay-sheet ? Usually the Gordian knot was cut, as in classic fable, 
by the sword. No pay-lists were kept up at all, and the subsequent business of settling up was a 


prolonged and a profoundly extravagant operation to that grand old milch-cow, the British ‘public. 


a 


Adoption of War System recommended. 


64. In the minor affairs of war, as in the greatest operations, simplicity, both of conception and 


design, is the hall-mark of the true metal. 


In Part II, Chapter XVI, of the Field Service Regulations 


the war system as regards office-work—an extremely simple system—is fully described, and I suggest 
respectfully that this system should, as far as local conditions admit, be accepted for peace-work in 


Australia. 


Not only will the transition from a peace to a war footing be thus more easily effected, but 


under ordinary conditions the existing strain of excessive correspondence, whether with units or in 
Staff offices, should be very sensibly eased.

Department of Justice, Wellington, 15th June, 1914. 
I nave the honour to present the report of the Inspector of Prisons for the year ended 31st 
December last, together with extracts from the Gaolers’ reports and the annual prison statistics. 

There was an increase in the number of prisoners received during the year, but this was 
due to abnormal conditions prevailing during a portion of the year, and not to a general increase 
of crime. The daily average throughout the year shows a decrease on that of 1912. 

The expenditure shows an increase over last year, but this is principally due to developmental 
work at Invercargill, Waikeria, and Addington, increase of staff in connection therewith, pur- 
chase of necessary plant, and expense of transfer of prisoners to these prisons. The credits 
received, however, show a considerable increase—£7,382, as against £5,431 last year. 

The work of providing for more up-to-date prison buildings has been steadily pressed for- 
ward, and additions at Auckland and Invereargill have been completed. Further additions 
to these prisons are in hand. A number of improvements in the more unsuitable buildings 
—notably at Lyttelton, where the removal of the female prisoners to Addington has enabled the 
female wing to be converted for the use of prisoners sentenced to reformative treatment, and 
the separation of waiting-trial prisoners and debtors—have been carried out. This is a distinet 
improvement on the conditions hitherto prevailing at this prison. At Waikeria the work of 
erecting the new building is well in hand, and the first section should be completed in about 
twelve months’ time. At Wellington the accommodation for single officers has been greatly 
improved. 

The question of the profitable employment and payment of prisoners is one that is often 
referred to by prison critics, and as it may appear that nothing is being done it may not be out 
of place to again refer to this subject. As has often been said before in the Prison Reports, 
necessity of avoiding competition with free labour cannot be disregarded. Without remunerative 
labour, either to the State or as a return from commercial industries, there can be but little exten- 
sion in the direction of the payment of wages to prisoners, and the matter is one that must be 
approached with extreme caution if an undue burden is not to be placed on the general taxpayer. 
A beginning has been made in the case of habituals and reformative prisoners, but until sufficient 
remunerative employment can be found it is well to hasten slowly. 

It may, however, be fairly claimed that at no time in the history of prison administration 
in the Dominion has the profitable employment of prisoners been so great as at the present time. 

In this connection reference may be made to the work being done at Invercargill, Waikeria, 
and the tree-planting camps. 

At Invercargill a concrete-block-making industry has been established, and blocks are being 
made for public buildings and for sale to the public for private dwellings. Vegetable-gardening 
is being carried on, and the produce is sold to the public. A large reclamation scheme is being 
carried out for the Borough Council by prisoners under the supervision of the Gaoler, who has 
been practically responsible for the whole work. The work has included bridge-building, dredg- 
ing, and the various works incidental to such an undertaking. The total area reclaimed is 
about 2,000 acres. The return to the Department for the prisoners’ labour will be the acquire- 
ment of an area of 650 acres of first-class farm land which, it is stated by those in a position to 
judge, will be worth at least £20 an acre, and this land will be utilized as a prison farm for 
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the training of youthful offenders—surely a profitable work, both to the State and to the 
individual prisoners engaged in the work. 

At Waikeria, where the Department has some 1,500 acres of land, the first prison farm in 
New Zealand has been established, and, although only a short time has elapsed, some 300 acres 
have been cleared and brought into cultivation. Concrete-block making has also been started 
there, and the prison and farm buildings will be built by prison labour with blocks made on the 
spot, there being a large quantity of splendid material available in the river bounding the pro- 
perty. Blocks will also be supphed for the erection of the main buildings of the Mental Hospital, 
which will be located not very far away. 

The acquirement of an area of farm land in Canterbury, on which an up-to-date prison 
can be built to replace the unsuitable building at Lyttelton, will afford further opportunity for 
the extension of the policy decided upon of providing for the employment in agricultural pursuits 
of prisoners, who are mostly derived from the unskilled class; and the training of youthful 
offenders in an occupation which will enable them to obtain suitable employment on their release. 

The prisoners at the tree-planting camps are doing work which will ultimately be of great 

value to the community, but it is, of course, not immediately remunerative. Its value from a 
reformative point of view is recognized. 

There is, however, a large proportion of prisoners—what may be called the floating prison 
population, persons who are continually in and out of prison on short sentences, many of them 
derelicts—for whom it will always be difficult to find profitable employment. In time, however, 
something may be done even for these. 

It is from the prison farms that the best results may be expected, and, properly directed and 
carried on, these institutions will without doubt in time become more than self-supporting and 
relieve the eemmunity cf a large portion of the cost of maintenance of prisoners, who, like the 
poor, will, I am afraid, be always with us. 

Staff Matiers.—I regret that, owing to his duties as Inspector-General of Mental Hospitals 
requiring his whole attention, Dr. Hay has found it necessary to relinquish the position of 
Inspector of Prisons. Dr. Hay took a keen interest in the welfare of the prisons, and his retire- 
ment from the position of Inspector will be generally regretted by the Prison service. I desire 
to take this opportunity of placing on record the appreciation of the Department of the very 
valuable advice and assistance which his special knowledge of institutional management has 
enabled him to give during the time he was connected with the prisons. 

The prisons staff has continued to show a praiseworthy desire to co-operate in improving the 
prison system, and I have to thank the Gaolers and officers generally for their loyal assistance 
in this direction. C. B. Jorpay,

The InsSpEectTOR or Prisons to the UNDER-SECRETARY FOR JUSTICE. 


Sir,— Department of Justice (Prisons Branch), Wellington, 12th May, 1914. 

In submitting the thirty-third annual report on the prisons of the Dominion, I must of 
necessity confine myself to what will amount to little more than a continuation of the statistics 
published in previous years, and a brief réswmé of the work of the year that has just concluded, 
as the recent date of my appointment to the office of Inspector of Prisons precludes a general review 
of the operations of the Department during 1913. 

From Table A it will be seen that in spite of the industrial troubles that disturbed the 
Dominion towards the end of the year the daily average of prisoners confined in our gaols was 
below that for 1912. The departmental figures prove, however, that the majority of the com- 
mitals took place too late in the year to materially affect the average for the ehh period. 
The actual position is, perhaps, more clearly shown by the statistics in Table No. 1 (Prison 
Population).

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The decrease in the number of serious crimes as evidenced by the length of the sentences 
imposed, which was remarked upon in last year’s report, still continues. The gradual reduction 
that has taken place from year to year is well illustrated by the table given below (No. 2), which 
is compiled from Table A of the statistics accompanying this report :—

From the above table it will be seen that, although the daily average for 1913 was still shghtly 
higher than that for 1911, the total number of prisoners received into the various prisons for 
periods of three months and upwards was considerably less in the later than in the earlier year. 
The increase in the number of minor offences referred to in last year’s report still continues, the 
figures supplied by the Government Statistician in Table A showing that the total number of 
prisoners received for simple imprisonment and for sentences of under three months was 3,555 
for 1913, as against 3,313 for 1912, and 3,116 for 1911. 

Like last year’s figures, the above table again indicates the fluctuation of the prison popula- 
tion, and emphasizes the impossibility of arriving at any definite conclusion as to the reasons for 
the increase or decrease of the number of prisoners for any particular period when analysing 
statistics of past years. 


HaBITUAL CRIMINALS AND PRISONERS SENTENCED TO REFORMATIVE DETENTION. 


As in previous years, the statistics in regard to the administration of the Crimes Amend- 
ment Act will be published in the annual report of the Prisons Board. 


TREE-PLANTING PRISONS 


The reports of the Acting-Gaolers in charge of the tree-planting camps at Kaingaroa and 
Waipa show that this branch of prison-work has been satisfactorily carried on during the year. 

As forecasted in last year’s report, the camp at Hanmer was closed in October, and the 
prisoners and officers were transferred elsewhere. 

Payment for Tree-planting.—The recommendation contained in the 1913 report that the 
Department should be given a financial credit for this work has been given effect to, the amount 
paid by the Forestry Department for the period from the Ist April to the 3lst December, 1913, 
being £1,998 3s. lld. The assessment of the value of the work has been made by the officers of 
the Forestry Department, and the arrangement is giving satisfaction to all the parties concerned. 

It is hoped in the immediate future to give a larger number of prisoners the benefit of employ- 
ment at tree-planting by arranging transfers from the town prisons to Kaingaroa, where there 
is sufficient hut accommodation for some additional men. As the Waipa camp is set apart for 
first offenders, the daily average there cannot be increased in the same way. 


EMPLOYMENT OF PRISONERS. 


The question of the proper employment of prison labour was dealt with exhaustively in last 
year’s report. Suffice it to say that the agricultural policy then laid down is being continued, 
and will be prosecuted more vigorously as soon as sufficient labour can be spared from the work 
of erecting the necessary prison buildings at Waikeria and elsewhere. It is understood that an 
area of land suitable for prison purposes will soon be available in the Canterbury District, and 
when this is taken over by the Department it should not be long before agricultur ‘al work is pro- 
vided for a large percentage of the prison population of the South Island. 


Prison BUILDINGS. 


Auckland.—The Gaoler’s report shows that the foundations of the south-wing extension, in 
which provision is being made for a prison hospital, schoolroom, officers’ quarters, and store, in 
addition to a number of new cells, are now almost ready, while the west and south wings have 
been completed. 

New Plymouth.—No alterations or additions to this building have been made during the 
year, but some much-needed repairs to the floors of the cells have been carried out. 
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Napier.—The departmental recommendation regarding this building not having been carried 
out, steps should be taken to place the female wing in proper repair. The question of rebuilding 
or transferring to another site should receive early consideration. : 

Wellington.—The condition of the older part of this building has been referred to in previous 
reports, and the general position fully set out. Steps have been taken to provide adequate 
accommodation for the single officers, the quarters previously set apart for their use having been 
cramped and inconvenient. 

Lyttelton.—lf a new site has been found for a prison at a reasonable distance from Christ- 
church this building will eventually be abandoned, and beyond the small expenditure involved 
in fitting up the old female wing for the reception of reformative, unconvicted, and trial prisoners, 
and debtors, the cost of maintaining the Lyttelton Prison buildings has been kept as low as 
possible. 

Dunedin.—Since the last annual report was written this prison has been reduced in size 
by the closing of one of the wings and the utilization of the greater part of the old female wing 
for male prisoners. The alterations involved have been carried out by the Public Works Depart- 
ment. 

Invercargill.—Considerable progress has been made with the erection of a further extension 
to the Invercargill Prison buildings. 

Gisborne.—Steps are being taken to commence the erection of a high enclosing fence or wall 
round the gaol property, as recommended last year. Hollow concrete blocks of prison manufac- 
ture will probably be the material used. 

Palmerston North.—As it has been decided to close this police gaol, the contemplated improve- 
ments will not be carried out. 

Greymouth.—Vhe gaol buildings at Greymouth are in good repair, and have required no 
expenditure during the year. 


PROGRESS DURING THE YEAR. 


The reports of the Gaolers indicate that fair progress has been made in the various works 
being carried out by prison labour, particularly at Invercargill, Waikeria, and Auckland. 

Watkerva.—The work of preparing a site for the central wing of the new Waikeria Prison, 
which involved some very extensive excavations, has now been completed, the foundations of the 
building have been laid, and it is anticipated that the first wing will be ready for occupation in 
March next. 

Auckland.—The progress made in regard to buildings and other works at this prison is fully 
set out in the Gaoler’s report. 

Addington.—A vegetable-garden has been established at the Addington female prison, with 
satisfactory results, a surplus being available for Lyttelton. ‘lhe yards and grounds have now 
been cleared of old buildings and other debris, and the high fence has been extended to the Poulsen 
Street frontage, to enclose the whole of the property. The whole place is now in excellent order, 
and when the small administrative block, for which plans are being drawn, is provided, the insti- 
tution will be complete in every respect. 

Rotoaira Prison Camp.—In accordance with directions received from the Minister of Justice, 
preparations are now in progress for the establishment of a camp on the Waimarino Plains, about 
four miles from the Waimarino Railway-station, with the object of forming a new road from 
Waimarino to Tokaanu. As it will be necessary to remove the camp from time to time as the 
work proceeds, the proclaimed prison area has been given the same name as the road that is being 
constructed—viz., ‘‘ Rotoaira.’’ 

Regulations.—The regulations required under the Crimes Amendment Act, 1910, were gazetted 
on the Ist August last. They apply particularly to prisoners who have been declared habitual 
criminals or offenders, or who have been sentenced to terms of reformative detention. The chief 
feature of the regulations in so far as the last-named prisoners are concerned is the provision of 
a small weekly wage for those whose work warrants it. Up to the present time the system has 
worked well, and has proved a useful incentive to the prisoners, both in regard to the quantity 
and quality of their work and to their general conduct. If the same satisfactory position con- 
tinues, an extension of the scheme might be undertaken, and its application to hard-labour 
prisoners considered. Only a very lhmited number of the men employed under these regulations 
availed themselves of the right to send their earnings to their wives or families. 

Probation Officers.—The appointment of gentlemen outside the Prison and Police services 
to act as Probation Officers under the Crimes Amendment Act has worked satisfactorily, and it 
will probably be necessary before long to make similar appointments in some of the country dis- 
tricts if suitable men can be found for the purpose. 

Physical Drill.—The extension of instruction in physical drill to the Auckland Prison during 
the year has proved an undoubted success. The prisoners selected for the squads evince a con- 
siderable interest in the work, and their condition and general demeanour are much improved 
by the various exercises, which are carried out both singly and collectively in a very creditable 
manner. The work carried on at Invercargill in this direction is also very well done, and the 
warders in each place who act as instructors are worthy of commendation. 

Education.—The evening schools at Auckland and Invercargill are being well and efficiently 
carried on. The Auckland school was started in November last, and the experiment is proving 
satisfactory, all the prisoners selected for school-work appearing to be much interested in their 
lessons, and none of them having given the slightest trouble during school hours. As the work 
of instruction became too onerous for one prison officer, an experienced schoolmaster has recently 
been engaged to carry on the classes, with a prison officer as his assistant. 


@ 
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GENERAL WoRK. 


As previously stated, the position with regi ard to the various works being carried on by the 
Department is fully dealt with by the Gaolers in their reports, and I do not propose to deal with 
the matter on the present occasion. 

STAFF. 

The Gaolers, Acting-Gaolers, and their staffs have rendered etticient service during the year, 
and my thanks are due fo them for the assistance they have given me in my work. 

There have been three retirements of officers on superannuation since the last report was 
written—viz., Messrs. T. R. Pointon, Gaoler at Lyttelton; J. Coyle, Gaoler at New Plymouth; and 
Principal Warder Fuller, of Napier. They were all officers of long service, and performed valuable 
work for the Prisons Department during their many years of office. 

Mr. Coyle’s retirement was caused through ill health, and I much regret to say that he suc- 


cumbed to the illness that incapacitated him “immediately after he relinquished the duties of his 
position. 


GENERAL. 


Health of Prisoners.—A reference to the second division of Table A indicates that the daily 
average number of prisoners on the sick-list was slightly higher for 1913 (15°47) than for 1912 
(14°05), but this is partly accounted for by the fact that a number of the prisoners were ill on 
admission, and had therefore to be treated in the public or prison hospitals. There appears to 
have been no sickness arising from preventible causes within the prisons themselves. 

Deaths.—Ten persons died in prison during 1913, as comp ared with 15 in 1912—1 at Auck- 
land, 1 at New Plymouth, 2 at Wellington, 1 at Addington, 3 at Lyttelton, | at Dunedin, and 
1 at Invercargill. 

Escapes.—There were 10 escapes during the year, exactly the same number as in 1912— 
4 from Kaingaroa, 1 from Waipa, 3 from Wellington, | from Auckland, and 1 from Opotiki Police

First OFFENDERS’ PROBATION AcT. 

Table J shows that 156 persons were placed on probation, as against 79 in 1912. Of these, 
22 have so far satisfactorily carried out the terms of their licenses and been discharged, 4 have 
been rearrested, 4 absconded, and 106 still remain under the supervision of the probation 
officers. 

The amounts ordered to be paid by the various Courts towards the costs of prosecution 
amount to £495 13s. 10d., of which the sum of £287 11s. 9d. has already been collected.

EXTRACTS FROM GAOLERS’ REPORTS FOR 1913. 


AUCKLAND PRISON. 


Sr H.M. Prison, Auckland, 18th March, 1914. 
I have the honour to submit my annual report on the working of this prison for the 
year ended 3lst December, 1913. 

At the commencement of the year there were 251 males and 19 females in custody, 22 of the 
males being habitual criminals and 50 for reformative treatment. 

During the year 1,698 males and 129 females were received, of whom 11 males were declared 
habitual criminals, 23 were ordered to be detained for reformative treatment in addition to a 
definite sentence, 32 to reformative treatment only, while 10 males undergoing reformative treat- 
ment were received from other prisons, and 2 habituals, again convicted, had their licenses 
cancelled. 

During the same period 1,690 males and 132 females were discharged or otherwise disposed 
of, viz.: Males on remission, TA: at expiration of sentence, 1,165; admitted to bail, 20; acquitted 
and after remand, 232; tr prinforred to other prisons, 103; handed to Police, 11; habituals 
transferred to New Plymouth when definite sentences had expired, 13; debtors, 17; on proba- 
tion, 32; to Mental Hospital, 8; released on the ice: Seat of the Prisons Board, 9; 
died, 1; committed suicide, 1; to Burnham Industrial School, 2; to Weraroa ‘raining Farm, 1; 
Takapuna Industrial School, 1. 

On the female side, 8 were discharged on remission and 84 at expiration of sentence, 5 were 
transferred to Addington, 2 to Mental Hospital, 32 acquitted after remand, and 1 admitted 
to bail. 

There were remaining in custody at the end of the year 259 males and 16 females, 22 of the 
males being habitual criminals and 67 detained for reformative treatment. 

The prisoner who committed suicide was on remand, and there was nothing in his appearance 
or manner to indicate that he required any special supervision. He was found in the early 
morning hanging from one of the bars of his cell-window, life being extinct. . The usual inquest 


was held. 
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The health of the prisoners generally has been good. Although there were no fewer than 
14 admissions to the district Hospital during the year—viz., 11 males and 3 females, one male 
having been admitted twice “al of these were ill from various causes when admitted. to prison, 
and the Surgeon Sinaended their removal to the Hospital. 

Any cases of sickness treated in the prison were mostly of a mild nature. The daily average 
on the sick-list was 10, this large number being accounted for by a few chronic sufferers from 
rheumatism, heart trouble, &e., who are unable to work and are under the Surgeon’s care. 

The conduct of the prisoners as a body ihe been excellent. There have, as a tmatter of course, 
been exceptions, but when it is seen that 2,097 prisoners were dealt with during the year, and 
that there were only 40 actual punishments against 19 individuals, it must be admitted that the 
result is very satisfactory—34 punishments for minor offences and 6 for ageravated offences. 
One prisoner was punished 13 times, being also convicted and warned several times. He 
positively refuses to do any work or even take in his food, and in consequence has to be kept 
altogether apart from other prisoners. 

There was one escape of a prisoner, employed in one of the outside working parties. He 
was recaptured within two hours, and, as punishment, received six months’ hard labour. There 
were three attempted escapes from within the prison, which were dealt with by a Stipendiary 
Magistrate under section 24 of the Prisons Act. 

A brutal assault by two prisoners serving long sentences was committed on a warder and 
a prisoner, with a view to rendering them incapable of resistance, with intent to facilitate their 
own escape. Both have since been sentenced at the Supreme Court to three years in addition 
to the sentences they were serving. 

The bulk of the prisoners have, as usual, been employed in quarrying, stone-dressing, and 
building. 

To enable the pean ae pees of the south wing to be completed, a wall has been erected 
enclosing an area of 259 ft. by 55 ft., to be used as a stone-cutting yard, as the new wing will 
cut off the cart-way into the yard at present used. The wall referred to is 18 ft. high, and 
contains 13,200 superficial feet of masonry. Had it been built by contract it would have cost at 
least £1,600, but being built by pr#son labour the value is computed at £920, although the actual 
cost is only £70—viz., the price of lime and cement. Sheds and workshops have been erected, 
and the yard is now ready for occupation.- The present stone-cutting yard can, for some time, 
be used as a working-place for prisoners undergoing reformative detention, thus keeping them 
apart from other prisoners. 

A hot-water service for bathing purposes—a long-felt want—is being installed. The work 
was commenced some months ago, but delays occurred in obtaining the necessary appliances. I 
am, however, glad to say the work will be completed at an early date. 

The foundations of the south-wing extension are nearly completed, and building will be 
commenced as soon as the revised plans are received. 

During the year the finishing-touches have been given to the west and south wings, the 
corridor of the latter being now used as a schoolroom, where some thirty prisoners receive instruc- 
tion on three evenings a week, one of the staff acting as schoolmaster. he school was only started 
in November last, so that it is rather early to form an opinion as to results. The prisoners, 
however, appear to take a keen interest in their lessons, and express a desire to learn. 

Physical drill for prisoners was also started in July last, where all under thirty years take 
part. A capable prison officer acts as instructor, and the bulk of the prisoners attending drill 
are emphatic in their praises of its good effects. The proficiency they have 
especially in Swedish drill, is highly creditable. 

The conduct of the staff, on the whole, has been satisfactory, the only carelessness shown 
being on the part of junior officers, who do not always seem to be alive to their responsibilities.

First OFFENDERS’ PROBATION AcT. 


At the commencement of the year there were 19 males and 2 females on probation, 
of those released under the Crimes Amendment Act. 

Twenty-one males were placed on probation by the Supreme Court and 11 by the Magistrates’ 
Court, while 8 were received on transfer from other districts, making a total of 59 males and 
2 females. Of these, 18 males and 2 females completed their probation satisfactorily, 3 males were 
sentenced for failing to comply with the conditions of their release, 2 absconded, and 18 were 
transferred to other “districts, leaving a balance of 18 males reporting at the end of the year. 

Five prisoners released from reformative treatment, also 6 males and 1 female habitual 
criminals, reporting at the close of last year, were placed under the charge of Mr. William 
Brakenrig, who was appointed Probation Officer under the Crimes Act, 1910. 

Of those undergoing reformative treatment, the sentence of 1 expired, 2 received a sentence 
for other offences and had their licenses cancelled. Of the habituals, 3

Although I have been relieved some- 
what by Mr. Brakenrig taking over the supervision of those released under the provisions of the 
Crimes Act, still my time is fully occupied with the administrative duties of the prison, which 


are increasing year by year, and it is impossible for me to give the attention to the working of 
the First Offenders Act that it really requires.

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KAINGAROA PRISON. 


i H.M. Prison, Kaingaroa, 16th January, 1914. 
I have the honour to submit to you the annual report for the year ended the 31st 
December, 1913, and also to forward the usual returns, expenditure, &e. 

I took over charge of this prison on the 29th April, 1915, on transfer from Hanmer Springs 
Prison. 

There were 35 prisoners in custody on the Ist January, 1913. ‘Twenty-seven males were 
received during the year; 18 males discharged on expiration of sentence; 12 males released on 
probationary license ; and 8° males transferred to the prison at Aviokland : in custody at the 
end of year, 24 males: daily average, 29°96. 

The health of the prisoners fas been very good; there was practically no sickness, except 
of a slight nature, during the year; the daily average on the sick-list was only 0°20, and this 
number was mainly due te 2 prisoners who were on che sick-list for seventeen and Eleveri days 
respectively. 

Two prisoners escaped and 2 attempted to escape during the year; all were smartly recap- 
tured by prison officers, and sentenced to additional terms of imprisonment. One prisoner who 
was charged with inflicting a wound was taken before the Magistrate at Rotorua and sentenced 
to further imprisonment. 

With the exception of the 5 prisoners mentioned above, the conduct of the prisoners has been 
excellent, and the work done on the plantation has been very satisfactory, in view of the distance 
of the tree-planting operations from the camp. 

The rations supplied to the prisoners have been of the very best quality, consequently no 
complaints have been made. 

A new filter has been purchased for use of the prison, and the water used for drinking pur- 
poses is now filtered before being supplied to the prisoners. 

The Prisons Board met here on two occasions during the year. The Board interviewed and 
examined all prisoners sentenced to reformative detention, and subsequently recommended the 
release (on probationary license) of 11. 

During the past two years the expenditure at this prison has been somewhat heavy. This 
has been mainly due to the cost of new buildings, fixtures, and other requirements. Fourteen 
acres of land have also been cleared, cultivated, and manured. This should yield an abundance 
of vegetables and winter feed for the pigs and sheep. The prison is now complete, and in future, 
with economical management, the expenditure should be much curtailed. 

The Rev. Perey Davis, Church of England minister, who has conducted Divine service at 
this prison for the past two years, has been transferred to Hawke’s Bay. The vacancy, however, 
has been filled by the Rev. J. L. Greer, who attends here on the first Sunday in every month. 
The Roman Catholic prisoners have service once a month, conducted by the Rev. Dean Lightheart. 

The officers have carried out their duties in a very creditable manner. 

The following is a summary of the work carried out by the prisoners duri ing the year, viz. : 
Pits dug, 1,538,335; trees planted, 1,609,750; trees lined out into nursery lines, 168,973 ; 
also forming fire- breaks, clearing, and general maintenance-work. Total area cleared and 
planted during the year, 591 acres. I have, &c.,

WAIKERIA PRISON. 


S1r,— H.M. Prison, Waikeria, 3lst December, 1913. 
I beg to submit my report upon the working of this prison for the year ending 31st 
December, 1913. 

There were 18 prisoners in custody at the beginning of the year; during the year 47 prisoners 
were received and 26 were discharged: leaving 39 in custody at the end of the year. The daily 
average was 25°23. All the prisoners were males. 

The accommodation at the beginning of the year consisted of one cell-house containing twenty 
cells. This accommodation was increased by the building, with prison labour, of another 
cell-house of twenty cells, so that at the end of the year there was accommodation for 40 prisoners. 
A further extension is being made by the fitting-up of ten two-cell huts. When these are finished 
the accommodation will have a capacity for 60 men. 

The health of the prisoners has been very good, and we have not had to treat any but minor 
ailments. Owing to the smallpox outbreak and the fact that there were fatalities within a short 
distance of the prison, all the officers and the prisoners were vaccinated. Several of the men 
were non-effective for a few days afterwards. 

The behaviour of the prisoners has, on the whole, been good. The parenthesis disappears 
when it is remembered that the institution is a prison. The work of the prisoners has been very 
good. No men are sent here except those supposed to be able to stand the strain of heavy work, 
consequently it is possible to maintain a high average standard of work. We have no short- 
timers and no derelicts: the men have therefore time to settle down to the work and to get into a 
good stride. 

About the middle of the year the work of excavating the site for the permanent building was 
commenced. In order to complete this work from start to finish some 60,000 yards of clay is 
to.be removed. It is a big work, but more than justified by the excellence of the site to be 
obtained, It is centrally situated ; stands 230 ft, above the sea-level; is well drained on all 
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sides; commands a fine, extensive view; and, owing to the fact that a high hill rises sharply 
to the south-east, an inexhaustible supply of water, with a pressure of 501b., is available at a 
small cost for installation. 

Excavating is not work that makes a good showing, but our tallies give an average of 
12 tons of clay dug down and shovelled into trucks per day per man. In about three weeks 
the ground will be ready for the foundations of the first wing of the prison to be commenced. 

During the autumn 120 acres of grass were sown. ‘The ‘‘ strike ’’ was a good one, and now 
there are 100 sheep and 53 head of cattle grazing in the paddocks, besides 12 horses. 

‘The potato-crop was a good average yield, but owing to the blight it had to be dug rather 
early. The oats cut out well. 

The Duncan heavy swamp-plough has proved a great success. Land upon which manuka 
20 ft. high was growing twelve months ago is now carrying oats, swedes, and mangels, and all 
crops are looking well. Stumps 13 in. across were turned out by this plough without any diff- 
culty. By this means the ground was brought under cultivation a season earlier, than could 
have been the case otherwise. 

The crops sown during this year consist of 
3 acres; potatoes, 6 acres. 

Fencing and subdividing was carried on. 

Divine service, both for Protestants and Roman Catholics, was held every Sunday. 

I delivered several lectures to the men upon topical subjects ; and Principal Warder Down 
delivered a course of instruction on pipe and drain laying. The probationary warders were 
coached for their examinations, and lectures on penology were delivered to the staff. 

Two probationary officers were retired for default. With these exceptions, the staff has 
worked with zeal and ability.

The health of the prisoners has been good, there being only 2 cases of sickness of over forty- 
eight hours’ duration. 

The rations supphed to prisoners have been of good quality. 

The officers have performed their duties s satisfactorily. 

Divine service was conducted on the first Sunday of each month by a Church of England 
minister from Rotorua. 

The following is a summary of the work done by the prisoners during the year: Clearing 
for tree- planting, 190 acres; pitting, 640,450; planting, 51,000; formation of an and pad- 
dock; clearing growth amongst trees; maintenance of roads and fire-breaks; planting blanks, 
253,350; gener ral repairs to buildings.

NEW PLYMOUTH PRISON. 


Sir,— H.M. Prison, New Plymouth, 12th January, 1914. 
I have the honour to report herewith on the working of this prison for the year ending 
31st December, 1913. 

There were 53 males in custody at the commencement of the year, 45 of whom were habituals. 
During the year 95 males, 34 of whom were habituals, and 4 females were received. At the end 
of the year there were in custody 44 males (39 of whom were habituals) and no females. 

The Prisons Board visited once during the year, and recommended the release of 39 habituals 
on probation. Employment was found for all those released who required it. 

The health of the prisoners has been good. There were 3 admissions to the Hospital, all 
very old men, one of whom died there. An inquest was held, and a verdict returned of death 
from natural causes. 

The conduct of the prisoners has been good, only 3 men being punished for minor prison 
offences, : 
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The rations supplied have been of good quality. The prisoners have been employed prin- 
cipally in quarrying, the revenue derived from the sale of metal and gravel obtained from 
this source being £644. 

The conduct of the officers has been good.

WELLINGTON PRISON. 


— H.M. Prison, Wellington, 12th March, 1914. 
I have the honour to submit the following report on the working of this prison for the 
year ended 31st December, 1913. 

There were in custody on the Ist January, 1913, 157 males and 22 females, a total of 179; 
1,425 males and 245 females were received during the year: total, 1,670, of which 140 were 
received twice, 42 thrice, 29 four times, 44 five times and upwards. 

During the year 1,403 males and 250 females were discharged; 62 males were transferred 
to tree-planting or other prisons; 7 males and | female were sent to the public Hospital, and 
were returned after treatment; 1 male undergoing treatment at the end of last year was returned 
after an operation had been performed, but had to be sent again soon afterwards to the Hospital 
for further treatment; 3 males and 1 female were transferred to the Mental Hospital at Porirua; 
3 females declared to be habitual criminals were transferred to Addington Prison. There were 
2 deaths during the year—both males—l committed for medical treatment, who was found on 
examination to be suffering from a fracture of the skull, died on the following day; the other 
was in an advanced state of phthisis when received. Inquests were held and verdicts returned 
in each case in accordance with the medical evidence. 

Two males escaped from the prison, but were recaptured on the following day. One of the 
same men escaped again when exercising in the yard, and was recaptured w vithin a few hours. 
Both prisoners were subsequently dealt with by the Stipendiary Magistrate, and sentenced to 
further terms of imprisonment. 

The health of prisoners has been good, very few cases of illness of a serious nature occurring. 

The rations supplied have been of good quality. On one occasion complaint was made as 
to the quality of the bread ration, but independent tests proved the bread wholesome. 

The conduct of prisoners generally has been good. Punishments for breaches of regulations 
were more numerous than in previous years, due to concerted action on the part of a few agitators. 
These were charged, and dealt with by a Visiting Justice, who punished them by inflicting fines, 
forfeiture of marks, and sentencing them to terms of bread and water. 

Brickmaking at Mount Cook was still the principal industry, and at the Terrace boot- 
making, gardening, &c., were carried on as usual. The females were employed at laundry, 
knitting, and other suitable work. At Point Halswell, in addition to the usual work for the 
Defence Department, tree-planting has been carried on, and about 131,300 trees, principally 
pines, were planted and are doing well, although the continual dry weather after the planting 
was unfavourable to their growth. 
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‘Two oflicers were reported for neglect of duty, and punished, one by a tine, and the other 
—a probationer—by dismissal. ; 

Divine service was held every Sunday by the several denominations, and on Christmas and 
New Year days special services were held by the Salvation Army officers and band. 


First OFFENDERS’ PrRopaTion AcT AND Crimes AMENDMENT ACT. 


On the Ist January there were 15 males on probation, and during the year 17 males were 
placed on probation for periods of from six months to three years; 3 males and 1 female were 
received on transfer from other districts; 9 males were discharged, having completed their 
period of probation; 11 males were transferred to other districts; and 3 absconded or otherwise 
failed to report: leaving 11 males and 1 female on probation at the end of the year. 

I have to thank the Police Department for the assistance rendered me in locating probationers 
who were negligent in complying with the terms of their license. 

In June last a special officer was appointed to deal with prisoners released on probation 
in accordance with the regulations under the Crimes Amendment Act, 1910, and several men so 
released and reporting to me were transferred to his charge.

The prison was reopened for reception of female prisoners on the 17th April, 1913, on which 
date I assumed charge, receiving on transfer from the Lyttelton Prison 15 female prisoners; 
received since, 63, of whom 10 were transferred from other prisons, 9 readmitted from two to 
three times, and 59 discharged: leaving in custody on the last day of the year, 19. 

The daily average was 21°68, the greatest number in confinement at one time 28, and the 
least 14. 

The number of habitual criminals and reformative-detention prisoners dealt with were 3 
and 8 respectively; 1 habitual criminal and 6 reformative-detention prisoners have been dis- 
charged on probationary license, leaving in these classes at the end of the year 2 and 2 respectively. 

The health of the prisoners was good, there being only 4 cases of sickness during the year, 


and one of these was of a trivial nature; 2 cases were sent to the Christchurch Hospital, where 1 
died. 


The daily average on the sick-list was 0°04. 

Rations supplied were of good quality, and no complaints have been made. 

The prisoners were employed in cleaning, sewing, knitting, washing, and repairing the 
clothing for the Lyttelton Prison, and keeping the grounds in order. 

Divine service was held every Sunday, and thanks are due to the Rev. Canon Bean, Mr. 
Smail, the Salvation Army, and others for attending to the spiritual needs of the prisoners; 
and also to the donors of books and magazines for the prison library. 

I regret to record the death by accident of Warder C. F. Morgan, gate officer; also the retire- 
ment of Assistant Matron Miss Evans, owing to ill health. 

The Gaoler, Mr. Pointon, visits frequently, inspecting, advising, and directing work, ke.

Habitual criminals (3), the definite portion of whose sentences had expired, were transferred 
to the New Plymouth Prison; and reformative-detention prisoners to the number of 11, inclusive 
of 2 females, were,,on the recommendation of the Prisons Board, released from imprisonment on 
probationary license and transferred to other districts, leaving 8 and 11 of the respective classes 
here at the close of the year; 3 of the latter are still serving the hard-labour portion of their 
sentences. 

Two hard-labour prisoners, and 1 on remand for medical treatment, having shown unsound- 
ness of mind, were removed to the Mental Hospital, and their terms of imprisonment expired 
while there. 

There were 3 deaths—2 males at the Christchurch Hospital, and 1 at the Casualty Ward, 
Lyttelton, the last the result of an accident. An inquest was held in each case. In the first 
two, verdicts were returned that death was due to natural causes; and in the last, that death was 
due to an accident, no blame being attachable to any one. 

One male prisoner was executed, death being instantaneous. 

The greatest number of both sexes in confinement at any one time was 160; the least num- 
ber, 116; and the daily average, 132°05—males, 127°34; females, 4°71. 

The health of the prisoners, generally speaking, was very g good ; most of the cases of sickness, 
27 of which exceeded forty-eight hours in duration, were of a mthor and trifling nature; 3 males 
and I female were sent to the “district Hospital during the year. 

On the whole, the conduct of prisoners was good, and the degree of industry, with exceptions, 
satisfactory. 

The Visiting Justices punished 21 males and 4 females for the commission of various, minor 
prison offences. There were no escapes, attempts to escape, or aggravated prison offences to 
record. 

All articles of diet supplied by the contractors were of excellent quality; complaints in con- 
nection therewith from prisoners were nil. 

Prisoners were employed, as in the previous year, for the Lyttelton Borough Council and 
the Defence Department, at the Artillery Barracks and Ripa Island, quariying, stone-dressing, 
stone-breaking, wall- building, and much other miscellaneous work. 

A party of 10 prisoners was stationed at Addington Prison for females for some months, 
effecting repairs and alterations thereto, and generally putting the premises in good order, subse- 
quently pulling down many old buildings, cleaning away the debris, and putting the extensive 
grounds in order, and planting the whole outside-prison area with vegetable seeds and plants. A 
word of praise is due to officers and prisoners alike for the good work accomplished there. 

Alterations and repairs to the wing here, vacated by the female prisoners, are nearing com- 
pletion, and it will soon be ready for occupation by unconyvicted prisoners, those under sentences 
of reformative detention, and debtors, there being ample provision for the separation of these 
three classes from one another and from the ordinary hard-labour prisoners. 

Excellent work has been done by those prisoners employed in the prison workshops at boot- 
making, tailoring, &c. 

Gener ally speaking, the officers carried out their duties fairly sat tisfactorily. 

Sunday services were held as heretofore by representatives of the different religious denom- 
inations. 


Tue First OFFENDERS’ PROBATION ACT AND CRIMES AMENDMENT AcT, 


There were no first offenders on the register of this probation district at the beginning of 
the year, and none were placed on probation by the local Courts during the twelve months. 

Under the Crimes Amendment Act, 9 male and 2 female reformative-detention prisoners 
were released on probationary license on the recommendation of the Prisons Board. With the 
exception of 1 male—permitted to leave the Dominion for the United Kingdom—all were trans- 
ferred to other districts, as also was 1 male on the books at the commencement of the year. One 
male received on transfer from another district was subsequently transferred elsewhere. 

In July the only 2 males on this register at that time, and included in the transfers noted 
above, were placed under the jurisdiction of the Probation Officer at Christchurch appointed in 
that month under the Crimes Act for persons released from imprisonment under the provisions 
of the Crimes Amendment Act, 1910.

The number of prisoners in custody on the Ist January, 1913, was 21 males and 2 females: 
total, 23. During the year 343 males and 27 females were received, being an increase of 118 
males and 1 female, compared with the number received during the year 1912; and 348 males 
and 28 females were discharged; 5 males were sentenced to reformative detention, in addition 
to 5 who were in custody at the commencement of the year. Of this number, 2 were released 
on probation and 8 transferred to other prisons. 

The health of the prisoners during the year has been good, the daily average on the sick-list 
(0°56) being a slight decrease compared with the previous year, 1912. ‘Two prisoners were sent 
to the district Hospital during the year, one of whom was afterwards returned to the prison and 
subsequently died. 

The conduct of the prisoners during the year has been good, 5 persons receiving nine punish- 
ments for minor breaches of the prison regulations. 

The industry of the prisoners during the year has been good, the principal employment 
being the making of coir mats, for which so far a ready sale has been found. The prisoners 
were also employed in cleaning the police-station and keeping the Supreme Court and prison 
grounds in order, while the Gaoler’s and officers’ quarters, the church, and the administrative 
rooms of the prison were caleimined and cleaned by prison labour. ; 

The conduct of officers during the year has been good. 

Divine service is conducted each Sunday by Mr. F. G. Cumming, the Prison Chaplain, or a 
clergyman or some member of one of the Churches.

At the beginning of the year there were 61 males and no females in custody. One hundred 
and seventy males and 3 females were received during the year. The number of prisoners received 
locally was 109 males and 3 females; transferred from other prisons, 55 males; convicted at 
distant Courts and sent direct to Invercargill, 6 males: total, 173. Remaining in custody at 
the end of the year, 96 males. 

There were no lunatics received during the year. Twelve males, however, suffering from 
the effects of drink were received for medical treatment, and one of these was afterwards com- 
mitted to Seacliff Mental Hospital by order of the Stipendiary Magistrate. The remainder were, 
I am sorry to say, treated within the prison and discharged in the usual way when recovered. 
It is with regret that I state that the practice of sending persons suffering from the effects of 
drink to prison for so-called curative or medical treatment has again been revived at Invercargill. 
For many years past it has been the custom to treat such cases in the public Hospital, but latterly 
this has to a large extent been discontinued. On at least one occasion there were no less than three 
such cases located in the prison at the same time, and as there is no padded-cell accommodation 
at the prison great difficulty was experienced in dealing with them. At one time it was proposed 
that a padded room should be provided at the gaol, but as it was recognized that the Hospital 
and not the gaol was the proper place in which to treat such cases, an extra padded room was 
provided at the Hospital instead, the Government bearing the cost of same. Such cases should 
not be treated in a prison, as it is grossly unfair to all concerned. Should the practice continue, 
however, it will be necessary to have a padded room added to the prison without delay.

The conduct of the permanent officers has been good, and I am pleased to say that they have 
proved themselves most eflicient, and have carried out their onerous duties in a highly: satisfac- 
tory manner. I consider the officers attached to this prison are a credit to the Service. One 
probationary warder’s services were dispensed with, he having proved unsuitable; while another 
was severely reprimanded for failing to carry out his duties in a satisfactory manner. 

The quality of the rations supphed by the contractors has been uniformly good, and conse- 
quently there has been a total absence of complaints. 

The conduct of the majority of the prisoners has been good, but punishments consistent with 
a proper standard of discipline had on a number of occasions to be meted out. 

The Crimes Amendment Act still continues to work satisfactorily. The system of payment 
of a small wage to prisoners undergoing reformative detention is proving of great benefit, as 
the knowledge “that they are in a position to earn something for themselves against the time of 
their release acts as an incentive towards doing their best. The fact that they may be called 
upon to forfeit a portion of the amount so earned also tends to act as a deterrent against wrong- 
doing, and materially assists in maintaining a higher degree of discipline than was possible under 
the old system. The Act has now passed beyond the experimental stage, and provided the 
various Gaolers see that it is properly administered in their respective prisons great good should 
result. 

Two hard-labour prisoners attempted to escape from the prison-works during the year, but 


both were recaptured within a few minutes of the attempt. Two other prisoners made a deter- 
mined attempt to escape from the prison by endeavouring to overpower the officer on night duty 
and so gain possession of the keys. The officer, although seriously injured about the head, 


managed to prevent his assailants from gaining possession of the keys, and with great presence 
of mind threw the keys out of a cell-window. Both prisoners were brought before the Supreme 
Court. One received a sentence of five years’ hard labour, and the other twelve months’ hard 
labour and twelve months’ reformative detention, the sentences to take effect at the expiration 
of the sentences they were then serving. 

The work of prison-extension still continues. The new south wing, capable of accommo- 
dating 38 additional male prisoners, has been occupied, also a thoroughly up-to-date hospital 


wing containing six beds, and, in addition, an isolation ward with two beds for infectious cases 


has been completed. Attached to this wing, quarters with all necessary conveniences for five 
additional single officers have been provided, thus bringing the prison still further up to date. 
A further addition to the prison is now well in hand, and should be rea idy for occupation in about 
twelve months from date. This will provide accommodation for’ another 84 prisoners—78 males 
and 6 females—with quarters for a matron. This additional accommodation is much needed, 
as, besides assisting in relieving the congestion existing at other prisons, it will provide the 
opportunity for the introduction of a proper system of classification, without which it would be 
difficult to arrange on a proper basis. 

There are at present over 60 youths in this prison undergoing various terms of reformative 
treatment: nearly all of these are first offenders and under ‘the age of twenty-five years. The 
remainder—about 30—have been sentenced to various terms of hard labour. These also, with 
few exceptions, are first offenders and under twenty-five years of age. 

During the year 28 prisoners were released on probation on the recommendation of the 
Prisons Board. There cannot be any doubt but the system of granting release on probation, with 
good conduct, is sound. The fact that a youth knows that in the event of his not continuing 
to conduct himself in a proper manner on release he will inevitably be returned to prison cer- 
tainly has a steadying influence and tends to keep him in the right path. As the result of careful 
observation I have come to the conclusion that it is advisable, whenever possible, to make it a 
condition of release that the person so released should, during the period of his probation, obtain 
work in and remain in the country and keep away from towns. By so doing the chances of his 
lapsing are greatly reduced. In nearly every case of a recommittal the temptations of a town 
life have been the cause. 

During the year Mr. Mclean, City Missionary, took over the duties of Probation Officer 
under the provisions of the Crimes Amendment Act. Mr. Mclean is well fitted for the position, 
and is of great assistance to those placed under his care. It is upon a prisoner’s release that 
he most needs a friend and counsellor, 

Divine service continues to be held every Sunday. All the ministers of the various denomina- 
tions, assisted by the City Missionary, attend in rotation. The Roman Catholic prisoners have 
service once a month. The Rev. Dean Burke also conducts a class of instruction for Roman 
Catholic youths every Tuesday evening. The officers of the Salvation Army hold monthly services 
on Sunday afternoons. On the whole, the spiritual welfare of the prisoners is being well 
attended to. 

The general health of prisoners has been good. Owing to the large amount of machinery 
used in connection with the reclamation-works, coupled with the inexperience of many of the 
prisoners, accidents of a minor nature are of frequent occurrence. During the year, however, 
only one accident of a serious nature occurred. In this case I regret to state that a prisoner 
employed on the trestle bridge by some means lost his footing and fell into the water, which was 
flowing swiftly, and in a few seconds was swept away and ” drowned before a boat could reach 
him. The usual inquest was held, and a verdict of accidental drowning was returned. 

The manufacture of concrete blocks for building purposes still continues. The whole of 
the prison buildings are being constructed of this class of material. The wireless station at 
Awarua, also the large new drill-hall at Invereargill, have been built of -concrete blocks, about 
15,000 being used in these two buildings alone. “This number is equivalent to 350,000 bricks. 
Blocks to the value of several hundred pounds have also been supplied to private contractors. 
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The demand for this class of building-material is increasing yearly. Great difficulty has been 
experienced in obtaining the sand and shingle iequired, on several occasions work having to 
cease owing to lack of materials. The Department has now arranged for the building of a 
suitable lighter, thus enabling us to supply our own requirements, which will effect a consider- 
able saving on the cost of production. 

During the year considerable progress has been made with the reclamation-works at present 
being carried out by the Department for the Invercargill Borough Council. This work has 
been one of considerable difficulty. Now, however, success 1s assured, and all parties con- 
cerned are agreed that, now that the main embankment has been completed, the greatest difficulty 
has been overcome, and that by the end of 1914 an area of valuable land, amounting to 2,460 
acres, should be available. 650 acres of this area will become the property of the Depart- 
ment. The main embankment from Otatara to Invercargill Jetty has been completed, the distance 
being one mile and a half, and of a width of 44 ft. on top, carrying a road and tramway. The 
average height of the embankment is 16 ft., and over 300,000 cubic yards of material was used 
in its construction. A second Priestman dredge was obtained during the year, and no expense 
is being spared by the Borough Council in order to facilitate the early completion of the work. 

The system of tr ansferring youthful prisoners to this prison still continues, nearly the whole 
of whom are first offenders and under the age of twenty-five. On the completion of the new north 
wing there should be accommodation at Invercargill for all the youthful first offenders in the 
Dominion. There cannot be any difference of opinion regarding the wisdom of this course. 
Aiter thirty years’ experience of prison-administration I have no hesitation in stating that the 
system in force some years back of the indiscriminate herding-together of youthful first offenders 
with old and hardened criminals was pernicious in the extreme, and no trouble or expense should 
be spared in the providing of means whereby youthful offenders would be entirely removed from 
the contaminating influence of old and hardened offenders. 

The prison school has had a very successful year, over 40 pupils attending for two hours on 
three evenings per week. As the result of careful observation I find that our most troublesome 
class of prisoners are almost invariably those who have little or no education, and it is really 
surprising to find that a very small percentage of youthful prisoners are, on reception, capable 
of taking anything in excess of Third Standard requirements, while quite a number have to be 
placed in the First and Second Standards, and some are quite unable to read or write. Quite 
a number of youths have been punished during the year for inattention at school, and the wisdom 
of making attendance at school compulsory has been fully proved. Those most in need of school- 
ing are the most unwilling to be taught. As the work is inosaaae I would recommend that an 
assistant teacher be added to the school staff. 

The instruction of prisoners in physical drill continues. There are two classes of 30 and 35 
prisoners respectively held on two evenings weekly. The Swedish system is taught, and the 
officer in charge, who is a competent drill-instructor, is certainly to be complimented upon the 
high state of efficiency to which he has brought his pupils. Those attending are divided into 
two classes. All begin in No. 2 Class, and promotion to No. 1 depends upon es progress made 
in No. 2. A spirit of rivalry is thus created. All pupils attending school and drill are dressed 
in white drill suits, with white canvas shoes, and, in accordance with your instructions, no 
prison brand appears on the clothing worn at school or drill. This has a distinctly pleasing 
effect, and is much appreciated by Pose concerned. The fact of holding the school and drill : 
classes in the evenings is one of considerable importance, for the following reasons: As I have 
before stated, pr actically the whole of the inmates of this prison are under the age of twenty- 
five, and to shut them up in their cells for sixteen hours out of the twenty-four with practically 
nothing to occupy their minds would not be conducive to their welfare either mentally, morally, 
or physically. Under the system in force at Invercargill this is entirely avoided. School is 
held on three evenings per week—Mondays, Wednesdays, and Fridays; drill classes are held 
on Thursdays and Saturdays; and classes for religious instruction on Tuesdays. It thus follows 
that Sunday evening is the only period of rest. This is as it should be—useful, profitable, and 
interesting employment during the day, and in the evenings opportunity for mental, moral, 
and physical improvement. The majority of the inmates appreciate and take advantage of those 
opportunities, but there remains a minority who have a most decided objection to such a course, 
and those most in need of improvement are the most strenuous objectors; but when it becomes 
a question of going to school or drill, or undergoing a period of punishment, the very worst 
of the objectors quickly, in fact invariably, succumb. In connection with this matter I should 
like to recommend that the system be extended in the direction of providing an entertainment 
in the form of an address or lecture, with perhaps ‘a number of musical items interspersed—say, 
once a quarter. Provided the lecturer understood his business and the subject was sufficiently 
interesting, I have no fear as to the result, especially if it were made a proviso that only those 
who could show a clean record for the previous month would be permitted to attend. Anything 
that tends to broaden the mind and quicken the intelligence should be encouraged and care- 
fully cultivated. It is the deadly dull monotony of prison life that tends to blight and kill. 
The system of permitting prisoners who have passed the Fifth Standard an opportunity of con- 
tinuing their studies through the medium of the International Correspondence Schools still con- 
tinues, and it is really surprising the progress that some are making. In each case the cost 
of tuition has been borne by the prisoners themselves, the amount being, at their request and 
with the permission of the Department, deducted from their earnings. a number of prisoners 
have also taken advantage of the provision made whereby a portion of their earnings can be 
made payable to wives or mothers, and as the amount standing to the credit of each individual 
prisoner increases the opportunity of assisting those who are dependent on them will be more 
largely availed of. When a youth voluntarily requests that the larger portion of his earnings 
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be paid over to his mother or other dependant it indicates that he at least has taken an important 
step in the direction of reform. The system of the payment of wages is already bearing good 
fruit. 

I would suggest that arrangements be made towards securing the services of competent 
tradesmen to act as trades instructors. A sufficient number of skilled tradesmen should be 
attached to the staff of each prison to ensure the proper carrying-out of the various works upon 
which prisoners may be employed, and at the same time teaching them how to earn an honest 
livelihood when released. Provision has been made for giving “effect to this under. the new 
regulations, and it is to be hoped that ere long such a system will be in active operation, thus 
promoting efficiency and at the same time effecting a considerable saving in the upkeep of the 
various institutions concerned. 


First OFFENDERS’ PROBATION Act. 


At the beginning of the year there were 2 males on the Probation Register for this district. 
During the year 15 males and 1 female were placed on probation. Of these, 9 males were trans- 
ferred to other districts; 4 males completed their terms satisfactorily, leaving 4 males and 
1 female still on the register. One male probationer was arrested and sentenced to a further 
term of twelve months’ probation for failing to observe the conditions of his release.

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Many of the cases were those of persons who came more than once before the Board. The 
total number of distinet persons who came under the jurisdiction of the Board as habitual 
criminals during the year was seventy-one, and the number of distinct persons under reforma- 
tive detention 229. 


HapirvaL CRIMINALS AND OFFENDERS. 

The Board recommended thirty-five persons of this class for release on probation, and ten, 
including five who were already on probation, for absolute discharge. Tifteen of those released on 
probation broke the conditions of their license, and twelve were returned to prison. The three 
remaining have not reported themselves, and their present whereabouts is not known.  Satisfae- 
tory reports of the conduct of twenty released during the year were received. Of those released 
in 1YLLl and 1912 twenty broke the terms of their probation, and were thus dealt with: Returned 
to prison, thirteen; whereabouts unknown, seven. The total number released on probation 
during the years 1911, 1912, and 1913 was seventy-four, and of these fifteen were convicted of 
fresh offences, viz.: In 1911, five; in 1912, six; in 1913, four. 


PERSONS UNDERGOING REFORMATIVE ‘TREATMENT. 


The number of persons under reformative treatment who were reconimmended for release or 
discharge by the Board was ninety-nine. As was pointed out in the report for 1912, the Board 
endeavours to provide for a part of the term of reformative treatment being served out of prison 
on license, and so far the results of this method have been suttciently satisfactory to be encourag- 
ing. In twenty-six cases the probationary license has been cancelled, five having been found 
guilty of a specific offence, and twenty-one having committed breaches of the terms of their 
license. 


SPECIAL PRISONS. 


Waipa Prison camp is still being maintained for prisoners who have not before been in 
prison. A few of those under reformative treatment are sent there. The tree-planting and 
work done by the prisoners is good, and the surroundings are all that can be desired for leading 
a healthy and an industrious life. At Kaingaroa, the other tree-planting camp in the North 
Island, where also some prisoners under reformative treatment are sent, good work has also 
been done, and some prisoners on leaving have been engaged for forestry work elsewhere. At 
Waikeria the farm has made great progress, and the necessary permanent buildings are being 
erected by the prisoners. In these three industrial camps the prisoners are doing well and 
performing valuable work. Their open-air life and strenuous work have had good effect on both 
their physique and conduct. 

The Invereargill Prison has always a large number of prisoners, mostly young men, who 
have been sentenced to reformative treatment. The work done by the prisoners has been arduous, 
and has also been valuable to the State, as rich land suitable for agriculture is being reclaimed. 
The area to be obtained by the Department will be 650 acres. Besides the reclamation of lands, 
the prisoners have erected buildings, and also made a large number of concrete blocks which have 
a ready sale. ; 


SAVING Hair. 
The saving habit is being encouraged among the habitual criminals, and many of them have 
accumulated the whole or part of the small sums granted to them—6d. a day—for industry and 
good conduct. 


FEMALE PRISONERS. 


The female prison at Addington has been opened during the year. It is well suited for its 
purposes. The number of female offenders declared habitual is five, and they were thus dealt 
with: Released on probation, three; in prison, two. The number of females under reforma- 
tive treatment is five. Serious crime amongst females is almost unknown in New Zealand. Only 
twenty were sentenced by the Supreme Court in 1912 and twelve in 1913. There are in all the 
cities some drunkards and prostitutes who are continually being received into and discharged 
from the larger prisons, and it seems to us a question requiring grave consideration if some 
steps should not be taken to detain those who have had many convictions for some long period, 
and that they should be set to some kind of industrial work beyond the kind of work usually 
done by female prisoners in prisons. i 


SKILLED LABOUR FOR PRISONERS. 


Up to the present time no systematic endeavour has been made to teach skilled trades to 
prisoners, and neither the construction nor the equipment of our gaols offer suitable facilities 
for the training of skilled tradesmen. Apart, however, from this consideration there remains 
the question of the competition of prison labour with free labour, which is one for the Executive 
Government to decide. Seeing that the main industries of the Dominion are connected with 
pastoral and agricultural pursuits, the Prison authorities aim more at turning out handy men 
competent to do farm-work and able to carry out the rougher kinds of skilled labour that are 
required on farms. It is hoped that in institutions such as Waikeria and others the prisoners 
will be trained sufficiently in this direction to ensure them constant employment in the country 
on their release. ; 


~ 
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How BREACHES OF PROBATIONARY LICENSE ARE DEALT WITH. 


Breaches of probationary license are of three classes—(@) Those who whilst on probation 
commit fresh crimes; (4) those who whilst under prohibition so far as alcohol is concerned fre- 
quent publichouses and drink intoxicants; (¢) those who do not report their whereabouts to the 
Probation Officer, and thus prevent the Board and the Department of Justice having a supervision 
of their actions. It will be seen from the statistics that those under class (6) are the most 
numerous. The Board has found it necessary in very many cases to make it a condition of 
release on probation that a prisoner released shall take out a prohibition order under the Licens- 
ing Act against himself, and that he shall not visit any place where alcoholic liquors are sold. 
A great number of prisoners say that their lapses from the path of rectitude have been occasioned 
by indulging in intoxicating liquors, and in most cases such statements have been verified by 
the evidence given against them on their trial or in the depositions taken in the Court that 
committed them for trial or for sentence. It is not surprising that after their release from 
months or years of imprisomment they should succumb to temptation. ‘The majority have a great 
burden of past bad habits to carry, and most criminals have not a strong will-power. The 
prisoners are beginning to understand that any breach of the conditions of their probationary 
license will make it harder for them to get another trial, and the fear of further imprisonment 
has im many cases a restraining influence, and helps them to resist temptation. In some cases 
the Board makes it a condition that towns shall not be visited, and that they shall remain in 
the country so that they may escape the heavy temptations of city life. 

There are many who have been released who have up to the present led good lives, and though 
it is said that many have not the will-power to resist temptation, and thus again become criminals, 
the Board realizes that it cannot be expected that any term of tnprisonment will redeem the 
average habitual criminal. He may be tainted with a past history derived from his ancestors, 
and his early years may have been spent in bad surroundings; and, if so, how can he be expected 
even after some years of seclusion from the social hfe of the community to have got rid of his taint? 
The Board, therefore, in carrying out its duties, does not expect all to be reclaimed. If some 
can be made good citizens even for a time, and if some are permanently changed, that will be 
a good result. The Board further recognizes that it must struggle to help all the prisoners and 
try them with lberty from time to time when there seems even the slightest chance of improve- 
ment. To Duprison men who seem normal for ever and not allow one ray of hope to enter their 
souls would be inflicting the most grievous of punishment. Some may be abnormal, and improve- 
ment may be impossible, and the safety of the public may demand their permanent seclusion, 
but this class is, the Board believes, very small. 

The Board would further add that if prisoners are to be redeemed the public must treat 
them with consideration on their release and help them to lead a better life. Prisoners’ aid 
societies have done much in helping them, and it is a pity that these are not better supported, 
so that the released prisoners may be found work and aided to get work. As was said in last 
year’s report of the Board, nothing can be expected of prisoners if they do not acquire indus- 
trious habits and the habit of thrift. 

The Board is much impressed with the great value of post-prison treatment. Experience 
has definitely proved that as a general rule prisoners, including those even not of a pronounced 
criminal type, ave unable to govern themselves properly without some helping and guiding hand 
to carry them over the dangerous period immediately following their release. Provision has 
been made for this need in the four centres by the appointment of Probation Officers, who are 
connected with philanthropic organizations, and whose services are highly valued and recognized 
by the Board. But with the increasing growth of the number of persons who are sentenced to 
reformatory treatment it is evident that the system must be considerably extended. The Board 
recommends that the Department should consider the question of appointing more Probation 
Officers, and it is believed that there are many suitable persons who would cheerfully undertake 
these duties.

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FISHERIES AT LAKES ROTORUA AND TAUPO 


(REPORT ON), FROM isr JUNH, 1913.

I wave the honour to submit herewith a report respecting the fisheries at Lakes Rotorua and 
Taupo since Ist June, 1913, the date this Department took charge.

WoRK DURING THE Past YxEaR., 


Earuy in 1913 the Government decided that the administration ef the inland fisheries, which 
had until then been undertaken by the Marine Department, the Tourist and Health Resorts 
Department, and the Internal Affairs Department, should be transferred to the Internal Affairs 
Department, in order that a comprehensive policy might be inaugurated in respect to this valuable 
asset to the country under one Ministerial head. On the Ist June, 1913, this change was made. 

While the Department has co-operated with acclimatization societies throughout the Dominion 
in order to assist the sport generally, it was recognized that the work of paramount importance 
to be undertaken was the improvement of the condition and size of the fish in Lakes Rotorua 
and Taupo, where the fish had greatly deteriorated. Prompt measures were therefore at once 
taken to reduce the numbers in the lakes as far as possible. The work undertaken to date in the 
thermal regions may be grouped under the following heads: (1) Destruction of ill-conditioned 
fish; (2) placing fresh and smoked trout on the market; (3) procuring fresh food-supphes for 
trout in Lakes Rotorua and Taupo; (4) study of the worm parasite in trout; (5) destruction 
of shags; (6) clearing mouths of streams running into Lake Rotorua of weeds. 


(1.) Destruction of Ill-conditioned Fish. 

The Tourist Department last vear had killed off a very considerable number of ill-eondi- 
tioned fish, and similar work was energetically pursued by this Department this past year. ‘Lhe 
procedure was as follows :— 

Lake Rotorua: On Lake Rotorua the fish were taken by means of barriers in two of the 
larger rivers, and by netting-traps and drag-nets in the other streams. 

Lake Taupo: The rivers running into this lake are not suitable for the erection of barriers ; 
the fish were therefore caught by means of traps and drag-nets. 

From June, 1913, to the 3ist May, 1914, the total number of ill-conditioned fish taken on each 
lake and destroyed was as follows :—

(2.) Placing Smoked and Fresh Trout on the Market. 


Rotorua trout: With a view to reducing the number of trout in Lake Rotorua netting opera- 
tions were carried out by the Department during the whole of the present fishing season, large 
hauls being made daily. Both the fresh and smoked fish have found a ready market in Auckland 
and Rotorua. 

Taupo trout: With a view to reducing the number of fish in this lake also, netting has been 
carried on during the season with very ‘successful results, a ready sale being found for the 
Taupo trout in Wellington, while several large orders from Christchurch and smaller orders from 
farther south have been dealt with with ever y success. 
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The trouble that in past seasons prevented Taupo smoked trout from becoming a commercial 
snecess——-namely, the difficulty experienced in keeping the trout in their skins—was overcome 
this vear, the fish forwarded from the Tokaanu depot and placed on the market in general 
being firm of flesh, and the delicacy of taste of the fresh trout being well preserved. ; 

The following table shows the returns from Rotorua and Taupo of good fish sold for the 
period ending 31st May last :—

(3.) Procuring Fresh Food for Trout in Taupo and Rotorua Lakes. 


The question of importing fresh food-supplies for trout has been a live one from the time 
when it was first discovered that the trout in the hot lakes district had begun to deteriorate. 

One of the first representations was made to the Government in 1905 by the Rotorua Rod 
and Gun Club. Again, on 2nd August, 1908, the secretary of the club wrote to the General 
Manager, Tourist Department, as follows: ‘‘ We think it would be advisable to introduce into 
the district the shrimps that abound in the Waikato River. The English minnow would be a 
useful food and should be worth trying to introduce.”’ 

In March, 1910, Mr. Avson, Chief Inspector of Fisheries, in a letter to the Secretary for 
Marine reported on the unsatisfactory condition of the fisheries at Rotorua, and, among other 
things, suggested the systematic introduction of natural food, such as some species of the 
coregonus, shrimps, &c., and the protection of the koura—the fresh-water crayfish. 

The Rotorua Rod and Gun Club again took up the question, and at its annual meeting in 
1912 the following appeared in the president’s report: ‘* We have also advocated the introduction 
of fresh tish food.”’ 

A petition was forwarded to the Minister of Marine in June, 1913, stating, among other 
things, that the reason for deterioration of trout in Lake Taupo is clearly that there are too many 
fish in the waters for the available food-supply. 

After the taking-over by this Department of the Rotorua and ‘Taupo fisheries, inquiry was 
made by the president of the Rod and Gun Club at an interview as to what was going to be done 
this year with respect to the supply of food for the trout, and when advised that it was proposed 
to obtain a large supply of shrimps from Mercer gratification was expressed at the action to be 
taken. 

Subsequently at Taupo, at an interview with residents there, Captain Ryan, as spokesman, 
on behalf of the deputation, stated that they were exceedingly pleased to hear that the Depart- 
ment proposed to send supphes of shrimps to Taupo. 

So far fresh-water shrimps have been the only food-supply introduced into both lakes. 

In 1907 a shipment of Cisco-herring ova was imported, but was a complete failure, all of it 
being bad when opened up on landing. 

When in England in 1908 Mr. Ayson made inquiries respecting the minnow, but both 
dnglish and Continental authorities advised against its introduction. 

In the same year, acting on the representations made, a number of shrimps were caught in 
the Waikato River at Mercer, and were taken to the Rotorua Hatchery with a view to seeing by 
way of experiment whether they would thrive in the waters of the thermal regions. They did 
so well that it was decided to obtain a large consignment with a view to liberating them 
in the weeds growing in different parts of Lake Rotorua, where they would be adequately pro- 
tected until they had a fair chance to increase. By December of that year some 250,000 shrimps 
had been liberated in suitable places. In 1909, 185,000 were berated. Large quautities were 
liberated in 1912. 

Since this Department took over these fisheries 280,000 shrimps have been brought from 
Mercer and placed in Lake Rotorua, and a further 110,000 in Lake Taupo; all these in sheltered 
places. 

It has to be remembered that the shrimps were hberated in Lakes Rotorua and Taupo in 
places where they would be safe from the trout and would have an opportunity to breed. They 
are stated to be more prolific than the koura, and those anglers who know anything about the 
species are of opinion that what had been done regarding a fresh food-supply this season is a 
step in the right direction. With the visit of Professor Prince opportunity is being taken to 
ascertain what special: foods should be introduced in order that a plentiful supply may be 
arranged for next season. 








—_ 
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(4.) Study of the Worm Parasite mm Trout. 


Arrangements were made whereby the work in connection with the study of the worm 
parasite in trout should be continued by Veterinary Officers of the Department of Agriculture, 
Industries, and Commerce. To enable experiments to be carried out in the direction of testing 
the theory held by Dr. Reakes that an intermediate host existed between the shag and the trout, 
a fresh pond of fairly suitable’ size was constructed and trout procured from outside the thermal 
district. It was also necessary to secure supplies of small native fish affected with the parasite. 
Arrangements have, in addition, been made for a Veterinary Officer to proceed to the far north 
and south to dissect shags with a view to ascertain whether shags on the sea-coast are affected 
with the trout-parasite. 

(5.) Destruction of Shags. 


During the season 1,506 shags were destroyed at Taupo and Rotorua. 


(6.) Clearing Mouths of Streams running into Lake Rotorua of Weeds. 


Representations were made to,the Minister by the Rotorua Rod and Gun Club early this year 
that it would be to the advantage of fly fishers if the mouths of a number of streams running into 
Lake Rotorua were cleared of weeds. ‘This work has been carried out with satisfactory results.

Good work was also done at the Rotorua hatchery during the last spawning season. ‘The 
following gives the rainbow ova and fry disposed of to various acclimatization societies :—

Full information regarding contributors, including those who have retired from the Govern- 
ment service and are now on the fund, will be found in the statements appended, 
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Retiring and other Allowances.—Pensions for £10,662 5s. per annum were granted during 
the year, as follows: For age or length of service, £8,716 per annum to seventy-one members 
(sixty-nine male and two female members); for medical unfitness for duty, £591 5s. to eleven 
members (all male); to widows and children of deceased members, £666 per annum to thirty- 
seven widows, and £689 per annum to fifty-three children. 

The largest retiring-allowance granted during the year to a contributor was £433 7s., and 
the smallest £6 9s. per annum, while the average was £113 10s. 

Those officers who retired during the year would have been entitled to receive the sum of 
£20,937 9s. 6d. accrued compensation under the Civil Service Act, 1866, had they not become 
participants in the benefits of the Superannuation Fund. ‘The total amount saved to the Consoli- 
dated Fund in this manner since the initiation of the superannuation scheme has been £149,554 
14s. 2d., which may fairly be set against the subsidies paid to the fund, amounting to £156,500. 

Thirty retiring-allowances were discontinued by death, and fourteen for other causes—viz., 
one widow remarried, nine children reached age fourteen, three allowances granted to officers 
weve cancelled on their re-employment, and one officer forfeited his allowance under section 44, 
Amendment Act, 1908 (refusal to accept re-employment). 

The annual amount payable at the close of the year was £60,970 6s. 11d., as shown in the 
statement attached. 


Income.—The total income for the year was £185,463, made up as follows :—

Outgo.—The pensions paid to contributors who have retired and to dependants of deceased 
contributors during the year amounted to £58,238 2s. 1ld.—viz., £54,544 11s. 6d. to members, 
and £3,693 10s. 7d. to widows and children. 

Refunds of contributions to contributors who have left the service, including interest 
£7 11s. 8d., amounted to £9,371 8s. 2d., while the refunds under section 42 to personal repre- 
sentatives of deceased contributors amounted to £966 16s. 10d. 

Four contributors who were retired elected to accept a refund of their contributions under 
section 38, amounting to £193 11s. 7d., in lieu of retiring-allowances. Refunds of contributions 
under section 32 (ee), by reason of the death of contributors while in the Public Service, and who 
were entitled to compensation from the Consolidated Fund, amounted to £220 13s. 4d. during 
the year. Payments under section 32 (f), balance of compensation and contributions less amount 
of retiring-allowance received, amounted to £942 8s. 7d. 

Four contributors were transferred to other funds in accordance with the provisions of 
section 48 of the Amendment Act of 1908, and their contributions, amounting to £4 12s. 8d., were 
accordingly transferred to such other funds. The salaries of the stafi (excluding that of the 
Secretary, paid out of the Consolidated Fund, as provided under section 25 of the Act) and other 
office expenses were £912 5s. and £140 9s. 5d. respectively. Legal expenses (Crown Law Office 
opinions) amounted to £1 1s., and medical fees for reports under section 36 to £52 10s. The 
travelling-expenses of the elected members of the Board amounted to £10 5s. The total outgo for 
the year was £71,104 3s. 8d. ; 

Net Revenue.—The total for the year was £114,359. 

Accumulated Funds.—These amounted at the end of the year to £537,914. 

Balance-sheet.—On the 31st December the total assets of the fund, which include provision 
for the outstanding accounts, amounted to £544,909. The balance-sheet appended gives full 
particulars as to the assets and liabilities. 

The large amount of interest accrued, £16,020 5s. 11d., arises from the arrangement of 
placing the moneys in the common fund of the Public Trust Office, as explained in the report for 
the year 1911. On the Ist April in each year the total amount of interest accrued to the end 
of the previous financial year is capitalized. 

Investment of the Fund.—As contributors are aware, the accumulated* moneys of the fund 
are placed in the common fund of the Public Trust Office, bearing interest at the rate of 41 per 
cent. per annum. This rate is the maximum allowed by the Public Trust Office Act, and the 
Board is of opinion that a substantially higher rate could be earned. With this object in view 
the Board proposes to seek legislative power to enable more favourable arrangements to be made 
for the investment of the fund. | 

Actuarial Investigation.—The triennial investigation is being made by the Government 
Actuary, and his report will be presented to Parliament during the coming session.

Officer, to lay before you the annual report of the Department for the year ending 31st March, 1914. 


Pusiic HEALTH. 


The past year has been a somewhat eventful one in the history of the Department, owing to the 
epidemic of smallpox which broke out amongst the Maoris north of Auckland in May, 1913, and which 
extended to Marsden, Kaipara, Auckland, Bay of Plenty, Thames, and Waikato. Further particulars 
of the epidemic will be found in the appendices to the report of the District Health Officer, Auckland. 
It is satisfactory to note that no case of the disease has been notified since the 5th April, 1914. As 
a continuing precaution three specially appointed Medical Officers have been engaged in patrolling 
and vaccinating in the lately infected districts, and will continue to do so during the ensuing winter. 

Smallpox excepted, the general health of the Dominion has been good. The general death-rate 
is 9-47, as against 8-87 last year. The infantile-mortality rate for New Zealand was 59 deaths per 
1,000 births, an increase upon that of the two previous years. The following table shows the rates 
of infantile mortality in New Zealand and four chief centres each year 1903-1913.

The interest of the Hospital Boards and public regarding the care of sufferers from tubercular 
diseases, especially phthisis, and the precautionary measures against the spreading of such diseases 
augur well for a still more successful outcome being demonstrable in the future for the campaign that 
has been so well initiated generally throughout the Dominion, 
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The King George V Coronation Memorial Hospital for Consumptives, forming an important 
addition to the Sanatorium of the North Canterbury Hospital Board, was opened by the Minister of 
the Department in June last. The campaign has been rigorously carried on in the Canterbury 
District under the able direction of Dr. Blackmore. assisted by Miss Rochfort, late Matron of the Te 
Waikato Sanatorium, who has been entrusted with much of the work of the Christchurch Tuberculosis 
Dispensary.

SALE oF Foop anp Druas ACT. 


A very considerable amount of work has been involved in the administration of the regulations 
under the above Act, gazetted in 1912. On the whole it may be said that manufacturers and sellers 
have shown readiness to conform thereto. It is, as yet, too early to say what amendments may be 
required to render these regulations still more effective. So far, however, there has been little or no 
adverse criticism. In the matter of the adulteration of milk by the addition of water, prosecutions 
have been frequent ; neverthelegs the continuation of interference with this most important of food- 
stufis appears to demand still more stringent measures. It is hoped that the more recent infliction 
of severe penalties for such adulterations will have a salutary effect.

THE NURSES REGISTRATION ACT, MIDWIVES ACT, AND PART III OF THE HOSPITALS 
AND CHARITABLE INSTITUTIONS ACT (PRIVATE HOSPITALS). 


REPORT BY MISS H. MACLEAN, ASSISTANT INSPECTOR. 
THe Nurses REGISTRATION Act. 


During the year two examinations under the Act have been held by the State in nine 
different centres. There were 175 candidates, of whom 155 passed, and their names were 
placed on the register. 

Advisable as it would be to hold the oral and practical examinations in a_ limited 
number of centres, preferably only the four chief towns, it is not practicable to do so. The 
long distances and length of time and expense of travelling to these centres prohibit it. More- 
over, unlike students for other professions, probationer nurses. are engaged in carrying on the 
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nursing-work of their respective hospitals while preparing for examination, and it would be 
a very serious disorganization of hospital duties were a number of senior pupils absent together 
for several days. On this account it has been arranged, when possible, to make a centre for 
examination at a district hospital wherever there are live or more candidates from that hospital. 
The chief difficulty in so arranging has been to find examiners who are not too intimately asso- 
ciated with the hospital and its staff to be quite unbiased in awarding marks at oral and 
practical examinations. 

‘It has been suggested by an examiner that the marks awarded for practical work during 
the whole term of training, together with the personal report of the Matron responsible for 
the training of the candidates, should be taken into consideration in the registration of nurses. 
While this could be well done in awarding hospital certificates, 1 do not consider it would be 
just to the young women sitting for the State examination to subject them to possible rejection 
on these reports, in which there would inevitably be lack of uniformity owing to the varying 
personality and standards of so many different Matrons. One with a very high standard might 
refuse to give a good report to a girl who-was perhaps mediocre, but still above the one who 
would be recommended by a Matron with a lower standard or more lenient temperament. 

It is during the term of training that those who are unsuitable for the high profession of 
nursing should be weeded out, but when allowed io go through the tull term, nothing but the 
final tests should be taken into consideration. ‘The manner in which to obtain some guarantee 
that the nurses registered by the State will be the vight stamp of women, is for the Hospital 
Boards to realize the great power which is in their hands, and to make careful and judicious 
selection of the women they put in charge of their training-schools. Having done this they should 
invest the Matron with sufficient responsibility, and allow her to select to the best of her judg- 
ment the material she is to train, and allow her also to reject the material. which on trial she 
finds unsuitable. 

There appears to be a sufficient number of young women coming forward in the larger 
schools to train as nurses, but some hospital authorities have found it advisable to reduce the 
age for entrance from twenty-three to twenty-one or twenty years of age. This is a wise step. 
It is not so much the age as the personality, development, and circumstances which count. 
Many suitable applicants are lost because the time between completing education and entering 
a hospital is so long that the girl, perhaps obliged to achieve independence, drifts into some 
other occupation. 

Some remarks on the point made by a Matron at a conference of the New Zealand Trained 
Nurses Association are worthy of record :— 

‘First, I should like to ask, when should a girl begin her nursing training? To answer 
this one naturally asks, when does a girl usually begin to train for her life’s work? We will 
be surprised to find that for every other profession she begins her training at school, while in 
her early teens. Does she intend to follow medicine, she seleets her subjects for that career 
when studying for her matriculation, probably at the age of fourteen years. Should law be 
the object of her ambition, or an arts degree be her goal, the same early period of her youth 
inakes the selection of her subjects, always bearing in tind that the subjects for each examina- 
tion are all preliminaries to the highest position she can attain to in that special profession. 
Why should the girl who early decides that nursing is to be her chosen vocation not be educated 
on these lines, and in the subjects which can and will be of most use to her in that profession ? 
We now know that physiology, anatomy, hygiene, and cooking are to form big factors in modern 
teaching for the successful home life of the wives and mothers of the future, so also is the 
domestic-science course; therefore I claim that we should be prepared to select for the girls 
who intend to. be nurses those subjects most necessary for the successful fulfilment of their 
ambition. Girls may marry and become mothers at eighteen years old, and yet we debar them 
from entering at that age upon a profession which, next to motherhood, is recognized as the 
highest ideal for women. A girl may enter for a medical course, go through the hospitals, and 
be a fully qualified medical practitioner at the age of twenty-one years. She is then permitted 
by law to prescribe for any ailment and treat any case, however critical, but she is debarred 
by an unwritten law from learning to nurse such a ease until after she is twenty-one years old.”’ 

There has not during this year been the former shortage of trained nurses for the stafis 
of the various hospitals. The output of the training-schools has been largely increased, and, 
as many of the registered nurses have agreed to remain after registration for a fourth year 
in their tr: aining-schools, there. has not been the urgent call for outside nurses. The hospitals 
which exact this agreement from their probationers are now offering some special advantages 
for the nurses in this fourth year. The Auekland Hospital has an excellent scheme to give 
post-graduate courses in hospital management, dispensing, midwifery, massage, and electrical 
treatment. The Dunedin Hospital has a similar scheme, and others are considering the same. 

The question of a uniform rate of salaries for hospital staffs has been much debated. The 
Department was requested to draw up such a scale and to cireularize all Hospital Boards. 
The matter presents great difficulties owing to the varying conditions of the hospitals, and it 
is indeed quite impossible to attain any great degree of uniformity. Nurses frequently take 
into account the desirability of hospital positions from quite other than monetary conditions. 
Eventually a scale was drawn up and sent to the Boards for consideration. For responsible 
positions it is the view of the Department that the payment should be on a higher basis than 
now prevails, in order to induce well-qualified women to remain in the Public Service. 

The nurses admitted during the year to the register from outside numbered 35, from the 
Australian States 7, and from Great Britain and Ireland 28. Very few foreign nurses find 
their way to New Zealand, and the few who do are usually not eligible for registration owing 
to a short term of training. 
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Maori Nurses, 

There were four Maori candidates for examination during the year. ‘Two passed very 
well, two others passed in all but-one subject, and are sitting again with a fair prospect of 
suecess next June. There are now eight girls training in different hospitals. Four have been 
appointed to the Public Service as assistant Native Health nurses, one of whom married shortly 
after. One who has dene good work nursing typhoid and smallpox for nearly three years has now 
gone to St. Helens Hospital for midwifery training, after which she will probably be put in 
charge of a district. More Native nurses are required for country work, and it is hoped that 
the example of these mentioned may stimulate them to go through their training, and may 
also encourage the teachers to persevere in their rather uphill work. It is perhaps expecting 
a good deal to make these Maori girls pass the same examinations as the Kuropean nurses, but 
so far all who have been registered have done so and taken very fair places among their fellow- 
trainees, and therefore it would be inadvisable to accept any lower standard. The qualities 
the Maori girls are lacking in are not intelligence’ and adaptability, but application and 
reliability. 

District Nurses. 

Hospital Boards are beginning to recognize the benefit of posting nurses on the outskirts of 
the districts, and the settlers in the back country are awaking to the fact that if they cannot 
support a doctor a nurse may be by no means a bad substitute. During the year five new 
districts have been opened up, and there have been many inquiries as to steps to be taken to 
secure a nurse. There are now twelve district nurses working in the backblocks and country 
places. In a few instances these nurses are midwifery nurses only, it being difficult to secure the 
right type of woman with both certificates. After all, it is the women in the backblocks that are 
most in need of assistance, therefore a midwifery nurse with experience in general nursing has 
sometimes been accepted. 

The Christchurch District Nursing Association, which for many years has done splendid 
work under Nurse Maude, has been extended to embrace the suburbs as well as the city, and 
is receiving a Government subsidy through the North Canterbury Hospital Board. It is 
intended to extend the work of the association to the country parts of the district also when 
the settlers make any application for such assistance. 

In the course of a few years it is probable the whole country will be linked up with a chain 
of nurses, working either as district nurses established by Hospital Boards, on the appli- 
cation of the settlers, who contribute a sum of money for their maintenance, which is 
subsidized by the Government; as Plunket nurses, also subsidized by the Government, who 
are in the more populated places, and who, although engaged in special work, yet should 
always be available for any emergency outside the regular scope of their duties; or 
Native Health nurses, who are Government servants placed at the disposal of the Hospital Boards, 
and who, although appointed specially for the benefit of the Natives, and paid out of the vote 
for the medical and nursing treatment of Maoris, vet are available for the need of European 
settlers also. 

Nurses are commencing to recognize that the work of district nursing in the backblocks is 
one of the most useful and satisfying means of carrying on their profession. In it they have 
more scope for individuality and initiative than in institutions (except in the higher posts) 
or ordinary private nursing. 

The district nurses in the country are now made public vaccinators, their services as vac- 
cinators at the time of the smallpox epidemic having proved of great value. 

A cottage has been built for the nurse at Uruti, which will render her much more comfortable, 
the question of suitable accommodation being always a difficult one. A cottage is to be built 
at Waiutu by the Inangahua Hospital Board, and when ready a nurse is to be settled there. At 
Opunake, Kawhia, and Ohaeawai there are district nurses paid or Le Rata od by the Boards. At 
Tangitu and at Herekino midwifery nurses are stationed. 


Native Health Nurses. 


During the year there have been nurses stationed at five new districts. Nurse Anderson 
resigned early in the year, to the regret of the Department. Nurse Stephenson, who had done 
good work for the Department as a temporary nurse in fever camps, was appointed for the 
Rotorua district. At Tuparoa Nurse McElligott resigned on account of her marriage. Nurse 
Walker has been appointed to the same district, but has made her headquarters at Tikitiki, 
near Port Awanui. At Te Araroa there has also been a change, as Nurses Tait and Angus 
resigned and left the country. Nurse Winfield, for many years a Queen’s Jubilee nurse in 
Ireland, took up the position. At Thames Nurse Dawson resigned after a year’s work. It was 
decided to sead Nurse Ellen Taare, a Maori nurse, to this station. The nurse stationed at 
Te Karaka, Nurse Cormack, has been much required at Tolaga Bay, where there was an out- 
break of typhoid, there being twelve cases, fortunately no deaths. Some of the cases were 
nursed in the houses, but this was a cause of so much anxiety on account of the relations inter- 
fering with the diet that the last five patients were nursed in the meeting-house. Nurse Cormack 
keeps two horses of her own, otherwise she would find it impossible to manage her large district. 
A nurse has now been stationed in the Taranaki district, with headquarters at Opunake. Nurse 
Mary Muir, trained at New Plymouth, was appointed. A nurse has been stationed in the 
Taumarunui district at the special request of the settlers. Nurse Moore, trained at Wellington 
Hospital, was appointed. Nurse Ella Cooke, trained at “Auckland, has been stationed at Nga- 
ruawahia, in the Waikato district. In the Bay of Islands district Nurse Byrn, trained at 
Gisborne Hospital, was stationed at Kawakawa. Nurse Blackie was transferred from the South 
Island to the Bay of Plenty, where there was an outbreak of enteric near Whakatane. Her 
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headquarters are at Tauranga. Nurse Mataira, who was in this district, was given six months’ 
leave of absence to undergo her midwifery training at St. Helens, Auckland. 

A great deal of the work of the Native Health nurses, besides many other nurses tempor arily 
engaged, was during the last year in nursing of smallpox cases in the camp hospitals, in enfore- 
ing quarantine in the affected distr icts, and vaccinating the Natives. 

As it is recognized that the work of these nurses in preventing the spread of infection, 
and by constant example and teaching, leading the Natives to live in a sanitary condition, Is 
having a direct effect in reducing the need for hospital treatment, the Hospital Boards should 
feel it their duty to do more than some are at present doing to make the conditions of life 
comfortable for the nurses. Everywhere a nurse is stationed she should be provided with 
comfortable quarters, other than a room in a hotel or boardinghouse, so that she can have some 
of the comforts of home, and also so that the Natives may freely come to see and consult her. 
She should also be provided with the means of getting about, and with means of communica- 
tion. The Department provides a telephone, which is of great service. 


Plunket Nurses. 


Several new branches have been formed since the last report. There are now twenty-seven 
nurses at work, the new districts being Westport, Taihape, Hawera, Gisborne, Dannevirke, 
and Nelson. 

One nurse in a country district writes that great difficulty in keeping in touch with the 
mothers who have sought advice for the babies is the very busy lives they lead. In the dairy- 
farming districts, beside doing housework and looking after the children, they have to milk 
night and morning. ‘They are up at 4 a.m. and late to bed, working so hard that the milk-supply 
fails. The baby has to be weaned, for the mother must go to the “milking- sheds, and can nurse 
but irregularly. So it is put on patent foods, with abundance of fresh milk “at hand. 

A printed form of report has been issued by the Department, and from those so far received 
a great deal of diversity in the amount of work in the various districts is apparent. . 

The Department is of opinion that in these smaller country towns, where the time of these 
nurses is not fully occupied, the nurses might undertake a certain amount of district nursiug- 
work; but this extension of the sphere of the Plunket nurses’ duties is not in accordance with 
the ideas of the several committees of the Society for the Health of Women and Children, which 
is to be regretted. 


Tuberculosis Dispensary Nurses. 


The work of tuberculosis nursing as a special branch has not so far been taken up by very 
many young women. At the North Canterbury Sanatorium a special course of training is being 
given, and trained nurses and others encouraged to take up the work of nursing consumptives as 
a speciality. 

For the Te Waikato Sanatorium it is hoped to have a permanent staff, and four nurses 
trained in tuberculosis nursing are being sent from Home. The probationers will be instructed 
in the theory and practice of tuberculosis nursing, and in time, if they remain long enough, 
will be promoted to charge positions. 

The dispensary established under the North Canterbury Hospital Board in Christchurch has 
now two nurses, the Sister in charge and an assistant, who manage the dispensary, visit the 
patients in their homes, advise them as to their living-conditions, ‘and generally help them to 
attain favourable conditions. They also look out for incipient cases among the contacts with 
the patients they visit, and so bring them also under treatment. The patients are instructed 
how to prevent the spread of infection, and in cases when the patient leaves the house the Health 
authorities are informed so that proper disinfection can be carried out. 

This is a branch of work which in the future will probably appeal to many more nurses 
than at present, and will be on a par with other special nursing-work, such as midwifery and 
massage. 


New Zealand Army Nursing Reserve. 


Steps are being taken to form a reserve of nurses attached to the Defence Department, and 
to be called upon “tor duty when required. The head of the nursing division of the Public 
Health Department has been appointed Matron-in-Chief. The four Matrons of the chief hos- 
pitals are to be Matrons of districts in Wellington, Auckland, Canterbury, Otago, and to enroll 
a number of Sisters and nurses. Regulations have been drawn up, and it is expected that shortly 
the corps will be complete. 


MASSAGE. 


A Bill has been prepared for the registration of masseurs, which it is hoped to bring down 
during the session. The curriculum of training was drawn up by the Council of the University 
of Otago, in conjunction with the Inspector-General. The course is not to be a University 
one, with the exception of the necessary instruction in anatomy and physiology, in which for 
masseurs a more thorough knowledge is needed than for nursing in general. The practical 
work is to be carried out at the various larger hospitals and the Rotorua Sanatorium. An 
examination both theoretical and practical is to be arranged by the Department, and successful 
candidates registered on the same basis as nurses and midwives. Provision is made for regis- 
tration of masseurs trained outside New Zealand, and also for those who have been in practice 
for some years before the Act comes into force. The first course has already. started, and when 
the Bill becomes law there will be a number of trained masseurs and masseuses ready for regis- 
tration, 
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Private HOSpITALs. 


There have been 58 new private hospitals licensed during the year; 21 have changed 
hands. There are now 249 private hospitals, 51 for medical and surgical cases, 138 for mater- 
nity cases, and 60 for both classes. It is not considered desirable to issue licenses for medical, 
surgical, and maternity patients in one house. They cannot be sufficiently separate and apart 
from the risk to a lying- in woman of being in proximity to certain surgical cases. There is 
also for women expecting confinement a need of the privacy that cannot be obtained in a small 
hospital with no separate department. 

In country places, however, it is not expedient to restrict a private hospital to one class of 
case, as with the small fees charged in the country a nurse would not make a living. The practice 
of taking enteric cases under the heading of medical cases in a hospital not licensed for fever 
cases {there are none licensed for infectious cases) is not approved, though in view of the lack of 
accommodation at times in public hospitals in towns such as Gisborne, where for several years 
there has been each summer an epidemic of enteric, it has been allowed. With the erection of the 
new public hospital, with its fine wards, this will be no longer necessary. In the ordinary private 
hospital it is scarcely possible to take satisfactorily the necessary precautions against infection. 

Several times it has been necessary to take action against persons committing a breach of 
the Hospital Act in regard to private hospitals. Where no ill intention but ignorance has 
caused this only a warning has been given, and many persons have been so warned. 

Legal proceedings were taken against one woman who persistently carried on an unlicensed 
hospital. The licenses of two midwives were cancelled, they being suspected of carrying on 
illegal practices. 

THE Mipwives Act. 


During the last year were held two examinations of midwives, trained in the State Maternity 
Hospitals, the Medical School Maternity Hospital, the Linwood. Refuge, the Alexandra Home, 
and the Townley Maternity Hospital. Sixty-two candidates came up for examination and 59 
passed, and are now registered as midwives. 

There are no changes to report in this branch of nurse-training. So far none of the country 
hospitals with maternity wards attached have been able to turn out pupils, though every 
encouragement 1s given them to do so. While private tuition by medical practitioners and 
private midwives is not allowed as qualification for examination, the teaching of a trained 
midwife in a hospital with even a small number of midwifery fede where she can make good 
use of the cases and personally instruct her pupils, is, in conjunction with lectures and prac- 
tical teaching from a doctor, Bone daren sufficient. It is hoped, now that many Hospital Boards 
have either erected maternity wards or are contemplating doing so, that it may be possible to 
add considerably to the trained ee each year. It must be clearly understood, however, 
that in a hospital with both general and midwifery cases the midwifery training must be either 
a post-graduate course of six months or a twelve-months course alone. It cannot be run con- 
cur rently with the general Erp UMInE, as is done in some English and American hospitals. 

The regulations under the Midwives Act have been amended. ‘The 2s, renewal of license-to- 
practise fee, for non-payment of which no penalty was imposed, has been abandoned, and 
annual notification by practising midwives only has been made compulsory, with the penalty 
of removal from the register for neglect for two years in succession. The large number of mid- 
wives holding Government or hospital positions are absolved from the obligation, their oceupa- 
tion and whereabouts being known, while the object of notification is simply in order to keep 
in touch with the registered midwives. 

Thirty-two midwives from Home and from the Commonwealth have been registered. The 
number of trained midwives on the 3lst March was 595, while 683 untrained still remain on 
the register in Class B, or those registered when the Act was passed. There has been one 
prosecution under the Act. Women have been warned for committing a breach of the Act. A 
woman untrained but registered when the Act was first passed was removed from the register 
for taking into her house and attending a case while under suspension by the District Health 
Officer after attending a septic case. 


Srate Maternity HOSPITALS. 
St. Helens Hospital, Wellington. 


During the year 212 cases were confined, 204 children born alive and 4 still-births. There 
were 3 maternal deaths, 3 deaths of infants. The causes are given in the adjoined table. There 
were 113 outside cases, 49 for private doctors. No deaths of mothers, but one of those reported 
as inside was brought in after delivery to the isolation ward. 

The outside work of the hospitals has increased. There have been 6 fewer indoor cases and 
25 more outdoor cases than last year. With regard to the former, the number greatly increased 
during the last half of the year. Many of the outdoor cases have engaged their own doctors 
and arranged to have a St. Helens Hospital nurse to carry on the nursing treatment, and find 
the great advantage of receiving this treatment for the ten days following confinement at a 
very small fee. 

The work of the Hospital has gone on very satisfactorily under Dr. Bennett, Miss Inglis, 
and Miss Vida Maclean as Sub-Matron. The larger number of maternal deaths is accounted 
for in the report of the Medical Officer as I placenta previa, 1 sepsis, | insanity. 

Fifteen pupils have been trained, and 15 are now in training. 

Note by Medical Officer. —The satisfactory statistics as regards albuminuria cases is 
undoubtedly largely due to increased accommodation, enabling patients to be taken into hospital 
for a few days during pregnancy. A mild epidemic of pemphigus gave a good deal of trouble 
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during the year, coincident with several cases cf par. onychia among the nurses. Three pupils 
had to be sent away for a time—one of these had entered upon her training with the trouble.— 
A@nes L. Bennett, M.D. 

St. Helens Hospital, Dunedin. 

During the year from the lst April, 1913, to the 3lst March, 1914, 163 cases were confined, 
and 158 children were born alive. There were 6 still-births. There was 1 maternal death 
and 5 deaths of infants. In their own homes 59 patients were attended, and 59 children born 
alive. There were no maternal deaths and no infantile deaths. 

The Matron, Miss Holford, was on sick-leave for nine months, which she spent in England. 
Miss Gow, the Sub-Matron, managed the hospital excellently in her absence, with the assistance 
of Nurse Ingram. 

A Nurses’ Home is very urgently required, the old cottage now occupied by some of the 
pupils being too small, inconvenient, and in bad need of repair. It is hoped to build quarters 
for the nursing staff during the year. 

Eleven pupils have been trained, and 9 are now in training. 

Note by Medical Officer.—Among the infants there were 12 premature, varying from six 
months and a quarter to eight months; in addition there were 6 born at eight months and a half, 
these scarcely coming under the term ‘‘ premature.’’ ‘Two of the premature ones were still- 
born from ante-partum hemorrhage, 4 died, 2 of them being born at six months and a quarter, 
and 2 at seven months. The other 6 premature children lived and throve. One child born 
at full term had congenital atresia of the intestines, was operated on at the general hospital on 
the fifth day, but died. Two of those still-born had died beforehand, no movement having been 
felt for three days. Labour was therefore induced by pituitrin.—Emriy W. Srepeserc, M.B., 
Ch.B. 





St. Helens Hosjital, Auckland. 

During the year from the lst April, 1913, to the 31st March, 1914, 176 cases were con- 
fined and 175 children were born alive. There were two still-births. There were no maternal 
deaths and no deaths of infants. In their own homes 241 patients were attended, and 241 
children were born alive. There were no maternal or infantile deaths. 

There is no. doubt the Hospital suffered for a time from the inquiry which terminated, 
with so little to justify its being held, early in 1913, the uncertainty and publicity preventing 
many women from booking to enter as they otherwise would have done. The old patients 
continued faithful to the Hospital, and either engaged nurses or entered as in-patients as 
usual. 

The matter of a new building has not far advanced. Many sites have been offered and 
inspected, but it has finally been decided to acquire, if possible at a reasonable price, the next 
section, on which is a small house now rented for the nursing staff. The present Hospital 
would be used as a Nurses’ Home and administration offices, and new wards would be erected. 
It is hoped to proceed with this during the year. 

Fourteen pupils have been trained, and 12 are now in training 

Dr. Inglis and Miss Ludwig continue in charge, with Miss Broadley as Sub-Matron. 

Note by Medical Officer.—This year has been a successful but uneventful one. The Matron 
and Sub-Matron have worked conscientiously and well. The number of in-patients was reduced 
during the early months, due probably to the attacks made on the Hospital before the inquiry. 
Fourteen nurses were trained during the year, and of these two failed to qualify. Failures 
are mostly due to an insufficient primary education, and it would greatly help if a Fifth Stan- 
dard certificate or proofs of a satisfactory education were required to qualify trainees for 
admission. Hyocin and morphia were used in 16 primipara, with good results; pituitary 
extract in 12 selected cases, also with good results. The want of proper equipment for sterilized 
water, the want of a sitting-room for convalescent patients and a larger nursery are great 
handicaps to good and satisfactory work. The staff’are hoping that the new hospital will soon 
be commenced. ‘The present site has proved very satisfactory, and if the adjacent allotment 
could be purchased ample room for building would be secured. ‘There have been several venereal 
cases treated during the year, and in a crowded and inconvenient building it is extremely 
difficult to treat them with safety.—Tracry Incits, M.B., Ch.B. 


St. Helens Hosytal, Christchurch. 
During the year from the Ist April, 1913, to the 31st March, 1914, 252 cases were confined 


and 243 children were born alive. There were 10 still-births. There was 1 maternal death 
and 3 deaths of infants. In their own homes 82 patients were attended and 80 children born 
alive. There were no maternal deaths and no infantile deaths. 

The work of the Hospital has proceeded as usual. The need of a new building is much 
felt, and at times the accommodation is overtaxed. The lack of proper means of isolation 
is also a source of anxiety. It has now been decided to proceed with the erection of the new 
building at the site purchased some time ago at Addington, and an additional piece of land 
has been acquired which will render it possible to improve the plan prepared before, and for 
which tenders were called. The plan is now in course of alteration in accordance with the 
larger area of the site. While a little farther out of town than the present place, the new 
site will be in the midst of a large number of working-people, and of easy access by tram and 
train from the people who have used the Hospital so far. — 

Dr. Irving and Miss Cameron are still in charge, with Miss Newman as Sub-Matron. Eleven 
pupils have been trained, and 11 are now in training. 

Note by Medical Officer —An uneventful year. The only thing worthy of remark is the 
large number of patients admitted with albuminuria—over 18 per cent. Only 1 out of 45 


cases caused any anxiety.—Wm. Irvine, M.D. (Cantab.).

OrHeR Maternity Hospirars. 
Salvation Army Maternity Home, Wellington. 

Visited 13th May. The Home has been moved to a building in Kensington Street, which 
has been added to in accordance with the advice of the Department, and is now a very suitable 
place—spacious, bright, and well ventilated. ‘There is accommodation for 26 girls. There 
were 23 in at the time of my visit, and 11 babies. One mother still in bed in the hospital ward. 
The children, with the exception of one, all seemed very well. They were all outside on a balcony. 

The Home has been very well furnished with up-to-date labour and hospital beds made in 
the Dominion; the walls papered with sanitary paper. The quarters for the officers, which 
were very uncomfortable in the old Home, are now all that can be desired. 


Salvation Army Home, Auckland. 

Visited 30th January, 1914. The new Home, the plans for which were submitted to the 
Department, is a very great improvement, and the work should be carried on in a much more 
satisfactory way than was possible before. There were 16 girls and 12 babies in. Everything 
was in excellent order. 
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Salvation Army Maternity Home, Christchurch. 


Visited 8th April. There were 22 girls in, and 10 babies. 
The place was, as usual, beautifully clean, but the dormitories overcrowded. The girls all 
looked well, and the babies well cared for and healthy. 


Salvation Army Maternity Home, Dunedin. 
Visited 3rd April, 1914. The new Home, now in occupation about eight months, is a great 
improvement on the old one. The Home stands in a large garden, and in a fine sunny position. 
There were 14 girls and 9 babies, and 2 older children; 2 girls in the maternity ward, with 
their babies. There is a tendency to put too many beds in the dormitories. 


St. Marys, Otahuhu. 

Visited 29th January, 1914. There were 34 girls in; 14 of these in the Maternity Hospital. 
There were 22 babies in the Hospital and 26 children in the Children’s Hospital, where a Karitane 
Children’s nurse is now in charge under the superintendence of the trained nurse. 

Everything was in good or der , and the children well and happy. 


Linwood Refuge, Christchurch. 
(See institutions under North Canterbury Hospital Board.) 


Medical School Maternity Hospital. 
(See institutions under Otago Hospital and Charitable Aid Board.) 


Alexandra Home, Wellington. 

Visited 21st July, 1914. There were 17 girls in, and 10 babies. This institution has been 
made much more use of by married women than hitherto. There were 50 confinements during 
last year, of whom 20 were married women. There were also 30 outdoor cases, this branch of the 
work being established of recent years. 

The place was in good order, but more accommodation for the lying-in patients is needed.

In addition to the data supplied in the tables of the appendices the Medical Superintendent 
reports :— 

The site for the Sanatorium is eminently suited for the treatment of consumption. The 
buildings are all excellent, but badly in need of repair, and much painting is required, though 
some has been done in the last three months. 

It is to be regretted that many cases are sent here at an advanced stage when there is no 
hope of arrest. These patients require more the comforts that can be obtained in a good town 
hospital if they are destitute, and if not they should be treated at home, for sooner or later they 
desire to go back to their friends, often when they reach such a stage that it is dangerous to let 
them travel. It is remarkable how fear of infection exists among the public, even so far as to 
be afraid of an institution in their neighbourhood. If the patient is too poor to have a separate 
room in his house, then it is quite cheap to provide him with a httle wooden shelter in his garden 
or yard. He can easily be instructed in the disposal of his sputum by a district nurse, and 
the risk of infection to his family and the public is nil, and it seems cruel to deprive the poor 
dying consumptive of his relatives’ company in his last days. Again, patients are often per- 
suaded while in the early stages not to go to a sanatorium. It seems also that some are kept 
back till there is a positive report of tubercle bacilli in the sputum, and a false position of 
security is given to the patient if his sputum gives a negative report, and much valuable time 
is lost. I would strongly suggest that even suspected cases be sent to the sanatorium, where they 

can be under BE arvationl till a definite diagnosis is made; and it would be greatly to the advau- 
tage of the country if pleurisy were generally regarded as tuberculosis, as it nearly always 1s, 
and these cases do remarkably well with sanatorium treatment. Many early cases also refuse 
to come to a sanatorium for fear of mixing with other cases. Patients cannot be sent to the 
sanatorium too early. I have also been struck with the indiscriminate use of tuberculin in the 
Dominion. There is no doubt that this is a dangerous remedy in the hands of those who have 
not had special training. 
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The treatment I have adopted here is that which has been so successful in the past ten years 
at the Brompton Consumption Hospital.and the Brompton Sanatorium—namely, that of graduated 
rest and exercise together with regular hours, regular meals, and healthy ventilated sleeping- 
quarters. I do not regard tuberculin as a specific, and use it only if indicated in certain selected 
cases which have been under observation for some time, and then only as an aid to the ordinary 
sanatorium treatment and not in place of it. The patients on graduated rest and exercise are 
much happier, and especially if put on useful work and they steadily see the improvement in 
themselves. The institution would be more satisfactory with a larger number of patients, for 
they are generally more content if there is a number on the same grade of exercise. The patients 
then appreciate the improvement in others, which greatly encourages them. With a larger 
number of patients the staff would not require to be increased, and the cost per head would be 
decreased aczordingly. 

I have given the patients regular lectures, aiter which they write excellent essays. I find 
that if they understand something of the nature of their illness they are more content to remain 
in the Sanatorium, especially as they generally feel quite well and often otherwise do not know 
why they are detained. Often the patient thinks he can treat himself, not appreciating the 
careful watch that is kept on him. Many (greatly to their harm) will thus leave before the 
disease is arrested. 

Patients are kept in bed so long as there are signs and symptoms of activity. If rest in 
bed alone does not reduce the activity, then absolute rest is tried—that is, the patient is treated 
much as a case of typhoid fever, in that he is kept in the recumbent posture and fed and washed 
and attended to absolutely, but is at the same time given a very liberal diet. I do not isolate 
the patient, as I find they do better if left in the ward with a few others and hear conversation 
around them. Gradually the patient is allowed to sit up, and later to get up, for an increasing 
number of hours daily, but not allowed to walk. Later he is put on gradually increasing walks 
at fixed times with definite times of rest between, the rest to be taken lying on his bed; then 
the patient is put on higher and higher grades of work, starting from light weeding and working 
up to the hardest navvy work, if possible, with rest-times. Daily records are kept of pulse, 
respiration, and quantity of sputum, &c., and the weight is regularly taken. The food is plain 
and wholesome, and chiefly meat, milk, eggs, butter, and vegetables, and is not given too 
frequently, and there is no attempt at overfeeding. A healthy appetite is encouraged. The 
intelligent patient who understands more or less what is being done looks forward to his weekly 
or fortnightly increase in grade of work. The patient’s resistance to the disease is thus steadily 
raised. I was greatly surprised to find that the majority of patients had no hope of ever being 
fit for work, and many were surprised at their gradual and steady improvement and in their 
ability to work harder and harder. A patient is particularly instructed as to suspicious symptoms 
of a relapse, and is strongly recommended to seek immediate advice. A short return to the 
Sanatorium may then be invaluable. Quite a number of sanatorium cases have returned to 
work, but I regret very inuch that many of the best patients do not stay long enough. They feel 
so well and fit, and do not appreciate what another month or two of work under supervision 
means. 

As there are so many advanced cases sent here it would be much more convenient to treat 
these in centralized wards rather than in scattered shelters, and it is an advantage to keep them 
more or less apart from sanatorium cases proper. I have used the main building for this pur- 
pose, but the accommodation is not sufficient for all, the rest being treated in the shelters. 

I have been struck with the large number of patients who have laryngeal affection. In the 
treatment of this I find absolute silence is of the greatest value. 

I have considered it important to allow no communication of any kind between the sexes, as 
I think it is detrimental to the patient’s progress, and in such an institution as this intercourse 
is quickly abused. I have also considered it important that no distinction whatever should be 
made between paying and non-paying patients. All must receive the best treatment that can be 
given. 

The majerity of patients have come from a few districts, showing an excellent co-operation 
and appreciation of the medical practitioners of those places. 

It is very desirable that properly trained sanatorium nurses only should be used, and not 
a staff consisting of nurses who come for a few months and who do not stay long enough to learn 
the special work. A more or less permanent nursing staff is of prime importance. One of the 
uses of a sanatorium should be the training of nurses in this work, and these institutions should 
also serve the purpose of training medical students in their final year. 

The farm has greatly improved during the past year; much new land has been opened and 
worked, but much more should be opened up in the immediate future. The fowls have also 
done well, showing a good result for the year. The garden has provided a good supply and 
variety of vegetables. An orchard is greatly needed. 

Finally, it will always be a great benefit to the institution that Dr. Roberts, who has been 
so long associated with the sanatorium, will remain as honorary physician. His assistance has 
been very great.

A. VITAL STATISTICS. 
GENERAL. 


For the following statistics relating to births, death-rates, infant mortality, and causes of death the 
Department is indebted to the Government Statistician. They relate to the year 1913. 


Brrtus. 


The number of births registered during 1913 was 27,935, or 26-14 in every 1,000 persons living. 
The number is 427 more than that for the year 1912, an increase of 1:55 per cent., but the rate is lower 
by 0:34 per thousand. The births registered in the year numbered 19,846 in 1884, and, after falling 
to 17,876 n 1892, have risen to the number first stated above. 

The number of male children born during 1913 was 14,433, and of female children 13,502. 

The following table shows the number registered, the birth-rate calculated on the total populat on, 
and comparison with the average rate for 1882-86 taken as 100. Indications of a gradual increase are 
apparent, the improvement since 1899 being 4-06 per cent. on the rate per 1,000 in that year.

Sexes of Children born. 


The figures show that during each year there has been a preponderance of births of male 
children. It would appear, however, that this excess of male births is not sufficient to compensate 
for the heavier mortality which occurs among that sex. Of the total population of New Zealand in 
1871 there were 70-52 females to every 100 males, but at the census of 1911 the proportion of the females 
to 100 males had risen to 89-59.

These figures show the proportion of illegitimate births to every 100 births for New Zealand to be 
fairly steady during the period 1903-10; but the rates for 1911 and 1912 are below the average. 


Births and Birth-rates in the Four Chief Cities and their Suburbs. 


A little explanation is necessary in regard to the birth-rate of the four chief centres for 1913, as 
compared with previous years. Up to and including 1912 all births occurring in the four centres were 
treated as belonging to the centres. Owing chiefly to the fact that many women living in country 
districts go to the cities to enter public or private maternity homes, it was found that the birth-rates 
for the centres were usually well above the rate for the whole Dominion. _ For 1913 information as to 
the domicile of parents was obtained, and the births allocated accordingly, the result being that many 
births which in former years would have been included in the municipalized areas were excluded, the 
rates being reduced accordingly. No proper comparison is therefore possible as between 1913 and 
previous years, the apparent decrease in 1913 being due not to any falling-off in numbers, but to the 
alteration in system. 

The total number of births registered as belonging to the four chief centres and their suburban 
boroughs in 1913 was 7,341, as against 8,084 occurring in the municipalized areas for the previous year.

By the inclusion of the suburbs the rate is lowered in the case of Wellington, but raised for the 
other three centres. Excluding the suburbs, it will be observed that Wellington has the highest rate, 
Christchurch next highest, Auckland and Dunedin following. The birth-rate for the Dominion last 
year was 26-14 per thousand, so that each of the four centres is below the average. 

The rates for five years 1909 to 1913 are given below. As stated above, however, no proper 
comparison can be made between 1913 and previous years.

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MARRIAGES. 


The marriages for 1913 show a decrease on the number for the previous year. The number was 
8,813, or 336 less than in 1912. The rate per 1,000 of the population was 8-25, as against 8-81 in 1912. 
It is shown by the table following that there has been considerable increase ‘n the marriage-rate, which 
has been above the standard during each of the last eighteen years :—

The marriage-rate, measured by the total population, does not show the true position when, as 
in the case of New Zealand, the age-constitution of the people fluctuates considerably. A more satis- 
factory standard is found in the number of persons of marriageable age, defined as meaning the 
unmarried and widowed of males aged 20 years and upwards and of females aged 15 years and upwards.

The total number of marriages solemnized does not include marriages wheres both parties are 
of the aboriginal Native race, such persons being exempted from the necessity of complying with the 
provisions of the Marriage Act, although at liberty to take advantage thereof. Thirty-four marriages 
in which both parties were Maoris were contracted in 1913 in terms of the Act. 


Ages of Persons Married. 


Of the persons married in 1913, 159 bridegrooms and 1,394 brides were under 21 years of age. 
Of the bridegrooms, two were between 16 and 17, and one between 17 and 18, and eleven between 
[8 and 19. Of the brides, seven were between 15 and 16, and forty between 16 and 17 years of age. 
The proportion of men married is greatest at the ages of 25 to 30, and of women at from 21 to 25 years. 


DEATHS. 


The deaths in 1913 numbered 10,119, a rate of 9-47 in every 1,000 persons living, as against 8-87 
in 1912.

Males of tender years are more delicate than females, and, later in life, males are the more liable 
to accident. These disadvantages are partly compensated by the preponderance of male births, but 
were it not for the fact that excess of immigration over emigration gives the country many more males 
than females the tendency would be for the female population to exceed the male. 

For the purpose of considering the mortality in New Zealand more closely than can be done by 
means of crude death-rates, it is desirable to ascertain the rates at different age-periods of the

Besides advantages of climate, New Zealand possesses a population younger in age-constitution 
than that of most other countries—conditions favourable to a low rate of mortality. Another table is 
given comparing death-rates at twelve age-periods for 1909 with those of England and Wales. Here 
the extremely low rate of mortality among children under five years of age is remarkable, and the 


difference at some of the groups at the more advanced ages is considerable. 


The New Zealand rate 


for males is higher than that for females at all groups excepting 15-20, 20-25, and 25-30; while for 
England and Wales the female rate is greater than that for males at 10-15 years, and is lower in every 


other instance.

Sixty-five out of every thousand of male children born, and fifty-three of every thousand females, 
are found to have died before attaining the age of one year. The mortality was thus one in fifteen of 
male children and one in nineteen of females in New Zealand. 

It will also be seen from the figures that the chances of living during the first year of age are 
greater for female than for male infants. Thus during the year 1913 there were,—

Deaths from this cause numbered 60 in 1913, against 46 in 1912. The rate remained steady 
during the quinquennium, except for a drop in 1912. 
MEASLES. 
Very few deaths occur from this cause. In 1913 the number was 26, as against 15 in 1912. In 
1910 only 1 death was attributed to measles. 
SCARLET FEVER. 


The rate fell during the first four years of the quinquennium, but rose slightly last year. 


WHOOPING-COUGH. 


128 deaths were recorded in 1913, as against only 10 in 1912. The average for the last five vears 
was 69. 
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DIPHTHERIA. 
Fifteen more deaths were attributed to this cause in 1913 than in 1912, but 14 less than in 1910. 
The average for the years was 62. 
INFLUENZA. 
As in the case of whooping-cough, the number of deaths in 1910 (141) was much above the 


average. Sixty-five deaths from influenza were registered in 1912, and the average for the five 
years 1908-12 was 76 


TUBERCULOSIS. 
Deaths from phthisis numbered 578 or 5:41 per 1,000 of the population, aga‘nst 524 or 5-04 


per 10,000 in 1912, and 588 deaths or 6-05 per 10,000 in 1909. The average for the past ten years 
was 564, or 5 per 10,000.

CANCER. 


There were 856 deaths assigned to this cause in 1913, a proportion of 8-01 per 10,000 persons, the 
average number and rate for the five years 1909-13 being 786 and 7-72 respectively. Deaths of males 
numbered 446 and of females 410. The death-rate from cancer is greater than that from tubercular 
diseases, and its increasing tendency is a matter of grave concern.

DIABETES. 


There were 150 deaths in 1913, a rate of 1-40 per 10,000, the average for the five years being 
131 and 1-28 respectively. Deaths from this cause appear to be on the increase. 


EXOPHTHALMIC GOITRE. 
Only 19 deaths from this cause were registered in 1913, as against 40 in 1912. 


ANAIMIA AND CHLOROSIS. 


Seventy-six deaths were recorded in 1910, but in 1912 the number was only 53, and in 1913 64. 
the average for the five years 1909-13 being 60, and the average rate per 10,000 being 0°60. 


SIMPLE MENINGITIS.

Very little fluctuation is shown as regards deaths from this cause during the past five years. 
number for 1913 was 127, while the rate per 10,000 was 1:19. 
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APOPLEXY. 


The number of deaths in 1915 (173) was an increase of 5 on that for 1912 of 32 when compared 
with 1911. The rate 1-62 per 10,000 was the same in 1912 as in 1913. 


CEREBRAL HASMORRHAGE. 


Each of the five years 1909 to 1913 inclusive shows an increase in number and rate on the 
preceding year. The averages for the years 1909-13 work out at 206 and 2-02. 


EPILEPSY. 
The number of deaths from this cause (54) was lower in 1913 than in 1912 or 1910. 


CONVULSIONS OF CHILDREN. 


As regards both number and rate 1912 shows a great decrease on the years preceding. The rate 
fell from 1-35 per 10,000 in 1909 to 0-55 per 10,000 in 1912. The figures for 1913 are higher than those 
for 1912, but much below the average. 


ORGANIC HEART-DISEASE. 


More deaths occur from this cause than from any other. Under the Bertillon classification deaths 
occurring from heart-disease combined with bronchitis, pneumonia, rheumatic fever, or Bright’s disease 
must be allocated to heart-disease, this being the reverse of the system formerly followed. Number 
and rate of deaths from heart-disease show a tendency to increase, though the number and rate in 1913 
was lower than in 1912. 


ARTERIO-SCLEROSIS. 


A rapid increase of deaths from this cause is apparent, the number in 1913 being 89, as against 
only 29 in 1909. 


EMBOLISM AND THROMBOSIS. 


In common with other diseases of the circulatory system, numbers and rates show a tendency 
to increase. The number of deaths in 1913 was 63, while the rate per 10,000 was 0-59. The figures 
for 1913, however, being lower than the average for the quinquennium. 


BRONCHITIS. 


The number (281) and rate (2°63 per 10,000) of deaths from this cause in 1913 were about equal 
to the averages of the five years. The year 1910 shows the highest number as well as the highest rate. 


BRONCHO-PNEUMONIA. 


In 1911, 153 deaths from this cause were recorded, but in 1912 the number had fallen to 114, but 
in 1913 it rose aga n to 154. 


PNEUMONIA. 
The number and rate in 1913 were higher than in 1912, but lower than in 1911. 


GASTRITIS. 
There were only 29 deaths from this cause in 1913, as compared with 48 in 1912 and 65 in 1909

DIARRH@GA AND ENTERITIS. 


Considerable fluctuation is shown as regards deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis. The number 
fell from 555 in 1908 to 351 in 1909, rose to 500 in 1910, and fell to 404 in 1911, while in 1912 the 
number was only 271. Last year 344 deaths were attributed to this cause. 


APPENDICITIS AND TYPHLITIS. 


Ninety-one deaths were registered in 1913, an increase of 19 on the figures for 1912. The average 
for the five years 1909-13 was 86, while the average rate per 10,000 was 0-85. 


INTESTINAL OBSTRUCTION. 


Sixty-three deaths (a rate of 0-59 per 10,000) were registered in 1913. Little movement is shown 
as regards deaths from this cause. 
CIRRHOSIS OF LIVER. 


The number of deaths in 1913 (47) was one less than in 1912. 


SIMPLE PERITONITIS. 
Very little fluctuation is shown here, 61 deaths being registered in 1913, as against an average 
of 62 for the five years. 
ACUTE NEPHRITIS. 


Only 16 deaths in 1913 were attributed to this cause, as against 68 in 1911 and 35 in 1912, 
The average rate for the five years 1909-13 was 0-44 per 10,000. 
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BRIGHTS DISEASE. 


In four years, 1909 to 1912, the number of deaths from this cause has remained practically 
stationary, between 190 and 195. ‘The year 1913 shows an increase, 230 deaths being recorded. 


URMIA. 
Seventy-one deaths from this cause were registered in 1915, as against 40 in 1912 and 32 in 1911. 


CYSTITIS. 
The number of deaths registered in 1913 (31) was 9 less than in 1912, but 19 less than in 1911. 


PUERPERAL DISEASES AND ACCIDENTS. 


In 1913, as in 1912, the deaths certified to these causes numbered 100.

SENILITY. 


No fewer than 809 deaths were attributed to this cause in 1913. The number for 1912 was 706, 
and for 1909, 556. 
VIOLENCE. 


The deaths from external violence, apart from suicide, numbered 639 in 1913 — males 520, 
females 119. The rate per 10,000 living was 6-79 in 1909, 5-71 in 1910, 5-81 in 1911, 4-95 in 1912, and 
5:98 in 1913.

D. GENERAL REPORTS OF THE DISTRICT HEALTH OFFICERS FOR THE YEAR 1913. 
AvucKLAND HerautH Districr.—Reporr By tHe Districr HmatraH OFricur (Dr. Makai). 


I have the honour to present the thirteenth annual report on the Auckland Health District. 

The outbreak of smallpox during the latter half of the year was so widespread that all other 
sanitary questions had to take second place; but even apart from this the work of the year was 
uncommonly heavy, typhoid fever being exceptionally prevalent, while the gazetting of the regu- 
lations under the Sale of Food and Drugs Act made in itself a formidable increase in the duties 
the staff had to perform. 

In April possession was taken of the new offices in the Pile Trust Building, which have 
proved in most respects a great improvement on the insanitary and primitive building which 
had been the home of the Auckland Office for the previous twelve years. Some inconvenience, 
however, results from the distance the new building is frém the centre of the city and other 
Government Departments. 

As before, a very large share of our attention was occupied in Native work and the efforts 
to establish nursing centres in various districts. The formation of two now Inspectors’ districts 
—South Waikato and Marsden-Kaipara—and the consequent rearrangement of subsidies and so 
forth necessitated a great deal of correspondence. 

Much time was taken up over the inquiry into the administration of the St. Helens Hospital. 
Attention was given to the inspection of possible sites for a new location for this institution, and 
in all thirteen places were inspected and reports furnished. 

Five visits were made to Wellington, chiefly in connection with the Food and Drugs Regu- 
lations. 

During the latter half of the year | was absent on leave for five months, and my place was 
temporarily filled by Dr. H. G. H. Monk. Later, on account of the smallpox epidemic, Dr. H. E. 
Finch, District Health Officer, Christchurch, was also stationed at Auckland. 

During my leave the following departmental matters engaged my attention :— 

At Sydney I inspected the smallpox patients in the isolation hospital, and reported to you 
on the identity of the disease there with the type in New Zealand, and gave some account 
of the methods adopted in dealing with the disease. In Melbourne I met Dr. Cumpston, Director 
of Quarantine, and discussed the “methods to be adopted between the Australian and New Zealand 
authorities for dealing with vaccination and inspection of the passenger traffic. The proposals 
then made you afterwards approved and adopted. I also met the officers at Sydney and Melbourne 
who were interested in the administration of the Food and Drugs Regulations. A report of my 
observations was submitted to you. I also visited the calf-lymph establishment at Melbourne. 

I gladly take this opportunity for recording my thanks for the kindly consideration and 
help I received from Dr. Cumpston, Dr. Paton, and indeed all the Public Service officers in 
Australia with whom I came in contact. 

On arriving in Europe I attended the International Society Congress at Antwerp as repre- 
sentative of New Zealand. Reports on the work done there have been furnished. 

I visited Hamburg and Berlin in connection with questions affecting certain food products 
exported to New Zealand. 

In England I visited Dr. Newsholme, President of the Loca] Government Board, who most 
courteously gave me an opportunity to visit the vaccine-lymph laboratory at Hendon. A report 
on the work I saw there has been furnished, containing, I believe, some valuable information 
as to the latest methods of treating the lymph. 

Proceeding to Ireland, I was kindly afforded by Mr. Dickenson an opportunity for studying 
the Fertilizers Limited methods for treating sewage at the Dublin sewer outfall and at a butter- 
factory at Tipperary, a report on which has been furnished. 

On my return by way of America I received from Dr. Maclaurin, President of the Technical 
Institute in Boston, much help in collecting information as to the prevalence of smallpox of the 
type characterizing the recent epidemic in this country. Professor Adami, of McGill College, 
in Montreal, was ‘also most kind in giving me some account of their experience with the same 
disease. 

On the whole, I believe that my holiday was not without benefit also to the Department. 

Attached hereto are appendices dealing with infectious diseases, Native sanitation, hospital 
work, sanitary inspection, and the enforcement of the Food and Drugs Act.

District HeattH Orricer (Dr. CHEsson). 


I have the honour to submit my annual report for the above districts for the year ending 
31st December, 1913. 

The outbreak of smallpox in the Auckland Health District rendered it necessary to put 
section 18 of the Public Health Act into operation, conferring special powers on the District 
Health Officer for the more effectual checking or preventing the spread of this dangerous infectious 
disease in the Wellington and Hawke’s Bay portions of the district. Several orders were issued 
by me under this section, in consequence of the existence of actual or suspected cases of this 
disease, for the quarantining of premises or places, and the restriction of travelling or congre- 
gation of persons in places where such would be likely to cause a spread of infection. It speaks 
well for the tact of the Inspectors entrusted with the carrying-out of these orders, and for the 
law-abiding character of the community as a whole, and especially of the Maori race, who were 
particularly affected thereby, that though always effectively enforced, in no case was it necessary 
to take legal proceedings. 

IT would also desire to draw attention to the willing and able assistance rendered by the 
officers of the Police Force in every instance when asked to co-operate, and for assistance rendered 
in many cases on their own initiative. A vaccination crusade was vigorously pursued, special 
attention being devoted to the vaccination of Maoris as being the more susceptible to the disease, 
and in whom it would naturally be expected that the disease might manifest itself. Special Medical 
Officers were employed for this work, who travelled through the various Maori settlements 
vaccinating everybody and looking for any cases of a suspicious nature. In some of the larger 
towns public vaccination stations were established in order to give all persons an opportunity 
of availing themselves of the protection from the disease to be derived from this simple operation. 

Particulars of the four cases which occurred in the district will be found under the heading 
of ‘‘ Dangerous Infectious Diseases ’’ in the appendix. 

Owing to the quarantine restrictions imposed by the Australian authorities all passengers 
proceeding to that Commonwealth had to be provided with a certificate of successful vaccination 
endorsed by the District Health Officer, and this work practically monopolized all my time for 
at least two days in each week prior to the despatch of the regular steamers, and, in fact, there 
was a fairly continuous stream of prospective passengers to and from the office during the period 
that these restrictions were in force. Many persons were vaccinated in the office by members 
of the staff. 

This work, together with the necessity for keeping in touch with and directing operations 
in all parts of the districts during the prevalence of the epidemic in the north, kept me practically 
confined to headquarters from July to the latter part of October, and attention to routine work 
was considerably interfered with. The concentration of all available officers in the affected parts 
of the Auckland District left me somewhat shorthanded, Inspector Middleton having been lent 
to the Auckland Office for smallpox duty. 

No cases of smallpox occurred in the Nelson-Marlborough District, and only one suspect— 
which soon proved negative—came under notice. 

During the latter part of the year, owing to a petition from Mr. Greville, a parliamentary 
Committee investigated the conditions connected with the milk-supply of the City of Wellington. 
before which I was summoned to give evidence. The report of this Committee favoured the esta- 
blishment of a municipal depot, a scheme which this Department has advocated for many years. 
It is to be hoped that this will now eventuate. 

During the vear the Nelson Hospital Board agreed to the appointment of an Inspector for 
its district, and Inspector Coltman, recently emploved in the service of the Public Works Depart- 
ment as a plumber, and the holder of the certificate of the Royal Sanitary Institute, was appointed 
to the position, and much useful and long-needed work has already been carried out by this 
officer in that district. 

Inspector Miller retired from the service of the Wairarapa Hospital Board for the southern 
portion of its district, and Inspector Keay was then appointed as assistant to Inspector Cairns, 
who was then made Chief Inspector for the entire Wairarapa. 

The camp established in Buckle Street in November for the accommodation of the special 
constables and their horses during the strike was inspected daily by Inspector Middleton, and 
advice on sanitary matters offered to the responsible authorities. 

Attached hereto are appendices, being tables and data on the following matters relating to 
this district: Notifiable infectious diseases, dangerous infectious diseases, provision for infectious 
diseases, sanitary condition, sanitary condition of Maoris, sanitary inspections, offensive trades, 
insanitary buildings, by-laws, legal proceedings, quarantine, disinfection of oversea goods, Immi- 
gration Restriction Act, medical examinations, Midwives Act, and Sale of Food and Drugs Act.

Orricer (Dr. Frncn). 


I have the honour to submit the following report for this district for the year ending 31st 
December, 1913. 

During the first four months of the year I was mainly occupied with the inspection of 
hospitals in the district, and for the last four months I was transferred to Auckland to take 
charge of the Auckland District owing to the smallpox epidemic and Dr. Makgill’s absence on 
leave, 

Apart from routine work the most important matters dealt with were the inspection of hotels 
and reports to the Licensing Committees; the administration of the new regulations under the 
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Sale of Food and Drugs Act, both as regards the correct labelling of foods and improvements to 
premises where foods were manufactured or sold. The issuing of permits to travel, and other 
matters incident to the prevention of smallpox from Australia and from the North Island, also 
occupied a considerable part of my time in July and August. 

There has been no change in the Inspectors in the district except that Inspector McKenzie 
was transferred from Oamaru to Christchurch at the end of the year, to take up the position of 
Inspector of Weights and Measures. 

There are very few cases of infectious disease in the Waitaki Hospital District, and Inspector 
Cameron was to come up from Dunedin when required. 

The Inspectors have continued to carry out their duties with enthusiasm and _ satisfaction. 
Sanitary Inspectors are somewhat unique in having to frequently work overtime without any 
additional remuneration. The working of overtime is admittedly necessary under exceptional 
conditions and is done cheerfully, but when it is frequently necessary under normal conditions 
it indicates that an additional Inspector is required. 

I attach hereto appendices dealing with the following: Notifiable infectious disease, 
dangerous infectious disease, provision for infectious disease, sanitary conditions of district, 
sanitary conditions of Maoris, sanitary inspections, offensive trades, insanitary buildings, by-laws, 
legal proceedings under Public Health Act and local by-laws, inspection of oversea goods, Immi- 
gration Restriction Act, Midwives Act, Sale of Foods and Drugs Act.

Oraco Hospiran Disrricr.—Rkporr By THE Distrricr Heatran OrricEr (Dr. CHAMPTALoupP). 

I have the honour to submit a report on infectious diseases for this distriet for the year 
ending 3lst December, 1913, that part of the administration of the Public Health Act relating 
to sanitary matters being under the control of Dr. Finch (vide reports on each notifiable disease). 

As I pointed out last year, the accommodation in the laboratories is very fully taxed, and 
the attached class-rooms are quite inadequate to cope with the University classes. There is a 
movement on foot, however, to raise funds to provide a medical school block opposite the Hospital, 
in which the laboratories will be housed. I have every reason to believe that the movement will 
be successful. 

Negotiations have been in progress for some time between the University and the Department 
regarding the appointment of a Public Analyst for Dunedin. The University Council has agreed 
that the Analyst should be assistant to the Professor of Chemistry and have his laboratory at 
the University. This has, I believe, been favourably considered by the Department, and | hope 
the Analyst will take up his duties at an early date. 

In my last report I pointed out the necessity for a full-time District Health Officer for this 
district. Owing to a generous Government grant the University will shortly be in a position 
to establish the Chair of Bacteriology and Public Health on a full-time basis, so that the office 
of District Health Officer and the University Chair will be separated.

The cases are mostly from the city and suburbs, Waihi (12 cases) being the only country 
centre more than shghtly affected. No mortality from this cause is recorded within the city 
and suburban area, the type generally remaining extremely mild, as in the last few years. 


The District Health Officer, Wellington, reports :— 

There has been a slight increase in incidence of this disease during the year—760 cases as 
against 644 last. year—but it shows a marked decrease on the 1911 returns, in which year there 
were 1,061 cases. 

As mentioned in my report two years ago, the difficulty of stamping out this disease is largely 
due to the fact that so many cases occur of such a mild nature as to escape detection—so mild, 
indeed, that parents, failing to recognize the disease, or thinking it to be measles, have not 
deemed it necessary to call in medical assistance. Nevertheless such cases must disseminate 
infection, and owing to them not coming under observation they mix freely with other children. 
Tt is practically impossible to deal with such cases. 

On the 24th November several cases were reported shortly after the arrival of the s.s. 
‘“Corinthic ’’ amongst passengers by that steamer. According to the report of the steamer’s 
medical officer no cases occurred on the voyage, but relatives of some of the children where cases 
were investigated by our Inspectors made statements with regard to several cases of sore throat 
and rash having occurred amongst the children on board. 

Two domestic servants who came out by this steamer went direct to a doctor’s household in 
the country, and within a few days of their arrival the doctor himself and four of his children 
developed this disease. 

As it often happens that scarlet fever and measles develop on these steamers carrying numbers 
of third-class passengers with families, it would seem desirable—in fact, necessary—that more 
adequate provision should be made on these steamers for the effective isolation of cases or sus- 
pected cases of infectious disease. 


The District Health Officer, Dunedin, reports :— 

There has been a slight decrease in the number of cases notified as compared with last year 
—202, as against 272 last year. On the whole this disease continues to be exceedingly mild in 
this part of the Dominion. 

DIPHTHERIA, 


The District Health Officer, Auckland reports :— 
The cases notified from the health district during the last five years are— 
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The epidemic referred to in last report as having occurred in the Bay of Islands district 
recurred this year, to a less extent, during the colder months, Bay of Islands having 19 cases 
and Whangaroa 7 cases; in the City of Auckland 55 cases, and in Mount Albert 15 cases. The 
remainder were pretty evenly distributed. The mortality within the city and suburbs was 
11 cases. 


The District Health Officer, Wellington, reports :— 
The incidence of this disease has steadily decreased within the last four years, 254 cases 
being notified in this district, as against 283 in 1912, 322 in 1911, and 341 in 1910. 


The District Health Officer, Christchurch, reports :— 
The inerease in the number of cases of diphtheria in the Southland district can only be 
attributed to the wet autumn and winter. The epidemic was of a mild type. 


The District Health Officer, Dunedin, reports :— 

Last year I reported a steady decline in this disease, particularly in the cases notified from 
the Kaikorai Valley, in which district the disease will always be endemic until an adequate 
drainage scheme is instituted. Only 19 cases have been notified, and each case has been verified 
by a laboratory examination. 

ENTERIC FEVER. 


The District Health Officer, Auckland, reports :— 
The cases notified from the Health District during the last five years are—

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Although the province shows an exceptionally high return for enteric this year, Auckland 
City and suburbs were again not seriously affected, only 96 cases being notified, as against 95 
last year. Auckland City, with 28 cases, shows a most satisfactory diminution, being 13 below 
the previous year, although the suburb of Parnell is for the first time included in this list. 
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Mount Eden, with 12 cases, heads the list of the suburban districts. The mortality within the 
city and suburbs was 3 cases. In the country, Bay of Islands Hospital District, with 57 cases, 
shows a very serious increase, as only 8 cases were reported there in the previous year. This 
high return was chiefly due to epidemics among the Natives, 14 cases having occurred in Bay 
of Islands County during March, and 13 cases in Whangaroa in July and August--an unusual 
time for such outbreaks. Thames Hospital District, with 96 cases, half as many again as during 
the previous year, is another example of the influence of Native population on typhoid incidence 
rate. About 80 per cent. of these cases were Maoris, and chiefly in the Paeroa and Piako dis- 
tricts. They occurred chiefly in the first four months of the year, and were doubtless a result 
of the unusually dry summer. In the settlements along the Ohinemuri River practically all 
the Natives contracted the disease. Bay of Plenty and Waikato distriets also suffered more 
severely than usual, the high rate in the former being due to Native outbreak at Tauranga 
during winter. 

Out of the total of 412 cases some 230 are notified as being Maoris. It is probable that our 
more elaborate system of sanitary inspection and the work of the Native sanitary-service nurses 
bring to hight a number of cases which formerly were not heard of. There does not seem to be 
any reason to believe that the Natives are any more susceptible to the disease than in the past. 
In almost every case these outbreaks could be attributed to the drinking of water from polluted 
sources, the usual supplies, tanks and so forth, having become exhausted during the drought. 
It is noticeable that Rotorua County escaped without a single case, despite the large Native 
population. I attribute this chiefly to the excellent work of the nurses among the Maori settle- 
ments. 

The accompanying chart and table show the relation of temperature, rainfall, and typhoid 
so far as Auckland and the suburban boroughs and road districts are concerned.

Here, as in former years, the influence of the climate is apparent, December, 1913, being 
a very dry month, January also below the average rainfall, and February again very dry, 
resulting in a rising typhoid rate during the first four months. The colder weather in April 
and May and the heavy rain in the latter month checked the disease. Of the winter months 
June, July, and September show a low rainfall, and this with higher temperature of August, 
September, and October was followed by a rising typhoid incidence. November was a very wet 
month, and December, though the rainfall was normal, was below the average as regards tem- 
perature. There is a corresponding decline in the typhoid rate in the last month of the year. 

It was probably a result of the unusually dry June that we find outbreaks occurring among 
the Natives in the north and Bay of Plenty in July and August. 


The District Health Officer, Wellington, reports :— 


There has been a considerable increase in the number of cases notified during the year— 
420 this year, as against 288 in 1912 and 357 in 1911. 

The bulk of these cases occurred in the northern parts of the east coast, a portion of the dis- 
trict which is always responsible for a large number of cases. 

There was a large epidemic in Gisborne, the cases numbering 97, and was practically con- 
fined to the European population, the Maoris in that neighbourhood suffering very shghtly this 
year. ‘The outbreak was of a generally mild nature, but some deaths unfortunately “occurred. 
The sanitary conditions of this borough are by no means satisfactory, although improvements 
have been effected within the last few years. The sewerage system has not yet been completed, 
although many houses are connected, but the work is being pushed on with, and it is to be hoped 
that with the final abolition of pan privies, together with improvements in refuse-removal and 
protection of foodstuffs from fly-infestation, now being carried on, a lessening of this disease will 
result. Including this outbreak in Gisborne the total numbers for the Cook Hospital District 
was 167. 

There was also an outbreak in Waiapu of 93 cases amongst the Maoris, which necessitated 
the reopening of the Manutahi isolation camp. The district nurse for Maoris in this district 
herself contracted the disease, and subsequently two nurses employed in the nursing of the cases, 
They, however, all recovered. 

A slight outbreak also occurred amongst the patients in one of the children’s wards in the 
Wellington General Hospital. 


The District Health Officer, Dunedin, reports :— 


There have been only 4 cases notified this year, as against 9 last year. Otago Central, 
from which most of the cases come, has been singularly free this vear, owing in part to the 
attention which was given to the conditions obtaining on the dredges working in that district. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 


The District Health Officer, Auckland, reports :— 
The cases notified from the health district during the last five vears are 
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The number of deaths from tubercular disease during 1912 and 1913 show no increase over 
former years, despite the increasing population. The larger number of cases notified therefore 
does not appear to be more than the result of more careful notification, 
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The District Health Officer, Wellington, reports :— 

The number of cases notified of this disease is practically the same as last year—341 cases, 
as against 347 in 1912, 278 in 1911, and 199 in 1910. As pointed out last year, I do not think 
this necessarily indicates any increase in the number of cases, but that the cases are more freely 
notified. Then it must also be remembered that cases of this disease are, owing to their migratory 


habits, notified more than once. 


The District Health Officer, Dunedin, reports :— 

In 1912 there were 130 cases notified, this being the largest number for some years. This 
year 97 cases have been notified, and these were mostly cases of pulmonary tuberculosis. 

I have continued my investigation into the condition of the Dunedin milk- -supply qua tubercle 
bacilli, and have still to report that no tubercle bacilli have been detected in the milk-samples 
examined to date. 

During the year I cireularized the medical profession, asking for tubercular material from 
children under twelve years of age, but have so far received very few specimens. It is my inten- 
tion to investigate the type of bacillus prevalent in juvenile tubercular lesions in this part of 
the Dominion. 

BLOOD-POISONING, AND OTHER INFECTIOUS DISWASES. 

The District Health Officer, Auckland, reports :— 

The cases notified from the health district during the last five years are—

The increase in hydatids is probably owing to the fact that practitioners are now recognizing 
that this disease is notifiable. The number of tetanus cases is high, possibly a result of the dry 
warm summer. 


The District Health Officer, Dunedin, reports :— 

Six cases of puerperal fever have been notified, but several others of a mild nature have been 
investigated at the laboratory, and have not been notified. 

A small outbreak of 4 cases occurred in a nursing home, necessitating the closing of the home. 
In view of the outbreak, and the appearance of other cases in various parts of the district 
about the same time, I circularized the profession, and prepared a number of intrauterine swabs 
after the method of Foulerton and Bonney. These were in considerable demand, and proved 
of great service to the practitioners, while diminishing our work in the laboratory. We found 
that almost without exception pure cultures were obtained from the interior of the uterus. With 
one or two exceptions sensitized autogenous vaccines were prepared for these cases, and were 
administered with good results. The chief value of these sensitized vaccines seems to lie in 
prophylaxis, and I have elsewhere published a paper on our experience of their use. Altogether 
14 cases were investigated in the laboratory. 

I would suggest that the Department should be prepared to issue sensitized polyvalent strepto- 


cocecal vaccines for use in puerperal sepsis. 


CHICKEN-POXx 


The District Health Officer, Auckland, reports :— 

The cases notified from the health district for 1913 number 492. 

This disease was only made notifiable in July, therefore the figures do not lend themselves 
to any deductions. There is no doubt that a w idespread epidemic of varicella was coincident with 
the smallpox outbreak. 

DANGEROUS INFECTIOUS DISEASES. 


The infectious diseases declared to be dangerous infectious diseases within the meaning of 
the Public Health Act are—Plague, smallpox, leprosy, and cholera. 


SMALLPOX. 


The District Health Officer, Auckland, reports :— 

The cases notified from this health district in 1913 numbered 466. This, however, by no 
means gives a complete return of the cases, since the greater part of the outbreak was among 
Maoris, and in consequence only about a quarter of the cases were seen by medical men and 
reported. Also, during the earlier weeks of the outbreak the disease was not recognized as 
smallpox, and many cases even among Europeans were regarded as chicken-pox owing to the 
extraordinary mild type which was the feature of the epidemic. There is now no doubt that 
the disease was introduced from America by a Mormon Native missionary who had contracted it 
on the voyage from Vancouver on the s.s. ‘‘ Zealandia’’ from a fellow- -passenger who had a very 
mild attack which escaped notice. The disease developed in the Mormon at Te Hora about the 
15th April. The earliest cases among the Natives with whom he was in contact probably occurred 
between the 27th April and the Ist May. The first cases notified were those seen by Dr. Ventry 
Smith at Whangarei upon the 10th May, so that these were probably infected from the first batch 
of cases. From this time the disease spread with great rapidity, and probably by the 6th July, 


¢ 
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when the nature of the disease was finally recognized, several hundreds of cases must have occurred. 
Confined as it was almost wholly to Natives in out-of-the-way kiangas, even after the campaign 
was fairly begun, many cases must have escaped notice. However, a fairly accurate estimate 
can be made as follows: Europeans, 111; Maoris, 1,777. 

The diminution in the number of cases in November was noticeable, but it rose again in 
December owing to the small outbreak in the lower Waikato, and a severe one at Te Teko, in the 
Bay of Plenty. The issue of travelling-passes to the N latives successfully vaccinated has thrown 
a great amount of work on the Department. The restriction on travelling has, however, served 
as a very effectual lever in removing any objections which the Maoris might have to undergoing 
the operation. It is estimated that 12 ,000 passes were issued. 

I attach a special report by Dr. Monk made at the end of. the epidemic, and one made by 
myself furnishing particulars additional to those of the earlier stages. 


Report on the Barlher Stages of the Epidemic, 

On the 2nd July two events gave me serious anxiety and raised grave doubts as to the 
correctness of our supposition that. the disease was chicken- pox. The first of these events was 
the news from Sydney that a pustular disease which had been in existence since the 12th April 
had now been pronounced smallpox on the evidence of the protection afforded by vaccination. 
The second was the report of the death of an elderly Maori at Mangere from this pustular 
epidemic. Dr. Monk and I visited the place and found that the Native had undoubtedly suffered 
from a severe attack of the same type of disease as the Native Rikutai. It had been more or less 
concurrent, but we were unable to get a definite history of the case from the other Natives. No 
medical man had been called in, and though the Natives said that the patient had died the day 
previously we found that the corpse was more or less decomposed, and was crawling with maggots 
at least three days old. This argued such a degree of neglect that it was not certain that the 
man died from the virulence of the attack. An ‘elderly Native who had been thus left alone for 
days might readily have died from complications in an otherwise simple attack. We visited 
other houses in the neighbourhood. One adult male Native was found who had recovered from 
a sharp attack. He showed no pitting. Two younger Natives were suffering from a disease 
which was clinically no more than chicken-pox, and a European girl who had worked in a store 
much visited by these Natives was also suffering from a disease which had all the clinical appear- 
ances of chicken-pox of no great severity and showing successive crops of papules. D+. Scott, 
of Onehunga, who was in attendance on this case, was satisfied that it was chicken-pox, more 
especially as she (like the Natives) had never been vaccinated. It is, however, of great interest 
to note that this girl was thereupon vaccinated and a partial reaction was seen about the fifth 
day, but on the sixth day the reaction ceased and the vaccination could be regarded as having 
failed. 

The evidence was still most conflicting, but on the 3rd July, the day after our visit to 
Mangere, I wired to Head Office conveying my suspicions that the epidemic in New Zealand was 
of the same nature as that in Sydney, Dr. Gordon’s evidence as to the effect of vaccination being 
one of my principal reasons for this opinion. Dr. Good, of Whangarei, visited Auckland on 
the 4th July and gave details of some of the cases he had seen, and expressed the opinion that 
the disease was of a more serious nature than chicken-pox, and thought that it was spreading 
fairly freely among the white population near Whangarei. He was unable to give any details 
as to the influence of vaccination. On Saturday, the 5th July, another Native was brought into 
the Auckland Hospital, this time with an attack of the more severe type, the pustules ‘tending 


to be confluent and appearing on his lips, eyelids, and palate. He was not, however, dangerously 


ill in spite of the severity of the attack. This case made the fourth who had been brought in 
from the same boardinghouse, the first being a Native who had come down some three weeks 
before. 

On the 6th July Dr. Valintine visited Auckland, and a consultation was held at the Hospital 
upon the four Natives and three Europeans there. There were present at our invitation Dr. 
Gordon (of Auckland), Dr. Robertson, Dr. Dudley, Dr. Maguire (the Medical Superintendent), 
Dr. Valintine, Dr. Monk, and myself. The opinions held were very diverse, Drs. Gordon and 
Dudley being inclined to doubt the diagnosis of smallpox, although not denying its possibility. 
Dr. Robertson, on the other hand, was emphatically of the opinion that the cases were modified 
smallpox, and to this view Dr. Maguire inclined also. Dr. Valintine decided that there was 
sufficient evidence to warrant the Department in dealing with the outbreak as though it was 
definitely smallpox, and memo. to this effect was wired to the Minister, with the suggestion that 
it should be given to the Press for publication. He also decided to make chicken-pox a notifi- 
able disease to give us the legal powers we have hitherto lacked. 

On the 7th and 8th July Dr. Monk and I proceeded to carry out Dr. Valintine’s directions in 
accordance with this decision. 

Measures taken to check the Epidemic.—Drs. Cawkwell and Eleanor Baker were engaged to 
travel about the northern districts vaccinating the Natives and all school-children, also any 
Europeans who would submit themselves. Dr. Cawkwell proceeded to Mangakahia Valley on 
Monday night (7th July), as it was here that the epidemic began and appeared to have gained 
most hold. Inspector Shenton was instructed to accompany him. Dr. Baker started work in 
the Northern Wairoa district, with directions to proceed northwards towards Hokianga, where 
several Native settlements had become infected. Dr. Good was asked to visit Poroti, a Native 
settlement near Whangarei, where the Native schoolmaster had reported the appearance of the 
disease. Dr. Macfarlane, of Rawene, was asked to visit the Native schools at Rahia for the same 
reason. 
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Hearing that the disease had appeared in the Maungatautari Native settlement, near Cam- 
bridge, Dr. Stapley was asked to proceed there to vaccinate all Natives and report. We subse- 
quently learned from him that the disease had broken out there and two Natives had died, one 
an old man and the other a child. Inspector Bennett was directed to proceed to Cambridge 
and take all precautions as to disinfection. Dr. Howden, of Waiuku, Dr. Wake, of Pukekohe, 
and Dr. Macdiarmid, of Huntly, were also asked to visit the Native settlements in their neigh- 
bourhoods and begin vaccination. 

The Auckland Hospital Board were instructed to reopen the Isolation Hospital at Point 
Chevalier. To assist them in this matter Miss Bagley secured nurses willing to undertake this 
special work, and went with them to the Hospital, where she assisted in getting matters put 
in order. The large marquee tent which had been used at the fever hospitals in Te Ahuahu 
was lent to the Board and erected at the Point, with a wooden flooring. Dr. Spedding, of 
Dunedin, was engaged to look after the patients at the Point, and to assist Dr. Monk in vaccina- 
tion and inspection of contacts during the rest of the day—the Board and the Department sharing 
his salary. Pending his arrival Dr. Lawry was engaged to assist in the work of vaccination and 
inspection of Maori contacts in the boardinghouses, «ce. 

On the 7th July three new cases were reported, all being Natives—one from a scow which 
arrived from Whangarei, another in a boardinghouse in Hobson Street, and the third in a 
boardinghouse in Beach Road. As soon as the Hospital at Point Chevalier was ready these cases 
were removed thither; all contacts vaccinated, and directed to remain in their boardinghouses, 
where they were daily inspected. To assist us in this work of isolating the cases the Inspector 
of Police kindly placed at our disposal a special constable who had some knowledge of the Maori 
language, and who proved of great service. 

Section 18 of the Public Health Act having been brought into force on the 8th July, the 
Tramway Company and the Northern Shipping Company were warned not to carry Natives who 
could not produce a certificate of vaccination. Later this prohibition was extended to smaller 
shipping companies and coaching companies in the province, and an inspection of coastal ship- 
ping began. This must offer many difficulties owing to the irregular arrival of the boats. The 
Borough Councils of Onehunga and Cambridge were notified that Natives were not to be allowed 
to come into the towns, and they were authorized to obtain police assistance in enforcing this 
order. The prohibition of Natives travelling by railway was, of course, referred to head- 
quarters. Subsequently some thirty medical men in county districts throughout the province 
were asked to act on behalf of the Department in the matter of vaccination, inspection of Native 
pas, and sanitary measures generally. The Board of Education was asked to assist by refusing 
admittance to school of children who had not been vaccinated. They agreed to try and induce 
parents to adopt this course, though not wholly prohibiting the attendance of unvaccinated 
children. 

I left Auckland on the night of the 8th July and reported in person to Dr. Valintine next day. 

The experience in Trinidad, China, and Sydney shows the existence of a comparatively 
mild pustular infective disease of the nature of smallpox, since it is controlled by vaccination, 
and this is no doubt what we have to deal with in New Zealand. The probability is that the 
infective organism is an attenuated smallpox virus. That such an attenuated virus can exist 
we know from the fact that, so far as our knowledge extends, vaccine virus is of this nature. 
The point which concerns us is whether the virulence of the virus can be raised by passing it 
through a series of highly susceptible animals. We know from laboratory experiences that the 
Si avlonne of many other organisms can be raised in this way, and we have in the Native race 
the susceptible animal. On the other hand, analagous vaccination virus is of a comparatively 
fixed type. It has never been known to work up in virulence even in the days of arm-to-arm 
vaccination. Possibly then the virus of this epidemic may remain permanently attenuated. It 
appears to have done so elsewhere. But we cannot afford to risk such an experiment, interesting 
as it would be to the scientist, and it is the obvious duty of the Department to avoid any possible 
factor tending to raise the virulence by supplying it so far as possible and as quickly as possible 
with only resistent individuals in which to develop, and this can most surely and most effectually 
be done by enforcing universal vaccination both on Europeans and Natives. It appears to me 
that haste in this matter is essential. It has had two months in which to spread in the receptive 
individual already, and so far has shown no great increase in infective power. If during the 
next two or three months we can vaccinate the majority of the Native race I believe we can afford 
to regard the outcome with cquanimity. But no expense should be grudged and no measure, 
however harsh, avoided which may prevent the Natives travelling about the country carrying 
infection, and which will secure that, during the critical months, every Native in the country 
has been successfully vaccinated. Sanitary surroundings doubtless hold their due place in raising 
the resistance of the individual to infection of every kind, but to transform the Native into 
a sanitary race is a matter of slow progress covering generations. We cannot hope for such 
a miracle in a few months, and therefore must adopt the shorter and more direct methods of 
raising the resistance. 

General Remarks.—It is of course customary in times of stress such as we are going through 
for the Press to adopt a severely critical tone and to revenge themselves for the anxiety and dis- 
comfort undergone by the public they affect to represent. They heap abuse on some persons 
selected as the scapegoat. As District Health Officer of the province in which the disease found 
footing I must accept this position. Yet I do so with a perfectly easy conscience. It is easy 
to sit in an armchair and say, in the light of subsequent events, what should or should not have 
been done. It is another matter to do ‘the right thing before these events in their development 
have shown the right path. Newspaper critics know nothing of conflicting opinions of 
contradictory pyidlence . or of the limitation of sanitary legislation. We have been blamed, for 
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example, for allowing Natives apparently suffering from chicken-pox to appear in public; but 
we have not been told how to limit the liberty of these subjects of the Crown when suffering from 
what was regarded as a non-notifiable disease, offering us no appeal to the powers under the Act. 
The gazetting of this disease as a notifiable one was finally forced on us by circumstances, but can 
only be regarded as an emergency action to combat the temporary peril. It could not be con- 
sidered necessary under ordinary conditions to treat chicken-pox in this way, and it was only 
when we were fully satisfied that the conditions were far from ordinary that we felt justified in 
committing the country to the necessary expenditure which must follow the gazetting of this 
disease. Yet till it was done we were to a great extent powerless. 

On the other band, when we took precautionary measures in the Rukitai case there was a 
great public outcry when it was believed that these measures had been to some extent unnecessary. 
Your armchair critic is usually one who from his ignorance steps in where better informed men 
fear to tread, and popular criticism is too illogical, hysterical, and peevish to carry much sting. 
Were it possible for similar conditions to arise again I do not think it would be possible to alter 
the course of action we adopted. I have at least the satisfaction of knowing that if I have erred 
in judgment I have had the companionship in my error of many better men in other parts of the 
world. 

(Nort.—This was written on the voyage across to Australia. From my observations there 
I was able to conclude that the epidemic in Sydney was identical with that in New Zealand, and 
the cases I saw fully established the nature of the disease. ) 


Report of Dr. H. G. H. Monk. 


On Saturday night, 10th May, at 9.45, I was called to the telephone and was told by the 
Matron of the Whangarei Hospital that two patients had been sent into hospital by Dr. Ventry 
Smith suffering from smallpox. The Medical Superintendent of the Hospital was in Auckland 
for a sitting of the Supreme Court at the time. As there was no means of getting to Whangarei 
until the 12th May I got into communication with the Sanitary Inspector, Mr. Shenton, who 
had already heard about these cases, and gave him necessary instructions. He informed me that 
the Natives had been sent down to the isolation ward of the Hospital, and upon arriving there 
were seen by the porter and ordered off the premises. They then proceeded to drive back to 
Nukutawhiti, a distance of about thirty miles. Meanwhile Inspector Shenton disinfected the 
boardinghouse in which these people had stayed, and on Sunday, the 11th May, started after 
them to Nukutawhiti. He overtook them and gave them full directions as to what they were 
to do, and returned to Whangarei, where I met him on Tuesday, 13th May. 

At 9 a.m. we started for the Native settlement, and reached Parakoa that night. On the 
14th May we continued our journey and reached the settlement, and found that the two patients 
were located upon the opposite side of the river. ‘The two patients, W. Boxer, aged nineteen, 
and Tuhi Penni, aged twenty-five, came to us, and I made a careful examination of the rash, 
their physical condition, &c., as well as obtaining as accurate a history as possible from them. 
They presented what appeared to be typical severe chicken-pox rashes, with the rash most 
abundantly appearing upon the chest. The rash was in all stages from the red initial spot, 
vesicles, pustules, and scabs. This had all occurred within ten days. The only prodromal 
symptoms I could elicit were headache and influenza, which would include pains in the limbs. 
There was no history of pains in the back before the appearance of the rash. As the cases had 
been called ‘‘ smallpox’’ by one medical man and ‘“‘ chicken-pox’’ by another, I made careful 
inquiries about this particular symptom. I could only consider that I had to deal with cases 
of chicken-pox. After giving all directions as to remaining in separate whares, and also 
instructing the other Natives, through an interpreter, to keep away from the two infected patients, 
I returned to Parakao, and telegraphed to the Auckland Health Office that I considered the cases 
were chicken-pox. 

From time to time we heard of fresh outbreaks in other settlements in the Mangakawhia 
Valley, and also obtained the information that the first person in that valley to suffer from a 
pustular eruption was a Mermon missionary. His itinerary will afterwards be traced, as he 
without a doubt started the whole epidemic in New Zealand. 

On the 4th June a case of smallpox was notified at a house in Onehunga by Dr. Harke, 
and the patient before notification had also been seen by Dr. C. Robertson, who has seen many 
cases of smallpox amongst Natives in Natal. 1! immediately went to Onehunga and found the 
patient covered with a fully pustular eruption. which he stated was eight days old. I had him 
removed to the isolation block of the Hospital, where he was seen by the members of the Hospital 
resident staff and also by the Chief Health Officer. Instructions were at once given to have him 
removed -to Point Chevalier Isolation Hospital, which was hurriedly got ready for his reception. 
There seemed little room for doubt about the nature of his complaint, although for the amount 
of rash there was remarkably little constitutional disturbance, no delirium, and no smell such 
as is usual with true smallpox. Within three days he was asking for food, and the pustules 
were drying up rapidly, and within a week most of them had fallen off. In fact, the rash cleared 
up so quickly as to discount the diagnosis of smallpox. 

When questioned as to his movements he gave us the information that several Natives fron 
Mangere and Onehunga had gone to a hw or meeting at Te Hora, within the Mangakawhia dis- 
trict, he among the number. Also that a Native who had been up there and who had had a rash 
had come to his billtard-saloon. He also stated that he had seen other Natives with a rash, but 
none had had it as severely as he himself. Examination of other Maori houses in Onehunga 
and Mangere the day after this man Rukitai was removed discovered three others who appeared 
to have typical chicken-pox. A few weeks later a Maori was reported to have died at Mangere, 
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and Dr. Makgill and I visited the whare in which the body was lying. From appearances. the 
man had evidently been dead three if not four days, and we learned that no one had lookéd after 
him. The body was covered with scabs and in places maggots, and the epithelium when touched 
peeled off, taking the scabs with it. This man had recently returned to Mangere from Maunga- 
tautari, near Cambridge, and had certainly infected that district, as he was a relative of one of 
those who died at Maungatautari. After the return from the hui at Mangakawhia a meeting was 
held at Mangere. I have not been able to ascertain the exact date upon which the bulk of the 
Natives returned from the Aw. Learning from Rukitai that there were several infected who 
had been north, attention was again drawn to the two early cases in the Mangakawhia Valley, 
and inquiries and reports came to hand that the first person to have this particular rash was 
the Mormon missionary. He was located at Awarua, where he was teaching at a school. His 
history is as follows :— aye 

Mr. Richard Shumway joined the s.s. ‘‘ Zealandia ’’ at Vancouver on the 19th March, having 
left Arizona on the 8th March, and landed in Auckland upon the 8th April. He stayed in Auck- 
land four days and then went to Whangarei, where he landed about the 12th April; then went 
on to Maromaku, where he stayed with another Mormon, Elder Purser Going, and eventually 
travelled to Te Hora, where the hui was held on the 14th April. Mr. Shumway states that the 
day after reaching Te Hora he felt very ill, pains in the head and sore throat being the chief 
symptoms. A rash which he thought was measles appeared on his face, neck, body, and legs. 
He remained at Te Hora for a week and left for Awarua, and at the time of leaving scabs were 
dropping off him. At Awarua he commenced teaching, mixing freely with the Natives. After 
leaving Te Hora the inmates of Elder Purser Going’s household sickened, the first appearances 
of rash being seen on the 2nd May. Reckoning the dates out—arrived Te Hora 14th April, 
sickened next day, remained one week—brings us to about the 22nd, and from the 22nd April 
to the 2nd May—ten days from the time of Shumway leaving whilst scabbing to the time of the 
rash (not invasion) being noticed amongst Going’s family, allowing the usual twelve or thirteen 
days incubation common to smallpox, we conclude that the infection was carried from Shumway 
during his stay at Te Hora. 

Course of the Epidemic.—Owing to the wandering habits of the Maori race it naturally 
followed that settlement after settlement quickly became infected with what was still considered 
to be chicken-pox, and at the dispersal of the Natives attending the hw at Te Hora infection 
was carried in all directions. Wherever medical men saw any of the cases they were still con- 
sidered to be chicken-pox. ‘The Mangakawhia Valley from end to end was infected, and cases 
occurred at Kaihu, afterwards spreading to Karara. Kakanui district next suffered, followed 
shortly afterwards by Mangere and Onehunga. From Mangere we have authentic information 
that one of the Natives from that district whilst sick went to Maungatautari, and so started the 
disease in that district. In the middle of June a Land Court was held in Auckland to which 
Maoris from all parts came, filling the Maori boardinghouses and hotels in different parts of 
Auckland. They introduced the infection into these houses, from which all the first cases that 
occurred in Auckland were removed. At the close of the Court in Auckland many of the Natives 
journeyed to Thames, where another Court was held, and fresh centres were started again in the 
Thames district. Many Natives had gone to Te Kuiti in the expectation of a Court being held 
there, but a case being discovered at Thames amongst those attending the Court, further meetings 
were postponed. Inquiries made at Thames revealed the fact that whilst in Auckland many of 
these people had been staying at one of the three houses which supplied the early Auckland cases. 
At one of these houses, which usually accommodates about forty visitors, we found that during 
the two previous days over thirty had left Auckland for Thames and Waikato. Many Natives 
returning to the Waikato stopped at Ngaruawahia and Taupiri, at both of which places out- 
breaks of smallpox were dealt with. 

The outbreak in the Tauranga district is also referred to Auckland, but I am not able to 
state definitely that this is the case, as the house referred to in Auckland had been clear of disease 
for quite a month before the Tauranga first case was reported. 

In nearly all these early cases the disease was mild and referred to as chicken‘pox, and it 
was not until the severe cases at Parawera, Maungatautari, and Taupiri were seen that the doubt 
which had hung over the exact nature of the complaint was cleared. 

General Type of Disease.—Undoubtedly the general type of the epidemic up to the present 
time has been its mildness with but very few exceptions. The incubation period has been as a 
rule about twelve days, but there have been cases that have gone over this time. Some have gone 
as long as seventeen to twenty days; hence the fact that they have been considered to be chicken- 
pox. Prodromal symptoms in the earlier cases were not very marked, but the bulk of the patients 
old enough to give an account of their illness said that they considered they were in for an attack 
of influenza. The backache, such a severe and constant symptom of ordinary smallpox, was not 
so marked as one would expect. The evanescent rashes on the lower part of the body have been 
few and far between. The character of the rash has been one of the most interesting features 
throughout. The macule first appeared, as usual, and, rapidly developing into the papule, has 
been fairly constant, but the rest of the development into the pustule has departed greatly from 
the usual condition. Often at the fifth day the rash has been fully pustular, and scabs on the 
seventh day have been quite common. The usual vesicular stage has been extremely short, and 
even on the third day I have seen the blebs filled with a milky-looking fluid. This early matura- 
tion has been the cause of endless misgivings when making a definite diagnosis, as it is quite 
different from the usual and accepted course of ordinary smallpox. Again, once the pustule has 
formed it seemed to have the usual characteristics of smallpox, being round and slightly umbili- 
cated at the centre. The depth of skin invaded also presented differences to true smallpox. In 
the early stages definite pitting was rare, but instead the pigment of the skin seemed to have been 
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collected and deposited at what would be the base of the pustule. This gave rise to a peculiar 
mottled appearance to the patient, and has been the cause of many visits to suspected smallpox 
patients, only to find that they had recovered from the disease weeks previously. One other 
symptom that was very marked in the earlier cases was the rapidity with which the scabs cleared 
off the patient, due I think to the fact that the skin was not so deeply invaded as is generally 
the case in cases of variola. 

Amongst Europeans attacked no deaths have been recorded, although many of them were 
unvaccinated. Amongst the Maoris there are estimated to have been 55 deaths, which is a 
very small number considering that fully 85 per cent. of them were unvaccinated. This 
certainly is the truest index to the mildness of the outbreak, and up to the present time the cases 
seem to be decreasing in virulence rather than otherwise. This is not exactly what one would 
have expected judging by other outbreaks. The absence of the many sequels of smallpox is 
another factor bearing testimony to the mildness of the epidemic. 

Distribution of the Rash.-—In an epidemic of smallpox in which deviation from the commonly 
accepted symptoms has been one of the chief features, the distribution of the eruption has perhaps 
varied least. In every case that I have seen the rash has-been present upon the forehead, the 
spots numbering from one or two to many. On the sides of the nose and around the lips the 
rash has eenerally been in evidence. On the wrists, especially on the dorsal surface, one or 
more spots have always been found. The chest and abdomen have had much less than the back, 
and in several cases the total number of spots upon the chest has not exceeded half a dozen. The 
lower extremities have usualiy shown evidence of the eruption, but not in every case. When 
affected the palms of the hands and soles of the feet have been the last places in which the rash 
has appeared. I think I am right in saying that throughout the epidemic the rash has appeared 
in the order mentioned above, and its regular mode of appearance has been of great assistance in 
coming to a definite diagnosis in cases where the usual appearances of the eruption, the absence 
of prodromal symptoms, and the history given by the patient have all been valueless in helping 
one to arrive at a definite conclusion as to ‘whether or not it was a case of smallpox that was under 
consideration. The old statement that parts irritated by clothing such as a belt or garter has 
not been so regularly noticed, probably because the use of these articles of clothing is not so 
universal as in former days. 


The District Health Officer, Wellington, reports :— 

With an outbreak of smallpox of the dimensions of that which occurred in the Auckland 
Health District it might well have been expected that several cases would have broken out in some 
portion of the Wellington and Hawke’s Bay Health Districts, especially along the tracks of com- 
munication between the two districts, and it is a matter for congratulation that only four actually 
occurred. This result may be attributed to the energetic measures adopted in the matter of whole- 
sale vaccination, the restrictions placed on Maoris travelling, and the quarantining of affected 
areas. 

With regard to the action taken in this district, on the first appearance of any cases of a 
suspicious nature measures were at once taken to quarantine the affected premises until the true 
nature of the disease from which the suspects were suffering manifested itself, and steps taken 
to ensure the vaccination of all persons who had come in contact, however slightly, with the cases, 
if not already previously vaccinated. Consequently no spread of the disease occurred from these 
four cases, three of which were directly traceable to infected places in the north. It would be 
difficult to estimate the actual number of suspects investigated through the report of symptoms 
or circumstances giving rise to suspicion, as owing to stress of work at the time it was only 
possible to record the more important of these, and of those which were obviously of a negative 
character on first examination no further note was kept. Apart from the actual cases, only six 
of the suspects reported were sufficiently so to warrant keeping under observation for a short 
space of time. 

The four cases which occurred were as follows :— 

C.H.H., Wellington, European female. Brought under notice on the 17th July. Employed 
in domestic service in a family which had just come down from the Bay of Islands district. Last 
probable exposure to infection 24th June, onset Lith July, the symptoms being shivering, 
backache, and general malaise. The rash appeared on the 16th July, on the forehead, face, bane 
and a few spots scattered on the limbs. Reported by medical attendant on the 17th July, and 
seen by me on the same date, and removed to a special isolation block at the Infectious Diseases 
Hospital. Result complete recovery, but with slight signs of pitting. 

R.H., Mormon College, Bridge Pa, near Hastings, Maori male. Reported on the 14th July. 
He was then in an advanced stage of the disease, and had just arrived from Kaikohe, Auckland. 
Removed to Quarantine Island, Napier. The College placed in quarantine, all occupants 
vaccinated, and thorough disinfection of the premises carried out. Recovered. 

PIR. Pahiatua, “European male. Reported on the 19th July. He had been on a aoe 
trip to Auckland and district, returning on the 5th. Onset 16th—pyrexia, headache, and “a 
peculiar feeling down the back’’; rash first appeared 18th, on forehead, and later on face. He 
had been much in contact with the Maoris on his holiday. Had never been vaccinated. Isolated 
at Pahiatua Hospital. Recovered. 

F.P., sis. ‘‘ Delphic,’’ Wellington, European male. Reported 18th August. Quartermaster 
on this steamer. Onsct 10th August—rigor and malaise. Papular rash appeared on the 13th 
August (as gathered from patient’s descr iption). Vaccinated in Auckland on the 13th, and shipped 
on board ce Delphic,’’? which left Auckland for Wellington on that date. Seen by medical man 
for first time on the 18th August in Wellington, who at once reported the case, and I visited 
forthwith. Patient then had a copious pustular rash, most marked on face and hands... Removed 
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to special isolation block in the Infectious Diseases Hospital. Vaccination did not take. Result 
—recovered, but with marked pitting of face and back of hands. 

How this case escaped observation on board the steamer on the voyage down the coast it 
is difficult to understand, as being a quartermaster he was necessarily on the bridge for two 
hours at a time during his watch, and therefore right alongside the officers on duty. The vessel 
was of course placed in quarantine, all cargo workers on board at the time were detained until 
vaccinated, and as many others as could be traced as having had any connection with the case 
were offered vaccination. 

The coal-hulk which was alongside the vessel at the time, and the children of the caretaker 
who had been helped over the side by this man, were also placed in quarantine, and the children 
vaccinated as well as the others. 


The District Health Officer, Christchurch, reports :— 
Two suspicious cases were investigated, but neither turned out to be smallpox. 


PLAQUE. 


The District Health Officer, Auckland, reports :— 

It is again most satisfactory to report another year without any manifestations of plague in 
man or in rats. The examination of rats has been continued regularly, and 7,974 have been 
tested baéteriologically with negative results. The Harbour Board and the City Council con- 
tinue to employ men poisoning and trapping, and their work keeps the rat nuisance in check 
to some extent. To the improved sanitary condition of the waterfront and neighbourhood, and 
of the cellars and sewers under Queen Street, the absence of plague may be attributed. 


Leprosy. 

Dr. C. H. Upham, Medical Officer in attendance at Quail Island Quarantine Station, 
Lyttelton, reports as follows :— 

C. is very frail and steadily getting worse. The disease was advanced when he came under 
treatment. Leprosy consists in a series of attacks of high fever (102°4 being registered at the 
height of attack). The emaciated feeble patient is quite prostrated during the attacks with 
headache and pains in the limbs; there is purulent rhinitis and pharyngitis, and patches of 
purulent nodules break out on face, shoulder, and hips; ulcers result, especially on the atrophied 
contracted feet. The leproma on the eye, which covers about two-thirds of cornea, has not 
advanced during 1913: the remaining one-third of the cornea is nebulous, but patient can still 
perceive light. The attacks last two or three weeks. Patient had attacks (1) at the end of 
January, (2) beginning of April, (3) beginning of May. After this attack I pressed him to take 
antileprol, which has an undoubted beneficial effect, so that the next attack (4) was postponed till 
the 25th ‘November. This last was long and severe, not yielding till the 20th December. The 
patient also suffers from a hydrocele, which has occasionally to be tapped. During the attacks 
[ drop the antileprol, which produces reaction, and give salicylate of acetyl (Xaxa) when neuritis 
is the prominent feature, and salicine when the skin is attacked. Both these drugs have distinct 
effects, relieving pain and subduing suppuration in the skin. I also use an antiseptic ointment 
consisting of Hydrarg. ammon. gr. v, Ol Eucalypt. min. xv, to the ounce of vaseline. I have 
used scarlet red ointment (according to directions), but E., who dresses C., declares the above 
antiseptic ointment heals the ulcers and subdues suppuration more rapidly. The extensive 
ulceration heals much more rapidly in this leper than indolent ulcers do in ordinary patients, 
large ulcers granulating and covering with soft skin in a few weeks. C. is bowed, weak, anaemic, 
lame, and blind. C. has now recovered from his albuminuria. 

D. is really better. He is stout and strong, ruddy-complexioned, and well. All the three 
men are quite cheerful when not suffering from attacks. In January ulnar neuritis was trouble- 
some, but yielded to Xaxa. In February D. had much pain in the plantar arch. This gave 
him so much distress that on the 4th March E., who had been hitherto the blind leper’s companion, 
took over the duty of dressing C. from D. Now the plainest record of D.’s case is given by 
stating that throughout the year he looked and felt quite well, except for the following short 
spells: (1.) On the 20th April he presented four nodules on one arm. These nodules are the 
signs of nodular leprosy, the macules appear in both anesthetic and nodular leprosy. The 
macules in D.’s case steadily improve, and if he did not occasionally show the nodules the 
prognosis would be certain. But the periodical reappearance of these nodules is most dis- 
appointing. I have encouraged him to imitate the auto-inoculation treatment of tuberculosis. 
There is no need of graduating E., he is so lusty and strong; so he daily exerts himself till the 
skin is thoroughly flushed with blood and glowing and sweating. He takes antileprol regularly ; 
generally he can only stomach a dram a day, but occasionally I can press him near the maximum 
dose of 24 drams a day. In June he complained of anesthesia and tingling of the toes: his 
anterior tibial rather than peroneal nerves are affected. In September I found three nodules 
in the macula on the left arm, and on the 14th December the old original macula on the right 
cheek became inflamed, swollen, and red, and affected the glands on the opposite side of the neck. 
I treat him as a I treat C.—Xaxa for pain, salicine for the nodules, and antileprol between 
attacks. D.’s nodules never break down, and his eyes are bright and show no signs of disease. 
(This eye affection, however, is only to be expected in the ninth year of unsuccessfully treated 
disease. ) 

As for E., he is detained only to nurse C., but his feet are clubbed and anzesthetic as the 
result of past anesthetic leprosy, and occasionally the perforating ulcer breaks down from 
unconscious rough usage, but it heals on draining and laying open of sinuses. E. also suffers 
from dyspepsia, which yields to abstinence and drugs. FE.’s urine was highly albuminous early 


in the year, but cleared up about May 
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(3.) PROVISION FOR INFECTIOUS DISEASE. 

The District Health Officer, Auckland, reports :— 

Provision for Consumptives at Auckland.—Plans for the proposed sanatorium at Tamaki 
were prepared for the Hospital Board, but in the end the scheme has been indefinitely postponed, 
while the Board propose to increase the temporary accommodation at the Costley Home, and an 
increased number of cases are to be received at the Government Sanatorium. This may be suffi- 
cient for the present, but cannot be regarded as more than postponing the time when the problem 
of adequate provision for the consumptive must be faced. The scheme for co-operation with the 
trustees of the Knox Incurable Home was a sound one, and it is to be hoped may yet lead to a 
satisfactory issue. - We require adequate local accommodation for the incurable and dying cases, 
and as a preliminary stage for the observation of cases possibly curable, and this must be easily 
accessible from Auckland. 

No provision now exists for supplying suitable work for consumptives discharged from 
treatment wholly or partially cured. Opportunity was taken of the sitting of the Forestry Com- 
mission in Auckland to lay before them the suitability of employing such persons in tree-planting 
in the high plateaus round Lake Taupo. 

The Knox Home is now well on its way towards completion, and promises to be most satis- 
factory as to situation and plans. 

Infectious Diseases Hospital at Point Chevalier.—The value of this property was fully demon- 
strated during the smallpox outbreak, when 117 patients were removed there for treatment. The 
numbers were too great for the former very primitive and hmited accommodation, and consider- 
able additions had to be made. The use of floored marquee tents enabled those in charge to 
deal with the patients. 

Rotorua Infectious Diseases Hospital.—This building was completed, and the old building 
stripped of any useful material and burned down. 


The District Health Officer, Wellington, reports :— 

The Picton Hospital Board have provided accommodation for & cases in a new detached ward. 

Provision is also being made at the new Hospital buildings in Gisborne in a special isolation 
block. : 

The special temporary Hospital at Manataha, Waiapu, was again put into order and used 
during the year. 


The District Health Officer, Christchurch, reports :— 

After full consideration whether to abandon Bottle Lake Hospital and put up a new building 
on a suitable site for scarlet fever and other cases of infectious disease, the North Canterbury 
Hospital Board decided to extend the accommodation of the Bottle Lake Hospital by putting up 
a building more suitable for the accommodation of patients who cannot be accommodated in 
the existing ward but for whom accommodation existed in the form of shelters. 

For diphtheria and cases of infectious disease other than scarlet fever the new isolation 
block which has recently been erected at Christchurch Hospital is now available. This contains 
accommodation for 24 cases. 

Accommodation for consumptives at the Cashmere Sanatorium, additional shelter accommo- 
dation was added for 10 women and 3 men. 

The completion of the King George V Coronation Memorial Hospital for consumptives unfit 
for admission to the Cashmere Sanatorium was delayed through the strike. It will probably be 
completed within the next few months and will contain accommodation for 44 cases. 


(4.) SANITARY CONDITION OF DISTRICTS. 
The District Health Officer, Auckland, reports :— 
Auckland City. 


The absence of any evidence of plague for the past two years, and the steady diminution 
in the cases of ty phoid, form a good indication that the city sanitary service is doing effective 
work. The returns as regards typhoid show 58 cases in 1911, 41 in 1912, and 26 in 1913, the 
latter including the recently added Borough of Parnell. 

The inclusion of Parnell and more recently of the Arch Hill Road District in the city is 
satisfactory as indicating that the public are beginning to realize that the day when the petty 
local body could justify is existence is over. Other suburban bodies are beginning to feel the 
presence of public opinion, guided by common-sense, towards union into one powerful corpora- 
tion; and though the petty local politician, who rightly foresees that he will drop out of the 
limelight when his district merges in the greater body, and the short-sighted individual who sees 
nothing beyond a possible rise in rates in the scheme are still able to obstruct, their power is 
waning, and Greater Auckland is becoming something more than a pleasing theory. 

The work of the Drainage Board continues steadily, and early in the present year the outfall 
works will be completed and the greater part of the city able to take full advantage of sewer con- 
nections. It would seem a matter for regret that the powers of this Board do not extend further 
and enable them te carry the sewer reticulation work through, both in city and suburbs. The 
work done would then be on a definite system, and could be completed more rapidly on much more 
economical terms than under the present system of linking together a number of wholly inde- 
pendent small schemes. 

Auckland Suburbs. 


The breakdown in the suburban nightsoil service, which has been foreseen for some years, 
occurred towards the end of the year owing to the owners of the land at Purewa on which the 
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depot was situated refusing to renew the lease to the contractors. ‘This was natural owing to 
the spread of population in those districts making the land too valuable for any but building 
purposes. The result, however, was unfortunate, since the Drainage Board sewers were not 
sufficiently forward to enable them to be used by medium of flushing-tanks. The suburban bodies 
in whose districts suitable land was available for land disposal one and all refused to sanction 
a depot within their boundaries, and the districts requiring the depot had no land suitable. 
The result was a deadlock, inevitable under the present state of local government, when the needs 
of the district as a whole are made subservient to the prejudices of small sections of the com- 
munity. An attempt earlier in the year to secure a depot on part of a Government reserve in 
the Mount Roskill district, which from the poverty of the soil and the isolated position was 
extremely suitable for the purpose, was frustrated by the influence of the local authority. In 
order to place the safety of some fifty thousand persons in a position independent of narrow pre- 
judices, a clause was inserted in the Lands Empowering Act temporarily enabling the Department 
to select a site and authorizing its use despite the objections of the local authorities. Unfor- 
tunately this common-sense provision was passed so hampered by conditions that its use was lost, 
while the Act threw on the Department the onus of finding a suitable depot under impossible 
circumstances. The only lands left available are not those which would be chosen were the 
Department to be guided by public welfare alone. The position of the Department is thus 
weakened in meeting the objections of the residents in the neighbourhood of the sites they are 
forced to select. The service, however, is being maintained, though on a somewhat precarious 
basis, subject to the physical opposition of the objectors. In this unsatisfactory manner we may 
be able to struggle along till the opening of the sewers enables a more reasonable scheme to be 
inaugurated for this most important but unsavory branch of public service. 
There is little new to report as to the sanitary condition of the suburbs generally 

before, the lower slopes of Mount Eden, Mount Albert, and Eden Terrace show a somewhat 


high infectious-disease return, due to the difficulties of sewage-disposal on clay areas. These 
districts are urgently in need of sewerage. 


As 


Grey Lynn,—The Borough Council were well advised in securing the old nightsoil depot, 
which after a period of rest was available again for use. This district was thus saved from any 
of the troubles related above. 


Devonport.—This borough can no longer claim freedom from infectious diseases as in the 
old days. This decline is due in part to overcrowding of houses and in part to the failure of 
the Council to carry out its own by-laws relating to stables and the keeping of animals generally. 

Onehunga.—The sewerage system is now complete, and the reticulation extends throughout 


the larger part of the borough. The outfall into the harbour has so far produced no visible 
pollution of the beaches. 


Sanitary Condition of Country Districts. 


As before, the country districts have suffered from the presence of the Maori—living as he 
does half in and half out of civilization—Waikato and Thames Valley especially being affected. 
It is gratifying, however, to note that smallpox failed to establish itself in the towns. 

fy Franklin reports satisfactory sanitary progress here. The chief 
problem te 18 again ne subdivision of local government, since a large part of what is the 
town of Thames lies outside the borough and in the county. The result is that much-needed 
schemes as to water-supply and sewerage are hampered by jealousies and conflicting interests 
Several visits were paid to the Borough Council on this question, and a rough scheme outlined 
in which both borough and county ‘could take part. A Drainage Board, representing both 
bodies and controlling water and drainage, is greatly needed. 


Te Aroha.—This is a model small town which keeps sanitary needs well to the fore. The 
sewerage system has been extended 60 chains during the year. 

Hamilton.—The drainage-work in hand has been completed, and a loan is being provided 
for further extensions. Municipal baths have been provided. The abattoir has not yet been 
established, though sites have been under consideration. 

Cambridge also has extended its sewered areas, and municipal baths have been constructed 

Te Awamutu.—A water-supply is being supplied, and sewerage will follow shortly. 

Taumarunur has suffered to a small degree from a tendency to overcrowd buildings on small 
sections. By-laws dealing with the matter have now been established. 

Vgaruawahia. —The ‘long- desired drainage system for the two hotels has at last been esta- 
blished, owing to the welcome co-operation of the Licensing Bench. 

Tauranga has adopted a sewerage scheme, which is now being installed. 

Pukekohe.—The need for a sewerage system here has been recognized by the Council. 
report on the matter was furnished dealing with the best means for disposal of the sewage. 
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The District Health Officer, Wellington, reports :— 


City of Wellington.—The sewers are gradually being extended to the outlying parts of 
Greater Wellington. The general health of the city remains good. From time to ae especially 
during the autumn months, there has been slight trouble with regard to the water-supply, many 
complaints having been made of. its peculiar taste. This matter has received considerable atten- 
tion, and every effort has been made by the City Engineer to remedy it. The milk-supply, which 
for many reasons has not been quite as satisfactory as it should be, has received much atten- 
tion, and the Council have under consideration the question of establishing a municipal depot. 


Many insanitary buildings have been dealt with in the course of the year, either by demolition 
or the remedying of defects. 


Watroa.—A few septic tanks have been installed in this borough by private owners 


the 
effluent being discharged into the storm-water sewers. These sewers, 


however, discharge by 
+ 
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several openings along the front of the town into the river, and the Council have been urged, 
if they are to be made use of to any great extent for the reception of household drainage and 
tank eflluent, to run a main intercepting sewer to discharge some distance below the town. 

Feilding.—The borough septic tank seems to be now working satisfactorily, but there is 
need for the extension of the sewerage system to parts of the town not at present served by the 
system. 

Bunnythorpe.—Some trouble was experienced in connection with the pollution of a creek 
by milk-factory wastes. Remedies have been suggested and are being put into operation. 

Tastings.—Much trouble has been caused by the condition of the rubbish depot in this town, 
The Council have, however, taken action to prevent a nuisance arising. 

Millerton.—Owing to pollution of the river through the township by the emptying therein 
of nightsoil and refuse, approval was given to a system of nightsoil service and refuse-removal. 
With regard to the former, the or dinary means of disposal by burying being impracticable owing 
to rocky nature of the ground, a special system has been adopted. 

Granity, Ngakawau, and Hector.—A nightsoil service was proposed, but owing to the seat- 
tered nature of the three settlements it was decided not to go on with it, but action was taken 
to prevent the pollution of a lagoon by drainage from various premises. 

Westport.—No further action has been taken with regard to the sewerage scheme for this 
borough. It is to be hoped that some satisfactory solution to overcome the special difficulties 
will be arrived at shortly. 

Petone.—The Petone Borough Council are preparing to instal a sewerage system. Many 
insanitary buildings were dealt with in this borough. 

Gishorne.—Consider able pollution has arisen in the Taraheru River, due principally to the 
discharge of meat-works drainage in the upper reaches, and to the fact that there has been no 
flood recently to scour the river out. Measures have been taken to prevent any further pollution. 
Action has also been taken to prevent the pollution of the foreshore at Kaiti from a similar 
source. Considerable improvements are being effected in the general sanitation of this borough, 
but there is yet much room for improvements. The sewerage system 1s being pushed on w ith, 
but has not yet been fully completed. Many insanitary buildings were dealt with in the borough, 
and foodstuff premises received much attention. 

Johnsonville.—The railway eattle-yards in this township caused some nuisance, but arrange- 
ments have been made for improvements, which are now being carried out. The Town Board 
was also advised to take action to improve the condition of privately owned saleyards. Many 
insanitary buildings in this township were dealt with. 

Lansdowne.—Water-supply: Measures have been taken by the responsible authority to 
improve the condition of the race bringing the water to the reservoir, but other important work 
in connection with the improvements of the supply has not yet been carried, out, owing to want 
of funds. 

Nelson.—The sewerage system of this town still gives considerable trouble owing to the fact 
that the subsoil water finds its way in in quantities sufficient to interfere with the action of the 
septic tank. Improvements are eradually being effected, but at the present rate of progress it will 
take some time to get this matter right, and at present all the sewerage passes direct into the 
harbour. Many insanitary buildings ‘have received attention. 

Katwarra.—Several insanitary ‘buildings have been dealt with. 

Otaki.—The Town Board is at present considering the question of a public water-supply 
and sewerage system. 


The District Health Officer, Christchurch, reports :— 

Kaikoura County.—Duplicate regulation nightsoil-pans adopted in place of oil-drums, &e. 

Rangiora Borough.—In place of the nightsoil being removed by private contractor, who 
collected his own fees, the Borough Council have the work done by contract, fees being payable 
to said Council. 

Sumner Borough.—A new refuse-destructor has been built by the Borough Council to deal 
with the house refuse collected in the borough, and has been working for six weeks, 

Spreydon.—A fortnightly service over the whole borough for the collection of household 
refuse has been instituted, the refuse being tipped at a special depot in the borough. 

Ashburton Borough.—The sewerage scheme is being prepared, but unfortunately the Borough 
Council does not intend to proceed any further at present, but a high pressure of water-supply 
is now available, so that the borough can be easily sewered. It is certainly time this scheme was 
proceeded with. 

Geraldine, Mataura, Invercargill, Cobden, Blackball, and Runanga have made no advances 
in obtaining water-supplies or sewerage schemes. 

Timaru Borough.—The new sewerage system for the borough is nearing completion; the 
southern outfall has been completed, and the house connections in that area are mostly joined to 
the sewers. In regard to the northern outfall, some difficulty has been experienced with the 
Monier pipes which had been laid, especially those pipes which lie alongside the railway embank- 
ment. The vibration caused by the railway traffic seems to have broken most of the joints, 
necessitating this line of pipes to be lifted and relaid on a much stronger bed of conerete. This 
work is wall i in hand, and it is expected that house connections in the northern part of the borough 
will be allowed to join the sewer in the course of a féw weeks. Plans are being prepared to 
instal a pumping plant at the north and south ends of the town to remove the sewage from a 
number of premises which cannot empty the sewage by gravitation into existing lines, and when 
this is completed the entire borough will be provided with a satisfactory sewerage system. 
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Waimate Borough.—The house connections in the sewerage area are almost completed, only 
twenty remaining unconnected, and of these some contracts are let. The siphons at the septic 
tanks have never given satisfaction, and repairs are being carried out at present to improve 
them, and a new sewer extension is being laid in Cameron Street to take the sewage from the 
Cathohe Presbytery, Catholic School buildings, and the Convent. 

Temuka eee —The new high-pressure water-supply system was completed early in the 
year, and a large number of connections are being made. ‘The source of supply is the Waihi 
River at a point above Winchester, the water being conveyed to the borough by iron pipes, and 
is ee satisfaction. 

Geraldine Borough.—Owing to the Road Board posting up notices prohibiting the dumping 
of refuse on the river-bed, some Y difficulty is being experienced in householders getting rid of their 
refuse; but the Borough Council are corresponding with the Land Board officials to secure a 
vacant suitable site near the town for the purpose, which will considerably improve the position. 

Gore.—Sewering of number of outlying streets now completed. 

Mataura.—Drainage scheme for the borough now completed, with exception of small section 
of 30 in. outfall sewer to river 

Winton.—A system of collection of household refuse has been commenced here, rubbish being 
tipped in gravel-pit some distance from town. 

Vightcaps.—A nightsoil service has been inaugurated (sealed-pan system), and is working 
satisfactorily. 

Invercargill.—During the year splendid progress has been made with the Invercargill central 
drainage scheme, which is rapidly nearing completion. It is hoped to commence house connec- 
tions within the next four months. Over twenty miles of cast-iron water-mains have been put 
down in the suburbs and outlying parts of Invercargill Borough. The bore for increased water- 
aE Eye is now nearing completion. The drainage and sanitary applances of Southland Hospital, 
Invercargill, have been completely remodelled. 

Greymouth. —'Ihere is steady improvement in the general sanitation of Greymouth, house 
drainage receiving thorough eek and supervision. The Borough Council has cancelled 
all drainl: iyers’ licenses, inthe borough, and has appointed one man to do the whole of the drain- 
laying. The effect of this has been that there are no ‘‘ jerry ’’ drainlayers in the town, and the 
work is easier to supervise. 

A new sewerage scheme is urgently required for the borough, as the present sewers are 
badly laid and are practically useless, consequently sanitary progress is by no means what it 
ought to be, the want of finances in the borough being the primary block to such progress. 

The installation of a nightsoil-tank is a decided improvement on the old system. The tipping 
on to a paddock near the Hospital was a great nuisance, and a breeding- eround for flies. This 
has been done away with, and all the nightsoil is tipped into the tank at night and discharged 
into the river at half-ebb tide, being afterwards flushed with water and sprinkled with disin- 
fectant. There is not the slightest smell. 

Cobden.—During the year the Labour Department has erected several workers’ dwellings 
in Cobden, the drainage for which was inspected and supervised by me at the request of the 
Labour Department. Owing to the absence of a sewerage scheme in Cobden the household wastes 
are collected into a 6 in. main and discharged into a small watercourse, and will cause trouble 
in the future, I am afraid. At the conclusion of the work I certified to the Department that the 
work had been carried out to my satisfaction, although I did not necessarily approve of the 
scheme by the issue of such certificate, but only in respect to the manner in which the work 
had been done. It is a matter for regret that the Labour Department did not submit the plan 
of the estate to the Health Department for a drainage scheme. If this had been done a septic 
tank could have been installed on the estate and each section loaded with their proportion of the 
cost, whieh would have been little more than the present scheme has cost. Water-closets could 
then have been installed in each house instead of the pan system. 

Reefton.—There has been a decided improvement in the general sanitary condition of this 
town, which is likely to be maintained in the future. One condemned building has been removed 
and replaced by an up-to-date shop. Other substantial buildings have been erected, and alto- 
gether the pr ospects are very encouraging. 


6.) SANITARY CONDITION OF THE NATIVES. 


The District Health Officer, Auckland, reports :— 

The welfare of the Maori has occupied the principal share of the Department’s attention in 
the Auckland Provinee during the year, owing to the epidemic of smallpox, which singled out 
these people in a most remarkable manner. It is pleasing to be able to put on record the fact 
that the Natives—backward as they are to take up sanitary matters on most occasions—showed 
a most exemplary willingness to comply with every requirement made on them in dealing with 
smallpox. Their willingness—indeed, eagerness—to undergo vaccination was a pleasant change 
from the indifference and opposition of the European, and the patience and thoroughness with 
which they observed the restrictions as to travelling and isolation was an object- lesson to their 
white neighbours. That the disease was got in hand in four months must to a great extent be 
accredited to the whole-hearted co- oper ation of the chiefs and leading men in the. various settle- 
ments. 

I am glad to take this opportunity for recognizing with gratitude the voluntary help the 
Departinent received from various persons interested in work among the Maoris. Among these 
the Rev. Archdeacon Hawkins stands out prominently, who by personal influence did much 
tv encourage the Natives in observing the sanitary laws. At his own suggestion he received 
instruction in the method of vaccination, and on his travels in outlying parts of the districts 
was able to operate on Natives who otherwise would have been difficult to reach. 
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Of the value of Dr. Buck’s work in the north it is impossible to speak too highly. His great 
influence with the Natives, as well as his professional skill, was a big factor in suppressing the 
outbreak there. 

Typhoid, as usual, has found only too encouraging a nidus in the Native settlements. Hight 
separate outbreaks have to be recorded, as follows :— 

Paeroa (Ohinemuri County)—January and February, spreading all through ‘hames 

Valley 

Whakatane (Whakatane County)—February. 

Mataura Bay (Thames County)—March. 

Ohaeawai (Bay of Islands County)—March. 

Waahi (Raglan County)—March. 

Matakana Island (Tauranga County)—June. 

Whangaroa (Whangaroa County)—July. 

Omania (Hokianga County )—Noveimber. 
There were thus serious epidemics in progress in different districts practically continuously 
throughout the year. It was necessary to establish temporary hospitals at Paeroa, Ohaeawati, 
Whangaroa, and Omanaia. 

The Paeroa and Thames Valley outbreak was the most serious, some 65 cases occurring during 
the first three months of the year. ‘The outbreak at Whangaroa was also severe, 19 cases being 
under treatment in hospital. 

I visited the Thames and Piako Native settlements during the epidemic, and addressed meet- 
ings of Natives upon the causes and methods. of avoiding the disease. ‘To the very primitive 
ideas on water-supply one can attribute much of the trouble. At one Native settlement visited 
the supply was obtained from shallow wells. At some time the Natives had been instructed to 
dig a shallow trench round the top of the well to prevent surface water entering. The purpose 
of this trench had been forgotten, and we found that it had been utilized as a convenient place 
for the disposal of all the household filth. 

The reluctance of the Native to relinquish the old custom of holding prolonged tangis over 
their dead also is a grave source of anxiety to the sanitary officer and the nurses. Much disease 
is spread at these meetings held over the departed, and unless the scheme for notification of deaths 
among the Natives is enforced it will be difficult to check this danger. ‘The tohunga also con- 
tinues to do harm. In one case in which the tohunga proved to be a white woman a warning was 
issued. By her ignorance of the true nature of the disease, and the failure to take precautions, 
she had probably been the means of spreading infection. 


Native NursInG Service. 

Under Miss Bagley’s able management this important brauch of our work is beginning to 
assume the importance it deserves, The Natives are at first suspicious, but soon learn to rely 
on the nurses and to welcome them and assist them in their work. During the smallpox epidemic 
Miss Bagley and her staff were untiring, and their organization of temporary hospitals for this 
and during the various typhoid out breaks, at short notice, showed what systematic training can 
accomplish. That these camp hospitals could be established in a few days and be run without 
hitch and give results equal to permanent institutions reflects the greatest credit on Miss Bacist: 
power of organization. 

In the Rotorua district Nurse Anderson’s work was rewarded by a most satisfactory absence 
of typhoid even during the outbreaks at Thames and Tauranga. During the earher part of the 
vear Nurse Dawson was appointed to the Thames district, and soon had established herself as a 
favourite with the Maoris. Her work was exceptionally heavy owing to the widespread typhoid 
outbreak. 

Nurse Mataira was occupied chiefly in the Bay of Plenty district, where she succeeded in 
getting the Natives to adopt modern methods in the Opotiki district. 

For Whakatane a satisfactory scheme of co-operation between the Church of England Native 
Mission and the Department was formulated, and Nurse North was appointed to the work. 

In the Bay of Islands district and at Paeroa arrangements for co-operation between the 
nurses engaged on mission work and the departmental nurses were made. 

Nurse Taare was occupied chiefly in dealing with epidemics of typhoid and smallpox in 
various parts, and did excellent work all through. 

Temporary appointifents were made also for nursing during the epidemics of typhoid and 
smallpox. At Te Ahuahu cainp Nurse Stephenson, who had done excellent service, had the mis- 
fortune to contract typhoid herself at the end of the outbreak; and, though very seriously il, 
I am glad to say a good recovery was made. It illustrates the dangers which our nurses face 
cheerfully and without fear. 

In the Bay of Islands Hospital District Nurse Hawken was appointed during the latter end 
of the year. 

_ It is unfortunate that the Hospital Boards generally do not appreciate the importance of 
the Native nursing service in their districts. Save at Thames the scheme is regarded with indif- 
ference or active opposition, although the only contribution asked of these bodies is that they 
should assist in the matter of travelling-expenses. 


The District Health Officer, Wellington, reports :— 

Improvements with regard to the sanitary conditions in the various pas are gradually being 
effected, especially in the direction of enforeing the provision of more sanitary methods in con- 
nection with the privies. Many old insanitary whares have been condemned and new and more 
up-to-date habitations built. Muriwai Pa, in which last vear many cases of enteric fever occurred, 
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las now been almost rebuilt, several modern houses taking the place of old insanitary buildings 
which were condemned. During the prevalence of the smallpox epidemic in the north systematic 
vaccination of Maoris in this district has been carried out. 

The District Health Officer, Christchurch, reports :— 

Throughout. the year tuberculin treatment was given in Tuahiwi and Little River pas. In 
Tuahiwi 67 children were under observation, and an average of 38 received tuberculin injec- 
tions and iodine-painting every week. At the last examination in the year 25 per cent. of this 
number showed disease arrested. In Little River 9 children were treated, and with one exception 
made satisfactory progress. In these two pas special drill and breathing exercises were given 
in the schools, the children were weighed every week, and weekly visits paid to the homes and 
instruction given to the women about diet, ventilation, means of preventing spread of disease, &c. 
Frequent visits were paid to ‘le Waipounamu College for Maori girls, where several pupils were 
under observation. In Rapaki, Temuka, Port Levy, and Moeraki all the homes were visited and 
the school-children examined and treatment advised where necessary. During the year 43 
children were taken to the Christchurch Hospital for the removal of tonsils and adenoids. July 
Was spent assisting the doctors to vaccinate the Natives in the different settlements. 


(6.) SANITARY INSPECTION. 

The District Health Officer, Auckland, reports :— 

The work of the Sanitary Inspectors resulting from the smallpox outbreak has been excep- 
tionally heavy during the year, and without exce tion they have delet with eredit to them- 
selves and to the Department, to the unusual wall on their services. Their untiring efforts and 
their willingness to face any duties, no matter how dangerous or disagreeable, have provided 
the only satisfactory feature of the epidemic. Whatever criticism may be offered to the Depart- 
ment throughout this affair we can at least point to the work of these men with satisfaction as 
deserving the highest praise and the gratitude of the community generally. The formal records 
given below offer but a small indication of the heavy work which our Inspectors have done 
throughout an unsually busy year. 

Two changes in the permanent staff have been made during the year. The work in the north 
necessitated the appointment of a second officer, therefore Mr. Skynner was detailed for duty 
in the Bay of Islands Hospital District, while Mr. Shenton was appointed for the Marsden- 
Kaipara Board’s work, and began his duties on the Ist March. The rapidly increasing popula- 
tion in the Waikato district necessitated the appointment of a second Inspector to relieve Mr. 
Bennett. Mr. Calderwood was appointed to the southern part of the Waikato Hospital District, 
with headquarters at Taumarunui. Mr. Bennett retains the northern district, and this decrease 
in area enabled us to accept the offer of the Hamilton Borough Council to appoint him Sanitary 
Inspector for the borough. ‘The local authorities throughout the district have increased their 
subsidies to secure the services of the Inspectors for the local work. 


The District Health Officer, Christchurch, reports :— 

Both the Lyttelton and New Brighton Boroughs have delegated their powers of sanitary 
inspections to the North Canterbury Hospital Board, the former borough paying £50 for this 
inspection and also for the inspection of any drainage and plumbing w ork, and the latter borough 
paying £15. 

During the year the Oamaru Borough notified the Department that it wished to discontinue 
the payment of £60 a year for the services of Inspector McKenzie. Inspector McKenzie was subse- 
quently transferred to Christchurch as Inspector of Weights and Measures, 


Special inspections have been made by Inspectors in connection with the following matters :— 

North Canterbury: Seventy-four hotels were inspected in the Christchurch, Avon, Ric- 
carton, and Lyttelton Licensing Districts. 

Drainage of Christchurch abattoirs. 

Offensive trade at Sockburn. 

Drainage from offensive trade into Heathcote and Avon Rivers. 

Yaldhurst camp water-supply. 

Ashburton: Preparation of plans and specifications have been made of several private 
premises in the counties. 

Grey: Supervision of alterations to hospital buildings and installation of electrie light 
and steam heating appliances. 

Invercargill: Supervision and testing of drainage at the Southland Hospital. 


Horent INSPECTIONS. 
The District Health Officer, Auckland, reports :— 
During the year 418 sanitary inspections have been made, and reports in many cases 
furnished to the Licensing Benches. This system of co-operation with these lecensing bodies 
has been productive of most satisfactory reforms as regards the condition of the building. 


The District Health Officer, Christchurch, reports :— 

In furtherance of the object of resolution 10, passed by the Conference on the Administrative 
Control and Treatment of Tuberculosis, ‘‘ That it be a recommendation to the Licensing Com- 
inittees that periodical cleansing of hotels be carried out,’’ a cireular letter was sent to all Licens- 
ing Committees in the district, “sugvesting that the best way to give effeet to this recommendation 
would be to instruct the reporting police oflicer to make a special note in his annual report as 
to the cleanliness or otherwise of the hotels, and an offer was made of the assistance of the Depart- 
inent’s Sanitary Inspectors if required. 
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The Licensing Committees of the Christchurch, Avon, Riccarton, and lyttelton Districts 
accepted the assistance of the Department’s Inspector, and an inspection was made in company 
with the police officers. 

From inquiries made regarding the use of disinfectants and methods of cleansing, it was 
found that almost without exception liquid disinfectants were added to the water used for cleansing, 
and that daily cleansing of public and sleeping rooms was carried out. Inspection revealed 
a comparatively large number of defective and inadequate public conveniences, which were reported 
on to the Committees concerned. In the majority of the houses where defects existed repairs 
were carried out before the annual meeting of the Licensing Committee. In the others the 
eranting of licenses was deferred by the Committee till alterations were made, which in all cases 
have been satisfactorily carried out. 

There is, however, need for improvement in the appliances used for glass-washing. The com- 
mon practice found to exist was that of emptying the leavings from the. glasses into a receptacle 
kept for the purpose, rinsing the glass in heated or cold water held in a small tub, and standing 
the glasses to drain on a per rforated tray, and then wiping with a towel. The water in the tubs 
is supposed to be changed twice or thrice a day, but the contents of some tubs indicated gross 
pollution to exist before the water is changed, hence a needed improvement is that all public 
bars supplying drinks should be required to be provided with sinks having overflows and waste- 
pipes for discharging purposes, and hot- and cold-water taps fixed over them, and all glasses 
washed in running water. 

In company with the Inspector of Police I have inspected a large number of hotels in the 
distriet, and reported to the Licensing Committees of Grey and Westland all sanitary defects. 
In all cases the Committee ordered the work to be done to my satisfaction. The two Cobden 
hotels were condemned and reported by me as being unfit to hold licenses, and after inspection 
by the Committee it was unanimously decided to refuse the licenses until the houses had been 
rendered fit to my satisfaction. The result was that one was practically rebuilt, and the other 
was entirely rebuilt. This decision is a very important one, and will create a splendid precedent 
for the future regulation of sanitation in hotels. 

[ also reported to the Committee that overcrowding in bedrooms exists in several hotels, 
and the Chairman warned the trade that, although he ed not see clear to take any action at pre- 
sent, he would seriously consider the matter at the next annual meeting. In this connection 
I should be glad of your advice in this matter, and whether less than 600 cubic feet of space can 
be allowed per person where the only means of ventilation is by opening the windows. 
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(7.) OFFENSIVE TRADES. 


The District Health Officer, Wellington, reports :— 

Special inspections with regard to offensive trades were made at Veilding, Petone, and 
Kaiwarra, the boiling-down works at the latter place having given rise to many complaints from 
residents in the neighbour hood owing to nuisance. This was largely due to the lack of an efficient 
water-supply, but work i is now being undertaken to remedy the evil. 

An application for the establishinent of a fellmongery at Petone was received, and plans 
for the reconstruction of an existing building to make it suitable for the purpose were approved. 


The District Health Officer, Christchurch, reports :— 


NorruH CANTERBURY. 

No new permits have been granted in the district during the year. One firm treating 
sausage-casings gave up a long-established factory and removed to other licensed premises in 
the neighbourhood. 

Several improvements were made in connection with drainage arrangements from offensive- 
trade premises in the Woolston district, which will tend to lessen the pollution of the Heathcote 
River. 

OTAGO. 

One appheation was received for the establishment of offal-treating plant in this district. 

The Christchurch Meat Company (lamited), at the Burnside W orks, are experimenting with 
ozone as a purifying agent in the treatment of noxious gases given off from manure-driers, but 
so far the results have not been entirely satisfactory. 


(8.) INSANITARY BUILDINGS. 


The District Health Officer, Auckland, reports :— 

During the year the following condemnation certificates in respect to buildings were issued :

Vessels were inspected as under at ports in this health district: Wellington, 147;  Gis- 
borne, 36; Napier, 17; New Plymouth, 8; Wanganui, 6; Westport, 6; Picton, 2. 

Port of Wellington.—The s.s. ‘‘ Delphie,”’ from Auckland, was placed in quarantine owing 
to the existence of a case of smallpox on that steamer. Owing to the epidemic of smallpox all 
vessels arriving from Auckland were for some time subjected to examination. Vessels from 
Sydney were examined at the anchorage, instead of being allowed up to the wharf prior to 
examination. Passengers leaving New Zealand for Australian States had to be provided with a 
vaccination certificate endorsed by the District Health Officer. This necessitated a considerable 
umount of extra work.

Norr.—Between the 13th October, 1900 (the date on which the Public Health Act, 1900, came 
into operation), and the 31st of December, 1913, 46,519 certificates of exemption from lability 
to vaccinate children had been issued by Registrars of Births, who register vaccination certificates 
under the present law, to parents or custodians. 

Owing to an epidemic during the latter part of last year vaccination was carried out on an 
unusual scale. In most cases only names and numbers of vaccinees were available. Further 
small returns are probably still outstanding. 








(15.) MIDWIVES ACT, 1908. 


The District Health Officer, Auckland, reports :— 

It has not been necessary to suspend any registered midwives on account of the occurrence 
of puerperal septiczemia in patients attended by them, but turee unregistered women have been 
warned not to attend any cases for the usual period of suspension. 

The District Health Officer, Wellington, reports :— 

No special action was necessary under the provisions of this Act. 


The District Health Officer, Christchurch, reports :— 

In several cases of puerperal septicaemia midwives were temporarily suspended for the usual 
period. One unregistered midwife practising at Blackball was prosecuted. One license for a 
maternity hospital was revoked in Christchurch. 


(16.) THE SALE OF FOOD AND DRUGS ACT. 


The District Health Officer, Auckland, reports :— 

The regulations under this Act came into force on the Ist April, and a large amount of 
work resulted, as we were daily in communication with manufacturers on the subject of labelling. 
The year of grace enabling stock in hand to be used up prevented any legal action being taken 
in this respect, but in any case the majority of the manufacturers and importers have shown 
themselves eager to comply with the requirements. The amount of attention which should have 
been devoted to this work was unfortunately limited owing to the more pressing matter of the 
smallpox epidemic, so that in some cases matters in doubt had to be allowed to stand over: 
thus we cannot hope to have all the new provisions in operation at the end of the period of 
exemption. That several important modifications in the regulations are still required has been 
revealed by the practical efforts to follow the regulations during the vear. We cannot expect 
to get such far-reaching alterations in trade affairs accomplished in so brief a time. But great 
advances have been made. one of the most important being the labelling of all packages of goods 
with the net weight of the contents and the declaration of the maker or agent on the label. 

While in Australia I was able to get some useful information frout the authorities there as 
to their experience with these regulations, which is the more important to us as we are to a 
vreat extent obliged to follow Australia’ s lead in so far as imported articles are concerned at 
least; and in America I[ secured a complete set of the regulations in force generally for the States 
and in Massachussetts. 

A circular was issued to butter-packers dealing with the requirements as regards labelling. 
An important point in regard to this commodity, which these regulations have raised, is the 
presence of small amounts of carbonate of soda—a result of the too liberal acceptation by factory- 
inanagers of home-separated cream, which has been kept till excessive acidity has developed. 
The practice has been to counteract this acidity with soda bicarbonate, and, though a butter of 
reasonably sound appearance results, it has been found to be deficient in keeping qualities. That 
this practice has had its influence on the quality of butter exported I learned from conversations 
with authorities in England, who had noticed a deterioration in quality of some brands, and were 
fully aware of the cause. If it be unavordable to accept unsound cream in isolated districts, it 
would seem at least reasonable to require that butter subject to sueh drawbacks should be labelled 
differently from butter made wholly from fresh cream. In any ease, so far as the retail trade is 
concerned, the presence of bicarbonate must be regarded as a breach of the regulations. 
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Although his time during the latter part of the year was necessarily occupied with the 
smallpox work, Mr. Grieve was able to continue the campaign against milk-adulteration with 
good results, and indeed throughout the province the Inspectors have kept in touch with this 
branch of their work in spite of difficulties, as the attached records show. 

Some experiments were made with tomato sauce to ascertain the need or otherwise for pre- 
servatives. 

It is a pleasure to record that the Magistrate’s Bench in dealing with this part of our work 
evidently regards violation of the Sale of Food and Drugs Act as a serious offence against the 
public welfare. The fines have throughout been such as to discourage people from hoping to 
make a little extra profit by means of adulteration. 


The District Health Officer, Christchurch, reports :— 

A great deal of work has been carried out in connection with the new regulations under 
this Act: numerous interviews have been given and inquiries answered concerning food stan 
dards and particulars required on labels. 

The posters giving specific regulations relating to milk, meat-products, and ice-cream have 
heen distributed, and inspections made of premises, and owners and occupiers of premises which 
de not conform with the constructional and protective requirements of the regulations are now 
actively engaged in altering their premises to bring them into compliance.

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BACTERIOLOGICAL LABORATORY, WELLINGTON. 
Report by Mr. J. A. Hurley, Government Bacteriologist, Wellington. 


1 have the honour to submit tabulated reports of the work carried out at the Bacteriological 
Laboratory and at the Vaccine Station during the year ending the 3lst March last. 

The number of examinations in the Bacter iological Laboratory shows an increase of 33 per cent. 
This has been the average increase for several years past. The work in the Vaccine Station presents 
a much greater increase, “and to keep up supplies of lymph there has often been a severe strain on the 
staff. This was especially the case during the epidemic of smallpox in the early part of the year, when 
the sudden demand for lymph was met without the employment of any extra assistance in the prepara- 
tion of it. What this means is best shown by the fact that during the eleven weeks of the epidemic 
sufficient lymph was prepared to inoculate 734,000 persons. This amount does not include the lymph 
in stock when the first call for lymph to meet the epidemic was made. The lymph then in stock was 
sufficient to inoculate 60,000 persons, and was double the amount required to be in hand. ‘To put the 
above facts on record is at least due to my staff, who, I have great pleasure in acknowledging, worked 
night and day with enthusiasm to carry out a seemingly impossible task.

The Dominion Analyst reports :—

The Board has decided to erect a new home for nurses on a site recently purchased in King 
Street, at an estimated cost of £13,700. On this site it is proposed to erect other buildings, 
such as the residents’ quarters, &c., but these might well be provided in the present Nurses’ Home 
when the new Home is ready. Part of the present home could be converted into wards for 
special cases at a comparatively moderate cost, and this would appear to be the best use to make 
of the present Home. 

These matters were discussed, with many others, on those occasions when I interviewed the 
Board, and also the system of keeping accounts. On examination the apparent reduction in 
the cost per bed of the Hospital appearing in last vear’s report could not bs substantiated. 
and the Chairman frankly admitted that a mistake had been made. Emulation between Hospital 
Boards in the efficient and economical management of their institutions is much to be desired, 
but a great and sudden reduction in the cost per bed which cannot be verified by examination 
is, to put it mildy, somewhat inartistic.

The children are carefully educated, and the seven girls in the Sixth Standard all obtained a 
proficiency pass.
